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PREFACE. 


Thb  events  which  are  recorded,  and  the  docu- 
ments which  are  preserved  in  this  volume,  will 
be  found  to  possess  a  considerable  portion  of 
interest ;  though  an  important  part  of  the 
occurrences  of  the  year  are  not  included  in  it. 
The  circumstances  which  led  to  the  War  between 
the  British  Government  in  India,  and  Holkar, 
and  the  detail  of  its  Military  operations,  I  have 
been  induced  to  postpone ;  because  I  think  they 
will  be  read  with  much  more  cbmplete  satisfaction^ 
and  even  with  greater  interest,  in  an   Historical 
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Review  of  the  whole  of  Marquis  Wellesley's 
administration,  which  it  is  my  intention  to 
publish  in  the  next  volume  of  the  Register. 
The  principles  on  which  Marquis  Wellesley 
acted,  in  those  political  discussions  that  termin* 
ated  in  the  rupture  with  Holkar,  form  an  im- 
portant part  of  his  Lordship's  system  of  foreign 
policy,  and  can  only  be  understood  by  a  detailed 
exposition  of  the  whole:  and  I  shall  not,  from, 
a  mere  regard  to  the  precise  order  of  time, 
expose,  to  the  possibility  of  popular  miscon- 
ception, any  part^  of  Ihat  wise  system,  which 
party  prejudice  and  vulgar  clamour,  have 
already  combined  to  misrepresent. 

^      Of  the  present  volume,  the  Historical  part 

contains  an  account   of   the   formation  of  the 

.    settlements  of  Madras,   Bengal,   and  Bombay; 

which,  as  they  laid  the  first  foundation  of  our  vast 

Empire  in  India,  will  be  perused  with  some  degree 
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of  curiosity  and  interest.  The  Miscellaneous 
department  is  entirely  composed  of  original 
papers;  some  of  which  are  extremely. impor- 
tant. And  the  other  Departments,  though  in 
some  particulars  incomplete  and  defective,  con- 
tain useful,  or  curious  information,  in  Oriental 
Biography,  and  Literature.

THE  massacre  ofAmbojna,  %xA 
the  ^me  submission  of  England  to 
.  that  deep  injury  to  her  interests 
'and  honour,  produced  those  con- 
sequences which  the  Dutch  com- 
pany had  so  long  coveted,  and 
r  which  it  was  the  fatepf  tlie  English 
compan)  to  foresee,  witliout  hav- 
ing the  power  to  prevent  Pub- 
^Jic  opinion,  in  regard  to  this  mat- 
'ter^  though  clearly  In  6vour  ot" 
.  the  English,  served  in  no  wav  to 
'  restrain  for  a  moment  the  ambitious 
avarice  of  the  Dutch.  They  fol- 
lowed up,  with  an  undeviating 
course,  their  favourite  plan  for 
engrossing  the  whole  trade  of  the 
Spice  islands ;  and,  by  a  renewal 
of  those  gradual  encroachments,  ' 
which  they  had  so  success641y 
practised,  previous  to  the  affair  at 
Amboyna,  they  reduced  the  Eng« 
lish  fact(^s,  in  the  Moluccas,  to 
such  a  state  of  dependence  and  de- 
'  gradation,  that  the  intercourise  be- 
tween them  and  the  natives  coald 
no  longer  be  maintained  with  ad- 
vantage, or  ev^  with  safety :  so 
that,  in  one  island  after  another, 
they  were  compelled  to  ab^don 
their  factories^  and  retire  to  Bant- 
am, in  (he  island  of  Java,  the 
chief  remaining  settlement  of  the 
£nglish  in  the  eastern  islands. 
Tlius  the  Dutc|i  Company  obtained 
tliat  exclusive  possession  of  this 
branch  c:^  the  indfan  trade,  for 
which  they  had  so  long  sought  with 
such  unceasing  avidity,  which  k 
was  their  fbrtune  to  jcnjoy  for  so 
long  a  period  of  time,    bat    of 


whidt  they  $o  largely  over-rated 
the  real  benefits. 

So  great  and  so  general,  hov^ 
ever,  was  this  dehision  rejecting 
the  spice  trade,  that  the  £lngfish 
Company  appear  to  have  considered 
it  as  the  chief  staple,  and  the 
principal  support  of  die  Incfian 
commerce}  for  their  exdusibn 
fhMQ  ii ,  gave  the  first  chec!:k  to 
that  spirit  of  enterprise  to  which 
they  owed  their  prosperitv,  and 
tlirew  a  damp,  not  meray  over 
tliose  exertions  by  which  they 
sought  to  regain  it,  bof  likewise 
over^  the  zealous  hidustiy  with 
which  they  were  wont  to  prose- 
cute their  general  trade.  Those 
exertions,  and  that  indu^ry,  were, 
indeed,  still  fvurther  daasped.and 
repressed  by,  the  cold'  n^l^t  of 
Government,  who  not  ot^  disre^ 
g^bded  the  rcfknchstrarices  of ''t|ie 
Company,  but  sutTered  tiiehr  4i^v- 
ances  to  remain  unredressed  aoid 
their  trade  unprotected. 

Vet,  notwithstanding  the  dedhi* 
of  the  compan)^*$  commerce,  whidh 
these  circum'stahces  occasionedj:4»e 
agents  juid  qfiicen  employcid  on  t)ie 
continent^  and  the  western  co^ts 
of  India,  m[aintaifiW^  tile  credit^of 
the  company  with  nik^thishfed 
confidence,  and  displs^jred  Uie  energy 
and  character  of  the  Eoglkh  da*> 
tton  with  unabated  spirit.  Opposed 
in  this  quarter  of  India,  by  tb« 
avowed  hostility  of  the  Portugucjfee, 
the  ability  and  valour  with  ^hicii 
tlie  sen^ants  of  the  company  re^ 
sistod  and  repelled  it^  seemtohav^

they  submitted  to  the  iiJ-disguised 
anci  inveterate  enmity  of  their  pro- 
fessed allien,  without  concerting  one 

. measure  of  policy,  or  hazarding 
one  manly  effort  of  resistance,  to 
rescue  themselves  from  ignomi- 
luous  oppression,  to  defend  the  in- 
tereks  and  property  of  tlieir  em- 
ployers,, and  to  assert  the  honour  of 
their  country.     Thus  men  meet, 

'  with  spirit  and  alacrity,  the  arms  of 
an  open  enemy,  because  there  can 
be  but  one  opinion  as  to  tlie  line 
of  conduct  to  adopt;  but  they 
sometimes  sink  supinely  under  the 
most  galling  injuries  committed 
by  a  professed  friend,  because  re- 
collections, and  hopes,  and  fears, 
mingle  with  resentment,  and  ren- 
der the  mhid  soft,  sullen,  and  ir- 
resolute. 

It  has  been  already  shewn,  that 

,  the  Portuguese  governments  in 
western, India,  watched  the  growth 
of  the  English  trade  with  unre- 
mitting vigilance,  and  omitted  no 

,  opportunity  of  endeavouring  to  sup- 
press it  by  force  of  arras.  But  the 
success  of  their  hostility  Was  ex- 
tremely disproportioned  to  the  re- 
sources they  possessed,  and  eren 
to  the  means  which  they  actually 

.  employed.  The  squadrons,  wliich 
they  equipped,  and  kept  at  sea, 
lor  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  this 
warfare,  though  always  superior  in 
point  of  numerical  strength  to  those

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poised,  and  on  two  oocaridof  nu^ 
taiaed  the  .most  decisive  and  sign^ 
def^ts.^  Encoorflged  by  these  ani« 
mating  circumstanoes,  the  English 
faidtors  resolved  to  dispatch  some 
of  the  Company^s  ships  into  tfae^ 
Persian  Galph,  In  order  to  OMxpei^ 
*nrte  -with  an  armament  of  Sliah 
Abbas,  king  6f  Persia,  in  the  re* 
duction  of  the  Portuguese  Seattle* 
ment  on  tlie  island  of  Hormuz. 

In  the  trieaty  betweeti  tills  mo- 
narch and  the  Company,  negotiated 
and  Concluded  by  Sa  Thomas  Roe, 
inl6igi,  it  was  stipulated,  that,  id 
return  for  the  permission  granted 
to  the  Company,  to  trade  to  all 
parts  of  the  Persian  dominions,  diqr 
should  furnish  a  fleet  to  co-operats 
with  the  forces  of  the  Shah  !n 
wresting  from  the  Partognese  this 
settlements  they  had  formed,  at 
the  bottom  d{  the  Gulph  of  Per« 
sia^  but  that  the;  whole  expense  of 
the  enterprr2e  should  be  defrayed 
by  hun.  f  The  principal  of  these 
was  the  island  of  Hormuz,  which 
formerly  belonged  to  a  tributary  of 
the  Persian  monarchy,,  imd  surrm* 
dered,  in  1608,  to  the  Portogneee 
arms,  under  the  celebrated  Albn* 
querque4  The  possession  of  this 
place  enabled  the  Portuguese  to  en* 
gross  ahnost  the  whole  trade  of  th|e 
gulph,  and,  from  its  situation, 
afforded  them  great  fridlity  in  an* 
noying  and  capturing  the  English 
graders;  though  their  unreinitting 
attempts  to  shut  them  out  entirely 
from  the  Persian  ports,  had  proved 
ineffectual.  On  the  accession  of 
Shah  Abt>as  to  the  throne  of  Per- 
sia, be  saw  this  usurped  authority 
of  the  Portuguese  with  an  indig- 
nation natuml  to  a  Prince  of  his 
sagacity  and  spirit ;  and  he  there* 
fore  readily  embrace  die  propo-' 
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r' '  o  o£  Sir  TboniM  Roe,  to  mute 
forces  to  those  of  the  English^ 
iu  order  to  d^troy  it.  Five  yeart 
bowever  elapsed,  after  the  condu- 
91011  of  the  treaty,  before  the  Com- 
pany supplied  their  factory  at  Sural, 
wixh  sudicient  ships,  and  resources, 
tq  carrv  into  execution  the  pro- 
posed plan  of  operations  against  the 
PcMtuguese.  At  length,  in  1624, 
tlie  whole  plan  of  the  expedition 
xyas  finally  concerjLed ;  and,  ac- 
cordingly, Hve  English  ships,  tliree 
of  ten  and  two  of  six  guns,  and  an 
stfniy  of  40,000  Persians,  conveyed 
pa  small  Persian  vessels,  proceeded 
against  Hormuz,  which  they  in- 
vested, and,  after  a  contest  of  two 
xnonths,  supported  oti  both  sides 
witii  great  spirit  and  detennina- 
tioii,  tliey  compelled  to  surrender 
at  discretion.  The  property  found 
in  tiie  island,  which  is  said  to  have 
been  innneuse,*  was  equally  divided 
mnong  the  English  and  Persians; 
and,  as  a  fcurther  recompense  for 
this  important  service.  Shah  Abbas 
gi:auted  to  the  Conipatiy,  not  only 
an  exemption  from  all  duties,  but 
a  hioiety  ot  all  the  customs  re- 
ceived in  the  Persian  guJ ph.  By 
this  means  the  Company's  com- 
xn^rcial  intercourse  with  Persia  be- 
came fixed  on  sound  and  en- 
larged principles  of  mutual  ad- 
vaiHaJe ;  and  the  Portuguese  were 
excluded  from  a  valuable  trade, 
which  thdr  declining  power  and 
prospei'Ity  never  enabled  them  to 
regain. 

This  important  success  was  fal- 
lowed by  oilier  advantages,  which 
seem  to  have  arisen,  partly  frorn 
the  skill  and  intrepidity  of  the 
English  seamen,  but  principally, 
.  from  the  inconsiderate  warfare 
which  the  Fortligucse  pursued,  in 
the  blindness  of  their  resentment^ 


uninstructtd  by  their  ill-»fartuns, 
and  unmindfui  of  the  most  obviou* 
maxims  of  policy.  The  Portuguese 
knew  the  unextinguishable  jea- 
lousy which  subsisted  between  thtf 
English  and  the  Dutch,  the  con- 
sequences which  it  had  produced, 
and  the  indelible  hatred  which  they 
thereby  bore  to  each  other.  Yet, 
instead  of  turning  this  circuno- 
stance  to  their  own  benefit,  as  they 
might  so  easily  and  effectually  have 
done,  they  made  themselves  the 
.conunon  enemy  of  the  Dutch  and 
English,  in  the  vain  hope  of  de^ 
stroying  the  t^de  of  both;  and 
thus  united  two  nations  in  a  de-s 
termined  re^stance  to  their  power> 
who  not  merely  disagreed,  butwert^ 
actually  at  the  bitterest  variance, 
in  every  other  thing.  The  Portu- 
guese govemncK^nt  of  Goa,  there- 
fore, determined  to  pursue  their  old 
absurd  policy,  of  excluding  from 
the  Indian  seas  every  other  Euro- 
|)ean  nation  j  and,  smarting  with 
'HOKXTtified  pride  at  their  recent  losses 
in  tlie  Persian  gulph,  they  fitted 
.out  a  numerous  fleet,  in  order  to 
recover  the  island  of  Hormuz,  and 
to  rcrassert  and  re-establish  that 
absolute  and  exclu8i\'e  sovereignty 
4>f  the  Indian  ocean,  which,  ia 
effect,  they  had  possessed  ^urinj^* 
part  of  the  former  century,  and 
which  they  ridiculously,  but  inso- 
lently, claimed  as  their  indefea- 
sible right.  But  the  power  of  the 
Portuguese  no  longer  coiresponded 
with  tlieir  ambitious  views.  It  ap- 
pears already  to  have  declinedv 
^ea^y  in  the,  same  proportion,  at 
that  of  the  Dutch  and  English  had 
increased;  for  the  mighty  pla^ 
of  the  government  of  Goa  ende^ 
in  a  drawn  battle,  witli  ^  greatly 
-  .inftwior  force.  In  January  1625,  a 
Dutch  and  English  squadron,  con- 


sisting

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AHog^of  feoTchipsof  eadi  nation, 
Wez^  tttacked  in  the  roads  of 
tm^mbToon,  by  the  Portugtiese  fleets 
'  and«  after  an  action  which  tasted 
four  days;  the  Portuguese  sheered 
off,  leaving  their  enemies  in  the 
possession  of  the  place  they  had 
previously  occupied. 

The  pleasing  intelligence,  of' 
tbese  successes  reached  England 
soon  after  die  accession  of  Charles 
the  first ;  a  period  which  promised 
to  be  extremely  au^tpicious  to  the 
commercial  interests  of  the  nation^ 
The  disposition  of  Charies  to  pro- 
oaqte  the  general  interests  of  com* 
merce,  as  .well  as  to  redress  the 
.  grievances  of  the  India  Company^ 
were  manifested  in  the  first  mea- 
sures of  his  reign;  but  the  ope- 
cation  of  these  measures  was  in-> 
terrupted  in  its  course,  by  thpse 
ovil  disseodons,  with  wl^  the 
siafton  was  afterwards  leonvi^Lsed. 

The  memorials  of  the  India 
Company,  which  had  lain  aeglecV* 
ed,  by  James's  gDvemmeot,  were 
now  attended  to,  and  the  subject 
of  them  taken  up  with  apparent 
^writ.  Lettersjof  request  were 
.transmitted  to  the  States  Geoeral 
of  the  United  Provinces,  demand- 
ing restitution,  to  the  Company, 
o£  their  proper^,  which  had  been 
tmjustly  and  unlawful^  seized,  and 
■atis&ctipn  to  the  nation  for  the 
siever-to-be-fi>rgQtten  itijuries  com- 
mitted at  Amboyna.  But  these  de- 
Kuyids  were  not  pursued  with  any 
M(M  of  consistency,  resolution,  or 
decision  $  mucli  less  were  they 
enfixct^  ,by  the  adoption  of  any 
vigorous  measures.  The  answer  of. 
tbe  States  General  was  adapted  to 
the  purpose  it  was  designed  .to. 
serve,  aod  was  therefor^  tedious 
apd  evasive.  And,  aller  a  corres- 
pondence, which  lasfe4  nearly  two 
ypsi^np  Jibe  oiascitiatiqi»  tenauiaM 


ill  a  sort  of  temporary  compro- 
mise>  by  which  it  was  agreed-,  that 
the  Dutch  Company  sSoold  pay 
to  the  English  85,OdO  floiins,  in 
part  payment  of  the  losses  com- 
friained  of  5  that  a  particular  inquiry 
should  be  instituted  with  regj^rd  to 
the  late  affair  at  Amboyna ;  and 
that  the  final  adjmtment  of  all  the 
existing  differences  ^between  the 
two  Companies  should  be  referred 
to  a  special  commi^ion.  The  sum 
of  85,000  florins,  equal  to  about 
t»ie  hundredth  part  of  the  English 
Company's  real  loss,  was  actually 
paid;  bjit  llie  fulfillment  of  the 
other  stipulations,  never  intended 
by  the  States  General,  was  artfully 
pos^xmed  from  time  to  time ;  and 
Charles  and  his  minister  suffered 
themselves  tb  be  aocmsed  and  de- 
ceived, by  plau^le  pretexts  of  de- 
lay, untU  all  questions  and  consi- 
derations of  extemnl  policy  wem 
lost  and  forgotten  m  the  conflict 
of^  those  domestic  oonteotions, 
wiuch,  for  several  years,  suspended,' 
the  advancement  of  English  icom^i 
merce,  and  left  the  Dutch  to  pursue 
their  trade  with  India,  undisturbed 
by  that  active  rivalry,  of  which 
(hey  were  so  cnminally  jealous. 

During  the  course  of  these  ne- 
gotiations, goyemment  made  an 
inquiry  into  the  state  of  the 
Company's  financeii,  thei^  annual 
imports  and  sales  $  from  which  it 
appeared,  that  tbey  weie  not* 
nearly  able  to  supply  the  public 
demand  for  Indian  commoditieV 
With  a  view  to  resoedy  this  defici' 
ency,  a  few  indepetMleut  merchan|ts 
were  encouraged  to  send  a  squa- 
dron C9  India,  but  without  prejudice 
to  the  rights  aod  interests  of  the 
Company ;  and^  though  this  scheme, 
was  an  infringement  of  the  Conw 
pany*s  charter,  yet  it  was  not  only 
not  oppoicd^  but  even  i:e(x>m|En^*

Thus,  this  praaiising  atheaeicr 
Utaloringaadsopporting  the  Eaighah 
trade  wkfa  India,  tarmmatedian&u^ 
aMr,  and  in  the  coasgyieatmiaef 
its  puMco»pirited  proiecmrai:  and 
thns  was  dispfaiytd,  a  faUi  pmafwf 
the  fefl'kas  contempt  which  the 
Dutch  now  eatefODoed  ibr  a:|^ 
miuncut  which  had  jo  long  A* 
mitted  to  their  oondoct,  totitaanb« 
jeets  in  Incha^  wittraot  havingir  iOii 
any  obcasioat  erinoed  an)'  disposi* 
tioo  to  take  op  anm,  cither  toice* 
sent  it,  ec  ta  compel  sattsfiietkaw 
But  with  whatever  spirit  il^harfaa ' 
n^ght  hare  neseated  these  iast'de* 
predations  and  insolts^  eonunitted 
in  his  own  reign>  and,  theidbgey 
directly  calcolatcd  to  affect  In^ 
feelings,  and  to  woond  his  dignity^ 
be  was  aow  incapable  of  exaA* 
ing  it ;  for  the  civil  war  had  brdkea 
oat,  and  invoked  all  otharroon* 
Sfdeiationst  and  beace  :tfaa.*Di*cb 
werer  left,  iar  a  kng  fsriod^  ia 
enjojr,  unqueBtioBed^  tha  fraiCB  of 
their  perfidy  and^ii^oatics.  ,  ..::r. 
Doling  that  cahaailDaa  period^ 
•,  *  .  nvlnds 
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MaxX  ti&Bai  ivtdi.  the  unhappy 
€atiptra|ihf)  of  tfaft  KhK'a  dath, 
00  recorop  of  the  ^CompaOT's 
tnasactioas  and  aSak^  appear  to 
ia»B  been  preserved}  and  it  is 
f^Bflain  that  the  trade  to  India,  if 
not  entirely  stopped,  or  neglected^ 
vas  at  k^t  so  exlremely  incon- 
acdetaM^,  that  the  commodities  of 
that  ooontry  were  broa^t  to  Eng-- 
land  bx  the  Dutch.  The  demand 
fin:  these  corom(xihies  was,  no 
dotibt,  in  some  degree,,  checked 
and  kssoiod,  by  the  marked  ^s^ 
oour^jement  given  to  all  costly 
and  ekgant  hixaries,  by  the4W» 
Inrterians  and  Puritans,  who,  at 
pat  time,  so  mnch  swayed  popolar 
ipinion^  and  who  not  only  pieacH** 
ed  and  prayed  ^^ainst  the  nse  of 
diero,  hot  pf^tised  the  preci^ts 
diey  tioff  ht,  in  the  afiected  j^am- 
aiess  dT  weir  dress,  and  the  rigid 
^eteKeness  df  theic  manners.  But 
iDen  ane  neither  to  be  po:Buaded 
hat  hitimidated  to  reUnquish  hix- 
infes  which  have  onee  become  £a- 
saffid*  to  their  habits,  and,  coiVf 
S^fnently»  in  som^  measure*  neoes- 
tey  io  their  wants.  In  despite, 
IbciefoTe,  of  the  dexmnciaHons  and 
prac^kes  of  those  pious  sectariesj 
Indtaa  goods  were  unported  from 
Hi^and,  and  sold,  to  a  consider- 
eble  eadent,  doring  the  time  of  the 
ttril  cohte^, 

After  the  estabCsfament  of  the 
pdaBtbanwealdi,  and  the  couse* 
^ue^  vestohition  of  peaceful  go«  * 
tnehiiiseot^  the  native  good  sense 
jpf  the  En^ish.  people  sooa  ayn 
feaaoed,  m  the  jevhral  of  the  spi^ 
ritxif  iiidostryandcommeccei  ancl 
this  spirit  was  greatly  bei^teoed 
lindttfiaM  hy^btfae  prevalence  of 
ocpyxiittya)  piincipica,  :whicb  led 
toimtey^gi^tlQinea^  cf  andent  i^ 
milies,  lb  ei^e  their  yqmiffit 
iboriifi  inernaddke  purs^^^^iiid 
Uf-munj  tbeir^daoghters  to  wealtliy 


awrchants.  Hence  the  m^rfcaistae 
proiesskm  first  came  to^  be  coo^ 
Srdered  as  hcooOmble  in  Ei^land ; 
an4  the  effects  of  this  cfasnge  d 
sentiment  ifrtre  soon  visible  in  the 
rapid  increase  end  difiusiof)  of  jirt# 
and  commerce.  The  India  Cooeh 
paiiy ,  and  the  odier  chairtered  xx)o- 
nepoliet,  were  never  expressly  abo-j 
lished  by  the  Parliament,  or  by 
Cromwell )  but,  as  no  regard  was 
paid  to  that  prerogative,  wheuqe 
the  charters  of  iliese  Conipanms 
were  derived,  their  privileges  were 
gradually  invaded.  Some  adven- 
turers consequently  speculated  in 
the  India  trade  5  but  tlie  large  capi- 
tal which  such  specuLuions  re- 
quired^ from  the  length  of  the  vojr 
tee,  the  size  and  out-fit  of  the 
sfiips  requisite  for  it,  and  the  va- 
lue of  the  commodities  to  be  pur* 
chased,  rendered  them,  for  tluj 
most  part,  very  unequal  competitors 
with  the  India  Company,  notwitli- 
standing  all  tht  severe  losses  whiclji 
that  bo^  had  sustained. 

This  competition,  however,  efn 
fectualhr  supplied  the  English  mar* 
ket  wim  Indian  comniodlties;  aiij 
thereby  deprived  the  Puti^  Com- 
pany of  that  extepsiv^.  vept  fo^ 
their  goods,  which  th^  misibrtu^jsf 
of  England  had  opened^  to  tjiemi 
Euraged  ak  this  chang^^^aad  enjC0% 
higed  by  the  notion^  that  the,Eugy 
lish  Parliament  held  their  jSower  by 
too  insecure  a  tenure  to  risk  tlia 
issue  of  a  foreign  contest,  die 
Dutch  Company,  sanctioned  b£ 
the  States  General,  »iiiade  preparar 
tions  for  totally  suppressing  the 
trade  of  the  iMiglish  to  Indiif, 
by  endeavouring  to  excite  the  na| 
ti^e  powers  against  them,  and,  -bj 
their  old  method^  of  creating  .pi'e^. 
texts  for  seizing  their  factories,  an^ 
capturing  their  ships,  jint,  bcfti^e 
this  unprincipled  scheme  couid  h% 
carried  into  erfect,  it  was  com* 
pjctel| 
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pletel/  defeated  by  the  war  which 
broke  out  between  the  two  Com- 
monwealths. This  war,  in  realit/, 
arose  principally  out  of  political 
causes,  foreign  fo  this  history :  but 
the  English  Parliament  artfully  co- 
vered their  hostile  designs,  under 
a  regard  for  tlie  interests  of  com- 
merce, and  a  necessity  which  na- 
tional bohour  imposed,  of  insist- 
ing on  the  fullest  satisfaction  for 
the  cruelties  committed  on  their  un- 
fortunate countrymen  at  Amboyna, 
•for  the  daring  insults  offered  on 
that,  and  on  various  other  occasi- 
ons, to  the  British  flag,  and  for 
the  depredations  which  had,  for 
a  series  of  years,  been  practised  on 
the  fair  trade  of  England  to  India, 
As  the  Parliament  were,  however, 
resolved  on  ^  war,  they  adopted 
measures  which  they  knew  would 
irritate  and  difegust  the  States,  at 
the  same  moment  that  they  de- 
manded, through  their  ambassa- 
dor, the  most  ample  satisfaction 
and'  redress,  on  the  different  points 
complained  of,  Tliey  framed  the 
fiimous  Navigation  Act,  which 
prohibited  all  nations  from  im- 
porting into  England,  in  their  own 
ships,  any  commodity  which  was 
not  the  growth  and  manufacture 
of  the  nation  to  which  the  ships 
belonged.  This  law  struck  di- 
rectly at  the  commerce  of  the 
Dutch,  because  their  country  pro- 

Suces  few  or  no  commodities,  and 
leir  trade  had  begun  and  sub- 
sisted, by  their  being  the  general 
carriers  and  factors  of  Europe. 
This  bold  measure  was  followed 
by  one  still'  more  decisive,  and  in 
effect,  amouniing  to  actual  hos- 
tility. Letters  of  reprisal  were 
granted  to  the  India  Company, 
and  seve^jd  other  merchants,^  who 
complained  of  injuries  committed 
by  the  Dutch  5   and  above  eighty 


Dutch  vessels  were  consequently 

captured. 

The  States  General,  alarmed  at 
these  stops,  and  anxious  to  avoid 
an  open  ntpturt,  pressed  urgently 
for  a  renewal  of  the  treat}'  of  de- 
fensive alliance  between  the  two 
countries,  upon  the  very  same 
terms  which,  the  preceding  year, 
had  been  proposed  by  tlie  English 
ambassador,  and  rejected  by  them  : 
but,  at  the  same  time,  they  pre- 
pared for  war.  With  the  utmost  vi- 
gour and  celerity,  and  instructed  . 
their  plenipotentiary  in  London,  to 
signify  that  they  had  a  fleet  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  sail  ready  for 
sea.  The  proposal  to  renew  tlie 
treaty,  accbmpanied  by  such  a  me- 
hace,  5er\ed  only  to  irritate  the 
English  Parliament,  and  still  far- 
ther to  confirm  them  in  their  hos- 
tile resolutions.  Aiid  both  the  na- 
tions, as  well  as  their  governments, 
being  at  last  wound  up  to  a  high 
pitch  of  mutual  exasperation,  the 
war  commenced," and  was  carried 
on,  with  exceeding  bitterness  and 
fury. 

This  war,  began  in  the  Summer 
of  1652,  and,  after  many  signal 
naval  victories  obtained  by  the  Eng- 
lish, under  the  heroic  Blake,  a  peace 
was  concluded  in  April,  1654,  be- 
tween the  States  General  and 
Cromwell,  who  had  now  nsurped 
the  supreme  authority  in  England. 
In  that  part  of  the  treaty  of  peace 
which  related  to  India,  some  con- 
cess'rons  were  made  by  the  Dutch. 
It  was  stipulated,  that  ajl  tliose 
persons  concerned  in  the  massacre 
of  Amboyna  should  bo-  immedi- 
ately punished,  if  any  remained 
alive ;  that  the  sum  of  eighty-five 
jthousand  pounds  should  be  paid 
by  the  Dutch  Jndia  Company  to 
the  English  Company,  in  part  of 
the  losses  which  the  latter  had  suf- 

fere«]^ 
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fercd ; .  that  the  island  of  Poolaroon 
should  be  ceded  to  them  in  perpe- 
tual sovereignty  -,  and  tJiat  commis- 
ttooers  should  be  appointed  by 
each  nation  to  meet,  and  settle 
Anally  all  the  matters  contained  in 
the  foregoing  stipulations,  as  well 
as  ,  all  remaining  differences  be- 
tweenthe  two  Companies. 

These  commissioners  met  at 
Goldsmiths*  HalH  ha  London,  in 
August,  1654,  where  the  deputies 
of  both  Companies  were  sum- 
moned to  appear*  ITie  English 
deputies  gave  in  an  estimate  of 
damages,  amounting  to  2,695,999^. 
exclusive  of  the  loss  of  their  set- 
tlements ;  w^hith  sum  was  specified 
in  fifteen  articles,  and  substantiated. 
l)y  the  evidence  of  tbeir  annual  ac^ 
counts.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Dutch  deputies  made  a  charge 
against  the  English  of  850,000/. 
wbichj  however^  was  unsupported 
by  any  sufficient  vouchers,  or  other 
evidence.  After  a  foil  investiga- 
tion of  the  reciprocal  claims^  dis- 
putes^ and  complaints  of  the  two 
Companies,  the  commissioners  a- 
peed  to  a  definitive  settlement, 
on  the  fiDllowipg  terms : — ^That  all 
.complaints,  pretextures,  and  con- 
troversies, between  the  two  Com- 
panies, of  whatsoever  nature  or 
kind,  should  thenceforward  be  ex- 
tinguished, obliterated,  and  for- 
gotten 5  — that  the  English  Com- 
pany should  not,  for  the  foture, 
demand  of  the  Dutch  Company, 
at  their  settlements  in  the  Per- 
sian gnlph  in  India,  or  elsewhere, 
any  thin?  under  the  denomination 
of  customs ;  so  that  the  fair  trade 
of  the  Dutch  to  these  settlements 
might  not  be  clogged  and  embar- 
rassed by  such  restrictions} — ^that 
the  Dutch  Company  should  restore 
to  the  English  the  isbnd  of  Poda- 
toon,  in  the  exact  state  and  con- 
dition in  which  it  was  at  the  time 


when  this  agreement  w^tp^e) 
but  that  they  should  be  allowed 
to  remove  from  the  Island  all  mi«* 
Htary  stores,  merchandise,  and 
other  moveable  property  ;-^Hhat 
the  Dutch  Company  should  pay- 
to  the  English  the  sum  of  85,000/. 
sterling,  within  nine  months,  from 
tlie  date  of  this  agreement;— ^and, 
lastly,  that  the  Dutch  Company 
should  cause  to  be  paid,  withisl^ 
six  months  from  the  date  of  the 
agreement,  certain  sums  of"  money 
(therein  specified)  to  the  sur\iving 
relatives  of  each  df  the  unlbrtnnate 
Englishmen  who  suffered  itt  the 
affair  at  Amboyna  j— that  these 
sums  should  be  proportioned  to  the 
rank  held  by  the  sufferers  in  the 
service  of  their  employers,  jnd,  in 
the  whole,  should  amount^fo  three 
thousand,  six  hundred,  and  fifteen 
pounds.  > . 

These  conditions  being  strictly' 
fiilfiUed,  restored  confidence  a-^ 
mongst  commercial  men,  -  and  dif- 
fused high  gratification  throughout 
the  nation  at  large.  Assured  ox 
the  protection  of  a  vigorous  go* 
^'ernment,  merchants  were  again 
encouraged  to  embark  their  capi- 
tal in  the  Indian  trade  -,  and  every 
Englishman  felt  a  patriot  pleasure 
at  beholding  the  domineering  in- 
solence of  the  Dutch  humbled  by 
repeated  victories,  and  their  un- 
principled aggressions,  their  auda- 
cious injustice,,  and  their  atrocious 
^cruelties  in  India,  chastised  and  re- 
pressed. Animated  with  these  con- 
fiding sentiments,4he  Indian  trade 
was  renewed  with  refreshed  zeal ; 
the  Company's  funds  were  recruited 
by  a  subscription  of  a  million  ster- 
ling, raised  under  the  patrdn^ge  of 
Cromwell  J  and  the  Gompany*» 
agents  on  the  Continent  of  India 
at  last  received  tliat  countenance 
and  support  which  their  indefatiga- 
ble and  meritorious  efforts  to  pro- 
mote 
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wott  tJu  oc^nmierce  of  tbeir  comi* 
irj  so  well  deserved. 

The  spirit  and  activi^  displ^ed 
by  ihe  %  Company's  agents  on  tbe 
^inestera  side  of  India,  in  resisting 
the  bdstiUty  of  tlie  Portuguese,  and 
ia  making  the  English  nation  re- 
selected  amongst  the  people  of  tbe 
East>  has  been  ahn^dy  noticed.  But, 
daring  the  reign  of  Ciiarles  the 
Fhrst,  the  time  of  the  civil  wars, 
dhd  the  usurpation  of  Cromwell,^ 
those  agents,  prompted  by  a  tme 
commepcial  zeal,  u>peaF  to  have 
travelled  to  most  ot  the  principal 
marts  on  the  ConPtinent  of  India, 
and  to  have  succeeded  in  establish* 
lAg  Stories  at  some  important  sta- 
6&n8,  both  on  the  east  coasts  of 
€te  Peninsula,  and  in  Bengal.  Since 
tbe  year  1019,  the  Company  had 
poss^»ed  a  factory-  at  Mussolipatam, 
oo  the  coast  of  Coromandd,  thea 
#  place  of  extensive  commerce,  and 
coBsideraible  opulence,—* and  where, 
fcr  upwards  of  tWrty  years,  the 
l^llali  commerce,  in  the  bay  of 
Bei^al,  entirely  ceiuered.  Fromthia 
fsi^ry  tbe  Company's  agents  made 
frequent  excurstons,  not  only  along 
the  coast  to  the  north  and  south, 
but  also  into  tlie  interior  of  tbe 
ctnintry,  both  for  the  immediate 
purposes  of  trade,  and  with  a  view 
to  the  establisliment  of  other  fac- 
tbries,  faid,  ultimately,  to  Ae  for^ 
matioii of  settlements.  Travdjin^ 
thus,  ia^the  charactoir  of  inof&nsive 
nierchants,  and  paying  a  marked 
respect  to  the  customs  and  pisqii«^ 
jdices of  tlle'people,  they  excited  no 
^M  of  jealousy  amongst  the  native 
princes,  who  had  been  taught,  by 
me  anrogaht  ag^sstond  ctf  the  Pof- 
jtvigae«e,  to  watch  the  conduct  of 
all  otiier  European  nations  with  the 
moat9CCU(MilQUSfl^^t40Q.  lath^ 
progress  to  this  South^  along  the 
shares  of  the  Camatic,  the  English 
Mtents  yiiited  San  Tliomd^  a  place 


situated  withb  tbe  dommiODs  of 
the  Hindii  r^ah  of  Chander*^* 
Nagkurri,  and  then  belonging  lo- 
tbe-  Portuguese.  This  town,  cSled 
by  the  natives  Mahlipoer,  received 
its  name  o£  SanThom^  from  the' 
missionaries  of  St.  ThomUs,  fher 
Apostle,  who  trarelled  inta  lodH^.' 
in  the  early  ages  of  the  cbuidi,' 
and  who  were  allowed  to  £x  oiif 
it,  as  their  principal  residence  on* 
the  east  side  of  the  Peniosula.

80  that  San  Thom^  was  a  place  of 
some  little  conskbration  before  it 
fell  into  the  possession  of  the  Par- 
tnguese.

and,  when  Langhome,  the  Sng^iab. 
agent,  went  thither  in  l638,  h# 
consideced  it  an  advantageous  plac«i

fronr  San  Thome,  a  great  ntunber 
of  native  Christians,  who,  follow^*' 
ing  the  manners  and  habits  o(  finro* 
peana,  were  supposed  to  have  some, 
shore  of  their  nuiitarv  intrepidi^ 
and  skiU»  and  who  thereby  gsvd: 
additional  reputation  to  the  new  seb 
tfement,  and  inspired  the  mer-r 
chants  that  came  to  reside  ink  with

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But  the  on]y  rational  motive  whieh^ 
could  have  influenced  his  clioioe, 
^ill  be  plainly  se^,  from  the  con- 
sideration of  a  iew  circaru&tances 
relating  to  the  state  of  the  surround- ' 
ing  country,  and  to  the  pi  imary  ob- 
ject whicli  he  had  in  view.  The 
Carnatic^  at  that  tirae>  was  one  of 
the  most  populous  and  highly  cul- 
tivated provinces  in  the  Peninsula*; 
and  it  abounded  with  large  towns, 
several  of  which  were  disiinguisljed 
for  the  manufacture  of  some  of 
those  costly  corvimodities  so  much 
prized  in  Europe.  It  was,  there- 
fore, an  object  pf  infinite  conse- 
quence to  the  Company,  to  obtain 
a  perhjanent  establUhment  iu  &oiiie 
pari  of  a  cou^itry  which  supplied  so 
sure  a  source  of  profitable  trade. 
With  this  view  it  was  etisential  to 
get  possession  of  some  portion  of 
territory  on  tlie  coast ;  and  ihat 
could  only  be  ejected  by  procur- 
iog  a  grant  from  the  native  princes. 
Sucli  a  grant,  it  will  readily  bo 
believed,  tJiosc  princes  were  little 
disposed  to  give,  without  a  very 
ample  cqmpensatiou;  and  anycom^ 
peusation  within  the  ability  of 
Lnnghorne  to  fid  hi,  must  have 
been  extremely  small :  so  that  it 
seems  evident  hp.was  reduced  to 
U>e  necessity,  either  of  abandoning 
his  prtiject,  or  of  purchasing  a  bai- 
ren  spot,  which  the  prince  of  Clian- 
der-Naghurri,  as  it  was  wholly  use- 
less to  himself,  conceived  might 
well,  in  point  of  property,  be  ex- 
changed for  a  sum  of  moneys  and, 
in  a  political  view,  be  safely  be-, 
stowed  on  a  handful  of  unassuming 
merchants,  from  a  distant  land. 
Not  many  years  afterwards,  that 
prince,  \yho  had  long  beheld  with 
terror  the  power  and  the  progress 
of  the  Mussulman  arms,  fell  a 
tiQtim  to  them,  and  his  dominions 
were  annexed  to  the?  Mogul  em- 


pire; but  never  could  his  dreamf' 
nave  raised^  in  his  disturbed  mind, 
the  id^a  of  £r\glish  merchantu  be- 
coming, in  the  coucte  of  one  hunt 
•dred  and  fifty  yeaips,  absolute  sove^ 
reigns  of  all  that  vast  region  sub- 
ject to  the  Mogul  sway,  and  sole 
arbiters  of  the  nations  of  the  east. 

The  first  beginnings  of  those 
Establishments,  which  laid  the  foun- 
dation of  tiie  mighty  fabric  of  the 
3ritish  IncUan  eoipire^  opmipenc^ 
nearly  about  the  same  period  of 
time.  Whilst  Langhome  and  his 
associates  were  strenuoubiy  .era- 
ployed  in  peartng  the'settfenoeot  of 
Madiiis,  in  spite  of  all  the  physW 
cal  obstacles  of  its  local  situation, 
the  trade  to  J)engal  was  opened  by 
the.  address  and  ab^ty  oif  one  of 
the  CoRip^}-s  servants,  who,  tak^ 
log  advantage  o^  a  favouraUe  oirvi 
cumstance,  obtained  a  jbotins  fgr 
his  country  in  that  ^uitfkl  and  cpiu«. 
lent  province.  In  1636,  Mn  Boiigkr* 
ton,  a  surg€bQ  belongiag  to  tkm 
factory  at  Sviriit>  was  sent  to  Agrij 
at  the  solicitation  of  the  £a>peror 
Shah  Jehan,  to  attend  bis  daug^ 
ter,  who  was  afflicted  i^ith  an 
alarming  illness.  Houghton,  by  the 
remedies  he  reGotpmemij^,  sooii 
subdued  the  disorder,  and  restori^ 
t}ipprincec^topeftecth<&altb.  Stmck 
with  tlie  superior i^  of  his  tnedi^. 
cal  skill,  and  grateful  for  the  com 
wliych  k  had  enabled  him  to  per* 
form,  the  emperor '  loaded  htm 
with  costly  pse8eDt9>  and  exprested 
his  cordial  desire  to  bestow  upon 
l^im  any  favour  that  he  might  be 
disposed  to  ask.  fioughton,  era- 
bracing  this  offer,  solicited  for  the 
English  Coflapflny  the  privilege  to 
trade,  free  of  costoros,  tbroughont 
all  parts  of  the  Mogul  em|^^ire,  and 
to  establish  a  factory^n  Bengal. 
Shall  Jehaa  complied  with  this  i^^ 
qu^t  witbfwi  hesitaliooi.  ai|^  ^i»». 
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tttirted  <Mi  th^  eMtem'  ^attk  of  fh« 
riimr  ©t'  that  name,  abom  twehty- 
fiveiDiki  bboi^c  the  pretent  city  of 
Cakfftta>  and  one  htindred  milfes 
from  the  feen.  But  the  Nabdb,  witii 
eautioui  T^giJance,  directed  the  of» 
ficen  of  hrt  government  to'  super-^ 
intend  tl»e  bnilding  of  the  factory, 
and  la  prevent  any  ^itfg  whatevef 
6t)m  being  ^eciedy  which  could 
po9^)y  fender  the  Jpfece  convert- 
ibfo  imo  »  station  of  defence.  '■  Thfe 
Mognl  gotertrnient  had   not  yet 
saSkr^d  a  aingte  battety/or  even  any 
bnildrng  of  a  defensive  desct^pfton, 
to  be  erected  by  any  European  ni^ 
<iOR,  in  any  part  of  the  empire  ;  for 
all  the  territories  ^Mch '  have  beed 
acquired,    and    Ute    fbrt'tfic^ioni 
wbkh  had  been  taised  on  the  sea- 
coasts  of  Hindtistan,  by  the  Pofiu-. 
guese  amd  Dmd),    and  lastly  bt 
the  English  J  were  either  ^^ested; 
or  purclKis^  from  HindCl  princes, 
at  that  time  wholty  itlcfepiendent, 
not  only  of  the  power,  but  of  th# 
infloeBce  of  the  imperial  sceptre.  ' 
The  English  agents  in  Bengal, 
besides  beings  refused  permission  to 
constract  any  sort  of  building  for 
their  defence,  were  likei^nse  strictly 
prc^ibited   from  maintaining  any 
armed  'force,  except  an  Ensign  and 
thirty  men,  who  were  allowed  for 
the  purpose  Of  guarding  the  Cdm- 
pony's  property,  and  from  respect 
to  the  English  nation.    The  seve- 
rityof  these  restrictions,  howevcK, 
was^ponduciveVo  the  interests  of 
the  Company^  for  the  views  of  the 
agentt  being  Ifmitted  to  commer* 
cial  objects,    they  applied  them* 
selves  to  the  advancement  of  trade, 
with  undivided  attention.     Deputy 
factors  were  sent  from  Hughly,  to 
Bom«  of  the  principal  parts  in  Ben- 
gal  and  Behar,  in  v^bich  the  most 
exquisite

£Q^h  tbeae  imponant  acWama^si 
Uadef  this  authority  Boaghton  pro 
ceededto  Bengal,  where,  howev«ri 
it  vrottld  probal^y  have  been  little 
iQgsrded,  if  the  fame  of  lus  skill  i» 
phytic  had  ootpreceded  him,  and  if 
tbeSuhabdarf  of  that  province  had 
not  Wanted  his  asaistaiice  to  cure 
one  of  hU  favourke  women.  Be 
vas  fortunately  as  sacceasful  is  this 
aske  had  been  in  the  fonoer  core ; 
aod  he  was  iiewarded  by  the  Nabob 
%lth  sliil  greater  persmial  distinct 
tiop  .than  the  mmiificence-  of  the 
Bmp^ca:  had  conferred  :  tbe^^- 
wm  was  published  ^aud  enforced  *, 
9od  he  was  appotnted  f^ysician  to 
Ihe  Nabob,  with-an  an^ple  salary. 

la  l640>  BoughtoQ  transmitted 
to  ^  governor  of  Surat  an  ac* 
coont  of  these  circumstances^  of  the 
privileges  which  lie  had  eb^ned 
for  the  Company,  and  of  his  per«> 
iODal  influence  with  the  Nabob  of 
Beogah  in  oonasqaspio^  of  tliit 
iplbmiatifln  two  ships  were  m» 
patched  thither.  On  their  arrival 
ia  the  river  Hughly,  the*  super^ 
<9agoes  were  met  by  Boughton, 
vhoccmduqlted  theni  to  Dacca,  then 
the  seat  of  government,  and  pre« 
amtcd  them  to  the  Nabob,  who 
ffoetved  tbesn  with  the -greatest 
omrtesy,  and  ordered  them  every 
afi$i8taiK:e  and  j^acility  in  their  mer'i> 
caatile'.  transactions.  The  fullest 
^access,  ther^oie,  attended  this 
first  voyage  to  Bengal  y  and.  the*  ad-» 
.vantages  derived  from  it  held  oat 
the.  Qiost  flattering  encourMgement 
to  prosecute  the  trade-to  that  pro* 
vioce^  with  all  possible  industiy  and 
vigour.  Regular  resident  agents 
were  QODsequently  sent  from  Surat 
to  Beogal,  who,  in  164:^,  built  a 
^ctoiy  at  the  town  of  Hughly,  si- 
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Y^ujuable  ^omsoQdAtie$,  ireie  pRH 
4poed ;    bttty    «•   4d  onoiber  of 
th^9e  hcUxB  .ivas  gieady  dMpFopor«

immner.  Tbe  &ctor|r  Q^ntiact^  fiHr 
tbe  ^niaQtity  of  iCommedUiet  re- 
paired with  th^  native  0ierclrantt» 
whoy  on  receiving  a  deposit  4^  oae 
flialf  of  theyelae,  in  specie^  bound 
tbemselves  voider  pecuniary  peoal- 
jbtsi  to  fulfil»iit  staled  periods^  tbeir 
^pait qf  tbe  crairact.    By  this  mode 
l^canying  oatbe  tiade,  tbe.Com- 
^paf»y  bepme  inwated  with  a  right

were,  yet  in  an  anwrought>  or  on- 
:|Kepandata|e  -,  aad  firom  this  ctr« 
^^>^ns^anoe  tlMur  purchases  then  re- 
^^yed  4b9  appeUation  of  invest- 
mea$9  wUcb  they  have  ever  since 
;  i:etained« 

This  jqcianaer  of  conductifig  the 
Eagl^  trade  in  Bengal  afiboded 
the  only  practicable  means  of  pur- 
suing it,  vnihr  a  reasonable  chance 
of  profit  i  but  it  rendered  the  Com* 
p^y*s  annuid  investments  oom- 
pletiely  dependent  not  only  on  the 
supieme  government  at  Dellu,  but» 
•<wfaatwas  still  worse^  on  the  sub- 
ordinate goyerament-of  the  Nabob, 
and  oQQsetueiUly  I'uble  to  all  the 
piTStfff^  for  prohibition,  esiaction, 
.  OK  confisctfion,  which  the  wants,  or 
9  tbe  caprices,  of  a  profligale  and  am* 
t).bitioes  tyranny  mightcreate.  Aware 
ef  this  daager^  the  Company  placed 
the  ^Ktory  in  Bencai  under  the  di- 
lectionof  their  officers,  at  tbe  set- 
tlement of  Fort  St,  Gebrge;  so 
that  a  regular  correspondence  might 
be  asaintmed  between  tbefn>  and 


tf^ai^dispatesiKMU  astse  batwessi 
th^flpvermqent  of  Be^pdandtbe 
£^glish  ^;ent6,  they  ni^;ht  n6t  be 
enUrely  left  without  the  benefit  igf 
advice  and  co^oparaiioa, 

The  En^bh  coaaneroe  wkh 
Bengal,  howeverj  was  carried  ^n, 
for  aome  yearSj«rithant4he  amaiJi^t 
roobstaiionfrosnthegofciua^daitrf 
the  coontsyj  audits  success  vfas 
conse^pientiy  great.  But  about  t|ie 
year  l660,  wbaa  the  Compsogr's 
agents  had  erected  safve^  q«K:ions 
buildings  for  tiie  poipossfs  of  their- 
trad^  and  had  brought  tcgj^Jber.a 
laiige  assortment  of  valuable. com- 
modities, the  Nabob  bsg)an  to  vienr 
their  pro^enty  aad  property  w^k 
a  rapacious  eye.  Considering  Iheat 
completely  in  his  power,  he  coukl 
no  longer  imst  the  lure  with  whidh 
their  growing  wealth  continually 
temptM  hka-,  he  therefore  b^an 
his  change  of  conduct  tewarda 
them,  by  levying  the  sao^e.  co^ 
toms  ujpoa  tMir  goo^  as  upon 
those  of  otb^  merchadlal  'Wl^ 
the  agents  4:etnoustrated  agamat 
this,  and  claimed  the  priyU^ges  <bf 
the  finiperQff's /nmMMi  granted  to 
Boughten,  that  patent  was  alto* 
gethar  disavowed  j  and  Booghtsm 
beiog^BOw  dead^  they  bad  no  ne* 
maining  testimony  of  its  jbaviag  ev«f 
existed,  except  t^  immwuties  with 
which  they  had  for  twenty 'yea» 
been  indulgoi,  under  the  sanb^ 
tion  of  its  authorftr.  Hie  Nabob 
informed  them,  that  it  Was  to 
his  bounty  alone,  and  not  to  aojr 
superior  authority,  that  t&ey  owed 
the  privileges  th^^ad  fot  so  many 
yearpenj(^;  but,  that  it  wi» 
now  bis  pA^uure  toammlsoooe,  and 
to  curuil  othtfs  of  these  privttege^ 
and  to  make  those  who  haddct&ed 
so  much  advantage^omtheiB^  con* 
tribute  to  the  exigencies  of  his  go- 
vernment. At  the  same  time  that 
they  received  this  aaswes  from  the 
K«b^ 
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Nabobs  ^an   adihional   duty  whs 
li^^kMi  upon  an  clothe  p^chased  for 
^e  En^Ii  at  Dacca ;  and  a  con- 
iidciabk  stiin  of  money  was  de* 
manded  from  the  factory  by  way 
cif  loab.      Besides  these  grievous 
exacttonsj   the  factors  had  yet   to 
complain  of  still  more  palpable  in- 
justice.     The  Nabob  thought  fit 
to  sit  in  judgment  himself,  upon 
all  differences  between  the  Eng- 
lish and  his  own  subjects ;   and  his 
decisions  were  almost  always  given 
in  favour  of  the   latter;     so   that 
iiich  of  the  native  merchants  who 
chose  to  evade  the  payment  of  any 
debts  which   they  had  contracted 
with  the  English  factors,  were  ab- 
solved from  their  obhgations  upon 
'  their  own  bare  testimony  of  inabil- 
ity to  fiilfil  them.     These  partial 
decisions  hud  not  even  the  merit 
M6f  Being  founded  on  a  criminal  pre- 
^Tttdice  in  iavoor  of  his  countrymen ; 
'W  who  coold  bring  thel^abob  the 
'^hiQ$t  6os€y  presents,  was  always 
Y^:  to  conimand  them.  Under  a 
'^gorern^ient'  so    corrupt  and  de- 
based, it  wiU  readily  be  believed, 
-thai  every  artifice,  both  of  oppres- 
'  tion  and  fraud,  was  practised,  in  or- 
der to  aial^ect  tha  Edgli^  tq  fines 
'and  exactions }  which,  when  tliey 
'tpfiised^  or  eveii  hesitated  to  pay, 
Iheisr  whole  trade  throughout  the 
province    was    immediately   sus* 
jpended.    ' 

- '  Against  these  atrocious,  and  al- 
together unprovoked  proceedings, 
the  6ctoTS't>etitioned  the  Emperor 
'  Shafar  Jehan;  but  dieir  complaint 
was  totally  dmegarded ;  and^  as 
'  any  reaistance  to  the  Kabob*s  au- 
tho^tr,  even  by  the  collective  force 
ef  ^  the  En^lsh  in  India,  at  that 
p^icxf,  would  have  been  not  merely 
fruitless,  but  absurd,  ft  was  thought 
advisable,  after  a  consultation  with 
the  presidency  of  Madras,  to  sub- 
mit to  their^evances  without  any 


further  murmurs,  ^d  tostmi^ 
agiMi^t  all  diffict^tii^,  rather  ma 
relinquish  so  lucrative  and  import- 
ant a  trade.  To  this  resolution, 
and  td  the  indefs^ai^  pen6ve- 
rance  and  unconquerable  pati^noe^ 
with  which  it  was  enforced,  were 
the  Company  and'the  Engljtth  nar 
tion  indited  for  thepresftrvalioQ  of 
the  establisiiment  in  Beqgal;  the 
affairs  of  whicii,  from  the  time  o£ 
the  re.Horatk>a  of  Charles  H.  until 
the  year  l6&5,  present  no ;  occur* 
rence  that  demands  the  attention  oi 
bistoiy.  / 

The  re-establishment  of  thft 
monarchy  in  1660,  teiterkdly  pro*, 
moted  the  general  interests  of  the 
In4ia  Company.  Charle$,  Isy  ono 
of  the  earliest  acts  of  his  govera<- 
ment,  revived  atod  su];^rt&d  their 
commerce.  In  April,  l66l,  a  new 
charter  was  granted  them,  by  whidi 
they  not  ^ly  obtained  some  addi- 
tional commercial  priviJeji^,  but 
were  also  invested  with  a  new  and 
dignified  authority  in  their  Indian 
Establishments.  Thia chactevem" 
powered  them  to  export  buUioii 
every  voyage,  to<  the  amount  of 
ISOiOOOL  provided  that  fooeigq 
goods  to  the  like  amount  were  re« 
exported.  It  confirmed  their  ex- 
clusive privilege  to  trade  to  India  $ 
and  permitted  them  to  grant  lb* 
cences  to  private  merchants,  to 
trade  from  one  port  to  anoth^  in 
India,  by  the  name  x)f  Counhy 
Traders,  And,  finally,  it  vested 
them  with  a  civil  and  military  auf 
thority  in  their  settlements  in  India, 
together  with  the  power  of  dele* 
gating  to  the  govbmora  ^  thesg 
8ettlemenls>  the  right  of  making 
war  and  peace  widith&  Indian 
states.  A  provisional  clause  was, 
however,  annexed  to  this  charter., 
reserving  to  the  crown,  the  right 
of  abrogation,  after  a  year's  notice 
given,    and,   upon  due  evidence 

being 
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beiog  adduced  of  the  privileges 
and  powcfB  thus  gran  tea,  having 
proved  detrimental  to  the  general 
interests  of  the  nation.         , 

The  king's  marringe  with  the 
princess  Catharine  of  Poitngal, 
in  the  following  year,  was  attend- 
'  ed  with  a  circumstance  which  stiU 
fyrther  advanced  the  power  and 
consequence- of  the  English  in  Hin- 
dustan. As  a  part  of  the  qaeen*s 
portion,  the  island  of  Bombay  was 
o^ed  tb  the  crown  of  England. 
This  island  had  been  long  in  the 
possoston  of  the  Fortugue^ ;  and, 
.  though  they  had  totally  neglected 
to  improve  the  many  natural  ad- 
vantages of  its  situation,  yet  the 
spacioosfiess-and  security  of  its  no- 
fcde  harbour,  and  the  means  and  fa- 
cilities which  it  afibfded  for  the 
erection*  of  etteteiive  docks,  toge* 
ther  Whh.ev^ly  otfier  accommoda- 
iWil 'ftr  ihip^W  and  commerce, 
^eHdefrf'lt  to  Scqcdsltion  of  the 
falsest  importance.  With  a  just 
notioft  of  its  value,  the  govtmment 
lost  no  tim^  in  sending  proper  per- 
sons to  receive  possession  of  It. 
,liard  Marieburgh,  with  a  squadron 
of  five  iden  of  war,  a  suitable  land' 
force,  and  Sir  Abraham  Shipmian^ 
asgovemoT  of  Bombay,  were  dis- 
patched to  Goa,  to  receive  from  thd 
viceroy,  the  investiture  of  the  isl- 
and; according  to  the  commands  of 
the  king  of  Portugal.  The  squa- 
dron arrived  at  Goa,  in  August, 
l663;*and  in  September,  Lord  Mar- 
lebm^h  and  Sir  Abraham  Shi^ 
mitn,  accompanied  by  the  viceroy, 
£i?oceeded  to  Bombay.  But  the 
rortuguB6ecdonists,amongst  whom 
all  the  lands  in  the  isknd  were  di- 
vided, disputed  the  right  of  their 
sovereignr^  to  transfer  them  to  any 
other  master  whatever,  much  less 
ta  place  them  under  the  govern- 
ment of  heretics}  who,  if  they 
,    gpared  their  property,-   would  at 


least  subject  it,  as  w^ll  as  their  per- 
sons, to  new  laws  j  and  who,  if  they 
constrained  them  rtot  to  abjure  the 
Catholic  faith,  would  at  least  deny* 
them  tlie  frije  exercise  of  it,  and 
would^  moreover,  insult  them  with 
the  exhibition  of  an  heretical  wor- 
ship, no  less  abhorrent  t»  their  con- 
science, than  insulting  to  their  feel- 
ings. In  tliis  resistance  the  colo- 
nists wel^  powerfully  encouraged 
and  supported  by  the  priests,  who 
inflamed  their  passions  with  homi- 
lies against  the  heretics,  in  which 
they  proclaimed,  that  their  estate^ 
and  their  persons  had  been  basely- 
sold  ;  and  invoked  the  divine  ven- 
geance against  those  who  should 
assist,  or  authorise,  th^  landing  of 
the  English  on  their  shores.  Alami- 
ed  at  the  ferment  which  these  vio- 
lent proceedings  had  excited,  and 
still  more  at  the  threatened  denun-^ 
ciationof  the  priests,  the  viceroy  re^ 
presented  to  Lord  Marieburgh  tha  t 
he  could  not,  tinder  such  circum- 
stances, deliver  tip  the  Islaiid  to 
England.  The  English  squadron, 
therefore,  withdrew  fFom  Bombay, 
and  rehired  to  the  road  of  Swallee, 
near  Surat,  where  the  troops  were 
landed  for  refreshment.  The  go-^ 
vemor  of  the  Portuguese  setnej* 
ment  at  that  place,  alarmed  at  their 
watlike  appearance,"  threatened  the 
English  factory'  with  destruction, 
unless  the  troops  should  immedi- 
ately ffe-embark  and  the  Squadron 
depart.  Lord  Marieburgh,  unwil- 
ling to  put  the  Company's  property 
in  the  factory  to  dny  hazard,  and 
anxious  to  do  away  any  pretext  of 
difference,  much  more  of  quarrel ' 
between  the  two  natiotis,  complied 
with  this  peremptory  dcroarid  3  and 
dispatdiing  the  principal  part  of  the 
squadron  with  sir  Abraham  Ship.  ' 
man  and  the  troops  tb  the  island ' 
of  Anjadiva,  near  Goa,  he  proceedi^tf'  ^ 
himsdf  to  Englartd.'  At thnt  inland,'' 
Shipman 
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Ski|Hnan  landed  hia  troops^  and 
op^ed  a  negotiation  with  the  vioe- 
rOf  oi  Goft,  1^  obtaining  posses- 
sion  of  Boinbay.  During  this  ne- 
gotiation, SlupiiiaB>  and  the  great- 
er part  of  the  seamen  and  soldieri> 
died  of  an  epidemic  disorder ,  broQgh  t 
on  ^  the  ioclemi^ncy  of  the  di- 
nate.  Hk  seeretarj^  however,  pie- 
sdnin^^  on  some  delegation  of 
powets>  contimied- to  negotiate; 
and  CO  the  14th  o£  January,  1665, 
conehided  a  treaty  with  the  vice- 
nf  and  council  of  Goa,  derogatory, 
it  is  true,*  6om  the  unqualified 
lifhta  granted  by  the  crowa  c^Por- 
tagaltothatof£ngland>  but  what 
was  of  infinitively  more  conse- 
quence to  the  real  honour  of  both^ 
k  was  framed  with  a  regard  to  the 
general  pdncipies  of  justice,  and 
with  that  respect  for  the  property' 
2pA  prejudices  of  the  inhabitants  ai 
iecibay,  which,,  in » the  original 
tranifer  of  the  island,  had  been  over- 
loodied  with  unfeeling  indifference. 
By  this  tseaty,  Bombay  was  ceded 
to  die  crown  of  England,  on  the 
egoless  condition,  t^t  the  Portu- 

rifte  cdonists  sbonid  be  secured 
l&e  u&diilui^)ed  possession  of 
Aeir  eatatasy  and  in  the  free  exer- 
cise a£  Ibeir  celigkjn.  Wifh  thii 
ooodUioo  the  eeionistsconcnned  in 
Ae  txtBt^^  the^viesls,  through  £caT 
ef  ihe  inefficaqi  and  the  conse-^ 
quences  of  ^irthev  resistance,  yield- 
M  a  tack  and  relnetaat  snbimssion ; 
and  tharJKaglishtodL  peaceable  pos- 
aessioa  of  the  island. 

The  secsetaiy,  Mr.  Coc^,  assnm- 
«i  the  government  of  the  new  set- 
tlflBoent,  and  transoikted  to  Eng- 
land an  aoeofont  of  his  proceedings 
and  success.  But  the  treaty  with 
die  vioerpy  €ff  Goa,  whidi  refiects 
so  much  credit  oa  the  judgment  and

diacretioii  of  Mr.  Cook,  was,  never- 
theless, disavowed  by  the  king's  mi- 
nisters ',  and  Sir  Samuel  Lucas  was 
appcanted  governor  of  the  island, 
aiui  sent  thither,  with  full  powers 
to  make  such  alterations  as  he  might  ^ 
think  fit,  after  an  investigation  of 
the  condition  and  circumstances  of 
the  inhabitants.  This  oAicer,  how- 
ever, on  his  anival,foand  the  island 
in  so  setded  and  tranquil  a  state, 
and  the  Portuguese  gentry  so  much 
satisfied  saad  contented  with  their 
new  government,    that  he  consi- 
dered it  not  only  unjust,  but  inex- 
pedient, to  annul  or  alter  any  part 
of  the  treaty.     He  therefore  con- 
firmed Mr.  Cook  as  governor  of  ^ 
the  island,  and  returned  to  England. 
Cook  being  thus  esTaUished  in  the 
government  of  Bombay,  lost  no 
time  in.  securing  it  against  any  hos- 
tile attack.    The  Portuguese  town 
was  only  defended  by  a  sindewall, 
and  four  bastions ;  Cook  ^crefore 
laid  a  jplan  for  improving  this  len- 
der defence  into  ^  regular  fortifica- 
tion, but  on  a  more  extensive  scale. 
The  execution  of  this  plan  was  - 
prosecuted  with  unremitting  dili- 
gence,  and   completed   in   about 
two  years  -,  when  it  formed  a  tetra- 
gon, covered,  on  three  sides,  by 
out-worics  of  considerable  strength, 
protected  on  the  otiier  side  by  the  ^ 
harbour  ^  and  the  whole  capable  of 
mountix^  a  hundred  pieces  of  can- 
non.    But  the  engineers  employed 
in  the  construction  of  this  fortress 
were  guilty  of  an  unaccountable 
oversight  in  raising  it  on  such  dis- 
advantageous ground  -,  for  it  might 
have  been  obvious  to  the  most  com* 
mon  observer,  that  it  was  complete- 
ly conunandc^  by  a  bill,  about  half 
a  mile  distant,  whid),  once  m  the 
hands  of  an  intelligent  and  acthre 
b  enemy.

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cpemy,  would  expose  it  to  una- 
voidable destruction. 

When  the  account  of  the  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  esection  of 
this  fortification.togetherwkhether 
public  buildings,  was  transcDiltedto 
England ;  and  when  an  eBtitoate 
was  made  of  the  future  annual  cost  ^ 
of  maintaining  a  place  which  pro- 
duced no  revenue  whatever,  it  was 
thought  advisable  to  transfer  it  to 
the  India  Company,  in  whose  pos- 
session it  might  become  more  ad- 
vantageous to  the  nation^  Bom«~ 
bay  was  accordingly  granted  to  the 
Company  by  a  charter,  dated  the 
27th  of  March,  1608  ;  and  com- 
missioners were  thereupon  appoint- 
ed by  them  to  govern  the  island 
under  the  controul  of  the  presi- 
dency of  Surat 

The  factory  at  Surat  was  then 
governed  by  a  president  and  coun- 
cil, who  were  vested  widi  the  su- 
preme management  and  controul 
of  all  the  Company's  other  fiM:tories 
and  settlements  in  India.  The  num- 
ber of  these  in  the  eastern  islands 
bad,  since  tiie  massacre  of  Am- 
boyna,  been  greatly  diminished  by 
the  usurrations  of  the  Dutch  -,  but, 
besides  p6daroon>  which  w^  re- 
stored by  treaty,  the  settlemenU  ci 
'  Bantam,  in  /ava,  and  of  Acheen, 
in  Sumatra,  were  still  retatoed; 
and  about  the  year  l&SO,  a  &ctory 
^t  fiecicQoIen,  and  one  or  two  other 
commercial  stations,  on  the  western 
coast  of  the  latter  island,  weit  esta-. 
bUshed  At  Tonquin^  at  Siam,  and 
on  the  Chinese  island  of  Amby, 
the  Company  had  likewise  &ctories 
at  thiS' period.  This  last  had  been 
originally  established  on  the  cele- 
brated idand  of  Formosa,  but  had 
been  removed  to  Amoy,  in  conse- 
quence of  a  dis£^;reemenl  with  the 
Chines^. 

The  increase,  however,  of  the 
Company's  establishments  on  the 


Indian  obntiaeBt,  motdk  mate  tbaa 
oeunterbdattoed  tibe  real    impor-^ 
tanoe  of  their  losses  in  the  Archi- 
pebgb.  On  the  western  fide  of  the 
Peninanla,  ^tutf  nam  possessed  va- 
luable estAlisboieiits  at  Baroadi 
aGKl  Surat,  the  Island  and  harbour  • 
of  Bombav,  and  extaossve  facto-  * 
ries  at  Rajafapoor,  Carwar,  Tilk- 
cheny,  and  Oslicat  On  the  coast  of 
Coromandd  thc«e  was  a  small  fiio- 
tory  at  Conjeyaram,  the  i^ttlement 
of  Madras,  and  the  opulent  com- 
mevdal  establishment  at  Mussul^Mi* 
tarn.  At  Vizagq>8tami  on  the  coast 
of  Orissa,  these  was  a  settlement 
with  a  portion  of  terntotyapper* 
taining  to  it,  and  a  small  fetrtresa 
sufficiently  strong  to  resist  any  at- 
tack, from  the  neighbouring  native 
states  i  and  at  Ganjam,  on  the  same 
coast,    a  small  factory  had  been 
buik,  for  the  purpose  c^  fedlitating 
the  intercourse  between  Vizagapa- 
tam,  and  the  city  of  Cattack,  then 
the  greatest  mart  on  that  side  of  the 
Deccan,  and  where  the  Cpmpany*a 
9fgoaXM  had,  by  their  sensible  cdA- 
duct,  and  industrious  habits,   6b^ 
tained  permtssioo  to  establish  a  coi^ 
siderame  fKtoiy.  AtfiaUasore,and 
Ingellee,  near  the  mniilhs  cf  the 
river  Hughly,  the  western  hi«icb> 
of  the  Ganges^  tlMiP^  were  com- 
mercial resideBDes)  and  kk  Bengd 
the  interesting  establishment  wfaicfa 
has  been  already  described. 

The  chie6  and  agents  of  aD 
these  diffierent  estabhshments  and 
factories  were  instructed  to  ooc* 
respond /with  the  piesidency  of 
Surat,  and  to  transmit  to  them 
detailed  accounts  of  all  their  trans- 
actions. The  great  distance  of  the 
settlements  in  the  eastern  islands, 
fitxn  Surat,  rendered  a  regular  ob- 
servance of  this  general  instructioa 
very  inconvenient,  and  it  was 
therefore  little  attended  to;  but  by 
the  establishments  on  the  conti-

character.  Btit  neither  of  thcae 
can  be  properl/  developed  or  elo^ 
ctdated,  without  a  previous  review, 
both  ot  the  Mogul  anptre^  during 
that^  the  most  important  portion  ^ 
its  annals,  and  of  the  Mahratta 
states,  which,  under  the  enterprise 
ing  and  heroic  Sevajee,  then  arose 
amidst  the  western  mountaina  of 
the  Deccan,and  in  that  quarter  tor* 
med  a  barrier  to  the  (lurtfaer  pro- 
gress of  the  Mussulman  arms.

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ParHculars  relating  to  the  Ship 
LaPaix. 

January  5,  1804.  At  1 1  A.  M. 
saw  a  Mrange  ship  and  a  brig  in  the 
N.  £.  qumter ;  at  half  past  1 1,  the 
brig  bore  up  to  the  westward  j  the 
ahip  continued  to  stand  to  the  north- 
ward 3  but  edging  down  towards  ub, 
I  continued  my  course. 

January  6th.  At  4  P.  M.  the 
ship  threw  out  several  signals,  bnt 
finding  them  not  answered,  she 
hauled  her  wind;  I  immediately 
gave  chase  tq  bar  >  at  half  past  four 
P.  M.  she  hobted  French  golours, 
and  fireScTa  gun  to  leeward ;  at  four 
P.  M.  beii^  within  gun  shot  of  the 
eoetnyf  gave  him  a  gun,  and  hoist- 
ed St.  George's  colours;  twenty 
minutes  past  five,  gave  him  another 
shot,  which  was  returned  by  him 
with  bis  stem  dtase  guns,  and  re- 
peated when  he  bore  up^  and  made 
aU  sail  to  leeward;  gave  him  an- 
od>er  shot ;  jie  then  shortened  sail, 
and  batiied  on  a  wind  to  the  north- 
^ard>  on  the  starboard  tacks ;  at  six 
P.  M.  abreast  of  La  Paix,  with  all 
^^£s  set  in  chase  of  us,  and  within 
gdn-shot  The  strange  sail  mounted 
14  gtuis  on  her  lower  deck,  and  19 
OD  the  xxpger  deck,  and  was  full  of 
men,  a  French-built  ship,  and  a 
good  sailor ;  half  past  six  P.  M. 
she  boi^  up  to  the  S.  W.  not  being 
able  to  hold  way  with  us.  Sup- 
posed the  brig  to  be  a  prize  of  her's> 
as  ^e  left  ott  chase  so  very  sooo.

Capture  of  the  Hon,  Company's 

extra  Ship  Admiral  Aplin. 
'  The  Admiral  Aplin,  capt.*"  Ro* 
gers,  sailed  from  Portsmoudi  on 
the  28th  August,.  1803,  and  on  the 
3d  January^  at  half  past  six,  A«  M. 
being  in  lat.  0°  50'  S.  long.  62'  E.' 
saw  a  ship  from  the  mast*-head, 
bearing  N.  N.  W.  At  that  time  the 
Admiral  Aplin  was  steering  N.  £. 
by  N.  At  half  past  seven  she 
could  Be  plainly  observed  steering 
after  the  Admiral  Aplin ;  firom  that 
period  every  exertion  was  made, 
by  press  of  sail,  and  frequent  altera- 
tion of  course  in  the  night,'  to 
avoid  the  ship;  but  all  was  inef- 
fectual ;  as  on  the  9th,  just  at  day- 
light, the  stranger  had  got  within 
gun-shot }  and  finding  that  it  was 
impossible  for  the  Admirai-Aplin 
to  escape  by  sailing,  the  chance  of 
carrying  away  some  of  the  enemy's 
masts  determined  captain  Rogers 
to  make  one  effort  more  for  the 
preservation  of  the  ship  under  his 
command ;  with  that  view  he  haul- 
ed up  his  courses,  and  turned 
all  hands  to  quarters ;  the  enemy 
bad  by  this  time  got  on  the  wea* 
ther-beam  of  the  Admiral  Aplin, 
when  the  action  commenced^  and 
lasted.for  one  hour. 

The  shot  f^om  the  Admiral  Ap- 
lin fell  short  of  the  enemy,  whiUt 
those  of  the  Psjche^  from  the  su** 
periority^  of  ;netal^  had  their  fuU 
edecf.  The 
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The  Admiral  Aplio,  thus  situ- 
ated, endeavoured  to  close  with  the 
enemy,  but  was  prevented,  by  tiie 
enemy  keeping  his,  Wind}  under 
these  circumstances,  any  further  re- 
sistance appeared  to  be  ineffectual, 
and  would  have  been  only  sacri- 
jcing  many  lives  -,  it  was,  there- 
fore, with  die  advice  of  the  officers 
and  military  gentlemen  on  board, 
that  the  colours  of  the'  Admiral 
Aplin  were  hauled  down. 

I'he  Psyche  was  out  from  the 
litauritius  thirty-five;  days  when 
she  took  the  Admiral  Apliaj 
mounted  twenty-four  long  twelve- 
launders,  and  six  eighteen-pound 
canonades,  with  3(ft  men  on  board, 
and  pierced  for  forty  guns  j  she  had 
made  no  previous  capture  to  the 
Admiral  Aplin. 

Captain  Rogers  speaks  in  the 
highest  terms  of  the  able  support 
he  receiiRed  from  the  officers  of  his 
ship,  and  tlie  gallant  conduct  of 
his  chip's  company  in  the  action,  as 
well  as  their  j)erseverance  during  a 
six  day*s  chase,  when  neither  of- 
ficers or  men  quitted  the  deck. 
The  ready  assistance  of  the  pas- 
sengers' is  also  warmly  ackno\v- 
kdged  by  captain  Rogers.^ 

It  is  with  regret  we  have  to 
state,  jUat  capt.  M'Rae  was  killed 
in  the" action,  capt.  Amory  danger-? 
o'usly  \voundeJ,  one  seaman  lost 
his  arm,  and  the  boatswain  slightly 
wounded}  the  enemy  had  two 
severely  wounded. 

Prize  Monet/. 
Fort  William,  Feb.  16, 1804. 
"  Thfe  Govenior-general  in  coun- 
cil has  appointed  ihe  under-mcn- 
tloned'ofiicers  to  be  a  committee  at 
Fort  William,  for  the  puq>ose  of 
investigating  and  reporting  the 
cLiJms^of  the  European  commis- 
sZaKed  "and  non-commissioned  of-, 
ficers,  and  of  tlie  native  commis- 


sioned, non-commissioned  officers, 
and  sepoys,  &c.  who  were  em- 
ployed under  the  command  of  capt. 
Charles  Chalfiekl,  in  the  capture 
of  Chinsurah,  in  the  month  of 
July,  1/81,  to  share  in  the  prize 
money  arising  from  that  capture, 
amounting  to  current  rupees 
4,16,450}  with  the  view  that  the 
amount  of  the  shares  of  such 
claimants  as  shall  be  admitted,  may 
be  paid  to  them,  or  to  their  legal 
representatives  or  agents.  From  the 
above  sum  one-eighth  is  to  be  de- 
ducted in  the  first  instance,  subject 
to  future  adjustment  aiud  distribu-. 
tion.

Opium. 
The  average  of  the  Opium  sold 
at  the  Company's  sale,  on  the  17th 
instant,  was  sicca  rupees  1480  5  6 
per  chest,  for  Behar  opium,  and 
1417  2  2  per  chest,  for  Benares 
ditto. 

Account  of  a  Shark  cakght  in  the 
Hughly,  near  Calcutta. 
On  Friday,  a  culprit,  of  a  novel 
description,  was  taken  for  in- 
spection to  the  police  otfice,  amidst 
the  concourse  and  acclamation  of 
an  immense  populace.  The  natives 
termed  it  an  Hanger:  or,  as  wc 
might  call  it,  a  hungry  ground 
shark,  which  had,  on  -ihe  preceding 
day,  seized  a  man  while  he  was 
performing  his  ablutions  at  Pulta. 
Ghaut,  one  of  the  most  central 
Ghauts  in  Calcutta,  and  tore  off  the 
flesh  from  the  thigh,  down  to  the 
knee,  leaving  the  bone  almost  bare. 
At  the  time  the  accident  happened, 
t  A  3  the  . 
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the  Ghaut  was  thronged  with 
natives  of  both  sexes,  men,  women 
and  children.  The  cries  of  the 
man,  and  the  miserable  condition 
he  appeared  to  be  in,  struck  such  a 
panic  into  all  that  were  bathing, 
that  every  one  got  out  of  the  water 
as  fast  as  they  could.  At  first  it 
was  supposed  that  the  animal  might 
have  been  -a  Comeer,  oi  Alligator, 
but  the  fish  was  shortly  after  seen 
swimming  in  diDerent '  directions 
about  the  place,  and  his  rudder  and 
large  fins  appearing  occasionally 
above  water,  plainly  denoted  him 
to  be  a  shark.  As  it  was  probable 
the  fish  might  repeat  his  lisit,  or 

1  <:ODhnue  in  the  line  of  shallow 
water,  about  the  adjacent  Ghauts, 
as  soon  as  the  accident  was  reported 
at  the  police  office,  a  reward  was 
offered  for  catching  him,  and  fiiU 
compensation  for  all  the  damage 
that  might  be  done  to  the  nets  laid 
to  entrap  him.  Several* fishermen, 
who  then  were  about  to  place  their 
nets  for  mango-fish,  lured  by  the 
terms  that  were  held  out,  procec-ded 
oh  the  business,  and  arranged  their 
nets  with  so  much  address,  that 
about  four  o'clock  on  Saturday 
rooming,  a  shark,  supposed  to  be 

.  the  same,  was  caught  at  a  short 

*  distance  from  the  Ghaut,  where  he 
had  seized  his  prey  the  preceding 
day,  but  not  without  a  very  stout 
^  conflict,  during  which  he  broke 
through  two  strong  nets  j  but  his 
strength  being  exhausted,  he  be- 
came entangled  in  the  third,  "the 
£sh  measured  six  feet  in  lengtli, 
and  its  circumference,  just  under 
the  finis,  was  thirty-six  inches  j  the 
mouth,  when  distended,  was  capa- 

^  ble  of  receiving  a  large  object  5  the 
teed)  were  thickly  set  and  very 
sharp. 

The  unfortunate  native,  notwith- 
standing the  first  European  medical 


assistance  was  quickly  afiforded 
him,  lingered  a  short  time  and  ex- 
pired. 

Wreck  at  Sea. — Extrnct  from  the 
Log  Book  of  ike  Snow  Union, 
Capt.  P.  Morris,  Feb.  27,  1804. 
In  latitudes  41,  longitude  Q3 
12,  at  5  P.  M.  perceived  a  boat 
with  Burmah  colours  3  hove  too  and 
picked  them  up  ;  found  four  poor 
unfortunate  people*  in  her,  which 
had  been  cast  zv(ay  in  a  shoal  to  the 
eastward  of  usj  we  left  the  wreck 
several  days  since,  in  company  with 
another  boat,  which  had  fifteen 
men,  supposed  to  be  lost)  the 
men  that  were  picked  up,  were  in 
a  very  weekly  condition,  having  no 
subsistence  for  eight  days,  but  salt 
water  J  gave  them  every  nourish- 
ment, that  laid  in  our  power,  and 
landed  them  safe  at  Rangoon  in 
perfect  and  good  healtli,  and  re- 
ceived a  salum  from  the  prime. 
Minister.  A  boat  arrived  at  Rangoon 
from  Mergui,  a  few  days  previous 
to  the  Union's  sailing,  who  report- 
ed that  there  had  been  a  French 
frigate  at  Mergui,  who  took  in 
water  and  provisions,  &c.  and  sailed 
from  thence. 

Capture  of  the  ship  Henrietta. 

The  ship  Henrietta,  captaiti  Wil- 
liam Somerville,  belonging  to  this 
port,  was  captured  by  admiral 
Linois*  squadron  on  the  lith  of 
February,  three  days  previous  to- 
his  being  beat  by  the  China  .fleet 
under  commodore  Dance.

It  is  proposed,  that  officers  com- 
manding corps^  staff,  and  depart- 
ments should  send  the  secretary,  a 
list  of  officers  \vho"  may  choose  lo 
jiubscribe,  in  order  that  the  sum 
may  be  ascertained,  and  tliey  are 
requested  to  receive  tlie  amount 
subscribed,  and  pay  it  to  a  com^ 
mittee,  that  will  hereafter  be  ap- 
pointed, OD  or  before  the  1st  May 

The  above  proposals  were  sub- 
mitted forsgeiieral  consideration, 
and  a  meeting  wSs  n  ,'ain  Requested 
in  cdonW  Wallace's  tent,  at  10 
o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  2^th 
I'ebruary.

A  superb  Column  of  Granite, 
An  address,  prepared  By  the  com- 
mittee appointed  for  the  purpose, 
was  brought  forward  and  read,  for 
^le  general  approbation  of  the 
meeting,  and  was  unanimously 
agreed  to. 

.  Mr.  Roebuck  then  requested 
permission  to  address  the  meeting, 
2U)d  proceeded  to  observe,  that  he 
wa?  well  aware  the  minds  of  the 
gentlemen-  present  would  not  feel 
satisfied  with  what  tliey  had  already 
done  upon  the  present  occasion, 
without  going  further,  and  doing 
something  more  to  mark  the  senti- 
nient?  of  gratitude,  which  he  was 
convinced  every  one  present  fe^ 
towards  the  noble  marquis. 

Tliat  on  a  former  grand  occasion; 
the  settlement  had  requested  the 
noble  marquis  would  honour  theni 
by  sitting  for  his  picture,  which 
was  now  in  the  view  of  the  pre- 
sent assembly }  that  on  the  pre- 
sent occasion  a  statue  bad  been 
proposed.  The  objections  to  a 
fi.l^tuQ  were,  that  it  could  not  be 
commenced  upon  until  the  arriv^ 
of  the  noUe  marquis  in.  Eu^ahd, 
and  that  it  would  then  be  some 
y^ass  before  it  could  be  executed 


and  forwarded  to  ik^  presideocj, 
and  placed  on  Us  iA^ended  scite. 

Viewing  the  sul^ijectin  this  light, 
a  column  had  been  suggested.  Mr. 
Roebuck  added,  that  he  immedi- 
ately acquiesced  ItJ  the  idea.^ithr 
ing  to  have  a  magnificent  record, 
if  he  might  be  allowed  to  use  tlxe 
t|3rm,  of  the  splendid  achieve^ 
ments  of  his  e^oceHency's  gov^xb- 
ment>  tliat  with  a  professional 
gentleman  ha  had  taken  some  pains 
in  investigating  the  subject,  and 
found  the  ueigU^ourhood  of  Madras 
would  furnish  the  means  of  prcv 
ducing  a  granite  column,  of  which 
the  sl^t  ahouW  be  fifty  feet  long  j 
that  the  means  of  transporting  and 
erecting  it  he  had  abo  investigated, 
and  was  satisfied,  that  it  was  per-^ 
feclly  practicable  J  he,  therefor^ 
Jb^ged  leave  to  move  the  follow- 
ing resolution ': 

*'  Resolved. — ^That  in  gratitude 
to  his  excellency  the  most  noble 
marquis  Wellesley,  a  column  of 
granite  be  erected,  for  the  pvurpose 
of  oommemoratiiig  the  splendid 
events  of  his  lordship^s  govern^ 
meiU  'y  and  recording  the  names  of 
those  distinguished  leaders,  who^ 
under  his  auspices,  have  carried  his 
plans  into  executiom;  and  of  those 
gallant  ofificprs,  who  fell  gloriousljr  ' 
in  their  country's  cause,  leading  on 
their  fellow-soldiers  to  victory :— • 
and  that  the  shaft  of  the  column  of 
a  single  piece  be  Mxy  feet  long/* 

l^his-resolution  having  been  una- 
nimously agreed  to,  several  other« 
were  put  and  carried. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned,  sine 
die. 

The  committee  having  .met  ia 
consequence  of  the  resolaticxi  ap- 
pointing them  to  devise  the  best 
means  of  conveying  the  address  to 
his  excellency  the  Governor-gene- 
ral, agreed  to  request  the  right 
bfumurable  the  Govemoc  to  for- 
ward 
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ward  the  same.  The  chairman 
was  instructed  to  wait  on  his  lord- 
ship for  that  purpose,  when  his 
lordship  was  pleased  to  cbnsen Mo 
the  request  of  tlie  committee,  and 
to  appoint  Friday  the  20th  instant, 
at  twelve  o'clock,  fur  the  purpose 
of  receiving  the  address. 

The  committee  in  consequence, 
assembled,  and  at  the  hour  ap- 
pointed, proceeded  with  the 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  settle-, 
ment,  to  the  govemment-hou?e. 

Immediately  on  their  arriv;d 
they  had  .the  honour  of  being  in- 
troduced to  the  right  honourable 
the  Govei*nor,  when  the  cliairnian 
addressed,  his  lordship  in  the  fol- 
lowing words : 
My  Lord, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present 
to  your  lordship  the  address  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Madras  to  the  most 
noble  marquis  >Vellesley,  on  the 
termination  of  the  Mahratta '  war, 
against'  the  confederated  chiefs  of 
Malwa  and  Bcrarj  and  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  committee  appointed 
to  forward  the  address,  have  to 
hope  that  your  lordship  will  be. 
pleased  to  be  the  channel  through 
which  this  communication  shall  be 
made. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inform 
your  lordship,  that  this  mode  has 
been  adopted  because  we  have  con- 
sidered it  as  most  respectlul  to  the 
noble  marouis,  as  well  as  to  your 
lordship,  who,  we  are  led .  to  be- 
lieve sincerely  joins  us  in  every 
sentiment  expressed  in  this  ad- 
drebs. 

On  the  glorious  successes  which 
have  terminated  this  war,  I  offer 
our  congratulations  to  your,  lord- 
ship. 

I  have  been  desurcd  to  deliver  to , 
your  lordship  a  copy  of  the  resolu-. 
lions  of  the  meeting,  which  1  have  . 
diso  to  hope  you  wBl  be  pleased  to 


transmit,  to  his  excellency,  and 
which,  with  your  lordship*s  per- 
ftiission,  I  shall  now  send  to  the 
public  prints  of  the  settlement. 

To  which  his  lordiliip'  was  gra- 
ciously pleased  to  reply  as  follows  : 
Sir, 

I  shall  have  the  greatest  pleasure 
in  transmitting  to  die  niost  noble 
the  marquis  Wellesley,  the  address 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  setiie- 
raent,  upon  the  splendid  termina- 
tion of  the  Mahratta  war.  ,

Bovilay  Quarter  Sessions. 

At  the  quarter  session  of  oyer 
and  terminer,  and  goal  delivery 
before  sir  Benjamin  Smivan,  knight* 
and  his  associates,  Robert  Kitson* 
and  Simon  Halliday,  esquires. 

The  grand  jury  being  sworn  in, 
the  honourable  the  Recordei:  ira- 
forraed  them  of  the  bills  which 
would  be  laid  before  tliem,  and  ex- 
plained the  duties  which  they  werg 
expected,  by  the  constitution,  to 
fulhl,  and  on  the  due  ditichargQ. 
of  vvhich  so  much  depended.. 

The  court  then  adjourned  till 
Monday,  the,  9th ;  when,  having 
met,  it  was  proposed  J)y  Mr.  Dpw- 
deswell,  as  counsel  for  two  pri- 
soners accused  of  a  murder  at 
Surat,  that  their  trial  should  be  put 
off  till  next  sessions,  in  conse- 
quence cf  ti)e  dangerous  illness 
\mder  which  one  of  them  laboured, 
and  which  rendered  it  impossible 
for  him  to  undergo  the  fatigue  of  a 
long  trial.  Dr.  Keir  being  called 
upon,andconhrming  the  statement, 
Mr.  Threipland,  as  co^^isel  for  the 
prosecution,  consented  that.  tl)e . 
trial  of  the  prisoner  v^ho  was  sicl;, . 
and  who  w^  od^  cibarged  a^  an 
accessary 
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accessary  in  the  iodictment,  should 
be  postponed ;  but  strongly  in$isted». 
on  the  part  of  the  crown,  that  he 
was  intitled  to  proceed  with  the 
trial  of  the  other  prisoner,  for 
which  he  was  the  more  solicitious, 
as  the  witnesses  had  come  such  a 
distance,  and  it  might  be  difficult 
or  impossible  to  procure  the  att^i* 
dance  of  all  of  them  at  a  future 
period.  The  court,  after  some  dis- 
cussion, having  concurred  in  this ; 
Bobert  Frazer,  private  in  the  65th 
regiment,  was  placed  at  the  bar, 
charged  with  the  murder  of  one 
Hiijauuah,  a  boy  of  l6  years  of 
age,  by  stabbing  him  to  the  heart 
with  a  bayonet,  while  accompany* 
ing  the  iimeral  of  a  native^  and 
eo^loyed  in  carrying  sacred. fire  in 
front  of  the  procession. 

The  de^  appeared  to  have  been 
committed  without  the  slightest 
provocation,  but  none  of  those 
who  were  present  when  the  woupd 
was  given,  could  indentify  the 
person  of  the  prisoner;  they  all 
swore  however  that  he  was  one  of 
the  two  by  whom  the  party  at  the 
funeral  was  attacked,  that  they 
were  both  soldiers,  aiid  armed 
with  bayonets,  and  that  it  was 
either  the  prisoner  or  his  comrade 
who  struck  the  blow.  To  com- 
pensate however  for  the  proof 
^^Uing  short  in  this  respect,  it  was 
clearly  established  that  when  Frazer 
was  arrested,  in  less  than  an  hour 
after  the  murder  was  committed, 
l^e  had  his  belt  and  scabbard,  but 
no  bayonet  5  and  it  was  likewise 
proved  that  a  bayonet  was  soon 
^ler  found  near  the  spot,  with  a 
great  deal  of  fresh  blood  upon  it, 
and  bearing  the  same  number  and 
letter,  which  the  serjeaat  of  the 
prisoner's  company  swore  belong- 
ed to  his  hofpnct,  and  corres- 
pobded  with  the  number  on  his 
musket,  for  wkich  no  bayonet  had 


ever  since  been  found ;  but  he  ad- 
ded, that  the  practice  of  ascertain- 
ing bayonets,  by  the  number  and 
letter,  was  customary  in  the  army  j 
and  ihat  there  were  detachments 
from  different  regiments  in  Surat, 
at  the  time.  The  fact  being  so  for 
brought  home  to  the  prisoner,  Mr. 
Threipland  proceeded  to  call  those 
who  apprehended  his  comrade,  all 
of  whom  swore  that  he  had  a 
bayonet  in  his  hand,  when  tfaey 
came  up  with  him,  that  there  was 
no  appearance  of  blood  upon  it, 
and  that  its  point'  was  extremely 
blunt  On  bemg  produced,  this 
was  made  evident,  and  another 
setjeant  swore  he  knew  it  to  be- 
long to  Stewart  who  was  sick  in 
prison,  from  the  letter  and  number 
stamped  upon  it  Dr.Pooget  was 
then  called,  who  swore  idbat  the 
wound  app^ffed  to  have  been  given 
with  a  sharp  pointed  mstmment, 
and  that  it  must  have  been  the 
cause  of  death.  Such  was  the 
import  of  the  evidence  in  this  case, 
which  lasted  till  near  five  o*clock, 
when  the  jury  having  retired  to 
consider  of  their  verdict,  returned 
in  about  half  an  hour,  and  pro- 
nounced tlie  prisoner — ^not  guilty.   . 

On  Tuesday  the  10th,  the  court 
having  met  at  the  usual  hour,  Peter 
Stewart,  the  soldier  above  referred 
to,  as  having  been  accessary  to  the 
murder  of  which  Frazer  was  acquit- 
ted, was  brought  into  court,  sup- 
ported by  two  peons,  and  being 
placed  at  the  bar,  and  a  jury  sworn, 
Mr.  Threipland  said,  that  in  con- 
sequence of  the  verdict  which  had 
been  returned  in  the  other  trial,  be 
did  not  feel  it  to  be  his  duty  to  ad- 
duce any  witnesses,  against  the 
prisoner.  He  was  of  course  dis-/ 
charged.

a.  loeoe  of  such  atrocious  cnidty, 
that  Mr.  TbreiplaDd  concluded  his 
address  to  the  jury  by  fiaying,  that 
be  would  not  make  them  sick  by 
dweiling  asy  kmger  on  the  &cts  <xf 
the  case ;  but  content  himself  with 
trusting,  that  their  verdict  would  be 
the  means  of  ridding  the  world  of  a 
monster,  whose  conduct  had  been 
more  characteristic  of  a  wild  beast, 
than  of  a  human  being.  The 
evidence  fully  justifying  this  state- 
ment, (for  it  appeared  than  in  a  fit 
of  rage  and  jealousy,  be  had  not 
oolf  cut  bis  wife's  throat,  but  rip- 
ped up  her  body,  so  that  the  lungs 
were  separated,)  and  the  shocking 
hcts  being  clearly  substantiated,  he 
was  immediately  convicted. 

The  court  then  proceeded  to 
the  trial  of  Gungaram  Antaram, 
Naique,  ii|  the  late  fencible  regi- 
ment ;  adl>ased  of  the  murder  of 
one  Sumjee  Dowra,  by  shooting 
him  with  a  musket, on  the  l/th  day 
of  October  last. 

It  appeared  that  jealousy  had 
been  the  cause  of  this  atrocious 
act,  as  it  likewise  was  x)f  the  for- 
mer murder;  and  the  &ct  being 
clearly  proved,  the  jury  found  the 
prisoner  guilty . 

On  the  nth  the  court  pro- 
ceeded to  the  trial  of  the  only  re- 
maining indictment,  which  was  for 
perjury  3  and  the  prisoner  Herjcvan 
Assarum  being  convicted  of  that 
ofience,  was  sentenced  to  six 
months  imprisonment,  to  pay  a 
fine  of  100  rupees,  and  to  stand 
twice  in  the  piilorj. 

Mulharry  Baioo  was  then  sen- 
tenced to  be  executed  on  Saturday 
the  14th  inst.  and  to  be  hung  in 
chains^  and  Gungaram  Antaram, 
to  be  transported  for  14  years.

Noted  Relel. 
Goddakandege,  a  notorious  re- 
bel and  robber,  who  had  been  par-, 
ticularly  active  in  raising  disturb- 
ances on  the  frontiers  of  the  Galle 
district^  and  had  afterwai  ds  fled  to 
Laudla,  lately  returned  to  the  vici- 
nity of  Mapligara,  with  other  re- 
bels, where  they  were  committing 
depredations.  Don  Lewis  de  Zilya, 
aratchy  of  that  village,  marched 
out  with  a  party  of  the  inhabitants 
to  apprehend  him.  They  surprii:ed 
two  of  his  adherents  upon  the 
road,  from  whom  they  learned  that 
Goddakandege  wa^  concealed  in  a 
cave  ^  with  two  women,  whom  h^ 
had  carried  otf  by  force  from  their 
husbands  -,  ppon  heaiing  the  pofty 
appioach,  he  sallied  out  with  a 
bayonet  to  attack,  and  attempted  to 
charge  the  aratchy,  who  immedi* 
ately  shot  him  dead.  The  two 
women  were  restored  to  their  hus«» 
bands. 
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Jlfc^of  IfeVie's  DeaiK. 

A  person  arrived  from  Randi,  at 
Columbo,  sOitietirne  in  the  begin- 
ning of  last  niondi.  Who  saw  cap- 
tain Humphreys  and  captain  Rum- 
ley,  at  Hangareente  Kettie^  the  pre- 
sent residence  of  the  king  t>f 
Kandi  j  they  were  so  strictly  ob- 
served, that  Uiis  man  could  hav^  no 
Conversation,  much  less  deliver  a 
letter  to  captain  H.  which  he  was 
entrusted  with.  Major  Davie  had 
died  of  a  dj'sentary,  some  time 
before. 

A  sub-assistant-surgeon,  who hadf 
escaped  from  Kandi^  at  the  attack 
on  Hangu'dlee,  has  written  a  nar- 
rative of  the  whole  transaction; 
that  at  the  beginning-  of  the  mas- 
sacre, being  near  captain  Hum- 
phreys, he  seized  hold  of  captain 
H/s  arm,  and  contrived  to  roll 
down  to  tiie  place  where  the  dead 
bodies  were  thrown;  there  they 
remained  till  tlie  fourtli  night) 
when  this  narrator,  going,  as  was 
his  custom,  in^search  of  a  precari- 
ous meal,  was  discovered  by  a  Ma- 
lay guard,  the  corporal  of  which 
he  had  formerly  been  acquainted 
with,  when  in  the  service  of  the 
Dutdij  the  corporal  assured  him 
of  protection,  and  offered  him  some 
refreshment,  this  he  readily  accept- 
ed, and  said,  there  was  an  Englbh' 
captain  who  would  be  glad  to  par- 
take of  it  likwise  5  they  were  then 
brought  before  the  king,  wiio  or- 
dered them  to  be  separately  con- 
fined. The  last  supply  sent  to 
<iapt.  Humphreys,  from  Columbo, 
were  by  four  coolies,  who  safely 
deliveral  the  articles  ;  bat  on  their 
retom  were  attacked  by  the  Can- 
dians,  who  seized  a  box  which  had 
been  committed  to  their  charge, 
directed  to  one  of  his  friends,  con- 
taining, as  was  supposed,  bis  most 
valuable  papers. 

A  letter  from    captain  Hum- 


phreys, dated  the  18th  of  S^xttc, 
mentions  the  warlike  preparations 
of  the  Candians,  arid  a  Hkellhood 
of  hostilities  soon  commencing : 
this  was  the  last  letter  received 
from  this  ofBcer. 

If  such  intercourse  can  be  carried 
on,  and  communicatiops  made  with 
our  unfortunate  countrj^men,  the 
best  hopes  may  be  entertained, 
either  ot  their  ultimate  escape  or 
rescue  from  the  hand  of  these  bar- 
barians.   '

Extract  of  a    leUcr  from    Fort 

Maltorough. 

A  large  ship  of  the  line  and 
three  large  frigates  entered  our 
roads,  and  presented  to  us  a  battery 
of  100  guns,  out  of  reach,  how- 
ever, of  the  fort  5  the  roadstead 
being  full  of  rocks,  we-pould  per- 
ceive that  the  ships  were  crowded 
with  troops ;  we  instantly  put  our-  . 
selves  in  tlie  best  state  for  defend- 
ing the  settlement  ag^nst  the  op- 
ponents our  small  force  admitted 
of:  at  day-break  the  enemy  at- 
tacked the  harbour,  where  there 
is  no  defence  -,  they  took  a  rich 
Madras  ship  5  captain  Slater,  and 
two  other  commanders,  burnt 
theirs  5  in  return  the  enemy  set 
fire  to  tlie  Company's  godov^Tis, 
and  destroyed  about  400  tons  of 
peppfer,  besides  a  quanty  of  other 
things.  When  the  French  retired, 
theBuggusses,  an  eastern  race,  who 
reside  here  half  the  year  to  trade, 
and  the  Malays,  plundered  all  they 
had  overlooked,  and  two  prows 
sailed  away  loaded  with  the  booty. 
A  captain  of  a  ship  shot  the  Noque- 
dah  of  one  oPthem,  but  could  not 
stop  the  prow.  In  addition  to  all 
these  untowaVd  events,  the  banditti 
from  the  hills  came  do\n),  and 
crouching  like  tigers  all  rouud^the 
phce,  watched  for  the  moment  of 
Are  and  plunder.     This  was  a  pe-' 

riod 
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liod  cf  dSfilcalcy  which  edited  fyt 
tite  exBrtion  of  all  tbs  resolution, 
€Derg^9  and  vigiiance  of  our  com* 
missiooer^  the  most  prompt  ai^' 
dSectual  measures  were  adoptei), 
and  vigourously  applied,  and  our 
inta^nal  foes  were  completely  terri- 
£ed  from  all  their  threatened  at-' 
tem(^. 

On  Sunday,  the  third  day,  all 
the  commanders,  officers,  and 
ciews  of  the  destroyed  ships  canie 
to  Marlborough,  and  were  a  great 
addition  to  our  force ;  we  set  to 
work,  and  by  three  otrlock  a  bat- 
tery for  red-hot  shot  was  reported 
to  be  ready.  Works  were  raised 
with'bags  of  salt  and  pepper  5  and 
we  all  cheerfully  retired  to  our 
dinners,  prepared  for,  the  worst, 
and  determined  no^  to  discredit  the 
national  character  by  an  easy  sur- 
render ^of  our  little  'fortress;  at- 
the  same  time  that  we  did  not  ex- 
pect an  attack,  well  knowing  the- 
high  character  of^  the  French  ad- 
mirals, we  did  not  imagine  tjiat  he- 
would  risk  his  past  reputation,  and 
his  fiitnre  glory  and  fortune,  in  an 
enterprize  of  great  hasard,  and 
where  the  object  was  not  .worth 
the  hazard  of  the  attempt;  dtur 
shipfnng  alone  nnist  have  been*  bis 
gtoie.  The  Marengo  could  not 
come  near  us,'  as  she  drew  too 
much  water;  and  the.  fngates 
mnst  lay  m  a  most  dangerous  birth, 
whilst  our  furnace'  blazed  in  their 


fiie«s,  our  rifots  werfe  ready,  if  they 
approached  and  received  any  of 
them,  they  were  done  up,  notJiing^ 
could  save  them. 

From  their  boats  we  bati  little 
dread;  the  boat  channel  windrf 
through  rocks,  a  nervous  passage 
even  in  time  6f  peace,  but  infi- 
niiilf  nwe  so  when  exposed  for* 
half  an  hour  to  showers  of  grape' 
fi'om  the  fort  above  and  batteries 
below ;  and.  if  they  miss  the  pas- 
sage, and  touch  the  rocks,  over 
they  go.  The  weather  was  verjr 
fide ;  but  being  the  change  of  the 
moon,  a  gale  was  hourly  expected ; 
and  the  gale  was  experience  with 
such  violence  a  week  ai^er  th0* 
enemy  had  gone,  that,  ignorant  a4 
they  were  of  our  roads,  they  could 
not  have  rode  it  out.  At  six  o'clock, 
the  foUowing  morning,  the  enemy 
disappeared;  when  bur  commis- 
sioner proceeded  to  punish  the 
plunderers.  He  seized  four  chiefs 
of  the  Bugguesses  to  answer  for 
the  good  bdnaviour-  of  their  people, 
they  are  to  pay  half  the  amount  of 
the  plundered  prpperty;  and  the 
ever  treacherous  Malays  the  other 
half;  and  we  ^re,  barring  oui:  loss 
and  damage,  as  well  as  can  be  ex- 
pected ;  but  in  point  of  security, 
well  able,  to  revenge  ourselves  upon 
the  foe,  if  he  should  ever  think  fit  * 
to  give  us  the  opportunity,  and  if 
he  would  cornea  little  more  within 
our  reach.

•On  the?  1st  of  July  last  lieu- 
tenant'-cdlonel  MartSndale,  with 
the  detaehraent  under  his  com- 
mand, arrived  at  Mohobah;  xind; 
having  Jlscertained  the  position 
occupied  by  t^^  Ratn  and  the 
nagahs^  determined  to  attack  them 
on  tl^*  tiioming  of  the  second. 
Lieutenant-cdonel.  Martindale  ac- 
ciirUiii^l)'  dut'Cieu  capuiiis  O  Ilai- 
loran  and  Anderson,  with  the 
brigades  of  Meer  Cullub  Ally  and 
Mahomed  Jemaum  Khan,  to  move 
towards  the  banditti,  by  the  nearest  * 
road,  while  the  detachment  under 
his  immediate  command  proceeded 
by  a  circuitous  route  through  the 
hills, 

The  position  occiii)ied  by  rajah 
Ram  and  the  nagahs  was  extremely 
strong,  being  surrounded  by  ranges 
of  high  rocks,  which  vsrere  lined 
by  matchlockmen  and  rocket  boys, 
who  kept  up  a  constant  fire  upon 
the  British  troops  as  they  advanced 
Against  the  bahditty. 

ftotli    attacks    succeeded    com-

On  Saturday,  the  22d  oi  Sep^ 

-  taoaber,  his  excellency  the  visitor 
entered  the  room  at  eleven  o'clock, 
accompanied  by  the  honourable  the 
chief  justice,  the  judges  of  the  su- 
preme court,  the  members  of  the 
supreme  council,  jthe  members  of 
the  council  of  the  cc^lege,  major- 
generals  Cameron,  Wellesley,  arid 
Sowdeswell,  and  the  officers  of  his 
excellency's  suite. 

As  soon  as  the  visitor  had  taken 
his  seat,  the  vice-provost  proceeded 
ta  present  to  his  excel lenc}',  those 

'  students  who  were  entitled  under 
Statute  viii.  to  receive  degrees  of 
honour,  and  whose  presentation  had 
been  previously  directed  by  his  ex- 
cellency. The  vice-provost  pnb- 
lickly  read  the  certitkate  granted 
by  the  council  of  the  colfege  to 
eacli  student  respectively,  specify- 
ing the  high  proficiency  which  he 
liad  made  in  the  Oriental  languages, 
and  also  the  regularity  of  his  con- 
duct during  his  residence  at  college. 
When  the  certificate  had  been 
read,  his  excelleiicy  the  visitor  pre- 
sented to  each  student  the  honour- 
ary  diploma,  inscribed  on  vellum 
In  the  Oriental  chaiiicter;  pur- 
porting that  the  committee  of  pub*, 
lie  examination    having    declared 


that  the  stodent  had  vaAt  sddi 
proficten<fy  in  certain  of  the  Ori- 
ental languages  as  entitled  hitn  to  a 
degree  ci  honour  m  the  nme; 
^his  excelleocy  waa  pieased  lo  con- 
fer the  said  degree,  imcoofonxiity 
to  the  statute. 

The  students  now  leavyig  col- 
lege,, on  whom  hisexceUeocy  was 
pleased  to  confer  a  degree  of  ho-

In  pursuing  this  important  object, 
a  more*  considerable  advancement 
has  been  ^Kxx)mpii8hed,  during  the 
last  year,  than  in  any  preening 
period  of  the  existence  of  the  in- 
stitution, in  the  Persian,  Hindoo- 
stamee,   and    Arabic  classes,   the 

,  comparative  proficiency  of  the  most 
dtstiaguished  scholars,  has  surpass- 
ed tl^  utmost  attainmeiit  of  fQr- 

.iner  years  $  while  the  comparati\*e 
cumber  of  students  who  have  atr 
Uined  a  competent  knowledge  of 
those  langij^es,  has  not  been  di- 
minished. Declamations  in  t^ 
Arabic  language,  were  pronounced 
iot  tbefiist  tuxie^at  the  public, dispu- 


totioos  of  the  ^^ear  1803*  On  the 
present  occasipn*.  t^  M^proveipeot 
of  the  situdent  in  tbip  VAowledge 
of  the  Arabic  language,  is  apparent 
from  the  disputations  maix^uunecl  ia 
that  language. 

A  commendable  proficiency  hot 
been  made  by  those  students,  wjk> 
have  applied  the^r  atteptiop  to.tlvd 
vernacular  Jangi^ge.  of  Beogal,:  ^ 
a. more  gepeif^  {Htjeution  to  Itie 
study  of  that  laogi:^ge  is,  however, 
desirable 9 -and  I  recptnmend  this 
subject  to  the  consideration  of  t^ 
otficers  .and  students  pi  4)e  ^« 
lege. 

The  declamation  pronounoed.i^ 
ttie  present  oppa§ioib  in  the  Shan- 
scrit  language^  forpis  a  peculiar 
distinction  in  tlie  exercises  of  tbia 
year:  the  difficulties  which  hav90 
embarrassed  the  attainment  of  ik 
correct  knowledge  of  that  ^ancient 
langqage,  appear  to  have  been  con- 
siderably diminished,  by  the  zeal, 
assiduity,  and  talents,  of  the  profes- 
sors and  students,  and  by  the  exer- 
tions which  liave  been  successful^ 
employed  to  f0cUitate  the  study  of 
its  elementary  principles. 

A  general  improvement  has  been 
made  by  the  students,  in  .writiog 
the  Persian,  Nagree,  and  Bengalee 
character.  This  atta'uiment  is  highjy 
useful,  and  tends  to  promote  a  moce 
correct  knowledge,  and  more  fa- 
miliar use  of  the  language,  to  whioh 
each  chara<;ter  i&appropriated.

'  Iha  high  character  ci  the  £ast 
JadsA  Compaay>  the  fame  and  glory 
ctf  our  country  in  this  remote  re- 
gion, dematid  from  you  a  correct 
observance  of  ail  those  rules  which 
have  been  framed  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  you  against  the  evils 
of  ignorance,  indolence,  and  ex- 
travagance, and  of  qualifying  you 
m  kw>wl^e,  in  freedom,  in  vir* 
toe,  mid  honour,  to  administer  to 
these  populous  and  opulent  pro- 
<vine€»,  the  blessings  of  a  jUst  and 
honest,  a  British  govemnKent. 

The  advantages  provided  for  you, 
by  the  liberality  and  munificenoe  of 
the  Company  imder  this  institution^ 
are  unrivalled  in  the  history  of  the 
WorM :  your  gratitude  will  be  m». 
nifoted,  if  you  shall  employ  those 
advantages  to  ,ihe  advancement  of 
your  own  reputations  and  interests, 
by  pursuing  that  course  of  dili- 
gence, industry,  regularity,  and  or- 
aer,  which  will  conduct  you  to  the 
faithful  accomplishment  of  all  your 
duties,  and  enable  you  to  perpe- 
tuate the  ultimate  objects  of  this 
institution,  and  the  prosperity  and 
honour  of  the  British  empire  m 
India.

Marquis  IFellesley,  Governor ' 
general,  ^c,  k^c.

My  Lord, 
It  was  intimated  \o  me  some 
time  iigo,  that  it  was  the  intention 
of  his  Ivlajestyj,  Shah  Aulum,  to 
honour  me  with  the  insignia  of  the 
Mahee  and  Muratib,  accompanied 
by  the  Nobut,  and  other  niaric^  of 
<lignity,  which  it  has  been  cus- 
tomatyto  confer  on  the  great  af^ 
ficers  of  the  empire. 

2.  These  insignia,  under  the 
charge  of  rdjah  Muunoo  LalJ,  a 
person  of  rank,  having  arrived  near 
this  place,  I  made  sach  prepara- 
tions t9  receive  them^^^as  were  con- 
sbt^nt  with  that  degree  of  re^pecr 
and  attention  which  I  have  dieemed 
it  prqjer  on  all  occasiqns  to  niaui- 
test  towards  his  Majesty. 

3.  The  ceremony  of 'r^eceiving 
tliem»  on  account  of  heavy  ^ins 
which  have  of  Jate  fallen  almost 
iw^essantly^  was  necessarily  post- 
poned till  the  I4tli  instant;  when 
X  proceeded,  attended  by  inajor^. 
general  Frazer  and  the  offijpers 
composing  vdy  suite,  jtp  tenis^  which 
I  had  ordered  to  be  pitched  fer  this 
purpose,  at  5>ome  distance  from  the 
cantonments. 

4.  After  being  invested  witli  a 
grword  and  shield,  which  are  njore 
particularly  assigned  to  military 
rank,  aiid  haviilg  performed  the 
ceremonies  usual  upon  such  occa- 
sions, I  returned  to  tlie  canton- 
ments, preceded  by  tlie  several  in- 
signia of  the  Mahee  and  Muratib^

Description  of  the  Order. 

The  following  descnption'of  the 
honours  conferred  by  \he  Emperor 
Shah  Aulum  (m  his  e&cellency  the 
commander  in  chief,  as  stated  in 
the  Calcutta  Gazette  Extraordinary, 
of  the  2d  of  Octoljer,  may  b^  ac- 
ceptable to  our  readefj : 

The  dignity  of  tbe  Mahee  «kl 
Moratib,  lo  which  also  the  prtvf* 
lege  of  beating  the  Nobtit  was  an- 
nexed, was  usually  grants  by  the 
Emperor  of  Hindoostan  to  persons 
of  the  highest  rank  in  tiie  empire, 
such  as  the  vizier,  and  bukshee^  or 
commander  in  chief. 

1  he  following  is  a  tieacriptimi 
of  the  Mahee,  or  Fish :    *.. 

The^jead  of ;»  large  feh  is  fa- 
shioned in  copper,  and  gilt^  tlie 
body  tmd  tail  of  the  fish  Tire  form* 
ed  of  silki  and  fixed  to  the  hetad  i 
the  whole  is  then  fixed-  up<^  a

upon  the  neck  of  the  person  on 
whom  the  Nobut  is  conferred,  and 
are  struck  a  few  times ;  that  per- 
son then  becomes  a  Sahib-i-nobut ;

Occurrences  for  October. 

Lieutenant '  general  Stuart's  Ent" 
barkation  for  Europe, 
October  20,  1804.  This  mom- 
ing,  at  sun-rise,  lieutenant-general 
Stuart  embarked  in  order  to  pro-* 
ceed  in  his  Majesty's  ship  Cen- 
turion to  Europe.  ,  In  passing 
through  the  fort  he  was  accompa- 
nied by  the  right  honourable  the 
governor,  and  by  Mr.  Chamier, 
member  of  council,  together  wjth 
major-general  Campbell  and  his 
sta^,  and  all  the  general  sta^at 
the  presidency.  A  street  was 
formed  by  bis  Majesty's  73d  regi- 
ment and  tlie  other  troops  in  gar- 
rison, from  the  Wallajah-gate  to 
the  Sea-gate,  and  a  salute  of  1/ 
guns -was  fired  on  the  general's 
leaving  the  beach. 

Faial  Surf 
A  remarkably  heavy  and  dan- 
gerotw'  surf  has  been  observed 
breaking  on  the  beach;  and  on 
Sunday  morning  a  fatal  accident 
occurred  in  consequence.  One  of 
the  bar-boats,  stationed  near  the 
fort,  struck  near  the  outer  surf,  and 
was  instantly  beat  in  pieces.  Several 
seamen  belonging  to  his  Majesty's 
sbipslivere  coming  on  shore  in  the 
boat,  when,  notwithstanding  the  as- 
sistance which  was  promptly  given 
by  two  Masula  boats  and  a  catama* 
ran,  near  the  spot,  four  seamen  and 
one  of  the  native  boatmen  unfor- 
tunately periihcdr

Singular  Rohlery, 

Tbe  Cbllowii^  are  the  particoiars 
of  a  robbery  which  took  place  near 
Baroda  on  the  evening  of  the  22d 
4i)i  :  At  half  past  seven  o*<:lock« 
p.  m.  as  lieutenant  lleard^  the  line 
adjutant  in  Guzerat,  with  Mr. 
Williams*  of  the  civil  service*  and 
Blaster  Jaooe^  Urquhart,  (a  young 
gentleman  of  six  yeais  of -^^  son 
to  major  Urquhart)  were  returnipg 
in  a  buggy  irom  Chawny, «  village 
two  short  coss  from  the  cantoir- 
Bsents  near  Baroda*  they  weire  at- 
tacked by  a  party  of  Bheels*  armed 
with  swords,  bows  and  arrows  j 
having  seized  the  horse's  head,  they 
rushed  to  the  wheels  of  the  car- 
riage with  their  bows  strung ;  the 
.  assaulted  party  disentangled  them- 
selves  fit)m  the  buggy*  and  leaped 
upon  the  road.  Mr.  Williams 
/.luckily  ei^ted  his  escape  by  get- 
ting over  a  hedge  which  bounded 
the  road*  and  was  vainly  pursued 
by  some  of  the  banditti.  Four  of 
.  the  standing  party  plosed  pn;ijeu- 
tenant  Heard*  who  parried , several 
cutsj  the  swords  of  the  rubbers 
beiog  sluQg  to  tbeiiT  wrists*  they 
dropped  tb^  points*  aad  had  re- 
;C0ur8e  to  the  bow*  when  pressing 
.the  .arrows  towards  .Mr.  -Hewd^s 
and  the  little  boy's  Iweaats*  vehe- 
memly  demanded  money.  Mr. 
Heard  .assured  them  he  had  not  a 
rupee ;  they  then  .insisted  on  his 
delivering  his  clothes*  and  lie  was 
-accordingly  stripped  ,of  Ws  coat, 
waistcoat*  sash*  and  bat ;  i:M)t  satis- 
fied with  this  booty,  (Mr.  Heard 
evaded  giving  up  the  remainiog  ar- 
ticles of  his  dress)  they  loudly 
called  *'  rupee*  rupee  !'*  Mr. 
.  Itord    then    fortunately  diverted 


their  attention  bydioeqjling  t^iem 
to  the  buggy*  which  they  instant^ 
(leaving  him  and  the  child)  went 
to  search,  no  doubt  supposing  that 
there  was  some  concealed  tB»isure. 
Mr.  Heard  finding  himself  firee  \xf 
this  manoeuvre*  took  the  child  Qpon 
his  shoulders,  and  in  this  dismaoUed 
condition*  expecting  iounediate  pur- 
suit, walked  tlirough  the  trecis  that 
fianked  the  ravine  5  he  had  not 
proceeded  far  when  he  heard 
the  noise  of  carriage  wheels  ap- 
.proachiqg*  he  concluded  it  was  the 
buggy,  and  advancing  to  the  road, 
had  no  small  pleasure  in  stopping 
the  horse,  and  with  the  chtkl^g^t 
into  the  carriage  j  at,  from  iuslaoie- 
ness,  he  would  with  much  difficulty 
have  made  the  cantonments.  He 
had  gone  about  half  a  mile,  when 
he  saw  men  stationed  near  the  road 
behind  fascines;  they  looked  out* 
but*  perhaps*  p^ceiving  him  de- 
spoiled* did  not  attempt  any  mp- 
lestation.  Mr.  Willian^  also  pass- 
ed those  fellows,  who  lu^  doubt 
composed  part  of  the  gang. 

Lieutenant  Heard  (baviqg  re- 
ported the  circumstance  to  colonel 
iGrumtnont*  the  pomaaanding  of- 
ficer of  the  station)  went  that 
night  with  a  party  of  sepoys  in 
a^rc^  of  the  firecrboolers,  iia.  did 
•  not  come,  up  with  them.;  it  ^ap- 
pearB  they  took  the  road  to  Chawny  * 
as  lieutenant  Heard's  sash  was 
found  in  that  direction.  Some 
armed  Bheeb  were  met  luiiiog 
about  Chaw9y;  Wt  as  they  be- 
biigedto  die  Sircar,  aod:  nothing 
ai^ariog.to  justify  suspicion*  ex- 
cept their  being  recc^isod  by  the 
^fliell,  were  released.  H<^Me*ob- 
beries  have  frequently,  bwea  con- 
mitjted  in  the  cantonment,  but  net 
highway  robberies  before  a(^mpt- 
ed ;  and  it  is  conjectured  that  this 
band  had  been  laying  in  wait  for 
some    natives    of  Chawny,  who 
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-^tbatmoditng  i?eceived  a  laiige  'ftuhi 
of -moBey  for  grain  sdd  to  the 
commisaaty.  The  Bheek  are  very 
daring  io  tfaetr  enterpnzes^    oot 

.  long  ^o,  i:aptain  Fallon's  hou9e 
wins  entooed^  >al&ough  tbere  was  a 
guard  stationed  there  ^  liis  bed« 
rooji. plundered  of  several  articles, 
within  twenty  yards  of  a  sentinel, 
who  was  over  the  colours  of  the 
regioient ;  but  they  are  so  expert, 
that  they  can  elude  the  most  ?igi- 
Jant  ej'e.  The  patroles  frono  the 
cantonmei^,  although  very  active, 
they  contrive  to  avoid.

On  the  2d  of  October^  I  began 
to  galvanize  my  litUe  paiifent,  and 
continued  it  twice  a  day  for  about 
four  w6ek«.  ,  For  tlie  rtrst  four  or 
five  days,  the  galvanic  discharge 

t  D  3  was 
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\yas  sent  along  both  arms,  the 
ptriv'er  from  forty  to  fifty  pair  of 
nietals.  The  shock  was  afterwards 
^ent  from  the  hand  to  tli3  foot  of 
the  side  affected;  the  foot,  wiih 
ilie  shtye  off,  was  placed  on  a  piece 
Qf  tinffoil,  sprinkled  w4th  sait- 
"^dter,  and  laid  on  the  floor ;  to 
fhis  was  hooked  one  of  the  con- 
ducting wires,  while  tJie  patient 
held,  ^or  rather  attempted  to  hold, 
the  other  conductor  in  her  hand, 
for  so  violent,  and  so  frequent  were 
the  motions  of  th^  hand,  that  I 
was  obliged  to  hokV  it  with  the 
conductor  in  mine,  to  prevent  its 
flourishes  from  oversetting  onfe  of 
the  piles  of  the  battery,  which 
ftnce  would  have  happenexl,  but  for 
the  timely  interposition  of  a  gen- 
tleman present.

About  the  .middle  of  the  second 
week,  I  thought,  and  at  the  end  of 
it  I  was  certain,  that  the  motions 
of  the  hand  were  botli  less  violent 
and  less  frequent  j  before  the  end 
of  it,  she  could  both  sew  and 
thread  her  needle  3  in  tlie  tbkd 
week  her  recovery  was  rapid.

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Bangalort, 
An  official  document  fi-om  ite 
superintending  surgeon  of  CsSSjU 
stating  the  impracticability  1^  re- 
commending ai  vaccine  stiperia- 
tendent  in  that  division,  indicates, 
in  a  clear  manner,  tlie  principal 
cause  of  the  disappearance  of  tiie 
cow  pock  wherever  it  has  beeo 
lost.

Lord    Valentia's    Visit  to    the 
Peishwa, 

The  following  is  an  account  of 
the  distinguyied  and  flattering  re- 
ception of  lotd* viscount  Valentia, 
by  hi*  highness  the  PeiAwa,  which 
took  place  on  Saturday,  the  13th 
instatU. 

On  the  road  to  Poonali,  near  the 
village  of  Orend,  on  the  Moola 
river,  his  lordship  was  met  by  co- 
Ion^  Close,  accompanied  by  his 
aid- de-camp,  captain  Frizel,  and 
the  officers  of  the  Poonah  detach- 
ment, who  attended  him  to  a  rising 
ground  a  little  to  the  westward  of 
GuDuase  Coondtih,  where  the  de- 
putaiion  from   Uie  durbar  of  his 


highness  the  Peishwa  awaited  his 
arrival  j  the  chief  person  deputed 
on  tliis  occasion  to  receive  his  lord- 
ship, was  Abbah  Poorunderry,  the 
jagheerdar  of  Sapoor,  accompanied  " 
by  Anund  llow,  the,  minister  for 
Eriti.sh  afliiirs,  Kistnajee  Bowajee, 
assistant  dcwan  of  the  state,  and 
Sedowjee  llow  Nepunkeer,  \yho 
commaiKied  a  corps  of  horse,  un- 
der general  Wellesley,  during  the 
late  campaign  in  the  Deccan. 

A  carpet  was  spread,  on  which 
lord  Valentia  alighte4ft  when  tlie 
several  members  of  the  deputation 
were  presented  to  his  lordship.  Be- 
ing seated,  the  usual  compliments 
passed,  during  which  they  congra- 
tulated his  lordship  xx\x)n  his  ar- 
rival, and  expressed  tlieir  satisfac- 
tion at  its  having  taken  place  at  so 
auspicious  a  period  as  the  eve  of 
the  dussorah ;  they  were 'then  pre- 
sented with  paun,  and  departed. 
After  this,  his  lordship  and  colonel 
Close  mounted  an  elephant,. and 
reached  the  residence  of  the  latter, 
near  the  tow^i  5  which  being  an- 
nounced,-an  appropriate  salut«  was 
fired  from  tho  British  lines. 

On  liie  13th,  his  lordship  visite4 
the  Peishwa,  at  the  hour  of  four  in 
th© evening,  having -left  the  resi- 
dent's hou!>e  under  a  salute  from 
the  lines,  attended  by  col.  Close, 
Mr.  Salt,  his  lordship's  secretary. 
Dr.  Murrny,  and  captahis  Young 
and  Smitli,  gentlemen  of  his  lord- 
ship's suite.  At  the  bank  of  the 
river  his  lordshij>  was  met  by  the 
Peishwa's  minister,  and  the  assist- 
ant dewan  of  thp  state,  wi*o  con- 
ducted him  to  the  palace.  -At  the 
entrance  of  the  hail  of  audience, 
having  quitted  his  slippers,  his  lord- 
ship walked  on  the  whittf  doth, 
with  which  the  whole  was  coveied, 
and  was  imrnediately  met  by  tl\e 
dewan.  At  the  same  moment  the 
Peishwa  entered  behind  tlie  mns-

propriating them  with  the  greateit 
fidelity,  to  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  intended. 

The  committee  of  179^  gave  wp 
their  original  idea  of  three  boards 
of  officers  (in  the  three  divisions  of 
the  army)  from  the  expense  which 
was  likely  to  attend  them,  and 
finally  recommended,  as  ipore  eco- 
nomical and  expedient,  that  a  cen- 
trical board  should  be  constituted, 
to  consist  of  the  commander  in 
chief,  (if  in  the  Companjr's  service) 
and  of  the  heads  of  military  oflices  - 
at  the  presidency.  This  board  was 
to  become  the  ultimate  deposit  of 
die  funds  in  India,  to  carry  on  the 
several  nwncy  traasactions,  such  as 
the  purchase  of  the  Company^s 
^aper,  or  otherwise  negotiating  the 
"  hinds  to  the  best  advantage,  and  to 
rnake  the  necessary  remittances  to 
Europe,  &c. 

To  assist  this  board,  the  officers 
Commanding  divisioifii  of  the  army 
were  to  assemble  committees,  from 
time  to  time,  which  were  to  ascei> 
tain  from  the  several  payrtJasters 
the  quantum  of  stoppages  made 
moutbly,  in  order  that  the  whole 
might  be  effisctually  brought  to 
account  with  the  military  pay-mas-" 
ter-general :  and  to  this  end,  'go- 
temment  was  to  bd  requested^  to 
permit  the  stoppages  to  form  part' 
of  the  public  accounts  witli  the^ 
subordinate  paymasters;  and  that 
the  military  payniaster  -  general 
should  be  directed  to  arrange  the 
accounts  so  with  them,  that  the 
stoppages  miglit  come  tegnbrly  in 
rtjinittance  to  his  office,  ftn^  he  by 
him  deposited  with  die  principal 
board. 

Such  is  the  sketch  of  what  was 
proposed. 

That  the  presidency  appears  the 
most  proper  station  for  tlie  supremt 


directing  board,  is  as  undcnia^ 
as  the  neoi^sity  for  stH:h  ajboafd  is 
obvious;  neither  does  it  appear 
objeetk)na]^Ie,  that  tlie  hst^B  of 
military  offices  about  the  prea-^ 
dency,  shwld  be  (he*  principal 
members  of  4hat  bcxud,  pcovkkd 
its  poMrs  fpece'  limitted  to  the  col* 
lection  and  internal  management 
of  the  funds.  But  it  was  ^itrtbtt 
proposed  in  1792,  "^That  all  ap- 
plications fop  t^.TeMef  of  the  ob- 
jects of  tb^  fund,  should  be  made 
to  the  prinotpab  board,  ndt  only  in 
the  first  instance,  but  that  (after 
.  collecting  the  opinion  of  the  army 
mpoo  the  qiMstion  before  them)  that 
boani  should  likewise  ultiniatery 
deqide  thereon,  by  a  majort^  of 
voices.**  Were  sucb>power  vested 
in  a  majority  of  the  board,  I  see 
no  use  in  coQectiog-*tbe  opinion  of 
the  army  in  general  3  a  clause  more 
shewy  and  specious  than  beneddal 
or  necessary. 

*  Myopinioa  is,  diat  when  «ny 
measure  is  to  be  agitated,  a  plain 
questiob,  requiring  a  simple  ocga- 
'tive  or*  affirmative,  should  be  drcU- 
lated  Qrom  tiie  priiKipal  bosud  to 
officers^  commanding  corps  or  su^ 
tions,  (br  the  vqi^  of  each  sub- 
scriber. The*  totalj,  both  of  the 
negativei  and  affirmatives  (with- 
out names)  of  each  corps  being 
transmitter!  to  the  principil  board, 
it  should  be^  invested  with  the. 
pmmcT  simply  toi^^ascertain  and  re- 
port, whether  .the  ay^a^pr  the  noes 
of  the  whole  army  had  the-^iajo- 
rity  of  votes,  Jiv  short,  the  lesn 
complicated  the  basis  of  such  a^ 
structure  is,  the  stronger  and  more 
hfting  witl  be  the  building. 

The  proceedings  of  this  board 
should  be  k^  with  regularity, 
and  be  always  open  to  the  in^ec* 
tion  of  «ny  officer  of  the  ^rmy. 

A  quarterly  or  half  yearly  ac- 
eoont 
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count  current  <of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements should  likewise  be  pub- 
lished in  the  papers  for  general  in- 
formation. 

A  book  should  be  opened  for  <be 
supemumenry  and  volontaary  sub- 
scriptions^ donatioM^  and  bequests^ 
of  well*twishers  to  so  laudable  and 
humane  an  institutior^  where  ^'  ho- 
nourable mention*'  of  the  benevo- 
lent would  be  handed  down  to  pos- 
terity. 

I  shall  now  take  leave  of  a  sub- 
ject, which  I  have  endeavoured  to 
V  treat  with  that  spirit  of   philap- 
^  thropy  it  deserves ;  and  if  I  \\skye 
•  £iiled  in  awakenjipg  the  lender  feel- 
ings of  humanity  to  the  c^s  of  the 
distressed,  i  have  the  consolation 
to  thinks  that .  my  caaerlions  liave 
becB  mtsde  in  a  good  caust^. 

My  name  has  been,  co^ce^ed, 
from  a  conviction  that  the  publi- 
cation of  it  would  hav<^  added  no 
weight  to  niiyaigumentsi  although 
k  might  have  ii^ured  them,  'by 
pointing^  out  my  presumption^  in., 
attdnaptiug  to  do  justice  to  a  sub- 
ject, on  which  so  many  officers  are 
mote  capable,  in  every  respect,  of 
giving  instructions  than  myself. 
Whoever  pretends  to  dictate  mea- 
8i|^  or  sentiments  to  others, 
ahSnld  be  perfectly  i^eiihitie  of  his 
owninfaUbility,beforc  Le  publishes 
his  name.  This  being  the  reverse 
of  my  own  case,  I  have  assuaged  a  , 
name,  which,  to  those  who  under- 
stand it,  will  convey  an  assurance 
that  my  exertions  have  not  been 
ttimulated  by  selfish  motives. 

l-have  said  this  to  reiiite  the  in- 
sihuatioos  of  those  who  are- ever 
reacfy  to  aver,  that,  at  tlie  present 
day,  disinterested  motives  are  .not 
in  existence.

Mlhiary  Successes, 
Bjr  accounts  from  the  detach- 
ment under  the  command  of  major 
Bea%'er,  from  Beddegedhere,  which 
post  had  been  taken  on  the  mom* 
ing.  of  the  28th  ult.  by  the  dis- 
charge of  eight  cohorns  and  a  ge- 
neral charge  of  the  troops,  I6d  on 
by  captain  Pollock,  of  the  5l8t  re- 
gimant,  we  leam  the  gallantry  and 
good  conduct  of  all  the  officers  and 
men  of  his  detachment,  and  tLe 
various  and  heavy  losses  which  the 
enemy  have  sustained  by  the  burn- 
ing of  their  houses  and  the  distmc* 
tion  of  tlieit  gardens  in  ever)'  part 
of  the  country  through  which  our 
troops  have  passed,  and  it  is  with 
great  pleasure  we  add,  ivith  very 
few  casualties  on  cur  side,  three 
men  only  having  been  wounded  j 
two  apDgai  sepoys,  by  the  fire  of 
the  enemy,  and  an  artillery-man, 
by  the  accidental  wound  of  a  brf}'- 
onet. 

It  was  major  Beaver's  intention 
to  halt  one  day  at  Beddegedhere, 
and  afterwards  to  push  on  to  Dene- 
"wakOj  where  it  was  said  tlie  enemy 
had  assembled  in  force,  and  were 
determined  to  defend  their  post, 
which,  however,  we  have  no  c^ubt 
will  be  carried  by  the  gallantry  of 
our  troops,  on  the  first  attack. 

Capuiin  Blackairs  deU^chment, 
which  marched  from  Negombo, 
had  arrived  -on  the  25th  ultimo  at 
Tarenv,  in  the  Seven  Corles,  with* 
out  accident  or  ditticulty,  except- 
ing a  pretty  sharp,  though  Iianidcss 
fire  on  his  advanced  guard;  on  tlie 
23d  and  24lh,  leaving  caused  con- 
siderable damage  to  tjie  enemy. 
He  proposed  marching  in  the  eycn- 
iwg,  to  recliambbecca,  where  ho 
expected

Official  Account  from  the  A' my. 

Major  Beaver  carried  the  strong 
post  of  Battogeddera,  without  loss 
^  on  am*  side,  after  halting  one  day 

for  the  purpose  of  buriiing  tlie  va- 
^,  lions  magazines,  houses,  &c.  in  tlie 

neighbourhood.  The  detachment 
proceeded  by  two  ditferent  routs  to 
Danewaka,  where  the  first  adigar 
inras  said  to  be  posted  in  great 
force.  After  a  most  difficult 
march  over  very  high  hills,  and 
^posed  in  every  pass  on  the  rout 
hf  numberlete  batteries,  all  of 
irbich  were  carried,  with  the  loss 
of  only  ofie  man  of  tl\e  royal  ar- 
tillery badly  wounded,  the  two  di- 
visions reached  Danewaka,  at  1, 
p.  m.  on  the  29th  ultimo,  and  put 
the  enemy  to  flight,  beaded  by  the 
first  adfgar,  whose  escajge  Was  so 
precipitete  as  rendered  all  possi- 
bility of  coming  up  with  him  fruit- 
less 5  one  of  their  cl»efs  and  seven 
■  prisoners  were,  however,  taken, 
and  Danewaka  completely  destroy- 
ed. Major  Beaver  then  proceeded 
southward,  laying  waste  that  fer- 
tile tract.of  country,  abounding  in 
vVilla^s  and  granaries,  and  extend- 
-ing  from  Battogeddera  to  Catoone, 
which  latter  pjape  he  reached  on 
the  5  th  instant,  without  any  casu- 
^ty. 

Alajor  Beaver  speaks    n  the  fol- 


lowing terras    of  the  exaraplaiy 
conduct  oi  his  officer^  and  men  : 

"I  beg  to  assure  the  com- 
mander of  the  forct^,  t!)at  the 
conduct  of  persons  of  all  rates 
and  descriptions  with  me,  is  de- 
serving his  favoura'ble  notice  5  I 
request  you  to  assure  his  excellency 
the  governor,  and  general  Wemyss, 
that  I  cannot  find  sufficient  terms 
of  admiration  at  the  bravery  and 
quickness  of  Tomby  Moodalier; 
we  were  thirteen  hours  yesterday 
coming  six  miles,  thif^  will  give 
you  an  idea  of  the  dificuh  coun- 
try*' Thank  God  !  we  brought  in 
every  article,  every  bullock,.,  and 
e\eTy  cooly,  without  a  single  acci- 
dent. Captain  Buctian,  in  spke^of 
indispowtioji,  from  exidess  of  fa- 
tigue, c-jold  oot  be  restrained  fcom 
the  front  3  captain  Barry's  conduct 
is  tipoiVall  occasions,  zealous,  bravoj 
and  admirable;  lieutenant  ilp^*s 
exertions  do  him  great  hortour; 
and  I  must  not  omit  the  indefa- 
tigable efforts  of  Mr*  Atkinson, 
senior,  as  bridge- master  5  and  of 
Mr.  Atkinson,  junior,  with  his 
pioneers;  Mr.  Nugent^  of  the 
piooeer  corps,  has  made  himself 
very  useful,  and  is,  always  forward 
in  his  services ;  bat  all  vie*^  sea! 
and  activity,  and  I  cannot  exprtiss 

'  my  gratitude  for  thieir  support  in 
all  cases  whatever. 

'*  I  must  not  omit  fieuteiiant 
Grant's  brave  conduct,  aud  that  ot 
his  men  of  the  royal  artillery,  upon 
all  occasions;  the  same  praise  Is 
due  to  the  whole  of  captain  Pol-' 
lock's  detachment^and  I  look  upon 
him  to  be  as  good  an  dfBcer  as  his 
Majesty's  service  can  boast  of  5  and 
I  acknowledge,  withotjit'  ihortifica- 

-4iQn,  that  any  part  of  my  conduct 
that  may  have  the  -good  fortune  to 
meet  either  ihe  governor's,  or  the 
commander  of  the  forces  appro- 
bation, is  in  a  great  degree  indeed, 

owing 
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owing  to  that  officer's  superior  ta- 
lents 3nd   ready  resources  ;    I  fear 
my  errors  arc  my  own,  bat  I  tnist 
tilir^are  none  yet  of  importance.'* 
'Jklajox  Beaver  joineil  the  party 


under  lieutenant-colonel  Mgddison, 
at  a  little  distance  from  Catoone^ 
and  both  detachments  are  now  safe- 
ly arrived  ia  our  own  tcrritoiies.

On  Tuesday  was  h.olden  at  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  the 
second  sq^^sion  of  ^er  arid  ter- 
miDcr,  and  geueral  gaol  delivery, 
for  the  present  year,  and  also  an 
admiralty  session. 

Thie^  KJj^^e  \o  the  grand  jury 
•wBX^i^d^v^d  by  the  Ijonourabie  the 
diief  justice ;  and  on  Saturday  *  thft 
whole  of  the  triab  having  bijcrt 
gone  through,  the  following  sen-.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  the  Com* 
mander  of  one  of  the  Ships  talen 
hf  the  Henrietta  privateer,  dated 
Grab  Skiiffie  at  sea,  2lth  Nw. 
1804. 

Forty-four  hours  after  I  had 
qi^itted  the  pilot,  I  had  the.  m^rti- 
ncation  to  faO  into  the  hands  c^^ 
French  privateer,  of  l6  gaps, 
pierced  for  20,  captain  M'Henrice. 
All  our  endeavors  to  tsca^  inm 
him  were  in  vain,  she  sailed  so  e^ 
ceedingly  fast.  Myself^  chief  of- 
ficer, ^nd  servant,  were  put  on 
boaid  her,  wheve  we  found  ei||it 
more  in  the  same  predicament,  tfeHBt 
whole  of  whom  I  was  acquaintBd 
with ;  captain  Perkins,  of  the 
Friendship,  captain  Fryer,  of  tbe 
Fazerabaug,  and  captain  Clarksoa 
and  officers,  with  onrsehet,  acnk* 
ingin  allj2  Europeans;  die  ias* 
cars,  seacunoies,  &c.  were  jq^ 
wards  of  40.  We  bad  a  *erjr 
small  place  allotted  to  ua  for  ipch^ 
"  number  i 
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fttimferi  ari^  m  this  si^iitation  we 
\vere    nearly    sufiocated.       After 
t  mi  zing  8  tlays,  we  fell  in  with  a 
j^ab,  frum  Bengal,  ladeii  with  rice, 
and  bound  to  Bombay.    She  proved 
to  be  an  Arab.     We  w^ere  all  re- 
liioved .  on  board   of  her ;  and  in 
tdiisequence  of  her  bfiving  but  one 
tabin,  (.where  the  nacoda  had  his 
Vives)   we  were  obliged  to  take 
x^Tiat  shelter  we  coyld  under  the 
ibooms,  exposed  to  the  rigorous  heat 
^'f  the  sun  by  day,  and  to  the  in- 
;t leniencies  of  rain    and    cold   by 
'night,  from  which  we  caught  severe 
TcoTds.  '  Tlie  weatberj  fortunately, 
within  these  few  days  having  proved 
very  favourable,  has,  in  a  great  de- 
gree, tended  to  remove  those  symp- 
toms.    We  hSve  had  no  other  sua- 
ienant:e  for  tvi^enty-one  days  than 
rice  and  water,,  excepting  ^^  Cey- 
Ic5n,  wtiere  \ve  got  a  plentiful  sup- 
p\y  of  tish,  which  contributed  much 
to  alleviate  our  distress,  and  abate 
the   dreadfiil  gnawihgs  of  hunger 
which  we  began  to  feel."

On  Monday  the  quarter  sds«k)n$ 
of  oyer  and  terminer,  and  general 
jfaol  delivery,  was  held  before  sir 
Janl^  Mackintosh  knt.  recorder,  and 
hw  associateji  James  Law  and  Jam^ 
Kinloch,  esq.  judge*  of  the  honour- 
able court  of  the  recorder  of 
Bombay. 

The  rWiord^r^s  chafge  to  Ae 
grtmd  jury  was  nearly  as  fbltews : 

I  have  neither  the  same  subject 
for  congrattilation,  nor  tlie  same 
reason  for  addressing  you  on  general 
topics,  as  I  had  on  the  two  former 
occasions.  •  Tlie  offences  in  th« 
calender  are  neither*  so  few  in 
number,  nor  so  slight  in  guilt,  nor 
quite  so  simple  in  their  legal  cha-* 
latter.  The  time  which  we ^  can 
now  afford  will,  tlierefore,  be  fully 
occupied,  by  giving  you  such  tn- 
formatio.n  as  may  be  useful  in 
the  discharge  of  your  immediate 
duties. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me 
to  premise  that  I  shall  speak  only 
of  the  crimes,  and  not  of  the  per* 
sons  accused,  whom  the  Immanity

ing of  society.  Enquiries  into  the 
foundation  and  distinctions  of  pro- 
bability 'find  certainty,  of  opinion, 
belief,  and  conviction,  are  very  well 
adapted  to  the  schools  of  philo- 
sophy, but  they  are  scarcely  rit  tor 
this  place,  or  this  occasion.  Such 
refined  discussions  seldom  atford  us 
any  immediate  restdt,  which  Ciui 
guide  us  in  the  Yough  and  gross 
business  of  human  lite.  Criminal 
law  must  be  administered  on  plain 
principles,  on  a  level  with  tire 
ordinary  understanding  of  man-

The  court  dien  proceeded  to  the 
trial  of  Sjajee  Bamjee^  charged 
with  hiving  stolen  sundry  articleft 
of  wearing  apparel^  in  the  dwelling 
liouie  of  S.  Moncrieff  Thre'ipland^ 
esq.  at  Bjcullah,  od  the  14th  of 
Of^gber  last.  The  £icts  being 
wiilAf  proved,  the  jury»  without 
kdiviiig  the  court,  returned  a  ver- 
dict c^  Guilty.  The  prisoner  was 
ordered  to  be  brought  up  on  the 
la«t  day  of  the  session. 

Suttoo  Chawan,  Hindoo>  accused 
of  slealii^  one  silver  dish,  and 
msM  brass  pots,  kc.  in  the  house 
of  WisswanatU  Casseyker,  a  bramin^ 
was  next  tried.  It  appeared  from 
the  evidence  of  the  reverend  bra-

]»finself  with  bang,  that  he  slept 
fi>r  two  dajSy  during  which  time 
his  house  had  been  robbed.  He 
laid  that  he  had  always  taken  bang 
regularly^  in  considerable  quantities, 
from  his  infancy  J  and  did  not  think 
Im  could  keep  his  health  without 
it  Tbse  articles  stolen  were  traced 
taSottoo  Chawan^  and  on  digging 
under  his  fire  place,  were  discover- 
ed. The  jury  having  found  him 
Guilty,  he  was  ordered  to  be 
thought  tip  to  receive  sentence  on 
the  kst  day  of  the  sessions.

in  the  native  languagie,  deacdptive 
of  his  offisQcet 

Tlie  oourt  then  proceeded  to  the 
trial  of  Jack  8mitii  and  i^ster  de 
Cruz,  against  whom  the. grand  jury 
had  fouoda  bill»  for  stealing  in  the 
dwe]iing  tr  housa  of  lieutenant  J. 
Campfadi^  at  Geevgon,  in  tbe 
vv'oods  of  Bombay,  a  treasury  note 
for  400  rupees;,  and  sundry  ai^ticles 
of  woaiiog  apparel,  the  property  of 
lieutenant  Tayior.  The  proc^  b^ 
ing  satis^tory,  tbe  jury  returned  a 
.verdict  of  .G\iilty.  The  prisoccrs 
.  were  ordered  to  be  brought  up  to 
receive  sentence  on  the  last  day  of 
tiie  sessions. 

On  Thursday,  the  1 1  th  instant, 
^he  giaad^jur^  returned  two  bills 


flgittnst  AbajeeGuimeu^  oaeupon 
tbe  Stat.  38  Geo.  III.  for  receiving 
presents,  while  holding  a  situation 
under  ^  the  honourable  the  East 
India  Company,,  or  their  offioefs, 
in  India ;  and  the  other,  for  a  oai»* 
demeanor,  Mr.  Dowdeiwell  mov- 
ed, that  the  ttiai  might  be  pos^ 
pdned  to  nex<t  sessions  $  which,  eo 
the  affidavit  of  tbe  prisoner  of  tbe 
absence  of  a  material  witness,  and- 
on  his  finding  sufficient  bail  ^  his 
appearance,  was  ordered  fay  the 
court. 

The  giand  Jury  also,  found  a 
tiuie  bill  against  Jacob  Petruse,  fer 
petjury.  On  the  motion  of  ^. 
Dowdeswell,  cpuosel  for  the  pri* 
son^,  the  trial  was  postponed 
till  next  sessions^  in  consequence 
of  the  absence  of  two  material 
witnesses. 

The  dif^reat  prisoners  who  had 
been  convicted  during  the  sessions, 
were  then  brought  up,  andireoeiv- 
ed  the  following  sentences :

The  dimmution  of  the  total 
nn^iber  of  the  stodents,  by  the  se- 
parattoa  of  t^  gentlemen  of  the 
establishments  of  Fort  St.  George 
and  Bombay,  has  unavoidably  af- 
fected die  number  and  variety  of 
the  public  exercises  pronounced, 
and  of  the  honours  conferred  on  tbe 
present  occasion. 

I  The  sphere  of  emulation  stnd 
competition  has  been  contracted 
by. the  necessary  c^>enition  of  the 
same  cause  j'  but  I  am  happy  to 
proceive,  that  you  have  persevered 
in  the  indefatigable  exertion  .  of 
your  general  zeal,  industry,  and 
spirit  qf  study.

The  stndentt,  diillngcdshed  I7 
prizes  and  boaaasrary  rerwatrds,  mt 
also  tntitled  to  cctmteiidatioiis  and 
the  principles  of  public  jottiee  db- 
mand  my  applause  ci  tke  mtm- 
ments  of  tbe  gteater  pnoportiofl  •f 
tliose  who  now  proceed  to  thepi^ 
Kc  service. 

It  is  satisfactuiy  to  be  enaMed  to 
declare,  that  the  general  conduct 
and  progress  of  the  atudecits,  000- 
titme  to  merit  ih(s  approbatioa  cf 
this  government,  and  to  teAect 
considerable  honour  to  tbe  ctot- 
racter  of  the  insnttition,  and  m 
the  knowledge,  talents,  skill,  and 
diligence  of  the  professors  in  the  <fis^ 
eharge  of  their  respective  dtlties^ 

At  the  lafit  disputation,  I  ex- 
pressed toy  desire  that  a  more  ge- 
neral attention  should  be  paid  t6 
the  study  of  the  Vernacular  la»- 
gtK?ge  of  Bengal.  I  observe,  with 
pleasure,  that  a  degree  of  hontjiir 
has  been  merited  aiid  conferred,  on 
this  day,  for  high  prc^icktocy  in 
that  laniguage,  *nd  that  the  study 
of  that  useful  attalnmeftt  h  rvM 
prdBtcuted  by  many  of^he  sttideots 
wiih  diligence  and  success. 

In  the  Mahratta  language,  a

mei^  The  declamation  proiiouBC- 
ed  £3r  the  first  time  in  that  language 
is  bigiily  aeditable  to  the  gentk- 
soan  who  pronounced  it,  and  the 
learned  professor,  under  wbose 
care  the  students  in  that  depart- 
ment have  manifeiited  meritorious 
kuhiBtry  and  applic^ion,  attended 
by  great  success,  whbin  a  limited 
period  ci  time.     ^ 

The  compilation  and  publication 
of  le^il  works,  in  tbe  Oriental 
laDgoages,  have  proceeded  with  un- 
abated spirit,  and  with  eminent 
public  advantage,  by  aftbrding  ad- 
ditional facilities,  throughout  T ndia, 
in  the  general  attainment  Of  the 
severai  languages  requisite  for  the 
concoct  of  the  service. 

Amongst  useful  works  of  this 
.Ascription,  a  graromer  of  tlie " 
Mahratta  language  has  been  com- 
piled and  printed,  and  a  vocabulary 
of  the  same  language  is  now  in 
the  press. 

Since  the  last  meeting,  therefore, 
the  promoti(»  of  Oriental  know- 
W^,  in  the  British  service  in  India, 
has  proceeded  with  increasing  j>uc- 
cess,  by  the  progress  of  die  studies 
and  labours  of  the  gentlemen  of 
thisGoUege. 

The  attention  of  the  officers  and 
students  of  the  college,  appears 
ako  to  have  been  sucoesBfuliy  di- 
lected  to  those  important  objects  of 
d)sci[dliie,  regnlarity^and  good  order, 
^hidi  formed  an  essential  part 
of  my  recent  admonitions  from  this 
place.  My  most  solemn  and  sacred 
duty  demands^  that  I  should  en- 
force those  admonitions  on  every 
seasonable  occasion,  and  by  eve  17 
attainable  sanction  of  reward,  ew- 
coars^ement,  and  authority.  I 
cannot  therefore  omit  this  public 
opportunity  of  expressing  my  pM"- 
ticular  satisfaction  in  the  conduct 
pf  thpse  students,  wfeg  have  luapi- 


fested  their  qmfification  to  tiie 
due  discharge  of  the  highest  sta- 
tk»8  in  this  service,  by  an  attentive 
observance,  not  tbetelj  a£  the 
latter,  but  of  the  true  spirit  of  the 
statutes,  which  prescribed  a  strict 
attention  to  the  maicims  of  rofo- 
larity,  ecorwroy,  and  good  order. 

The  most  eminent  and  brilliaat 
success,  in, the  highest  objects  of 
study,  will  prove  an  inadequate 
qualification  for  the  service  of  the 
Company,  and*  of  our  couBtry .  in 
India^  if  the  just  application  of 
those  iiappy  attainments  b\3  ant 
secured,  by  a  solid  foundation  of 
virtuous  principles,  and  correct  4X»l- 
duct.  llie  whole  system  of  the 
education  which  you  have  received 
at  home,  furnishes  abundant  ex- 
planation of  the  principles  and  t^b- 
jects  of  the  statutes  of  this  coSlege, 
which  ordain  a  due  atter)tion  to  the 
order  and  regularity  of  your  prrwile 
economy,  and  to  those  habits , of 
life,  calculated  to  protect  you  fhJm 
•fiiture  embarrassment  aiyi  distress, 
in  the  exercise  of  your  public 
duties)  and  the;vr(al  principies  of 
this  service,  combuied  witli  the 
preservation  of  your  most  urgent 
'  interests,  and  of  your  most  sacred 
hoiKwr  in  this  country,  requires  me 
to  in^olcate  and  to  errjdn  the  iruMi- 
pensible  necessity  of  your  strict 
confonnity  to  these  essential  articles 
of  the  statutes!  *

Occurrences  for  Feb* 

The  Shannon  and  Trimmer . 

The  following  are  the  particulars 
ijf^arding  the  unfortunate  capture 
df  the  Shannon  ^nd  lYimmer,  by 
the  pirates  infesting  the  Gulph  of 
f^ersia,  communicated  by  captaix^ 
Babcock  of  the  former  vessel^  (roni 
Bussora,  January  6th,  1805. 

"  It  is  with  much  regret  I  have 
to  inform  you  of  the  melancholy 
and  unfortunate  circumstance  that 
happened  to  me  on  board  the 
Shannon,  on  the  1st  day  of  Decem- 
ber last,  in  my  passage  up  the 
Gulph,  near  the  iiiland  of  Polior, 
lifter  a  short  but  pretty  smarTen- 
gagement  with  fifteen  pirate  dows 
and  BotiUas.  At  3  in  the  afternoon 
they  boarded  ^the  Sbaniu>n,  with 
sword  and  jspears  in  hand,  and  I 
am  sorry  to  acquaint  you  that 
I  had  one  man  killed,  and 
four  more  sevvrefy^  wounded,  be- 
sides myself.  You  will  be  sony  to

Oh  ^ife'  Sth  of  February  they 
crosged  the  Kaymelle  river,  at  Alla- 
golla,  and  penetrated  a  small .  way 
into  the  Htna  and  Happitigam 
Corles,  with  the  intention,  as  they 
gave  out,  of  attacking  the  post  of 
Moogorampille. 

Ensign  Boyd,  of  the  Cafree  corps, 
who  commanded  there,  went  out 
to  disperse  them,  and  with  a  small 
force  of  thirty  natives  drove  them 
back  into  the  Seven  Corles. 

Soon  after  this  event,  lieutenant ' 
Chamley,  of  the  cavaby,  who  was 
stationed  with  his  small  troop  at 
Hangwelle,  having  crossed  the  Ca- 
lani  Gunga  with- the  cavalry  and 
one  subaltern,  and  fifty  infantry, 
and  passed  by  Poogodde  along  the 
limits  of  the  HinaCorle,  arrived  at 
MoogorumpiUy,  and  crossing  the 
Kajinelle,  destroyed  many  bat- 
teries, drove  away  all  the  Candians.

A  reinforcement  of  Europeant, 
"^Kdiich  has  gone  to  Hambangtotte 
stiice  this  briihant  and  decisive  ac- 
tion»  will>  it  IB  to  be  hoped,  seccoe 
that  valuable  distcict. 

•The  attack  of  the  bther  tonch 
of  the  Candian  forces  -which  enter- 
ed the  Matara  district,  under  the 
command  of  the  fiist  adigar  «)d 
relation  of  the  king,  was  at  first 
more  successful. 

They  surprized  the  fort  of  Ca- 
toone,  and  took  possession  of  tt ; 
bat  captain  Bradish,  who  was  pro- 
ceeding from  Matura  to  that  place, 
with  a  detachment  of  fbrty-six  Eu- 
ropeans ^d  eighty-two  natives,  on 
hearing  tnat  unpleasant  intelligence, 
hastened  his  march,  and  found  the 
place  evacuated  on  bis  arrival  $  but 
^  cohom  with  some  aramnnition, 
and  eighty  bags  of  rice,  which  had 
been  lodged  there,  were  carried  off 
by  the  enemy. 


Up  BDcce>dcd>  however,  in  over* 
tiking  lome  parties  of  Cttadjansia 
the  oeighbouihobd,  of  wliom  toajaf 
were  kUledby  his  detachment}  and 
twvptyreight  Madras  artiUery  las- 
cars,  one  Bengal  volunteer,  and 
eight  Malays,  of  those  taken  at 
Candi,  came  over  to  him. 

These  successes,  as  well  as 
the  judicious  measures  takan  ^ 
colonel  Vincent,  for  the  protectioa 
of  the  districts  of  Oalle  and  Ma- 
tura, have  obliged  the  enemy  to 
retise,  in  all  direc^ioiis,  fiiom  die 
southern  provinces,,  wiiere  th^ 
sftemtobave  iirtended  their  prin* 
cipal  attack.

llie  case  was  opened  at  great 
length,  on  the  part  of  the  crown>  by 
Mr.  Threipland,  with  a  degree  of 
perspicuity  and  order  that  cpukl 
not  be  surpassed,'  and  which  en-^ 
Bbled  the  court  and  jury  clearly  .to 
follow  a  very  complicated  arid  riiix* 
ed  series  of  transactions  ^  and,  after 
a  most  foil  atid  patient  investiga- 
tion of  a  vast  mass  of  written  ani 
oral  evidence,  which  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  court  for  upwardi 
of  twelve  hours,  the  honourable 
the  recorder  delivered  one  of  the 
most  luminous  •  and  impressive 
charges  to  the  jury  that  we  ever  re* 
membfer  to  have  heard  pronounced. 
His  lordship,  after  paying  several 
meiited  compliments  to  the  officers 
of  the  crown,  for  the  clearness  and 
precision  with  which  they  had  laid 
so  arduous  and  complicated  a  case 
before  the  court,  and  to  the  hon. 
Company's  counsel,  for  the  manner 
in  which  he  had  opened  and  qoo* 
ducted  the  prosecution,  proceeded 
to  comment  on  the  difierent  parts 
of  the  evidence  which  had  been 
adduced,  on  a  review  of  which,  he 
had  no  hesitation  whatever  in  giv- 
ing it  as  his  decided  and  imequi- 
'  vocal  opinion,  to  the  jury  and  the 
pyVlic,  that  the  guilt  of  the  pri- 
soner had  been  most  satisfactorily 
established,  and  that  he  had  been 
proved  to  have  grosifly  abused  the 
important  trust  reposed  in  him, 
from  the  most  venal,  base,  and  cor* 
rapt  motives.  With  r^pect  to  his* 
i3eing  a  British  subject,  in  the  sense 
of  the  act  33  Geo.

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,4tio  fact,  for  die  future  cotisidera- 
tloQ  and  judgment  of  the  covurt  -, 
but  whatever  mighrbe  the  ultl- 
inate  decisioa  on  uia  head,  he  en- 
tertained no  doubt  that  a  most 
heinous  ^nd  Bagiant  ofienoe  had 
been,  committed  by  the  prisoner, 
the  exemplaiy  punishment  of  which 
could  unquestionably  be  attained 
on  an  indictment  in  another  shape, 
^hejuiy  retired,  and  in  less  than 
half  au  hour  returned  with  a  ver- 
dict of  guilty,  reserving  the  ques- 
tion of  law  for  the  future  deter- 
minatioQ  of  the  court. 

The  prisoner  having  oflfered  bail 
for  his  appearance,  the  same  was 
accepted,  himself  in  IpO^OOO  ru* 
pees,  and  two  sureties  in^  50,000 
rupees  each.

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Is?  the  Asiatic  Register  for  1 802,  vol.  4,  State  Papers,  p.  1,  will  be  found 
marquis  Weliesley's  Minute  in  council,  containing  the  principles  on 
which  hii  plan  for  founding  a  college  at  Calcutta  was  formed^  and  set- 
ting forth,  in^  considerable  detail,  and  with  great  ability,  the  policy  of 
that  institution,  and  the  substantial  and  permanent  benefits  which  it 
was  calculated  to  produce.  In  the  following  papers,  the  public  will 
see  the  sinswer  of  the  court  of  directors  to  that  important  Minute, 
together  with  marquis  Wellesley's  replv  to  that  answer.  The  opinion 
of  the  court  of  directors  remained  unaltered.  The  college  at  Calcutta 
has  been  abolished :  as  a  substitute  for  it,  the  court  of  directors,  sane* 
tioned  by  a  vote  of  a  general  court  of  East  Jndia  proprietors,  have. 
established  an  oriental  college  in  England ,  and  the  sum  of  50>000/. 
has  been  voted  for  the  erection  of ,  a  building  at  the  town  .  of  Hertford, 
where  this  new  establishment  is  intended  to  be  fixed.  The  professed  object 
bqth  of  the  college  at  Calcutta  and  of  the  college  at  Hertford,  is  to 
instruct  the  junior  civil  servants  of  the  Company  in  the  languages, 
the  history,  the  institutions,  the  laws,  the  religion,  tlje  customs^ 
and  the  manners,  of  the  people  of  India,  whom  they  are  destined  to 
govern  i  and  tlie  public  will  determine,  from  the  documents  here-^ 
with  submitted,  whether  that  important  object  is  likely  to  be  best  at- 
tained in  India  or  in  England;  and  whether,  if  it  is  likely  to  be 
be^  attained  in  the  former  country,  an  inconsiderable  di^erence  in  the 
expense  ought  to  have  induced  men,  who  govern  the  affairs  of  an 
empire  contafning  forty  millions  of  people,  to  have  abolished  an  institu- 
tion which  had  been  successfully  established,  and  from  whidi,  in  the 
short  period  of  two  years,  great  and  lasting  advantages  to  the  public 
service  are  acknowledged  to  have  been  derived.

suspended, — we  cannot  consistently 
with  our  duty,  sanction,  by  our 
approbation,  the .  immediate  esta- 
blishment of  an  institution,  bow- 
evei^  we  may  approve  of  some  parts 
of  it,  which  must  involve  the  Com- 
pany in  an  expence  of  considerable 
dnd  upknown  amount,  and  which 
might  be  applied  to  purposes  more 
beneficial  for  the  Company's  in- 
tetests. 

2.  Jt  has  been  customary,  in 
consioerable  uitdertakings  of  this 
nature,  previously  to  form  an  esti- 
mate of  die  cost,  which  should  have 
been  done  on  the  present  occasion, 
to  have  enabled  us  to  form  a  cor- 
rect idea  of  the  extent  and  expense 
of  the  undertaking. 

3.  We  have  perused  with  par- 
ticular attention  the  Governor-ge- 
neral's reasons  for  founding  the  col- 
lege without  any  previous  reference 
to  us  upon  the  subject.  We  allow 
his  motives  to  be  laudable  j  but  we 
cannot  sanction  a  departure  from 
our  established  system ;  the  ten- 
dency of  all  such  deviations  is  to 
weaken  the  authority  which  is 
constitutionally  placed  in  this  coun- 
try 5  for,  when  measures  are  once 
adopted,  which  either  pledge  the 
faith  of  government,  or  incur  great 
expense,  the  exercise  of  controul, 
in  such  cases,  is  in  effect  frustrated 
on  all  important  occasietis.  In  fu- 
ture you  must,  therefore,  consider 
an  observance  of  tliis  system  as  a 
primary  obligation  of  duty. 

4.  Without  entering  into  a  par- 
ticular discussion  of  tlie  Governor- 
general's  plan,  we  cannot  avoid  re- 
marking, that  k  embraces,  in  our 

.opinion,  more  than  the  situation 
and  circumstances  of  the  Company 
can  at  present  justify. 


5.  An  establishment  founded  on 
principles  similar  to  that  pressed 
by  IVIr. .  Gilchfest,  in  December, 
1798,  for  the  ifistituiion  of  a  semi- 
nary for  oriental  learning,  on  a 
somewhat  enlarged  scale,  we  are 
of  opinioii  would  effect  many  of  the 
beneficial  purposes  expected  by  the 
Governor-general  ttom  the  esta- 
blishment proposed  by  him  f  and 
we  are  the  more  grounded  in  this 
opinion,  firom  the  result  of  the  ex- 
amination of  the  gentlemen  who 
had  studied  in  the  seminary,  and 
which  took  place  in  June>  1800, 
before  a  comnaittee  appointed  to 
ascertain  the  progress  m^e  in  their 
acquiremtnts,  in  the  Hind^istasee 
and  Persian  languages  J  from  whence 
it  appears,  that  the  students  in  ge- 
neral manifested  sudi  a  proficiency 
as^to  entitle  them  to  the  fullest  ap- 
probation of  the  committee ;  and 
jome  of  them  so  moch  so,  as  to  have 
greatly  exceeded  the  committee's 
expectations  5 — we  therefore  di- 
rect, that  you  take  into  considera- 
tion the  re-estabiishment  of  thU 
8eminai7>  which  we  think  may  be 
successmllv  conducted  without  atiy 
considerable  expense  to  the  Com- 

pjny- 

6.  Although  in  oux  letter  of  the 
7th  of  May,  1800>  we  aj^roved 
of  the  institution  proposed  by  Mr. 
Gilchrest,  and  the  Governor-ge- 
neral's intention  of  extendii^  tbls 
arrangement  on  a  larger  scale, 
we  had  no  idea  that  his  lordship*  s 
views  went  to  such  an  extensive 
establishment  as  that  detailed  in  his 
minute  of  August,  1800:  we  only 
then  meant  to  sanction  the  prirni. 
pies  on  which  Mr.  Gilchre&t's  se- 
minary was  instituted,  as  leadiog 
to  the  acquirement  of  a  more,  io* 
timate  and  general  knowledge  of 
the  common  Hindtistanee,  or  cc^Uc^ 
quial  dialect,  and  of  a  dassi^l 
acquaintance  with  the  Persian  lan- 
guage. 
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guage.  With  these  studies,  it  ap-' 
peared  to  4)ave  been  the  Gover- 
nor-general's intention  to  intro- 
duce into  the  seminaiy>  ^that  of 
the  laws  and  regulations'  enacted 
by  the  Governor-general  in  coun- 
cil for  the  government  of  our  In- 
dian territories ;  a  thorough  acquain- 
tance with  which  we  deem  indis- 
pensably necessary*  and  which, 
with  the  acquirements  above  stated, 
^  '^vill,  in  our  opinion,  be  attended  with 
the  best  effects,  in  qualifying  persons 
In  our  service  for  the  discharge  of 
their  duties^  e^ecially  if  they  have 
received  an  educafion  in  Europe, 
suitable  to  the  ^ere  of  life  in 
which  they  are  intended  to  move.

sable  for  the  conduct  of  public  busi- 
ness in  every  department  of  our 
.gpveniment.  Of  three  language^ 
current  on  the  Bengal  side  of  In- 
dia, the  Persian  and  Hindtistanee 
BTG  necessary  for  the  transaction  of 
business  in  dl  offices  5  with  respect

and  with  the  ^undation  of  an  im* 
proved  education  in  Europe,  our 
servants  will  enter  upon  those  sub- 
ordinate offices  which  they  are,  by 
act  of  parliament,  cpmpetent  to  hold, 
and  witli  advantages  which  their 
predecessors  never  enjoyed*;  and 
with  a  strict  attention  on  the  part  of 
our  government  to  enforce  the  esta- 
blished regulations,'  and  tp  stimu- 
late industry  and  exertion,  by  se- 
lecting for  promotion,  such  ser- 
vants as  shall  distinguish  them- 
selves by  their  superior  talents  and 
application,  the  Company  will  ne- 
ver, we  are  convinced,  want  a  suc- 
cession of  servants  well  qualified 
for  the  administration  of  their  af- 
fairs in  the  difierent  departments  of 
government 

9.  As  it  is  our  intention,  by  the 
re-establishmen  tof  Mr.  Gilchrest's 
seminary,  to  supersede  for  the  pre- 
sent the  establishment  of  the  New* 
CoDegiate  Institution  proposed  by 
marquis  Wellesley,  dl  expenses 
hitherto  incurred  on  that  account 
will  of  course  immediately  cease, 
and  the  students  from  the  other 
presidencies  be  returned  thither  by 
the  first  convenient  opportunities 
that  may  offer,  after  the  receipt  of 
this  letter.  And  we  catinot  dis- 
miss this  subject  without  repeating 
our  high  approbation  of  the  public 
spirit  and  o^nspicuous  talents  of 
marquis  Wellesley,  in  the  concep- 
tion and  arrangement  df  a  plan, 
which,  under  other  circurpstaiices 
of  tlie  Company's  finances,  we 
should  have  thought  /ieserving  of 
the  most  serious  consideration. 

10.  We  are  pleased- to  obsen^e, 
that  it  was  the  design  of  the  Go- 
vernor-general to  bestow  an  early 
attention  upon  the  state  of  the  Ma- 
hommedan  college  founded  in 
Calcutta,  and  tlie  Hindu  college 
established  at  Benares ;  no  insti- 
tution of  that  nature,  in  countries 
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the  most  enlightened,  can  be  pre- 
served from  degenerating  without 
constant  inspection.  It  was  ap- 
pointed in  the  HindClcollege^that  an- 
nual lectures  should  be  delivered  by 
the  professors,  and  that  those  lec- 
tures, so  far  as  they  were  on  commu- 
nicable subjects,  should  be  given  to 
'  the  visitors.  In  consequence  hereof, 
io  long  ago  as  the  year  1793  (in  the 
revenue  letter  of  the  25  th  of  June) 
we  required  that  tr^slations  of 
those  lectures  might  be  annually 
transmitted  to  us,  and  also  that  an 
annual  report  should  be  made  to 
Us  of  the  state  of  the  college,  and 
how  far  it  was  likely  to  answer  the 
ends  of  its  institution.  To  this 
day  we  do  not  find  that  any  com- 


munication of  this  nature  has  been 
forwarded  to  us,  which  must  be 
owing  to  a  blamable  inattention 
at  Benares  5  whither,  doubtless,  oifr 
orders  were  transmitted  by  the  su- 
preme government. 

11.  It  is  now  full  time  that  a 
review  should  be  taken,  as  pro* 
posed  by  the  Governor-general,  not 
only  of  the  state,  but  of  the  utility 
derived  from  those  institutions.  The 
one  has  existed  twenty  years,  and 
the  other  nearly  ten  5  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  us  to  reflect,  thfit  the 
justprinciples  and  enlightened  views 
of  marquis  Wellesley,  will  so  well 
qualify  him  to  perform  this  task'.

A  Letter  from  His  Excellency  MARauis  Wellesley,  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Court  of  Dirbctoks,  in  consequence  of  their  having  ordered 
.   the  College  to  be  dholished.  Dated  5th  August,  1802. 


to  the  chairman.  ' 
Sir, 
1.  0^  the  15th  of  June,  the  Cro- 
temor-general  in  council  received, 
with  the  deepest  regret  and  con- 
cern, the  commands  of  the  court 
of  directors,  for  the  immediate 
abolition  of  the  institution  esta- 
blished at  Fort  William,  on  the  4th 
of  May,  1800,  under  the  name  of 
the  Collie  at  Fort  William. 
2.  Although  neitherthe  present  time 
nor  the  nature  of  this  conveyance, 
admits  of  an  official  reply  from  the 
Governor-general  in  council  to  the 
Iptterof  the  honourable  court,  I 
9m  anxious  to  avail  myself  of  the 
earliest  opportunity  of  submitting 
to  the  court  a  general  view  of  the 
principle*,  by  which  my  conduct 
has  beoa  ^gulated,  and  of  the  mea- 


sures which  I  have  pursued  on  this 
most  painful  and  afflicting  occasion. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  explaining 
my  proceedings  in  the  most  dis- 
tinct manner,  it  is  necessary  to  ad- 
vert fo  the  impressions  under  which 
the  letter  of  the  honourable  court 
appears  to  have  been  written,  to 
the  supposed  facts  therein  stated,  to 
the  inferences  therein  drawn  from 
that  statement,  to  the  sentiments 
expressed  by  the  honourable  court, 
witli  regard  to  the  principles  and 
objects  of  tlie  institution  of  the 
college,  and  to  the  nature  and  ne- 
cessary operation  of  the  orders  for 
its  immediate  abolition. 

4.  The  letter  of  the  court  ap- 
pears to  have  been  written  nndier 
an  apprehension  of  the  existence 
of- a  considerable   embarrassment 

-in 
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in  the  sitcuition  of  the  Compmiy's 
financial  affairs  iii  ludia  >  and  the 
primary  grounds  of  the  commands 
of  the  honourable  court,  are  stated 
to  be  the  unexampled  amount  of 
the  debt,  the  unparalleled  scarcity 
of  money  in  India,  the  consequent 
depression  of  public  credit,  and  the 
reduction  or  total  suspension  of  the 
commercial  investment. 

5.  The  statemepts  of  account 
fiimished  by  this  dispatch,  and  the 
genecal  teOor  of  the  official  advices 
tronvj^is  presidency,  for  ^e  last 
ninp^  monms,  will  satisfy  the  ho^ 
Doi;irabfecpurt,T—      ,- 

llilt  the  4iugmentation  of  the 
resources  of  the  Cohipany  in  India 
has  at  least  kejpt  pace  with  the 
growth  of  the  debt; 

That  the  surplus  revenue  of  In- 
dia, applicable  to  investment  in  the 
current  year,  amounts  to  nearly  one 
million  sterling  3  a  sum  greatly 
exceeding  the  amount  of  surplus  re- 
venue applicable  to  the  same  pur- 
pose in  the  year  1798-9 ; 

That  no  such  scarcity  of  mo- 
ney now  exists  in  India  as  to  de- 
ppQss  public  credit ; 

That  pv\blic  credit  is  now  in  a 
state  much  more  favourable  than 
that  which  existed  in  1 798-9,  or  in 
any  year  since  that  time, — and  that 
the  general  condition  of  affairs  jus- 
tifies a  confident  expectation  of  a 
progressive  improvement  in  the 
state  of  public  credit ; 

That  the  investment  of  Bengal, 
^r  the  current  year,  is  allotted  on 
the  high  scale  of  a  fiiU  investment, 
or  ninety  lac|of  Sicca  rupees  j 

That*  the  investment  of  Madras, 
for  the  sanoe  season,  is  allotted  on 
the  high  ^ale  of  sixteen  and  a  half 
lacs  of  pagodas  j 

That  the  investment  of  Bombay, 
for  the  same  season,  is  allotted  on 
tlie  scale  ordered  by  the  honourable 
court,  of  fifteen  lacs^  of  rupees  i

That  no  apprehension  exi^  oi 
any  probable  necessity  for  reducing 
the  scale  of  the  *investn^nts  in  the 
ensuing  season,  and  that  every  cir- 
cumstance in  out  situation  warranU 
the  assiirance,  tliat  the  investments 
at  all  the  presidencies  will  be  conti- 
nued, during  the  continuance  of 
peace,  on  the  scale  of  the  current 
yearj 

That,  from  the  combined  result 
of  reduction  of  charges  (principally 
military)  and  of  augmentation  of 
resources,  the  financial  affairs  of 
the  honourable  Company  in  India 
are  actually  relieved  from  embar- 
rassment; and  that  tlie  stateof  politi- 
cal security  established  in  India,  and 
the  prospect  of  a  progressive  aug- 
mentation in  our  resources,  and  of 
a  flirther  gradual  reduction  of  our 
military  cliarges,  afford  a  rational 
certainty,  that  the  finances  of  the 
Company  in  India  will  continue  to 
improve;  and  that  public  credit 
wm  speedily  attain  the  utmost  de- 
gree of  prosperity,  under-  circum- 
stances which  will  ensure  its  star 
bility.    ^ 

6.  The  letter  of  the  court,  para- 
graph 1st,  states,  that  the  institu- 
tion of  the  college  must  involve 
the  Company  in  an  expense  of  con- 
siderable and  unknown  amount ; 
and  that  this  expense  might  be  ap- 
plied to  purposes  more  beneficial 
for  the  Company's  interests. 

7.  The  magnitude  of  the  ex- 
pense of  this  institutiosi  tannot  be 
justly  estimated  otlierwise  than  by 
examining  its  purposes^  objects, 
and  actual,  or  probable  efiect ;  and 
by  comparing  the,  .pressure  of  that 
expense  on  the  finances  of  the 
Company  in  India,  with  the  pro- 
portionate benefit  to  be  derived 
from  the  operation  of  the  institu- 
tion on  the  whole  frame  of  the  go- 
vernment of  this  empire.  1 

8.  If  the  extent  of  this  benefit

shouM  prove  answerable  to  the  pur- 
poses and  intentions  of  the  insti- 
tution»  it  might  be  difficult  to  fix 
the  precise  amount  of  the  price  at 
V^hich  it  would  be  consistent  with 
the  Company's  interests  to  pur- 
chase such  a  benefit ;  and  it  appears 
still  more  difficult  to  conceive  any 
purposes  to  which  money  could  be 
applied  with  more  benefit  to  the 
CJorapany's  interests  in  India. 

9.  Prudence  would  forbid  your 
governnfient  in  India  to  incur  any 
expense  of  considerable  and  un- 
known amount,  in  any  branch  of 
the  Company's  affairs  j  nor  can  I 
imagine  any  principle  of  calcula- 
tion, by  which  a  probable  estimate 
can  be  formed  of  the  advantage  to 
be  derived  to  the  Company's  inte- 
rests, by  applying  a  sum  of  consi- 
derable and  unknown  amount  to 
any  purpose  in  India. 

10.  The  beneficial  application 
of  any  sum  of  money,  must  be  esti- 
mated by  a  comparison  between 
the  known  amount  of  the  sum  to 
be  expended,  and  the  certain  or 
probable  benefit  to  be  attained  by 
such  expenditure.     - 

.11.  But  the  sum  of  money  ap- 
lied  to  defray  the  charges  of  thi« 
institution,  is  neither  indefinite  nor 
unknown,  nor  Considerable,  with 
relation  to  the  magnitude  and  im- 
portance of  its  objects  and  actual 
efiTect^  nor  applicable,  with  equal 
prospects  of  success,  to  any  pur- 
poses more  beneficial  to  the  inte- 
rebis  of  the  Company. 

12.  The  expense  of  the  insti- 
tution, in  its  commencement,  was 
necessarily  more  considerable  than 
it  would  have  proved  hereafter, 
wlien  the  whole  system  and  disci- 
pline of  the  colitTge  should  have 
been  reduced  to  regular  order. 
The  xcstimate  for  1802-3  is  foitr 
lacs  of  ruj>ees  5  and  it  is  notprobabJe 
til  at  tins  sura  would  Iwve  b^n  exr 


ceeded,  as  the  current  charges  of 
the^  college  are  now  fully  ascer- 
tained, and  the  mode  of  managing 
the  institution,  in  all  its  branches, 
is  now  thoroughly  understood. 

13.  In  the  time  which  has 
elapsed  since  the  institution  of  the 
college,  many  expenses  have  oeea 
incurred,  which  will  not  again  be  re- 
quisite ',  the  total  expense  incurred 
on  account  of  the  college,  in  the  first 
year  of  its  institution,  ending  on  the 
October,  31,  1801,  amounted  to 
the  sum  of  about  six  lacs,  and 
thirty  thousand  rupees  j  after  de-^ 
ducting  all  disposable  articles  of 
stock  on  hand,  the  value  of  which 
amounted,  on  the  31st  October, 
1801,  to  about  two  lacs  and  se- 
venty thousand  rupees. 

14.  I  havestatal,  that  the  future 
current  aruiuaV  charges  of  the  col- 
lege are  estimated  at  four  lacs  of 
rupees.  Fronj  this  sum,  however, 
some  deductions  are  to  be  made, 
on  account  of  cerlainexpenses  which 
existed  previously  to  the  institution 
of  the  college,  and  which  mastequalr 
ly  have  been  inairred  if  the  college 
had  not  been  established.  These 
articles  are  principally  the  former 
allowance  for  moonshees,  and  this 
rent  of  the  writer^'  buildings.  TTie 
aggregate  amount  of  the^  deduce 
tions  would  be  about  70,000  rur 
pees,  leaving  the  total  additional 
annual  expense  to  the  tompany, 
on  account  of  the  ci^rrent  charge^ 
of  the  college,  at  the  sun^  of  three 
lacs  and  thirty  thousand  rupees. 

15.  As  all  the  students  recdve  < 
an  equal  allowance  of  three  hun- 
dred rupees  per  mensem,  the  ex- 
pense of  the   increa'sed  allowance    ^ 
to    the  writers    attached    to    the 
college,  from    the    establishments 

of  Fort  St.  George  and  Bouibay, 
would  be  nearly  balanced  by  the 
reduction  of  the  allowances  of  such 
writers  of  Bengal,  attached  to  the 
college . 
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college^  as  have  completed  a  resi- 
denoe  of  two  years  in  the  service 
in  India. 

16.  The  expense  of  conveying 
tlie  writers  from  the  subordinate 
presidencies  to  Bengal  would  cease, 
if  the  court  should  agree  to  my 
proposition  for  ^sending,  in  the  first 
instance,  directly  from  Europe,  to 
the^  college  of  Fort  William,  all 
the  writers  destined  for  the  service 
of  (he  Company  in  India. 

17.  But  the  Goverpor-general  in 
council  has  already  apprised  the 
court,  in  his  letter  of  SOtb  July, 
J  801,  that  he  has  actually  provided 
for  the  current  cKpense  of  the  col- 
lege by  new  resources,  on  which 
he  has  expressly  charged  that  ex- 
pense. Those  resources  are  the 
town  duties  and  government  cus- 
toms, revived  by  regulations  5,  10, 
and  11,  of  1801.  The  revived 
duties  already  produce  an  annual 
sum  far  exceeding  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  college.  The  pro- 
duce of  these  new  duties  has  been, 
in  f801-2,  twelve  lacs  and  seventy 
thousand  rupees  3  and  is  estimated, 
for  the  current  year,  at  fourteen 
lacs.  The  mode  of  collecting  the 
duties  having  been  found  imperfect, 
and  in  some  respects  uiconvenient, 
under  the  regulations  5,  10,  and 
1 1,  of  1801,  a  new  regulation  was 
passed,  for  the  further  improve- 
ment of  the  collection  of  those  du- 
ties, on  the  8th  of  July,  1 80!^ ;  un- 
der which,  the  produce  of  the  duties 
"will  probably  be  increased,  while 
every  existing  inconvenience  and 
imperfection,  in  the  mode  of  col- 
lection, will  be  removed.  The 
current  expense  of  the  college, 
therefore,  now  constitutes  no  addi- 
tional charge  on  the  Company's 
revcnties  in  Bengal,  as  they  existed 
previously  to  the  foundation  of  this 
institution  ;  since  a  new  resource 
has  already  been  found,  which  ac- 
iV^y  produces  a  sum  exceeding  the 


amount  of  that  expense. 
'  18.  But  if  this  resource  should  fail, 
or  if  the  Governor-general  in  coun- 
cil should  hereafter  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  repeal  or  modify  these  du- 
ties, thepromising  condition  of  your 
finances  in  India  leaves  no  doubt 
on  my  mind,  that  ample  means  will 
be  found,  independently  of  the 
produce  of  the  town  dpties  and  go- 
vernment custom's,  to  defray  the 
Current  expenses  of  the  college, 
without  hijury  to  any .  other  branch 
of  the  public  service.  ' 

19.  The  commercial  investment 
is  estimated,  in  this  year,  and  in 
the  next,  at  the  highest  standard  j 
and  notwithstanding  those  ample 
allotnientsfor  commercial  purposes, 
provision  has  been  secured  for  de- 
fraying the  current  charges  of  the 
college.  Neither  the  continuance, 
nor  t|ie  immediate  abolition,  of  the 
college  would  affect  the  investment 
in  any  degree,  since  the  investment 
could  not  conveniently  be  aug- 
mented beyond  its  actual  scale, 
even  if  the  abolition  of  the  col- 
lege had  already  been  acconl- 
plished  J  nor  would  that  scale  be 
reduced,  although  the  collegeshould 
be  continued.  The  question,  there- 
fore, on  this  part  of  the  subject,  is 
narrowed  to  the  limitted  considera- 
tion, whether  it  be  more  beneficial 
to  the  Company's  affairs,  to  conti- 
nue the  annual  application  of  a 
sum  of  three  lacs  and  thirty  thou- 
sand rupees  (arising  from  a  new 
iund,  specially  charged  with  this 
sum,  and  producing  a  considerable 
surplus)  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
college,  or  to  add  this  sum  to  the 
general  surplus  in  the  treasury,  or 
to  the  sinking  fund.  Even  if  it 
should  be  contended,  that  this  sum 
might  be  con\^nienily  ap{5lied  to 
the  increase  of  the  investment*  it 
it  w'oiild  remain  to  be  proved  that 
theefiectof  three  lacs  afid  thirty 
thousand  rupees^  added  to  the  coin 
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.morcial  inVestmeiA:  of  Bengal,  (alr 
O^ad/raised  to  ninety  lacs)  would 
be  morebeneficial  to  tbe  interests  of 
the  Company^  and  of  the  nation  in 
India,  than  the  operation  of  the 
same  sum  of  money  applied  to 
defray  the  current  charges  of  the 
College  of  Fort  William. 

20.  The  decision  of  4liis  ques- 
tion, will  be  easily  determined,  by 
the  examination  of  some  particular 
facts  and  general  principles  of  go- 
vernment, to  which  I  shall  refer  at 
the  close  of  this  letter. 

21 .  With  respect  to  any  further 
expense  to  be  incurred  on  account 
of  the  collie,  it  must  arise  from 
some  of  these  articles : 

1st.  The  augmentation  of  the 
number  of  professorships. 

2d.  The  future  pensions  of  the 
professors  and  officers  of  the  col- 
lege* 
3d.  A  building  on  a  permanent  plan. 

22.  The  list  of  the  actual  num- 
ber of  professorships ;  and  the  sta- 
tutes will  shew,  that  it  is  my  inten- 
tion to  render  the  study  of  oriental 
literature  and  law  the  principal 
object  of  the  college.  Few  addi- 
tional professorships,  or  .  teaclier- 
ships,  therefore,  would  have  been 
necessary  beyond  the  number  ac- 
tuaUy  filled.  The  principal  would 
have  been 

1 .  Mahratta  language. 

2.  Ethics,  and  civil  jurispru- 
dence, which  might  have  been 
united  with  the  English  law. 

3.  The  history  and  antiquities 
of  India,  which  might  perhaps 
have  been  united  with  the  pre- 
ceding branch  of  instruction. 

4.  Natural  history. 

5.  Astronomy.  These  branches, 
4th  and  5th,  might  have  been 
united. 

23.  The  institution  of  any  of 
these  professorships,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  first  and  second, 
might  have  been  subject  to  future 


consideration.  These  arrangeraentt^ 
therefore^  would  have  occasioned 
no  variation  of  importance.  In  the 
current  charges  of  the  collie  | 
and  certainly  would  not  have  in- 
volved an  indefinite  expense. 

24. 1'he  probable  amount  of  tbe 
future  pension  list,  to  the  professors 
and  officers  of  the  college,  would 
have  afforded  no  ground  of  alarm  tq 
the  court,  if  the  couit  had  consi- 
dered the  age  and  probable  habits 
and  dispositions  of  those  persons^ 
from  whom  the  greater  proportion 
of  the  professors  and  officers  of  the 
coHege  must  be  selected ;  and  it 
would  not  be  difficult,  on  correct 
practical  principles,  to  form  a  suf- 
ficiently accurate  estimate  of  the 
future  amount  of  this  pension  list. 
25.  This  part,  however,  of  the 
regulation  might  be  modified  in  its 
operation,  in  such  a  manner  as 
should  secure  the  Company  against 
any  considerable  burden  on  this 
account. 
26.  With  respect  to  any  building  to 
be  erected  for  the  use  of  the  college^j 
the  question  is,  and  ever  has  been, 
entirely  open  to  the  decision  of  the 
court;  for,  although  ground  has 
been  purchased  and  allotted  for  the 
purpose  of  a  building,  no  building 
has  been  commenced,  nor  would 
any  have.been  commenced  without 
the  authority  of  the  court.  The 
expense  of  clearing  and  draining 
_  the  ground,  and  of  making  roads 
in  its  vicinity,  has  not  been  great, 
and  has  been  already  defrayed; 
and  the  charge  of  preserving  the 
ground  in  its  improved  state  is  in- 
considerable. I'he  ground  now- 
retained  can  at  any  time  be  sold 
again  without  hazard  of  loss.  Many 
of  tlie  most  beneficial  purposes  of 
the  college  have  certaiuly  been  at- 
tained, and  may  probably  be  secured 
by  the  temporary  coutmuance  of 
the  present  system  of  the  esta- 
blishment in  the  town  of  Calcutta. 
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I  em,  ho\re^r>  decijec^y  of  opi« 
fuoa,  that  k  would  be  liighly  ad<r 
vantageous  to  the  efficacy  aud  Mtabt-^ 
Jity  of  the  institulion^  and  ulti< 
niately^ost  consistent  with  just  eco- 
'nomy^  to  erect  a  building  at  Garden 
Heachj  according  to  my  original 
l^an.  The  expense  of  this  build- 
ing might  be  easily  defined;  and 
might  be  gradually  distributed 
through  five  or  six  years  of  account, 
jn  su^  a  manner,  as  scarcely  to 
produce  a  seusiUee^ect  upon  the  fi- 
^lancesof  the  Company  ip  India.  It  is 
proper,  ip  this  place,  to  communi- 
pate  to  you  an  addition  which  will 
soon  be  made  to  the  funds  of  this 
institution,  if  the  court  of  directors 
should  be  pleased  to  revive  it.  A 
sum  of  three  lacs  of  rupees  wijl 
soon  be^  paid  into  the  treasury,  on 
account  of  a  legacy  from  the  kte 
general  Martine,  of  Lucknow. 

2*/ .  I  have  already  taken  the 
most  respectable  opinions  with  re^ 
gard  to  the  l^ality  of  applying  thb 
$um  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  col- 
lege; and  I  have  been  assured, 
that  such  an  application  of  the 
legacy  would  be  perfectly  legal,  ^d 
strictly  conformable  to  the  inten- 
tion of  the  testatpr. 

28.  This  sum,  now  amounting 
to  three  lacs  of  rupees,  is  likely  to 
receive  a  considerable  contingent 
increase  under  the  operation  qf 
other  dispositions  of  general  Mar- 
tinets will.  A  further  increase  of 
these  funds  may  aisq  ^rise  from 
certain  sumsbequeathed  by  general 
Martine,  for  the  purpose  of  found- 
ing a  literary  institution  at  Luck- 
now.  I  trust  that  the  nabob  vizier, 
to  whose  authority  the  application 
of  these  legacies  is  subject,  will 
readily  apply  their  amount  to  the 
suppon  of  the  College  of  Fort 
William. 

29.  I  have  already  observed, 
thsit  the  90urt  would    have  pos- 


8esse4  ample  tiq^e  6x  deliberatioD^ 
with  respect  \o  the  propriety  of 
erecting  a  building  £qx  the  use  of 
the  college  -,  in  Uie  mean  whil« 
the  funds,  to  which  I  have  ad-« 
verted,  would  have  necessarily  in- 
creased, and  might  have  received 
considerable  augmentation  by  .ih^ 
Qontingencies  which  might  arise 
under  tiie  various  dispositions  of 
general  Martinets  will. 

30.  The  preceding  observation* 
will,  I  trust,  convince  you. 

That  the  expenses  already  in^ 
curred,  on  account  of  the  collie 
have  not  been  more  considera^ 
than  was  required  by  the  magni- 
tude of  the  objects  proposed  by  its 
institution ;  and  that  those  expenses 
have  been  actually  defrayed  by  the 
new  resources  destined  to  thgi  ex- 
press purpose } 

That  the  amount  of  the  estimar 
ted  future  current  expenses  of  the 
college  is  accui-ately  defined,  subr 
jected  to  regular  contrpulj  and 
moderate,  as  well  with  relation  to 
the  benefits  of  the  institution  as  to 
its  pressure  on  the  finances  of 
the  Company  ^ 

That  provision  has.  actually  been 
secured  for  defraying  the  future 
current  expenses  of  the  college, 
widiout  interfering  with  any  other 
branch  of  the  public  service,  with- 
out diminishing  the  scale  of  your 
commercial  investn^ents,  and  with 
the  certainty  of  maintaining  a  per?- 
manent  surplus  revenue,  applkat- 
bie  to  the  purposes  of  investment 
in  India,  of  nearly  one  million 
sterling  in  the  present  ye^r,  and 
of  greater  probable  amount  in 
^very  succeeding  year  of  peace. 

That  any  future  augmentation  of 
the  contingent  expense  of  tlie  col- 
.lege,  amounting  to  any  sum  of 
considerable  importance,  will  be 
subject  to  the  previous  controvd  of 
the  govenupent  in  England, 

That 
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That  funds  are  actually  provided 
(partly  by  the  new  duties,  and  partly 
By  the  legacies  of  general  Martiue) 
floffident  ta  meet  any  contingent 
inanesse  of  the  CKpense  of  tlie  col- 
lege, without  further  pressure  on 
tfeie  finances  of  the  Company;  and 
lastly, 

liiat  the  finances  of  the  Com- 
pai^  in  India  are  in  such  a  state  of 
actual  prosperity,  connected  with 
the  probability  o(  progressive  im- 
provement, as  will  sustain  (even 
independently  of  the  produce  of 
tibe  new  duties)  the  continuance  of 
the  current  diarges  of  the  College 
of  Fort  William,  and  wiii  aflcnxi 
tike  means  of  meeting  any  con- 
tingent increase  of  the  expenses  of 
ffyat  institution  without  injury  to 
ptibRc  credit,  and  without  the  ha- 
»ard  of  any  delay  in  the  reduction 
pf  the  Indian  debt. 

3 1 .  In  the  first  paragraph  of  the 
honourable  court's  letter,  the  court 
declares,  that  it  cannot  sanction  the 
iipmediate  establishment  of  the 
institution  of  the  CoHege  of  Fort 
William  j  and  in  the  fifth  and  sub* 
sequent  paragraphs,  Ihe  court  directs 
the  re-establishment,  on  a  some- 
.what  enlar§fed  scale,  of  an  insti- 
tution which  the  honourable  court 
is  pleased  to  denominate  *'  Mr. 
iyilchrest's  seminary,"  by  the  re- 
storation of  which,  it  is  stated  to  be 
the  intention  of  the  court,  to  super- 
sede, for  the  present,  the  esta- 
irfishment  of  the  College  of  Fort 
William. 

32 .  By  the  letter  of  1 2th  March, 
1803,  addressed  tx>  Fort  St.  George, 
it  also  ap|)ears  to  be  the  intention 
of  the  court  to  found  some  esta- 
blishment at  Fort  St.  George,  for 
the  better  instruction  of  the  junior 
civil  servants  of  that  presidency  j 
and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose,  that 
similar  measures  will  be  edof^ted 
ifpr  the  instruction  of  the  civil  s^r- 


vatitson  the  establishment  of  Bom'^ 
bay. 

*33.  It  is,  therefore,  manifestly 
the  inten^tion  of  the.  court,  that 
some  establishment  for  the  better 
instruction  of  the  civil  servants,  at 
each  of  the  presidencies,  sliould 
subsist  in  India,  although  the  court 
has  been  pleased  to  direct  the  im- 
mediate abolition  of  that  institution 
which  has  been  established  at  Fort 
William,  with  a  view  to  the  same 
salutary  and  indispensable  purpose. 
In  the  letter  of  the  27th  January^ 
i802,  addressed  to  tive  Governor- 
general  in  council,  the  cpurt  has 
traced  the  outlines  of  the  establish- 
ment, which  it  directs  to  be  substi- 
tuted in  place  of  the  College  at 
Fort  William.  These  intentions  of 
the  courts  clearly  express^  in  their 
commands  to  Bengal  and  Fort  St* 
George,  redufce  the  subject  of  this 
letter  within  limits  still  more  con- 
^ned  than  those  within  which  I 
have  endeavoured  to  comprise  nay 
observations  in  the  preceding  pages. 
34.  In  considering  the  question 
in  its  present  state,  it  is  necessary 
only  to  compare  the  actual  expense 
^nd  ascertained  benefit  of  the  insti- 
tution now  subsisting  at  Fort  Wil- 
liam, with  the  probable  expense 
and  probable  benefit  of  the  semi-» 
naries,  by  which  the  honourable 
court  intends  to  supersede  that  in^ 
stitution.  The  honourable  court, 
in  reviving  the  experis^ental  esta- 
blishment at  Calcutta,  originally 
placed  under  Mr.  Gilcbrest*s  direc- 
tion, is  pleased  to  sanction  an  ex- 
tension of  the  scale  of  that  esta- 
blishment, adding  to  the  study  of 
the  Hindtistane?,  that  of  the  Per«* 
sian  and  Bengalese  languages ;  and 
also  that  of  the  laws  and  regidations 
enacted  by  the  (^pvemor-genenil 
in  council,  for  the  goveroment  of 
the  Company's  territories  in  India, 
It  is  evident,  that  without  an  esta-* 
Wii»hment 
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b1isbmen\  of  teachers  or  professors, 
in  each  of  these  branches  of  study, 
it  would  be  utterly  impossible  to 
accomplish  the  declared  intention 
of  the  honourable  court,  "  of  ef- 
fecting, by  the  institution  of  .a 
seminary  for  oriental  learning,  many 
of  the  beneficial  purposes  expected 
by  the  Governor-general,"  from 
the  "foundation  of  the  college." 
On  this  augmented  scale  of  Mr. 
Gilchrest's  seminary,  each  professor 
or  teacher,  could  not  be  expected 
to  be  engaged  at  a  monthly  salary 
inferior  to  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred rupees.  This  charge  would 
•  amount  to  six  thousand  rupees 
monthly;  or  to  about  two-thirds  of 
the  totel  amotmt  of  the  present 
salaries  to  the  provost,  vice-provost, 
professors  and  tteachers  in  the  orien- 
tal languages,  in  classics,  in  the 
znodem  languages,  and  in  mathe- 
matics. 

35.  lam  persuaded,  that  a  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  subject 
-will  satisfy  the  honourable  court, 
that  the  study  of  the  Arabic  lan- 
guage is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  _ 
attainment  of  a  correct  knowledge 
cf  the  Persian;  the  knowledge  of 
Arabic  is  also  indi^nsable  to  those 
who  propose  to  attain  any  consider-. 
aWe  degree  of  skill  in  the  Mahom- 
medan  law.  A  teacher  or  profes- 
sor of  the  Arabic  must  therefore 
form  a  part  of  the  establishment 
in  Ben^,  even  on  the  limitted 
scale  proposed  by  the  court. 

36.  To  the  expense  of  this  esta^ 
blishment  must  be  added,  the 
charge  of  whatever  foundations 
shall  be  established  at  Fort  St. 
George  and  Bomt)ay  respectively. 
Considerations  of  justice,  as  well 
as  of  policy,  would  certainly  induce 
the  honourable  court  to  afibrd  to 
their  servants,  at  each  of  those  pre- 
sidencies^ sources  of  instruction, 
etpially  pure  and  a}>updant  as  thofee 


which  miglit  be  opened  to  the  civil 
service  in  Bengal.  The  duties  of 
the  civil  service,  at  each  of  the 
subordinate  presidencies,  now  ern* 
brace  objects  6f  equal  hnportance, 
in  every  department,  to  those  com* 
prehendedin  the  administration  of 
Bengal. 

37.  In  proportion  to  Ihe  im-i 
provement  of  the  internal  constitu-» 
tion  of  each  of  the  subordinate 
presidencies,  qualifications  of  a 
higherdescription  will  be  demanded 
in  the  civil  service.  And  I  must 
add,  that  the  progress  of  that  im- 
provement, and  the  abraw^nt  supi 
ply  of  public  officers,  properly  quai 
lified  to  discharge  their  arduous 
duties  in  the  several  stations  of  the 
aditiinistration,  are  the  securities  oh 
which  the  Company^ jnust  relyibr 
the  prosperity  of  the  country,  for  the 
happiness  of  our  native  subjects, 
for  the  augmentation  of  our  re- 
-sources,  and  for  the  stability  of  oar 
power.  . 

38.  The  incontestible  wisdom, 
policy,  necessity,  and  justice,  of  pro- 
viding for  the  civil  services  of  Fort 
St.  Gfeorge  and  Bombay,  similar  ad- 
vantages of  education  to  those  esta- 
blished in  Bengal;  warrant  me 
in  assuming  the  certainty,  that  thb 
honourable  court  will  never  con- 
sent to  curtail  the  institutions  pro- 
posed for  the  subordinate  presiden*. 
cies  respectively  within  limits'morfc 
confined  than  the  necessary  extent 
and  scope  of  the  respective  duties 
of  the  civil  service  \mder  each  bf 
those  goVfemmentB. 

39.  Consistently  with  this  prin- 
ciple, at  Fort  St.  George,  the  court 
will  find,  that  the  knowledge  of  the 
Arabic,  Persian,  and  Hind<!lstariee 
languages,  and  of  tfie  laws  and  re- 
gulations of  the  local  British  go- 
vernment of  India,  is  not  less  ne- 
cessary than  in  Bengal ;  teachers 
or  professors    must  therefore   be 

established 
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cstftHrtliyl  alMacbras,  m  each  of 
tbbfi^  bcaDcbes  of  ^udy^ 

4a  Id  additioatothefe  teachers, 
it  will  be  necessary,  at  Fort  St 
George,  to  provide  teachers  iu  the 
jfbUowiog  laogiaages :  Telinga,  Ta- 
jx^  Canarese^  and  Hahratta.. 

41.  At  Bombay,  the  knowledge 
jrf  the  Arabic,  Persian,  and  Hin- 
diutanee  languages,  and  of  the 
)aw»  and  regulations  of  these  go- 
yenupents,  is  as  necessary  a  qua- 
lification for  the  civil  service,  as 
at  Fort  SU  Geoige;  and  conse- 
qoeotly  similar  means  must  be  af- 
forded (upon  the  principles  already 
stated)  to  the  civil  service  at  Bom- 
bay, of  attaining  a  competent 
knowledge  in  each  of  these  branches 
of  study. 

42#  The  study  of  .the  Arabic  is 
bowever  peculiarly  necessary  at 
Bombay,  and  may  become  indis- 
pensable in  proportion  to  the  ex- 
tenticm  of  our  relations  with  the 
nations  inhabiting  the  coasts  of  the 
l^^sian  and  Arabian  gulfs. 
'  43.  In  addition  to  these  esta- 
blishments^ the  civil  servants  at 
Bombay  would  require  teachers  in 
ihe  following  languages :  Canarese, 
l^ahratta,  and  Malabar,  as  spoken 
on  the  coast  of  that  name. 

44.  You  will  observe,  that  the 
necessary  effect  of  this  plan  would 
be  to  involve  the  expense  of  a  triple 
establishment  for  every  branch  of 
study  equally  requisite  at  each  of 
the  three  presidencies )  and  of  a 
double  establishment  for  every 
branch  of  study,  equally  requisite 
^t  any  two  of  Uie  presidencies. 

45.  In  the  mVUed  institution 
founded  at  Calcutta,  four  profes- 
sors or  teachers  would  be  found  suf- 
ficient, with  occ^ional  assistance, 
for  tlie  instruction  of  the  whole 
body  of  the  students  from  the 
tlirec  presidencies,  in  the  Ambic, 
Persian^    and    Hindi^stanee,    lan- 


guages, and  in  the  laws  and  regu* 
Jations  of  the  British  govemmeat 
in  India.  If  the  institution  be 
broken  tnta  three  seminaries^ 
twelve  professors  or  teachers  wili 
be  required  for  the  same  purpose^ 
The  same  observation  apfiiies  to  the 
establishments  for  the  study  of 
those  languages,  of  which  the  utl^ 
lity  is  conmion  to  Fort  St.  George 
and  Bombay  -,  one  teacber  in  each 
branch  at  Calcutta,  would  senrt^ 
for  the  instruction  of  all  the-  stu- 
dents from  .  the  two,  subprdix^ate 
presidencies;  on  the  new  c^aa 
two  teachers  must^  be  established,, 
one  at  Fort  St.  George,  and  ooe  su 
Bombay. 

46.  It  will  be  manifest,  there^ 
fore,  to  your  judgmeot,  that  the 
current  expenses  o£  these  separate 
establishments  at  each,  pvesideoqy 
respectively,  framed  even  on  the 
scale  stated  in  the  preceding  pages, 
or  on  any  scale  compatible  with  the 
attainment  of  the  proposed  object^ 
must  equals  and  would  probably 
exceed,  the  total  current  charges 
of  the  College  of  Fort  William 
on  the  highest  estimate  of  those 
charges. 

4/.  But  a  more  attentive  exa- 
mination of  the  subject  will  con- 
vince you,  that  the  expense  of  the 
three  proposed  seminaries  must  far 
exceed  the  preceding  calculation, 
and  in  the  same  degree  nwst  also 
exceed  not  only  the  current  charges 
but  the  probable  amount  of  the 
contingent  expenses  of  .the  College 
founded  at  Fort  William. 

48.  The  fifth  paragraph  of  the 
honourable  court's  letter,  is  ex- 
pressed in  terms  which  might  con- 
yev  a  supposition  that  the  minute 
of  the  Governor-general,  under 
date  the  ^Ist  December,  1708, 
originated  in  some  plan  of  a  literary 
establishment  proposed  by  Mr«  Gii- 
chrest }  but  the  minute  of  the  Go* 
vemoi:» 
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vem<)r*general  of  the  21  st  Decem- 
ber, 1798>  states  distinctly,  that 
my  attention  had  been  long  direct- 
ed to  the  existing  defects  in  the 
education  of  the  civil  service  ;  that 
1  had  formed,  and  had  stated  ver- 
bally in  cooncil,  the  general  out- 
lines of  an  extensive  plan  for  the 
purpose  of  remedying  those  defects, 
and  that  {he  execution  of  that  plan 
had  been  delayed  exclusively,  by 
the  dangers  which  then  menaced 
the  existence  of  this  empire,  and 
dexBanded  my  presence  on  the 
coast  of  Coromandel.  The  minute, 
and  the  order  in  council  annexed 
to  it,  bear  date  on  the  21  st  Decem- 
ber, 1798.  On  the  25th  I  em- 
l>arked  for  Madras.  ' 

49.  The  zeal,  ability,  and  dili- 
gence of  Mr.Gilchrest,asa  teacher 
of  the  Hindtistanee  language,  and  his 
eminent  merits  in  forming  a  most 
useful  grammar  and  dictionary  of 
that  colloquial  dialect,  induced  me 
toconsider  him  the  most  eligible  in- 
strument for  the  purpose  of  aiding 
me  m  attempting  an  experiment  of 
the  practical  use  of  a  systematic 
plan  of  instruction  in  the  study  of 
the  oriental  languages. 

60,  Mr.Gilchrest  never  offered 
to  my  consideration  any  proposal 
for  the  institution  of  a  seminary 
for  oriental  learning ;  that  gentle- 
man merely  proposed  to  me  the  aid 
of  his  services,  in  giving  lessons  in 
the  HindCkstanee,  and  in  the  rudi- 
ments of  the  F&rsian  language,  un- 
der whatever  institution  this  go- 
.vemment  might  establish.  Mr. 
Gilcfarest*8  laudable  offer  of  the  aid 
of  his  labours  on  that  occasion, 
was  not  only  prompt  and  zealous, 
but  was  accompanied  by  circum- 
stances highly  creditable  to  hrs 
liberality  and  public  spirit,  to  the 
moderation  of  his  views  of  private 
interest,  and  to  his  just  sense  and 
value  of  public  fame. 


51.  The  result  of  Mr.  GilchrestV 
services  corresponded  with  my  most 
sanguine  expectations,  and  proved, 
in  the  most  satisfactory  manner,  the 
great  advantages  which  must  result 
from  establishing,  for  the  civil  ser- 
vice, a  regular  and  systematic  pha 
of  instruction  in  the  oriental  lan- 
guages, in  place  of  the  desultory 
mode  of  study  which  had  hitherto 
prevailed  under  the  ordinary  prac<^ 
tice  of  resorting  exclusively  to  na- 
tive nK)onshees  for  assistance  ia 
learning  those  languages. 

52.  Mr.  Gilchrest's  lessons  in- 
deed were  more  particularly  directed 
to  the  grammatical  study  of  the  Hin- 
dftstanee  language.  That  able  and  in* 
defatigable  scholar  does  not  profess 
to  furnish  instruction  in  the  Persian 
lan^ge  beyond  its  first  elements; 
and  the  knowledge  of  the  Persian 
language,  acquired  by  some  of  tfie 
students  under  Mr.  Gilchrest,  was 
merdy  elementary ;  but  the  exami- 
nations holden  in  July,  1800,  and 
the  progress  (unexampled  until 
that  time)  made  by  some  of  Mr, 
Gilchrest's  scholars,  in  the  HmdAs*^ 
tanee  dialect,  and  in  the  rudiments 
of  the  Persian  lai^uage,  furnished 
ample  ground  for  estimating  the 
benefits  which  would  be  derived  to 
the  civil  service,  under  the  opera- 
tion of  a  regular  education,  not 
only  in  the  Hindtistanee  language, 
but  in  every  branch  of  knowledge 
connected  with  the  public  duties  of 
the  civil  sen^ants. 

53.  I  request  you  to  remark, 
that  in  my  original  minute  of 
December,  1 798,  I  expressly  pro* 
posed  the  employment  of  Mr, 
Gilchrest,  and  the  future  examina- 
tion of  his  scholars,  with  the  ex- 
clusive view  of  ascertaning  the  ef.- 
ficacy  of  Mr.  Gilchrest's  mode  of 
instruction. 

54.  The   notification    issued  at 
the  same  period  of  time,  to  the  ci- 
vil 
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vil  s^ice  io  Bengal,  is  stated^  in 
my  minute  of  2l8t  December, 
^79^p  to  have  been  proposed  as  a 
measure  which  might  be  useful  ^ 
with  a  view  to  estabJish  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  general 
and  more  extensive  plan  at  that 
time  m  my  contemplation. 

55.  These  principles  consisted  in 
io^Kntng  an  obligation  upon  the^ 
civil  service,  to  at^tend  to  the  study 
of  the  oriental  languages,  and  of 
the  laws  and  regulations  of  govern* 
ment ;  and  in  rendering  previous 
examinaticHis  in  those  studies  4ie- 
cessary  qualifications  for  office. 
:  56.  The  object  of  this  notifica- 
tion was  rather  to  excite  the  dill* 

,  gence  of  your  civil  service,  than 
actually  to  the  examinations  an- 
nounced in  that  papery  consider* 
able  difficulties  would  have  occurr^ 
in  prosecuting  an  attempt  to  en- 
force such  a  system  of  examination. 
And  it  was  always  my  opinion^  that 
the  existing  defects  in  the  quali- 
fications of  your  civil  service  could 
not  be  corrected  effectually,  wlth- 
i>ut  applying  the  remedy  to  the 
source  of  the  evU — the  original 
education  of  the  writers .  The 
notification  of  1798j  however,  was 

.  Aseful  in  raising  a  general  ^rit  of 
attention  to  oriental  knowledge 
^rotighout  this  service. 

57,  The  respectable  and  learned 
gentlemen,  who  formed  the  com- 
mittee of  examination  of  Mf .  Gil- 
chrest*s  scholars,  in  July,  1800, 
refer  the  benefits  to  be  derived  fix>m 
the  progress  of  Mr.  Gllchrest^s  ser- 
vices directly  to  the  institution  of 
the  college  5  and  they  justly  consl- 
xler  Mr.  Gilchrist's  lessons  to  have 
.been  merely  introductory  to  the 
foundation  of  that  institution, 
and  to  have  furnished*  the  mo9t 
abundant  proofs  of  its  indispensa- 
ble necessity  as  well  as  of  its  cer- 
tain utility,  and  beneficial  effect. 


58.  The  letter  of  the  lionour- 
able  court,  under  date  the  7th  Mayj 
1 800,  approves  the  principles  sta- 
ted in  the  notification  of  December, 
1798,  and  sanctions  the  more  ex* 
tensive  arrangement  intended  to  be 
founded  on  those  principles  >  but 
that  letter  contains  no  reference  to 
the  existence  of  any  se^nary  un- 
der the  direedon  of  M^^Gllcbiest, 
as  fiunishing  the  model  cf  the  es- 
tabhshment  which  the  Xjiovemor* 
general  In  council  had  declare  (0 
be  in  his  contemplation. 

59.  Adverting  to  tliese  circum- 
stances I  should  have  foiXnd  consi- 
derable difficulty,  in  forming  a  just 
l»>nception  of  the  precise  intention 
of  the  honourable  oourt,  in  direct* 
ing  me  to  supersede  the  eaiabhsh* 
ment  of  the  College  of  Fort  WU- 
liam,  by  the  re-establishment  of 
"  Mr.Gilchrest's  seminary,"  if  the 
honourable  court  had  not  been 
pleased  to  state,  in  the  6th  and  7th 
paragraphs  of  the  lettt^  of  27di 
Jan.  1802,  the  particular  branches 
of  knowledge  deemed  by  the  court 
-sufficient  to  qualify  a  civil  servant 
&r  the  administration  of  affairs  io 
Bengal,  and  bad  not  thus  ikscribed 
the  extent  and  nature  of  tho^  esta- 
blishment which  it .  prc^K>sed  to 
sanction. 

60.  But  no  modification  or  ex- 
tension of  the  plan,  under  which 
Mr^  GUcihr^t  was  employed  in 
1799  and  1800,  cdn  einbrace  the 
jobjects  proposed^  to  be  secured  by 
.the  collegiate  estabfishment  at  Foct 
William. 

61.  It  was  among  the  advant2^ 
arising  from  the  employment  of 
Mr.  GUjchrest,  that  not  only  the 
success  of  hl9  servlceif  was  hlghlf 
beneficial,  to  th^  extent  which  it 
reached,  but  that  the  fundamental 
defects  of  that  limitted  plan  furnished 
rules  for  my  guldanpe,  in  founding 
a  comprehensive  and  llbecal  insti« 

^  tutioni 
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tatioQ  ea  khe  igroap4  of , practical 
experienee, 

62,  It  way  founds  that  the  nume- 
rous body  of  young  men  assembled 
at  Calcutta/  for  the  purpose  oi 
attending  Mr.  GUcbrest's  lectures^ 
was  exposed  to  various  disadvan* 
t«)ges>  the  efi«ct  of  whicu  counter- 
acted the  assiduity  of  their  teacher^ 
and  tended  to  produce  mischiefs  of 
a  serious  description. 

63.  The  local  authority  oi  this 
great  govemnaent  could  jiot  be  im- 
mediately and  constantly  applied 
to  controul>  among  the  young  men^ 
individual  habits  of  negligence, 
dissipation,  contumacy,  extrava- 
ganoe,  or  immorality.  The  con- 
tinual and  important  avocations  of 
tJie  Governor-general  in  council, 
and  the  nature  and  eminence  of 
bis  staition,  rendered  it  impracti- 
cable, as  weUas  improper,  for  him 
to  ^tteaipt  to  exercise  the  inmie- 
diate  diacipline  requisite  to  main* 
tarn  regularity  of  conduct  and  at- 
tention to  study  among  such  a  nu- 
merous body  of  the  junior  sen^anis. 
Mr.  Gilchrest's  lectures,  therefore, 
although  highly  usefol  to  those  na^ 
turally  di^>osed  to  industry  and  or- 
der, iitm^ed  no  controul  or  dis- 
cipline to  restrain  or  correct  those 
•f 'opposite  inclinations. 

6i.  The  young  men  of  more 
unsettletl  dispositions  neglected  die 
lectures,,  and  availed  themselves  of 
their  residence  \n  this  populous 
town,  to  indulge  in  courses  of  ex- 
trav^ance,  expense,  and  dissipa- 
tion. The  limitted  plan  of  Mr. 
Gikhrest's  lectures  supplied  no  in- 
termediate and  special!  jurisdiction 
l^ced  between  thfi  government  and 
the  students,  to  apply,  through  a 
respectable  x^hannel,  the  autiy>rity 
of  the  Crovernor-generai  in  council, 
in  enforcing  a  due  system  of  disci- 
pUme  and' study,  in  regulating  pri- 
vate economy  and  moral  conduct. 


in  precluding  temptatiOA  to.?eif 
peuse,  and  in  g^uarding  againa^ 
every  vicious  excess. 

65,  But  it  cannot  be  denieji 
that  these  objects  are  of  the  higi^est 
importance,  not  merely  on  moral 
considerations,  but  in  their  relatioii 
to  the  political  interests  and  honomr 
of  the  Cpmpany,  and  of  the  nation 
in  India  3  and  to  tlie  purity  aod 
efficiency  of  the  public  service^ 

66,  Wherever  a  numerpus  bodjr 
of  young  men  shall  be  assembled 
for  the  purpose  of  study,  whatever 
form  of  instruction  may  be  4^ 
vised  forin  their  education,  it  cannot 
be  expected,  that  their  attention 
will  be  systematically  fixed  on  th^ 
prescribed  duties,  unless  the  dis* 
charge  of  those  duties  shall  be  dufy 
enforced  by  an  efficient  syUem  of 
discipline  and  restraint 

67,  These  incontrovertible  prio. 
ciples,  derived  from  general  expe- 
rience, and  confirmed  by  my  per- 
sonal experience  of  the  dangers  to 
which  the  young  meawereexpo«ed, 
during  their  attendance  on  Mr. 
Gilchrest,  induced  me  to  form  my 
general  plan,  for  the  better  instrup- 
tion  of  your  civil  service,  on  the 
basis  of  a  collegiate  institution; 
in  which  study  should  be  enforced 
by  discipline,  and  education  regu- 
lated by  efficient  restraint ;  in  which 
(according  to  the  words  of  the  re- 
gulation which  the  honourable  court 
has  been  plea^d  to  abrogate)  ''un- 
der the  superintendance,  direction, 
and  controul,  of  the  suprenoe  au- 
thority of  the  government  of  these 
possessions,  the  studies  of  the  ju- 

.  nior  servants,  appointed  at  an  ^arly 
period  of  life  to  the  civil  service  of 
tlic  honourable  the  East  India 
Company,  should  be  directed  and 
regulated ;  their  conduct,  upon 
their  first  arrival  in  India,  guided, 
their  morals  formed,  improved, 
and  preserved)-*  and  in  which  the 

junior 
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junior  servants  should  be  ''encou- 
raged to  maintain  the  honour  of  the 
British  name  ia  India,  by  a  regu* 
lar  and  orderly  course  of  industry, 
prudence,  integrity,  and  religion." 
(58.  In  pursuance  of  these  indis- 
pensable objects,  the  regulation  es- 
tablished the  offices  of  provost  and 
vice-provost ;  and  the  statutes  con- 
stituted a  councU  of  the  superior 
.  officers  of  the  college  for  the  in- 
"  tcmal  government  o£    the   insti- 
tution ',  and  it  was  declared  to  be 
the  primary  duty  of*  the  provost, 
*^  to  receive  the  junior  civil  ser- 
vants, on  their  first  arrival  at  Fort 
William,  to  superintend  and  regu- 
late their  general  morals  and  con- 
duct, to  assist  them  with  his  ad- 
-  vice  and  admonition,    and  to  in- 
•  struct  and  confirm  tliem  in  the  prin- 
ciples  of  the  Christian    religion, 
.  according  to  the  doctrines,  disci- 
.pUoe,  and  rites,  of  the  church  of 
England,  as  established  by  law/* 

69.  The  statutes  also  made  es- 
pecial provison  for  applying  the  au- 
thority of  the  provost,  *'  to  guard  the 
moral  and  religious  interests  and 
character  of  tiie  institution,  by  con- 
troulling  the  conduct  of  the  officers, 
professors,  and  teachers,  of  the 
college  )'*  and  for  a{^lying  the  in- 
ternal authority  ^f  the  superior 
officers  of  the  college,  "  to 
strengthen  and  confirm,  within 
tliese  possessions^,  the  attach- 
ment of  the  civil  servants  of 
the  East  India  Company,  to  the 
wise  laws  and  happy  constitution  of 
Great  Britain  -,  and  to  maintain  and 
uphold  the  Christian  religion  in  this 
quarter  of  the  globe/'  Tlie  sta- 
tutes also  established  a  public  table, 
and  required  the  regular  attendance 
of  the  students  at  that  table,  for  the 
purpose  of  precluding  h^its  of  de- 
bauchery and  expense  j  and  the 
statutes  also  provided  the  most  ef- 
fectual restraints  which  could  be 


devised,  to  prevent  the  junior  civil 
servants  from  contracting  debt. 

70.  Withoutsuch  a  vigorous  and 
respectable  system  of  restraint  of 
discipline,  it  is  my  conscientious 
opinion,  that  great  mischief  would 
be  infiised  into  your  civil  servants  at 
its  very  ^durce,  by  establishing  any 
seminary  of  instruction,  which 
should  require  the  whole  body  of 
your  junior  civil  servants  to  conti*' 
nue  assembled  together  for  any- 
considerable  period  of  time  in  any 
part  of  your,  possessions  5  and  above 
all,  at  the  seats  of  the  respective 
presidencies. 

71.  When  the  honourable  court 
sliallhave  deliberately  reviewed  the 
probable  consequences  of  assem- 
bling the  body  of  the  junior  ci^ 
servants  at  each  of  the  presiden- 
cies, under  such  circumstances,  I 
am  persuaded,  that  the  court  will 
issue  a  positive  command  to  esta- 
blish, at  eadi  presidency,  in  addition 
to  the  necessary  teachers  and  pro- 
fessors, some  authority  of  the  na- 
ture of  that  exercised  in  colleges  in 
Europe,  and  of  that  jiow  existing 
in  the  College  of  Fort  William,  for 
the  purpose  of  maintaining  and 
promoting  order  and  discipline, 
good  morals  and  religion. 

72.  Having  fo'rmed  a  decided 
judgment,  founded  on  personal  ex- 
perience, and  on  a  most  assiduous 
and  deliberate  attention  to  the  state 
of  your  service,  and  of  your  pos- 
sessions, that  the  institutions  or- 
dered by  the  honourable  court  will 
prove  not  only  inefficient,  with  re- 
ference to  their  proposed  objects, 
but  the  sources  of  positive  danger 
to  the  service,  without  the  addi- 
tional establishments  described  in 
the  preceding  paragraphs,  my  re- 
spect for  the  wisdom,  justice,  and 
honour,  of  the  court,  demands  the 
conclusion  which  I  have  drawn 
from  these  premises.    I  therefore 

repeat 
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repeat  my  certain  coavictiou,  that  the 
court  will  immediately  command 
each  of  tlieir  presidencies  to  incur 
tills  additional  charge^  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  efficiency  to  the  pro- 
posed system  of  study,  and  of 
saving,  the  younger  branches  of  the 
service  from  the  ruinous  courses  of 
dissipation^  licentiousness,  and  ex- 
pense. 

^73,  The  seminary  to  be  esta- 
blished in  Calcutta,  under  the  late 
orders  of  the  covrt,  would  neces- 
sarily include  all  the  writers  for 
Bengal,  according  to  their  succes- 
sive arrival  in  India :  no  material 
reduction  of  establishment,  or  of 
expense,  would  therefore  be  effected 
at  Calcutta,  if  the  public  table, 
and  the  existing  system  for  tlie  in- 
ternal government  of  the  college 
should  be  maintained,  although  the 
writers  belonging  to  the  subordi-- 
nate  presidencies  should  be  sepa- 
fnied  from  the  institution « 

24.  On  the  other  har.d,  the  same 
internal  jurisdiction,  necessary  for 
the  ^discipline  and  government  of 
the  numerous  body  of  the  students 
oiF  Bengal,  would  be-  sufficient  to 
preserve  order  and  regularity  in  the 
whole  collective  body  of  students 
from  the  three  presidencies.  Nei- 
ther the  government  of  Fort  St^ 
George,  nor  that  of  Bombay,  could 
compromise  its  local  authority  in 
enforcing  hourly  attention  to  study, 
and  in  compelling  regularity  of  in- 
dividual conduct  ^iniqng  the  junior 
civil  servants,  attached  to  their 
♦respective  seminaries  of  instruction. 
If,  therefore,  the  writers  of  Fort 
.St.  George  and  Bombay,  should  be 
attached  to  distinct  seminaries  at 
each  of  those  presidencies,  each 
institution  must  be  framed  nearly 
on  the  model  of  the  college  at  Fort 
William,  with  similar  establish- 
ments  for  the  maintenance  of  the

internal  discipline,  and  controul, 
and  for  preventing  expense  and 
debt. 

75.  Under  all  these  circum-  - 
stances,  the  final  result  of  dividing  * 
the  College  of  Fort  William,  into 
three  seminaries,  to  be  established 
separately  at  each  presidency, 
would  eitlier  be  to  render  each  and 
all  those  seminaries  inefficient  and 
dangerous,  or  to  aggravate  the  col- 
lective expense  of  this  triple  insti- 
tution, to  an  amount  greatly  ex- 
ceeding the  charges  of  tiie  united 
establishment  now  existing  at  Fort 
William. 

76,  Having  thus  compared  the 
actual  expenses  of  the  Collie  of 
Fort  Wilham,  with  the  probable  ex- 
pense of  the  establishments,  by 
which  the  court  has  been  pleased 
to  supersede  that  institution,  I  am 
anxious  to  direct  your  particular  dt- 
tention  to  tlie  benefits  already  de- 
rived to  your  civil  service,  from 
the  operation  and  effect  of  the  sys- 
tem of  stndy  and  discipline  consti- 
tuted and  enforced  by  the  regula- 
tions, statutes,  and  rules,  of  the 
college. 

77'  The  periodical  examinations 
of  the  students,  of  which  the  re- 
gular reports  are  transmitted  (by 
the  ships  Comet  and  Sovereign) 
will  manifest  the  progress  made  by 
the  greater  number  of  the  students 
towards  the  objects  of  the  insdtu- 
tion. 

78.  The  examiners,  who  have 
always  been  selected  from  the 
ablest  oriental  scholars,  actually 
at  Calcutta,  ha\'e  invariably  ex- 
pressed their  judgment,  that  the 
general  progress  of  the  students  In 
tlie  oriental  languages  and  litera- 
ture, has  exceeded  their  most  san- 
guine expectations,  as  well  A^-ith  re-^ 
ference  to  the  rapidity  and  extent 
of  the  improvement  of  the  stit- 
B  dents. 
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dents^'  as  to  the  accuracy  and  solid ' 
foundations  of  critical  knowledge 
which  they  have  acquired. 

7Q,  An  universal  opinion  is  re- 
ceived, that  the  students  of  the 
college  now  make  greater  progress 
in  oriental  learning,  in  a  few  months, 
than  the  same  persons  could  have 
attained  in  as  many  years  under 
the  former  system.  This  great 
improvement  4s  attributed  not  only 
to  the  zeal  and  diligence  both  of" 
the  professors  and  students,  but  to 
the  number  of  useful  works  pub-  " 
lished  in  the  college  for  the  purpose 
■of  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  the 
se^'eral  languages,  and  to  the  unex- 
ampled skill  of  the  professors  and 
teachers  in  the  mode  of  instroction 
which  they  have  adapted. 

80.  The  voluntary  aid  of  every 
respectable  oriental  scholar  in  India, 
has  been  afforded  to  support  the  dis- 
cipline, and  to  improve  the  course 
01  study,  and  the  mode  of  instruc- 
tion pursued  in  the  institution ;  the 
respectable  and  dignified  character 
of  the  institution  has  interested  the 
literary  part  of  this  settlement, 
not  only  in  promoting  its  prosper 
rity,  but  in  seeking  a  station  of  a 
public  officer  of  the  college  as  an  , 
object  of  high  honour  and  distinc- 
tion. In  this  respect,  the  compre-  - 
hensive,  munificent^  and  liberal 
8C^e  of  the  establishment,  hasjxc- 
tually  contributed  to  diminish  its 
current  expenses. 

81 .  From  the  comnAencement 
of  the  institution  to  the  present 
time,  only  two  professors  and  two 
teachers,  in  the  oriental  languages, 
have  received  salaries.  Tiiey  have 
been  assisted  and  supported,  in  the 
conduct  of  llieir  respective  classes, 
by  the  aid  of  learned  gentlemen  of 
high  s'tation  and  character,  who 
certainly  could  never  have  been  ex- 
pected to  promote  witli  equal  zeal, 
the  establishment  Cff  a  seminary. 


contracted  withm  more  narrow 
limits,  confined  to  views  of  tees 
ample  extent,  and  destitute  of  the 
energy  and  respect  which  accom- 
pany a  regular  system  of  collegiate 
discipline,  strengtnened  by  the 
most  powerful  incitements  of  im- 
mediate public  honour  and  splendid 
distinction,  and  directed  to  the  no- 
blest, the  highest,  and  the  greatest 
object  of  human  pursuit — tiie  good 
government  of  a  great  empire. 

82.  Formed  with  these  advanta"- 
ges,  and  accompanied  with  ^ese 
circumstances  of  dignity  and  re- 
spect, the  college  has  received  the 
voluntary  aid  of  Mr.  Barlow,  Mr. 
Harington,  Mr.  Edsmonstone, 
lieutenant-colonel  Kirkpatrick,  and 
Mr.  Colebrooke ,  each  of  whom, 
either  have  held,  or  now  actually 
hold,  professorships,  without  Balar}% 
under  the  present  structure  of  the 
institution.  To  these  are  to^be 
added  many  respectable  names  of 
gentlemen  who  have  voluntarily 
assisted,  without  reward,  in  con- 
ducting the  public  examinations. 

83.  If  the  scale  of  the  institution 
be  lowered,  its  authority  degr^idied,  , 
and  the  lustre  and  magnitude  of  its 
character  and  objects  dimiifished,  it 
must  be  conducted  by  instruments 
duly  suited  to  its  reduced  import- 
ance; and  the  respectable  aid 
which  It  has  hitherto  received  from 
the  most  able  and  learned  men  in 
India,  can  neither  be  justly  de- 
manded, nor  reasonably  expected 

84.  The  public  examinations, 
the  frequent  distribution  of  hono- 
mry  medals  and  pecuniar}'  rewards  > 
die  encouragement  and  j\pplause  of 
the  whole  body  of  oriental  scholars 
in  India,  and  the  peculiar  opportu- 
nities of  conferring  eminent  dis-  . 
tinction,  which  the  present  consti- 
tution of  tl)e  college  aflSbrds  to  the 
person  exercising  the  supreme' au- 
thority in  India^    have  excited  a 

spirit 
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kfini  of  emnktion    among  ,the 

.  jitodenU^  as  unexampled  in  its  scope 
imd  ardoori  as  it  is  propitious  to 
the  future  government  of  thejse 
possessions.    This  happy  spirit  is 

'  not  confined  to  a  few  3  not  to  those> 
whose  talouts^  former  acquisitions^ 
habits^    or  character,  appeared  to 

^be  of  the  most  favourable  promise 
at  their  entrance  into  the  institu* 
tion  j  not  to  those,  whose  connec- 
tions might  be  supposed  to  influence 
their  conduct  5  it  is  nearly  univer- 

mI  in  its  operations,  and  unlimitted 
in  its  extent  5  and  I  must  here  de- 
clare to  70U,  with  that  freedom 
which  a  r^ard  for  your  interests 
4lemands>  that  the  institution  (which 
the  court  has  been  pleased  to  abo* 
lish)  has  already  corrected  many  of 
file  dejfects  which  I  found  in  the 
younger  branches  of  your  civil  ser- 
Yice  upon  my  arrival  in  India ;  has 
already  reclaimed  to  industrious  and 
meritorious  pursuits,  many  of  your 
junior  servants,  who  were  disposed 
to  pursue  courses  of  a  contrary  ten- 
dency, and  has  raised  a  standard  of 
public  honour  which  is  become  the 
general  resort  of  diligence,  order, 
good  morals,  learning,  and  feli- 
gion.  The  regulations  of  the  col- 
lege, for  the  prevention  of  habits  of 
extravagance  and  expense,  and  for 
restraining  young  m«n  from  con- 
tracting debts,  haVe  produced  a 
jnost  beneficial  effect ;  and  I  have 
the  satisfaction  to  assure  you,  after 
an  accurate  investigation  of  this 
branch  of  the  institution,  that  a 
general  disposition  to  economy  and 
regularity  now  prevails  among  the 
students  at  Fort  William.  That 
the  principles  of  due  subordina^on 
have  also  been  established  among 
diem  with  the  ^lappiest  success; 
and  that  the  most  salutary  conse- 
<|iiences  are  visible  in  their  general 
coi^uct,  manners,  and  morals.  I 
have  no    hesitatipa  in  declaring^ 


/\9 

that  the  young  men  now  composing 
the  body  of  the  students  at  Fort 
William,  afford  the  most  auspicious 
hope,  that  the  local  administration  of 
India,  for  several  years  to  come,  will 
be  amply  provided  with  instruments 
properly  qualified  to  accomplish  all 
the  purposes  of  a  wise,  just,  and 
benevolent  government. 

85.  Considerable  force  and  ani- 
mation have  been  derived  to  the 
pr'mciples  of  thie  institutipn,  from 
the  honourable  contention  between 
the  students  of  the  different  esta- 
blishments assembled  at  Fort  Wil- 
liam. They  consider  the  character 
of  their  several  presidencies  to  be 
deeply  concerned  in  tlieir  respective 
progress,  and  in  the  public  dis- 
tinctions which  tl^ey  respectively 
obtain, 

86  The  negUjeence  or  disorder 
of  any  one  member  of  their  body, 
is  felt  by  the  whole  as  a  common 
disgrace  5  ^d  they  all  deem  tlie 
honour  of  their  particular  esta- 
blishment and  their  own  personal 
consequence  to  "be  involved  in  the 
conduct  of  each  individual  of  their 
number. 

8^,  The"^  students  of  Fort  St. 
George  and  Bombay  highly  value 
the  advantage  of  pursuing  their 
studies  under  the  immediate  in- 
spection of  the  governor-general, 
and  of  the  chief  public  officers  of 
the  supreme  govemmept.  It  is 
difficuk  to  describe  the  degree  of 
alacrity  and  zeal  with  which  this 
circumstance  alon^  has  inspired 
the  students  from  the  subordinate 
presidencies  3  many  of  whom  (it 
is  a  matter  of  satislactidh  and  just 
pride  to  me  to  assure  you)  hare  at- 
tained die  highest  distinctions  in 
the  college,  and  have  rivalled  the 
most  eminent  examples  of  me- 
rit among  the  civil  ^rvants  of  Ben- 
gal. 

88.  By  the  influence  of  these 
B  2  powerful 
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powerful  causes,  a.  general  atten- 
lioa  to  oriental  languages,  litera- 
ture, and  knowledge,  has  been 
excited,  far  beyond  the  limits  of 
.  the  institution)  and  the  pursuit 
of  these  laudable  objects  has  been 
facilitated  and  ehcouraged  among 
many  o(  your  civil  servants,  who 
could  not  be  admitted  witliin  the 
rules  of  the  college. 

The  students  of  Fort  St.  Geofge 
amd  Bombay  have  also  manifested 
the  most  favourable  disposition  to 
avail  themselves,  to  the  fullest  ex- 
tent, of  the  benefit  of  an  unity  of 
instruction  in  the  principles  and 
practice  of  the  government  of 
Bengal.  To  this  peculiar  and  in- 
estimable advantage  of  the  present 

,  institution,  I  request  your  most 
serious  attention.      The  adminis- 

\  •  tration  of  the  government  of  Ben- 
gal, in  all  its  branches,  may  justly 
be  considered  to  furnish  a  most  de- 
sirable model  for  each  of  the  sub- 
ordinate presidencies.      The  pros- 

*'  perous  issue  of  tlie  last  war  in 
Mysore,  combined  with  tJie  happy 
result  of  various  polixjcal  negotia- 
tions in  the  peninsula,  has  extended 
the  limits  of  the  territorial  posses- 
sions, under  the  government  of 
Fort  St.  George,  to  a  magnitude 
which  neariy  equals  that  of  the 
dominions  administered  under  the 
immediate  autl^ority  of  this  presi- 
dency. At  this  moment  the  go- 
vernment of  Fort  St.  George  is 
employed,  mider  my  orders,  in  esta- 
blishing the  foundations  of  an  im-  - 
proved  code  of  laws  and-regula- 
tioiis,  and  of  an  entirely  qew  con- 
stitutioji  for  the  due  distribution  of 
the  executive,  legislative,  and  ju- 
dicial functions  of  that  extensive 
and  arduous'govemment. 

69.  The  functions  of  the  go- 
vernment of  Bombay  hav*  recently 
received  a  proportionate  extension, ' 
and  thedvilservantsoftht  establish- 


ment of  Bombay  are  now  eligible 
to  some  of  the  most  importaht 
offices  under  the  immediate  con- 
trol of  the  government  of  Fort 
St.'George. 

.  90.  In  this  situation,  it  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  to  the  good 
government  of  the  subordinate 
presidencies,  that  the  spirit  and 
character  of  the  service  in  Bengal 
should  be  infused  into  the  adtfii- 
nistration  of  their  respective  go- 
vernments. 

Ql .  This  salutary  effect  has  al- 
ready been  produced  with  tlie  ut- 
most degree  of  facility  and  secu- 
rity to  the  extent  of  that  portion 
of  each  subordinate  establishment 
now  attached  to  the  College  of 
Fort  ^illiam.  Many  of  thes« 
young  men  are  of  die  highest 
promise,  of  the  most  extensive 
knowledge,  and  of  the  purest 
principles,  acquired,  formed,  or 
confirtned,  under  this  institution  -, 
and,  I  doubt  not,  that  they  will 
carry  with  them,  upon  their  re- 
turn to  their  respective  presiden- 
cies, the  fruitful  seeds  of  reform 
and  improvement,  for  the  benefit 
of  each  of  those  yet  imperfect  sys- 
tems of  administration. 

92.  The  advantages  described 
in  the  preceding  par^aphs,-  are 
neither  doubtful,  remote,  nor  con- 
tingent. Their  existence  has  al- 
ready been  ascertained  by  public 
proof;  and,  to  the  extent  which 
they  have  reached,  they  must 
produce  correspondent  eflfects  on 
the  public  service  at  each  of  the 
presidencies.  It  is  at  least  ques- 
tionable whether,  "mider  the  pro- 
posed system  of  establishing  three 
distinct  seminaries  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  civil  service  in  Bengal,. 
Fort  St.  George,  and  Bomlwy, 
any  of  these  advantages  caa  be 
attained  to  an  equal  extent 5  it. is 
certain  that,  under  the  new  system, 

many 
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mmij  of  the  benefits  of  the  ex- 
iting institution  will  be  found  un- 
attainable in  the  same  extent^  and 
«Qine  of  ithe  most  inaportant^  ut- 
terly unattainable  in  any  degree. 

Q3.  No  perwn,  acquainted  with 
the  actual  state  'of  India^  can  sup- 
pose that  the  presidencies  either  of 
Fort  St.  George,  or  of  Boipbay, 
can  furnish  means  of  instructioii  in 
the  Arabic,  Persian,  or  Hindiis- 
tauee  languages,  or  in  the  system 
of  the  laws  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  India,  equal  to  those 
now  zffordpd  by  the  College^  of 
Fort  William  j  nor  can  it  be  ima- 
gined that  either  of  the  subordi- 
nate presidences  can  attract  the  re- 
tort of  learned  men  to  the  extent 
which  has  been  so  beneficially  ef- 
fected at  Calcutta. 

93.  With  respect  to  the  study 
of  the  vernacular  dialects,  in  use 
within  the  dominions  of  each  of 
the  subordinate  presidencies,  it  is 
evident  that  the  study  of  those 
Jangoages  may  be  systematically 
pursued,  with  equal  advantage,  at 
Fort  William,  as  at  the  seiats  of 
either  of  the  jsubordmate  presi- 
riencles.  The  study  of  the  ele- 
ments of  those  vernacular  dialects 
ov^ht  not  to  supersede  the  acqui- 
•ition  of  those  essential  parts  of 
orieotal  literature  and  knowledge, 
and  of  the  spirit  and  general  con- 
stitution of  these  governments, 
.which  should  form  the  basis  of  the 
education  of  every  civil  servant  in 
India.  In  the  College  of  Fort 
William,  the  pursuit  of  all  these 
.objects  may  be  advantageously 
combined  j'  and  the  degree  of  at- 
tention to  be  bestowed  on  each 
particular  language  may  be  pro- 
perly apportioned,  according  to 
the  views  and  destination  of  tl^ 
•  student,  under  tlie  superintending 
autlwrity  of  the  college. 

9^.  Jn  the  Jctter  of  the  honour- 


able Court  of  the  27th  JanusMy; 
1802,  no  observation  occurs  wfd^ 
respect  to  the  necessity  of  studying- 
the  Sanscrit  dialect ;  but  I '  am 
satisfied  that  a  due  enquiry  into 
that  branch  of  the  question  will 
convince  the  honourable  Court, 
that  the  study  of  the  Sanscrit  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  those  i^ha 
would  obtain  a  correct  knowledge^ 
of  the  HindA  law,  or  of  the  man- 
ners, customs,  usages,  and  reli- 
gion of  the  Hind^is.  The  study  of 
tbis  most  ancient  langupge  appears 
to  be  peculiarly  necessary  to  the 
civil  servants  at  Fort  St.  George  and 
Bombay. 

96.  The  Sanscrit  dialect  beingthe  , 
source  and  root  of  the  principal  ver- 
nacular dialects  prevalent  in  the  pe- 
ninsula, a  knowledge  of  Uie  San- 
scrit must  form  the  basis  oi  a  cor- 
rect and  perfect  knowledge  of  those 
vernacular  dialects.  But  it  would 
be.  difficult,  if  not  impracticable, 
at  present,  to  supply  means  of  in-» 
struction  in  the  Sanscrit  lan- 
guage at  either  of  the  subordinate 
presidencies,  in.  any  d^ee  ap- 
proaching to  the  advantages  m 
that  branch  of  study  which  can 
now  be  furnished  at  Fort  William. 
This  eminent  advantage,  added 
to  the  fecility  of  collecting  at  Fort 
William  the  best  teachers  in  tho 
several  vernacular  dialects  of  ih% 
peninsula,  seems  to  open  to  the 
writers  of  Fort  St.  George  and 
Bombay,  a  more  favourable  pros- 
pect of  obtaining  a  correct  funda- 
mental and  £}siematic  know- 
ledge of  tlie  vernacular  dialects  of 
the  peninsula  at  Fort '  William, 
than  could  be  now  expected  at 
their  respective  presidencies. 

97.  A  source  of  instruction  in 
oriental  literature  actually  eiusts 
at  Fort  William,  -which  cguld  not 
be  procured  without  great  diffi- 
culty and  exj)ense  at  eltlier  of  tljo 
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subordinate  presidencies.  This  ad- 
vantage consists  in  an  extensive  and 
valuable  collection  of  oriental  ma- 
nuscripts, comprising  the  library  of 
Tippoo  Sultaun^  and  various  other 
collections^  some  of  which  have 
be^n  purchased,  and  others  pre- 
sented to  the  institution. 

98.  Many  of  the  most  efficient 
causes  of  the  extraordinary  spirit  of 
emulation,  which  how  exists  in  the 
whole  body  of  the  students  from 
the  three  presidencies  collected  at 
Calcutta,  could  not  be  supposed  to 
operate  with  equal  foi-ce,  when  th^ 
body  of  the  students  shall  be  bro- 
ken and  distributed  partially  in 
three  distinct  and  remote  seminar* 
ries  at  their  respective  presiden- 
cies. 

99.  The  abatement  of  this  spirit, 
in  any  degree,  would  be  injurious 
not  only  to  the  students  from  the  su- 
bordinate presidencies,  but  to  those 
of  Bengal.  It  is,  however,  reasona- 
ble to  conclude,  that  the  evil  conse- 
quences of  the  separation  of  the 
students  would  be  most  injuriously 
felt  at  Fort  St.  (Jeorge  and  Bombay. 
The  studenls  from  those  settlements 
now  justly  conclude,  that  their  edu- 
cation at  Fort  William,  by  bringing 
their  individual  merits  immediately 
under  the  eye  of  the  Governor- 
general,  opens  a  new  field  of  ho- 
nourable emolument  to  their  inte- 
rests, and  a  more  enlarged  career 
of  distinction  and  fame  to  their  am- 
bition. 

100.  Various  offices,  connedted 
with  diplomatic  stations,  and  with 
other  eroploymtnts,  princi|)ally  of 
a  political  description,  must  ne- 
cessarily remain  under  the  imme- 
diate authority  and  appointment  of 

"the  supreme  government.  To  these 
respectable  stations  the  civil  ser- 
vants of  all  the  presidencies  are 
equally  eligible  5  and  it  cannot  fail 
to  furnish  a  powerflil  incitement 


to  the  diligence  and  zeal  of  the  std«^ 
dents  fh>m  Fort  St.  George  and 
Bombay,  that  the  period  of  their 
residence  at  Calcutta  opens  repeat* 
ed  opportunities  of  founding  daimt 
to  such  stations  on  the  solid  basis 
of  distinction,  obt^nd  in  the  regu* 
lar  course  of  their  studies  at  the 
college  of  Fort  William,  and  of 
honours  publicly  recorded  on  the 
proceedings  of  the  supreme  go- 
vernment. 

101.  But  the  mpst  important 
benefits,  which  will  be  forfeited  by 
the  separate  establishments  at  the 
subordinate  presidencies,  are  the 
uniform  education  and  instrucr 
tion  of  the  whole  body  of  the  civil 
service  in.  India,  in  one  system  of 
political,  "moral,  and  religious  priii- 
ciples,  derived  from  a  common 
source,  and  diffused  throughout  all 
the  British  establishments  uiKler 
the  immediate  superintendance  of 
the  supreme  authority  in  India. 

102.  It  has  been  a  principal  c^« 
^ect  of  my  attention,  since  my  ar- 
rival in  India,  to  consolidate  th^ 
interests  and  resources  of  the  three 
presidencies,  to  promote  in  each  of  '^ 
them  a  common  spirit  of  attach- 
ment to  their  mutual  prosperity 
and  honour,  "to  assimilate  their 
their  principles  and  views,  and  t6 
unhe  their  respective  honours, 
by  such  means  as  might,  securb 
their  co-operation  in  th^  common 
cause,  and  might  facilitate  the  ma- 
nagement of  this  extensive  empire, 
in  the  hands  of  the  eupneme  go- 
vernment of  India.  I  am  firmly- 
convinced,  that  a  more  intimate 
union  of  the  three  establishments, 
is  an  object  not  merely  rf  good  po- 
licy, and  of  just  economy,  but  o( 
indispensable  necessity  to  the  sta- 
bility of  this  empire.  * 

103.  Hie  general  principles  of 
government  (applicable,  with  few 
modifications,  to  every  part  of  the 
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Company's  territories)  will  cer- 
*  tainly  be  studied  with  most  ad- 
vantage as  the  mainspring  of  power 
in  India^  and  will  be  circulated  to, 
the  extremities  of  the  empire  with 
more  vigour  and  purity,  in  propor-^ 
tion  to  die.  early,  direct,  and  fiee 
communication  between  the  foun- 
tain head  of  authority,  and  the 
subordinate  branches  of  the  ser- 
vice. 

104.  The  «ame  advantages  will 
be  better  secured  under  an  united 
institution  in  preserving  the  attach- 
ment of  the  civil  servants  of  the 
Company  to  the  political,  morale 
and  religious  principles  of  the  mo- 
ther country. 

105.  This  topic  has  already  been- 
stated  by  me,  in  my  notes  of  the 
18th  of  August,  1800.  I  remain 
in  a  firm  qonviction,  founded  on 
the  experience  attained  of  the  ef- 
fects at  the  College  of  Fort  Wil- 
liam, as  well  as  op  the  nature  and 
coftdition  of  both  the  subordinate 
presidencies,  that  the  continuance 
of  the  institution  at  Fort  William, 
will  produce  upon  the  general  cha- 
racter and  efficiency  of  your  civil 
service  (by  the  diflfusion  of  just 
and  correct  principles,  of  sound 
knowledge,  and  of  a  general  spirit 
of  subordination  and  harmony) 
salutary  effects  unattainable  under' 
any  form  of  education  which  shall 
separate  the  writers  on  their  first 
arrival  in  India,  and  shall  confine 
them,  in  detached  divisions,  to 
study  the  local  principles,  con- 
tracted knowledge,  and  character- 
istic prejudices  and  spirit  of  their 
respet;fcive  seulemeuts. 

lOS.  lliese  considerations  have 
satisfied  my  judgment,  that  the 
benefits  actually  deriA  ed,  and  rea- 
sonably to  be  expected  from  the 
operation  of  the  present  institu- 
tion, are  and  must  be  greatly  supe- 
rior to  any  advantage  which  can 
be  expected  from  the  most  com- 


plete possible  success, of  the  three 
seminaries  proposed  by  the  honour- 
able Court  3  while  the  probable 
expenses  of  the*  proposed  system 
mu^  considerably  exceed  those 
of  the  College. at  Fort  William. 

107.  In  directing  the  immediate 
abolition  of  the  College  of  Fort 
William,  the  letter  of  the  honour- 
able Court  of  tlie  27th  January, 
1802,  appears  to  acknowledge  with 
approbation  the  liberal  and  en- 
lightened spirit  of  the  institution, 
the  just  principles  pn  wfilch  it  is 
founded,  and  the  important  ends 
to  which  it  is  directed. 

lOS.  The  objections  stated  by 
the  Court,  against  the  continuance 
of  the  establishment,  are  apparently  ' 
confined  to  its  expense,  and  to  the' 
pressure  of  that  charge  on  the 
prfesent  circumstances  of  the  Com- 
pany's finances  in  India. 

109.  Possessed  therefore  of  the 
Court's  approbation  of  the  gene- 
ral principle  and  objects  of  the, 
institution  5  having  actually  expe-  ' 
rienced  and  ascertained  its  bene* 
ficial  efifects  -,  1>eing  afatisfied  that 
its  expenses  can  be  defrayed  with- 
out inconvenience  to  any  branch  of 
the  Company's  affairs,  and  without 
any  degree  of  pressure  on  the 
finances  of  tlie  Company  in  India  ), 
being  further  convinced,  that  the 
plan  of  instruction  proposed  by  the 
Court  in  supercessioii  or  the. 
College,  would  exceed  the  expense 
which  the  Court  had  condemned, 
and  would  expose  to  hazard  the 
principles  which  the  court  had  ap- 
proved, I  might  have  deemed  it 
to  be  my  duty,  under  such  cir- 
cumstances, to*  suspend  the  execu- 
tion of  the  conomands  of  tho^ 
Court  for  the  abolition  of  the  Col- 
lege, to  refer  the  question  to  the 
further  pleasure  of  the  Court,  and 
to  jequest  that  the  Court  would  ' 
be  pleased  to  renew  the  conside-  , 
ration  of  orders,  the  declared  foun- 
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dadon  of  wSich  has  been  entirely 
rerribved  by  the  happy  change  ef- 
fected in  the  financial  situation  of 
the  Company* hi  India. 

110.  Bat  although  the  first 
Tiew  of  my  duty  might  have  sug- 
gested the  propriety  of  such  re- 
ference, the  peculiar  character  and 
spirit  of  the  court's  coinmands,  on 
this  unhappy  occasion,  and  the 
nature  of  the  institution,  (inti- 
mately blended  with  the  general 
subordination    of     the     service) 

seemed  to  me  to  require  that  I 
sliould  proceed  immediately  to  the 
public  abolition  of  the  institution, 
as  an  act  of  necessary  submission  to 
the  controllTng  authority  of  the 
court  of  directors,  and  as  a  testi- 
mony of  the  obedience  due  to  the 
superior  power,  placed  by  law  in 
the  government  at  home ;  I  there- 
fore passed  an  order  in  council  (on 
the  24th  of  June)  directing  that  all 
expenses  incurred  on  account  of  the 
College  of  Fort  William  should 
cease,  and  that  the  institution  should 
be  abolished  3  at  the  same  time,  I 
repealed  tlie  regulations  enacted 
for  the  foundation  and  manage- 
ment of  the  College,  together  with 
all  statutes  and  orders,  enacted 
or  passed  by  the  Governor-general 
in  council,  or  by  the  visitor,  for 
Its  discipline  and  government  5  but 
a  most  serious  and  difficult  ques- 
tion arose,  ^('ith  regard  to  the  time 
when  the  abolition  of  the  College, 
and  the  repeal  of  die  regulations 
should  take  effect,  and  also  when 
all  the  expenses  of  the  College 
should  cease,  and  when  the  stu- 
dents collected  at  Calcutta,  ftom 
the  subordinate  presidencies,  should 
be  returned  to  their  respective  set- 
tlements. 

111.  The  determination  of  this 
question,  involved  principles  deeply 
Iffecting  the  welfare,  future  pros- 
pects, and  just  expectations  of 
the  students,  and  also  the  conside- 


njLion  due  to  the  situation  6f  the 
professors  and  teachers,  and  of  the 
numerous  learned  natives  attached 
to  the  in<ititution. 

112.  If,  in  pursuance  of  the  or- 
ders of  tlie  honourable  Court,  con- 
tained in  the  ninth  paragraph 
of  their  letter,  "  all  expenses  hi- 
therto incurred  on  account  of  the 
college  had  immediately  ceased/* 
tha  whole  system  of  disdpline  and 
order,  hitherto  maintained  by  that 
expense,  must,  of  course,  have 
been  instantaneously  and  abruptly 
dissolved,  and  the  numerous  body 
of  students,  now  assembled  at 
Fort  William,  nmst  have  been  sod- 
denly  exposed  to  all  the  evils  inci- 
dent to  an  uncontrolled  and  on- 
restrained  residence  in  this  poptx- 
lous  town,  until  means  could  bare 
been  found  of  employing  them  at 
distant  stations,  or  of  retumingf 
them  to  then:  several  establishments. 

113.  This  sudden  dissolution 
of  discipline  would  have  acted  with 
most  dangerous  and  protracted  ef^ 
feet  on  students  fix)m  the  subor- 
dinate presidencies^  who  could  not 
conveniently  have  returned  thither 
for  some  time. 

114.  The  revival  of  Mr.  Gilchrist** 
lectures  on  the  former  plan,  would 
have  afforded  no  remedy  to  these 
evils  J  in  order  to  preserve  the 
young  men  firom  exceptitmahle 
habits,  the  controlling  authoritiea 
of  the  College  nnist  have  been 
revived  at  the  same  time.  The 
restoration  of  those  authonties 
would,  in  fact,  have  restored  the 
whole  inst'itution,  together  with  all 
the  expenses,  whjch  the  Court 
had  ordered  immediately  to  cease^ 
No  alternative  therefore  remained 
between  the  instantaneous  abo- 
lition of  the  whole  institution, 
and  its -continuance>  with  all  its 
present  establishments,  until  the 
period  of  time  should  have  elapsed 
during    which    it   might   appear 
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to  be  necessary  and  just  to  detain 
tbe  great  body  of  the  students  at 
Calcutta.  And  here  it  is«  with 
pain'  and  regret^  that  I  feel  my- 
self bOund>'  by  the  most  sacred 
obligations  of  duty,  tp  claim  your 
attention  to  tbe  consequences  which 
the  immediate  execution  of  the 
honourable  Court's  order  must 
have  produced  upon,  the.  honour- 
able and  equitable  pretensions  of  the 
promising  young  m^n  now  at- 
tached to  the  college.  Some  of 
these  meritorious  students  have 
voluntarily  relinquished  their  re- 
spective presidencies,  and  have  re^ 
signed  ehgible  situations,  with  the 
loadable  motive  of  prosecuting 
their  studies  in  the  college  for  the 
prescribed  time.  These  students 
would  have  completed  their  course 
m  December  next.  They  ex- 
pected to  receive  the  reward  of 
their  kbows  at  the  public  exa- 
mination to  be  holden  at  that  pe-> 
riod  of  time.  On  their  awarded ' 
Tank'  at  that  examination,  they 
rested  their Jiopes  of  promotion  at 
their  respective  presidencies  ^  and 
they  have  been  fiirther  encou- 
raged by  the  animating  hope  of 
feeing,  on  that  occasion,  the  record 
of  tbeir  merits,  and  the  honour 
of  their  success  publicly  entered 
on  the  proceedings  of  the  su- 
preme government,  and  of  being 
'  distinguished  by  die  personal  ap- 
probaVion  of  the  GWemor-general 
in  council. 

115.  Every  principle  of  wise 
policy,  every  real  and  legitimate 
interest  of  the  Company,  forbids 
that  the  industry  of  a  numerous 
body  of  the  junior  civil  servants 
should  be  discouraged,  tlieir  ho- 
nourable ambition  frustrated,  and 
their  active  arid  laborious  emu- 
\lation  disappointed  in  those  fair 
hopes  of  distinction  which  they 
had  been  taught  to  entertain  by 
the  laws  and  orders  of  this  govern- 


ment, and  py  ^^7r> 

amples  of  succ 

rewarded^study.  ^  , 

116.  In  addition  to  the  motiveg^ 
of  a  wise  policy,   the  ponsidera^ 
tions  of  justice  and  of  humaAe^ 
regard  for  th#  interests  and  feeling 
of  these  young  men,  appeared  t^ 
require     that     the     government' 
should  not   abruptly  interpose  a. 
fudden  act  o(  authority  between 
the  termination    of  their   studies^ 
and  the,  season  of  their  reward.    It. 
would  not  be  strictly  conformable 
to  the  principles  of  justice,  that 
the  government  should  have  ex- 
cited among  these  young  men,  a 
spirit    of  diligence  afld  attention 
to  the .  pursuit  of  Oriental  know- 
ledge,  under  a  public   pledge   of 
securing  to  them,  at  stated  periods 
of  time,  special  honours  and  advan? 
tages  according  to  their  respective 
progress,  and  that  the  same  au- 
thori^  should  prematurely  inter- 
vene to   deprive  the  students    of 
the  promised  fruits  of  their  exer- 
tions. 

117.  Tlie  abolition  of  the  Col- 
lege therefore  could  not  have  taken 
place,  with  justice  to  this  class 
of  students,  until  the  month  of 
December,  1802. 

118.  But  the  great  body  of  the 
students,  now  in  the .  college,  will 
not  have  completed  their  course^ 
of  study  until  the  month  of  De- 
cember, 1803. 

119.  The  sudden  abolition  of 
the  institution  would  be  still  more 
.severely  felt  by  the  great  body  of 
the  students,  than  by  that  par- 
ticular class  to  which  I  have  ad- 
verted in  the  preceding  paragraphs. 

120.  By  the  prescribed  course 
of  study  in  tlie  College,  the  atten-' 
tion  of  the  fctudent  is  more  parti- 
cularly directed,  during  the  first 
year,  to  the  Hindustanee  aud  le-- 
sian  languages.  During  the  1 1  ,: 
period  of  his  course,  he    cm.  :v 
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np0Q  the  atwty  of  tb&  vcffDaccUur-- 
kttjgoages  ptcfvali^nt  at  the  respec- 
tive presidencies.  If,  tliej»forey 
thegceatbodyof  the  students^  now 
atUofaed  to  the  College  c^  Feit 
WU)imn»  should  be  uoseaaonali^y 
intorrupted  in  the  course  of  their 
sUidie»»  and  should  be  precluded, 
from  the  advantage  of  the  latter 
ptriod  of  their  prescribed  educa* 
tion^  those  who  should  return  to 
Fort  St.  George  and  fiombay^  un- 
der such  circumstances^  would  ne« 
'  ceesarily  be  exposed  to  embarrass* 
ments  and  disadvantages  pf  the 
most  adverse  and  discouraging  na- 
ture. 

121.  Iti  additiiX)  to  the  prema** 
ture  interruption  of  their  progress 
at  Fort  William,  their  sudden  re- 
turn to  their  respective  presiden- 

^  cies  would  expose  them  to  the  ha- 
zftid  of  remaining  for  a  considera- 
ble time,  deprived  of  all  efficient 
means  of  instruction,  in  the  prin- 
cipal oi^ects  of  tbei^  coUegtate 
course.    Some    interval   of    time 

'  must  elapse  before  any  institution, 
at  either  of  the  subordinate  presi- 
denotes,  c0ui4.be  so  iar  advanced 
as  to  afibrd  to  these  young  men 
means  of  instruction,  even  in  the 
vernacular  dialects  of  their  respec- 
tive presidencies,  in  any  degree 
equal  to  the  facilities  now  furnished 
in  the  College  of  Fort  William. 
In  tbtf  mean  while,  tlieh:  studies 
must  remiiin  suspended  ^  whereas 
,  tieir  continuance  at  Fort- William, 
until  the  month  of  December, 
1803,  would  s^cuife  to  them  such 
a  foundation  of  knowledge  as 
would  enable  them  to  prosecute 
tlieir  studies  without  further  assis- 
tance upon  their  return  to  Fort  St. 
George  or  Bombay* 

1 22 .  These  considerations  seemed 
to. me  to  demand  that,  with  ex- 
clusive reference  to  the  welfare 
and  just  pretentions  of  the  young 
mea  now  attached  to  the  institu- 


tion, die  abolItioQ  of  the  Colb^* 
of  Fort  Willian  should  be  gradual, 
and  that  the  iustitution  should  not 
be  imally  closed  previoo^y  to  tiie 
month  of  Decenaber,  1803,  when 
the  great  body  of  the  students 
now  attached  to  the  college  will 
have  completed  the  course  which 
they  have  so  successfully  com- 
menced. 

123.  The  immediate'  abolitioa 
of  the  institutions  might  also  be 
deemed  as  an  act  of  injustice  to« 
wards  those  learned  professors  and 
teachers,  who  have  been  called 
from  other  situations  and  pursuits 
to  assist  in  the  management  and 
conduct  of  this  important  establish- 
ment. It  would  be  equally  incon- 
sistent with  true  wisdom,  and  with 
the  liberal  spirit  which  has  ever 
distinguished  the  conduct  pf  the 
Company,  in  the  encouragement  of 
oriental  literature  and  science,  to  dis- 
miss these  g^qtlemen  from  their  high 
stations  with  such  a  degree  of  pre-, 
cipitation,  as  might  involve  their 
circumstances'  in  embarrassment^ 
and  ought  bear  the  appearance  d 
harshness  and  disrespect. 

124.  Most  of  these  gentlemen 
have  devoted  (heir  entire  time  and. 
labour  to  promote  the  objects  of 
the  iustitution,  and  have  with- 
draivn  their  attention  from  every 
other  purtiuit :  it  would  not  be  just 
to  deprive  tliem  suddenly  of  sa- 
laries which  may  be  considered,  in 
some  degree,  as  a  remuneration  for  . 
p^t  exertions,  and  a  compensation 
for  the  relinquisbmeut  of  other 
avocations. 

125.  The  assiduity  and  learning 
of  these  g-entlemen  have  produced 
several  works  in  oriental  languages 
and  literature  which  .have  been 
published  *ince  the  .commence- 
ment of  the4nstitUtion,  and  which 
have  greatly  facilitated  its  success. 
Continuations  of  these  useful  works 
are  uow  ij;i  a  considei:kble  degree  of 
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prif^Hesfl.  Some  works  of  this  nd* 
tore  are  actually  in  the  press.  At* 
this  time  the  prdfessors  aod  teachers , 
of  the  Persran,  Arabic,  ,Hind6»ta- 
dee,  Bengalee,  and  Samcrit  fan* 
gioage^,  are  each  employed  in  com« 
posing  grammauB  or  dictionaries, 
^nd  in  making  translations  or  com* 
pihitions  for  ttie  nse  of  the  students. 

126.  It  is  probable  that  the 
^rtatCT  part  of  tnese  works  will  be 
completed  in  the  course  of  a  year. 
No  cause  inferior  to  the  pressure  of 
absolute  necessity  would  justify 
your  government  in  the  sudden 
dismission  of  a  body  of  learned 
men,  whose  labours  are  now  em- 
ployed with  such  utility  to  the 
public  serv]ce,and  the  continuance  of 
whose  exertions  in  the  same  field 
promise  to  produce  such  fruits. 

127.  Many  learned  natives  are 
now  attached  to  the  institution, 
who  have  been  invited  to  Fort  Wil- 
liam, by  my  especial  authority,  from 
distant  parts  of  Asia.  These  re- 
spectable persons  have  been  encou- 
raged, by  the  prospect  of  pecuni- 
aty  and  honorary  rewards,-  to  un- 
dertake works  in  original  compo- 
sition for  the  use  of  the  college. 
They  also  render'  considerable  ser- 
vice to  the  professors  and  teachers 
in  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  several 
clashes.  The  expense  of  reward- 
ing- these  persons  according  to  their 
Jal)ours,  is  indispensable  to  the  pro- 
gress of  the  young  men.  The 
sudden  dismission  of  the  learned 
natives,  attached  to  the  college, 
would  therefore  be  an  act  of  mani- 
fest injustice;  on  the  grounds  al- 
leady  stated ;  It  would  also  be  an 
act  of  the  most  flagrant  impolicy  > 
nor  would  it  be  consistent  either 
with  the  interest  or  honour  of  the 
Company  ip  India,  that  a  nume- 
rous body  of  learned  natives,  after 
having  been  expressly  invited  by 
the  fiiitish  government  to  support 
a  public  institution^  by  the  aid  of 


tl^r  kri^oMeidgir  and  tnWnti^,  sfaoiild 
be  abruptly  deprived  of  their  ecno^ 
lunleBt8>  should  be  denied  the  op«» 
portunity  of  completing  those 
wbfks  which  they  had  beenenooura* 
gedtoconmience,  andsbduldbedri* 
ven  forth  tothe  extremities  of  Asia, 
to  report  in  their  respective  coun^ 
tries,  that  the  British  government 
was  unable  to  support  the  chai^ges 
which  it  had  deliberately  incurred, 
for  the  promotion  of  learning  and 
virtue;  that  we  were  compelled* 
by  the  distress  of  pur  finances,  to 
violate  our  faith  with  the  whole 
body  of  oriental  scholars  in  India  ^ 
and  that  in  the  extreme  and  des- 
perate condition  of  our  affairs,  we 
had  abdicated  the  support  of  our  ' 
recent  public  institutions,  iot  the 
liberal  education  of  the  civil  ser- 
vice, in  those  branches  of  know- 
ledge absolutely  necessary  to  secure 
the  blessings  of  good  government 
to  our  native  subjects. 

128.  It  is  scalrcely  necessary  te 
repeat,  in  this  place,  that  the  le- 
vival  of  Mr.  Gikhrists's  lectures^ 
would  ha^'c  left  all  these  appre- 
hensions and  evils  in  full  force,  un- 
less that  revival  had  in  fact  been 
equivalent  to  the  restoration  ctf  all 
the  establishments  of  the  college. 

129.  Urged,  therefore,  by  these 
powerful  principles  of  policy,  and 
by  these  irresistible  claims  of  jus» 
ticej  on  the  part  of  the  younger 
branches  of  your  civil  service,  ac* 
tually  attached  to  the  college  j  on 
the  part  of  the  learned  gentlemen^ 
whose  literary  services  have  been 
devoted  to  the  aid  of  the  institu- 
tion 3  and  on  the  part  of  the 
learned  natives  collected  from  dis* 
tant  parts  of  Asia,  retained  iii 
your  service  under  the  solemn 
pledge  of  publ  c  faith,  and  now 
successfully  employed  in  diffusing 
th^ir  knowledge  among  your  mnior 
servants,  I  have  resolved,,  that  the 
mder  passed  by  the  govemor-gew 
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neral  \n  council^  for  the  abolitioa 
of  the  College  of  Fort  William, 
should  not  take  full  effect  until  the 
31st  of  December,  1803. 

lao.  In  the  mean  while  I  have 
issued  orders  to  the  governments  of 
Fort  St.  George  and  Bombay,  di- 
xectiog  that  such  writers  of  this 
season,  as  had  arrived  at  those  pre- 
sidencies respectively  from  Europe, 
should  be  retained  i  and  that  no 
■writers  belonging  tq  the  establish- 
ment of  either  of  the  subordinate 
presidencies  should  be  conveyed  to 
the  College  of  Fort  William  until 
further  orders, 

131.  According  to  the  regvda- 
tions  and  statutes,  a  considerable 
number  of  students,  from  each  of 
the  presidencies,  will  be  detached 
from  the  College  in  tlie  ensuing 
month  of  December. 

132.  The  operation  of  the  cir- 
cumstances described  in  the  two 
preceding  paragraphs,  will  tend  to 
diminish  the  expenses  of  the  Col- 
lege during  the  ensuing  year. .  I 
have,  however,  judged  it  to  be  pro- 
per to  direct,  that  such  writers  as 
shall  arrive  in  Bengal,  with  ap- 
pointments to  this  establishment, 
shall  be  attached  to  the  college, 
upon  their  arrival,  and  shall  be 
admitted  to  all  the  benefits  of  the 
institution,  until  the  time  of  its 
final  abolition. 

133.  I  shall  issue  to  the  govern* 
ments  of  Fort  St.  George  and  Bom- 
bay, such  orders  as  shall  appear  to 
me  most  conducive  to  the  better  in- 
struction of  the  junior  civil  servants, 
retained  at  each  presidency  during 
the  ensuing  year,  and  I  shall 
pass  such  regulations  as  may  be 
calculaled  to  protect  the  Conipany 
against  any  considerable  expense, 
from  the  detention  of  the  writers 
at  each  presidency.  I  am;  how- 
ever, aware,  that  some*  iuconve- 
:vw?!*'e  n-;ast  necessarily  attend  llie 

..  .;ii  cf  these  young   men,  at 


their  raspec^e  [»estdet}cies>  imtil 
the  fuvtiier  pleasure  of  the  court, 
upon  the  i^holp  subject,  shall  b« 
Qommunio4|ted  t^  this  goverament. 
But  this  ini^nvef^iienoe  is  insepa- 
rable from  th^  nature  of  the  case ; 
viewed  in  its  ut^ibst  possible  extent, 
it  admits  of  na  con^arison  with 
the  icfiportant  oonsiq^rations  al- 
ready stated  in  thislettec. 

134.  Among  the  motives  wliich 
induced  me  to  protect  the  exis- 
tence of  th^  institutioii  uptil  De- 
cember, 1 80^  I  have  dwelt  with 
considerable  expectation  op  tlie  op- 
portunity which  this  delay  will  af- 
ford to  the  honourable  court,  of  re- 
viewing the  consideiations  which 
dictated  their  ordeii  of  the  2fih 
January,  1802,  of  adverting  ip 
the  facts  and  ai^roeitts  submitted 
to  you  in  this  letter,  a^iid  of  estK* 
ipating  the  result  of  the  important 
change,  effected  iti  the  situation  of 
afl^rs  in  India,  since  thQ  date  of 
those  advices,  which  hadreacbed  the 
court  in  the  month  of  Jaauary, 
1802,,  and  which  appears  to  have 
formed  the  foundation  of  the  court's 
letter  of  the  27th  of  that  month. 

135.  llie  honourable  court,  after 
die  receipt  of  this  dispatch,  will 
be  enabled  to  proceed  to  a  final 
decisionof  this  important  question, 
with  information  amply  sufficient 
to  illustrate  all  its  essential  parts ; 
and  if  the  immediate  result  of  the 
court's  renewed  deliberation  should 
be  to  command  this  government  to 
accelerate  the  abolition  of  the  col-  \ 
lege,  and  to  demolish  that  institu*  ^ 
tion  at  any  period  of  time,  earlier 
than  the  3 1  St  of  December,  1 803 , 
you  may  be  assured,  that,  in  the 
arduous  situation  which'  I  now 
hold,  I  would  manifest  a  prompt 
and  dutiful  obedience  to  an  order, 
which  would  be  founded  on  a  full 
knowledge  of  the  state  of  local 
circumstances  in  India,>  and  of  all 

thi 
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the^notives  which  now  direct  my 
opinion  and  conduct. 

136.  In  such  an  events  I  should 
certainly  discharge  my  duty  with 

.  promptitude  and  dispatch ;  but  I 
must  have  renounced  the  fixed  con- 
viction of  my  judgment^  and  I 
must  have  extioguished  the  warm- 
««t  sentimeiHs  of  my  hearty  before 
I  could  discharge  luch  a  4uty  wiih-  . 
but  sufifering  the  most  severe  pain 
and  regret,  iu  reflecting  on  the 
public  benefits  which  must  Bow 
from  the  establishment  of  this  in- 
stitution, and  on  the  p\iblic  calami- 
ties which  must  attend  its  aboli- 
tion. 

137.  The  objects  proposed  by 
the  institution  are  the  most  inte- 
reslingy  comprehensive,  and  im- 
portant, which  could  be  embraced 
by  any  public  establishment  3 
and  their  accomplishment  is  abso- 
lutely requisite  for  the  good  go- 
vernment and  stability  gf  this  em- 
{^e^  and  for  tl>e  maintenance  of 
the  interestfi^  and  honour  of  the 
Company,  ai^  of  the  nation  in  In- 
dia. 

138.  Many  of  those  objects 
have  already  been  accomplished  by 
the  cficcts  of  tlieinstitution  under 
the  eyes  of  this  government,  and 
all  of  them  promise  to  be  se- 
cured by  the  q^ntinuance  and  sta- 
bility of  the  same  system  of  dis« 
cipline  suid  study. 

13g.  Witfi  such  experience,  and 
.  with  such  prospects,  I  carmrrt 
abandon  the  auspicious  hope,  that 
the  representati(m  submitted  (o  you 
in  this  letter,  may  prove  the 
means  of  inducing  the  honourable 
court  to  restore,  to  their  civil  service 
in  India,  the  inestimable  advan- 
tages which  must  be  destroyed  by 
tlie  destniction  of  the  College  of 
Port  William,  and  to  suffer  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  College  of  Fort 
William  to  remain  unaltered,  until 
I  shall  have    the  honour  of   re- 


porting, in  person,  to  the  court, 
tlie  condition  and  effects  of  the 
itistitution,  and  c^  submittting  to 
you  such  details  as  may  enable  the 
court  to  exercise  its  final  judgment 
on  the  whole  plan. 

140.  The  expense  x>f  the  insti- 
tution is  greatly  overbalanced  by 
the  importance  and  magnitude  of 
its  beneficial  consequences.  X  should 
be  guilty  of  disrespect,  as  well  as  of 
injustice  towards  the  £ast  Indii 
Company,  if  I  could  suggest  that 
the  court  of  directors, -^ with  a  full 
knowledge  of  the  objects  and  prin- 
ciples of  this  institution,  and  with 
ample  proofs  of  its  actual  success, 
could  now  admit  an  opinion,  that 
the  sum  of  money  now  requisite  to 
defray  its  charges,  might  be  applied 
to  any  purposes  more  beoeficial  to 
the  interests  of  the  Coaipany  in 
India. 

141.  I  therefore  close  this  letter, 
with  a  perfect  confidence  tliat  the 
honourable  Court  will  issue,  with- 
out delay,  a  positive  command. for 
the  continuance  of  the  College  of 
Fort  William  until  further  orders  j 
and  although  my  resignation  of  l!ie 
office  of  Governor-general » pre- 
cludes the  hope  of  my  being  eca- 
ployed  as  the  instrument  for  re- 
storing tills  important  benclit  to 
lliese  valuable  dominions^  I  §ii3\{\ 
embark  from  India  with  a  firm* re- 
liance, that  my  successor  vill  exe- 
cute the  salutary  orders  of  the  ho- 
nourable court,  for  the  restoration  of 
the  College  of  Fort  William  witli 
the  same  sentiments  of  zeal  for  the 
public  sei%'ice,  and  of  attachment 
to  the  public  interests  and  Iionpiir, 
which  induced  me  to  found  (iiat 
institution.  ;

Your  committeey  in  submittiDg  to  the 
House  the  rttult  of  their  exMninattoo 
of  these  accounts,  have  endeavoured*  as 
far  as  in  their  power,  to  do  justice  be- 
tween tSe  pubuc  and  the  Company,  up- 
on a  prdlrressive  expenditure  of  sev^al 
years  The  proportion  in  vrhieh.  the 
charge  was  to  fall  ultimately  on  the  par- 
ties, does  not  appear  to  have  been  ascer- 
tained with  any  precision  at  the  time,  in 
^the  orders  which  gave  rise  to  those  ser- 
vices, but  was  left  to  be  settled  At  a 
£atui«  day.  in  the  confidence  that,  be-* 
tween  such  parties,  an  adjostment^  on 
grounds  of  justice  and  liberality,  would 
b«  effected. 

Your  committee^  thonld  unnecewa- 
rily  extend  this  report,  wer«  they  to«n- 
ter  into  the  detailed  reuoning  ppon 
which  your  committee  have,  after  much 
deliberation,  assigned  the  several  heads 
of  charge  to  be  bQrne,  either  separate- 
ly, or  jointly  .by  the  public  and  the 
Company ;  their  decision  on  each  bead 
has  been  influenced  partly  by  ,a  consi- 
deration of  the  precise  orders  issued  at 
the  time  directing  those  services ;  partly 
by  the  nature  of  the  services  themselves; 
and  partly  hf  a  consi'leration  of  the 
proportionate  share  of  advantage  from, 
or  duty  to  perform  the  services  in  ques- 
tion, which  appeared  to  your  commit- 
tee naturally  to  attach  to  the  pubKc  and 
the  Company  respectively,  according  to 
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the  best  view  they  could  form  of  their 
relations,  duties,  and  interetts,within  the 
•sphere  of  these  operations.  But 
whilst  they  have  endeavoured  to  dispose 
of  each  head  of  charge,  according  to  a^ 
just  estimate  of  its  own  particular  cha- 
racter, your  committee  desire  it  to  be 
understood,  that  they  have  not  found 
it  possible  to  adopt  ,a  strict'  uniformity 
of  piihciple  with  tespect  to  each  head 
taken  separately,  but  have  rather  aimed 
at  such  general  arrangement  upon  the 
whole  of  the  accoimt,  as  might  best  re- 
conrcile,  on  a  question  liable  to  a  consi- 
derable iliffereace  of  opinion,  the  fair 
cUums  bf  the  parties.

The  Committ-e  having,  pursuant  to  the  reference .  of  Courr,  endeavoured 
thoroughly  to  investigate  the  claims  of  the  comihanders  of  several  ^ips  employed 
in  the  expedition,  set  on  foot.^in  the  year  1797,  against  Manilla;  and  having 
availed  themselves  of  the  information  and  opinion  of  the  late  Govemor-i^ene  al 
(Lord  Teignmouth)  on  this  sabj«ct,  now  beg  leave  to  state  the  conclusions  thi;/ 
have  fonxied  upon  it.      ^  .

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'  Tht  i^renl  grounds  on  which  the  command«n  make  aa  appeal  to  the  justice 
or  iiberatity  of  the  Oompanyr  may^  be  enuinjerated  under  the  foi.gwing  heads : 
^     1st.    Bitnordinary  expenses  incurred  fbr  the  Uble  of  military  officers  sent  on 
their  ships. 

'Sd.  £oss  incurred  on  the  forced  or  hasty  sale  of  investment.  Tl^s  is  particov 
larly  insisted  on  \iv  two  commanders,  Smith  and  Oerrard. 

8d.    Loss  sustained' from  disappointment  of  passengers. 

4th.    Extraordinary  detention  in  India,  and  its  coi)seqoences. 

SOu  Remuneration  for  the  zeal  and  alacrity  with  which  the  service  of  the 
expedition  was  performed. 

For  determiamg  with  more  precision  upon  the  particular  application  thus  made* 
it-will  be  proper  to  premise  some  observations  of  a  general  nature. 

First.  There  is  a  distinction  to  be  observM  between  disbursemepts  actually  made 
by  commanders  on  account  of  the  public  services  in  which  they  sure  employedt 
and  any  loss  or  disappointment  which  that  service  may  be  alleged  to  occadon  iu 
their  private  affairs.  -Of  the  first  sort  is  the  table  kept  for  military  oScers., 

Second.  As  by  the  ezpreu  stipulation  of  the  owners  of  the  ships  in  the  Com* 
pany*s  service,  the  Company  have  a  power  of  employing  them  m  warfare,  the 
commanders  taking  their  situation  with  the  pay  and  privileges  attached  to  i%; 
anbiect  to  aU  the  contingencies  involved  in  this  fundamental  agreement,  it  ought  to 
be  laid  down  aa  a  geiMral  p.Hnoiple,  that  they  aie  not  entitled  to  any  compensation 
from  the  Company  for  disappointments,  to  which  the  course  of  such  services  aa 
their  ships  are  specifically  bound  to  perform  may  eventually  expose  them.  If,  .oi| 
the  score  of  deviation  from  the  first  destination  of  a  ship,  or  of  the  extraordinary 
length  of  a  voyage,  or  the  privation  of  advantages  Onginally  expected  to  arfse 
from  it,  the  Company  were  liable  to  be  called  upon  for  particular  recompense* 
the  nature  of  their  shippinir  service  would  be  wholly  changed,  and  that  general 
allowance  which  is  compreneoded  in  the  original  engagement  of  a  ship  for  coa« 
^ingencies,  in  the  nature  and  duration  of  a  voyage,  would  be  made  in  vain.  The 
committee  therefore  are  of  opinion,  that  claims  preferred  on  such  grounds  do -not 
stand  upon  any  basis  of  strict  right,  but  are  deserving  of  attention  chiefly  as  they 
may  come  recommended  by  a  government  which  possesses  the  confidence  of  the 
iconrt,  and  ak  it  may  be  prudent  and  becoming  to  mark,  with  ftpjirobation,  the 
pi^omptitude  and  zeal  with  which -important  operations  are  execitteo. 

Third.  This  general  position  applies  more  decidedly  to  incidental  and  tranaic^t 
aervices,  whether  of  trade  or  war,  performed  from  port  to  port  in  India :  but 
when  ships  are  wholly  taken  ofiF  from  the  business  of  trade,  and  employed  m  an 
indefinite  way,  as  cruizers,  solely  for  the  purposes  of  war,  the  ^ommaoden  toe  im 
this  case,  which  rarely  occurs,  sut>)ected  to  positive  expense  and  loss,  whicl| 
were  hardly  within  view  in  the  formation  of  their  allowances;  Sifch  was  the 
case  of  commodore  Mitchell  and  the  commanders  who  served  with  him.  They' 
were  entirely  taken  off  from  a  commercial  foundation  ;  and  their  case  difiRai  finenn 
|he  one  at  present  under  consideration,  in  which  there  was  at  most  but  the  suspen- 
sion or  inaction  of  a  few  months  in  the  still-existiog  trading  concerns  of  the 
commanders. 

Having  stated  these  general  obserratiDos,  the  committee  will  proceed  to  give 
fheir  opinion  on  each  of  the  claims  now  before  them,  as  they  relate  to  the  seven) 
ships  in  question ;  first  considering  the  regular  ships,  whic)i  were  eight:  vis.  llie

1st.  Expense  of  the  table  kept  for  military  ofiicen:  .  < 

The  justness  of  the  principle  of  this  claim  is  sulmitted,  ^d  a  compensatioQ  on  ac^  ' 
count  or  it  has  already  been  ipade  to  the  commanders  of  all  fegular' ships  employed 
in  the  expedition,  excepting  two*  captain  Dobree,  who  has  yet  ^ven  in  no  ac« 
f:onat,  and  captaiii  Smith,  of  the  Minerva,  by  whom  some  cliumvjs  now  brought 
forward,  aad  ^hose  case  being  p(^icular  it  wil(  receive  herei^ter  separate  con* 
sideration. 

Ik).  Loss  on  the  sale  investment : 

It  appears  from  a  statement  of  the  stay  which  the  ships  made  at  Madras  and 
Bengal, before  they  sailed  on  the  expedition,  that  all  of  them,  excepting  the  Mine^vn 
(whose  case,  as  already  mentioned,  is  le  be  sf  paratelv  considered)  had  tipK  snSr 

*        .  •  $cicn| 
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ficientat  Chow  settlements  for  the  disposal  of  private  iavestmenti  and  if,  whan 
the  orders  for  that  expedition  wcte  issued,  the  ctJInmanders  had  part  of  their  ad<*: 
▼CBtares  on  hand,  it  must  have  been  owing  either  to  speculations  of  their  own, 
or  to  the  general  state  of  the  markets,  things  of  which  the  causes  and  effects  ai«  r 
exceedingly  various,  and  which  neither  can  come  nor  ought  to  come  under  the 
coguizance  of  the  court.  For  these  reasons,  the  committee  are  cLear'y  of  opinion., 
that  no  valid  claim  lies  on  this  score.  .  ^  . 

3d.  Disappointment, of  passengers:  •. 

The  principle  of  the  claim  made  on  this  ground  cannot  be  admitted.     Such 
disappointment  is  one  of  those  cohtingencies  to  which  merely  commercial  deviat— 
tions  most  expressly  provided  for  in  the  charter-party,  and  occurring  continually 
are  equally  liable.     If  admitted,  the  Company  could  never  make  an  unexpected, 
alteration  in  a  thip*s  voyage^  without  being  subject  to  a  demand  on  account 
of  it.  . 

Besides,  it  appears  that  all  the  ships  in  question  came  home  furnished  with- 
passengers ;  some  with  a  great  number. 
45i.  Detention  in  India: 
Although,  according  to  the  third  of  the  general  observations  laid  down  in  thia, 
report,  the  commanders  2re  certainly  not  in  strictness  entitled  to  any  compensation  < 
on  account  of  detention,  yet  where  extraordinary  services  are -so  well  performed- 
as  to  be  thought  worthy  of  any  reward  from  the  Company,  the  loss  with  whicV 
the  performance  has  been  attended  to  the  individuals  concerned  in  it,  may.then 
properly  be  taken  into  consideration  in  estim^iting  the  reward.     The  conc<Qct  of  ^ 
the  commanders  in  quenion  has  been  approved  of  by  the  Government-general,- 
and  detention  has  occasioned  evident  loss  to  them,  because  the  service  on  which 
they  were  employed  did  not  admit  of  anj  commercial  transaction,  whereby  profit 
might  possibly  have  ensued,  thou^  it  might  indeed  have  ended  advantageously  by 
mwtary  ^uccess.     Was  it  productive  of  any  benefitJn  that  way  ? 

The  five  regular  ships,  Hawkesbury,  Phoenix,  Goddard,  Lushington,  and  M^ 
cartney,  were,  on  an  average,  about  twelve  months  in  India. 
'  The  Minerva,  whose  case  is  particular,  was  nine  months. 
The  Camden  was  twenty-three  months,  having  been  thrown  out  of  the  service. 
The  Bosbridee  received  damage  on  the  expedition,  which  marie  it  necessary  to  , 
send  her  into  dock,  and  she  was  thrown  out  of  the  service,  and  her  detention  la 
India  was  twenty  months. 

The  average  stay  in  India,  in  the  years  1797-8  and  9,  of  six  ships,  not  employe4 
in  any  war 'service,  was  five  months  twenty-five  days;  and  of  two  ships,  thrown 
out  of  the  service,  diirteen  months  twenty  days. 

There  is  then  an  excess  of  detention  in  respect  to  the  first  five  ships,  of  six 
months  five  days ;  and,i^  respect  to  the  Camden,  of  nine  months  ten  clays^;  aivi 
the  Busbridge,  six  months  ten  days. 
And  under  this  article  of  tletention  may  be  comprehended  theie  particulars,  vie. 
l«t.  Extra  expenses  incurred  by  a  longer  stay  on^tthore;  that  is,  the  difference  of 
the  expense  of  living,  during  that  peripidf  between  India  and  England. 

2d.  The  probable  loss  of  some  interest  on  the  money  invested  outward,  wliich,

Th«  Government-general  has  in  strong  terms  stated  to  the  ctturt  the  alacrity.a^d 
«al  With  which  the  commanders  of  the  Company's  ships  exerted  themselves  iu.th^ , 
service  of  the  expedition  to  Manilla^  and  it  has  beeiv  recommended  tl\at  such  ^^ 
reihmneration  as  to  the  court  shall  seem  fit,  may  be  bestoweil  up^n  them.  Ldord^

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On  all  tjieie  rrotmdt  the  coamilte^  .taking  into  conaideiition  alio  what  haf 
been  stated  under  the  proceeding  article  of  detention,  are  of  opinion,  that  .the 
captains  Hay,  Orrock,  Price,  Graham,  and  Ooech,  qf '  the  respective  ships  Mi' 
cartney,  Phoenix,  Hawkesbury,  Goddard»  and  Ltishington,  be  each  remunerated 
for  his  services,  and  all  claims  founded  thereon  in  the;.  Manilla  expedition,  widi 
^  the  sum  of  £.  ISO. 

'  And  that  captain  Dance,  of  the  Camden,  and  captain  Dobree,  of  the  Busbridge, 
^rom  whom  no  statement  of  losses  has  been  received,  vho  were,  on  account  of  the 
repair  of  their  ships,  which  received  damage  on  the  expedition,  detained  in  India, 
the  former  eleven  months,  and  the  latter  eight  months  longer,  the  above  com- 
manders be  remunerated,  on  the  same  grounds,  with  the  following  sums,  viz.

Captain  Dobtee 1,000 

The  committee  next  proceed  to  consider  the  separate  case  of  taptain  Smith,  of 
the  remaining  regular  ship  Minerva. 

He  ha^been  destined  to  Madras  and  Bengal,  and  after  a  stay  of  thirty  seven 
days  at  the  former  place,  just  as  he  was  departing  for  Bengal,  was  ordered  to  pro- 
ceed to  Penang.  He  had  a  great  investment  on  board,  which,  on  receiviog  this 
order,  he  sold,  as  he  asserts,  for  what  he  could  get,  which  was  scarcelv  prime  cost 
in  England.  And  the  consigrnroent  also,  which  in  conseqaence  of  this  order  he 
was  forced  to  send  on  the,  Marquis  of  LansHown  for  Bengal,  appears  to  be  after- 
wards transhipped  from  that  vessel,  and  ne^ected  when  landed  at  Calcutta. 

On  the  whole,  therefore,  it  may  be  admitted  from  these  facts,  which  as  to  the 
times  of  sailing,  and  places  of  destination,  are  authenticated  by  the  records,  that  he 
austained  a  direct  loss  in  bis  investment,  by  not  having  had  time  sufficient  to  dispose 
pf  it  pteviousto  the  expedition,  and  by  the  measures  he  was  forced  to  take  when 
ordered  suddenly  ty  go  to  Penang  instead  of  Bengal. 

He  had,  moreover,  three  difrcrent  sets  of  military  officers  on  board  has  ship, 
and  at  his  uble :  one  from  Madras  to  Penang ;  one  from  Penang  to  return  to 
"Madras ;  and  having  been  forced  back,  by  the  change  of  the  monsoon,  to  Penang, 
nnd  there  detained,  and  appointed  to  proce^  to  Bengal  instead  of  Madras,  he 
carried  a  third  set  of  officers  for  his  last  destination.  He  estimates  his  expenses 
in  victualing  all  these  officers  at  £250. 

After  his  arrival  in  Bengal  he  was,  in  oonsideration  of  his  precedins  disappoint-  " 
ments,  permitted  to  get  readv  for  £uro[>e.  direct^  with  leave  to  call  at  Madraf, 
^here  he  hod  left  property  wnen  he  hurried  from  it  to  Penang.  His  saltpetre  and 
stock  for  his  p.issengers  were  shipped,  -when  the  Bengal  government  were  com- 
pelled to  order  him  to  Ceylon,  by  which  means  he  lost  the  passengers  he  was  to 
have  carried  itom  Bengal,  and  he  was  also  prevented  from  collectiug  his  outstand- 
ing concerns  at  Madras.  He  found  no  equivalent  in  respect  to  passengers  at ; 
C^lon,  and  estimated  his  loss  in  stock,  &c  on  this  score  at  £  1 ,000. 

His  detention  in  the  country  was,  as  above  stated,  nine  months. 

Taking  all  these  circumstances  into  the  consideration  of  the  remuneration  to  bf 
given  to  captain  Smith,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  it  may  be  fixed  at  £  1^350. 

The  committee  now  proceed  to  consider  tne  case  of  the  dismantled  ships  em- 
ployed on  the  Manilla  expedition.  They  were  tliree  in  lumber,  the  Pitt,  the 
Lascelles,  and  Royal  Admiral. 

Of  these  none  went  to  Penang,  all  were  sent  from  Bengal  to  the  coast  with 
stores,  and  returned  to  Bengal. 

Captain  Kempt,  of  the  Lascelles,  having  received  from  the  government  of 
Madras  a  lucrative  appointment  in  the  expedition,  and  having  in  consequence  re^ 
signed  the  command  of 'his  ship,  to  which  he  was  afterwards  restored  on  her  re« 
turn  to  Bengal,  has  made  no  claim,  and  is  not  to  be  considered  in  the  present 
question.  .  -  ^ 

,    The  detention  in  India  of  tl^e  ships  Pitt  and  RoyaA  Admiral,  was,  on  an  averagCi' 
Hbout  12  months. 

Captain  Fellowes,  of  the  Royal  Admiral  has  yet  made  no  particular  repreienta» 
|ion  of  his  losses. 

Mr.  H.  Booharo^  on  the  part  of  his  bmther  captain  Bonham,  then  chief  mate 
of  the  Royal  Admiral,  who  it  appears  was,  by  agreement  with  captain  Fellowes,

From  th^  <;ircumstance8  the  committee  do  not  see  that  captain  Genard  hid 
not  sufficient  time  for  the  disposal  of  his  investment  at  Madras  and  Bengal,  if  the 
markets  were  otherwise  favourable.  He  was  only  employed  between  Ben^^al  and 
the  coast,  therefore  never  out  of  the  line  of  commerce.  He  may  have  lived  on 
shore  five  or  six  months  more  than  he  would  have  done  had  he  been  originally 
dispatched  direct  from  Bengal  to  England ;  and  the  difference  between  the  expense 
of  living  for  this  time  in  BsQeal  and  in  England  is  the  point  to  be  considered. 
With  regard  to  the  expense  of  his  table,  he  had  noofficers  on  boa'rd,  but  states  tbtt 
he  was  ordered  to  victual  for  six  months ;  and  admitting  this  fact,  the  committee 
think  he  may  be  allowed  for  extra  expense  on  this  score  the  sum  of  £.  900, 

Am  theships  Royal  Admiral  and  Pitt  werenever  employed  in  lodiabut  upon  our  own 
coast,  the  commanders  of  thCse  Uiips  were  not  exposed  to  the  same  peril  nor  to  the 
eame  inconveniencies  as  thOfe  who  were  sent  to  the  eastward-  But  it  is  true  that 
they  were  detained  a  season  in  the  countr)-,  and  their  ships  having  been  engaged 
pnly  fyr  that  voyage,  they  have  not  the  same  prospect  of  n^aking  up  for  their 
disappointments  as  the  commanders  of  those  ships  which  are  still  in  the  service; 
and  it  is  also  certain  th^it  in  their  lines  they  a<e  equally  entitled  >vith  the  rest  of  the 
cominanoers  to  the  benefit  of  the  recomnviadation  which  the  Governor.general 
has  given  of  the  good  conduct  of  all  the  commanders,  and  also  of  their  particular 
situation  as  employed  in  dismantled  ships. 

On  these  grounds  the  committee  arc  of  opinion  that  the  commanders  of  the  Pitt 
and  Royal  Admiral  may,  in  consideration  of  their  service  in  forwarding  the  out^ 
of  the  expedition  against  Manilla,  and  of  all  claims  founded  thereon,  be  each  re> 
munerated  with  the  sum  of  £  750,  leaving  it  to  be  determined,  by  further  investi- 
gation, to  whom  the  allowance  to  the  commander  of  the  Royal  Admiral  of  right 
lielongs.

The  auditor  to  the  Company  attending  with  the  accounts  and  the  minutes  of  roect- 
ines,  in  1803,  between  Messrs.  Beaggc  and  Vansiirart,  on  the  part  of  Government, 
and  the  deputy  chairman,  (Jacob  Bosanquet,  esq.)  and  sir  Hugh  Ingiis,  00  the  part  of 
the  Compiny.  *■  -• 

On  reference  to  these  minutes,  inquiry  was  made  as  Co  accounts  thercin«meDtiooed 
to  have  been  formerly  settled,  and  an  explanation  thereof  given. 

Mcsili.  Long  and  Dundas  desired  to  have  the  accounts,  (No.  3.)  of  expenses  of 
Ceylon,  and  of  (he  Moluccas  and  Malacca,  stated  separately,  which  wa*  direcicd 
accordingly. 

Also  an  account  to  be  prepared  of  the  profits  on  spices. 

After  some  general  remarks,  agreed  to  adjourn  to  the  24th  instantf-and  subsequemly 
to  the  1  Attr  of  January  next. 


EAST.INDIAH€USE,  nth  January,  1805. 

Messrs.  Long  and  Dundas  observed,  that  having  gone  over  tbe4)roceedingaof  the 
former  meetin^^  in  ^803,  they  had  now  to  state,'  that  with  regard  10  the  accouor, 
{^o.  1.)  contamins  the  expense  incurred  by  the  Company  by  the  intended  expedition 
to  Mauritius,  a%  by  %e  expedition  against  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope ;  artd  (No.  ft.) 
tht  expense  «£  the  intended  expedition  ^ins^/Ianilla,  they  concurred  in  the  opim- 
Qns  then  gi^^  by  Messrs.  Bragge  and  VansfAt,  that  Government  ought  to  rciiii- 
burse  the  Company  those  expenses.  • 

TIjai  with  igpect  to  (No.  3  )  the  expenses  of  the  captufe  of  Ceylon,  the  Moluc- 
cas and  Malacft,  tllgf  had  not  been  able  to  ascertain  correctly  upon  what  principled 
mere  charge  of  the  capture  of  those  places  bad  been  allowed  by  the  gentlemen  cm« 
plpyed  on  the  part  of  Government;  that  it  occurred  to  them,  that  if  such  expense 
was  allowed,  some  further  part  was  (airly  claimable  by  the  Company;  but  to  what 
amount  they  had  not  yet  formed  ^opinion.  That  they  were  ready  to  admit,  in  irgatd 
to  Ceylon,  the  possession  of  that  place  might  be  considered  as  a  double  benefit,  that 
is,  that  it  was  productive  of  advantag(*-1)otii  to  Government  and  the  Company  ;  that 
Its  value  to  the  Com  pan  v  was  undoubtedly  considerable,  as  formin'g  a  material  defence 
to  their  possessions  on  tne  Coromandel  coast  in  particular,  aa-well  as  to  those  siiuaied 
in  the  fiay  of  Bengal  and  elsewhere,  in  a  more  general  view;  iKat  00  these  considen- 
tioos,  the  expense  of  keeping  that  bland  bein^  charged  to  Govemm^bt,  appeared  to 
'  thc;m  inadmissible,  and  they  therefore  must  object  to  such  charge. 

That  ijie  Mpe  observation  applied  in  part  to  the  Moluccas  and  M<;*>cca,  but  that 
they  wisnedio  see  a  separate  statement  of  the  expenses  of  Oylon  and  of  the  places 
last-mentioned,  as  desired  at  the  former  meeting,'  before  they  proceeded  ^rther  oa 
the  discussion.  ^    . 

"llicse  accounts  were  accordingly  submitted,  with  «  general  account  current  bctweeo 
Government  and  the  company,  Containing  sundry  alterations  and  additional  charges, 
calculable  with  interest  to  the  Aist  ultimo,  and  giving , credit  for  the  profit  oa 
spices,  exhibiting  an  estimated  balance  due  to  the  Contpany  upon  these  dates,  of 
f4,63ft,ooo.  • 

The  deputy  chairttan  and  sir  Hugh  Inglis,  on  the  rart  of  the  Company,  observed 
in  reply  to  the  argumems  urged  by  Messrs.  Long  and  Dundas,  regarding  Ceylon,  that 
they  had  2reat  ddbbta  of  the  probability  of  the  Company's  taking  possesaioo  of 

that 
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that  island,  under  the  peculiar  circuimtances  of  the  time,  had  it  not  been  for  the  rxpresf 
directions  of  bis  majesty's  ministers,  as  war  w:tb  Holland  had  not  been  then  decla- 
red, and  it  was  entirely  under  those  directions  that  the  Company  hdd  given  assistance 
in  the  capture  ;  (hat  the  administration  of  this  country  h^iving  taken  the  Kovrrnment 
of  the  island  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Q>mpany,  by  the  appoinimeni  of  Mr.  North  in  , 
October,  1798,  the  Company  from  that  period  had  no  coniroul  over  «he  cxpcndtiure  \ 
there;  this  circumstance  they  therefore  considered  as  giving  the  Company  a  paiticular 
claim  upon  Government  for  reimbursements  of  a  considerable  pari,  if  not  the  whole 
of  the  expenses. 

That  in  the  division  tH>w  made  of  the  items  of  the  account,  the  balan(fe  of  property 
remainiiii^  31st' December,  1801,  was  clearly  a  fair  charge  on  Government,  who 
had  (ben  takefi  exclusive  possession  of  the  settlement^;  and  that  the  whole  of  ihe 
property,  captured  in  1795-6,  had  becn^^ranted  by  his  majesty  to  the  captors  :  the 
other  particulars  of  expense  appeared  also  reasonably  charged  to  Government. 

Th'at  as  to  the  Molucca  Islands  and  Malacca,  the  Company  would  certainly  not 
have  thought  of  attacking  them,  but  for  the  ordera  of  administration  already  mentioned; 
this  ihey  conceived  would  not  admit  of  a  doubt,  therefore  the  Company's  claim  for 
reimbursement  of  their  expenses  on  this  account  seemed  unquestionable,  especial-ly 
as  credit  was  given  in  the  account  now  stated  for  the  profits  on  spices  from  the  Moluc- 
cas; and  the  stores,  as  well  as  other  captured  property,  had  been  granted  by  his  majesty 
to  the  captors,  the  Company  deriving  no  benefit  therefrom. 

Messrs  Long  and  Dundas  expressed  a  desire  to  have  more  time  to  consider  this  arti« 
'  cle,  and  the  further  discussion  tnereof  was  in  consequence  postponed. 

Proceeding  to  article  4ih,  the  expense  of  captures  on  the  Peninsula,  and  of  the 
maintenance  of  prisoners  taken  there,  Messrs.  Long  and  Dundas,  on  the  part  of 
Government,  observed,  that  they  acquiesced  in  the  opinions  of  Messrs.  Bragge  and 
Vansiitart,  that  the  whole  should  be  borne  by  the  Company,  as  they  must  necessarily 
have  undertakeo  the  expeditions  in  question,  the  natural  defence  of  their  ot(rn  posses- 
sions being  so  materially  involved  therein,  that  the  expense  of  prisoners  followed,  in 
due  and  ordinaiy  course,  the  expense  of  capturing  the  settlements;  they  must  there- 
fore entirely  object  to  this  article  of  charge.  1 

In  reply,  it  was  observed,  on  the  part  of  the  Company,  that  admitting  for  a 
moment  the  force  of  the  arguments  as  to  the. mere  captuieof  the  settlements,  the 
expanse  of  prisoners  ought  to  be  consiilered,  and  was  generally  considered,  a) 
belonging  to  Government,  who  usuallv,  in  treaties  of  peace,  settled  accounts  of  sucll 
expensed  with  the  nation  with  which  iney  had  been  at  war;  that  the  expense  defrayed 
by  the  India  Company  on  this  :tccount,  on  fornner  occa&ions,  had  always  constiiuied  a 
demand  on  the  Government  of  the  countr)*,  as  would  appear  in  various  discussions  ia 
parliament  and  otherwise,  and  that  nothing  could  shew,  in  a  stronger  light,  the  opinion 
enteriait^ed  by  administration  itself  of  ihe  Company's  right  in  ttiis  respect,  than  the 
allowance  in  the  act  of  1793,  of  claims  ol  this  nature  being  set-off  against  the 
demands  of  Government  on  ihe  Company,  for  the  expense  of  ships  and  stores.  . 

These  arguments  did  not,  however,  appear  to  make  any  impression  upon  the 
gentlemen  employed  on  the  part  of  government. 

On  articles  (No.  ^  and- 6 J  Messrs.  Long  and  Dundas  expressed  their  acquies- 
cence in  the  opinions  formerly  given  by  Messrs.  Bragge  and  Vansiitart. 
*  And  respecting  the  expenses  of  the  expedition  10  Lgvpt,  they  observed,  that  they 
taw  no  objection  to  recommending,  that  Government  should  defray  such  sum  as  it 
appeared  had  been  actually  incurred  by  the  Company  on  that  expedition,  beyond  the 
expense  which  the  troops  employed  would  have  incurred  had  they  remained  siaii- 
omry  within  the  Company's  territories  in  India,  provided  satislactory  accouuu  of 
these  exira  charges  were  made  out. 

Ta  this  it  was  stated  in  reply,  that  complete  accounts  had  not  hitherto  been 
leceived  ;  the  sum  charged  was  therefore  p-irtly  estimated  ;  buc  that. the  complete 
accounts  might  be  expected  from  liKlia  in  a-short  time. 

The  expense  of  capturing,  £lc.  the  Danish  settlements  was  then  coiisidered  ;  the 
orders  from  administration  on  the  subject  were  referred  to»  and  the  claim  of  the 
company  for  reimbursement  was  not  objected  to. 

Some  observations  were  made  by  the  deputy  chairman  and  sir  Hugh  Inglis,  on  the 
me  of  ioterest  charged  to, Government,  viz.  4  per  cent,  which  they  hoped  wou;d  be 
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coniidcrcd  as  extremely  moderate  ;  but,  chat'possibly  they  might  heretfter  lee  occa- 
■*  $ion  to  offer  reasons  in  supjwrt  of  a  claim  for  a  higher  raic.^ 

The  charge  from  the  pay  office,  stated  on  the  creditor  side  of  the  accountt  being 
mentioned,  it  was  explained,  that  the  sum  credited  was  le^  than  that  cbari;ed  by  the 
pay  ofTicc,  on  a  supposition  that  in  the  latter  were  included  expenses  tor  recraiu 
raised  for  regiments  in  India,  but  who  were  not  sent  there,  and  that  parcicalars  of 
<hc  charges  have  been  requested,  but  hitherto  none  were  forwarded ;  that  part  of  the 
charge,  it  was  presumed,  was  for  the  excess  in  number  of  troops,  stated  as  an  article 
of  debit  in  the  account. 

Meurs.  Lmig  and  Dundas  desired  to  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  general 
account  with  Government,  as  now  altered,  wh:ch  was  ordered  accordingly-

The  minutes  of  the  meetings  held  on  the  loth  of  December  last,  and  l  lib  instint, 
were  read,  corrected  and  appioved. 

Messrs.  Long  and  Dundis  then  observed,  that  haviiig  gone  through  the  aocoant 
current  last  drawn  out,  their  opinions  upon  the  several  items  therein  were  at  follows  : 

To  the  first  and  second  articles,  the  expenses  of  Mauritius  and  the  Cape,  aDd  of 
Manilla,  they  taw  ik>  objection,  and  were  of  qpini6a  they  should  be  defrayed  by 
Government. 

On  the  third  article  it  fpjx'ared  to  them,  that  of  the  expenses  of  Malacca  and  the 
Moluccas,  one-half  only  should  be  borne  by  Government,  and  the  same  with  respect 
to  the  expense  of  the  capture  of  Ceylon ;  ihai  the  three  next  items,  viz.  balaoce  of 
propcny  renwining  there  31SI  Dccclnber,  1^01;  remittances  from  India  not  arrived 
there  at  the  thnc ;  and  bills  drawn  from  Ceylon,  1802-3,  ^^*=y  ^^^  of  opinion 
might  be  admitted,  in  full ;  that  asio  the  expense  pf  prisoners,  thcv  were  doabcful  if 
any  part  thereof  could  be  allowed  to  the  Company  j  on  further  consideration, 
however,  they  were  disposed  to  admit  of  one  half  of  the  expense  being^  borne  by 
government ;  but,  us  to  ilie  cxpchsc  of  keeping  Ceylon,  tncy  muJt  ODJect  10  any 
part  thereof  being  charged  to  government. 

1  hat  to  the  fourth  article,  viz.  ihe  expense  of  the  foreign  settlements  on  the 
Peninsula,  and  of  prisoners  captured  there,  they  must  object  altogether. 

The  fifth  article  ^  the  expense  of  vessels,  &c.  they  were  of  opinion  might  be 
admitted. 

To  the  sixth  article,  the  expense  of  the  king's  troops  in  India  in  excess  to  th« 
number  authorized  by  the  acts  of  parliament,  they  objected. 

That  in  regard  to  the  eighth  article,  the  expenses  of  the  Egyptian  expedition, 
although  they  continued,  of  opinion,  as  stated  at  the  laet  mceimg,  thst  the  same 
should  be  borne  by  government,  it  appeared  to  them  that  the  amount  of  the  charge 
was  very  great,  especially  if  confined,  as  they  understood  it  to  be,  to  the  extraordi- 
r.ary  expense  of  the  troops  sent  from  India,  more  especially  w  on  referring  to  the 
statement  of  the  military  establishments  at  Bengal,  which  was  then  before  them,  ic 
appeared  that  the  expense  was  beyond  all  proportion,  as  to  the  number  of  troops  sent 
from  India  to  Egypt,  of  the  expense  of  an  equal  number  of  the  military  charged  oii 
that  statement ;  they  must  therefore  obsen'r,  that  when  the  accounts  ^tic  received, 
it  would  be  necessary  thai  they  should  undergo  a  strict  examination. 

It  was  observed  in  reply,  that  the  charges  of  the  expedition  did  not  consist  alone 
of  the  pay  and  allowances  of  the  troops,  that  a  very  considerable  proportion  thereof 
was  occasioned  by  tonnaj^e  Tor  the  transportation  of  those  tioops,  and  the  provisions 
anri  stores  necessary  for  their  support,  as  would  appear  by  a  statement  then  submitted, 
which  was  accordingly  lefeired  to,  whence  it  appeared  the  amount  of  tonnage  en- 
gaged for  thoSf  pu4)Cftes,  was  at  the  r:ite  of  upwards  of  ;C^o»ooo  pcr  annum. 

Messrs.  Lorf^  and  Dandjs  ihcn  observed,  thai  they  s.iw  no  objection  to  allowing 
ihe  Compriny  f'-imbuisetnent  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  capture  of  the  Danish 
sctilemenis  in  Indin,  nor  to  the  further  inierc-si  to  ihe  31st  DcecmbeT  last,  the  same 
being  computed  upon  the  sums  \fbkh  they  had  now  stated  their  opinion  might  be 
admitted. 

Having  thus  explained  their  sentiments  upon  the  articles  debited  to  Government, 
Messrs.  tong  and  Dundas  produced  an  accoiint  received  from  tlie  pay  office,  of  the 
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tiakn  ontheCAfnpaby  forexpense of  kind's  regiments servmg  in  India;  the^mount 
of  which  WM  i,2Sj««rj^^  insiead  of  1,000,0:0/.  as  credited  by  the  Company,  and 
which  they  supposed  must  be  substituted  in  lieu  of  the  latter.  They  alsbSverc 
of  opinioo  th«t  interest  thereon,  calculated  on  each  jc.u's  payment,  to  the  31st of 
December  ia^t,  wa.  charj^eable  to  the  Couipany  at  the  sitiie  rate  as  they  had 
charged  i^overnment.  * 

The  deputy  ch'airman  and  sir  Hugh  Inglis  observed,  that,  on  looking^  into  this 
account,  they  found  a  cliarg©  made  tor  re^^imeurs  ticrving  at  Ceylon,  since  that 
place  was  taken  under  mana;;euiei»t  of  the  crown  ;  they  must,  theretorc,  objc<it 
to  this  part  of  the  account  j  this  objcdlion  was  nd:nitted  to  be  valid. 

Messrs.  Long  and  DnsiUds  stated,  that  on  the  iVinciplcs  which  they  had  no%v 
explained,  they  did  not  meau  tZ  charge  the  Company  with  lite  prohis  oa 
spices. 

The  deputy  chairman  and  sir  Hu.^h  In^Jis,  in  reply  to  the  foregoing,  expressed 
their  concern  at  the  very  considerable  diminution  in  what  tney  considered  the  tiiir 
and  suitable  claims  of  the  Company  on* government,  upon  the  principles  of  the 
account,  as  it  was  now  proposed  to  be  admitted  jDy  Messrs.  Long  and  Dundas,- 
that  in  particular  with  regard  to  the  ex  .enscs  of  the  capture  of  the  Dutch  settle, 
ments  of  CeyUn,  Malacca,  and  Moluccas,  tlicy. had  h<^'ped  the  arguments  they 
had  offered  Would  have  made  such  an  iinprcsision  on  those  gentlemen,  as  would 
have  led  to  a  much  more  favourakle  result  in  regard  to  the  Company's  claims; 
that  as  to  Ceylcn,  there  seemed  to  be  no  position  more  incontrovertible  than  this  ; 
that  as  government  had  directed  the  capture,  and  had  subsequently  taken  the 
place  out  of  the  Company's  hands,  the.  (the  government)  should  bearjLlic  whele 
of  the  expense. 

That  in  reply  to  the  arguments  against  the  Company's  claims  on  this  subjedUn 
paiticular,  as  well  as  on  tU«  Dutch  and  other  captures  in  general,  the]^'  had  com- 
mitted  their  sentiments  to  writing,  in  a  paper  which  they  desired  novv  to  submit 
to  the  attejuive  consideration  of  the  gcntleqien  employed  on  the  part  of 
govemmeiiit 

The  paper  in  question,  entitled  *'  Reply,  Sec,  iec.  was  accordingly  read,  being 
as  follows : 

REPLY  to  the  argument  against  the  Company  s  claim  for  relmbursemenls  of  the 
expenses  of  the  Dutch  caftureSt  viz, ;  **  that  such  captures  'were  necessary  for 
insuring  the  safety  of  the  Cmtpanfs  possessions,"  &c.  &c.  &c. 

This  argament  appears  to  be  taken  up  upon  too  litriitcd grounds;  the  discussion  oi 
the  Company's  claim  in  the  account  stated,  ought  in  reason  to  proceed  upon  much 
more  enlarged  and  liberal  priiKiples-,  for  admitting  that  the  capture  of  the  settle- 
ments tti  question  had  been  indispensable  to  the  safety  of  the  Company's  other  pos- 
sessions, still  it  cannot  be  disputed  that  the  benefit  to  the  Company,  in  this  respect, 
was,  at  the  same  time,  a  benefit  to  the  state;  for  it  seems  impossible  to  consider  the 
question  as  one  between  two  parties  having  different  interests ;  on  the  contrary,  it 
ought  to  be  viewed,as  a  question  between  parties  whose  interests  were  and  ought  to 
be  not  only  reciprocal  but  inseparable ;  more  especially  under  the  act  of  1793/  by 
which  the  state  is  to  participate,  to  a  certain  extent,  in  the  profits  of  the  Company. 

In  this  view,  therefore,  and  in  view  to  the  large  revenue  derived  to  the  state  from 
the  Company's  commerce,  it  seems  no  more  than  just  and  reasonable  that  (he  state 
should  bear,  at  least,  a  part  in  expenses  which  diminish  or  absorb  the  Compmy's 
profit?,  in  which  the  state  woald  otherwise  participate,  more  especially  when  this 
IS  occasioned,  as  in  the  present  instance,  by  the  express  orders  of  government,  creating 
a  heavy  expense  to  the  Company. 

In  all  the  wars  in  India,  arising  from  .war  originated  between  Great  Britain  and 
other  European  powers,  acid  in  the  origin  of  which  the  East-India  Company  would 
.  ©f  coarse  have  had  no  concern,  the  additional  expenses  of  the  Company  have  been 
enormous  both  in  InJfa  and  in  Europe ;  in  tbe  former,  from  ex oeditions  undertaken 
against  the  enemy's  possessions,  and  the  -consequent  increase  wntch  has  taken  place 
in  the  military  establishments  abroad;  in  the  latter,  from  the  high  rates  of  frei};ht 
incidental  to  a  state  of  European  warfare,  demurrage  of  ships,  and  the  increased 
price  of  exports  from  Europe;  all  these  are  disadvantages  to  the  Companjr  in  time  of 
war,  against  which  nothing  in  the  way  of  counterbalance  can  be  itatcd. 

.  tN  3  O* 
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On  the  oihcr  hand,  all  jhe  losses  tiutained  by  the  state  in  v*»53U°  ^^^'^^  coiincflion 
with  the  Company,  is,  ihc  share  of  jhe  profits  whioh  wouiootberwJsc  accrue  to 
them  under  the  a^  of  1793;  but  ihrs,  it  is  believed,  is  more  than  made  up  by 

means  of  the  additional  duties  imposed  on  the  Company's  trade,  in  time  of  war,  bv 
yrhich  a  considerable  increase  of  revenue  has  been  derived  to  the  stale ;  and  although 
It  may  be  admitted,  that  notwithstanding  these  additional  imposts,  the  trade  of  Ibe 
Compai:y.  during  the  last  war,  flourished  beyond  example;  still  this  circumstance 
produced  cunsidcrithle  advantage  to  the  state""  m  the  mode  above  described  ;  whereas 
the  Company  by  no  mtans  benefitted  in  pro|x>riion,  because,  from  ihe  heavy  expenses  ^ 
of  their  military  establishments,  and  other  mcid- ntal  causes,  tht-yhave  betn  obliged 
to  H-^rrow  money  in  India,  at  vrry  iii^h  rates  of  iniercsfv  to  supply  ihe  investments 
for  Europe,  which  have  furnished  the  sales  at  home,  on  which  govermnent  have 
reap  d  so  great  advantages  from  the  duties  levied  thereon. 

Unlcu,  therefore,  the  subje£l  under  discussion  b?  treated  upon  the  broad  basis 
and  liberal  principles  of  an  inseparable  cohnc6)ion  between  the  (xiriies,  and  which 
seems  to  be  the  fiir  and  reasonable  ground  on  which  it  should  stand,  .pariicularl/ 
since  the  ad  oV  1793  was  passed,  the  relative  sitti^tion  in  which  the  Company  will 
Stand,  in  regard  lu  government,  will  be  this ;  th.it,  when  there  exists  a  profit  from 
their  concerns  10  a  certain  extent,  the  goverriitient  shares  therein ;  but  when  the 
reverse  is  the  case,  the  Company  alone  sustain  the  loss;  foi-'govcmmciit,  ixn^ess 
they  bear  part  of  the  exn-a  expense  of  wars  in  India,  not  only  lose  nothing,  but, 
fiom  the  additional  daties  on  tne  trade  diujng  the  war,  may  be  said  to  enjoy  eqtial 
advantages  wiih  those  ihty  would  derive  froiri  a  participation  in  profits  which  do 
not  in  fici  exist.  In  short,  considering  it  as  a  partnership  account,  that  one  of  the 
prties  (governmentj  in  every  situation  gains,  the  other  (the  Company)  sustains  all 
losses,  when  losses  accrue. 

This  seems  10  be  the  fair  and  equitable  view  in  which  the  question  ought  to  be 
considered  on  general  principles;  but  if  it  were  to  be  argued  as  a  point  of  cploBial  pro- 
tc6lion,  still  the  Company's  right  to  reimbursement  appears  well  founded^  because 
it  is  presumed  that  no  other  colony  helonging  to  the  ernpire  would  be  called  upon 
to  defray  expenses  of  th's  na-ure ;  if,  indeed,  the  situation  of  the  India  Company 
can  be  compared  with  that  of  any  of  the  British  colonics. 

In  addition  to  these  general  arguments;  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case 
deserve  atteniionf  admiiiing  ihat  the  possession  of  Ceylon  was  necessary  for  the 
prote£iioii  and  safety  of  the  Company**  possessions,  war  had  not  been  declared 
gainst  Holland ;  therefor^,  without  the  express  dire^ion  of  admjinistr3ttioii,  the 
Oinvpany  would  not  bvjvc  ventured  to  undertake  an  expedition  against  that  island. 
The  orders  for  taking  possession  of  that  and  the  other  Dutch  settlements,  dire£led 
they  should  be  so  taken  and  held  in  his  majesty's  name,  not  as  absolute  cap^res 
from  a  declared  enemy,  but  in  view  to  restoring  them  to  the  Stadtholder,  if  he 
should  recover  his  authority  in  Holland;  the  administration  of  this  country,  aftcir 
this  island  had  been  in  possession  of  the. Company  for  a  short  period  (about  two 
years  and  a  half)  assumed,  in  fa£),' the  government  of  Ceylon,  by  appointing  a 
governor;  and  the  expenses  of  the  scttlenier\t  were  thereafter  not  suD]e6l  to  the 
controul  or  diredion  of  the  Company.  From  January  i8c£,  that  island  was  tom^* 
pletf  ly  and  exckisively  made  subje^)  to  the  orders  and  controul  of  the  crown ;  a  due 
consideration  of  all  these  circuntsianccsseems  toesablish  the  claim^f  the  Company  for 
a/eimhursenient  ol  their  expenses  on  this  account  upon  indisputable  grounds ;  (or  it 
wouid  appear  unreasonable^  that  government  should  dire6i  the  Company  to  piit 
them$r*!vcs  to  certain  expense,  in  actiuirin^  possession  of  the  island  under  the  ex* 
traotdinary  state  of.aHairs  at  he  time,  that  ihey  should  divtst  them  of  the  executive 
management  thereof  soon  afterwards,  andy  finally,  should  deprive  them  of  any  con- 

V   troul  therein,  by  vesting  the  government  of  the  island  in  the  crown;  aiKl  yet,  after 
all,  should  insist  upon  their  bearing  the  charge  of  the  island  foi  all  the  period  amc* 

'  cedent  to  the   transa6Hon   last  mentioned  :  surely  in  fairness  and  ii>  justness  the 

Company  have  a  right,  under  these  circumstances,  to  expe£l  the  experucs  they  have 

incurred  for  jCeylon  should  be  repaid  in  full ;    tliey  giving,  credit,    as  they  are 

ivilling  totio,  for  any  piofits  they  may  have  derived  from  the  cinnamon  sent  to  Elurope, 

With    respe6i    to  the  capture   of    Malacca   and    Moluccas,     the    same    train 

^  of  reasoning  on  general  {^rotinds  applies  equally  as  to  Ceylon ;  nor  can  the  argunncnt 
of  thp  peccasity  for  taking  these  places,  in  view  to  the  safehr  of  the  Company's 
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0t|^>pcMS^i03S).  be  urgM  here  wiih  any  drgrfc  of  propriety;  for  it  it  certain, 
that  without  the  pa^tive  injun£Uons  of  government,  as  described  above,  the  Com* 
-pany  would  never  have  thought  of  takioe  possession  of  these  settlements.  Th^re. 
cannot  be  a  stronger  proof  of  this  than  by  advening  to  the  circumstance  of  the 
former  war  against  the  Dutch ;  a  situation  of  affairs  differing  widely^rom  that  at 
present  under  examiiRition.  At  4hat  period  the  Company  did  not  think  it  necessary  to 
attempt  thei  capture  of  these  places ;  nor  did  the  government  of  this  country  think  it  ne- 
cessary todireasuch capture;  combining,  therefore, this  with  thecifcumstancesof  the 
last  capture,  as  already  alluded  to,  th-irc  seems  to  be  no  doubt  of  the  validity  of  the 
Company's  claim  to  have  their  expCRses  on  this  account  reimbursed  in  full,  after, 
allowmg  for  the  profits  on  the  spices  sent  from  the  Molucca  Islands. 

In  some  degree  the  general  arguments  adduced  above  on  No.  3,  apply  to  No.  4, 
and  it  is  to  be  noticed,  that  in  the  latter  arc  included  the  expenses  of  the  capture, 
&c^of  the  Dutch  settlements  of  Chinsura  and  Cochin,  which  bcine  trade  under 
the  dire£lion  of  administration,  as  already  explained  in  respeft  to  hfo.  3,  the  ex- 
pense  seems  fairly  chargeable  to  govemmcpt.  It  should  likewise  be  remembered, 
both  as  to  No.  3,  and  No.  4,  that  with  the  exception  of  Pondichcriy,  where,  in 
hBr  very  little  was  taken,  the  prize-property  captured  at  all  the  settlements,  even 
to  the  stores,  has  been  granted  to  the  captors,  without  any  participation  being  ' 
allowed  to  the  Company. 

^  That  having  thus  slated  their  reasons  in  support  of  what  they  could  riot  but  con- 
pder  as  the  Company's  equitable  claims  to  1  more  liberal  allowance,  on  these  pc- 
ticular  points,  they  iesire,  in  addition  thereto,  to  observe,  that  all  the  profits  derived 
to  the  Company  from  the  possessions  and  trade  of  India,  amounted  merely  io  a 
dividend  on  the  capital  of  630,000/.  per  annum  :  that,  on  the  othcr^  hand,  govern- 
ment, to  the  duties  usually  levied  on  the  Company's  trade  in  peace,  had  added 
to  the  amount  of  upwards  one  million  annually,  und^r  the  denomination  of  war 
cbties.  These,  therefore,  were  circumstances  in  proof  of  the  arguments  above 
adduced ;  and,  -on  every  consideration  of  the  subjc6l,  they  felt  themselves  under  the 
pecessity  of  protesting  against  so  considerable  a  reduQion  as  was  now  pro}x>sed  in 
the  amount  of  the  Company's  claims.  That,  in  regard  to  the  expense  of  prisoners, 
they  must  desire  to  refer  to  and  repeat  the  reasons  already  stated  in  support  of  that 
expense  being  borne  by  government ;  and  they  requested  Messrs.  Lot^  and  Dundas 
would  maturely  re-consider  the  opioioas  tney  had  now  given  on  the  articles 
of  the  account  obje£^d  to. 

Messrs.  Long  and  Dundas,  on  the  p?rt  of  government,'  observed,  on  the  fore- 
going, that,  if  the  argqments  in  respect  to  the  participation  of  expense  by  govern- 
ment were  admitted,  they  might  extend  further  than  would  appear  now  to  be  con- 
tended for,  as  they  inight  be  thought  to  include  the  expenses  of  wais  begun  by 
the  Company  in  India,  such  as  that  with  Tippoo,  &c. :  that,  under  all  the  ob- 
jections now  stated,  the  Company  possessed  considerable  power,  authority,  and 
advantages  in  India,  which  they  woijld  very  unwillingly  forego,  and  that  they 
would  be  glad  to  receive  a  renewal  of  their  charier  with  all  these  disadvantages : 
and  they  cannot  but  consider  the  concessions  they  had  now  made  as  liberal;  and 
althougn  |hcy  would  willingly,  as  desired,  re-consider  the  whole  of  the  subje^» 
they  were  not  aware  that  such  re-xonsideration  would  cause  any  alteration  in  the 
sentiments  they  had  now  expressed* 

The  deputy  chairman  and  sir  Hugh  Inglis  now  claimed  to  chaiige,'  on  tb* 
part  of  the  Companyv  the  Indian  interest  which  they  had  paid  in  the  peribd  in. 
eluded  in  the  accounts,  the  same  being,  at  the  lowest  rate,  8  per  cent,  per  annum  : 
they  also  requested  the  attontion  of  ^  Messrs.  Long  and  Dundas  to  such  iurther 
observations*  as  they  might  iind  it  necessary  to  offer  on  the  accounts  in 
general. 

Messrs.  Long  and  Dundas  expressed  their  inclination  to  give  ey^f  due  atten- 
tion to  the  claim  of  interest,  and  to  such  other  observations  as  might  be  made 
on  the  part  of  the  Company  to  the  accounts.

.  Ac,  in  the  course  cf  the  discussions  rcspectiog  the  debt  owipg  by  government  to 
tBe  Company,  arguments  have  been  maintained  on  the  part  of  govrrnnicm  whkh 
involv'i  propositions  of  a  very  imporranc  and  extcosive  nitture,  it  may  be  proper  to 
enter  into  some  distinct  ronjiileratipn  of  them- 

-  i6t.  In  the  case  of  the  Capture  of  Ceybn,  government  directed  the  Com\>aoy  to 
take  possession  of  that  island,  at  a  time  wh  n  this  country  was  not  at  war  with  the 

£utch.     It  was  conquered  at  the  expense  of  the  Con^any  ;     but,  contrar)'  to  all 
nner  example,  instead  of  being  united  to  thtir  other  Indian  ter(iiorics»  was,  at  the 
Cftd  of  two  years,  made  a  icing's  government. 

•  Afterwards  the  ch-jrgc  and  maintenance  of  it,  wlih  an  exbcnsive  establishment  of 
crown  ofiicens,  was  committed  to  the  Company,  under  a  declaration  that  no  reasoQ 
appeared  why  if  it  were  retained  on  a  peace,  it  ^ould  not  be  made  over  to  them. 

.When  they  had  held  it  for  6§  years,  at  an  expense  of  jCi>5oo;Ooo,  government 
again  took  it  from  them  withf.ut  reimbursing  any  part  of  experdittire  ;  and,  fimliy, 
upon  a  peace,  the  island  was  ceded  to  Great  Britain,  the  government  of  it  was 
retained  by  the  crown,  and  payment  of  the  heavy  out  lay  to  which  the  Company 
had  Keen  subjected  by  the  corKju^st  and  charge  of  this  possession,  excepting  cnlj 
Que-half  Oif  the  expense  of  capture  (that  is,  ^i63,ooo  out  of  £1,474,000,)  is  now 
Kcfused.  ^ 

.  As  the  gentlemen  who  act  on  the  prt  of  government  must  think  that  it  has  a 
light  to  ma^e  such  refusal,  they  then  virtually  maintain  this  proposition,  that 
government  may  not  only  command  the  Contpany  to  undertake  any  military  enter- 
prizes,  which  it  inay  state  to  be  connected  with  the  security  of  their  tcrriiorial 
possessions  in  India,  but  may  la^e  to  itself  conquests  acquired  by  these  entt  rprizes, 
or  resume  them  after  they  have  been  put  into  the  Company's 'hand«,  siill  leavii}^ 
the  Company  burtbened  with  the  expense  they  have  incuned  in  keeping  them,'  upoo 
the  establish m;.nts  formed  by  government,  as  well  as  with  one  half  of  the  expense 
jof  acquiring  them.  - 

•  On  the  part  of  the  Company,  thpse  who  act  for  them  feel  themselves  obliged 
Bircnuously  to  contend,  that  however  disposed  the  Company  arc  at  all  times  to 
subserve  the  measures  of  government,  and  to  render  their  means  coiK^ucive  to  th^ 
general  interests  of  the  nation,  there  is  rjo  existing  law,  no  authority  in  the 
executive  government,  by  which  the  Company  can  be  compelled  to  employ  their 
funds  ill  making  or  maintaining  conquests  which,  whilst  those  conouesis  are  re- 
lained  from  the  enemy,  they  are  not  allowed  to  possess.  On  beha!f  of  the  Com- 
pany It  roust  also  be  urjied,  thi^t  the  whole  of  thtir  conduct,  in  respect  to  the 
acquisition  aixi  maintenance  of  Ceylon,  proceeded  upon  other  grounds,  upon  con- 
fidence in  ibc  good  faiih  of  government,  that  when  they,  (he  Company)  were 
required  first  to  take  possession  of  the  island,  and  afterwacds  to  manage  tt,  the 
inien:ion  of  government  was  cither  to  leave  it  in  thelif  hands,  or  to  compensate  ihem 
for  their  disbursements.  The  minutes  of  a  conference  with  Mr.  Dundas  (now  lord 
Melvjlie)  in  1797,  show  ihpt  he  coupled  the  retention  of  the  island  hy  the  Coflv 
jTany  with  their  defraying  the  expense  of  it.  Had  any  contrary  priiKiple  bccB 
mtiinated  by  |;overnment,  or  susiiected  Ty  the  Qoun  of  Directors,  they  could  not 
possibly  h-ive  been  warranted  in  submitting  to  such  an  application  of  the  funds  of 
iheir  conjiiiucnts,  hot  could  they  haVe  accepted  ihe  charge  of  the  island,  had  they 
known  that  it  was  .iga:n  to  be  taken  from  them  without  paying  them  for  the  expense 
of  keeping  it.  And  indeed  it  is  manifestly  conuary  to  the  plain  principles  of 
natural  justice,  to  depiivc  any  onc>  by  an  act  of  Power,  of  a  possession  which  he 
could  be  induced  to  accept,  and  to  lay  out  money  upon,  only  by  the  expectation  of 
keeping  it,  without  relaying  him  the  clear  expense  to  which  nc  has  been  &ttbjcaed 
by  It.-  '  . 

«d. 
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«d.  It  is  further  argued,  that  whatever  is  fit  for  the  Company  ihcmsclves  tp  do 
for  the  sccuriry  of  their  possessbns,  that  govcrnmcDt  might  order  them  to  perform, 
or  might  perform  for  them,  aiid  at  their  expense;  therefore  the  acquisition  and 
retention  of  Ceylon  evidently  cqntiibuting  to  give  additional  safety  to  the  British 
posses!»ions  in  India,  it  was  for  the  interest  of  the  Company  to  be  at  the  expense,  not 
only  of  the  conquest  of  it,  but  of  its  permanent  maintenance,  though  in  the  bands 
of  government,  and  they  ought  not  thence  to  object  to  the  expense  of  keeping  it 
for  the  few  years  during  which  it  was  in  their  possession. 

To  this  proposition,  also,  uken  in  an  indefinite  and  unqualified  way»  there  are 
decisive  objections.  For  it  claims  for  government  an  absolute  independent  power 
over  the  forces  and  finances  of  the  Company,  without  even  avowing  them  a  voice 
when  this  power  shall  be  exercised.  This  would  be  a  power  not  only  to  judge  and 
detcimine  for  the  Company  what  was  fit  for  them  to  do  m  respect  to  foreign  military 
entcrprizcs  admitted  to  oe  connected  with  the  security  of  our  Indian  posscssionsibut 
also  or  construing  that  connection  to  extend  to  the  most  distant  points,  as  £^pt,  the 
Cane  of  Good  Hope,  Malta,  the  Mediterranean,  or  places  still  more  remote,  and 
ororring  expeditions  to  ai^,  or  all  these  points,  the  Company,  in  the  first  instance,  to 
dist)uf^  the  charges,  or  to  be  subject  to  repay  the  sums  which  shall  be  stated  to  have 
been  exp<nided  on  these  accounts  by  government.  Such  a  power  would  be  contrary 
to  the  whole  tenor  ^and  spirit  of  the  existing  laws  ;  and,  without  meaning  to  insinuate 
that  it  would  not  be  equitably  exercised,  the  Court  ol  Directors  can  by  no  means 
acquiesce  10  reasoning  which  assumes  or  implies  it. 

3d.  It  is  urged,  that  all  conquests  which  improve  the  security  of  the  Indian  pos- 
sessions are  so  evidently  for  the  oenefit  of  the  Company,  that  it  is  natural  and  proper 
they  should  defray  the  cost  of  acquiring  and  rciaiiiuig  them. 

To  this  it  may  oe  answered,  that  for  the  expense  of  conquest,  either  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  the  safety  of  the  Compiiny's  possessions,  or  of  which  they  exclusively  reap  the 
advantage,  it  may  be  allowable  to  contend  that  they  alone  should  be  liable;  hut  it  is 
obvious  that  some  of  the  conquests  attempced,  or  made  in  the  last  war,  as  Manilla 
and  Mauritius,  Malacca  and  the  Moluccas,  were  not  at  all  necessary  to  the  safety  of 
ihe  Company's  territories ;  and  with  respect  to  those,  and  all  the  other  acquisitions 
made  in  the  course  of  that  war,  particularly  from  Europeai.  enemies,  the  nation 
derives  from  them  far  more  benefit  than  the  Company  ;  ist.  in  the  general  reputatiba 
and  ascendency  they  give  to  the  British  power  and  influence  in  Europe;  sdly,  iii  the 
loss  and  distress  they  occasion  to  the  enemies  of  the  country  ;  3dly,  in  the  wealth  they 
bring  into  it;  4biy,  iri  the  very  article  of  security  (in  whatever  degree  they  do 
afford  greater  security)  to  the  Indian  possessions.  To  which  nwy  be  added,  5thly,  as  an 
appendage  to  these  national  advantages,  that  the  controul  and  direction  of  Indiaa 
amairs  there,  is  not  with  the  Company,  unless  indeed  it  be  argued,  that  the  small  share 
of  patronage  left  to  them  constitutes  power  and  influence  ;  all  the  great  whet  Is  of  the 
machine  are  moved  by  government  at  home,  who  ditcct  and  controul  the  Company 
in  all  their  principal  operations  in  India. 

It  has  be^n  observed,  that  with  all  the  sacrifices  stated  to  have  been  made  by  the 
Company,  and  under  all  the  objections  made  to  the  mode  of  adtusiing  the  account 
with  government,  now  proposed  on  the  part  of  the  lattei,  the  Company  would  be 
glad  to  have  a  renewal  of  their  charter. 

The  only  reply  that  seems  immediately  necessary  to  this  remark  is  this,  that  possibly, 
under  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  adn^nistration  in  the  manner  complained  of  above^ 
the  Company,  rather  than  relinquish  altogether  rights  which  they  consider  justly 
their  due,  might  be  induced  to  submit  to  the  privation  ot  a  par  ,  in  order  to  retain 
the  other  part,  however  small  the  latter  might  be;  but  this  consutures  no  fair  argu- 
ment against  the  Company's  claims  now  under  coiisideraiion ;  claims  which  ifaey 
consider  to  have  onginatcd,  in  a  great  degree,  in  the  <  x-rcisc  of  a  power  which  ihcy  do 
not  acknowledge  to  exist  in  the  present  situation  of  affairs  regarding  the  charter  ;  of 
the  effects  of  which  they  now  complain,  and  against  wbich,  lu  the  mode  and  to  the 
extent  insisted  on,  on  the  part  of  goversmcnt,  the  Company  miist  strenuously 
Contend. 

All  the  territorial  acquisitions  of  the  Company  have  aggrandized  and  enriched  the 
nation  incomparably  more  than  they  have  benefitted  the  proprietors  of  Inoa  stock. 
Those ^oprictors  have  hitherto  sclaom  received  more  than  a  common  interest  fpr  the 
moocy  invested  by  them  in  the  joint  stock ;  but  the  fiatioo  has  received  into  its  bosom 

all 
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all  the  vast  tide  of  prwrate  wealth,  that  for  nearly  the  last  fifty  year*  has  itguUrly 
flowed  finom  tjie  G}mpany*t  possessions  in  the  ease  ;  aH  the  profits  on  the  ^reac 
commerce  carried  on  with  those  countries,  by  which  its  maTTUtecrurcs  and  shipping 
have  been  so  much  augmented,  a  prodigious  annual  revenue  firom  customs  and  auiiest 
a  general  increa&e  in  ils  trade  with  oihcr  countries,  by^mcans  of  its  being  so  much  the 
seat, of  the  Indian  commerce — all  which  have  contributed  to  place  Great  Britain  in 
its  present  j:leya ted  rank  in  the  scalo  of  nations.  Contrasting  these  immense  advantages 
wiihthe  modicum  received  by  the  proprietors,  by  whoscTuods  and  at  whose  rikk  the 
first  territorial  conquests  were  achrived,  the  greater  interert  of  the  nation  in  every 
addition  given  to  the  security  of  British, India  cannot  be  disputed;  and  therefore, 
instead  of  rendering  the  Company  liable  to  the  whole  charge  of  any  conquest  not 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  safetv  of  its  former  possessions)  it  may  fairly  be  questioned 
whether  it  shbuld  pay  any  part.  It  may  also,  on  the  same  grounds,  be  questioned, 
wheiherit  should  pay  the  whole  expense  even  of  conquests  the  most  necessary. 

These  observations  will  apply  siiU  more  forcibly,  if  the  expenses  of  the  iliililary 
expeditions  should  exceed  the  ability  of  the  Indian  possessions-  to  defray ;  had  they 
femained  in  the  hands  of  native  sovereigns,  these  sovereigns  would  certainly  have 
regulated  their  system  of  military  operations  by  their  actual  revenue,  because  they 
could  not  have  had  credit  to  establish  tne  practice  of  funding  debt.  It  is  the  commer- 
cial credit  and  opulence  of  the  East  India  Comp.iny  which  has  introduced  this  practice 
into  India*  and  upon  this  commercial  foundation  most  of  the  brilliant  achievements 
accomplished  there  in  the  last  thirty  years  h.ive  rested;  tKou^  there  are  persons  (not 
connected  with  administration)  who  seem  willing  to  forget  all  that  the  Company  have 
done  in  obtaining  and  supporting  our  empire  in  the  east.  But  undoubteoly  the 
demand  upon  this  rc^urce  must  have  its  just  bounds,  and  these  bounds  may  be  fairly 
contended  for  without  subjecting  the  Company  to  the  imputation  of  acting  upon 
narrow  principles  of  commcrcialparsfmony.  Of  the  enormous  Indian  debt,  fxceed- 
ing  9o  millions  sterling,  which  inc  Company  now  owe,  a  very  great  part  has  been 
incurred  by  wars,  by  which,  so  far  as  .they  have  been  advantageous,  the  nation  is 
at  this  moment,  in  its  general  interest,  reaping  the  advantages,  at  the  same  time 
that  the  capital  stock  of  the '  proprietors  from  which  they  have  long  derived*  "as 
already  observed,  only  the  common  interest,  is,  in  fact,  charged,  so  far  as  it  will  gO, 
for  the  payment  of  that  debt  which  has  been  swelled  by  the  very  expeditions  utider 
considers  lion.  Whilst  this  i^  the  case ;  whilst  the  Indian  debt  goes  on  increasing, 
notwithstanding  all  the  accessions  of  new  territory  ;  whilstnhe  English  capital  of  the 
company  is  liable  to  make  good  that  debt ;  and  whilst  all  the  prospects  df  compensa- 
tion long  held  out  to  the  proprietors,  are  still  removed  to  a  distant,  uncertain  day,  it 
cannot  be  equitable  that  they  should  be  charged  with  the , cost  of  any  foreign 
cnttrprizes  which  are  rather  expedient  th^n  necessary,  which  have  for  their  object 
more  the  annovance  of  the  enemy  than  the  safety  of  our  possessions,  and  of  which 
the  benefits  redound  more  to  the  nation  than  to  the  Company.  Least  of  all,  should 
this  be  the  case  with  respect  to  conquests  made  by  the  Company,  anS  giveti  uo  ona 
peace  for  the  general  interest ;  and  of  alt  the  Conquests  made  in  the  last  war  in  India, 
none  were  retained  but  Ceylon,  which  the  government  has  taken  for  itself. 

4ih.  Upon  the  whole,  therefore,  the  least  that  can  be  concluded  in  favour  of  the 
Company  is,  that  those  conquests  or  expeditions  which  were  not  at  all  necessary  to 
the  security  l>f  British  India,  but  which  have  been  productive  of  advantages  to  the 
state,  should  be  at  the  sole  charge  of  the  government;  such  are  the  expeditions  to 
Manilla'  Mauritius,  to  the  Cape,  to  Malacca,  the  Moluccas,  and  to  Egypt. 

That  those  conquests  in  which  ihz  Company,  as  well  as  the  Government,  have  had 
a  direct  interest,  should  be  at  their  joint  charge  ;  such  are  the  acquirements  on  the 
continent  of  India  and  island  of  Ceylon,  so  far  as  the  capture  of  it  is  concerned  :  on 
this  head  it  has  been  asked,  3h  the  part  of  Government,  would  the  Company  extend 
the  principle  of  participating  in  expense  to  the  wars  with  the  Indian  powers  ?  such 
as  inat  with  Tippoo,  &c.  &c.— the  answer,  without  insisting  upon  it  ia  the  present 
discussion,  might  reasonably  be  in  the  affirmative,  because  Government  was  materially 
concerned  in  tne  defence  and  security  of  the  territories  which  were  at  stake  in  that 
war,  or  in  the  causes  from  which  it  originated;  and  it  may  be  presumed  that  had 
Tippoo,  assisted  by  the  French,  made  such  opposition  as  eventually  to  threaten  the 
safc^  ot  India,  govcrnmcm  woold  willingly  have  put  this  country  to  an  expense

THEATT    OP   ALLIANCE   WITH 
DOWLUT  RAO  SCINDIAH. 

Concluded  at  Boorhanpofe,  on  the 
27th  February,  1804. 
Treaty  of  alliance  and  mutual 
defence  between  the  honorable  the  , 
English  East  India  Company,  and 
the  maha  rajah  Ali  JahDowlutRao 
Scindiali  Bahaudiu-,  and  his  child- 
ren, heirs  and  successors,  settled 
by  major  John  Malcolm,  on  the  - 
part  of  the  honorable  Company, 
and  by  Bapoo  Eetul  Punt,  and 
Moonshee  Kaval  Nyn,  on  the  part 
of  the  maha  rajah  Dowlut  Rao  Scte- 
diab;  after  having  communicated  to 
each  other  tlieir  full  powers,  the 
said  John  Malcolm  being  deputed 
to  the  court  x)f  Dowlut  Rao  Scin- 
diah  by  major-general  the  honora- 
able  Arthur  Wellesley  ;  the  hono- 
rable major-general  aforesaid  being 
invested  with  fall  powers  and  au- 
thority from  his  excellency  the 
most  noble  Richard,  marquis  Wel- 
lesley,  knight  of  the  most  illustrious 
order  of  Saint  Patrick,  one  of  his 
Britannic  Majesty's  most  honourable 
privy  council,  appointed  by  the  ho- 
norable Court  of  Directors  of  the 
said  Company,  to  direct  and  control 
all  their  affairs  in  the  Ea%t  Indies. 

Whereas,  by  the  blessing  of 
God,  the  relations  of  friendship  and 
union  have  Ueen  happily  establish- 
ed between  the  government  of  the 
honorable  Company,  and  that  of 
the  maha  rajah  Ali  Jah  Dowlut  Kao 
Scindiah  Bahaudur,  by.  a  recent 
treaty  of  pea«e,  the  twy  govern- 


ments aforesaid,  advertipg  to  the 
complexion  of  the  times,  have  now 
determined.  With  a  view  to  tlie 
pre^rvation  of  peace  and  tranquil- 
lity, tc^^ter  into  this  treaty  of  ge- 
neral defensive  alliance,  for  the  reci- 
procal protection  of  their  respective 
territories,  together  with  those  of 
their  several  allies  and  dependants, 
against  unprovoked  aggression  and 
encroachments  of  all  or  any  ene- 
mies whatever. 

y/riide  1.  The  friendship  and 
union  established  by  the  former 
treaty  between  the  two  states,  shall 
be  promoted  and  increased  by  tliis 
treaty,  and  shall  be  perpetual  5  the 
friends  and  enemies  of  either  state 
shall  be  the  friends  and  enemies  of 
both  J  and  their  mutual  interest! 
shall  henceforward  be  inseparable. 

2.  If  any  person  or  state  what- 
ever shall  commit  any  act  of  un- 
provoked hostility  or  aggression 
against  either  of  the  contracting 
parties,  and,  after  due  representa- 
tion, shall  refuse  to  enter  into  amica- 
ble explanation,  or  shall  deny  the 
just  satisfaction  or  indemnity  which 
the  contracting  paities  shall  have 
requiixjd,  then  the  contracting  par- 
ties will  proceed  to  concert  and 
prosecute  such  further  measures  as 
"  the  case  shall  appear  to  demand ; 
for  the  more  distinct  explanation  of 
the  true  intent  and  effect  of  thisar- 
ticle,  the  goveriior-geiieral  in  coun- 
cil, in  behalf  of  theJionorable  Com- 
pany, hereby  declares,  that  the  Bri- 
tish government  will   ws^ver  permit 
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any  power  or  rtate  whatever  to 
commit,  with  iqgpunity,  any  act  of 
unprovoked  h^ility  oraggrenion 
against  the  rightf  add  tenitories  of 
the  maha  rajah  Dowlnt  Rao  Scin* 
diah ;  but  wUl  at  all  timea^  incom- 
pliance with  the  requisition  of  the 
maba  rajah,  maintain  and  defend 
the  same,  when  such  requisition  is 
made,  in  tlie  like  manner  as'  the 
riglvCi  and  territories  of  the  honora- 
bfe  Company  are  now  .  maintained 
and  defended. 

3.  With  a  view  to  fulfil  this 
treaty  of  mutual  defence,  ihe  ma- 
ha rajah  agrees  to.  receive,  and  Jbe 
honorable  East  India  Company  "to 
furnish,  a  subsidiary  force  of  not  less 

^  than  six  thousand  regular  infantry, 
with  the  usual  proportion  of  artil- 
lery, and  with  the  proper  equip- 
ment of  warlike  stores  and  ammu- 
nition. This  force  is  to  be  statiop- 
ed  at  such  place,  near  the  frontier 
of  Dowlut  Rao  Scindiah,  as  may 
hereafter  be  deemed  most  eligible 
by  the  British  government  5  audit 
will  beheld  in  readiness,  at  such 
station/  to  proceed  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble for  the  execution  of  any  service 
on  which  it  is  liable  to  be  employ- 
ed by  the  condition  of  tliis  treaty. 

4.  And  it  is  further  agreed, 
that  in  conformity  to  the  stipula- 
tions of  the  fifteenth  article  of  the 
treaty  of  peace,  concluded  by  ma- 

-  jor-general  Wellesley,  on  the  part 
of  the  honorable  Company,  and  by 
Bapoo  *  Eetul,  Moonaiiee  Kaval 
Nyn,  &c.  on  the  part  of  the  maha 

.  r^ah  Ali  Jah  Dowlat  Rao  Scindiah, 
that  all  charges  and  expenses  of  the 
six  battalions  above-mentioned,  and 
of  their  ordnance,  artillery,  military 
store:;,  and  equipment,  shall  be  de- 
frayed, by  the  honorable  Company 
but  of  the  pro  luce  of  the  revenues 
of  the  terriio  ies  ceded  by  the  ma- 
ha rajah  Ali  Jah  I  )()wiut  Rao  Scin- 
diah to  the  said  Company,  by  the 


articles  second,  thitd,  and  fourth  of 
the  afore-meDtTODed  treaty  of  peace, 
which  territories  are  specified  in  a 
statement  annexed  to  that  treaty. 

5.  Grain,  and  aU  other  artieles 
of  consumption,  and  provisioot, 
and  all  sorts  of  materials  for  clear- 
ing apparel ;  together  with  tl^  ne- 
cessary number  of  cattle,  horses, 
a6d  camds,  required  for  the  use  of 
subsidiary  force,  shall,  wheneverthe 
aforesaid  force  is  within  the  territo- 
ries of  the  maha  rajah,  in  C001&- 
quence  of  his  requisition,  be, entire- 
ly exempt  from  duties  5  and  whcn- 
e\er  any  ixirther  force  of  the  hono- 
rable Company  shall,  in  conse- 
<iuence  of  war  with  any  other  state, 
be  in  tlie  dominions  of  the  maha 
rajah,  they  shall  in  like  manner,  as 
the  subsidiary  force,  be  exempt 
from  all  dudes  upou  the  aforesaid 
articles  of  necessary  use  and  con- 
sumption. And  it  is  also  agreed, 
that  whenever  any  part  of  the  ar- 
my of  tl^  maha  rajah  is  in  the  ter- 
ritories of  the  honorable  Compan/, 
for  purposes  connected  with  the 
fulfilment  of  this  treaty,  that  node- 
ties  on  grain,  camels,  wearing  ap- 
parel, &c.  as  stated  above,  which 
the  party  of  the  army  of  the  said 
maha  rajah  may  require,  shall  be 
collected :  and  it  is  further  agreed, 
that  the  officers  of  the  respective 
governments,  while  they  are  in  the 
fulfilment  of  the  articles  of  this 
treaty,  either  with  the  army,  or  in 
the  territories  of  the  other,  shall  be 
treated  with  tliat  respect  and  con- 
sideration which  19  due  to  their 
rank  and  station. 

6,  llie  subsidiary  force  will  at 
all  times  be  ready,  on  the  requisitioD 
of  the  maha  rajah,  to  execute  ser- 
vices of  importance,  such  as  the  care 
of  die  person  of  the  maha  rajah,  his 
heirs  and  successors  j  the  protecdon 
of  the  country  ^m  attack  and  in- 
vasion^ the  overawing  and  chasdse- 
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ment  of  rebels  or  exciters  of  dis- 
tarbance  in  the  maha  rajah*s  domi- 
nions ;  but  it  is  not  to  tfe  erflployed 
on  trifling  occasions. 

7.  Whereas  it  is  agreed,  in  the 
thirteenth  article  of  3ie  treaty  of 
peace^  that  the  maha  rajah  AIL  Jah 
Dowlut  Rab  Scindiah,  shall  never 
take,  or  retain  in  his  service,  any 
Frenchman,  or  the  subject  of  any 
other  European  or  American^power, 
the  government  of  which  may  be  at 
war  with  Great  Britain,  or  any  Bri- 
tish subject  whatever,  European  or 
native  of  India,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  British  government  j  the 
maha  rajah  now  further  engages 
that  he  will  hereafter  never  env 
pfoy  in  his  service,  or  permit  to  re- 
side in  his  dominions,  any  Euro- 
pean or  American  whatever,  with- 
out the  consent  and  acquiescence 
of  the  British  government  5  the  said 
British  government  on  its  part  en- 
gaging that  it  never  will  employ, 
or  permit  to  reside  in  its  domhiions, 
any  person,  subject  of  the  maha 
rajah,  or  others,  who  shall  hereafter 
be  guilty  of  crimes,  or  of  hostility 
against  the  person-or  goverranentof 
the  aforesaid  maha  rajah  Dowlut 
Hao  Scindiah. 

8.  As,  by  the  present  treaty, 
the  union  and  friendship  of  the  two 
states  is  so  firmly  cemented  that 
they  may  be  considered  as  one  and 
the  same,  the  maha  rajah  engages 
neither  to  commence  nor  to  pur- 
sue, in  future,  any  negociation  with 
any  principal  states  or  powers, 
without  giviog  previous  notice,  and 
entering  into  mutual  consultation 
with  the  honourable  East  India 
Company's  government :  and  the 
honourable  Company's,  govern- 
ment, pn  their  part,  declare  that 
they  will  have  no  manner  of 
concern  with  any  of  the  maha 
rajah's  relations,  dependants,  mili- 
tary- chiefs,  or  servants,  wiih 
jiespoct  to  whom   the  maha   ra- 


jah is  absolute ;  and  that  they 
will  on  no  occasion  ever  af- 
ford encouragement,  support,  or 
protection,  to  any  of  the  maha  Ra- 
jah's relations,  dependants,  chiefs, 
or  servants,  who  may  eventually  act 
in  opposition  to  the  maha  rajah's 
authority^  but  on  the  contrary,  at 
the  requisition  of  the  maha  rajah, 
they  will  aid  and  asast  to  punish 
and  reduce  all  such  offendora  to 
obedience :  and  it  it  fipther  agreed, 
tliat  no  officer  of  the  honorable 
Company  shall  ever  interfere  in  the 
internal  aflfairs  of  the  maha  rajah's 
government. 

9.  As  the  chief  object  and  de- 
sign of  the  present  defensive  alliance 
is  the  security  and  protectbn  of  the 
dominions  of  the  contracting  par- 
ties, and  their  allies  and  dependants, 
from  all  attack  whatsoever,  the  ma- 
ha rajah  Dowlut  Rao  Scindiah  en- 
gages never  to  commit  any  act  of 
hostility  or  aggression  against  any- 
state  or  chief  in  alliance  with  tlie 
honourable  Company,  or  against  axvy 
other  principal  state  or  power  j  and 
in  the  event  of  dilferAices  arising, 
wfaatever  adjustment  the  Compa- 
ny's government,  ^^ighing  matters 
in  the  scale  of  trro  and  justice, 
may  determine,  shall  meet  with  his 
full  approbation  and  acquiescence. 

10.  The  contracting  parties 
will  employ  all  piiacticable  means 
of  conciliation  to  prevent  the  caja- 
mily  of  war,  ^nd  for  that  pui^ose 
will  at  all  times  be  ready  to  enter 
into  amicable  explanations  with 
other  principal  states  or  powqj^, 
and  to  cultivate  and  improve  fte 
general  relations  of  peace  and  ami-  ' 
ty  with  all  the  principal  powers  of 
India,  according  to  the  true  spirit 
and  tenor  of  this  treaty.  But  if  a 
war  shoujd  unfortunately  break  out 
between  the  contracting  parties,  and 
any  other  state  or  power  v^'hateier, 
then  the  maha  rajah  Ali  Jah  Dow- 
rut  Rao  Scindiah  Bahadur  engages, 
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that  the  English  fofrce,  consisting 
-of  six  battalions,  with  their  guns, 
&c.  joined  by  a  detachment  of  his 
anny,  consisting  of  tsix  tliousand  of 
the  maha  rajah's  infontiy,  and  ten 
thousand  of  his  Pagah  and  Sillali- 
dar  cavalry,  which  force  the  maha 
rajah  engages  always  to  keep  ready, 
shall  be  immediately  put  in  motion 
for  the  purpose  of  opposing  the  ene- 
my >  and  the  maha  rajah  also  en- 
gages to  employ  every  further  ef- 
fort for  ihe  purpose  of  bringing  into 
the  field  the  whole  force  whidi  he 
may  be  able  to  supply  from  his  do- 
minions, with  a  view  to  the  ef- 
fectual prosecution  and  speedy  ter- 
mination of  the  said  war.  The  ho- 
norable Company  in  the  same  man- 
ner engage;  on  their  part,  (on  'such 
event  occurring)  to  employ  in  active 
<^erations  against  the  enemy,  as 
large  a  force  as  the  service  may  re- 
quire, over  and  above  tlie  said  sub- 
ndia^r  force,. 

11.  Whenever  war  shall  appear 
probable,  tlie  maha  rajah  Ali  Jah 
Dowlut  Rao  Scindiah  engages  to 
collect  as  rrtAtty  Brinjaries  as  possi- 
ble, and  to  store  as  much  grain  Hi 
may  be  practicaWe,  in  the  frontier 
garrisons.  The  Company's  govern- 
ment also>  wiih  a  view  to  the  ef- 
fectual-prosecution of  the  war,  en- 
gage to  adopt  similar  measures  in 
their  frontier  garrisons. 

12.  The  contracting  parties  e^- 
terrain  no  views  of  conqueg^  or  ex- 
tensions of  their  respective  domi- 
nions, nor  any  intention  of  pro- 
ceeding to  hostilities  against  any  ' 
statfe  or  principal  power,  unless  in 
the  case  of  unjust  and  unprovoked 
s^gression,  and  after  the  failure  of 
their  joint  endeavours  to  obtain  rea- 
sonable satisfaction,  through  the 
channel  of  pacific  negociation,  ac- 
cording to  the  tenor  gf  the  prece- 
ding treaty.  If,  contrary  to  tlie 
spirit  and  object  of  this  defensive  ^ 
jtfeaty^  war  with  any  stale  should 


hereafter  appear  unavoidable(which 
God  avert)  the  contracting  partiefl 
will  proceed  to  adjust  the  rule  of 
partition  of  all  such  advant^m 
and  acquisitions  as  may  eventu^ 
result  from  the  success  c^  their 
united  arms.  It  is  declared  that, 
in  the  event  of  war,  and  of  a  con- 
sequent partition  of  conquests  be- 
tween the  contracting  parties,  the 
shares  of  each  government  shall  be 
equal  in  the  division  of  any  terri- 
tory which  may  be  acquired  by 
the  successful  exertion  of  their 
united  arms,  provided  that  each  of 
the  contracting  parties  shall  have 
faithflilly  fiilfilled  all  the  stipulations 
^  this  treaty. 

13.  The  interests  of  the*  con- 
tracting parties  be'mg  identified  by 
thia  defensive  alliance,  it  is  agreed, 
that  the  honourable  Corapany^s  go- 
vernment shall  be  at  liberty  to  em- 
ploy the  whole,  or  any  part  of  the 
subsidiary  force  established  by  the 
treaty,  in  quelling  of  any  dbtuibtfn- 
ces  "which  may  arise  within  their 
territories,  or  in  the  performance  or 
any  other  service  which  mijbe 
requittd  by  the  said  hon(JlihlbIe 
Company's  government,  prd^ed 
such  service  shall  not  interfere  with 
any  other  duties  on  which  the  said 
subsidiaiy  force  is .  liable  to  be  em- 
ployed, under  the  conditions  of  this 
treaty.  And  if  disturbances  shall 
at  any  time  break  out  in  any  part 
of  the  Maha  Rajah's  dominion* 
which  lies  contiguous  to  the  frontier 
of  the  honourable  Conjpany:,andto 
which  it  might  be  inconvenient  to 
detach  any  proporti'fti  of  the  sub- 
sidiary force,  the  British  govern- 
ment in  like  manner,  if  required  by 
Dowlut  Rao  Scindiah,  shall  direct 
such  of  the  Company's  troops  as  may 
be  most  conveniently,  stationed  m

2.  The  friends  and  enemies  of 
either  state,  shall  be  the  friends 
and  enemies  of  both. 

a.  The  British  government 
shall  never  interfere  in  the  concerns 
of  the  Maha  Rajah's  country,  nor 
exact  any  tribute  from  him. 

.  4.  If  an  enemy  should  invade 
the  territories  of  the  honorable 
company,  the  Maha  Rajah  hereby 
engages  to  frimish  to  tlie  English 
the  aid  of  his  troops  in  the  expul- 
sion of  fiuch  enemy.  And,  in  like 
manner,  the  honorable  company 
eilgages  to.  assist  the  Maha  R^h 
with  its  forces  in  defending  his 
dominions  against  external  at- 
tacks.

2.  The  friends  and  enemief  of 
the  honorable  company  shall  be 
considered  the  friends  and  eneoues 
of  Maha  Rao  Rajah ;  and  tbe  friends 
and  enemies  of  Maha  Rao  Rajah 
shall  be  the  friends  and  enemies  of 
the  honorable  company.

Treaty  of  amity  and  alliance  be-

Juggut  Sing  Bahadur^  settled  by 
his  excellency  General  Qerard  Lake, 
commander  in  chief  of  tho  British 
forces  in  India,  in  virtue  ofauthority 
vested  in  him  for  that  purpose  by 
his  excellency  *  the  most  npbte 
Richard,  MarquisWellesley,  kn»ght 
of  the  most  illustrious  order  of  St, 
Patrick,  one  of  hisBritannic  majes- 
ty's most  honourable  privy  council, 
governor-general  in  council  of  all 
the  British  possessicms,  and  captain- 
general  of  all  the  Pritisk  land  forces 
in  tl\je  East  Indies,  in  behalf  of  the

The  governor-genera)  in  council 
now  p»)eeedK  to^tate,  to  your  ho- 
nofaUecommittee,  the  substance  of 
iHsoxodlency's  separate  instructions 
ta  the  eomnoander  in  chief,  on  dis- 
tinct branches  of  the  getieral  plan 
of  operat]ons>  and  political  arrange- 
rxieotft  communicated  to  the  com* 
naaader.  in  ciM,  m  the  govemor* 


general's  dispatdr  to  his  exc^lency 
of  27th  July. 

By  a  separate  letter  of  that  dirtei, 
the  <;omjinander  in  chief  was  fur- 
nished with  a  detaU  of  the  measufefe 
to  be  pursued  with  respect  to  fats 
Majesty  Shah  Aulnm  and  the  royvLl 
family>  in  theevtnit  of  his  majesty 
^nd  the  royal  family  coming  nnd^ 
the  protection  of  the  British  govern- 
ment. 

.  Deeming  it  to  be  desmiHe  that  hfar 
majesty  Shah  Aulum  shonldbespeek. 
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ffljr  apprised  of  the  goveroor-gene- 
rgi's  intection  id  his  majesty's  favoar^ 
fbe  gDvemor-general  addressed  a  let- 
ter to  his  majesty  intimating  that  in 
the  actual  crisis  of  affairs^  his  roajes, 
^  would  probably  have  an  early 
opportunity  of  placing  himself  un- 
der the  protection  of  the  Britsh  go- 
▼emment^  and  assuring  his  majesty, 
that  if  he  should  be  disposed  to 
•ecept  the  Asylum  which  the  com- 
mander in  chief  had  been  directed 
lo  oSsT  to  him>  every  demonstration 
of  respect  and  attention  would  be 
manfested  towards  his  majesty  on 
the  part  of  the  Britisli  govehmient ; 
and  that  an  adequate  provision 
would  be  made  for  the  support  of 
his  majesty,  and  his  femily  and 
household,  and  referring  his  ma- 
jesty for  further  details,  to  the  com- 
munications of  the  commander  in 
diief. 

This  letter  \was  transmitted  to 
his  excellency  the  commandar  in 
chief,  with  instructions  respecting 
the  mode  of  forwarding  it  to  his 
miyesty. 

With  a  view  to  provide  against 
the  probable  attempt  of  the  French 
officer,  in  charge  of  the  Mogul's 
^person,  to  place  his  majesty  beyond 
the  teach  of  our  power,  in  the  event 
of  ^ny  movement  of  the  British 
^  troops  against  Delhi,  ^e  comman- 
der in  chief  was  particularly  in- 
structed to  regulate  the  operations 
jo£the  army  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  frustrate  the  success  qf  such  a 
plan. 

The  governor-general  observed 
to  the  commander  in  diief,  that  the 
arrangement  to  be  finally  concluded  > 
.with  respect  to  his  majesty  Shah 
AulUm,  involved  questions  of  great 
political  and  national  importance, 
.  whicli  would  form  the  subject  of 
Mature  deliberation.  That  for  the 
l^iiesent  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
governor-general,  merely  to  secure 
tor  his  majesty  the  protection  of  tire 


British  goTemmait,'atid  to  as^n 
to  his  majesty,  and  to  the  ro^ 
family  of  Delhi,  a  provisieii  for  their 
immediate  support,  the  extent  <i£ 
which  most  be  regulated  by  future 
events.  The  govcmor-gencra}, 
however,  expressed  his  c^nion^ 
that  the  emperor  would  not  hesi- 
tate to  place  hhnself  under  British 
Protection  without  any  previous 
stipulation.  The  ap^rent  impossi^* 
bility  of  his  majesty  efl^ing  his 
escape  from  Delhi,  fbr  the  purpose 
^f  claiming  the  pro£^red  protection 
of  the  British  Government,  rendered 
it  unnecessary  to  contemplate 
that  event. 

-  The  occupation  of  Delhi  appeared 
to  the  go%'emor-general  to  afford 
the  only  prospect  of  affording  ta 
his  majesty  the  protection  of  the 
British  power.  The  governor  gc^ 
neral  expressed  to  the  commander 
in  chief  an  anxious  desire,  that 
when  that  event  should  take  place, 
his  majesty  and  the  royal  family 
should  iminediately  experience  tiie 
benefit  of  the  change,  by  receiving 
from  the  commander  in  chief,  and 
firom  all  persons  acting  ^nder  the 
British  authority,  every  deroozi- 
stration  of  reverence  and  r^pectfiil 
care,  and  that  every  regard  shoidd 
be  paid  to  the  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  his  majesty  and.  the 
royal  family,  consistent  with  the 
due  security  of  their  persons..  The 
governor-general  directed,  that  .if 
his  majesty  Shah  Aulum  should 
come  under  the  protection  of  the 
British  government,  thecornmander 
in  chiefbbouldinmieditately  appoint 
a  civil  or  military  officer,  properly 
qualified  to  attend  his  majealy  in 
the  capacity  oi  represenXative  of 
the  British  government^  .with  in- 
structions to  such  officer. for  the 
regulation  of  his  conduct  .towaads 
his  majesty  imd  the  royal  fsmity, 
fbnnded  on  the  actnaLci^umstaoces 
of  their  situatioo.  .    .      ,     .^ 
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MBolotien  to*  ^postpone  any  final 
arrangement  wteh  respect  to  his 
iaayte^  »nd  the  roydk  family y  the 
eommander  in  chief  wa^  inatmcted 
to  decline  entering  into  ai^  ne^ 
gotiation  widi  his  majestjr  for  that 
purpose.  The  commander  in 
chief  was  alsa  directed  to  rder  to 
the  goremor^general  any  proposi- 
tions whtdi  tXBght  be  received  from 
his  majesty^  of  a  nature  to  admit 
the  delays  of  a  reference. 

Tlie  gcnremfli^general  in  council 
now  prooeeds  to  state  to  your  ho- 
nourable committee,  the  circum- 
stances attending  the  delivetance  of 
the  emperor  r  Shah  Anium,  from 
bis  grievous  sobfection  to  the  power 
and  authority  of  the  Marliattas  and 
the  French,  and  of  the  restcnration  of 
that  Bged  aiid  venerable  monarch, 
under  the  protection  of  the  British 
govemcnent,  toa  state  of  dignity, 
competency  and  comfort. 

The  letter  addressed  by  the  go- 
governor-gen^^  to  his  majesty 
6hah  Aulum,ofwhich  the  substance 
was  stated  in  the  356th  paragraph 
of  this  letter,  was  secretly  trans- 
'  mitted  by  the  cpmmander  in  chief 
to  Syed  Rezzee  Khan,  the  agent  of 
the  resident  with  Dowlut  Rao 
Scindiah  at  Delhi,,  for  the  purpose 
of  being  delivered  to  his  majesty.. 
It  was  acc(»npanied  by  a  letter  from 
the  commander  in  chief,  expressive 
of  his, anxiety  to  afibrd  every  de- 
monstration of  respect  and  atach- 
ment  to  his  niiajesty ..  'the  strictest 
secrecy  was  enjoined  to  Syed  Rez- 
xeeKhanin  theddivery  of  these 
letters. 

On  the  29th  August,  the  com- 
mander in  chief  received,  through 
Syod  Rezzee  Khan,  the  answer  of 
Shah  Auhmi  to  the  governor-ge- 
nerarsletter,  expressing  the  anxious 
wish  of  his  majesty  to  avail  him- 
self of  the  protection  of  the  British 
govCTimem.

It  is  proper  to  apprize  your  ho^ 
nourable  committee,  that  the  tratis- 
mission  of  letters,  on  the  part  of  hi» 
majesty,  was  at  all  times  subject 
to  the  controul  of  the  officers  wlio 
were  stationed  at  Delhi,  on  the  part 
of  Dowlut  Rao  Scindeah,  and  who 
acted  under  the  immediate  autho- 
rity of  Mr.  Perron.  His  majesty 
was  never  permitted  to  dispatch 
any  lettecs  which  had  not  been  dic- 
tated or  approved  by  those  officers. 
The  reply  which  the  governor-ge- 
neral received  to  his  letter  to  the 
king,  was  clandestinely  prepared  and 
forwarded  -,  added  to  which,  the  ac- 
tual state  of  misery  and  distress  in 
which  that  unfortunate  monarch 
has  long  been  involved,  and  the 
known  solicitude  of  his  majesty  to 
be  relieved  frona  the  oppr^sive 
controul  and  inhumanity  of  the 
Mahratta  power,  precluded  any 
supposition  that  the  letter  described 
in  the  preceding  paragraph  was 
prepared  and  transmitted  by  his 
majesty's  voluntary  command,  -or 
that  the  declarations  and  injunc- 
tions contained  in  it  accorded  with 
the  real  wishes  and  designs  of  his 
•majesty.  These  considerations, 
.  added  to  information  which  tlw 
commander  in  chief  received  from 
Syed  Rezzee  Khan,^that  the  letter 
in  question  was>actually  dictated  by 
"  the  French  officers  at  Delhi,  afiirod 
unquestionable  proof  of  the  fact. : 
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A  Istter,  in  the  same  spirit,  ad- 
dressed to  his  Miijesty  by  the  jmh 
w^i^b  vizier,  had  been  deUvered  by 
th^  vizier  to  the  resident  at  Locik* 
now,  and  Syed  Rezza  Khaa'  £«• 
ported  to  the  commanddr  ia  cbie& 
that  his  majesty  had  public! j  d^ 
glared  hin  intention  to  address  siAil^ 
lar  leUers  to  several  of  the  chiefs. of 
Hindustan.  The  whole  of  thttse

surv.  That  the  state  of  indigeSc^ 
and  misery  to  which  his  majes- 
ty, hfs  royal  family  and  household^ 
had  long  been  reduced  by  the 
Mahratta  power,  the  degraded  and 
destitute  condition  to  which  the  im- 
perial house  of  Timor  had  been 
subjected,  under  the  officers  of 
Scindiah,  and  the  deplorable  situa-  . 
tion  in  which  the  commander  in 
chief  found  the  emperor  upon  his 
entrance  into  Delhi,  excluded  tie 
possibility  of  a  supposition  that  M.'

General  P«rron  requested  the 
king  to  permit  Mirze  Acber  Khan 
tQJoia  him^but  his  majesty  qould 
not  be  brought  to  consent  to  this, 
saying,  he  never  would  be  ^p^ra- 
ted  firom  the  heir  of  his  thrpne>  but 
was  ready  to  go  himself.  Lewia^ 
D^igeon,  and  Hersing-rai>  Per- 
roa^s  dewan>were  satiated  with  thi^. 
The  king  upon  tliis,  in  presence  of 
the  whole  court,  addressed  hixuself 
to  me  in  the  following  tenns: 
•*  The  English  have  seized  the 
whole  country,  and  laid  aside  their 
allegiance  to  the  throne.  One  hun- 
dred rupees  a  day>  wb'^ch  I  former- 
ly j^eelved  from  the  naws^ub  vizier, 
they  have  also  stopped.  I  have  now 
determined  to  take  the  fields  and 
to  icrest  from  the  English  the  royal 
dominion,  in  their  possession  j  I 
have  prepared  twenty-five  letters  to 
the  different  chiefs  and  raj  a  lis  to 
thd  folloMrJDg  purport  :**  The  Eng- 
li^  formerly  w;ciie  steady  in  obe- 
dience and  attachment  to  the 
throne,  but  have  lately  relaxed 
greatly  in  both,  an4  it  is  their  inva- 
riable custom,  in  whatever  counr 
try  tliey.are  allowed  to  reside,  un- 
der iixa^l  stipulations,  speedily;  tp 
seiz&  upon  that  country.  How  did 
thpy  beLave  to  Cossim  Ali  Khan, 
ajqd  Jaificr  Ally  Khan,  and  to  the 
naw^ub  Assufi:*  ul  Dpwlah,  from 


w)H3im  th^  vnested  liia  country 
under  the  plea  of  a  treaty.  Thi 
manner  in  ^hicb  they  treated  vi- 
2ier  Ally  i?  clear  to  the  world. 
They  raised  the  nawaub  Saadut  Al« 
ly  to  the  thrpUe,  gav^  him  posses- 
sion of  the  country,  and  immediate- 
ly after  deprived  him  of  the  greatest 
part  of  it. — They  hold  the  nawaub 
vizier  in  a  manner  in  chains,  and 
he'  dare  not  write  a  letter  to  any' 
person  without  their  permission. 
The  English  now  intend  to  seize 
upon  th^sc  few  districts,  which 
have  been  allotted  to  the  suppurt 
of  tiie  royal  kitchen  :  I  have  there- 
fore determhied  to  march  against 
them.  When  his  majesty  had 
finished,  I  repJied,  **  The  Enghsh 
have  never  failed  in  obedienc**,  and 
have  e^er  been  attentive  to  die 
throne,  and  are  ^ways  ready  to  do 
'whatever  yqur  majesty  shall  com- 
mand." 

The  letter  which  the  king  had 
written  to  the  governor-general, 
and  s^nt  tp  monsieur  Perron,  was 
retumod,  and  delivered  to  me  by 
his  majesty,  to  send  with  strict  in- , 
junctions  to  obitain  a  speedy  answer 
The  letter  goes  enclosed. 

The  officers  of  general  Penoa 
continue  to  urge  his  majesty  to  al- 
low Miriza  Akber  Khan  to  join  the 
camp,  but  his  majesty  will  not  con- 
sent. The  march  ot  his  majesty  is 
fixed  for  the  1 :  th  of  thii>  month. 

Lewis  and  Drugeon,  in  a  private 
conference  with  his  majesty,  urged 
the  necessity  of  turning  the  Eng- 
lish vakeel  out  of  the  city ;  but  the 
king  refused  to  do  this,  observing 
he  had  many  dematKis  an^i  answers 
to  make  which  rendeiea  the' pre- 
sence of  the  vakeel  uecessaTy.

in  the  hands  of  Shah  >^awauz 
Khan,  the  treasurer  to  his  majesty, 
to  prevent  its  falling  into  my  pos- 
session. 

Being  ab^e  to  perceive  no  fight 
on  the  part  of  his  majesty  to  mis 
sum,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  signi^' 
fy  to  iiim,  that  I  couldconsider  it  in 
no  other  light  than  as  the  property 
of  the  army,  and  that  therefore  I 
deemed  it  necessary  that  it  should 
be  restored  to  them. 

Hb  majesty,  after  some  consi- 
derafiou,  has  at  length  sent  into  my 
camp,  through  the  agent  Syed  Rez- 
za  Khan,  the  sum  in  question,  and 
has  accompanied  h  with  the  follow- 
ing message- — "  tliat  he  requested 
my  acceptance  of  this  sum,  to  be 
distribiued  at  my  pleasure  to  the 
.  brave  army,  whose  gallant  conduct 
has  released  him  from  a  miserable 
subjection  to'  the  Mahratta  power, 
and  placed  him  under  the  long  de« 
sired  protection  and  liberality  of 
the  English  government. 

The  circumstances  under  which 
tills  deposit  was  made,  and  the

This  attempt  was  contrary  to 
the  acknowledged  law  of  nations,

Frenchofficers  from  Delhi.  The  trea;* 
sure  having  been  originally  da«^ 
aigned  iior  the  payment  of  Dowhit 
RaoScindiah'stroops,andhavingbeea 
'  depositedin  your  majesty' s  treasury, 
not  for  your  ma  jesty's  service,  but  foe 
the  purpose  of  evading  the  rights  of 
the  conquerors.  General  Lake  con* 
sidered  it  to  be  his  duty  to  request 
that  your  majesty  would  isj^  or- 
ders to  the.  Treasurer  to  place  that 
money|underhisexcellency'scharg^, 
^B  a  part  of  the  property  acquired 
by  the  defeat  of  the  enemy. 

The.  commander  in  chief  has  ap- 
prized me  of  the  desire  which  your 
majesty  was  graciously  pleased  to 
express,  that  this  prize  should  be 
distributed  among  the  brave  troops, 
by  whose  labourious  siervice  and 
irresistible  valour  it  was  obtained  ; 
and  your  majesty  has  been  pleased 
to  express  the '  same  desire  in  the 
letter  to  which  I  have  now  the 
honour  to  reply,  I  entertam  a 
high  sense  of^your  majesty's  just 
consideration  for  the  merits  and

you,;  so  long  as  you  shall  continue  to 
obsei*ve  faltJifully  tlie  ties  of  friend- 
ship which  exist  between  iia,  and 
retrain  from' molesting  our  allies,  to 
whom  we  are  bound  by  Jreaty. 

For  it  is  incumbent  on,  the 
British  government  to  provide  for 
the  safety  and  security  of  its  aUioJi, 
and  not  to  ailovv  any  on*-  to  o])presfli 
or  levy  exactions  on  them^t  iwbich 
were  not  founded  on  justice.

It  therefore  behoves  you, 
agreeably  to  the  resplution  you 
have  made,  to  return  with  all 
speed. 

It  must  not  be  concealed  from 
you,  that  the  contents  of  all  the 
letters  which  have  passed  between 
you  and  certain  short-sighted  per- 
sons in  the  Doab  and  this  quart;^, 
are  perfectly  iaiown  to  me.  Should 
you,  therefore,  act  upon  thfe  sug- 
gestions of  these  evil-disposed  per- 
.  sons,  it  will  not  only  be  a  breach  of 
iHendship,  but  a  fruitless  under- 
taking. I  am  no^  about  to  extir- 
pate these  short-sighted  wretch^, 
and,  by  fkvour  of  G<>d,  shall  speecl- 
ily  inflict  on  them  the  most  condign 
punishment.

Minutes  of  a  Conversation,  field  on 
Uie  l^Lh  of  March,  by  his  Ex- 
cellency    the     Commander     in 
Chiif  JU'ith  the   Vakeds  of  Jes- 
want  Rao  IlolJcar,  ]^owro%  AH 
Khan  and  Sheikh  Sultan  Bakhs. 
The  vakeels  attended  at  his  ex- 
cellency's tent,  at  ten  o'clock  a,  m, 
and  delivered  tlie  letters  addressed 
toAu3  excellency  and  to  Mr.  Mer- 
cer.    On  perusing  the  contents  of 
those  letters,  his  excehcncy  desired 
to  know  if  they  had  any  other  writ- 
i^Q  instructions  or  powtrs  to  con- 
clude an  agiecraciitu  Ith  ihegovem- 
ment  on  the  part  of  Holkar.  They 
answered,  that  Uiey.  had  Jiot,  but 
tliat    they    were  sent  to    declare 
IJolkar's    inteotioriii    and    wishes, 
aatl  thiit  they  would  write  to  iiol- 


kar  whatever  his  excoUency*s  an-* 
swers  might  be,  when  further  lu- 
structions  or  powers,  if  necessary, 
would  be  sent.  His  excellency  der 
sired  that  they  would  commuol- 
cate  what  they  were  charged  witii 
by  Holkar.  Nowcoz  Khan  cdq»- 
^enced  by  charging  on  the 
power  aud  nuotecous  foroesof  Hoi* 
kar  ;  and  said,  that  as  the  govern- 
ment had  granted  £ivours  to  the 
Jauta  and  other  chiefs,  Holkar  ex» 
pected,  from  the  difference  of  his 
power  and  rank,  that  his  demands 
would  be  readily  granted: — 

1 .  That  he  sh(xdd  be  allows  to 
Collect  the    choute  agreeably    to  ^ 
the  custom  of  his  ancestors. 

2.  That  the  aiuiiant  possessiona, 
formerly  held  by  the  family,  rach 
a?  at  Eta^t'a,  12  Purgurmahs  in  tbe 
Doab,  and  a  Purgunnah  in  Bundk- 
cund,  would  be  granted  to  him. 

3.  That  the  country  of  Horeeam^ 
which  was  formerly  m  the  posses- 
sion of  the  family,  should  be  given 
to  him. 

4.  That  the  country  now  in  his 
possession  should  be  guaranteedto 
him,  and  a  treaty  should  be  enter- 
ed into  on  the  same  terms  as  that 
with  Scindiah.  His  excellenoy 
answered  to  the  ilrst  demand,  that, 
as  bis  former  letter  to  HoUcar  ckar- 
Jy  and  decidedly  expressed  the  totel 
impossibility  of  its  being  complkd 
witl),  he  was  astonished  at  ks^beiiig 
again  brought  forward :  Thai,  i^is 
excellency  was  well.awaoe  that 
Holkar  had  no  claim  whatever  Ao 
the  couiitries  demanded  by  the  2d 
and  3d  propositions,,  part  of  which 
had  long  been  in  the  {x>sse$sioa  ,^ 
the  W^rees,  and  pai;c  of  Dawlpt 
Kao  Scipdiahi  That  the  founda- 
tion on  which  Holkar  had  builthis 
hope  of  these  countries,  namely, 
that  districU  had  been  grantedilo 
the  Jauts  ^id  other  cbii^,  was  to- 
tally groundless,,  as  Jthose  ^vom^ 

had 
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bad  been  granted  to  those  chiefs  afr 
ter  they  bad  entered  intoalliaoce  and 
frieixUhip  with  the  British  govern- 
ment».  and- evinced  their  disposition 
cordially  to  unite  with  it :  That  it 
was  not  the  practice  of  the  British 
govermneut  to  purchase  the  friend^ 
ship  of  any  state  by  concessions  of 
this  nature ;  and  tlmt  Holkar's  con^ 
duct  had  not  been  of  that  friendly 
nature  a»  to  entitle  him  to  ask  such 
^vouTfi,  were  they  otherwise  ad- 
missible. 

The  vakiiels  aas.woved>  That  it 
would  be  ftoUcy  in  the  government 
to griam  his  demands;  that  besides 
ills  own  {K)wer  and  forces^  he  wa^s 
in  close  correspondence  with  the 
Eohilks,  andaU  the  rajahs  in  this 
quarter^. except  the  Jeypore  rajah; 
that  the  Bhurtpore  rajah  had  lately 
repeatedly  written  to  hi  it)  to  come 
on,  and  that  he  oertainly  had  it  in 
his  power  completely  to  destroy  the 
country.  Npw^  Ali  Khan  added, 
that  he  was  a  friend  of  the  Eng- 
lish government,  from  having  been 
formerly  under  its  protection,  (he 
A^as  darogah  of  tlie  elephants  at 
•Lucknow)  and  that  it  was  his  ear- 
nest wish  th^t  terms  could  be  come 
ItO}  that  Holkar  had  a  most  nu- 
aoerous  arany^  which  was  ^aily 
aij^gmented;  that  he  had  40»000 
^EUibillas,  150^000  hdrse.  That  the 
'Rohillas  had  offered  to  serve  th^ee 
years  widu>ut  pay,  for  the  sake  of 

£undering  (he  country  :  that  Hoi* 
ir's  own  character  was  that  of  a 
^jobber  and  plunderer,  ^d  that  even 
in  the  event  of  a  defeat,  he  could 
.continue  the  same  practices  to  our 
great  injury.  His  excellency  re- 
plied, that  it  was  not  oin:  custom 
.to  -boast  of  our  power ;  but  that 
Holkar  would  probably  find,  in  the 
<event  of  a  rupture,  tliat  he  had 
4(Duch  .overvalued  his  own.  His 
^xcellenoy  at  the  same  time  in- 
formed them^  that  from  the  iriend- 


ship  that  had  tsUkm  place  bfitw^eifBfi 
Sdndiah  and  ttve  British  goyeror 
m^t^  Holkar,  ii^tead  ctf'  meeting 
with  any  assistance  froxfi  h^, 
w<^uld  ^d  himfe^uily  to  j;uHl;e  wU ji 
the  British  government  agaiiist  hijack 
in  the  event  of  tbostilities.  Tiief 
answered,  that  twenty  days  ago 
Scindiah  had  written  to  Holkar 
that  tlie  French  had  landed  with  a 
powerful  force  in  India,  and  that  h^ 
(Sgindiah)  had  sent  his  fa(h^-ii^ 
law  (name  not  legible)  to  brii^ 
them  on  to  his  assistance,  an4  thj^t 
Holk^>hou]d  be  ^prepared  to  aet 
with  him.  In  regard  to  the  fourth 
demand,  the  vakeels  were  infor6a- 
ed,  that  his  excellency  had  re- 
peatedly intimated  to  Holkar,  that 
no  interference  was  intended  by 
government  in  the  concerns  of  his 
country;  but  that,  previous  to  aay 
arrangement  for  a  treaty,  it  was  n6- 
cessary  that  Holkar  shuDuld  shew 
his  friendly  intentions,  and  his  wis}i 
to  retain  the  friendship  of  the  g6- 
verncnent,  by  an  immediate  return 
to  his  ,own  country,  which  he  had 
decidedly  promised  in  the  letter 
written  to  his  excellency  after  their 
departure.  His  excellency  then 
0sked  the  vakeels,  wAjther  any  de- 
pendence might  be  placed  on  the 
promise  thus  made  by  Holkar. 
They  answered,  certainly  not,  un- 
less the  propositions  they  had  made 
should  be  agreed  to,  and  desired  to 
see  Holkar's  letters  on  the  subject.

{jrcneral,  Sec, 
My  Lord, 

I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  a 
dispatch  just  received  from  Major 
Malcolm,  under  date  1 0th  inst.  5 
(not  sent  home)  it  came  to  me  un- 
der a  flying  seal^  and  I  have  peru- 
sed it. 

As  this  dispatch  is  principally  on 
the  subject  of  Jeswunt  Rao  Hol- 
kar's  intentions,  I  think  it  necessary 
to  inform  your  lordship,  that  my 
information  from  his  camp  does  not 
state  his  halving  made  any  thing  like 
a  forward  movement. 
-  "Vour  lordshio  will  have  been  in- 
formed', that  niis  chief  had  pro- 
ceeded to  Adjmere,  to  pay  a  visit  to 
the  shrine  of  the  saint  there, 
whence  it  does  not  appear  that  he 
has  as  yet  returned; 

His  army  continues  to  occupy  a 
menacing  position  on  the  immedi- 
ate borders  of  tlie  Jeypore  terri- 
tory, but  has  hidierto  refrained  from 
any  act  of  hostility. 

I  have  as  yet  received  no  answer 
to  my  last  letter  sent  by  his  vakeels, 
but  expect  to  hear  from  him  in  a 
few  days,  which  must  prove  his  in- 
tentions. 


By  our  latest  zcsaiisstfi,  it  appears 
th^t  he  has  divided  his  forces  (who 
are  very  clamourous  for  the  pay- 
ment of  their  arrears^)  the  pri^ent 
position  of  his  brigades  wootd  cer- 
tainly, was  it  any  other  person  than 
Jeswunt'  Rao  Holkar,  favour  the 
idea  that  he  meant  positivdy  to  6ttt 
back. 

A  letter  has  this  day'  been  deli- 
vered to  me  by  tlie  vakeel  of  Zalem 
Sing,  the  rajah  of  Kotah,  informu^ 
jne  that  he  Had,  in  consequence  of 
this  disposition  of  Hoikar*$  /orce, 
ordered  all  iiis  subjects  to  secrete 
their  grains  in  or  near  tlie  forts,  in 
ordei-  to  preserve  it  from  his  army, 
and  intended  to  do  his  utmost  to 
resist  his  depredations. 

It  appears  probaWe  that  a  very 
few  days  must  enable  us  to  decide 
wl^at  steps  he  means  to  pursue  at 
the  present  advance^  period  of  the 
season  ;  the  grain  being  almost  en- 
tirely housed,  it  is  impossible  he 
can  advance  unless  he  determines 
on  it  within  these  five  .  or  aix 
days. 

All  accounts  agree  that  his  army 
is  nearly  in  a  state  of  mutiny,  and 
all  ranks  are  daily  becoming  noore 
dissatisfied  at  not  receivbg^  their 
pay;  his  last  promise  to  them  on 
the  subject,  declares  his  intenttcHi 
of  paying  them  On  his  return  frook 
Adjmere,  and  tliey  had  agreed  to 
be  guided  by  him  for  a  few  idaj$ 
longer.

acting  resident  to  .  dissuadlp  <  the 
gaveniment  of  Dowl<;it  liao  Scio- 
diah  from  immediately  resenting 
the. insults  offered  to  their  state  Dy 
JeswuQt  Rao  Holkar. 

.  Xa  the  couversation  which  major/ 
Malcoilm  details  aa  having  passed 
between  Jeswunt  Rao  Holkar  and 
the  Vakeel  of  Scjndiah,  at  his  camp, 
your,  lordship  will  observe,  that 
Holkar  has  said  that  he  has  seized 
the  fort  and  province  of  Adjmere; 
this  however  is  not  the  case,  as 
Balla  Rao  has  at  present  pa<;session 
of  It,  under  my  instructions,  to 
retain  it  for  Dowiut  Rao  Scindiah, 
and  has  actually  refused  to  deliver 
it  up  to  Jeswunt  Rao  Holkar,  who 
demanded  it  of  him  sopae  few  days 
ago. 

I  am  inclined  mateally  to  differ 
with  major  Malcolm,  in  his  idea  of 
the  prolongation  of  the  present 
measures  being  politic,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  allowing  the  army  of  Jes- 
wunt Rao  Holkar  to  disperse  from 
the  want  of  means  in  that  chief  to 
pay  them ;  my  former  dispatch  will 
have  informed  your  lordship  of  the 
state  of  his  array,  and  it  entirely 
subsists  by  plunder,  by  which 
means  it  has  hitherto  been  kept  to- 
gether 5  and  could  Jeswunt  Rao  ' 
advance  into  a  more  fertile  country, 
it  appears  by  no  means  improbable 
that  his  army  may  still  hold  to- 
gether for  a  considerable  period  3 
and  as  long  as  he  can  mahitain  his 
present  position,  it  holds  out  an  en- 
couragement, excessively,  injurious 
to  our  interests,  to  tlie  disaffected 
chiefs  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Doab, 
to  carry  oh  intrigues  with  Jeswunt 
Kao  Holkar,  in  the  hopes  of  bene- 


ifting   by   the    disturbances    ihef, 

inigliv  occasion,  arid  at  the  same 
time  ihe  enormous  expense  to  go- 
vernment of  maintaining  this  army 
in  the  field  becomes  a  serious  evil  j 
and  aii  I  :'m  by  nu  nieans  sanguine 
in  tlie  hope  tliat  ffjrlxrarance  on  our 
part  can  immediately  aflect  Jeswunt 
Rao  Holkar's  power,  it  appears  obvi- 
ous that  the  most  fortdnate  measure,, 
if  Jeswunt  Rao  Hoikar  persists  iii 
maintaining  his  present  positioUj^ 
Would  be  immediately  a  co-opera^ 
tion  with  the  government  of  Dow-/ 
Hit  Rao  Sciudiah  to  attack  him  at 
all  points  J  which  must  at  once  put 
an  end  lo  the  present  expensive  de- 
lay, and  ensnre  ttie  tranquillity 
of  Tntlia  to  an  unlimited  period. 

it  does  not  appear  to  me,  tbat 
\vithout  annihilating  the  power  of 
this  chiefs  our  oasii  possessions, 
or  those  of  our  allies,  can  ever 
be  secure  from  his  depredations., 

It  will  be  my  object  to  occupy 
a  position  in  this  neighbourhood 
until  I  receive  further  instructions 
from  your  lordship,  luiless  Holkar's 
conduct  should  render  it  necessary 
to  take  decided  measures  to  check 
him. 

On  this  subject  I  feel  particularly 
anxious,  as  I  think  it  necessary  to 
inform  your  excellency,  that  from 
the  period  of  the  season,  I  already 
labour  under  serious  difficulty  ia 
procuring  forage,  and  am  inclined 
to  apprehend  that  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  keep  the  field  much 
longer;  for  though  my  camp  is 
amply  provided  with  provisions  of 
all  sorts  for  men,  in  this  dry  sea- 
son, the  horses  and  every  descrip- 
tion of  cattle  must  inevitably  suffer 
severely  from  the  want  of  green 
forage.

consisted  did  not.  exceed  two  com- 
panies of  Sepoys,  a  party  of  fifty- 
artiller}'-men,  two  officers,  and  a 
surgeon  J  of  whom,  from  the  ac- 
count iliat  have  reached  us,  it  is  to  " 
be  apprehended  that  hardly  any 
have  e^ap^d. 

8.  Colonel  Murray,  with  the 
divisimv  of  the  army  under  his  com- 
mand, is  now  advancing  from  Gu- 
zerat  towards  Ougein  j  whilst  the 
troops  above  tl^e  Ghauntj^  placed 
under  ihe   orders  of  tlie  resident  at 


Poonah,  on  the  departure  of  the 
honourable  general  Wellesley,  will 
shortly  be  employed  (as  your 
committee  .will  observe  from  the 
details  of  infomiation  'to  "Which  we 
have  already  referred)  in  depriving 
Jeswunt  Rao  Holkar  of  his  posses- 
sions in  the  Deccan,  the  only  place 
of  strength  in  which  is  Chandor, 
whitlier  the  operations  of  the  troops 
will  probably  be,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, directed. 

9.  Since  writing  the  above,  in- 
formation has  been  received  from 
Poonah,  sjtid  to  be  founSed  on  the 
authority  of  a  letter  froraMs%xcel- 
lency  the  commander  in  chief,  that 
Mr.  Lucan  (the  same  officer  who 
conducted  our  troops  into  the  strong 
fort  of  Aligur,  on  the  commence- 
ment of  the  late  war  with  Scindiah) 
has  succeeded  ia  cutting  up  three 
battalions  of  Infantry,  and  taking 
eighteen  guns  belonging  to  the  army 
of  Holkar.

WAR  IN  INIflA. 

Mr.  Francis  adverted  to  a  mo-^ 
tion  which  he  had  made  In  the 

.course  of  the  last  sessions,  for  the 
productioa  of  certain  papers  re- 
specting the  war  in  Indi^,  and 
which  was  not  complied  with,  as 
the  papers  wetfe  not  then  arrived  to 
which  his  motion  referred.  Un- 
derstanding now,  tliat  those  papers 
were  received,  the  hon.  member 
submitted  a  motion,  that  there 
should  be  laid  before  the  house,  co-» 
pies  of  all  treaties,  engagements, 
and  correspondence,  as  have  taken 
place  between  the  governments  of 
feengal,  Fort  St.  Greorge,  and  Bom*- 
bay,  and  any  of  the  surviving  Ma- 
hometan princes  or  states,  in  the 
upper  part  of  India,  particularly 
witli  the  king  or  mogul  at  Delhi,  or 
his  ministers. — Ordered  according- 
ly. Mr.  Francis  also  gave  notice, 
that  he  would,  on  Monday  next, 
move  for  the  production  of  spme 

--t«irj|ip5BJB9r*TWith  respect  to  the 
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war  in  India;  After  the  two  dis- , 
tinguished  chie&,  Scindiah  ^nd 
the  Rajah  of  Berar,  had  been  con- 
quered by  our  arms>  and  a  treaty 
concluded  with  them  $  after  India 
was  understood  to  be  completely 
tranquiljzed,  it  was  heard>  with  sur- 
prise, that  new  hostilities  had  com- 
menced With  Holkar,  who  was  a 
minor  chief.  The  papers  for  which 
he  meant  to  move,  wouM  refer  to 
those  hostilities,  the  cause  of  which 
the  house  and  the  country  were  na- 
turally anxious  to  ascertain. 

January  2U 
Mr.  Francis — *'  Si<^,  the  mo* 
tion  which  I  mean  to  submit  to 
the  house  will  not  make  it  neces- 
sary for  me  to  tiouble  you  wfth 
many  reasons  in  support  of  it,  or 
for  more  than  a  few  nfmutes ;  and, 
indeed,  it  appeared  to  me  so  much  a 
matterof  course,  that  I  should  not 
have  thought  it  required  a  previous 
notice,  but -for  a  suggestion  which 
I  am  always  desirous  to  comply 
with.  In  the  course  of  the  last 
session,  the  house  tliought^fit  to 
order  a  great  variety  of  papers  to  be 
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laid  before  them>  to  explain  the 
causes  of  tl^e  war  which  began  in 
\  803,  against  two  of  tlie  principal 
Mahratta  chiefs,  Scindoah  and  Boos- 
b.  By  the  pajxirs  before  tlie  house  it 
appeara!>  that  those  chiefs  were  sub- 
dued and  reduced  to  submission, 
and  that  treaties  qf  peace  had  been 
signed  with  them  about  the  close  of 
the  same  year )  and  it  was  natural 
to  conclude  that  their  was  an  end  of 
the  war  in  India.  Nothing  could 
be  more  improbable  tiian  that  any 
of  tlie  remaining  Mahratta  powers 
should  take  up  the  contest,  where 
the  others  bacf  left  it;  and  especially 
^g^nst  an  enemy  flushed  with  suc- 
cess, and  which  tlie  greatest  powers 
of  the  Mahratta  empire  had  not 
been  able  to  resist.  Nevertheless 
it  18  known,  that  another  war,  with 
^another  chief,  called  Holkar,  im- 
mediately, or  soon  after,  succeeded 
to  the  pacification  with  Scin- 
diah  and  Boosla.  I  consider  it  as  the 
iinal  act  of  the  same  transaction,  and 
that  the  information  before  the 
bouse  would  not  be  complete  with- 
iput  the  papers  relative  tt»  these  last 
hostilities,  which  I  propose  to 
juove  for,  I  hold  it  to  be.  of  im- 
portance to  the  good  government 
and  safety  of  our  possessions  in 
India,  that  a  regular  comniunicatioi^ 
of  all  material  transactions  should, 
at  proper  intervals,  be  made  to 
parbament,  and  that  the  record  of 
them  should  be  preserved  in  this 
house.  I  bav6  no  doubt  that 
Holkar  has  lieen  subdued;  his 
foi:ce,  compared  with  ours,  is  so 
inconskierable,  that  one  can  only 
wonder  at  his  venturing,  at  such 
a  .  time  especially,  to  provoke  a 
quarrel  with  a  power  so  much  su- 
perior to  him.  Nevertheless  he  has 
certainly  been  able  to  make  some 
resistance,  and  we  know  that  many 
lives  have  been  lost  ^hready  in  the 
course  of  this  petty  '^ar...  In  one  of 


the  provinces  ceded  to  ns*  called 
fiundlecund,  a  party  of  his  cavalry 
surrounded  a  detachment  of  ours, 
consisting  of  two  complete  com- 
panies of  sepoys,  some  cannon,  and 
fifty  European  artillery-men,  eveiy 
man  of  whom  were  ,cut  to  pieces. 
The  loss  of  the  sepoys  is  to  be 
lamented  j  that  of  the  artillery-mexi 
is  invaluable.  The  main  body, 
lirom  which  this  little  force  was  de- 
tadiied,  immediately  retired,  and 
the  officer  who  commanded  it  was 
put  unde;;  arrest.  I  need  not  say 
more  to  iM-ove  that  these  trai^sac^^ons 
deserve  the  attention  of  tlie  house. 
I  am  not  aware  of  any  reasonable 
objection  to  tlie  motion*  but  if  any 
should  be  made^  I  hope  the  house 
will  permit  me  to  reply  to  it  I 
move  yoto^  Sir,  '^  That  there  he  laid 
before  this  house,  copies  or  extracts 
oT  all  letters  or  correspondence  re- 
ceived from  India,  since  the  last 
session  of  {)arliament,  relative  to 
hostilities  between  the  British  gp^ 
vemment  and  a  Mahratta -chi^ 
called  Jeswunt,  Rao  Holkarj  and 
the  causes  thereof,  as  6r  as  may  b^ 
consistent  with  the  public  seryicp^ 
and  with  the  good  faith  due,  to 
persons  from  whom  s^ret  iptel- 
ligence  may  have  been  recpiv^** 

Before  I  sit  dowp,,  I  wish  ta 
mention  a  subject  connect^  with 
the  Mahratta  war,  on  which  the 
house  lias  received  no  inforipatioQ. 
I  expected  to  find  it  explained  ,  Ui 
the  printed  papers,  but  in  th^m 
there  is  no  mention  of  it.  In  the 
country  of  Guzerat,  to  the  nai;d>- 
west  of  Bombay,  there  is  a  prince 
called  the  Gwicowar:  a  part  pf  his 
territory  has  been  ceded  to  the 
company,  partly  to  make  good  the 
pay  of  our  subsidiary  force  ^tatioiied 
at  Poonah,  and  for  jqo  ot^r  ol?jegt5 
of  inderanificatign*  Qut  iof -^iW 
fund  we  ought  to  have, received.* 
considerable  revenue;  bjut  to.fhat 
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.priiice  fiie  government  of  Bombay 
nave  lent  a  siim  not  much  less  'than 
360,0001.  llie  documenlss  re- 
lative to  this  extraordinary  transac- 
tion, I  think,  ought,  to  have  been 
laid  before  the  house  under  die 
orders  already  given,  .which  would 
8a\'e  time  and  trouble  5  if  not,  it  must 
be  the  subject  of  a  particular  mo- 
tion. 

Lorct  Castlereagh  had  no  ob- 
jection to  the  {>roduction  of  the 
Eapers  the  honourable  gentleman 
ad  referred  to,  but  was  sorry  the 
honourable  gentleman  had  intro- 
dufced  other  circumstances  that  were 
tiot  necessarily  connected  witli  the 
motion.  The  observations  he  had 
thrown  out  respecting  the  defeat  of 
that  unfortunate  detachment  went, 
the  house  would  feel,  to  involve  the 
charactex"  of  an  officer,  whose  con- 
duct was  now  the  subject  of  military 
.  inquiry.  But,  considering  this  event 
in  a  more  general  view,  he  did  riot 
see  that  it  afforded  so  much  room 
foT  complaint,  "as  the  honourable 
gentleman  would  have  us  believe. 
Great  success  had  been  obtained  in 
other  quarters,  which  much  more 
than  counterbalanced  that  unfortu- 
nate circumstance.  The  honour- 
able gentleman  had  also  gone  out  of 
.  bis  way  in  the  observations  he  had 
made  respecting  die  territories  that 
had  been  ceded  as  indemnities, 
and  the  sums  granted  to  a  prince  of 
the  Guzerat.  These,  the  noble 
lord  thought,  would  come  more 
properly  under  discussion  when  the 
India^  budget  should  be  submitted 
to  the  house.  He  had  no  objection, 
however,  that  the  house  should 
be  in  possession  of  all  the  infor- 
mation the  honourable  gentleman* 
could  wish.  Indeed,  the  qualifi- 
cation the  honouWble  gentleman 
himself  had  annexed  to  his  motion, 
T^moVed  eveiy  objection  that  could 
bci  made  to  it,  as  he  wishes  only  to 
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have*  such  papers  as  may  notintei-f 
fere  with  the  arrangement  of  go- 
vernment, or  put  them  in  an  awk- 
\v2ttd  predicament  In  re^d  to 
the  quarter  fro^n '  which  they 
may  have  received  secret  informa- 
tion. 

Mr.  Francis.  I  beg  leave  to 
assure  tlie '  house  tliat  I '  had  no 
thoughts  of  reflecting  on  the  ofiicer 
to  whose  misfortune  I  have  alluded: 
I  do  oot  even  know  his  name,  nor 
is  it  possible  that  any  tiling  said  of 
him,  at  this  time,  and  at  this  dis- 
tance, can  aftect  his  situation  or 
character  in  India.  My  sole  object^ 
in  mentioning  the  fact  was  to  jus- 
tify tlie  motion,  and  to  exculpate 
myself  from  having  intruded  on  the 
house  without  a  strong  case,  or 
without  sufficient  reasoa. — The 
.question  was  then  put  and  agreed  to. 
— Adjourned.

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agthgndaoib of  October,  I804c 
also»  an  acooiant  of  the  prooeedtogs, 
of  the  commUftfoQ^rs  for  the  a£&tra 
of  Indian  4iQd  the  Court  of  Dcrecr 
tofs  respeoting  the  Prince  of 
Wakft*^  island,  so  &r  as  the  9tmo 
may  lie  disclosed  without  pr^u* 
dice  to  the  publip  service.— Or*

JMr.  Frjliccis.  Beibre  I  proceed 
tq  the  iiotice-which  I  propose  to 
give  this  day,  I  beg  leare  to  ask. 
Uie.  noble  krd  (m  the  other  side  a 
question  for  information^  very  £t 
to  be  given  to  the  house,  and 
materiaUy  connected  with  the 
subject  which  I  mean  to  bring 
unde^  their  consideration.  By  the 
pap^:i  OP  the  table  it  appears,  that 
the  war  now  or  lately  carried  on  in 
India  against  HoUcar^  was  declared 
by  lord  W^Uesl^,  so  long  ago  as 
fhe  Jgth  April,  1804,  and  J  pre- 
sume must  have  been  in  hi»  con* 
teniplatioh  some  time  before  that 
date.  This  we  know  indirectly 
though  the  governmept  of  Bombay. 
My  queston  is^  whether  at  this  day 
the  CWt  of  Directors,  or  the  select 
Committee,have  received  anydu^ 
communication  from  lord  Welles- 
ley  of  the  origin  and  the  motives  of 
this  war? 

Lord  Castlebeagb.  My  an- 
swer to  the  question  put  to  me  by 
the  honourable  gentleman  is,  that, 
at  this  day^  no  advices  have  been 
'  recdved  directly  from  lord  Welles- 
ley,  coiKeruing  the  origin  and  the 
motives  for  wkr  with  iiolkar. 

Mr,  FRANCIS.  The  fact  of  it- 
self deserves  the  attention  of  the 
bouse ;  since  nothing  can  be  more 
praline  and  peremptory  than  the 
jinjunption  of  the  law,  by  ^hich  llie 
i^eamor-General  and  Council  ase 
ordered^  in  all  cases  wh^re  hostiiir 


tles  shall  be  tonuneiKed^  io  com? 
muoicate  the  same  to  th^  Dkiectors, 
by  the  moat  expeditions  toieans  thc^ 
can  devise,  wiidi  a  fiill  state  of  tbe 
informacioQ  and  inteUigenoe  upoa 
which  they  shall  hate  Gommenced 
such  hostilities,  and  their  mottyea 
and  reasons  for  the  same  at  lai^^ 
I  now.  Sir,  beg  leave  to  give  «otioe 
that  it  is  my  tUteotioo,  wHh  p^-» 
m'lHsion  of  the  bouse,  to  bring  under 
their  coubideration  a  general  view^ 
of  tlie  sUle  bf  the  British  dolk&ioa 
in  India,  and  to  miifc&  a  jnotion 
thereupon,  as  early  in  the*  week 
after  oext  as-may  stand  with  the 
convenience  of  the  hpuse.  S'u%  k 
would  be  desirBbk  for  any.  man* 
who  wishes  to  bring  inU^  view  ^ 
question  of  great  e&teitt  and  con^ 
sequence,  and  for  me  ihorsr  ihaA 
any  other,  that  his  audience  shouk) 
be  in  some  degree  possetsed. of 
the  general  nature  of  the  subjool.

BENGAL  JUDICATURE  BILL. 
.:  Lord  Castler^ach  moved  for 
teave  ta  bring  in  a  bUl>  to  amend 
the  Act  of  the  33d  of  the  present 
King,  which  prescribes  the  powers 
(Of  be  given  to  die  India  oempeny, 
in  the  iippointmenc  of  a  commander 
HI  chi(2f  of  the  forces  in  India»  and 
regoiates  the  duties  of  govemor-ge- 
neml  in  council  at  Bengal.  In 
making  this  motion,  however,  he 
ttnstiiniopm  the  house,  that  it  was 
slot  his  imemtion  either  to  make  any 
roatemi  aitenoion  in  the  forpas,  or 
adinconsiderably  to  the  expense  of 
the  establinhment.  Bnt,  in  the 
'event  of  an  exalted  mvhtary  cha- 
riKt&c  t^ng  the  chief  command 
dfihe  forties  in  the  lield,  be  thooglit 
thait'it  wmdd  beof  essentoil  bene^ 
tortile  service,  and  Jwrould  tend  to 
tte'ftirther  sepority  of  our  posses- 
sions, in  that  quarter,  if  the  person 
tt^.was  to  have  the  chief  direction 
and  management  of  our  armies  in 
the  field,  should  have  the  opportu- 
fX0c^  of  sitting  hi  the  council,  and 
giving  hift  advice,,  or  communicating 
ws  information  «n  matters  that 
wew  .intimately  connected  with 
their  weifarj.  He  siiould  therefore 
propose,  that  the  commander  in 
chief  should  have  a  place  in  the 
coouoil^-  fort  William.  When 
that„  illustrious  personage,  that 
noble  iiind  gallant  Dl£eer,<  the  mar*- 
quiso  Gorowallitf,  was  ibrraeriy  in 
}odia,  aa:tb5  otiSGCof  jovctnor-ge^ 


neral  and  that  of  comttiander  In 
chief  are  both  unHed,  and  as  iie  wnif 
a  military  man  of  great  experience, 
and  possessing  the  utmost  ability, 
he  had  ilie  direction  of  the  councils, 
and  the  mat»agement  of  the  araiies 
in  the  field  at  the  same  time  5  but 
for  the  lauer  duty,  he  had  no  emo- 
lument, notwithstanding  his  bra-; 
very  and  success  are  known  so  well 
to  have  deserved  the  utmost  com- 
pensation. By  his  exploits,  and 
from  circumstances  whicli  have 
since  happened,  onr  territories  m 
the  East  have  considerably  iilcreas- 
ed  since  tlie  time  of  that  noble  and 
gallatit  officer  having  first  taken  the 
held,  and  gentlemen  need  not  be 
ti)ld,  that  the  duties  of  the  civil  go- 
vernment of  our  possessfons  in  the 
East  must  consequently  Jiave  be- 
come more  numerous,  and  that  it 
must  require  more  time,  and  d, 
greater  degr€>e  of  attention,  to  direct 
the  civil  atiairs  of  the  company  in 
the  East  than  it  did  at  Ibe  distant 
period  to  which  he  alluded.  And, 
in  the  event  of  the  person  whom  hi 
bad  already  metnioned  going  to  In- 
di"<i,  it  would  be  of  the  utrtiOSt  im^ 
pottance  that  the  council  at  Fort 
William  should  have  his  eibcp^Jemife 
and  ability  added  to  tliat  of  which 
it  is  alreatiy  possessed.  He  th€^e- 
fore  moved,  tlidt  leave  be  given^  t^ 
amend  the  Act  which  he  had  'mejl- 
tioned  on  introdnciftg  the  subject 
to  the  house.  • 

Mr.  Pa  Avci»  then  ro^  and  said ; 
Sir,  I  am  not  aware  of  any  objec- 
tion to  the  provisions  of  thisr  bill. 
The  cases  stated,  though  1  liope  not 
likely  to  happen,  ought  t6  be  pro- 
vided for.  llie-suppOfvition  can- 
not be  niade  without  some  palnfol 
reflections  :  that  lovd  Cornwallis, 
on  his  arrival  in  Bengal,  whidveatf- 
not  be  computed  at  tess  tliati  ^\x 
months  from  this  period,  ^\\\  ^d 
India  4tUl  iuvolv&d  in  war,  and  that 
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he  may  be  obliged  to  take  the  field 
in  person .     If  that  be  wellTfounded, 
it  gives  us  but  a  melancholy  pros- 
pect of  the  state  of  our  affairs  ia 
that  quarter,      t  do  not  perceive 
that  the  bill  gives  lord  ConnvalUs 
any  new  or  extraordinary  powers > 
and,  if  it  did,  I  should  not  be  in- 
clined to  oppose  it,  for  two  rea- 
sons ^  first,  because  1  should  think  it 
not  at  all  unlikely  that  the  exigency 
of  the    case  might   require    such 
powers :  and  then,  becaiise  1  know 
of  no  person    among  those  ^vho 
have  acted  in  great'  stations  in  my 
time,  whom    I    shcpld  be   more 
ready  to  trust  with  great  power, 
than  m}'  lord  Cornwallis.    Judging 
of  him  by  all  his  public  conuuct.    1 
amconvti.oed  that  power  may  be 
safely  trusted  m  his  hands,  and  that 
he  will  never  u^e  it  but  for  the  be- 
nefit   of   the  public  service.      If 
twy  voice  could  contribute  to  his 
honour,  he  should  have  it  without 
reserve,  for  the  spirit  that  prompts 
him  to  undertake  such  a  task^  as  I 
know  it  to  be,  and  at  such  a  time. 
And  if  it  were  possible  to  give  him 
support  in  the  execution  of  it  by 
any  eflfort  of  mine,  he  might  be 
sui:e  pf  it.     I  am  convinced  that 
his  great  object  will  be  to  compose 
the  disorders  of  India,  and  to  re-r 
store  peace  and  tranquillity  to  the 
unfortunate     inhabitants    ojf    that 
country. — Leave  was  then  given  to 
bring  in  the  bill,  which  was  brought 
up  an^  read  a  iiist  time.

STATE  OF  AFFAIRS  IN 

INDIA. 
Mr.  Francis    rose,  and  in    a 
masterly  and  luminous  speech  tobk 
an  extensive  view  of  our  affairs  in 
^  India.     It  would   notj  he  set  out 
vjby  observing,  be  denied,   that  the 
/  state  of  our  immense  dominion  in 
^  the  E^st,  >yas  a  subject  of  the  high- 
est importance  that  could  be  sub- 


mitted   to    the   coBsiderfition    pf 
parliament     In  proportion^  how- 
ever, as  thi*  emigre  was  extended^  it 
seemed  to  excire  less  of  the  atten- 
tion either  of  the  house  or  the  pob*- 
lie.    It  seemed  as  if  its  very  greats 
ness  had  leuJered  it  superiour  to 
the  capacity  of  the  house    fully  to 
understand,  or  benehciaUy  to  regu- 
late.    If  this  really  was  the  case,  it 
was  only  an  additional  proof  oi  the 
impolicy  of  that  ail -grasping  system 
which   had  too  long    guided  our 
councils,  ialndia,  only  an  acidiiional 
confirmation  that  such    a  system 
ihust  continue  to  prt^uce  to&se^ 
quences  of  the  mo&t  disastrous  na- 
ture.    Abuses  must,  fi-om  the  very 
naturt  of  things,  spiing  out  of  this 
excessive  lust  for  power.     Abuses 
must  arise  liom  the  remoteness  of 
our  possessiouif,  so  little  liable  to 
investigation  or  punishmenL    Bat 
it  was  fit  that  tlie  house  should 
'bear  in  juind,  that  evils  which  origi-f 
nated  in  liKlia  would  tiot  confine 
themselves  to  that  country.     E\en 
at  tliis  moment,  s6me  of  those  etils 
were  already  felt,  aiid   many  tautc 
would  follow  i  n  tbei  r  track .     I  ndia , 
.«nder  its  present  government,  atibr- 
ded  us  no  revenue.   It  was,  on  the 
contrary,  there  that  our  resources 
were  consumed    in    ruinsus  con- 
quests 5  that  the  ^o  wer  of  our  troops 
were  cut  off,  fightitig  unnecessary 
battles.    India,  under  a  wise  sysleia 
of  policy,  tpight  be  at  once  a  source 
of  revenue  and  a  fxiiKi  of  the  mast 
beneficial  commerce.     Before  these 
effects  took    place,   however,  the 
present   system    of  apathy,  with 
regard  to  our  Indian  affairs,  must 
be  abandoned  for  a  system  of  jea- 
lousy, of  justice,  andof  modejation. 
From  the  conduct    of  parliament 
now>  with  regard  to  India,  it  ap- 
peared as  if  her  authority  tofcgisfate 
for  that  part  of  the  empire;  were 
absolutely  abdicated*     From  oideep 
.  xxmyictioQ  thatthia^ttsucoddnbt 
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teng*be.p^rfM^  irt,  fee  bad  risen  to 
eaH  theatientk)tf  of  the  hoit«e  to 
nhe  BO^pct,   as  be.  had  felt  it  his 
dutyitodo^on  m«hy  foin^er  occa- 
Bk»ti>,'  SiiK:e  he  had  \mt  submitted 
tiae  comifderation  of  our  affairs  in 
India,  generally  to  parliament,  the 
€X)nst!tuti/m  of  ttie  house  had  been 
80  much  ch&nged,  as  well    as  the 
individuals  who   coifiposed  it,  ^that 
it  became  necessary  tor  him  to  take 
a  short ^view  of  our  Indian  policy, 
from  the  time  of^our  first  settlirig 
there  dovm  to  the  present   day ; 
describing    -briefly  'the    principles 
-which  parHamcnl  had,  at  ditferent 
periods,  i  jid  down  for  the  regubtion 
otlour  government.     In   the' first 
places  he  bad  to  state  the  reasons 
whrch  induced  him  so  often  to  take 
up  this^oflfice;  this  Ihankless  office, 
as  he  had  oftep  experienced  it.     It 
was  in  177^  that  his  first   connec- 
tion %vtlh  India  originated,  when  he 
was  sent  out  by  government  of  that 
period  to  be  a  menjber  of  the   su- 
pi<eme  council.  During  a  residence 
of  ^ix  years  m  India;  his  conduct 
had    ever  received  the  .strongest 
niarks  of  approbation  j  and  on  his 
return,  in  1 79 1,  it  had  undergone 
the  most    rigid    eitamination.     A 
.  coromittee  0?  the  house  had  exa- 
mined every  act  afed  every  opinion 
:  which    he  had  delivered  while  a 
,  member  of  the  supreme  council  5 
.and  he  was  proud  in  the  recollec- 
tion that  the  report  of  that  com- 
^  mittee  wa**  ^s  favourable  as  even  his 
most  sanguine  wishes  could  have 
desired.'    It  was  a  report  of  the 
most  unqualified  approbation .  Other 
committees  bad   iuade  similar  re- 
port?, and    after  all  the    inquiry 
which  did  ftike  place,  he  had  a  ri^ht 
to  say,'  that  though  not   tormSly 
tried,  he  was  as  much  on  his  trial  as 
even  Mr.  Hastings  wiis,  when  he 
wasforriially  arraigned  betbfe  the 
highest  tribunal    in  this    country. 
^  Td  himsdf^  yfho   had  received  so 


fitlle  solid  advantage  from  the  at- 
tention he  had  besto>x'^d  on  Indian 
affairs,  it  was  a  consolation  to  know 
that  hi^   conduct^  and  the  poliCT* 
\vliich  he  had  ever  recommended, 
had    received  the  most   flattering 
testimonies.— ^Having  said  so  much 
respecting  the   Origin   of  his  con-    *  * 
nection  with  India,  he  proceeded  to 
the     direct    consideration    ot"  the 
question,  in  doing  which  he  assured 
gentlemen  that   ihcy  had  no  occa- 
sion to  be  aiarmed  by  any  apprehen- 
sion of  16ng,  dry  derails.  All  that  he 
had    ill  contemplation  was  a  bird*s-     * 
eye  view  of  the  business,  for  that 
would  be  fully  sufficient  {or  the  ob- 
ject he  had  proposed  on  tJie present 
occasion.     There  was  a  great  deal 
of  matter  in  the  papers  before  the 
house,    to   which   he   should   not 
feel  it  necessary  to  allude,  nor  did 
he    now  mean  ^o  say  any  thing 
of  those  military  operations,  the  de- 
tails of  which   were  so  uumemus 
and  intricate.     With  regard  to  the 
origin    of     our    connection     with 
Iiklia,  it  was  hardly  necessary  for 
him  to  remind  the  house,  that  it 
was    originally    purely    commer- 
cial J  but  that  it  was  marked  on 
the  part  of  the  native  princes  with 
every    appearance    of    good    un- 
derstanding,   and  even    kindness. 
Iliey  not  only  afforded  us  every 
facility  for  carry ir^  on  an  advan- 
tageous trade,  but  actually  confer- 
red on  us  immunities  and  exehip- 
tions  which  many  of  tlieirown  sub- 
jects did  not  enjoy.     It  was,  in  a 
mercantile  point  of  view,  wise    in 
the    native  princes  to    encourage 
trade  with  foreign    nations.     But 
while  their    commercial   eye  wa? 
open,  their  political  eye  was  rlosed. 
They  did  not  act  on  those  princi- 
pics  which  had   so  effectually  ex- 
cluded European  nations  from  thq 
driminion  of  China.   It  was  not  till 
1765,  that  our  situation  in  Jndi'a 
fiustained  an  important  change.— 
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Cor  fine  dcmAGXkm  with  Beagal, 
was  in  cbe  character  of  adventurers. 
Ailer  tluit  period  we  began  to  as^ 
tame  thm  eharacter  lof  sovereigns. 
Bat  what  was  then  the  language  of 
lord  Olive,  a  man  to  whom  we  owe 
the  erection  of  our  immense  ca»- 
tem-dominion  ?  His  language  was> 
**  my  resolution  and  my  hopes  will 
always  be  to  coniine  our  conquests 
and  our  possessions  to  Bengal^  Ba- 
bar,  and  Orixa.  To  go  farther  Is, 
in  my  qnnion,  a  scheme  so  ex- 
travagantly ambitious  and  absiml, 
that  no  governor  and  council  in 
t^ir  senses  can  ever  adopt  it,  un- 
less the  whole  system  of  the  com- 
pany's interest  be  first  entirely  new 
modelled." — Such  was  the  lan- 
guage of  one  wliose  knowledge  ^^'as 
unquestioned,  and  whose  policy  laid 
the^only  sure  foiuidation  of  our  In- 
dian possessions.  He  himself  koew 
V  that  the  government  of  that  day 
folly  adopted  these  principles  of  li- 
mitted  dominion.  When  in  1773, 
he  went  with  tlie  other  commis- 
sioners to  India,  the  government 
gave  the  most  positive  instracdous 
to  see  that  the  same  principles  were 
followed  op,  and  the  commands  of 
the  directors  were  absolute  on  the 
subject.  These  were  principles 
laid  down  while  a  FreiHih  force  liad 
possession  of  a  considerable  part  of 
India,  and  when  the  idea  of  under- 
taking a  war  for  conquest,  might 
have  appeared  some  excuse  for  de- 
viating in  a  particular  case  from  tlje 
ffiDerii  system  of  limitation.  But 
it  was  not  on  these  declarations  that 
he  found  himself  obliged  to  rest 
his  Opinion.  In  1782,  parliament 
unanimously  resolved,  that  the  Bri- 
tish empire  should  not  be  extended 
ih  India,  and  that  no  war  should  J>e 
undertaken  from  a  lust  of  conquest. 
The  same  renolution  was  followed 
up  by  an  express  act  of  the  legisla^ 
ture  in  1784  -,  aflci  at  the  renewal 


of  the  charter  In  l7gilAtiie«)rttt-'* 
noance  of  the  ^mo  poiieji  wa*  prcH* 
vided  to  m  the  noost'  e%ipi\d^ 
terms.  This  genetid  principle  "wm 
therefore  so  dearly  kid  dowa,  that 
it  was  absolutely  impossible  to  at^ 
tempt  to  cont^vert  it.  He  wa^' 
aware  that  a  disiii;tctk)iv  was  at-^ 
tempted  to  be  tak^  beewixt  warm 
of  oppression,  which  were  oever  to 
be  undertaken,  and  wars  wh^ob 
were  founded  on  jostioe  ^and  beoes* 
sity.  It  was  not  very  easy  td  see  Ml 
what  grounds  «uch  a  plea^waa^ 
bro^ght  forwatd.  Of  the  origin  dr 
justice  of -many  of  the  wars  in  IfW 
dia,  the  house  and  thepubli&wefa 
frequently,  or  rattier  always,  with: 
out  the  means  of  forming  a  protNur- 
judgutent.  We  had  never  «sy^ 
evidence  but  the  testimony  of  one^ 
of  thd  BelHgerent  power^'again^  thdi 
other,  and  therefore  such  testimbn)^ 
was  to  be  received  with  ditBtloice. 
We  knew  only  in  genenrithat  wdfs^ 
had  been  begun,  that  great  acqtil-^ 
sitsons  were  made,  and  we  ^m^ 
ourselves  little  trouble  to  adceriaki' 
Itow  far  ti^y  arose^  either  out  of 
justice  or  necessity;  The  nadv«£ 
princes  of  India  had  no^  ambassa^ 
dors  to  {4ead  their  cause.  iThe^r 
saw  th^ir  country  overrun,  theii?- 
wealth  doatroyed,  and  then  they  bad- 
only  the  satisfaction  of-  being  toUl 
that  they  had  been  actuated  by  la  w^ 
less  ambition.  Many  mehibers^ 
might  not,  perhaps,  be  a«*are  duit- 
there  formerly  existed  in  tlie  go-* 
vemment  of  Bengal  a  ooIltlmission^ 
of  Persian  conespondenee,  through- 
which  our  relations  with  ^e  nadv^ 
princes  were  conducted.  In  Icck^^ 
ing,  however,  to  the  vast  btidy  c£ 
papers  on  the  table,  hehadnotbeeb^ 
able,  after  the  most  diluent  inq^Qirjr, 
to  find  above  three  or  four  short  do^ 
cunient^,  containkig  nointeltigdnitd 
of  tlie  slightest  importance,  Thi^ 
correspondence  w^s    nowj  Iba^* 
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£ott^,-eA\k^  ahogether^belifthed,  or- 
Wl  for  A  cpo^iderable  tim&  boen 
sUBpendec^    Thus  were  the  bouse 
aod  the.  public  wkhput  means  o£ 
uidgipg  oi' the  origin  of  contests  in 
'  xodiai    Our.  CQ(umissipner$  might 
b$  boQ^9t  pers6ns>  and  their  repre^ 
»?pUtions  r  might    be    frequently 
6>MAded  m  ^mess  and  truth .    But 
we  wer^  (breed  to  believe  them, 
without  knowing  what  was  the  na- 
tu^  of  the  remonstrances  of  the 
native  pr'uKes^  or  what  sacrifices 
tl)ey  hsid  ipade  for  the  preservation 
of  peace.   He  desired  the  hou^e 
to  consider  what  was  the  extent  of 
our  conyquestsin  liKlia.    The  ho- 
nourable   member    proceeded    to 
read    the  foUowing    li:>t  of  native 
pri<ices>  who  have  either  been  ex^* 
tirpated^  or  whose  states  have  sunk 
iploours:  Nabob  of  Bengal,  rajah 
of  BeDares>  nabob  of  Oude>  Rohil- 
la9>  Ferokabad»  nabob  of  the  Car- 
natiC;  Tippoo  Sultan  and  Mysore, 
now  undW  an  infant  rajah.     He 
tlieo^tated  the  following  to  be  the 
li&t  of  those  prixK:es  who  stOrive 
iihderourgovemnaent,  or  ^^e  suf* 
fered  to  remain  as    feeblie  trjbu* 
tarl^su  :  Bajah$  of  Tanjore,  Tinni- 
▼eUi,;Travancorej  wibahdar  of  the 
Dodcan>.by  a  subsidiary  treaty  made 
in  l79Q'i  Gnicowar  and  Gu2erat> 
Baodlec.und,  the  Mogul,  in  short 
the  whole  peninsula  from  Delhi  to 
Cape  Comiohnj  except  the  Mah- 
raUa  country.     But  with^all  this 
extent  of  empire,  with  all  that  va- 
riety of  4onainioo,  the  thirst  of  con- 
qtie^r^tuained  u^iboundedi  and  the 
positive  law  of  p^rli^ment  for  the 
Ucditation  of  our  territories  has  been 
^in  viplated^  hy  a  war  with  the 
Mahralt^  powers*    Tl>e  pretext  fbx 
the  A¥ar  i trtick  him  ^s  absurd*  and 
indefenmble  in  tlie  highest  d^ree. 
Tbere  was  not  th^  slightest  grpimd 
jg^f  supposing  that  the  M^rattas 
eDtetfUuQed  any  views  iK)stile  ta  our 


power*  It  was  true,  that  they  ^v^ift 
agitated  by  intestine  feuds«  but  h« 
defied  any  member,  froin  ijhe  pt^^ 
pers  on  the  table,  w  lihew  that  thcwr. 
proceedings  could  inspire  any  'me 
with  a  subject  for  jealousy  or  alarm^ 
He  knew  it  was  commcHi  to  repre*' 
sent  the  native  prinoeu  iu  the  m<t^ 
odiou«li^l,  as  absoii^.te  mtmrtr-.s 
of  depravity;  btit  from  the  htu- 
guage  of  thobe  employed  under  tuo 
government  of  lord  Welkftley,  it 
was  easy  tq  see  in  wliat  light  these 
descriptnons  should  be  considered. 
To  secure  the  trauquilHty  oi  our 
possessions,  it  was  ueccsbary  that  a 
treaty  with  one  of  the  Maiiraua 
chiefs  should  be  conclmled,  ar*d  the 
Peishwah  was  selected  for  that  pur- 
pose. Now,  what  is  the  charge-;, 
ter  of  that  prince,  witli  whom  it  is 
necessary  to  stand  on  go<xi  terms,  lo 
promote  our  own  security  I  CoIcm 
nei  Palmer  says,  "  I  am  lo  Iwve  my 
last  private  audience  of  the  Peihh- 
wah  this  evening,  when  I  will  make 
a  final  effort  to  convince  his  Ligh- 
nejis  of  the  lasting  security,  po*er; 
and  prosperity,  which  he  will  de- 
rive from  embracing  your  k«d>bip*s 
proposals  ;  though  I  apprehend  that 
nothmg^hort  of  imminent  and  cer-^ 
tain  destruction  will  induce  him  to 
make  concessions  which  militate 
against  his  deep-rooted  jealousy 
and  prejudiceB,  and  of  which  bei 
thinks  he  has  aheady  made  extra- 
ordinary sacrifices/* .  Colonel  Close  , 
says,  •*  Every  day *s  -  experience 
tends  to  strengthen  the  irapressiou,' 
that,  from  the  first,  your  lords  hi  p*f 
amicable  and  liberal  views  in  re-, 
laiion  to  this  state,  have  not  only, 
been  discordant  with  the  natural 
disposition  of  the  Peishwah,  but  to- 
tally adx'erse  to  that  selfish  mA 
wicked  policy,  which,  in  a  cerjain- 
degree,  he  seems  to  have  realized. 
In  the  midst  of  personal  peril,  and 
the  lowest  debasecaent^  be  viewed- 
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the  acbcnisatoti  of  permanent  sup- 
^Bt  from  your  loiilship  with  the 
deepest  aversion.  The  dark  com- 
ptexion  Off  the  Peishwah's  dktposi- 
^an  and  character,  the  disgustful 
history  of  his  domestic  and  public 
coodudt,  his  atrocious  machina- 
41905,  ,&-c.  His  faithless  and  sor- 
did policy,  his  hatred  iind  jealousy 
of  th?  British  name.  The  present 
Peishwah  has,  ever  since  the  year 
1798,  acted  more  like  an  enemy, 
than  a  friend  of  the  company's 
government.  Yet,  after  all,  he 
appears  to  be  a  young  man,  of 
"whom  a  chief  of  his  own  family 
sap,  that  he  had  retired  from 
Poonah,  owing  to  the  tlioughtless- 
ne$a  of  youth."  Thus  it  Is,  that  a 
oattve  prince  is  loaded  with  abuse 
by  the  government  of  India  5  that 
ht  is  called  x)n  to  give  up  a  great 
proportion  of  his  dominions ;  and  all 
this  for  the  purpose  of  securrng 
tranquil  possession  of  his  thix)ne. 
It  was  not  a  little  wngular  too,  that 
the  Peishwah  is  always  represented 
as  a  Sovereign  Prince,  that  he  was 
the  head  of  the  Mahrattas,  and  that 
rtie  other  chiefs  were  only  his  ser- 
vants. This  represeiitation  was 
directly  contrary  to  fact.  The 
Peishwah  was  nothing  more  than 
the  prime  minister  among  the  Mah- 
ratta  confederacy.  He  was  only 
primus  inter  pares,  and  had  no 
riglit  to  conclude  that  treaty  against 
which,  it  was  quite  clear,  he  enter- 
tained a  most  powerful,  and,  in  his 
situation,  natural  aversion.  The 
Ikonourable  member  directed  the 
attention  of  the  house  to  the  man- 
ner in  which  Scindiah  was  spoken 
of  by  the  officers  in  the  Indian  go- 
vernment. It  is  in  terms,  such  as 
these,  that  a  high-spirited  prince 
was  vilihed  and  traduced,  though 
it  did  not  appear  that  he  had  ever 
entertained  any  views  hostile  to  our 
interests,     "The perfidy  and  vie- 
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lence  of  that-  ^^P""^  ♦i,.,^q*  ■ 
taiiii      I'he  corrupt  an  ^' 

councils  of  that  weaV^ 
and  faithless  chief.  His  Moieoce, 
rapacity,  and  lawless  ambit  Ion,  low 
been  the  main  causes  of  the  preseiit 
war  with  the  confederate  Mahrat- 
ta  chiefs.  An  inexperienced  youth, 
who  as  yet  could  form  no.  correct 
judgment  of  his  own  true  in^- 
rests,'*  Indeed,  Scindiah  appears 
to  be  an  inexperienced  youth, 
and  is,  I  understand,  not  at  dl  con- 
versant in  business.  He  left  the 
house  to  make  their  own  comments 
on  ^sucli  apparent  inconsistency. 
But  he  desired  to  ciill  the  attention 
of  gentlemen  to  the  species  of 
treaty  offered  for  the  acceptance  of 
Scindiah,  thus  so  Violently-  4l^ 
nounced  as  the  great  ^  k>  ft^r 
tranquillity  of  India.  The  pFopaiit 
was  transmitted  to  Scii^deaii  ^ 
1802,  from  the  seat  of  govermaii^ 
at  Bengal :  ''  1st.  To  subsi^z^lf 
considerable  British  fot^e  to  bd  mI^ 
tinned  within  hisdonMnkias  vaffi^ 
peiaity :  to  cede,  in  perpetOa)  IS^ 
vereignty  to  the  company  an  esMk 
of  territory,  the  net  produdS  %( 
which  shall  be  adequate  to  ^ 
charges  of  that  force;  to  admit. tfa^ 
arbitration  of  the  British  ^i^ern* 
ment  in  all  disputes  and  dif^red<^ 
between  Scindeah  and  his  highness 
the  Nizam,  and  eventually  J»- 
tween  Scindeah  and  the  other 
powers  of  HindiOlstan.**  To  ob- 
tain for  the  company  the  oeBskixi  <rf 
the  part  of  the  Doab  which  'k  in 
Scindeah's  possession,  andals^'tte 
the  fortresses  of  Agra  and  Delhi 
should  be  ceded  to  the  ooodfttny^*^ 
Whatever  proposals  you  may  ^ 
fer  to  Scindeah,  under  thc^  fene- 
going  instructions,  should  be  s^tftti 
to  him  in  tlie  light  of  «  m^ 
cession  on  ihe  part  of  the  British  fg^ 
vemment,  tending  to  the  seearitf 
of  hisinteareto  aiKi  the  stability  ^if 

his 
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^5  not  afr  direeted  to 
V  IB  my  degree  necessary  to 
tityofitbe  firitishe  mpifeia 
Cokxiel  ColHns  instructed 
to  Scindeah  the  mani^l 
Utage^  to  the  stability  of  his 
gjl^^emtnent^  and  toti^epcsosperity 
of^bis  a^irsy  which  Ihe  proposed 
coonection  is  calculated  to  secure." 
He  wa»  awarethat  the  great  argu- 
df^nt  ^akist  the  Mahrattas  was 
their  harbouring  French  officers 
aniong  the^ij.  with^  views  evidently- 
hostile,  to  our  superiorit)'.  Jt  was 
ev^  asserted  that  there  was  an 
aKny^ofl^jOOO  French  troops>  un- 
der C^pt.  Perron.  Of  the  exist- 
ence (^  &ach  body  of  troops  there 
waft  not  a  single  tittle  of  evidence 
bqfbre  the  house. .  If  there  was  so 
la^e  at  body  vtid^r  hi»  command^  it 
wa^^ioite.  clear  they  were  not 
Fien^i  :tro«|»s.  Indeed^  afta:  the 
niiimti^  iavest'^atfoi^  he  fo^nd 
(hat^  t^F^-  weip  not  in  the  whole 
Mft^ixatta*  army  more  than  twelve 
French  officers  ^  it  was»  however, 
fuithier  urged/  that  the  French  offi* 
cetBWouJd  introduce  European  tac-* 
dfis  amOQg  the  Mahratta  troops. 
This^  so  far  from  striking  his  mind 
sortaB,  eml,'  was  a  thing  much 
to*  ^>  desiied^  if  war  was  to  be 
k^p^  up^  with  the  Mahratta  states. 
li  was  by^,  abandoning  their  own 
ircegular  mode  of  fighting  that 
tJiej^  su^red  bo  severely,  and 
w^iie  so  effectually  repulsed. — 
Ha4'  they  persever^  in  the  ir- 
xegoiar  w^are  common  to  their 
o^tptry,  tliey  would  have  exliibited 
an  appearance  far  mote  fonnidable, 
and  daspiayed  a  resistance  far  more 
dceadmL  The  history  of  a)l  ^ges 
pmv«d  the  truth  of  this  assertion. 
Th^  Pardiians  often  repulsed  the 
diaeipUned  legions  of  Rome,  not 
indeed  ii»r^ular  combat,  but  by 
siUTQ^indin^  them^<  by  cutting  oif 
t)»eir';,|U£^ie»  *of  provision^    by 


taking  ^M  those  advantage  pieculiar 
to  a  barbarous  eneo^^.  His  view 
of  the  fighting  of  the  Mahrattas 
had  peeu  well  understood  by-  mtli^ 
tary  men*  Mr;  Hastings,  one 
whose  name  he  never  could  rnenJ 
tion  except  when  he  had  an  oppcxv 
tunity  of-  mentioning  it  with  ap- 
probation, was  fully  erf  this  opinion, 
and  the  same  gentleman  hid  ex- 
pressed himself  in  very  strong 
terms  on  the  policy  of  limittingour 
deminions.  As  to  any  wish  of 
Scjncleah  to  admit  French  troops 
into  his  dominions,  he  denied  it^  ex,- 
iste^ice.  It  was  notorious  «hat 
Scindeah  ajjhorred  the  idea  of  fo- 
reign troops  in  any^part  of  his  states. 
Perron  was  equally  hateful  and 
dreadful  to  him.  It  was  a  fact 
well  known,  that  the  knowledge  of 
this  hatred  was  one  great  induce- 
ment with  Perron,  to  capitiflate 
with  the  few  troops  under  his  com- 
mand. In  no  view  of  the  case,' 
did  he  think,  then,  that  the  justice 
or  necessity  of  the  war  had  been  ea^ 
tablished  in  a  satisfactoiy  manner. 
The  r^ctance  shewn  against  the 
proud  and  insolent  tertns  of  oar. 
treaty  was  natural.  It  would  have 
been  astonishing  if  it  had  not  eio- 
isted.  The  honl  gentleman  dew- 
red  members  to  put  the  matter  U% 
their  own  feeJ^ng.  Was  it  not  na*' 
tural  for  a  hi^-spirited  chief  tw 
spurn  at  terms  so  abject  ?  To  be 
told  that  the  capital  of  the  Mahratta 
en>pire  was  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a 
British  garri^n,  and  to  be  support- 
ed by  the  native  princes,  was  surely 
the  extremest  degradation.  It  wa» 
unquestionably  adding  injury  to  in- 
sult. He  b^ed  leave  to  put  a 
parallel  case,  and  ask  then,  what  * 
would  be  gentlemen's  ideas  of 
the  attempt,  if  Bonaparte  were  to 
propose  to  the  independent  ranperor 
of  Austria  to  fiU  Vienna*  with  a- 
French  garrison^  and  to  havo  thk 
ganison 
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gaitbon  Aipported  out  of  the  em* 
peror*i  cofiers  ?   What   would  be 
liKT^igbt  of  iuch  a  monstrous  pro- 
pOfiitioD  ?  Would  it  not  be  treated 
^tb    contempt   aad  indignation? 
Would  the  king  of  Prussia,    the 
elector   of  Saiiony,  or  any  otlicr 
member  <^the  Geraumic  body,  see 
it  even  hinted  at  with  indifference  ? 
Sboukl  we  not  expect  to  see  them 
m  arms  to  resin  it,  if  attempted 
by  force  j  w  should  we  not  equally 
detest  and  despise  their  cowardice, 
if  they  allowed  it  to  pass  with  im- 
punity ?    Human  nature  was  the 
tame,  in  all  countries,  on  some  grand 
.eubjecits  of  reasoning  and  feeling. 
If  we  should  commend  European 
•OTereigns  resenting  insolence  and 
lepelimg  oppression,  should  we  not 
wow  something  to^the  feelings  of  a 
Mahratta  chief,  indignant  at  seeing 
the  capital  of  his  empire  in  the 
hands  of  a  foreign  garrison? — He 
tailed  on  gentlemen  to  think  and 
feel,  and  then  he  thought  there 
could  be  little  doubt  on  the  result 
of  their  inquiries.     He  was  him- 
self not  satisfied  that  the  war  against 
Scindiah   was    just    or  necessary. 
He  found  nothing  in  tlie  papers  on 
the  table  to  support  such  an  opinion. 
The  honourable  member  touched 
on  the  mode  in  which  our  wars 
were  conducted  in  India,  aDowing 
then)  even  to  be  just  or  necessary. 
He  strongly    condemned   putting 
British  troops  so  much  in  the  brunt 
of  every  engagement.  If  a  town  was 
to  be  scaled,  if  a  pass  was  to  be  storm- 
ed, if  any  service  of  difficulty  was 
to  be'  performed,  Europeans  were 
always  employed.     This  waste  of 
men,  who  were  so  invaluable,  was 
altogether  unaccountable.  It  shotdd 
be  recollected  that  Europeans  were 
equally  our  protection  against  the 
hostility  ofthe  natives,  the  only  se- 
curity against  the  treachery  ot- our 
sepoys,  whom  the  iMahralta  chiefs 


might  succeed  in  detaclling' *^^c^ 
their  allegiance.  This  Jast  was^4» 
critical  and  interesting  view  of  rije 
subject,  and  was  a  most  powerful 
inducement.no  longer  to  persist  in 
extending  our  empjre  by  useless 
and  insecure  conquest.  . Jf  our 
army  were  scattered  over  an  im- 
mense tract  of  country  >  if  they  were 
to  stretch  to  Agra,  to  Delhi,  and  to 
Poonah,  it  was  impossible  to  say 
to  what  disasters  thej  might  be  ex- 
posed. He  said,  with  great  em- 
phasis, We  first  had  commerce, 
commerce  produced  fnctories,  fac- 
tories produced  garrisons,  garrisons 
produced  armies,  armies  produced 
conquests,  and  conquests  had 
brought  us  into  our  present  situa- 
tion. He  hoped  all  that  reasou 
could  allow  him  from,  the  noble 
lord  lately  appointed  to  the  govern- 
ment of  India.  Whatever  could  be 
effected  by  prudence,  justice  and 
moderation,  would  distinguisli  his 
administration.  The  honourable 
gentleman  afler  complimenting  the 
talents  of  lord  Wellesley,  concluded 
V  i  th  die  fol lo wi ng  mot  i on :  That 
this  house  adheres  to  the  principal 
established  by  its  unanimousresolu- 
tion  of  the28Lh  of  May,  1/82,  and 
recognised  and  adopted  by  the  legis- 
lature in  two  several  acts  of  parlia- 
ment ofthe  24th  and  33d  year  of 
his  majesty's  reign — namely,  **that 
to  pursue  schemes  of  conquest  and 
extension  ofxlominion  in  India,  are 
measures  repugnant  to  the  wlsli, 
the  honour,  and  the  policy  of  this 
nation/'  Upon  the  question  being 
put  from  the  chair. 

Lord  Castle  REACH  compli- 
mented the  honourable  gentleman 
on  the  able  speech  which  he  had 
maJe,  and  observed,  that  there  was 
no' orca.-»ion  for  his  making  any 
apology  for  thus  interfering  with 
tt>e  atlliirsof  India.  The  siiuation 
which  he  once  held  in  the  Indian 
government,^ 
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gpvi^roment,  apd  the  Information 
oh  thes6  points^  which  he  ipust  by. 
these  means  have  acquired,  render- 
ed him  well  qualified  to  discuss  the 
affkirs  of  tndia^  JBut  though  the 
honourable  gentleman  had  certain- 
ly turned  bis  attention  a  good  deal 
to  the  finances  of  India,  he  had  sel<^ 
dora  or  never  called  the  attention  of 
the  house  to  the  other  points  which 
he  had  now  touched  upon.  The 
honourable  gentleman  had  made 
quotations  from  different  parts  of 
^the  papers,  than  which  nothing 
could  be  more  unfair,  because  they 
carried  quite  a  different  meaning 
when  separated  from  the  context. 
What  might   be    the  honourable 

fentleman's  object  he  did  not 
;now.  It  was  impossible  for  him 
to  enter  minutely  into  the  particu- 
lar cases,  because  the  subject  was  • 
BO  very  general.  He  liad  formerly 
".  asked  information  from  the  honour- 
.  able  gentleman  respecting  the  chief 
point  to  which  his  attention  was  to 
be  directed,  and  his  view  in  bring- 
ing forward  his  motion,  but  was  re- 
filled any  information  on  that  head. 
JrJe  was  persuaded,  however,  that 
the  honourable  gentleman  did  not 
mean  to  vilify  the  councils  of  his 
country,  nor  to  impeach  the  cha- 
racter of  any  individual  who  was 
absent,  and  could  not  defend  him- 
self. Having  said  this  much  by 
way  of  preface,  he  would  endea- 
vour to  follow  tlie  honourable  gen- 
tleman through  the  outlines  of  his 
speech  Willi  respect  to  the  ho- 
nourable gentleman's  first  proposi- 
tion, that  of  his  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  the  house  to  the  act  of  par- 
liament upon  this  subject ;  he  con- 
ceived the  honourable  gentleman 
htld  -put  a  construction  upon  the 
act  which  he  could  by  no  means  sus- 
tain upon  fair  argument.  That  any 
extension  of  the  British  empire  in 
India  was  a  source  of  policy  which^ 


under  no  circumstanee9  wh^lev^ 
should  be  resorted  to,  waft  a  4ocf 
trine  so  futile  and  absurd,  aiid  ao 
wholly  unlike  the  wisdom  of  the 
British  constitution,  thai  it  oouid 
not  stand  for  one  roonaefit.      As 
well  niight  it  be  6aid«  that  a  man 
was  to  be  chained  to  his  post,  withr 
out  the  power  of  defence  or  attack, 
while     surrounded    by     eueajM^ 
There  was  anotlier  principle  equally 
absurd,  and  that  was^  that  the  Bit*-. 
tish  govemmentin  India  were  |)(n> 
eluded    from    forming    any  <cod- 
nexions  with  the.priqpes  of  Uie 
e-^,  and  that  thevy.were  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  a   military    force    ta 
land,  and  not   in  money.      Thii 
clause  in  the  act  most    certainijr 
never  meant  to  recognize  such  s     ' 
power  ',  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
government  merely  to  guard  agajj^it 
the   united  efibrts  of.  the  lodiioi 
powers.      His  lordship   admittedi 
that  when  tlie  government  sboold 
have  travelled  out  of  the  fair  li^ieaf 
policy,  then  there  would  he  a  Hatr 
ground    of  charge  against  them-^ 
but  in  the  present  case,  no  charge 
whatever  was  established  agiuit^lthd 
councils,  either  at  home  or  abroad. 
In  enumerating  the  several  prinoet 
who  had  been  brought  uoder  th^ 
British  dominion,  and  whose  famt«- 
lies  were  extinct,  the  honourable 
gentleman  went  into  prini^t^tme 
evidence  of  their  dissolution  ^   bul 
before  he  came  to  censure  the  go- 
vern mentj    before  he  came  to  call 
down  the    condemnation    of  the 
public  upon   them,  he  should  have    - 
brought  his  charge  on  some  parti- 
cular grounds,  on  some  apecihc  iiv- 
stances    of  oppressioi\«   and  have 
taken  the  sense  of  parliament  upon 
them.      Parliament    could  .  then 
come  to  a  conclusion,  eitlier  oneway 
or  the  other.  •  With  respect  to  tli 
commercial  interests  being  turned 
into  territorial  interests^  that  was  a 
measure 
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XBeflsnre  necessarily  resorted  to;  it 
lad  tutiformly  been  the  policy  of 
France  to  goad  England  in  that 
quarter;  alj  her  efforts  were  direct- 
ed against  it^  and  it  was  ber  machi- 
nations which  drove  as  to  those 
measures.  IT  we  could  have  kept 
in  existence  our  commercial  in- 
terests, with  out  territorial  posses- 

•  slons,  it  would  havp  been  more  po- 
litic ;  but  in  order  td  secure  the  one, 
we  were  obliged  to  obtain  the 
other.  The  honourable  gentle- 
man^s  proposition,  therefore,  upon 
this  head,  did  not  admit  of  any 
qualification.  As  to  the  wars  in 
the  Mysore  country,  particularly 
the  two  last  wars,  if  the  honourable 
gentleman  would  have  called  in 
qtiestion  the  councils  upon  them, 
he  would  have  seen  that  some,  at 
least,  of  the  transactions  on  that 
scibject,  had  never  the  finger  of 
calumny  pointed  at  them-.  .  This 
alone,  his  lordship  thbught,  would 
go  a  great  length  in  doing  away  the 
charges  made  against  thqm.  The 
restoration  of  the  HindCl  Rajah 
and  his  family,  was  a  strong  proof 
of  the  moderation,  lenity,  and  libe- 
rality of  government ;  and  a  tran- 
saction which,  in  itself,  dispelled 
much  of  the  calumny  which -had 

.  been  thrown  upon  the  councils  of 
that  country.  The  honourable  gen- 
tleman'^ his  indictment  had  made 
general  charges :  to  this  indictment 
he  put  in  his  plea,  which  he  con- 
tended was  a  good  bar  to  the  action. 
The  next  point  his  lordship  came 
to,  was  with  respect  to  the  territo- 
ries of  the  Oude  and  the  Camatic  j 
as  to  the  first  of  which,  there  were 
no  papers  upon  the  table  by  which 
the  house  could  be  guided,  nor 
could  it  be  charged  that  the  trans- 
actions relative  to  those  countries 
were  an  acquisition  of  territory. 
In  the  year  17^5,  both  those  be- 
came bound  within  the  power  of 


the  British  empire ;  they  u-^re  al- 
ways subordinate  to,  dependent  on, 
and  directed  by  the  British  govern- 
ment and  council.  Our  connec- 
tion with  the  Nizam,  the  booour- 
able  gentleman  considered  as  a 
measure  of  j^eproach:  that  be 
should  change  this,  his  lordship 
owned  he  was  not  at  all  surprized, 
for  he  did  not  mean  to  say  but  that 
the  native  powers  were  much  dis- 
tressed by  the  connection.  They 
Were  at  war  with  other  states,  and 
were  obliged  to  resort  to  a  fbcei£a 
force  for  assistance;  but  that  the 
connection  with  the  British  govera-i 
ment  was  so  horrible,  so  detestable 
to  tlie  native  princes,  was  an  asser- 
tion wholly  fallacious.  The  charge 
also-^fthe  company's  troops,  con- 
sisting of  10,000  men,  being  in  the 
territory  of  the,  Nizam,  was  another 
argument  equally  fiitile,  for  it  was 
to  be  remembered  that  they  were 
in  possession  of  a  long  tract  on  the 
south  side  of  that  territory.  The 
question  then  came  to  tlie  nature  of 
the  connection  of  the  British  go- 
vernment with  the  Mahrattas :  mis 
his  lordship  considered  the  most 
important  consideration  c^  the 
whole,  and  a  question  altogether  of 
great  difficulty,  with  respect  to  the 
transaction,  and  such  ideas  as  may 
arise  from  the  natural  doubts  upon 
this  subject.  There  were  two 
questions  upon  this  head:  first, 
what  description  of  people  were 
the  Mahrattas,  and  what  were  the 
principles  of  policy  by  which  the 
British  councils  were  to  be  guided? 
Looking  to  the  general  character  of , 
the  people,  their  customs,  their 
wars,  their  dispositions  and  habits^ 
it  was  certainly  much  better  to  keep 
clear  of  them  entirely.  They  were 
fornierly  composed  of  a  great  num- 
ber of  small  states,  which  were 
frequently  at  variance  with  each 
other.  If  they  had  kept  their  old 
systeia 
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syst'^m  of  warfare  5  If  the/  had  con- 
tinv  '  J  :' eir  ancient  manners, 
vntnonf  taking  in  the  aid  of  foreign 
cout  ilg.  Ill  ail  sound  policy  it 
would  have  been  our  best  way  to 
have  kept  cle.ir  of  thena;  but  after 
the  treaty  of  B^ssein,  a  great  num- 
ber of  French  officers  were  intro- 
duced Into  their  army.  The  po-. 
licy  of  the  Mahratta  connection, 
then,  stood  upon  new  grounds. 
Scindeah  and  Holkar  were  at  va- 
rience,  their  armies  became  regular : 
sbppose  then  one  power  got  the 
better  of  the  other^  both  then  united 
and  became  organised  under  one 
head  5  his  lordship  asked,  would 
xfotthi^  coalition  be  very  formidable 
to  the  military  power  of  Great 
Blltain  in  India  ?  It  was  to  this 
alteration  in  the  niilitary  s}'8tem 
introduced  and  directed  by  French 
officers,  that  we  were  to  look  for 
changing  the  policy  of  the  British 
councils,  respecting  a  connection 
with  thfe  Mahrattas.  The  go- 
vernment of  the  Mysore  consisted 
cf  $  considerahle  military  force, 
which  was  also  aided  and  directed 
by  Prenth  officers  j  the  object, 
thercfom,  of  martjuis  Wellesley 
was  to  augment  and  strengthen  the 
Peishwah;  and  thus,  by  ipvigora- 
ting  himi,  l^ist  the  force,  and  drive 
tbiB  French  from  that  territory. 
Froin  the  fell  of  Tippoo,  the  po- 
licy of  the  British  government  be- 
came quite  difierent  from  wliat  it 
had  been  before.  The  council, 
from  that  time,  was  to  turn  its  mind 
towards  the  extirpation  of  the 
Frfench  from  that  quarter.  We 
were  then  to  consider  what  was  the 
object,'^hat  was  the  conduct  of  the 
F^nch  at  that  period  5  and  what 
w&  to  dh'ect  marquis  Wellealey 
hi  hirdi^iberation^.  We  all  kn^w 
Ihafih  the  year  1798,  the  French 
m:lcje|  fbofing  itl  E^t ;  we  were 
wdl -aware  theh*  main  object  was  to 
VpL..;.  t  T 


«im  a  deadly  blow  at  our  Eastemf 
possessions:  their  close  alliance 
viithTippoo,  and  all  the  other  con* 
comitant  circumstances,  sufficiently 
explained  their  intentions*  and  we^ 
were  all  satisfied  India  was  not  out. 
of  their  mind  when  they  under- 
took that  expedition.  Mavquis^ 
Wellesley'smind  was  strongly  ina^ 
pressed  with  this  idea,  and  wi^ 
the  consequences  which  should 
follow.  With  respect  to  France, 
he  did  not  consider  the  coDnection 
of  France  with  the  Mahrdttas  at  all 
done  away ;  on  the  contrary,  it  ^3S 
growing  daily 5  and^.from  the  com.- 
'plicated  system  of  the  Mahratta  po- 
licy, it  was  impossible  for  any  man  to 
say  how  soon  that  i^stero  migh(?be 
put  in  practice.  If  the  councili^  of; 
the  Mahrattas  had  remained  as  for- 
merly, and  not  put  on  the^  councils 
and  assbtance  of  French  officers,  it . 
might  have  been  otherwise.  TJ>e 
French  general  Pen-on  had  ortau- 
ised  such  a  power^  that  Scindeah 
himself  did  not  venture  to  oppose 
him,  but  gave  up  the  contest. 
Thirty  or  forty  thousand  under  the 
Nizam,  were  in  a  state  of  perfect 
discipline;  was  it  to  be  questioned, 
whether,  after  the  peace,  the 
French  had  sent  emissaries  inta 
that  country,  and  if  they  were  allow- 
ed to  establish  a  connection  with 
the  Mahratta  people,  it  didnot  re- 
quire much  political  foresight  to 
discover  what  might  follow  ?  Having 
stated  thus  much,  his  lordship  ob- 
served, that  the  whole  change  of 
the  complesxion  of  the  'Mahratta  • 
empire  had  made  this  a  new  sub- 
ject. The  moment  marquis  Wel- 
lesley !iad  found  out  the  triple  con- 
nection formed  by  marquis  Com- 
wallis,  he  enlarged  the  principles  of 
his  actions,  and  endeavoured  tc 
promote  the  interests  of  the  •  Bi^tish- 
government  with  the  R^ah^  be 
conceived  the  necessity  of  that 
alliance^. 
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alliance^  «nd  the  impression  upon 
his  mind  wts,  that  if  he  should 
persuade  the  native  princes,  tliat  it 
iR'as  safer  to  rely  on  the  connec- 
tion with  the  British  empire,  than 
join  any  other^ower,  or  war  among 
themselves,  by  this  means  he 
might  lead  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
French  interest,  and  the  policy  or 
connection  of  their  situation  might 
induce  them  tp  embrace  such  a  pro^ 
poeal.  His  loi:dship  agreed  with  the 
honouraUe  gentleman  that  a  great 
question  of  e?spediency  arose  out 
of  those  circumstances}  but,  from 
the  details  then  upon  the  tab^e,  it 
olearjy  was  not  a  proposition  which 
parliaoient  could  then  decide  upon* 
The  conduct  of  marquis  Welksley 
upon  this  matter,  would  hand  down 
bis  namie  to  posterity  as  one  of  the 
most  wise  and  vigorous  officers  that 
ever  poQduQted  thecouncils  of  agreat 
nation.  The  govemor->general  bad 
not  shewn  a  bigotted  adherence  to  the 
yystem  of  establishing  a  connection 
with  the  Mahrattas  to  extirpate  the 
French, but  he  modified  it}  and  his 
k>rdsliip  contended,  that  the  general 
chjtt^e  made  against  that  systeqa,  in 
^heMahratta  epapire,  by  thehonour- 
able  gentleman,  did  not  cast  any 
reflection  upon  the  noble  marquis*s 
conduct.  In  the  Mahratta  empire 
there  was  a  population  of  thir^  six 
millions  under  one  head  9  it  was 
not  necessary  therefore  for  the  go- 
vernor-general to  wait  to  conclude 
a  treaty  of  the  same  nature  of  that 
Of  Hydr^iad,  with  the  Peishwah, 
vntil  a  communication  was  had  with 
the  government  at  home.  In  the 
instructions  to  marquis  Wellesley, 
his  lordshsp  w^  directed  not  to 
pursue  that  policy  to  a  war;  and 
^  the  Peishwah  was  driven  frpm 
bis  country,  that  was  the  most  likely 
moment  to  conclude  a  gei^eral 
peace  in  India;  The  honourable 
gentleman  had  mentioned  the 
t^e^ty  of  Bassein^  as  an  act  of  ag- 


gression; but  he  did  not  shew  on 
what  grounds  it  was  so.  The 
native  princes,  so  far  from  remon- 
strating against  it,  fuUv  acc^esced 
in  the  terms)  and,  as  rar  as  genen^ 
intentions  would  go,  marquis  Wel- 
lesley too^  up  the  princii^  not  tp 
force  that  treaty  upon  the  power 
oftliat  prince.  Had  raarc^is  Wel- 
lesley acted  in  any  other  manner, 
he  would  have  abandoned  the  m- 
terest  of  his  emplojrers:  and* 
throughout  the  whpleb  there  was  a 
sincere  di^osition^  upon  his  part,  to 
accomt>lish  hb  purpose  without 
war,  and  he  managed  it  in  such  a 
way  as  to  give  t^  benefit  of  the 
Mahratta  Connection  to'this  cooo- 
try :  this  view  he  had  takea  of  it  in 
all  his  pacific  negotiations. — Tbt 
more  extended  question  of  ansag^ 
ment  therefore  was,  whether  we 
were  iuvc^iied  in  war  i^pcn  just  and 
fair  grounds  ?  That  the  war  was 
successful,  more  than  even  the 
council^  of  this  cotmtry  would  al« 
low^  was  certain.  His  lordabip 
trusted,  that  the  honourable  fen- 
tleman  would  not  expect  him  to  00 
more  into  the  question :  .under  the 
present  6xisting  drcun)staoces>  bis 
lordship  thought  he  should  not  be 
justifiable  in  doin^  so ;  it,  however, 
appeared  clearly,  that  the  suliject 
matter  in  question  could  be  tnned 
to  the  general  policy  of  France  to 
shake  our  power  in  Ib&.  His 
lordship  observed,  that /he  had 
omitted  to  make  one  obaervatkui 
respecting  the  war  with  Hc^sr^  tnits 
proper  place.:  the  honoumble  gen- 
tleman he  said,  had  not  justified  his 
impeachment  of  that  war,  it  was  not 
the  materials  furnished,  but  the 
hostile  intentions  of  Holkar  which 
produced  it ;  and  there  was  nothiiig 
wl^atever  censurable  in  the  gover- 
nor-general's condutct;  and  theie 
was  reason  to  anticipate  the  sup- 
position that  the  war  wis  com- 
menced on  just  grounds.  His  lord- 
ship 
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^lip  admitted  the  ^  governor-general 
should  have  transmitted  documents 
upon  this  subject^  in  order  to  see 
the  grounds  and  origin  of  the  com- 
mencement of  hostiHties^  but  this 

,  was  easily  accounted  for  from  the 
short  period  "which  has  since 
elapsed.     |n  conclusion^  his  lord- 

•  ship  said^  that  the  honourable  gen- 
tleman had  not  made  any  case  which 
could  induce  parliament  to  come  to 
any  decisioj?  upon  the  subject.  If 
he  had  stated  the  particular  point 
on  which  hp  meant  to  rely,  if  he 
had  brought  forward  his  proposi- 
tions before  the  house,  one  by  one, 
and  riot  in  an  accumulated  mass  of 
general  matter  and  general  censure, 
the  house  would  then  have  been 
able  to  come  to  some  certain  de- 
cision upon  the  question:  but  he 
conceived  the  honourable  gentle- 
roan  had  discharged  himself  but  ill 
in  this.businessj  he  considered  it  a 
mere  personal  motion,  for  the  satis- 
faction of  the  honourable  gentle- 
man's own  mind,  and  could  only 
be  brought  forward  for  the  purpose 
of  general  censure.  For  these  rea- 
sons, he  should  think  himself  jus- 
tified in  moving  "that  the  other 
orders  of  the  day  be  now  read. 

Earl  Temflb  admitted,  thiCt 
ihere  had  been  a  line  of  policy  mark- 
■ed  out  for  India  by  act  of  Parlia- 
ment, which  ought  to  be  adhered 
to.  If  it  had  not  been  adhered  to, 
he  would  certainly  agree  with  the 
mot;onofhishonourablefirieud.  But 
in  his  opinion  the  principle  had 
nerer  been  lost  sight  of.  If  his  lion. 

'  firiend  had  attacked  the  character  of 
the  governor-general,  ,he  would 
have  strongly  djjected  to  that  pnrt 
of  his  motion  particularly,  but  he 
had  disclaimed  any  thing  of  that 
sort.  His  honourable  friend  had 
begun  with  our  establishment  in 
India,  its  origin,  and  made  use  of  a 
singular  phrase,  which  he  had  taken^ 
down .     He  said  that  ouTconmierce 
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produced  fectories,    thaf  factories 
produced  armies,  that  armies  had 

Eroduced  conquests,  that  conquest 
ad  produced  extended  dominion^ 
and  that  this  brought  us  to  our  pre- 
sent situation.  His  lordship  observ- 
ed, that  it  did  not  by  any  means 
follow,  that  all  this  originate  in  a 
thirst  of  power  on  our  part. — ^There 
was  another  point  in  his  honour- 
able fHend's  speech,  which  he  must 
also  notice,  that  was  the  idea  of  a 
knowledge  of  European  tactics, 
being  dangerous  to  the  natives  of 
India  5  he,  on  the  contrary,  was  of 
opinion  that  a  small  number  of 
Frenchmen  scattered  over  different 
parts  of  the  continent  of  India^. 
would  be  more  effectually  service- 
able to  the  natives,^  by  instructing 
them^  and  more  dangerous  to  us  than 
a  much  greater  force  acting  i  n  a  body, 
as  a  military  force,  against  us.  As  to 
tlie  conduct  of  his  noble  friend  who 
was  now  most  probably  on  his  way 
home,  in  concluding  the  treaty  at 
Poonah,  he  thought  that  it  piust  be 
clear  that  if  any  blame  can  be  at- 
tached to  this  transaction,  it  must  at- 
tach to  the  Court  of  Directors,  who 
gave  him  authority  so  to  do.  IJpon 
the  whole  he  felt  himself  bound  to 
support  the  amendment  of  the  noble 
lord. 

Dr.  Laurence  thought  the 
statements  of  his  honourable  friend 
were  worthy  of  the  strictest  atten- 
tion, and  most  serious  consideration 
that  the  house  could  possibly  give 
it,  being  a  question  which  ihyolved 
no  less  a  number  than  thirty-t\vo 
millions  of  persons:  a  number  which 
was  more  than  three  times  the 
amount  of  the  population  of  England. 
It  surprised  him  very  much  to  hear 
the  noble  lord  opposite  him  (Castle- 
reagh)  argue  in  tne  manner  he  had 
dm  J  it  surprised  him  much  to 
hear  him  state  that  his  honourable 
friend  had  no  right  to  look  back  to 
points  which  were  mote  remote, 

and 
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and  took   place  at  a  more  distant 
period  of  time,  merely  ^because,  as 
tlie  noble  lord  stated,  he  had  not 
come  foi*ward  at  every  intermediate 
step,  and  moved  for  those  papers, 
and  that  information,  which  might 
t^en  have  existed.     He  denied  that 
tius  was  any  argument  against  his 
coniing  forward  now,  with  this  very 
necessary  motion  j  but,  even  sup- 
posing it  was,  his  honourable  friend 
had  complied  with  it  in  every  re- 
spect, for,   to  his  knowledge,  no 
one  ulstance  had  passed  without  his 
calling  for  papers,  and  doing  every 
th'mg   that  could  in  any  way   be 
tliought  necessary.     The  honour- 
able and  learned  gentleman  remark- 
.ed,  with  some  severity,  on  tile  term 
*' connection,*'  as  it  had  been  ap- 
plied to  the  mode  which  we  pur- 
sued   towards    the    Mahrattas,    a 
nation    containing  30,000,000  of 
people.     The  question,  at  the  best, 
was  on  a   point  of  very  dubious 
policy.     He  praised  the  conduct  of 
marquis  Cornwallis  when  in  India 
before,  and  trusted  his  return  there 
would  be  attended  with  similar  ad- 
vimtages.    The  noble  lord  seemed 
to  misunderstand  every  tiling  ad- 
vanced by  his  honourable  friend, 
fcom  beginning     to    end.      What 
harm  couli  result  from  re-assert- 
lug  those  principles  which    were 
already  to  be  found  in  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  house,  and  in  the  sta- 
tutes ?     He  condemned  the  modes 
practised   by  the  company  for  the 
acquirement  of  territory  in  India. 
It  was  once  given  as  Mr  Hasting's 
opinion  that  the  possession  of  the 
whole  of  Bengal  alone  might  ruin 
the    company.     Fonneriy,     there 
were  a  number  of  petty  stales  be- 
tween Bctigal  and  the  Mahrattas, 
which  it  was  our  policy  to  support. 
Now,  we  had  swallowed  up,  one 
after  another,  all  those  Mohomme- 
tJan   powers.      U  tlie  noble  lord 
tad  chosen  to  go  into  the  justice  of 


the  wars  in  which  we  had  so  fre- 
quently engaged  in  that  country,  he 
had  no  objection.    The  causes  of 
many  of  them  were  ofa  very  doubt- 
ful  complexion.     The    nabob    of 
Arcot  was  punished  for  the  (fences 
of  his  grandmother:   Coisira    All 
Cawn  for  cultivating  his  country 
too  well }  and  others  were  set  aside 
on  different  pretences :  the  Nizam- 
we  had,  however,  left  under  what 
was    called  our   protection.     We 
made  him  our  ally  to  get  more  ter- 
from  him,    to  maintain  an  army 
which  we    sent  him,  and  which 
army  was,  in  fact,  to  hold  his  coon* 
try.     He  should  not  have  said  so 
much  on  this  point,  had  not  the 
noble  lord  spoken  of  the  justice  of 
our  India  wars  in  such  a  tone  of  tri- 
umph. He  saw  nothing  to  stop  this 
principal  of  aggrandisement  j  he  saw 
no  bounds  but  the  wall  of  China,  or 
the  Russian  eirfpire,  to  our  dally 
acquisitions  of  territory,  while  this 
system  'continued.  We  were  on  the 
Mahratta  borders.     If  they  are  dis- 
tujbed,  we  are  distressed.    Ifth^ 
settle  their  quarrels,  we  Were  afraid 
they  would  have  too  much  power. 
What  was  the  true  meaning  of  that 
word,  connection,  whit.h  the  noble 
lord  used  ?     It  was  not  connection, 
but  dependence  on    our  military 
power  in  India,    The  natural  con- 
sequence would  be,  speedily  to  take 
the  whole  count^}^    After  the  con- 
quest of  the  Mysore,  the  Peishwah 
refused  to  sign  the  treaty  of  all^.ance 
we  had  proposed  to  htm  ^  but   we 
took  advantage  ,of  his  misfortune* 
and  flight,  to  force  him  to  sign   it ; 
and  he  had  not,  af\er  all,  even  re« 
quested  us  to  act  upon  it.     We  had 
adopted    a  kind   of   geographical 
morality,  and   a  sortofpoficy  of 
latitude  and  longitude  for  our  own 
purposes  in  India,  different  from 
what  we  conceived  of  those  things 
in  Europe.    Gentlemen  could  hear 
of  the  most  terrible  calamities  in 
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India  without  emotion,  who,  for  a 
litile  finger  ache  at  home,  would  dis- 
solve in  sentimental  sorrow.  The 
honourable  and  learned  gentleman 
concluded  by  saying,  that  he  should 
vote  for  tlie  original  motion,  be- 
cause it  was  meant  with  a  view  to 
the  re-establishment  oflhe  princi-» 
pie  sanctioned  by  parliament  and 
the  legislature,  and  not  with  a  view 
to  the  crimination  of  any  individual. 
Mr.  Grant  observed,  that  tlie 
noble  lord  who  moved  the  previous 
question,  had  stated  that  the  marc^uis 
Wellesley's  conduct  in  India  had 
been  approved  of  by  the  government 
of  this  country,  and  by  the  Di- 
rectors of  the  East  India  company, 
as  had  been  transmitted  to  him  by  a 
committee  in  the  regular  course  of 
official  communication :  that  was  an 
incorrectness  founded  upon  a  mis- 
understanding of  one  fiict,  namely, 
that  the  directory  had  approved  of 
the  conduct  of  the  noble  marquis ; 
|he  fact  was,  that  that  question  was 
never  before  the  directors  at  all: 
this  observation,  he  thought,  was 
called  from  him  after  what  the 
noble  lord  had  said  upon  that  sub- 
ject tOruightj  that  noble  lord  had 
besJoVed  great  attention  to  the 
affeirs,  and  displayed  much  ability 
Itx  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
India  in  this  country}  but,  notwith- 
standing what  that  noble  lord  had 
said,  he  owned  he  was  unable  to 
view  what  had  of  late  years  passed 
in  India,  in  any  other  light  than 
that  of  an  infraction  of  the  principal 
laid  down  at  the  time  when  the 
resolution  was  passed,  by  which 
we  renounced  conquest  in  India,  for 
the  purpose  of  an  extention  of 
territory.  He  was  led  to  adopt 
this  opinion  from  experience  of  the 
effect  of  the  formeJ:  Mahratta  war, 
an  event  which  had  laid  the  foun- 
d  tion  of  all  the  debt  we  had  incur- 
red there.    The  difiusion  of  our- 
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selves  to  so  unlimited  an  extent, 
would  be  most  injurious  to  us,  fpr 
by  it  we  should  lose  ourselves. 
With  r^ard  to  the  French  power 
in  India,  hisopinionhad  always  been 
that  it  was  much  exaggerated  by 
statements  in  this  country,  and  that 
a  few  French  officers  there  were 
not  dangerous  in  the  way  they 
were  supposed  to  influence  tlie 
natives  a  thousand  miles  from  the 
coast.  He  thought  the  principle 
laid,  that  we  were  not  to  pursue  con- 
quest for  the  sake  of  extension  of 
territor)',  was  the  true  policy  of  this 
country  J  and  that  so  much  had 
been  done  to  render  it  doubtful 
whefher  we  had  not  abandoned  that 
principle,  it  became  necessary  now^ 
to  give  the  world  assurance,  that 
such  is  to  be  our  guide,  and  this  he 
wished  to  be  distinctly  avowed. 
He  thought  that  we  had  now  an 
extent  of  territory  in  India  j  that 
we  should  never  be  able  to  preser\o 
it  J  for  the  governments  of  India 
were  so  loose,  that  almost  any  ad- 
venturer would  find  followers  when 
he  wished  tokindlethefiames|of  war, 
and  therefore  there  was  a  necessity 
for  recurring  to  the  principle  of  our 
former  resolution,  since  the  expenses 
of  the  war  had  been  already  pro- 
ductive of  great  evils  to  tliis  country. 
Mr.  HuDDLBSTONB  Said,  he  did 
not  wish  thatthis  subject  should  be 
too  much  detailed  in  parliament, 
but  as  he  had  had  long  experience  in 
India,  he  thought  it  his  duty  toput 
the  house  in  possession  of  bis  sen- 
timents upon  this  most  important 
quesrion.  His  honourable  friend 
who  had  just  spoken,  had  alluded 
to  what  past  with  reference  to  tlie 
court  of  directors,  and  the  dispatch 
of  the  marquis  Wellesley  of  the  2 1  st 
December,  on  the  subject  of  the 
treaty  of  Bassein,  by  which  it  ap- 
peared that  the  noble  marquis  ex- 
pressed himself  as  having  received 

the 
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tlie  approbation  of  his  majesty^s 
government  and  court  of  directors, , 
5ut  die  truth  of  the  matter  was, 
that  the  terms  of  that  treaty  were 
never  brought  before  the  court  of 
directors,  neither  was  there  among 
them  any  disscUssion  concerning  it, 
(desired  or  admitted;  and  with  re- 
gard to  the  idea  of  departing  from 
a  system  of  policy    formerly  laid 
down,  or  of  their  having  expressed 
approbation  of  what  was  done    in 
India,  or  that  any    question  was 
discussed  by  them  on  the  subject  of; 
war  or  peace  in  India,  or  of  the  ex- 
tent of  the  territories  of  the  British 
empire.    The  court  of  directors,  al- 
though in  the  opinion  of  the  public 
they  were  supposed  to  have  a  great 
deal  of  power,  had  in  reality  no 
more  than  any    member  of  that 
house,  in  these  qoatters,  and  here  he  • 
was  sure  that  the  candour  of  the 
(uMise  would  permit  him   to  state 
how  the  matt^  stood  with  regard 
to  the  directors.    It  had  been  said 
by  those  to  whose  assertions,  from 
their  weight  in  ibe  world,  there  was 
consequence,  on  tlie  subject  of  the 
merit  of  the  noble  marquis  respect- 
ing  our    successes,    which  were 
stated  to  have  been  great,  and  that 
the  consequences  of  them  would 
have  been  still  greater  if  som6  ob- 
stacles had  not  been  thrown  in  his 
way  'j  and  least  there  might  be  any 
inistakeupon  that  subject,  to  whom 
it  was  meant  to  apply  that  obser- 
vation, it  was  said,  it  did  not  come 
from  any  of  his  majesty's  ministers ; 
it  was  therefore  meant  to  apply  to 
the  directors,  of  whom  it  was  said 
they  were  men  of  very  geod  inten- 
tions, but  not  of  such  enlargement 
of  mind  as  to  be  able  to  under- 
stand the  plan  of  the  marquis  of 
Wellesley,    or  tlie    great  benefits 
th%y  were  calculated  to  produce. 
Now,    whatever  consequence  the 
directors  might  have,  they  h^d  no 


share  in  the  managjement  of  seodlsg 
any  thing  to  India  on  the  subject  of 
the  poUtcal  system  tliere,  and  there- 
fore that  they  could  not  send  way 
thing  to  India,  which  did  not  pre* 
viou4y  obtain  tlie  sanction  of  the 
boaid  of  controul,  of  which  seven} 
membergof  his  ibajesty's  cabioet  ase 
members,  and  that,  ooaaequeotly, 
nothing  could  be  thrown  in  the  way 
of  the  noble  marquis,  which  bad 
hot  previously  obtaic^  the  sanc- 
tion  of   his    majesty's  ministers. 
There  was  a  circumstance  of  great 
importance  with  regard  to  the  Mah- 
ratta  people }  and  another  point  jap* 
on  which  he  should  touch,  of  whidi, 
he  believed,  the  next  generatioa, 
when  it  camB  to  peruse  the   labour 
of  the  historian,  would  judge  man 
correctly  than    the  present;  and 
they  had  bden  described  as  having 
be^n  decided  by  the  court  of  dnec- 
tors,  when,  in  truth,  the    direcr 
tors  were  so  far  from  bearing  any 
share  in  them,  that  they  had  never 
been  allowed  even  to  discuss  them, 
'He  confessed  he  could  not  compre- 
hend the  plans  of  the  noble  mar- 
qitls.    They  appeared  to  him  to  be 
^Kx^ompanied  with   present    diffi- 
culties, to  teem  with  mischief,  to 
set  existence  on  the  cast,  to  be  un- 
wise in  policy,  to  be  founded  on 
schemes    and     projects,    wherein 
Allure  would  be  destraeti^,  and 
even  success  ruinons ;  whereby  no- 
thing was  to  be  gained  but  the  ex- 
pense of  blood  and  treasure,  and 
perhaps    a  permanent  hatred  in- 
spired mto  the  inhabitants.    These 
were  his  sentiments;  and  were  not 
less  so  last  year,  when  the  accounts 
had  ~  been  received  of  the  *  brilliant 
successes^  than  at  present  on  re- 
ceipt of  the  account  o(  a  disaster, 
which  had  opened  the  eyes  of  many, 
and  would,  hefeare4,  open  the  eyc$ 
of  many  more.    He  admitted  tjie 
energy  of  the  great  mind  pf  the 
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noble  marqm&>  apd  that  he  exmed 
hU  powers  most    successfully  for 
this  country^  in  tlie  destruction  of 
tliat  iq^tuated  tyrant  Tippoo  Sol- 
t^*    That  WBS  a  great  service  ren- 
dered to  the  East  India  company 
apd  to  his  country;  but  it  was  easy 
to  see  that  this  advantage  would  be 
followed  by  the  reverse  of  it,  unless 
followed  by  moderation ;  in  that  He 
thought  the  noble    marquis   had 
failed ;  it  appeared  to,  him  that  the 
very  great  success  the  noble  mar- 
qpis  had  met  with,  which  was  cer- 
tiunly»  in  somerespects^unexpectetiy 
had  led  him  to  depart  60m  die  sys- 
tem of  his  predecessor  in  govern- 
ment.   He  q>peared  to  have  made 
ilne  whole  of  India  dependent  on 
the  British  govemment.     He  had 
made  them  all  leceive  British  gar- 
nsoQs  in  their  cities,  and  to  grant 
«ubaidicK  l^r  tjjat  Britisli  protection, 
and  aAervards  to  requite  it  with 
territorial  revenue  to  us.  In  all  this 
be  saw  the  seeds  of  a  revolt  die  in- 
,  atant  an  opportunity  of&r6d.    We 
had  once  sided  with  Scindoah  against 
Holkar>  and  afterwards  with  Hoi- 
kar  against  Scindeah,  by  which  we 
had  procuved  the  hatred  of  both  f 
aad  we  had  now,  territories  so  ex- 
tensive in  India,  that  the  popula- 
tion of  Europe  would  hardly  equal- 
thedrain  they  would  reqidre  to  keep 
them  in  our  power,  accordingto  the 
military  system   now  established. 
For  seyeral  years  past,  as  the  com-* 
pany   have  advanced  in  revenues, 
they  had  equally  done  so  in  expense, 
and  it  was  morally  impossible  to 
bear  the  drain  of  men  that  would 
be  necessary  to  keep  so  many  mil- 
Uons  of  the  human  race  in  sub- 
jection to  us.    No  man  better  knew 
than  he  did,  the  benefits,  almost  be^ 
yond  calculauon,  whichthiacoun*- 
try  might  derive  from  our  posses*^ 
lions  in  India,  iif  affairs  were  ma- 
p^^  with  justice  and  moderation. 


His  majesty's  government,  he  saidj 
had  shewn  tl^ir  anxieiy  on  tliat 
head,  by  their  recent  appointment 
"bf  marquis  Comwallis  as  governor-- 
general  of  India.  #This  nobleman 
was  as  amiable  in  his  character,  as 
he  w^  exalted  in  lyink^  and  was 
known  by  the  native  powers  to 
combine  within  himself  all  that  waS; 
just  and  good.  He  had  aheady 
convinced  them  that,  while  pos- 
sessed of  absolute  power,  he  wa^ 
actuated  only  by  inviolable  honour 
and  the  most  conciliatory  disposi- 
tion towards  them  5  and  he  thought 
that  a  declaraUon  of  parliament^ 
such  as  the  honourable  mover  has 
brought  forward,  made  at  this  dme> 
just  as  the  noble  marquis  was  about 
to  sail  for  India,  would  be  a  token 
to  the  nadve  powers  that  we  wished 
and  intended  an  abrogation  of  the 
present  systefn,  and  could  not'  fail 
of  being  attended  with  the  most 
beneficial  eftects.  He  would 
therefore  vote  for  the  original;  mo- 
tion. 

Sir  Thbophilus  Mbtcaj^fz 
difiered  altogether  from  the  two 
honourable  gentlemen  who  had 
spoken  last.  Tbe  treaty  of  Bassein 
had  been  founded  on  consummate 
policy,  and  did  great  honour  to  the 
pobje  marquis,  whose  principal  ob- 
ject was  to  psevent  the  Mahrattas. 
from  being  united  under  one  head. 
The  honourable  bart.  proceeded  to 
review  die  curcumstances  which  led 
to  that  treaty.  If  Scindeah  and 
Holkar  had  not  been  divided  at 
Poonah,  the  consequence*  would 
have  been  the  consolidation  of  their 
several  great  powers,  and  we  should 
have  had  them  both  joined  against 
us.  The  Mahrattas  had  always  had 
it  in  contemplatioB,  ever  siiice  the 
death  of  Sujat  Ul  Dowla  to  exdr^ 
tirpate  the  English  from  India; 
Madajee 'Scindeah  had  the  same, 
and  he  thought  the  marquis  WeW 
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lesley  had  the  highest  degree  of 
merit,  in  being  able  to  frustrate 
their  machinations,  and  by  attack- 
ing them  separately,  preventing 
those  mischievous  consequences 
which  a  combination  of  their  powers 
could  not  fail  to  produce.  From 
the  character  ot  the  noble  marquis, 
if  he  could  have  preser\'ed  peace, 
consistently  with  the  interests  of 
the  company,  he  was  certain  he 
would  have  done  it.  It  had  been 
the  favourite  design  of  the  Mah- 
rattas,  for  upwards  of  twenty  years, 
to  extirpate  the  English  from  In- 
dia, and  for  this  express  purpose  they 
had  been  at  a  very  great  expense 
in  improving  their  tactics,  and  en- 
gaging in  tiieir  service  as  many  Eu- 
ropeans as  possible.  He  was  de- 
cidedly against  the  original  nio- 
tion. 

Mr*.  Chapman  spoke  in  favour 
of  the  original  motion.  He  said, 
that  the  moment  they  entered  into 
a  treaty  with  the  Peishwah,  they 
must  expect  a  war  with  the  Mah- 
rattas.  He  had  been  resident  in 
the  country  of  the  Rajah  of  Berar, 
and  there  the  Peishwah  was  not 
allowed  to  be  the  supreme  chief 
,  over  the  other  feudatory  chiefe. 
Scindeah  and  Holkar  could  never 
be  expected  to  agree  to  the  treaty, 
and  he  thought,  therefore,  it  was 
very  impolitic  to  enter  upon  it. 
Ilie  war  was  very  expensive,  and 
he  was  afraid  would  be  productive 
of  considerable  mischief  to  the  com- 
pany's ailairs. 

Mr.  PRfNCEP  thought  the  house 
indebted  to  the  perseverance  of  the 
honourable  member  in  calling  their 
attention  to  so  important  a  subject, 
and  expressed  his  approbation  of  the 
magnanimous  conduct  of  those 
official  gentlemen,  who,  disregarding 
the  restraints  of  office,  so  candidly 
and  honourably  avowed  their  sen- 
timents.   He  trusted^  as  the  atten- 


tion of  the  house  seemed  now  direct- 
ed to  the  subject,  they  would  not 
give  it  up  till  they  had  fully  investi- 
gated the  manner  in  which  the 
affairs  of  our  Indian  dependencies 
had  been  administered.  On  the 
present  occasion,  however,  when  a 
noble  marquis  was  on  the  eve  of 
setting  ofr'for  India,  to  take  on  him 
the  supreme  command  and  govern- 
ment of  the  country,  he  did  not 
wish  such  a  declaration  as  that 
moved  for  by  the  honourable  gen- 
tleman should  be  voted  by  thehouse^ 
as  he  was  afraid  it  would  be  the 
means  of  fettering  and  binding  up 
his  hands,  at  a  time  when  lie  ought 
to  be  lefl  at  full  liberty  to  act  in  such 
manner  as  to  himself  should  seem 
most  proper.  He  should  theref^»« 
vote  for  the  previous  question, 

Mr.  Robert  Thorkton  warm- 
ly approved  of  the  orignal  motion. 
He  was  of  opinion,  that  the  system 
now  acted  upon  with  regard  to 
India  ought  to  be  chang^,  and 
that  we  should  act  on  principles 
and  indications  of  moderation  and 
forbearance,  and  not  in  the  spirit  €£ 
conquest  and  aggrandizement.  He 
trusted,  that  it  was  with  that  view, 
and  with  these  intentions,  that  mar- 
quis Comwallis  would  set  out  for 
that  country.  In  sending  out  thaf 
noble  marquis,  in  lieu  of  lord  Wcl- 
lesley,  we  were  substituting  the 
olive  branch  for  the  sword,  and  this 
at  a  time  that  such  a  substitution 
was  essentially  necessary.  Such 
a  declaration  as  that  now  moved  for, 
would  shew  that  parliament  are  de- 
termined on  a  dereliction  of  the  late 
system;  and  it  vTould  shew  the  mar- 
quis, and  the  native  powers  in  India, 
that  you  do  not  send  him  out  merely 
as  ^  common  govemor-^general,  biU 
that  the  country  might  derive  ad-* 
vantage  from  that  conciliatory  dis- 
position which'  is  so  much  wanted 
to  heal  the  wounds  which,  he 
thought 
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thought,  had  too  rashly  been  inflict- 
ed there.  If  we  were  to  hold 
India, and  to  keep  the  French  out  of 
Jt,  we  must  not  think  of  doing  ei- 
ther by  the  sword,  but  by  concilia- 
tmg  the  minds  of  the  native  powers, 
and  convincing  them  that  justice 
and  moderation  should  be  the  future 
rule  of  our  conduct  towards  them. 
No  one  couid  deny  that  marquis 
Wellesley  had  acted  with  great  ener- 
gy and  activity.  In  his  opinion  the 
'  noble  marquis  was  too  active, '.  too 
energetic,  and  too  enterprising.  The 
noble  lord  had  pursued  the  warlike  ' 
system  too  far,  and  had  thus  created 
a  discontent  and  disposition  to  re- 
sistance, among  the  native  powers, 
<tf  which,  the  French,  or  any  power 
hostile  to  us,  could  easily  avail 
itself,  if  it  could  obtain  any  footing 
in  India.  The  conciliatory  system 
was  therefore  become  indispensable 
for  our  honour  and  security.  For 
he  feared  that,  for  some  years  back, 
we  were  become  in  India  what  the 
tyrant  of  France  was  in  Europe. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer admitted,  that  in  one 
point  of  view  the  motion  now  before 
the- house  was  such  as  nobody  could 
object  to  in  the  abstract,  because  it 
was  a  principle  expressed  upon  our 
statute  book,  and  founded  upon 
natural  justice,  that  we  should  not 
make  war  for  the  sake  of  extending 
territory}  but  it  did  not  thence 
follow,  that  if  we  were  forced  into 
a  just  and  a  necessary  war,  that 
we  were  not  to  conquer,  and  that, 
after  conquest,  an  extent  of  domini- 
on might  become  the  result  of  it, 
for  that  was  the  natural  effect  of  su- 
periority in  contest;  our  security 
might  require  it,  or  we  might 
take  it  by  way  of  indemnit}'.  If 
If  it  were  not  so,  we  should,  by  pu- 
sillanimity, unite  sill  the  world  to  at- 
tetck  us.  The  resolution,  therefore, 
as  it  had  an  aspect  hostile  to  that 


principle,  was  unjust  to  tlie  noble 
marquis,  because  it  was  a  general 
censure  on  the  whole  of  his  admini- 
stration, by  now  putting  the  whole 
of  thatadministrntion  together,  and 
following  up  the  historical  account 
of  it  with  a  resolution,  which  either 
meant  to  censure  that  administration 
altogether — an  administration  a» 
full  of  excellent  achievement  as  any 
that  ever  preceded  it,  and  in  which 
the  noble  marquis  had  done  as 
many  and  as  glorious  deeds  as  ever 
were  done  by  any  man  -,  or  else 
the  resolution  was  only  a  re- 
petition of  what  was  on  the  statute 
book  already,  and  meant  nothing 
but  an  unnecessary  repetition  of  an 
undisputed  truth  and  objection  on 
that  head.  This  resolution  taken  as 
one  that  censured  extension  of  terri- 
tory, in  all  events,  was  unjust,  not 
only  for  the  reason  he  had  stated 
already,  but  imjust  to  my  lord 
Cornwallis  himself,  who  was  to- 
night so  highly  and  justly  praised  5 
for  even  he  had  extended  our  terri- 
tory in  India  after  theconclusionof  a 
war.  The  grand  pol  icy  of  this  coun-  • 
try  in  India  was  to  keep  down  the 
power  of  France.  There  might  be 
fair  ground  for  difference  of  opinion 
on  some  points  of  Indian  policy  j 
but  on  the  great  leading  features  of 
the  noble  marquis's  administration, 
there  could  exist  no  doubt  on  the 
merits  of  those  transactions,by  which 
he  had  conferred  such  benefits  on  his 
country,  had  secured  her  interest, 
upheld  her  honour,  and  exalted  her 
glory.  He  hv.d  dispelled  a  danget 
die  most  formidable  and  menacing, 
which  he  never  could  have  done  on 
fliepiincipleof  the  honourable  gen- 
tleman opposite;  and  dispelled  it, 
during  a  war  in  which  France  wish- 
ed, through  India,  to  strike  a  fatal 
blow  against  iiritish  cormnerce  and 
greatness.  The  wisdom  of  die  noble 
lord  had  been  evinced  in  adopting 
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the  highest^  most  importaat,  and 
fundamental  policy  of  the  British  in- 
terests in  India :  he^  had  procured, 
in  the  issue  of  his  brilliantcampaigns 
indemnity  and  security:  he  had 
gained  a  great  extent  of  valuable 
sea-coast,  a  matter  of  great  consi- 
deration with  a  view  to  preventing 
the  designs  of  the  enemy. — He  must 
object  most  decid^ly  to .  a  motion 
'which  cast  a  slur  upon  the  justice, 
the  magnanimity,  and  the  good 
feith  of  the  Brkisli  government.  He 
need  not  dwell  on  the  last  Mahratta 
war,  afler  what  had  been  said  by 
bis  noble  friend.  He  oontended, 
that  lord  Wellesley  was  fully  justi- 
fied respecting  the  treaty  with  the 
Peishwali .  We  ought  not  to  permit 
either  Sdndeah  or  d>e  Peishwah  to 
possess  the  \^ole  of  the  Mahratta 
power,  Tlie  right  honourable  gen* 
tleman  alluded  to  the  attempt  made 
on  Egypt,  as  connected  with  the 
design  of  the  enem^  on  the  East 
Indies,  and  stated,  that  lie  knew 
France  had  still  been  looking  to  the 
Mahratta  states  as  tl^e  great  instru- 
meut  to  be  employed  against  us  in 
India.  If  there  was  any  variety  of 
opinion  as  to  some  parts  of  the  noble 
marquis's  administradon  m  India, 
and  in  an  adminstrslion  so  long  and 
so  full  of  incident,  no  wonder  if  there 
should,  let  the  specific  pcHDts  be 
stated  Oil  which  the  objections  are 
taken,  and  they  sliould  be  met  as 
they  ought  to  be  j  but  the  present 
motion  was  either  to  convey  a  ge- 
neral censure  of  the  whole  of 
the  administration,  which  nobody 
woold  avow,  or  it  went  to  declare 
that  which  wasi unnecessary,  because 
declared  already. 

Mr.  Fox  vindicated  the  motion 
and  the  objects  of  the  honourable 
mover. .  The  right  honourable  gen- 
tleman who  had  just  sat  down,  was 
completely  mistaken,  in  supposing 
^at  the  meaning  of  his  honourable 
liiend,  or  of  those  by  whom  the 


motion  of  1 782  was  drawn  up,  was, 
that  parliament  should  make  a  de* 
claration  against  unjustifiable  wars, 
for  that  would  be  just  such^  trash  as 
the  French  asseni^y  published  at 
the  commencement  of  the  revdu- 
tion ;  but  upon  which  they  did  not 
aflerwards  act,  ''that  they  would 
not  make  war  for  Uie  sake  of  con- 
quest." No  i  the  meaning  of  the 
motion  before  the  house,  and  of  that 
of  1782,  was  this,  diat  an  extensioa 
of  territory  in  India  was  not  th&^poU- 
cy  of  this  country  ^  that  is,  that  wiut- 
ever  the  grounds  of  war  might  be, 
a  further  addition  to  our  tetntory 
in  that  quarter  would  be  a  mischief. 
But  the  right  honourable  ^gentle- 
man,  /on  the  other  side,  seemed  to 
say,  that  our  situation  was  materially 
altered  since  1782,  with  respect  to 
Ir>dia.  Where,  he  would  ask,  was 
the  material  drcumstauce  of 
change?  We  were  at  war  with 
France  in  1782 — The  French  weie 
as  willing  to  excite  an  opposition  to 
us  in  India,  and  -Tippoo  was  qiute 
as  willing  to  second  such  views  as 
the  Mahrattascan  be  supposed  at 
present.  Yet  under  all  tke«  dr- 
cumstanceswe  concluded  the  re- 
solution of  1782.  He  called  upon 
the^  house  to  come  to  iKKoe  discus- 
sion upon '  this  point.  If  the  ex- 
tension <rf  territory  were  desinble, 
let  the  motion  be  negatived  at  once, 
and  let  some  course  be  determined 
on.  But  letqot  such  a  line  of  po- 
,  licy  be  followed  as  was  calculated 
to  keep  aUve  doubt  and  suspiciou, 
and  forbid  the  possibility  of  confi* 
dence  in  our  views  among  the  na- 
tive powers.  Every  pretence  sens- 
ed to  be  sought  for  to  dedare  war 
in  India,  and  it  appeared  impossi- 
ble to  calculate  when  this  propensity 
to  war  would  cease.  As  soon  a^ 
we  had  destroyed  Tippoo,  it  wat 
then  stated  to  be  very  desirable  to 
form  a  close  connection  with  tboae 
Mahratta  powers,  which  were  pre- 
viously 
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Piously  pronounced    out   friends. 
This  connexion  we  had  8o6n  formed 
with  them,  and  we  gave  them  some- 
thing  like  what  the  French  used  to 
term  the  *' fraternal    hug."     We 
embraced  the  Mahrattas,   just  as 
Ihe  French    embraced     Holland. 
We,  in  fact,  seemed  in  India,  to  be 
like  Macbeth, "  so  steeped  in  blood*' 
that  we  thought  it  vain  to  go  back. 
Sed  revocare  gradum,  hie  Labor,  hoc 
ftpus  est.    After  destro}nng  Tippoo, 
who  formed  a  barrier  between  us 
and  our  friends  the  Mahrattas>  we 
then    proceeded    to    destroy    our 
friends  tlicmsehres.     But,  it  is  said, 
that  you   waged  war  against   the 
Mahrattas,   nierely  from  a  fear  of 
the  French;  and  a  similar  plea  may 
be    alleged,    with    equal   justice, 
against  any  stdte  in  India,  until,  in 
•the  work  of  destruction,  the  Eng- 
lish force  may  make  its  way  to  the 
wall  of  China,  or  farther  if   they 
could.    War  was  declared  against 
the  Mahrattas,  because  they  were 
the  only  power  remaining  in  India. 
So  that  in  other  words,  our  govern- 
ment appeared  to  argue,    that  we 
could  not  be  safe  until  all  India  was 
our  own.     His  opinion,    the  lio- 
nourable  member  declared  to  be 
decidedly  different.  The  best  way, 
in  h\i  view,  to  secure  our  interest 
md  possessions,    was  tp  prohibit 
their  extension.     As  to  the  allusion 
made  to  the  character  of  lord  Wel- 
lesley,  he  could  not  admit  tliat  the 
motion  was  meant  to  reflect  on  that 
noble  lord,  upon  whose  conduct  he 
was  not  now  prepared  to  pronounce 
any  opinion.     If  the  administration 
'  of  that  noble  lord  was  meant  to  be 
,  inquired  into,    when    he    should 
return  home  would  certainly  be  the 
proper  tinieto  institute  such  inquiry. 
An  honourable    gentleman    (Mr. 
-    Princep)  was  of  opinion,  that  the 
3doption  of  this  motion  would  ope^ 
r4te  to  fiptt^r  lord  Cornwallis.    But 


he  believed,  on  the  contrary,  that  it 
would  serve  to  fortify  thevtews  and 
intentidns  of    that  noble  lord,     ft 
would-shew  him  that  the  policy  he  . 
held  was  sanctioned  by  the  voice  of 
parliament.  '  He    remembered    it 
having  been  said,  with  respect  to  his 
India  bill,  that  the  objection  was 
not  so  much   to  the  measure  as  to 
the  man ;  but  on  this  o<5casion  he 
should    say,  with    respect  to  the 
motion  and  lord  Cornwall  is,  that 
this  measure  was  the  man.    The 
honourable  gentleman  on  the  other 
side  entertained  opinions  directly 
the  reverse  of  those  professed  by 
the  three  respectable  directors  of 
the    India     company,  whom  the 
house  had  heard    declare  an  un- 
qualified adlierence  to  the  resolu- 
tion of  1782.     The' right  honour- 
able gentleman  had  advanced  some  ' 
statements  which  sliewed  that  he 
contemplated  scjieines  of  ambition 
j^r  more  wild  and  mad  than  the 
government  of  India  was  ever  sus- 
pected of.     For  the  right  honour- 
able gentleman*s  ideas  would  go  to 
this,  that  we  should  possess  our- 
selves of  all  India ;  and  if  possessed 
of  that  vast  empire,    he  f  ontcnded 
that  it  would  be  an  intolerable  drain 
upon  our  military  resource  to  pre- 
serve   it,    while    its    preservation 
would  not  be  so  conducive  to  our 
benefit,  as  India  governed  upon  the 
principle  laid  down  in  the  motion 
would  be.     But  the  main  pretence 
rested  upon  by   the  advocates  for 
further  conquests  seems  to  be  this, 
that  they  are  necessary  for  our  safety. 
Now  diis  was  precisely  the  pretence 
of  all  conquerors  and  marauders,  in 
all  ages.  According  to  Livy,  when^ 
ever  the  Romans  made  war  upon 
any  ..tate,  it  was  only  to  secure  their 
own  safety.  Such  was  tbe  plea  ad- 
vanced, and  exactly  the  same  wa^ 
the  ground    frequently    urged  by 
Lewis  XIV,  and  otliers  entertain- 
ing

iug  similar  views.  In  the  name  of 
.common  sense  and  justice,  he 
would  ask  where  such  a  .p)ea  was 
;likely  to  stop?  Wliere  was  this 
.resort  for  safety  to  end ;  for,  accord- 
ing-as  it  was  applied,  no  man  was 
Jikely  to  be  at  peace,  for  he  cotild 
not  calculate  upon  safety  while 
there  was  anotlier  man  alive  who 
had  strength  enough  to  knock  him 
€k>wn.  Thus  no  state  could  be  at 
peace,  until  every  nation  capable 
of  attacking  it  was  destroyed.  Such 
was  the  tendency  of  the  argument 
deduciblo  from  the  abominat^e 
principle  laid  down  to  excuse  oar 
wars  in  India,  rcspectUig  the  means 
of  securing  t>ver  safety.  The  ope- 
ration of  such  a  plea,  struck  him  to 
have  no  end,  but  in  unbounded 
dominion.  Mr.-  Fox  concluded 
with  expressing  a  hope,  that  whe- 
ther the  motion  before  the  house 
should,  be  acceded  to,  or  not,  some- 
tliing  declaratory  of  the  proposed 
system,  with  respect  to  India, 
would  be  adc^ted  as  a  guide  to 
our  Governors  in  India,  as  a  rule, 
by  which  our  views  might  be 
'  judged  of  by  the  natives.  If  that 
system  should  be  consonant  with 
moderation  and  justice,  it  would  be 
founded  on  the  principle  of  this  mo- 
tidii,  and  best  calculated,  he  was 
confident,  to  promote  our  interests 
in  India. 

M  r .  F  R  A  N  c  rs,  in  reply,  i  nsisted 
on  the  same  motives  of  conduct  as 
were  recommended  by  Mr.  Fox  j 
'  and  contended  that  they  would  be 
most  congenial  to  the  feelings,  and 
yno^i  consonant  to  the  policy  upon 
x^diich  the  noble  marquis  was  likely 
to  act.

PAPERS  RELATING  TO  THE 
NABOB  OF  OUDE, 
Mr.  James  Paulj.  rose  and  spoke 
as  follows  i — ^Wben  I  imposed  upon 
myself  the  task  of  bringing  midec 
the  consideration  of  parliament  the 
case  of  the  nabob  ofOude,and  urg- 
ing grave  matter  of  charge  against 
the  marquis  Wellesley,  the  gover- 
nor-general of  India,  I  was  fully  and 
deeply  impressed  with  the  arduous- 
ness  of  the  undertaking,  and  with 
the  difiiculties  and  obstacles  I  had 
to  encounter.  I  was  aware  of  the 
indifference,  not  to  call  it  by  any 
other  name,  tliat  pervades  this  house 
and  the  nation  in  general,  as  to  the 
aflSiirs  of  India,  whether  as  regarding 
the  honour  and  good  faith  of  the 
British  character,  or  as  connected 
witli  the  pecuniary  aflfairsof  the 
country.  What  such  apathy  and  in- 
difference have  led  to,  I  shall  not  at 
present  stop  to  enquire,  but  in  the 
administration  of  the  marquis  Wel- 
lesley, we  have  seen  India  deluged 
with  blood,  its  princes  dethroned,  > 
its  ancient  families  ruined,  and  the 
spoils  of  our  nearesl  allies  added  to 
the  resources  of  the  company,  with- 
out exciting  a  sentiment  of  dis- 
approbation on  the  part  of  the  Bri- 
tish legislature. — I  was  awale  that 
ii>  the  course  of  the  proceedings.  I 
should  have  to  submit  to  parliament, 
I  had  to  arraign^  to  stand  forth  as 
the  accuser  of  a  nobleman  high  in 
his  country's  service,  and  whose 
conquests  in  his  oriental,  career, 
have  given  a  brilliaiKy  to  his  admi- 
nistration, in  the  eyes  of  his  oountcy- 
men  j  a  nobleman,  of  extensve  in- 
fluence, and  possessing  pow^ul 
connexions  in  both  houses  of  par- 
Lament  ',  and  I  could  not  for  a  mo- 
ment forget,  diat  the  individual  vAio 
had  to  surmount  these  difficulties, 
was  a  new  man^and  a  v^ry  young 
\  meoal^ 
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member  of  this  house. — So  cir- 
cumstanced, and  amidst  such  difii- 
culties,  I  liad,  however,  some  very 
considerable  consolation ;  1  knew 
that  the  motives  that  impelled  me 
to  stand  forward  on  this  occasion 
were  pure  and  unquestionable  ^  and 
the  matters  I  had  to  urge,  plain  and 
simple,  founded  on  truth  and  jus- 
tice, and  standing  in  no  need  of  elo- 
quence to  force  themselves  on  the 
consideration  of  parliament. — I  had 
merely  to  say,  that  a  prince,  the 
iiighest  in  r^ik  and  dignity  of  all 
the  powers  of  Hindilistan,  the  most 
laithfiil  of  all  the  allies  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  paying  the  enormous 
tribute  of  9(X),000l.  annually,  had. 
In  defiance  of  justice,  and  in  the 
face  of  the  most  solemn  treaty,  been 
dispossessed  of  a  country  containing 
upwards  of  three  millions  of  attached 
subjects,  and  producing  a  revenue 
of  nearly  two  millions  of  pounds 
sterling  yearly  j  with  the  alternative 
of  resisting  injustice  and  oppression 
by  force  cf  arms,  and  experiencing 
the  fate  of  all  those  that  have  at- 
tempted to  oppose  the  encroach- 
ments of  the  company*6  governors 
abroad. — I  had  only  to  assert  that 
the  case  of  this  unhappy  prince, 
degraded  and  disgraced  in  tlie  eyes 
of  all  the  world,  exceeded  in  hard- 
•hip,  in  every  point  of  view,  and  in 
all  its  bearings,  that  of  rajah  Chyt 
Sing,  the  prince  of  Benaris,  for 
whose  expulsion  fiom  his  dominions 
Mr.  Hastings  was  impeached  by 
the  Commons  of  Great  Britain,with 
this  marked  and  essential  distinction 
that  Chyt  Sing  resisted  demands 
that  he  thought  oppressive,  whereas 
the  nabob  vizer,-^  the  prince  of 
Oude,  submitted  to  every  demand, 
however  illegal,  however  oppressive, 
however  unjust.— As  to  the  other 
matterof  charge,  tlie  expression  of 
it  was  equally  clear  from  difficulty ; 
I  l>ad  only  to  say,  that  the  marquis 
Weliesley  had  violated  the  laws  of 


his  country,  having,  in  defiance  of  . 
an  act  of  parliament,  appointed  his: 
own  brother  to  a  station  of  dignity* 
trust,  and  emolument,  that  he  was 
incompetent  to  hold;  and  if  this 
house  has  been  well  emplc^ed  in 
punishing  breaches  of  acts  of  parlia- 
ment committed  at  home,  I  put  it 
to  every  man  to  con^der  of  the 
consequences  of  overlooking  offen- 
ces against  die  law  committed  at  the 
distance  of  13,000  mil^s  from  the 
mother-country,  where  the  object 
is  attained,  as  in  this  case,  for 
which  the  offence  is  committed, 
before  representation  can  be  made, 
far  less  redress  obtained. — When  I 
intimated  my  notice  for  this  day,  it 
was  my  intention  to  have  entered 
pretty  much  at  large  into  the  trans- 
actions in  Oude,  and  into  the  cauAe 
andetfects  of  this  violation  of  th^ 
law,  but  that  is  rendered  unneces- 
sary from  a  variety  of  circumstances. 
When  I  consider  the  very  advanced 
period  of  the  session,  and  the  quan- 
tity of  public  business  that  nwist  yet 
unavoidably  occupy  the  time  and 
attentionof  parliament,  I  am  satis- 
fied of  the  utter  impraciicability  of 
making  much  progress,  far  less  of 
bringing  this  business  to  any  issue, 
during  the  present  session  -,  and  I 
am  therefore  only  desirous  (or  the 
production  ot  various  documents  to 
ground  the  charges  I  shall  hereafter 
urge  against  the  marquis  Wellesley. 
Another  motive  that  weighs  deeply 
with  me  for  not  precipitating  this 
business  is,  the  almost  certainty  that 
the  noble  lord  will  shortly  be  in 
England ;  for  I,  am  most  eager  and 
anxious  that  he  should  be  present 
to  hear,  see,  and  comment  upon 
every  part  of  my  proceedings  >  no 
man  admires-more  than  I  do,  some 
parts  of  that  noble  lord's  character, 
but  I  have  to  lament,  in  common 
with  every  man  who  has  turned  his 
thoughts  to  India,  and  in  common* 
with  all  the  nations  of  Hindiistan, 

that 
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tiaat  lord  Welleslef^s  spirit  of  ag« 
grandisemeot,  kUIoveof  power» 
^!ad  insatiabie  ambition^  have  led 
him  into  errort  and  mistakes^  that 
have  shook  to  its  base  our  very 
existence  in  India ,  and  to  conse- 
qi^nt  acts  of  great  injtistioe  and 
oppresson. — I  move  that  there  be 
laid  before  this  house,  1 .  "  Copy 
of  k  minute  of  sir  John  Shore,  (now 
lord  Teig^month)  late  governor- 
general,  detailing  the  measures 
adopted  in  Oude,  which  led  to  the 
deposition  of  vizier  Ally,  and 
placing  on  the  throne  the  nabob 
^adaal  Ally,  together  with  tlie  treaty 
oonclud&d  on  that  occasion.— 2. 
Copy  of  the  minute  of  sir  John 
Shore  (now  lord  Teignmouth)  dated 
the  5th  March,  i;f98 ;  and  his  letter 
to  the  secret  committee,  i^r  court 
of  directors,  explaining  his  reasons 
for  concluding  the  above  treaty, 
and  his  final  arrangements  in 
Oude.— 3.  Copy  of  a  general  letter 
to  Bengal,  dated  the  15th  of  May, 
1798,  in  the  political  department, 
as  ^r  as  regards  sir  John  Shore's 
conduct  in  tiie  arrangements  for 
Oude.— 4:  Copy  of  the  corres-

Lord  Castlbrbagh  said,  as  he 
did  not  mean  to  object  to  the  pro-' 
duction  of  ,  die  papers  moved  f(St 
by  the  honourable  gentleman,  he 
should  not  now  .enter  uito  the  sub- 
ject. His  only  wish  was,  that  the 
house  would  keep  their  mmds 
perfectly  open  relative  to  the  cir- 
cumstances adverted  to  by  the 
honourable  gentleman,  until  the 
time  should  arrive  when  the  sub- 
ject might  be  fully  and  foidy  dis*- 
cussed.  There  was  one  part  of 
tlie  subject,  ho^'ever,  on  which  he 
wished  to  say  a  few  words,  in  order 
that    no   unfovourable  impressioa 

might 
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YDight  go  abroad^  in  conseqo^Ke  of 
what  had  been  stated  by  the  honour- 
-eble  gentleman.  He  alhkled  to 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Hemy 
Wellealey  on  a  special  mission  hi 
the  province  of  Oude.  Mr.  Hemy 
Weliesley  was  placed  by  the  mar- 
-qois,  his  brother^  at  the  bead  of  a 
comftiiston  in  the  province  of  Oude, 
for  the  pvirpose  of  placing  the  re- 
venues and  establishments  of  that 
country  on  a  proper  footing,  in 
which  service  he  actively  and  suc- 
cessfully employed  himself,  but 
fi>r  which  he  received  no  emolument, 
except  what  he  derived  irom  the 
office  which  he  before  held,  and 
which  he  continued  at  that  period 
to  hold,  that  of  private  s^retary 
to  the  governor-general.  So  far, 
indeed,  from  deriving  any  additional 
advantages  from  his  employment 
in  Oude,  his  health  was  serious- 
ly iujur^  by  his  exertions 
whilst  ij^ployed  upon  that  ser- 
vice. 

Sir.    W.   Burroughs  did  not 
think  it  fair  that  the  honourable 
.gentleman's  opening  should  be  at- 
tending   with     such     expressions 
against  the  noble    marquis:  with 
respect  to  tl^e  legality  of    the  ap- 
.pointment,  it  had  been  his  lot  to 
hold  an  official  legal  situation  in 
Bengal  for  ten  years,    from  which 
he  was  well   acquainted  with  tlie 
subject,  and  he  did  not  think  the 
'  appointment  of   Mr.  Henry  Wei- 
'fesley  would  be  found  to  be  ille- 

Mr.  Windham  said,  he  would 
not  admit  that  his  honourable 
friend  had  been  at  all  unfair  or  in- 
temperate hi  the  mode  of  bringing 
this  business  forward.  He  had 
acted  judiciously,  and  inhis  opinion, 
most  properly,  and  could  not  have 
said  less,  to  ground  a  case  for  the 
.  production  of  papers — papers  that 
were  not  asked  as  a  matter  of  fa- 


vour, but  as  a  matter  of  right  ^ 
and  which  his  honourable  friend 
thought  necessaiy  for  the  cause  of  ^ 
substantial  justice. 

Mr.WBLLESLBY  PoLE  assured 
the  house,  that  the  friends  of  the 
noble  lord  had  no  wish  but  for  the 
fullest  investigation  of  his  conduct* 
He  denied  positively  that  Mr. 
Henry  Weliesley  derived  any  emo* 
lument  from  his  mission  to  Oude. 
Thejexpensesof  the  mission  were 
paid  upon  vouchers  in  which  theie 
was  no considerationfor  him.  He 
hoped  the  time  would  come  when 
the  conduct  of  the  noble  lord,whose 
conduct  the  honourable  gentlemen 
meant  to  make  the  subject  of 
charge,  would  be  open  to  full,  fair,, 
and  free  discussion.  On  that  occa- 
sion, persons  not  connected  with  the 
noble  lord  would  have  full  liberty 
of  offering  their -c^inious,  what- 
ever they  may  be,  and  he  trusted 
he  would  be  at  liberty  to  claim  the 
indulgeoce  the, house  allowed  to 
every  body  in  matters  concern- 
ing persons  so  near  and  dear  to 
them. 

Mr.  Paull,  in  answer  to  wliat 
fell  from  the  noble  lord,  from  the 
near  relation  of  lord  Weltesley  and— 
from  the  honourable  and  learned 
bart .opposite,  said,  that  the  sltuatiOb 
Mr.  Henry  Weliesley  was  appoint^ 
ed  to,  was  one  of  great  trust, 
honour,  and  emolument,  as  would 
-appear  when  the  papetg^  were  Jaid 
upon  the  table ;  a  situation  in  fact 
that  made  him  second  only  to 
marquis  Weliesley,  who  was  se- 
cond to  no  other  man  in  pomp  and 
magnificence  c^  this  earth. — ^llie 
different  motions  were  respectively 
agreed  to.

far  as  he  knew,  at  present^  we  had 
not  any  communication  in  existence. 
He  understood,  indeed,  tbM  there  ' 
was  not  to  be  any  budget  this  year  1 
and^  according  to  lord  Castlereagh> 
it  was  possible  that  the  dispatches 
might  have  been  intercepted  by  tke 
French.  It  was  also  possible  that 
they  were  not  ever  sent,  because 
they  mi^t  terrify  those  who  were 
most  deeply  interested,  and  who 
now  were  unacquainted  with  the 
state  of  our  affairs  in  the  east*  He 
asked  if  it  was  right  that  informa* 
tion  should  be  wi&held  from  parlia-* 
ment  and  the  public,  which  was  in 
possession  of  the  French.  We  were  . 
now  in  June,  1805,  and  yet  we  had 
not  any  statement  of  receipts  o^ 
disburseqQcnts  from  India  later  than 
March,  1803.  One  reason  most 
probably  was,  that  the  debt  in  In-> 
dia  was  nearly  doubled,  by  means' 
of  the  system  of  aggrandisement 
upon  which  they .  seemed  to  act* 
However^  it  had  been^tated  by  the 
directors  tl\at,  notwithstanding  the 
additional  imposts  which  have  been 
laid  on  their  articles  of '  merchan* 
dise,  tlie  trade  of  the  company, 
during  the  last  war^  had  flouxished 
beyond  example.  But  with  such 
a  flourishing  trade  on  one  side,  and 
the  vastly  increased  territorial  re- 
venue of  from  ten  to  fifteen  mil-, 
lions  on  the  other,  they  ha#e  not 
been  able  to  make  so  inconsiderable 
a  compensation  to  the  public  for  the 
renewal  of  their  charter  for  twenty 
years,  as  half  a  million  per  annum. 
This  general  outline  of  the  appear-* 
ance  of  their  finances  may,  in  some 
measure,  account  for  the  want  of 
present  information,  in  the  hope 
that  something  more  favourable 
may  happen  which  would  change 
the  aspect  of  their  afiairS.  Such  a 
line  of  conduct,  however,  in  his, 
opinion,  ought  not  to  be  sanctioned 
by  parliament,  and  he  thought  he 
should 
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ahotild  do  bU  duty,  «a  an  indepen- 
dent member  of  that  bouse,  by  en- 
deavouring to  obtain  for  tbe  home,

Tb<i 
inhabitants  of  those  regions,  of 
whose  commerce  it  was  proposed 
to  make  this  island  the  emporiutu^ 
had  no  wants  to  supply,  but  sucb 
as  the  produce  of  their  own  coun- 
try  amply  furnished  ;  the  only  ar- 
ticles of  commerce  between  the 
natives  of  India  and  those  of 
China  being  opium,-  and  a  smaH 
quantity  of  tin  ;  for  the  articles  of 
EuropeiMi  manufactures  sent  ouf 
from  this  coantr}',  were  not  for 
the  supply  of  the  natives,  twt 
merely  for  Europeans,  resident 
there.  And  as  to  the  |)roduc?e  and 
rbanufactures  of  those  countries  to 
\>e  brought  to  Europe,  the-nutober 
of  our  settlements  were  amply  suf- 
ficient, without  plunging  the  Com- 
pany into  new  and  embarrassii>g ex- 
penses, for  purposes  merely  specu^ 
lative  or  chimerical.  In  support 
of  thi^  opinion,  he  quoted  the  re- 
port of  colonel  Kyd,  who  strenu- 
ously advised,  that  the  island  might 
be  given  up.  With  r6spect-to 
warlike  puiposes,  he  deemed  ibe 
situation  equally  unimponnnt  and 
uselesjij  nor  was  there  aDfoiher 
authority  for  cotrtidcritt^  il*  i^ligMe 
in  this  view,  than'thc^  krtter  rf>  Ae 
firstljord  of  theAdin[raiiy,Wh«*iiB- 
phevv,  \^ith  thr^  bthier  S^^lfbeki, 
were  to  constitute  the  leading  offi- 
cers of  its  govemnirnt.

tliose  he  conceived,  were  the  only 
places  in  our  territories  in  India, 
where  ships  of  war  might  be  built. 
In  the  rage  for  Settling  a  new  go- 
vernment on  the  Prince  of  Wales*s 
island,  every  thing  seemed  to  be 
forgotted  which  had  been  formerly 
been  lavished  in  praise  of  Trineo- 
malee ;  and  all  our  advantages  iuthe 
possession  of  Ceylon,  seemed  to  va- 
nish. But  what  advantage  was  to  be 
attached  to  encomiums  bestowed  on 
this  little  island,  the  whole  culti- 
vable surface  of  which  did  not -ex- 
ceed fifty  square  miles,  not  a  sixth 
of  the  extent  of  the  Isle  of  Wiglit  ? 
Yet  a  government  was  proposed  for 
this  island,  the  expense  of  which 
alone  must  be  at  least  60,000/.  per 
amium,  though  it  only  appeared  in 
the  est'unate  at  41,300/.  and  the 
whole  strength,  as  stated  by  coL. 
Kyd,  would  be  but  1,000  sepoys, 
with  250  Europeans,  including 
some  artilleiy.  llie  administratioo 
of  justice  was  to  be  by  a  mayor  and 
aldernieii,  thus  reviving  a  species 
of  jurisprudence,  which,  in  every 
other  settlement  had  been  aban- 
doned as  utterly  efficient;  and 
though  the  Directors  had  been  very 
minute  in  the  nomination  of  se^ 
cr^taries,  and  tlie  apportioning  their 
salaries,  no  salary  had  been  named 
for  a  Civil  Engineer;  and  what  was 
equally  remarkable,  while  a  salary 
of  1 ,600/.  a  year  was  appointed  for 
the  office  of  chaplain,  yet,  to  the 
master-attendant  of  the  intended 
dock -yard,  only  gooL  a  year  was 
proposed.  Upon  the  whole,  not- 
withstanding the  utter  impractica- 
bility of  rendering  tlie  settlement 
advantageous,  it  would  go  to  incur 
.  an  expense  to  the  Company  of  half 
a  miltlori  yearly }  and  this  under-t 
'  '  taking 
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liking,  wafl  to  be  adopted  upcm  no 
other  'gOMTan^ee  than  two  private 
letters  of  lord  Melville,  whid>  evfn 
his  friend  lord  CastleK^gh^cioseiy  as 
lie  was  ooimected  with  him,  would 
pot  sanction.  Upon  the  whole,  he 
coDsidered  the  business  as  done  ra* 
4her  at  the  mandate  of  Ministers, 
than  for  any  jn'it  consideration  ot 
its  imiportaace ;  and  rallieras  a  vild 
job  fiyr  tjie  service  of  individuals, 
than  for  the  service  of  the  country. 
He  concluded  i^  exjn'essing  hii 
wish,  -that  the  question  abouid  be 
adjourned  formnemwitks,  in  older 
that  the  Proprietors'  at  large  should 
have  fiill  time  to  coiisider  the  sub* 
ject,  and  he  moved  an  amendment 
aocordingly. 

Mr.  Randal  Jackson  defended 
the  establishment.  He  considersd 
Prince  of  Wales's  island  as  a  situa- 
tion tn  an  Archipelago  of  Indian 
islands,  and  the  centre  of  numerous 
nations  immensely  popidated,  and 
ixrhich  would  form  an  obvioos  em- 
|Nnium  of  commerce  that,  vkider 
proper  management,  would  prove 
to  this  country,  a  source  of  im- 
mense wealth,  superior  even  to 
that  which  the  Dutch,  under  the 
worst  management,  ^  the  vilest  po- 
licy, and  the  most  oppressive  tyr 
ranny,  had  obtained  in  that  quarter 
of  the  globes  and  wliich  enabled 
them,  even  at  the  present  day,  to 
aastain  the  plunder  so  frequently 
>intlict>ed  on  them  by  the  ruling  ty- 
rant qf  Ermice.  He  appealed  to 
the  progress  of  the  island  itself, 
from  1786,  when  it  came  into  our 
hands  3  and  had  only  a  few  fiAhing 
boats,  until  the  year  1/93,  when 
237  ships  took  their  departure  from 
iyi  ports.  The  difference  of  2O,000^. 
^or  30,000/.  more  or  less,  appeared 
to  him  a  trivial  considetation, 
when  weighed  against  the  immense 
advantages  of  which,  with  pro- 
per management,  it  might  be  ren- 


dered productive.     H^  hxrifefer^ 

fully  coincided  with  his  honourable 
friend,  that  it  was  net  a  place  fa- 
A'ourable  for  ship-building,  particu-p 
larly  to  ships  of  war,  as  a  na%'al  ar- 
senal should  not  be  less  exposed^  at 
so  great  a  distance  from  tlie  seat  of 
govern n>ent,  since  it  might  hold 
out  a  dangerous  example  to  the  im- 
mense population  of  the  surround- 
ing nations.  He  concluded  by 
moving  an  amendment  to  the  ori- 
ginal question,  in  purport^  that 
*'  tlic  General  Court  approved  the 
Settlement,  as  determined  by  the 
Court  of  Directors,  and  r^ecom- 
mended  to  them  diat  in  the  se- 
lection of  a  person  to  form  the  go- 
vernment, erperieficey  tcilents,  and 
€haYactcr,  should  be  the  first  obr 
jects  of  their  choice,  and  that  pre- 
ference should  be  given,  as  far  ba 
was  consistent  with  propriety,  to 
the  covenanted  ser\^ants  of  the 
Company  in  India  5  recommending 
also,  tliat  in  any  management  with 
his  Majesty's  ministers  upon  the  sub- 
ject, cure  should  be  taken  to  specify 
terms  in  such  a  way,  as  to  leave  uo 
foom  for  future  contjovecsy/* 

A  member,  whose  name  we 
could  not  ie^m,  said,  he  had  ntfD5r 
years  local  knowledge  of  the  In- 
dian aens.

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AnAccomit  ofKnojEH  Abdul  Kurbeem,  compiled  from 
Memoirs  written  by  himself;  interspersed  with  Biogra^ 
phical  Anecdotes  of  the  celebrated  Conqueror^  Nadir 
Shah. 


The  memoirs  of  Abdul  Kilrreem 
have  been  translated  into  Englishj 
by  Mr.  Francis  Gladwin,  to  whom 
the.  public  are  indebted  for  several 
useful  translations  of  Asiatic  works. 
The  subject  jof  these  memoirs,  was 
a  native  of  Cashmir ;  .  a  country 
uo  kss  remarkable  for  its  fertility 
and  beauty,  than  for  its  being  the 
birth-place  of  many  persons  who 
have  .acquired  eminence  in  eastern 
bistoty  and  literature.  Abdul  K6r- 
ttem  appears  to  have  been  a  sen-* 
fible,  intelligent  man,  and  his  work 
exhibits  proofs  of  his  capacity  for 
topographical  and  historical  obser* 
ration.  It  comprises  an  account 
of  the  progress  of ,  Nadir  Shah, 
afler  his  return  from  Hindtistan, 
partly  derived  from  the  *  author's 
oersonal  knowledge,  who  engaged 
m  the  service  of  that  conqueror 
at  Shahjehanabad,  and  continued 
in  it  until  after  his  expedition  to 
Mazenderan.  The  strict  iropar- 
tiality^  and  the  unaffected  style  of 
this  witertaining  narrative,  presents 
a  striking  contrast  to  the  pompous 
adulation  of  Mirza  Mabadi  Khan ; 
and,  while  it  throws  additional 
Hght  on  th&  actions  and  character 
of  Nadir  Shah,  it  shews  the  true 
point  of  view  in  which  they  were 
contemplated  by  the  natives  of 
Asia,     All  tha  principal  particulars 


respecting  Nadir  Shah,  which  Ab« 
dul  Kiirreem  relates,  shall,  there- 
fore, be  introduced  into  tlie  fol- 
lowing account.. 

Abdul  Kiirreem,  the  son  of  Kho- 
jeh  Akbut  Mahmood,  was  in 
his  youth  banished  from  his  na- 
tive country,  but  for  what  cause  he 
does  not  inform  us.  He  travelled 
into  Hindtlstan,  as  he  says,  in 
search  of  knowlege ;  and,  at  the 
time  of  the  invasion  of  Nadir  Shah^ 
resided  at  Shahjehanabad.  Having 
long  Wished  to  n:ake  a  pilgrim- 
age to  Mecca,  he  eagerly  em- 
braced the  opportunity  of  accom- 
panying the  army  of  Na*r  Shah, 
on  its  return  to  Iran  3  and  being 
mtroduced  to  the  Shah's  minister, 
Mirza  Ally  Akber,  he  was  pre- 
sented to  the  sovereign,  who  ad- 
mitted him  into  his  service,  and 
promised  him  that  he  should  be 
allowed  to  perform  the  pilgrimage. 

Abdul  Kiirreem  having  joine4 
Nadir  Shah's  army,  at  Delhi,  he 
proceeded  with  it,  from  that  city, 
in  A.D.  1739.  He  relates  that 
the  Shah  gave  positive  orders  to* 
the  cutwal  (master  of  the  police) 
of  Delhij  that,  if  any  of  his  sol- 
diers were  found  in  the  city  a&er 
his  departure,  to  cut  off  their  ears 
and  noses,  and  send  thejoi  to  him« 
But  such  was  the  general  dissatis- 
A  '  factien 
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.Action  and  dbgast  which  his  ty- 
ranny had  excited  in  his  army,  that 

.many  remained  behind,  part  of 
whom  ehided  the  search  of  the 
cutwal,  and  part  suffered  the  threat- 
ened punishment.  Nadir  took 
his  route  by  Syalkote,  which,  being. 
\i^ll  inhabited,  afforded  him  fresh 
plunder.  When  he  reached  the 
banks  of  the  Chenab.  he  threw  a 
bridge  of  boats  over  that  river,  and 
proceeded  in  the  night  to  trans- 
poTt  his  army  across  it.  The  af- 
^ighted  inhabitants,  who  had  fied 
to  tlie  mountains  on  the  approach 
of  the  Persian  army,  returned  in 
the.  middle  of  the  night,  and, 
throwing  )arge  trees  into  the  river, 
the  rapidity  of  the  stream  drove 
them  with  such  violence  against 
the  boats,  that  the  chains  gave  way, 
and  a  great  number  of  people  pe- 
rished. Nadir  despairing  of  being 
able  to  repair  the  bridge,  crossed 
his  army  in  the  boats.     Men  of  all 

.  ranks  were  dissatisfied  with  this 
torvice,  yet  dared  not  desert,  but 
submitted  to  the  severities  of  their 
tyrant,  rather  tlian  entail  utter  ruin 
on  their  families,  who  would  have 
been  made  adcountable  for  their 
conduct,  2Hid  whose  property  would 
have  foelh  confiscated.  Thus,  says 
Abdul  Kdrreem,  without  either 
chain  or  yoke,  they  were  held  in 
cruel  bondage,  and  were,  at  the 
same  time,  the  instruments  and 
the  victims  of  tlieir  master's  ty- 
ranny. 

When  the  army  had  crossed  the 
Chenab,  Nadir  informed  his  offi- 
cers of  his  intention  to  maj'ch  to 
Cashmir>  but  hearing  tliat  the 
roads  were  difficult,  if  not  impas-^ 
sal>le,  in  some  places,  be  desisted 
from  that  pitrpose.  He  thencefor->> 
w^d  proceeded  on  his  march,  and 
Arrived  on  the  banks  of  the  Jylumj 
frfjm  whence  he  sent  hiick  to 
Delhi,  Mohammed  Shah's  artillery  3 


and  from  whence,  likewise,  be  sc&t 
a  detachment  to  subdue  a  tribe 
of  Afghans,  who  had  bithesta 
maintained  their  independence, 
and  who,  after  a  brave  and  despe- 
rate resistence,  were  compelled 
to  yield  to  the  superiority  of  his 
arms. 

Soon  after  Nadir*8  return  to  the 
land  of  Yoosaf-Zie,  he  issued  'an 
edict  to  U^  governors  of  all  the 
provinces  of  Turan,  grantisfc  * 
total  remission  of  tribute  from  thtf 
kingdom  for  three  years  to  come. 
About  this  time,  he  narrowly  es- 
caped from  a  desperate  attempt 
which  was  made  against  his  Ikfe 
by  three  Afghan  assassins.  Beiqg 
encamped  with  his  army  on  the 
banks  of  the  Attoh,  three  Af- 
ghans swam  across  the  river  in  the 
middle  of  the  night, — enteisedlys 
outer  tent,  and  were  proceedmg 
to  his  sleeping  apartment,  when  he 
was  awoke  by  the  sound  of  tfc.ir 
feet,  and,  ignorant  of  thek  nam- 
ber,  prudently  wkhdrew  lotileDoe 
to  ^oKXkisr  tent.  They  entered  the 
sleeping  place,  but  not  finding  the 
Shah  there,  they  plundered  it  of 
its  most  valuable  effects.  The 
guards  were  alarmed  3  but  the  Af- 
ghans plunging  into  the  river  dived 
like  aligators,  and  reached  the 
oppasite  shore  with  their  booty. 
In  the  motnii^,  the  guards  w^ 
were  stationed  near  the  river  were 
put  to  death,  and  all  those  on  othtf 
stations  were  punished  withd^rees 
of  severity  proportionate  to  their 
neglect  of  duty. 

After  this  event.  Nadir  crossed 
the  river,  and  marched  towards 
Jdlalabad^  by  way  of  ilie  dty  ok 
Cabul.  This^city  was  entirely  de- 
solated by  the  oppressions  of  its 
gov^nor;  but  the  Reighbouring 
country  is  rather  in  a  better  state. 
The  salubrity  of  the  climate  ap- 
pears in  the  robust  make,  and 
heaUhfiii 
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ifbalthful  countenances  of  the  na- 
tives; The  subahdar  of  Sind  had 
been  ordered  by  the  Shah  to  meet 
hun  at  Cabul^  but  that' officer 
having  neglected  the  summons,  he 
resolved  to  punish  him.  For  this 
purpose  he  left  Cabul  j  and,  after 
a  fatiguing  and  disastrous  march  of 
iwenty-four  days,  he  reached  the 
territory  of  Sind.  The  zeniindars, 
on  his  arrival,  shut  themselves  up 
in  their  forts,  arid  promised  nothing 
btrt  cannon  balls.  They,  hoi^ever, 
surrendered  at  discretion,  after  a 
feeble  resistence,  arfd  were  not 
only  spared  tJieir  li\'es,  but  ex- 
empted {torn-  plunder,  upon  en- 
gaging to  transport  the  Persian  ar- 
tillery tp'Khoda-abad.  In  per- 
forming this  engagement,  they 
yoked  men  to  the  guns,  owing  to 
the  want  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  cattle.  After  surmounting  va- 
rious difficulties,  from  the  want 
-both  of  water  and  grain,  in  cros- 
sing the  wood  of  Mazenderan,  the 
Persian  army  arrived  at  l^arkaneh, 
where  the  Shah  determined  ao 
lea^x  the  baggage. 

The  subahdar  of  Sind,  in  the 
mean  while,  had  crossed  the  riv(?r 
Attok,  and  had  retired  witji  his 
family  and  effects  to  the  fort  of 
Amerkote,  situated  in  a  sanely  de- 
feert,  destitute  of  any  water  except 
-what  the  fort  contained.  ,  Nadir 
hastened  ifi  pursuit  of  him,  and 
the  morning  of  the  very  day  on 
which  the  subahdar  intended  to 
abandon  Amerkote,  and  conceal 
himself  and  family  in  boats, 
amongst  the  islands  in  th^C  liver 
Sind,  the  Shah  arrived  and  laid 
fiiege  to  it.  Considering  etiectual 
resisterice  utterly  hopeless,  tlie  su- 
bahdar offered  to  sunender,  en 
fconditloh   that  his    life,  'and   the 
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honour  of  hU  i^pcufy^  skatMJae 
spared,  to  which  Nadir  cunsemed. 

This  petty  triumph  appears. lq 
have  Jbeen^  highly  gratifying  to  rite 
feelings  of  the  shah,ibrh^  browed 
on  the  occasion  very  cotisideraMe 
presents  among  his  army.  He  aji- 
pointed  some  of  his  conftdetitii\l 
officers  to  remain  In  Sind  j  and, 
after  receiving  from  the  subahdar 
two  of  his  sons  as  hostages,  con- 
ferred on  him  the  tide  of  Shah 
KuliKhan. 

After  this  afi^ir.  Nadir  pro- 
ceeded to  Kandahar,  and  froni 
thence,  by  way  of  the  city  of  Fe- 
rah,  to  Herat.  On  his  arrival  at 
(hat  celebrated  place  he  began  to 
maKe  the  necessary  ^jreparation^ 
for  an  expedition  against  Tur'an, 
which  he  .had  long  had  in  contem- 
plation. In  the  course  of  mx, 
weeks  he  was  in  readiness  to 
march,  and  having  appointed  his 
son,  fJasbcr-ul-Mirza,  to  goveiri 
at  Herat  during  his  absence,  he 
proceeded  on  his  expedition,  ac- 
companied by  bis  eldest  son,  Rizza 
Kuli  Khan.  By  forced  marches 
^he  soon  feached  Marcoch^,  and 
from  thence  he  proceeded  acrosi 
the  sandy  desert  to  the  city  of 
Balkh.  This  desert  ffiarics  the 
boundary  between  Bukara  and 
Meru  Shahjau.  It  is  three  day* 
journey  in  length,  and  entirely 
destitute  of  water.  * 

Nadir  having  prcvibusly  dis- 
patched a  number  of  Workmen  to 
Balk,  to  build  a  thousand  hoaU  td 
transjKjrt  his  army  across  the  rNcr 
Gihooh  (tte  Oius),  he  met'  with 
no  imj>cdiraent  or  delay  on  his 
anlval  at  that  city^  tie  caused  a 
kidge  of  boats  to  be  thrown  over 
the  river  at  Chargooj  to  which 
place  he  immediately  proceeded. 
'^  .     He 


4 This  desert  has  been  dignified  liy  the  mase  of  Ferdusi,  who  describes  it  as  the 
'  scene,  of  some  of  Rustum*s  heroic  actions. 
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He  wj^s  thette  met  by  an  ambasda* 
<ior  from  the  kwg  of*  Bokara  5— 
upon  being  introduced  into  the 
ro^'al  tent,  be  spoke  in  so  low  a 
tone  ©f  voice,  that  he  was  heard 
only  by  the  Sbali  himself,  who 
^ade  hkxi"this  imperioua  answer  ; 
^  Unl^s  the  king  of  Bokara  domes 
Jiirascif,  my  army  shall  continue 
its  jnarch." — He  then  ppesented 
the  ambassador  with  a  thousand 
gold  moImVs,  of  Hindilstan,  to- 
gether with  several  costly  articles 
of  dress,  and  told  him  he  might 
depart. 

i  The  king  ofTuran  at  first  dis- 
dained the  humiliation  of  a  peN 
ional  submission,  and  prepared  to 
defend  his  country.  But  his  omras^' 
dreading  tlic  name,  and  fearful  of 
their  inability  to  witlistand  the 
arms  of  this  mighty  conqueror, 
besought  their  sovereign  to  submit 
in  the  manner  required,  rather 
than  risk  a  battle  which,  in  all 
human  probability,  would  termi- 
nate In  the  loss  of  his  throne,  and 
the  subjugation  of  his  people. — 
After  long  deliberation,  the  king 
of  Turan  adopted  tjiis  prudent  but 
•inglorious  counsel  5  and  Nadir 
being  apprised  of  his  submission, 
fixed  a  day  for  receiving  him. 
The  interview  between  these  mo- 
narchs  is  thus  described  by  Abdul 
Kurreem. 

.  "The  day  being  appointed  for 
the  interview  with  the  king  of 
Turan,,  Nadir  Shah  .directed  all 
his  olticers  to  api>ear  in  their  most 
mag^TMficcnt  attire,  in  order  to 
impic-iA  the  unfortunate  prince 
with  astonishment  and  awe.  On 
thU  occasion,  tlie  Shah*s  two  sons 
were  ;ieated,  while  the  oraias  stood 
as  usual  The  king  of  Turan,  at- 
tended by  a  few  of  his  C(mutiers, 
cjime  on  horseback  from  the  city  j 
but  ba^^feas  obliged  lo  aligluiaetbre 
the  arrived  at   tlio  royal  quarters* 


and  wa»  coadocted  on  loot  toQif 
tent  of  Kadir  Shah,    ky|r    Tomas 
Khan.      When   Ije    eineped   the 
tent  th6  Shah's  sons  stood  up  and 
paid     liim  -  thek.    compliments ; 
-whilst  Nadir  Shak  only,  answered 
his    salutation    verbally,    without 
deigning  to  rise   from  his  throne, 
The  di&erent  reception  which  he 
gave    to  Mohammed    Shah,    the 
emperor  of  Hindustan,    may   be 
ascribed  to  his  being  aw^cd  by  the 
splendour    and    magnificence    of 
the    court    of  Delhi,    or    to  his 
not  being  then  so  fiir  intoxtcate^ 
with  good '  fortune  as  to  hare  fcff- 
gotten  the  forn^s  of  respect  due 
&om   one    monarch   to    another. 
ft  is  even  possibly  that  his  breast 
was  not  yet  berefl  of  every  gene- 
rous sentiment,    and  that  he  was 
touched  at  once  with  compassion 
and  respect.      After  sitting  in  the 
Shah's  tent  for  nearly  two  honrt^ 
the  king  of  Turan  was  conducted 
to  a  tent  at  some  little  distance. 
On  the. third  4ay  after «he  interr 
view>  Nadir  concluded  a  matrimo- 
nial  alliance  ^ith    the    kin^  of 
IWan,  in  wineh  he  himself  mairr 
ried  the  sister,   and  his.son^*  AlTi 
Kuii,   the  danghter'  of   diat  mo-" 
narch.    Afc^  the  sokmntMtlon  of 
the  ceremony,  the  kin^  ofTuran, 
in  token  of  ^fs  entire  subnauUdD, 
sent  Nadir  Shall  the  diadem  which 
he    had    himself  worn,   togetbkir 
with  three  hundred  camels^   ttrg 
"Imiidrcd  horses,  and  twenty  Perstf  n 
manuscripts,      most      beautify 
writ tetn.      Nadir  returned  the  diar 
^  dein,  with  a  message,  that  he  was 
to.conbider  himself   sovereign  of 
of  all  the  country  beyond  the  O^as. 
Ihe  catt]  i  were  sent  to  the  skabks  ; 
the  books  were  gfven  to  IViai^adi 
Kiian.     It  appeared  to  me  as  if -the 
'books  were  sent  -to-  exemplify  the 
fblloivjttg.  'VO*Aeb  ^of^the  Koran  : 
*  2h(jse  who  posst^ss  learning,  and 
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^0  ml  practise  what  ii  ieeehes,  ne- 
iembk  asses  .  haded  with  -  hoohs* 
Thesid  were  the  only  fruits  of  Na- 
dir Shah's  conquest  of  Turan  ;  in 
jnaking  whidi  he  had  notliing  iti 
view,  but  to  shew  the  irresistible 
'ibrce  of  his  arms." 

Some  days  after  these  tramae- 
Ibiis,  Nadir's  spies  brought  him 
intelligence,  that  a  large  army  of 
Turkomans  were  advancing  to  at- 
•dafck  him,  and  that  some  of  his 
ioldiers>  who  had  gofle  to  forage  in 
|he  distant  vilkges,  had  already 
been  made  prisoners.  Alarmed  at 
this  unexpected  circumstance,  be- 
ing then  encamped  at  a  distance 
ftom  Chaijoo,  where  he  had  left 
bis  boats,  'baggage,  and  grain,  in- 
adequately protected,  he  hastened 
.thither  with  his  whde  army.  On 
the  day  after  his  arrival,  the  Uzbeks, 
jor  Turkomans;  appeared  in  great 
fJfMTce,  under  the  command  of  their 
jwvefeign  Ilbars  Khan.  Nadir  im- 
mediately gave  them  battle,*  en- 
tirely roiited  them,  pursued  the 
fugitives  into  the  heart  of  Khua- 
jrezm,  their  native  country,  took 
Ilbars  Khan  prisoner,  and  put  him 
to  death. 

-  As  Abdulkurreem's  account  of 
the  conquest  of  Khuarezm,  and 
the  death  of  its  captured  monarch, 
differs  materially  from  that  of  Ma- 
hadee  Kiian,  and  more  particu- 
larly as  it  serves  to  illustrate  the 
manners  of  Nadir  Shah,  we  shall 
give  it  iq  his  own  words :  ^*  Hav- 
ing formed  his  army  into  four  divi- 
•ions.  Nadir  marched  from  Cliar- 
1  joa.  The  army  moved  at  the  slow 
rate  of  3  farsangs,  or  twelve  miles  in 
nine  hours;  and  so  thick  was  the 
cloud  of  dust  which  surrounded  us 
'  that  you  could  not  distinguish  a  per- 
son close  to  youbut  by  his  voice.  Dis- 
orders in*  the  eyes  was,  therefore, 
eomnion.  On  our  arrival  at  the  fort 


4}f  Hazaraff),  we  heard  that  Ilbais 
Khan  bad  throwa  himself  into  flie 
Gistleof  Jeiyook,  whertrhe  inten- 
ded CO  wait  the  fate  of  the  farmer 
place.  ^  Nadir,  on  this  intelligeijce,^ 
caUed  a  council  of  his  most  expe- 
rienced officers,  who  delivered  their 
respective  sentiments  on  the  occa- 
aiou  ;  npoh  which  he  deiiberatedi 
and  then  formed  his  own  resolu- 
tion. A  detachment  of  4000  men 
only  was  then  sent  against  Jeiyook, 
which  had  the  desired  effect  of  in- 
ducing Jlbars  Klian  to  quit  tl>e  fort 
and  try  his  fortune  in  the  fieW.  A 
desperate  battle  took  blace  between 
the  Uzbeks  an4  the  Persians,  in. 
which  the  latter  were  nearly  de- 
feated, when  Nadir  come  in  person 
to  their  relief,  with  70OO  cavaliy, 
and  drove  the  besieged  back  into 
tlie  fort  with  great  skugliter. 
Ilbars  Khan  was  in  a  few  da>i  af- 
terwards constrained  to  capitulate, 
and  throw  himself  and  family  6u 
the  mercy  of  the  conqueror. 

The  day  after  the  surrender  of 
the  place,  the  Shall  ordered  the 
captive  monarch  to  collect  all  the 
Persian  subjects,  whom  that  prince 
had  carried  off  from  Khorasan,  ill  - 
his  frequent    predatory  incuraioM. 

In  the  course  of  ten  days,  seven 
-thousand  men  and  women  .were  aj»- 
•sembled  in  tlie  Persian  camp; 
'some  of  whom  were  captured  in 
their  infancy,  and  appeared  to  He 
about  sixty  years  old.  Hence  io 
great  an  alteration  had  beeri  pro- 
duced in  their  featuies,  by  the 
change  of  climate  and  of  habift, 
that  they  were  hardly  distinguish- 
able from  the  natives  of  Khuarezm. 
Nadir  ordered  them  a  donation  ©f 
ten  rupees  each,  and  I  was  appoint- 
ed to  distribute  the  money.  Thdy 
were  then  sent  to  their  naiiVe 
country ;  but  •  many  of  them  at- 
tached to  Khuarezm  returned  on 
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the  road  j  and  those  who  proceed- 
ei  had  little  reason  ro  rejoice  at 
their  change  of  country. 

'*  Although  this^'eitpedition  had 
cost  Nadir  Shah  great  labour  and 
expense,  without  the  smallest  ad- 
vantage, he  was  nevertheless  elated 
•with  hU  conqiK*,^,  and  gaVe  many 
xpagniiicent  entertainments,  in  ce- 
l«»>bia.tion  of  it,  which  the  captive 
kingand  his  family  were  constrained 
to  behold  1  hough  Nadir  v/na  very 
illiterate  and  tyrannical,  yet  he  at-r 
tributed  all  his  victories  and  good 
fortune  to  the  peculiar  favour  of 
heaven  j  and  never  failed^  to  offer 
up  a  public  thanksgiving  after  every 
miccess. 

*'  After  the  surrender  of  the  Ilbnfs 
Khan,  Nadir  prohibited  his  soldiers 
from  molesting  .the  inhabitants; 
but  ti%eir  rapacity  was  more  power- 
ful than  their  habits  of  obedience, 
or  even^ their  dread  of  his  displea- 
sure, and  they  accordingly  began 
to  plunder.  The  instant  Nadir 
heard  of  their  disobedience,  he  or- 
dered the  offenders  to  be  brought 
beforc'hinij  and  the  officers  were 
beheaded  in  his  presence  ;  and  the 
private  soldier>  dismissed  with  the 
Joss  of  their  ears  and  noses.  The 
executioner  toiled  till  sun- set,  when 
he  commanded  the  headless  trunk$, 
with  their'arms,  to  be  carried  to 
the  jTiain- guard,  and  there  to  be 
exposed  for  two  days^  as  an  exam- 
ple to  others.  I  was  present  the 
whole  time,  nnd  saw  the  wonder- 
ful hand  of  God,  which  emplo}* 
«qch  instruments  for  thp  execution 
of  bis  divine  vengeance.  Although 
not  one  of  the  executioners  was  sa- 
tisfied witl]  Nadir  Shah,  yet  nobody 
dared  to  disobey  his  commands.; 
a  father  beheaded  his  son,  and  a 
.  brother  a  brother,  ^md  yet  pre- 
sumed n9t  to  complain.  A  few 
,  ^9/^    sJier    ihis    execution^     he 


caused  the  unfortunate  Ilbars  KhaQ 
to  be  privateay  stangled." 

Having  conferred  t^  kingdom 
of  Kiiuarezm  on  Mohammed  Ta- 
hir  Xban,  a  dectndant  of  the  ^ 
mous  conq  leror  Chengiz  Khan,  li© 
returned  to  Chaijoo.  Here  he  re- 
pudiated his  new  wife,  the  sistCTiof 
Abul-fie^-khan,  king  of  Hokara, 
9nd  sent  het  b^k  to  ber  brother 
with  a  considerable  sum  of  mo- 
ney, a  quantity  of  jewels,  and  a 
female  elephant,  from  Chaijoo^ 
Nadir  returned  through  the  desert, " 
which  has  been  already  described, 
to  MerCi  Shajan ;  from  wfience  'he 
proceeded  to  the  strong  fort  of  Re- 
lat,  where  he  deposited  the  tro- 
phies of  his  conquests.  He  then 
visited  Meshed,  the  place  of  hit 
birth  J  W'iiere  he  built  4  city  upon 
tlie  plan  of^  Shahjehanabad,  but 
only  about  a  fourth  of  its  ^uze. 
This  new  city  he  peopled  with  the 
paptives  froniKhuarezm,  andcailed 
it  Jieyookabad.  Meshed,  at  tlic 
time  of  Nadirs  birth,  was  an  in- 
considerable village.  - 

After  having  laid  his  plans  f{X 
the  building  of  the  new  city,  Nar 
dir  proceeded  on  an  expedition 
against  the  Lekzis,  a  people  who 
inhabit  that  part  of  Dajhist^  which 
is  situated  on  the  western  shore  oif 
the  Caspian.  In  his  route  through. 
Mazenderan,  an  unsuccessful  at- 
tempt was  made  on  his  life,  which 
Mirza  Mahadi  supposes  to  have 
been  done  at  fhe  instigation  of  Aca 
Mirza,  chief  of  the  tribe  of  Jem- 
T)T;  but  Abdulkurreem,  with  greater 
prubability,  attributes  it  to  Eezza 
Kuli  j  and  the  dceadfiU  punishment 
which  was  soon  after  indicted  on 
that  prince  proves,  that  Nadir  was 
fully  impressed  vvith  a  belief  of  his 
guilf: 

In  his  march  from  Ashreflf, 
through    the   forest^    to  Tehran, 

Kadir 
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Nadir  travelled  in  Coorl^  -,  a  mode 
of  travelling  in  which  it  is  custom- 
ary for  Moslem  princes  to  in- 
dulge. Coork  sfgniiies  proJdhition, 
and  |9  applied  to  this  custom,  be- 
cause the  prince  proceeds  with  his 
zanana,  accompanied-  only  by  fe- 
male luiuMtrels  and  dancers,  at  .the 
distance  of  about  a  n^ile  from  his 
array,  and  all  other  persons  are  pro- 
bibiied  from  approaching  that  mo- 
ving scene  of  voluptuous  revelry. 
As  Nadir  proceeded  in  this^  manner 
along  the  narrow  ways,  through 
the  forest  of  Tehran,  he  vras  sud- 
denly attacked  by  two  men  who 
had  concealed  themselves  in  the 
thicket.  One  of  them  fired  at  him 
and  wounded  him  in  the  left  hand, 
when  he  instantly  flung  himself 
from  his  horse,  so  that  they  might 
suppose  he  was  killed,  and  desist 
from  further  violence.  I'his  stra- 
tagem succeeded :  the  assassins, 
believing  they  had  accomplished 
their  purpose,  ran  off  into  the 
wood,  and  were  no  morejM^ii  nor 
heard  of.  From  this  day^^^tji^b^ 
dulkurreem.  Nadir  discontinue  the 
custom  of  travelling  in  Coork. 
The  omras  were  all  in  consterna- 
tion lest  suspicion  should  fall  on 
them ;  aiMi  three  days  after  they 
seized  two  Afghans,  whom  they  ac- 
cused of  the  crime  ^  but  Nadir, 
after  a  strict  examination,  was  con- 
vinced of  their  innocence,  and  dis- 
jpissed  them  with  a  donation  of 
200  rupees  each;  at  the  same 
time  reproving  their  accusers  for 
their  unfouQded  and  unjust  suspi^ 
cipns.  Some  time  afterwards  it  was 
discovered,  (hat  thi^attempt  on  ^is 
life  had  been  made  at  the  instiga-^ 
of  his  eldest  son,  the  prince  Rezza 
IJuli,  wha  was  in  consequenpe 
thrown  into  prison  aud  deprive4  of 
bis  eyesj. 


Nadir  was  cured  of  JWs  wpund^ 
by  Hakeem  Allavee  Khan,  an  emi- 
nent physician  of  Hind(istan,  whom 
he  had  brought  with  him  from  that 
country,  and  to  whom  he  had  pro-^ 
rnised  his  permission  to  go  on  ^^ 
pilgrimage  to  Mecca.  This  person, 
by  the  uncommon  skill  which  he 
displayed  in  his  profession,  added  to 
the  most  sensible  and  insinuating' 
manners,  acquired  much  greater 
influence  over  the  mind  of  Nadif 
than  any  other  man  at  his  court. 
So  highly  was  he  favoured  by  the* 
tyrant,  and  so  great  the  distinctioi^ 
with  which  he  was  treated,  that  htf 
had  admittance  into  the  royal  tent  , 
on  all  occasions;  "and  I  have,,** 
says  Abdulkurreem,  "  seep  the 
princes,  the  Shah*s  sons,  standing 
in  the  snow,  outside  of  the  tent; 
whilst  the  Hakeem  alone  was 
in  company  with  their  father.**  Itt 
order  that  he  might  travel  with 
every  possible  comfort,  the  Sljah 
sent  him  his  own  tukhtrtli^ 
wan,*  and  of  all  the  delicacies  of 
the  royal  table  he  freely  partook. 
Availing  himself  of  such  distin- 
gniahed  kindness,  and  of  the  e:^- 
tfQordinary  confidence  wliich  tiiie  ' 
Shah  reposed  in  his  counsel,  Ife 
would  exhort  him,  with  the  most 
perfect  freedom,  to  restrain  the  ca- 
pricious impetuosity  of  his  temper, 
not  only  for  the  benefit  of  his  siijb- 
jects,  but  for  ht^  own  peace  of 
mimi :  "  And  so  great,**  says  At^ 
dul  kurreem,  '*  was  the  efect  tf 
the  Ilake^ni's  medical  tudtme^^ 
that,  for  a  fortnigl>t  together,  the 
Shah  would  not  order  the  discip^ne 
of  the  stick,  much  less  coSi- 
mand  any  one  to  be  deprived  Vf 
their  eyes  or  life;  so  that;  wlien 
the  attempt  was  made  to  assassrtiSte 
him  on  the  borders  of  ^azenderJln, 
he  did  not  punish  any  one  until'^ie

♦  A  travelling  throne ;  o»  which  the  caitern  prince*  ve  carried 
posture. 
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ifcad  <j^Hf  t|ld  cWib^t^teiy  hivcsti- 
g^ted  the  ■^k'hole- affair."  The  Ha 
Jieem  AUav«»e  KlMin>  liaviag  con^- 
pleted  the  cure  of  his  wovind  with- 
out putting  him  under  the  restraint 
pf  regimen,  he  solicited  from  the 
^hab,  the  fijlifilment  pf  his  ptoraho, 
fp  allow  him.  to  proceed  to  Mecca. 
Nadir,  unwilling  to  part  with  hiin, 
enideawured  to  detain  him  by  un- 
bounded professiom  c^  friendship, 
and  by  fresh  testimonies  ©f  kind- 
ness 'y  but  the  Hakeem  being  him- 
self of  an  irritable  temper,  could 
|k)t  bear  the  delay,  and  at  last  broke 
out  in;  the  following  eKclamation  t 
"  To  retain  a  pibysician  against  his 
will  cannot  do  ^ood,-  and  may  do 
liariny  TlieShah  at  last  appears 
to  liave  consented  to  his  departure 
fyovci  more  generous; motives  than 
what  this  speech  of  the  Hakeera*8 
might  have  sugge^ited  to  him. 

After  the  departure  of  AUavee 
KJiau,  Nadir's  owji  physicians,  from 
^r  of  .offej>ding  him,  allowed 
ijis  diseases,  agj^in  to  prey  on  his 
<i)nstitution,  and  thereby  to  .sour 
and  vex  the  natural  asperity  of  his 
mind.  Hence  he  returned  to  his 
old  habits  of  cruelty.  **  Every  day," 
aay*  Abdul-kurreem,  "  he  would 
order  soipe  to  be  deprived  of  their 
oyes  and  others  of  life.  And  at 
kst  his  cruelty  rose  to  sircha  pitch 
tt^t  be  had  resolved  to  have  a  ge- 
ijeral  massacre  of  the  Persian  troops, 
by  t))e  hands  of  the  A%hans  and 
Uzbecksi,  m  whom  a^one  he  ik>w 
placed  ,  confidence  :  but  he  wa3 
himself  nmrdcred  the  very  ni^t 
pr^eding  the  morning  on  which 
he;  Jaad  determined  to  put  his 
btpody  purpose  into  exectftion." 
TJIhis  account  is  fully  admitted  and 
confirmed  by  MirzaMahadi  him- 
self. Abdul-Kurreem  proceeds  to 
relate  the  particulars  of  Nadifs 
alssasstinatipp  oc^  the  Qth  of  June^ 
1-747,  4ieafi^,ljie  eity  of  Kbojoon, 


thr^e.dajra  journey  from  Meiaeif 
Mohammed  Kuli*KhaB:AfideiiMe,- 
a  relation  of .  Nadir's,  dsd  the  eei»« 
mander  of  his   body-goaid^  wkk 
about  seventyof  the  guard,  booad 
themttelves  by  mx  oath  toassassinfllff 
the  Shab ;  but  wlien  the  appoinfeedt 
hour  arrived,  fifty-s6v«o  of  theiii»>* 
seized  with  a  panic,  refused  feD-a** 
si&t  in  the  e3cecutioa  of  the  plot* 
the  other  thirteen,  howevei»  wfaeo. 
the  time,  came,  entered  the  ,lii*^ 
rmx,  killed  the  eunqeh  upon  guaTd>' 
who  refused  them  admittance,  and 
then  moved  on  to  the  Shah'a  apart* 
ment.     The  substance  of  the  vari* 
ous  accounts  is,  that  tb^  di^tdied 
him  with  a  matcblpck  ball,  v/i&i' 
blows  and  wounds,  with  swords  & 
knives.  It  issaid,  that  at  first  be  raged* 
andti^reatened^  &  then  humbly  sop- 
plicated  for  nnercyi  but  neither  pie^' 
vailing,  he  submitted  to  hi^fite^  lie 
women  with  the  jewel  office,  and. 
other  valuable  effects,  having  been 
sent  on  before  to  K^t,  escaped  (ho- 
fury  and  rapine  of  the  assasnes; 
^At  day .-bveak,  when  the  omras  as^' 
sembttS^tai  investigate'  this  surpci^ 
singjtyent^  they  found  the  body  o£ 
Nadir  lying  on  the  ground-,  >iMk 
the  head  dissevered  from  k,  and  as  ^ 
old  woman  lanof  ntiogovertibe^kead. 
The  head  was  sent  to  Aly   Ku^ 
Khan,  his  brother^s  son,  whtf  was 
accused  of  havingformed  thn  txm« 
spiracy  in  order  to  false  Itimself-  to- 
the  throne.*'     Fro«n  till  these  cir*^^ 
cumstances,  Addul  -  Kurreem.de-»  • 
duces  this  oriental  raandm,  ^  tto  it : 
is  better  for  kings  to  repose  coniii*  . 
dence  in  their  £tervants  than  in.  their 
nearest  relations//  Nin&d^p«  iftw 
the  nclnrder.  All  Kdy  oedeted  the 
body  to  be  removed  to^Meshid, 
where  it  was  buried,  on  the- ifith  . 
day,  in  the  mausoleum  which  Na« 
dir  built  for  himself. 

AbdulrrKurreem  sums  up  his  cki«  - 
racter  in  the  following,  ttfais  s  ^'3>  1 

speak 
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•peak  trudi^  Nalir  Shah  wm  a 
bcave  afid  expetieneed  toldter,  po^ 
•essed  of '^an*  acute  diserimlnatitig 
uaderstanding,  and  of  great  at^tirity, 
^olutiony  aud  foresight.  He  knew 
tery  well  how  •  to  conquer,  and  to  * 
isaake  himself  obeyed  ;  b^  he' was 
totally  ignorant  o\  those  true  princi* 
pks  of  policy^  by  which  a  kingdom 
can  alone  be  prosperously  g«terned : 
and'  the  fierce  impetuosity  of  hit 
l«nper>^his  hardness  of  heart,  and 
bis  ci=6ehy,  mMie  him  universally 
j&horred  and  detested. 

,  •  Hwagehas  not  been  exactly  as- 
pertained  5  but^rom  the  appearance 
df  bis  countenance,  the  strength  of 
hislimbfe^  and-^gour  of  hi"  faculties, 
}ic  did  not  seem  to  be  above  fifty. 
His  beaitl  wan  quite  white,  and  her 
used  to  have  it  dyed  black  regularly 
twice  a  ■  week;  Having  lost  all  h i s 
double  teeth  he  seldom  eat  food 
that  required  much  mastication, 
fttkd  when  he  did,  sAvaikywed  it 
without  chewing.  '  His  front  teeth 
were  rtll  sound  and  firm.

The  account 
cjf  ibis  journey,  and  of  his  vojage  to 
J^engal  fi-om  Mecca^  will  appear 
more  entertaining  to  the  reader  in 
the  au thorns  Own  narrative.    •

AtttieHiitSft« 
of  about  a  farsflfng  from  •  Haifi^diAi 
ra  the  mountain  of  Al^en^i  w!»icfc 
for  beauty  will  t4e  with  the'  fl^Miiik 
tains  of  Ca^hmir;  '  and'  the*  pjfta 
throogh  it  ifesaid  to  measure' tw6lVi 
farsarigs.  Inthe  cityoffJarrt^dan^ 
the  tomb  of  Sheikh  Abu  Aii  Sfera^, 
all  in  ruins.  Ih  the  suburbs  is  tfte 
mausoleum  called'  Goomfbed- Al£ 
wcean,  where  ate  interred  hiany 'df 
the  relations  of  MeerSyed  Aly  Hh* 
irtadany.  Under  the  patTCmetit'of 
the  mausoleum  are  sj^nciods  tatthi 
containing  the  tombs.  The  descetrt 
to  those  catacombs  is  so  contrived^ 
as  to  be  entirely  hidden  wheif 
tiie  pavement  is  laid  down.  Du** 
ring  the  reigas  of  the  Khalifs'  df 
the  house  of  Onimiah,  the  fartiiiy 
of  Aly  were  obliged  to  conceA 
their  dead,  as  theii^  furious  perse*-^ 
cutors  would  not  suffer  even  the 
bones  of  a  Syed,  to  rest  inr'  peace! 
How  wonderful  is  the  po\^'er  ot 
God !  the  christians  regard  as  a  holy* 
relic  the  hoof  of  the  Messiah's  ass  f 
whilst  the  mohammedansperseCiite; 
in  this  manner,  the  posterity  of 
their' prophet.  Here  is  also  shewn 
a  large  building,  said  to  be  the  tomb 
of  Judah,  the  son  of  Jacob.  ^ 

"  From  Ham^dan  we  proceeded 
to  Tous  and  Sirkan.  ^  / 

''  On  the  22d  we  alighted  at  a' 
caravansei-ai,  at  the  foot    of   the 
mountain  of  Beysitcton.     ft  is  asto-i 
nishing  to  see  the  apartments,  with ' 
arched  doors,  and  windows,  and  the 
reservoirs  that  are  excavated  in  thia 
mountain;  also  the  statues  of  Khus- 
ro  and  Shireen  ar^  of  workmanship' 
greatly  excfeliing  the  sdulptures  that 
I  have  seen  in  the  gardens  of  Dara 
Seekouh,  at  Lahoor,  and  are  said  to 
surpass  any  thing  of  the  kind  that  if 
to  be  found  in  Constantinople.  • 

"  The  25th  we  artnved  at  Ker-* 

manshahati  ;* '  tlie    ilSrIfabitants    of 

'  which^ 
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i,  arechlefly  of  the  Sordaeng-' 
tbk.  At  the  distance  of  half  a  farsang- 
fiom  the  city,  4s  the  famous  moiin- 
Hip  of  T&k  Bustki.  Oiit  of  the 
moantain  in  cut  an  arch  large 
enough '  to  admit  t\^o  elq>hants 
abieast^in  themiddle  of  which^  Is  the 
atatoeof  Khasro,on  horseback,  larger 
^kat  iife  ;  and  ou  the  roof  of  the 

.  avch»  as  well  as  on  other  parts  of 
die  iDoantain»  are  carved  in  relievo, 
the  %Dre&  of  birds  and  beasts. 
Vuxn  Tak  Bust^n^  to  Madain, 
vbich  was  the  capital  of  Nous- 
hirwan,^  and  Khusro,  are  seven 
stages.  Wlien  we  had  satisfied  our 
eofkwky  at  Kemuinshahan,  we 
pur«ud  our  journey ;  and  afler 
mthig  at  Cheimeh  Aly,  and  Ches^ 
meh  Kember,  on  tiie  fourth-  day, 
jftached  the  village  of  Gilanick^ 
the  extremity  of  •Iran.  ITiis  vil-. 
lage  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  a  uery 
laigB  mountainy  called  Allall  Ak- 
ber.  The-  road  from  Hamadan 
to  GtLxntck  is  ^rery  mountainous^ 
^lid  in  the, winter  is  covered  with 
snow ;  but  from  hence  to  Bagdad 
the  ooanrry  is  a-  perfect  Bat,  and 
the  climate  so  Lot,  that  there  are 
never  any  fails  of  sqow.  At  Gi^ 
Iftoick,  Nddir  Shah  has  built  a 
ftroag  fort,  whkh  is  well  garri- 
soued.  From  Gilanick  you  pass 
over  a  desert,  through  the  middle 
of  which  runs  a  river,  which  i& 
now  considered  as    the   boundary 

•  between  the  empires  of  Tiu-key 
and  Persia;  but,  till  the  time  of 
Nadir  Sliah,  the  mountain  of  Al- 
lah Akber  was  reckoned  the  limit. 
During  the  decline  of  tiie  Seffevian 
race,  the  Turks  had  encroached 
;i8  £ir  as  Kermanshahan.  The 
first  stage  is  over  this  desert  5  our 
second  was  Behroze ;  the  third  Be- 
ladrood ;  and  on  the  fourth  day  we 
arrived  at  Bagdad.  Ahmed  Pasha> 
the  governor  of  Bagdad,  sent  out  a 
person  of  rank  to  eonduct  us  to 


the  city,  and,  during  oar  stay, 
we  were  treated  with  very  great  re-, 
spect  and  attentioa. 

^'  The  new  city  of  Bagdad  is 
very  populous,  and  so  extensive 
as  to  contain  a  great  deal  of  arable, 
land.  It  is  situated  on  the  east  side  of 
tlie  river.  Tigris,  and  the  oli  city  i* 
00  the  opposite  bank.  Tlie  latter  is 
in  a  ruinous  state,  and  without  any 
fortifications ;  but  new  Bagdad  is^ 
enclosed  with  a  high  wall  and  bas^ 
tions,  covered  with  earth,  so  that 
cannon  cannot  make  any  impres- 
sion upon  the  works,  the  baCs  sink<* 
ing  into  the  earth  ;  and  the  ^whole 
is  suaounded  witii  a  deep  ditd^. 
Njidir  Shah  besieged  it  ^even 
mopth^,  without  being  able  to  take 
it.  Th^Keblah  at  Bagdad  is  rathef 
more,  to  die  ^oulhthsw  in^iodCis- 
toa.  ..,>..        ,    "         ,,j 

*/,  The  |>alace  of  Nopshirvao, 
of  which  some  of  tlie  walls,  af^ 
still  st^ndiug^  is  at  .the,,4istanq^qf 
six,  farsangs  from  Bagdad,,  and  5^ 
pajdes  from  the  river  Tigris. 

The  holy  Shrines  of  BagdaSL 

"  On  the  west  side  of  the  Tigris^ 
at  the  distance  of.  half  a  ^rsang 
from  the  old  city,  are  the  tombe  c? 
Imam  Musa  ILazem,*  and  Imam 
Mohammed  Tiickee,  whom  they 
call  the  Kazimain  or  the  two  Ka- 
zems  'y  and  the  village  has  ^so-ob^ 
tained  the  same  name.  These  are 
the  two  largest  tombs  in  that  quar- 
ter. Between  >them  and  old  Bag* 
dad  are  near  a  thousand  tombs; 
amongst  which,  the  most  remark* 
able,  is  th^t  of  Sheikh  M^roof 
Kberkee;  which,  as  well  as  those 
of  t^  two  Imams,  lias  a  largo 
mosque;  biU  the  -  establishment 
here  is  hiuch  inferior  to  that  for  the 
kazimain.  Ou  the  opposite  side  of 
the  river^at  ^  a  iarsang  trom  the  new 
city,  is  tlie  shrine  or  Abu  Hani£ih 
Cfiifee,  with  a  mosqXie  whkb  is  wfell 
attended  I 
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fittMdbd;  but  those  of  Jtmeyd  Bagh- 
dadee^  Sirree  Suckuttee>  Sheikh 
Munsoor  Auinaree,  and  Sheikh 
paoud  Tahire^,  are  but  ill  served. 
Here  are  a)so  the  tombs  of  Behlole 
the  \^ise;  and  of  Man^oor  Hullaj, 
I  asked  the  people  how  there  came 
to  be  a  tomb/or  Hullaj,  who  was 
burnt  and  his  ashes  thrown  into  the 
Tigris.  Thejr  said  they  had  heard 
the  same  story ;  and  could  not  give 
any  inibrmation  about  his  tomb. 
There  is  aho  a  inosque^  which  was 
formerly  a  place  of  worship,  be- 
longing to  a  Jew,  who  was  con\-ert- 
^  to  the  ianhj  upon  AJ)  litiiog  op 
a  stone  and  di.scov«tring  to  him  a 
well;  the  partjcnlars  of  which 
stoi7  ^etoip  fioul)4  io  maqy  his- 
tories. 

Within  the  new  city  are  many 
fombs  v£  saints,  with  mosqu^  and 
"colleges  belonging  to  thena.  That 
pf  Seyd  Abdujkader  Gjlanee,  which 
Is  very  richly  endowed,  is  a  very 
magnificept  building )  ^nd  on  the 
south  side  of  the  gate  of  the  Ma- 
dr/essah«  or  college,  lies  his  son  Ab- 
duh-ezak.  Also  the  tomb  of  Sheikh 
Shaliabeddeen  Shoorvirdee^amongst 
whose  disciples  was  the  famous 
-SheihkSady,  is  a  not>le  building, 
and  richiy  endowed. 

The  Author  leaves -Bagdad,  and 
proceeds  to  Kerbela, 
After  having  visited  all  the  prin- 
cipal shrines  in  JBagdad  and  its 
neighbourhood,  \^  e  set  out  for  Ker- 
bela. Our  6rst  stage  was  to  the  ca- 
ravanier;ii  of  Shoor,  so  called  from 
the  water  of  its  wells  being  brack- 
ish. Fresh  water  is  brought  here 
for  sale.  The  ;»ecbnd  stage  is  the 
town  of  Musseeb,  on  the  banks  of 
the  Euphrates  3  and  on  the  same 
river,  at  the  distance  of  a  farsaug,  are 
tombs  of  the  tw  o  sons  of  Moslem 
^en  Akeer,  lyho  y/en  martyred  by 


Harith.  They  are  both  biiried  ubh 
der  one'dome,  situated  in  the  midst 
of  a  jungle.  The  third  day,  we 
arrived  at  Kerbela,  Mecn  farsanga 
from  Bagdad. 

Kerbela  is  a  very  populous  city, 
panly  owing  to  the  late  oppresaijv. 
government  of  Persia,  which  ac3ca- 
sioned.  great  desertions  ham  thence 
to  this  place  ^  as  well  as  its  conve- 
nient situation  ibr  trade,  since  the 
forming  ofijbe  canal  from  the  Eu- 
phrates. Hassan  Pasha,  governor 
of  Bagdad,  began  this  noble  work, 
and  expended  upon  it  10,000  to- 
man^,  or  near  two  lacks  of  rupees, 
but  died  before  it  Was  finislied.  It 
was.compkted  by  Mirza  Ashreff, 
one  of  the  nobles  of  Shah  Hiaraas, 
king  of  Persia.  The  environs  of 
the  city  are  finely  diversified  with, 
groves  of  palm-trees  and  delightful 
gardens.  The  tomb  'of  Hussein, 
son  of  Aly,  is  within  the  city,  to- 
gether with  that  of  his  son  AMul- 
lah  i  and  the  vault  wherein  are  bu- 
ried the  other  martyrs  who  fell  with 
then).  At  the  distance  of  twenty 
paces  froip  the  south  window  of  the 
tomb  of  Hussein,  is  a  level  spot 
where  he  was  killed  j  and  on  tfie 
place  where  he  fell,  is  an  excavation 
about  the  size  of  a  grave,  which  is 
filled  up  with  earth,  brought  from 
the  place  where  his  tents  were 
pitched  5  this  is  covered  with  boards, 
and  whoever  comes  to  visit  the 
shrrae,  pays  something  to  one  of 
tlie  lldems,  for  permission  to  carry 
away  some  of  the^  earth,  which  is 
universally  known  by  the  name  of 
Kh^k  Kerbela,  (Kerbela  eanh)  and 
has  wonderful  properties*  ascribed 
to  it ;  and  amongst  others,  it  is  said 
to  have  the  power  of  quelling  a 
storm  at  sea,  upon  flinging  it  against 
the  \^nnd.  In  the  city  are  also  the 
tomb  and  mosque  pf  Abbass  Aly, 
another  son  of  Aly,  but  not  by  Faie- 
mah  j  and  the  people  here  believe, 

tha: 
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that  'whoever  fwears  fidselj  at  this 
t&mb>  is  immediately  afflicted  •w^itfi 
66medire  mwfbrtune.  At  tbe  dis-i 
fence  of  a  farsmig  from  the  cit!f  is 
the  tomb  ot'^Hour;  the  ^  martyr. 
Close  to  bim  lies  the  body  of  fars 
mother,  tvho  havm)^  endeavoured  to 
dissuade  him  from  joining  Hussein, 
it  is  the  custom  for  every  one  who 
risits  his  tomb,  to  throw  a  stone  at 
that  of  his  niother,  by  which  means 
i^e  tomb  Iras  been  entirelyttestroy'. 
cri,  and  nothing  remains  but  the 
pile  of  slofies,  whidi  is  daily  in- 
creasing. From  Kerbela  to  NejelF 
Ashreff  through  the  desert,  where 
there  is  no  water,  is  tweh'e  far- 
Mmgs  :  and  by  the  city  of  Huhleh, 
the  route  which  we  pursued,  is  six- 
teen fersangs,  viz.  from  Kerbela  t6 
HnhVeh,  7 ;  to  Zulkefel;  5 ;  to  Ne- 
jefF,4.  • 

Huhleh  is  a  populous  eity  on  the 
banks  of  the  Enpbrates;  On  the 
$ame  river,  at  the  distance  of  half  a 
fersang  from  Huhleh,  are  the  tombs 
of  Job  and  his  feithful  wife,  who 
attended  him  during  all  his  misfor- 
tunes. Near  to  the  tombs  is  tlie 
spring  in  which  he  cleansed  him- 
sdf^  the  water  of  which  fs  remark- 
ably fine,  and  it  is  said  to  be  a  sure 
iremedy  for  the  most  obstinate  dis- 
©rders.  The  tomb  of  Job  is  small, 
^ftd  n<nv  very  much  neglected  for 
"^ani  of  a  proper  endowment.  Af- 
ter crossing  two  plains  from  this 
city,  you  come  to  the  tomb  of 
Shoaib  (Jethro).  Near  the  altar 
in  the  mosque  of  Jethro,  as  well  as 
in  many  other  mosiques  that  I  have  - 
seen  in  the  Turkish  ^npire,  there 
aife  tombs  which  is  expressly  c<mi- 
Jrary  tO  the  Hadis :  "  You  shall  not 
'butyyour  dead  in  the  mosques/' 
A.tHl  moreover  as  these  mosques 
have  not  the  true  Keblah,  but  look 
towards  Jerusalem,  I  conjecturfe 
that  they  were  originally  Christiah 
churches  or  Wonasierfes,  whididl^ 


ier  the  Mobammeddneonqiie^^ 
Converted  ihto  iSlo^iies.  This  is; 
however,  merely  a  i^positkni  df 
my  own,  ilot  stipported  by  any 
authority.  Bfefobe  we  arrived  at 
Huhleh,  we  had  heard  from  the 
cflDUHtiy  people  of  the  shaking  Mi- 
naieh  at  the  mosque  of  Jethro,  and 
when  we  arrived  there,  were  great* 
\y  adtottifthedto  lind  the  report  tnie. 
This  Minareh  is  situated  in  the  court 
J'ard  of  the  mosque,  and  ia  of  such 
a  breadlh,  as  to  allow  of  a  stair-cas^ 
above  two  yards  wide .  Whea  yob 
arrive  at  the  summit  of  the  Mina* 
Teh,  you  are  to  place^  a  Iwtll  on  thfe 
top  under  your  arm,  and  cry  odt 
ialoud,  '*  Oh  Minareh,  for  the  love 
of  Abbass  Aiy,  shake."  As  I  am 
alway*  inqui^dve  after  every  thn* 
that  is  curious,  I  ascended  die  Mi^ 
6areh,  with  severed  others,  and  we 
all  did  as  above  directed,  but  tfae 
Minareh  stood  as  firm  as  ^  xocH 
I  then  desired  tlie  Kadena  of  th^ 
mosque  to  try  his  skill,  and  opoA 
his  l^r^ng  hold  of  it,  and  cr)^g^dt^ 
the  top  of  the  Minareh  ibookifi 
such  a  tnanner,  that  we  ail  dimg 
faKt  for  tear  of  being  thpown  cA 
The  Hakeem  Bashy,  who  wak 
standing  %ek>w,  was  higMy  dkeil^ 
ed  witlHhe  sight.  We  i*ere  trtter- 
]y  at  a  loss  to  detect  the  trick,  o^ 
though  we  made  the  Kadem  repeat 
it  several  times. 

From  Huhldi  we  went  to  Znl» 
kefel,  where  is  the. tomb  of  tbn 
prophet,  and  those  of  his  iburitiD> 
cessors;  magnificent  monimleDti 
well  worth  seeing*  You  descend 
to  tombs  by  four  £ights  of  stq>8, 
and  it  is  there  so  dark  that  you  can 
scarcely  distinguish  objects. 

From  Huhld)  we  proceeded  tt> 
Nejfeff  Ashreff.  This  city  is  not  so 
populous  as  Kerbela,  on  account  of 
Its  distance  irom  the  river  f  and  the 
country  ftboat  1t  is  ill  cultivated. 
It  is  very  tmsaife  (6  dwell  witboot- 
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ttd»  the  city,  becau^  tb&^wjlji  Arabs 
frequently  iixfe«t  thp  countiy  ^o  the 
Tcry yrallsof  Nejcff,  Thewauso- 
kumof  Aly",  in  the  middle. of  the 
city,  is  a  most  magnificent  strnc- 
ture,  and  the  shrine  is  inlaid,  with 
piteci(Mi8  stonesii  Whiliit  >ve  *were 
here.  Nadir  $hah  sent  his  Zirgir 
Bash}^  or  chief  goldsfliitli,  tp  cover 
the  domes  of  die  mausoleums  of 
Hussein,  at  Kerbela,  and  this  of 
Aly,  with  copper  spread  with  gold,, 
lite  that  of  ImamMousa^Reza,  at 
Meshed.  In  the  city  of  Dehfy,  the 
dgme  of  the  moaque  of  MoaufFer 
Khan  Rosheneddpwlali  is  gilt>  but 
in  a  more  super&cial  manner  than 
these  5  for  I  had  frequent  opporta- 
uities  of  observing  the  work,  and 
«aw  th'at  the  plates  oi  gold  were  of 
a  ^considerable  degree  of  thickness. 
Great  sums  of  money  have  been 
expended  in  digging  a  canal  from 
JNeJeff  to  the  Euphrates  3  and  they 
ktd  actually  cut  to  the.  distai!K:e  of 
three  farsangs  from  NejetF,  when 
.tiae  death  of  Nadi^Shah  p^t.an  end 
Ao  the  undertaking.  The  lei^h  of 
the  canal  from  ^e  city  to  the  Eu- 
phrates would  have  been  ^irty-five 
^u'sangS)  and  it  was  iiuen4^  that 
-those  pac^  of  thel^anks  wjiifrh  were 
niaky,  should  have  been  strength*- 
ened  wkh  stone  .and  mortar ;  and 
jwhere  the  sod  was^sandy,  with  cof^- 
per  and  lead.  The  people  of  this 
city  say,  that  the  bones  of  Adam 
jand  Noah  are  interred  by  th^  side 
4rf  tbejtomb  of  Aly,  but.thfr-e  uuv 
^esti^  otauch  monuments.  When 
dE^uM-  was  the  qapital  of  the  Kha* 
Ufat>  Nejeff  was  one  ofit.  d»pei> 
idenoies.  Tlie  gtrandeur  of  andeot 
Cufaii  is^  oeiebrated  by  hi^to/ians; 
but  as  a  punishment,  for  the. wick-

which  the  wild  Arabs  are  at  pre- 
sent engaged  amongst  themselres, 
MS  well  as  their  disi^eeraent  with 
Ahmed  Pasha^  he  advised  us  not 
to  think  of  goii^  that  roadi  as  it 
wodld  be  extremely  dangerous. 
We  followed  bis  advice,  and  de- 
termined to  take  the  route  of 
Aleppo  and  Damascus. 

f^ious  to  giving  an  account  of 
our  journey,  I  shall  insert  a  list  of 
the  stages  ^m  Bagdad  to  Mecca. 
reckoning  by  hours,  as  is  the  ctistom 
throughout  theTurkishempn-e.  The 
hour  and  forsang  will  be  found  lo  be 
the  same  thing,  because  in  these  cal- 
culations an  astronomical  hour,  is  the 
distance  that  a  good  camel,  when 
loaded,  ^l  travel  in  that  space  of 
time,  which  will  be  found  to  be  a 
farsang,  or  two-and-arhalf  coss  of 
Hindustan.  Many  Turks  carry 
European  u'atches  in  their  pockets, 
and  thereby  easily  calculate  the' 
Btagfti  of  their  journey. 

It  is  necessary  to  observe,  that  the 
stages  against  which  I  have  writ- 
ten the  word  aesolated,  although 
uninhabited,  have  .  springs  of  wa- 
ter. At  these  places  the  travel- 
lers strikb  a  licht  with  a  flint  and 
steel,  and  kindle  fire  to  dress  their 
victuals.  Where  I  have  remarked 
that  there  is  no  water,  tliose  places 
are  not  only  uninhabited,  but  the 
Caravan  is  obliged  to  carry  water 
thither.  The  places  opposite  to 
which  I  Tiave  set  no  remark,  are 
well  inhabited.  This  list  of  roads 
I  obtained,  with  much  difficulty, 
from  an  experienced  Meer  Haaj, 
and  several  old  camel  drivers;  and 
having  a  European  watch  in  my 
pocket,  I  compared  the  stages 
with  it,  and  found  the  account  per^ 
-fectly  correct.

Tbey  do  not  al- 
Ipw  circumcision,  and  expose  their 
nakedness.  Tlie  river  which  ruiw 
b^^  thig.  village^  is  veiy  difBcult  to. 
lard  without  these  guides^  and 
tbey  make  the  caravans  pay  very 
b^odaomcly  for  assisting  them  in 
crossing  over  w  ith  the  camels .  They^ 
9S^  great .  robbers,  as  we  had  heard 
bflfore.we  arrived  at  Moussul;  and. 
whilst  we  were  tLere,  we  saw 
many  iost3nces  of  their  depceda* 
tjons  upon  iiie  poor  inhabitants  of 
thut  neighboiuhood.  On  account 
of  the  recommendation  which  we 
tought  £rom  Ahmed  Pasha,  and 
the  dread  of  Nadir  Shah,  whose 
protection  we  were  known  to  be  un* 
dcr>  we  were  well  entertained  by 
the  governors  of  all  the  places  thro' 
which  we  passed,  and  met  with  na 
mdestatioQ  upon  the  road;  but  ma-> 
ny  of  th6  poor  people  belonging  to 
the  caravan  were  pillaged.  We  re-^ 
Buunedsix  daysatMowtsul,  and  then 
posued  our  journey  with  thecaravan . 
Orfeh  is  a  populous  city,  and 
Itts  a  well-cultivated  territory  de- 
pendent upon  it.  In  thendghbour^ 
hood  of  the  city  they  show  you  the 
place  where  Abraham,  by  the  com- 
mand of  Nimrod,  was  thrown  into 
the  fiery  furnace,  at  the  foot  of  the 
mountain  where  the  machine  fix)m 
which  he  was  flung  was  constructed 
and  of  which  they  pretend  to  point 
out  some  vestige  to  this  day.  Over 
the  spring,  which  is  said  to  have 
issued  from  the  midst  of  the  fire,  a 
mosque  is  erected,  with  a  large  re- 
servoir on  the  outside,  into  which 
the  water  runs  5  and  in  it  are  great 
numbers  of  fish,  which  will  eat 
out  of  your  hand,  but  no  one  is 
allowed  to  catch  them.  Adjoining  to 
this  nwsque  is  the  most  beautiful 
garden  I  have  ever  seen  in  any  part 
of  the  world.  The  city  of  Nim- 
rod lay  on  the  .farther  side  of  the 


mountain^  but  as  a  punishment  for 
the  wickedtiess  of  its  inhabitants,  it 
was  desolated,  aiul  the  road  v/as 
changed  to  tliis  side. 

Between  MousmiI  and  OHeh, 
opposite  toFej,  mentioned  in  th*- 
route,  is  the  castle  of  Mar  eeu,  so 
celebrated  in  liistonr.  I'hc  go* 
vernor  having  invited  tlie  Hakeem 
fiashy  to  an  entertainment,  I  ac- 
corapanied  him  -,  and  we  enjoyed  a 
most  delightful  prospect  from  th« 
top  of  tlie  mountain.  Timor  was 
obliged  to  abandon  the  siege  of  this 
place,  and  with  good  reason,  for  a 
single  ro^o  placed  at  the  summit, 
by  rolling  down  pieces  of  the  rock, 
might  detend  the  place  against  ten 
thousand  assaUams;  so  that  it  is 
absolutely  impnegnabk?. 

Beijeek  i#  a  town  pleasantly  situ- 
ated on  the  Euphmtes,  and  well  in- 
habited. Shah  Ismail  extended  his 
conquesu  to  this  place.  NadirShah 
carried  his  arms  as  far  as  Diarbekr^  . 
which,  is  oi^x)^ite  to  Chah  Abbass,  ' 
ment]oned,m  th&route ;  and  Timur 
conquered  the  whittle  Turkish  em* 
pire.  ^  But  Timur,  and  Shaih  Is- 
male,  commanded  armies  by 
whom  they  were  beloved;  whilst 
Nadir  Shah  is  hated  by  lus  sddiers, 
of  which  I  have  already  given  some 
instances  ;  so  that  his  successes  ar» 
the  more  astonishing. 

On  the  first  of  Shawal  we  ar- 
rived at  Aleppo.  The  river  at 
Aleppo  is  very  b^utiful,  the  bazars 
are  extensive,  and  the  shops  well 
disposed  3  no  filth  is  suffered  to  lie 
in  any  of  the  streets  or  lanes.  The 
people  are  handsome  and  well- 
dressed,  so  that  there  appears  an  - 
uncommon  degree  of  el^nce 
amongst  every  class  of  people. 
The  shrine  of  the  prophet  Ya- 
hia  (John  the  Baptist)  is  near  cho 
great  mosque  in  the  city  of  Aleppo. 
The  looking  glasses,  which  in  Hin- 
dCistan  are  called  ^ter  this>  ci^,  are 
not  the-manufacture  of  this  place^ 
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but  are  brought  hither  from  Europe, 
the  same  as  it  is  with  the  Myrabo- 
Jans  of  Cabul,  which  recals  to  my 
mind  the  following  story.  When 
I  was  at  Bokhara,  with  Mirza 
Ibrahim  Isfahany,  whom  Nardir 
Shah  appointed  to  entertain  Abul- 
fiez  Khan,  the  king  of  Turan,  I 
had  frequent  opportunities  of  con- 
versing with  that  monarch,  who 
was  very  inquisitive  about  the  geo- 
graphy of  Hind^lstan,  and  its  natu- 
ral productions^  and  once,  when 
I  was  speaking  of  the  fruits  of  Hin- 
dvlstan,  I  observed  that  although  the 
plumbs  of  Bokhara  were  universally 
famous,  I  had  not  yet  been  able  to 
procure  any  there,  that  were  equal 
to  those  I  had  tasted  in  Kborasan. 
He  said,  "  This  is  like  your  famed 
Myrabolans  of  Cabul,  where  there 
is  not  a  tree  of  that  kind  :  in  Bok- 
hara, indeed,  there  are  plumb  trees, 
but  not  one  that  bears  good  fruit/* 
The  people  of  Aleppo,  besides  the 
engaging  splendor  of  their  appear- 
ance, are  remarkably  affable  and 
courlfeous.  The  following  proverb 
is  in  use  '  throughout  the  east. 
The  people  of  Aleppo  are  splen- 
did j  Those  of  Syria  are  "sordid ;  the. 
Egyptians  are  thieves,  and  the  tlin- 
dustanees  are  the  favourites  of  God. 
The  environs  of  Aleppo  contain 
nothing  extraordinary.  The  pil- 
grhns  assemble,  from  all  quarters, 
at  Aleppo,  and  go  in  large  bodies  to 
Mecca  witii  the  Kafelah  or  caravan. 

Hummee,  and  Hemse,  ^re  both 
populous  towns,  and  the  Inhabitants 
are  so  remarkably  beautiful  that  the 
following  story  is  told  of  their  origin . 
When  Nimrod  had  formed  the  de- 
sign of  planting  a  garden,  that 
should  vie  with  the  heavenly  para- 
dise, he  ordered  the  most  beautiftd 
persons  to  be  collected  together, 
irom  all  parts,  to  represent  the  ce- 
lestial Hours  and  Ghilmans;  but 
dvKtig  befbro^ecoald  cany  hit  plan 
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into  execution,  these  beauties  of 
both  sexes  settled  in  these  two 
towns  3  God  knows  the  truth ! 
Hummee  is  situated  on  the  decli-  ^ 
vity  pf  a  mountain,  to  which  the  wa- 
ter is  carried  up  from  the  river  by  an 
engine,  said  to  have  been  invented 
by  some  great  philosopher. 

From  the  time  we  left  Hemse 
till  we  reached    Denieshk    (Da- 
mascus,) it  snowed  frequently,  and 
the  air  was  very  cold.    The  ancient 
name  of  this  city  is  Demeshk,  ag 
well  as  all  the  territory  of  Syria,  but 
now  the  country  is  more  commonly 
called  Sham,  and  the  city  Sham 
Shereef.    The  reason  seems  to  be, 
that  a  new  city  called  Sham  was 
built  near  Demeshk,  whose  name 
in  the  course  of  time,  has  superse- 
ded the  other.     The  mosque  of  Be- 
ni  Ommiah  is  in  the  city  of  De- 
meshk, and  is  a  very  stupendous  fa- 
brick.    The  monument  of  the  pro- 
phet Zekeriah  is  situated  near  it. 
The  bazars  of  Damascus  are  more 
extensive,     but    neither    arranged 
with  such  skill,  nor  are  the  shops 
so  well  furnished  as  those  of  Alep-  j 
po.  Every  house  has  a  water  coursf ..  * 
The  city  is  ornamented  with  de^'] 
'  lightful  gardens,  the  trees  of  whig^/^ 
bear  an  uncommon  load  of  fruit,' ; 
The  olive  tree  flourishes  in  all  the  f. 
adjacent  country.  Jerusalem  is  only ' 
ten  days  journey  from  Damascus,  ^^ 
but  the  near  approach  of  the  de*' 
'  parlure  of  the  caravan  for  Mecca^ ' 
would  not  permit  me  to  make  an  \^ 
excursion  to  that  place. 

From  Bagdad  to  Damascus,  w6^ 
travelled  north,  and  from  thence  to' 
Mecca 5  our  course  was  south,  pass- 
ing over  the  desert  where  Zobiedeh 
built  the  wall  already  mentioned. 
The  people  of  Bagdad  pray  with 
their  faces  towards  the  west,  and 
in    Damascus  the  south  ii  ,  their 
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Continuation  of  the  Author's  Journey 
through  the  desert  to  Afbdina. 
Ill  the  month  of  Shawal  the  pil- 
grims assemble  in  the  city  of  Da- 
mascus; and  the  Pasha  of  Damas- 
cus is  always  appomted  by  the  edict 
of  the  emperor  of  Turkey,  Meer 
Haaj,  or  condtictoi*  of  the  caravan 
of  Mecca.  WitJiout  a  considerable 
escort,  it  would  be  hnpossibte  to 
pass  the  desert  j  a»d  even  when  the 
caravan  is  strongly  guarded,  and  the 
pilgrims  are  very  uumerous,  the 
wild  Arabs  hang  in  such  a  manner 
upon  their  march,  that  if  any  strag- 
gle from  the  caravan,  they  ar^siure 
to  be  plundered.  Another  advan- 
tage from  the  appointment  of  the 
Meer  Haaj  is,  that  by  obliging 
every  one  to  pay  implicit  obedience 
to  the  regulations  for 'marching  and 
haltit^,  the  confusion  k  pi'cveuted, 
M'hich  would  otherwise  be  una- 
voidable amongst  so  large  a  body 
without  a  head.  The  following  are 
some  of  the  regulations  for  the  ca- 
*  ravan.  Every  one  has  his  station 
assigned  him  in  the  line  of  march, 
which  he  must  preserve  during  the 
whole  "journey.  The  people  pf 
Iran,  and  their  camels,  always  form 
the  rear.  When  the  caravan  halts, 
'a  particular  spot  4s  assigned  for 
every  sfting  of  camels,  and  where 
the  master  of  tliem  is  allowed  to 
pitch  his  tenh  No  one  is  suffered 
to  infringe  any  of  these  regulations. 
When  the.  stages  are  very  Jong,  the 
caravan  travels  day  and  uight  5  stop- 
ping an  hour  at  each  of  the  five 
stated  times  of  prayer,  when  tlie 
camels  are  allowed  to  lie  down  witli 
their  burthens  upon  their  backs  : 
and  at  midnight  they  halt  in  like 
manner  another  hour.  In  order 
that  those  in  the  rear  may  know  at 
/light  wlien  the  caravan  is  going  to 
hi*  k,  the  Meer  Haaj  lets  o(Fa  roc- 
.  ket.  This  nightly  halt  is  called 
AwTtfee,    Th€j  troops  of  the  Meer 


Haaj  guarci  the  caravan  on  aU  %]3m  ^ 
and  the  reason  why  he  acts  with 
such  vigilance  is,  that  if  he  con- 
ducts the  caravan  in  safely,  to  adii 
from  Mecca  for  »even  years  succes- 
sively, the  ecnperor  promotes  him 
to  Ihe  office  of  Grand  Vizir:  and 
therefore  particular  care  is  obaerved 
in  appointing  to  the  government  of 
Sham,  a  person  duly  qualified  to  fill 
theVizarut,  the  highest  office  m 
the  Turkish  and  e\'ery  MussiUman 
empire. 

WJben  the  caravan  arrives  at  Mtu- 
seeret,  the  third  stage  from  Damas- 
cus, they  purchase  necessaries  for 
passll^  the  desert,  which  the  wikl 
Arabs  bring  to  that  place  for  sale: 
afler  havitig bought  what  they  want, 
they  pursue  their  march.  The 
stages  of.,this  journey  are  longer 
than  whaf-are  travelled  in  any  other 
coixitry,  insomuch,  that  the  camels 
of  Syria,  which  are  larger  and  more 
powerful  than  those  of  any  other 
place,  are  fatigued  almost  to  de«th. 
At  the  same  tune,  the^eal  of  the 
pilgrims  who  £o  aU  the  way  on 
foot,  keeps  up  fflteir  spbits,  and  they 
perform  the  journey  with  surpristilg 
ease  and  alacrity. 

.We  travelled,  as.  mentioned  ia 
the  route,  till  w^e  came  to  the  pass 
in  tjie  mountMns,  where  the  tribe 
of  Thimud  hamstringed  the  camel 
of  the  prophet  Salah.  Hare  the 
caravan  discharge  fire  arms,  beat 
their  drums,  and  shpudng  and  da|K- 
ping  their  hands  make  a  most  asr 
tonishing-  noise;  and  the  camel* 
drivers  pretend  that  if  they  did  not 
do  tliis,  their  beasts  would  expire 
from  hearing  the  Jaraentations  of 
Salah*s  camel.  In  the  neighbour- 
hood of  this  city  are  seen  the  ruins 
of  a  great  city,  said  to  have  beea 
turned  upside  down,  at  tlie  com- 
mand of  God,  in  punishment  of 
the  disobedience  of  (his  tribe  to  the 
word  of  his  prophet.     And  hers  are 
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ulso  said  to  be  the  caves  which  they 
made  in  the  mountains;  to  shelter 
themselTes  ^m  the  divine  ven- 
geance. 

The  castle  of  Ala  is  situated  in 
these  mountains.  In  its  vicinity  is 
the  castle  of  Khyber,  which  was 
CQDquered  by  Alij.  Here  are  still 
many  Jews  and  Christians,  who  be- 
lieve that  nothing  can  be  more 
pleasing  to  God  than  the  de^th  of 
the  pilgrims  of  Mecca,  and  for  the 
attainment  of  any  particular  object, 
they  Itiake  vows  to  murder  them. 
Notwithstanding  the  Meer  Haaj 
took  every  precaution  in  Ins  power 
to  protect  the  caravan^  these  assas- 
sins of  Khyber  ribbed  three  of  our 
pilgrims,  and  shot  them  with  pis- 
tols, llie  Meer  Haaj. /wanted  to 
assault  the  place,  and  revenge  the 
death  of  our  unfortunate  compa- 
nions j  but  was  dissuaded  from  the 
enterprize,  by  the  interposition  of 
the  principal  people  of  the  caravan, 
who  represented  to  him,  that  in  case 
of  delay,  the  season  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  pilgrirnage  would 
elapse  before  we  could  reach 
Mecca. 

The  journey  across  the  desert  is 
exceedingly  fatiguing,  on  account 
of  tlie  great  length  of  the  stages ; 
and  the  traveling  charges  run  very 
high  :  yet  this  part  of  tlie  way  is 
dot  without  its-  delights,  for  the 
mimber  of  links  which  are  along 
with  the  caravan,  every  camel  hav- 
ing one,  form  a  beautiful  illumi- 
nation ^  and  tlie  songs  of  the  camel- 
drivers,  called  hooddee,  enliven  the 
pilgrims  and  enchant  the  camels. 
Aner  all,  the  fatigue  would  be  sup- 
portable, were  it  not  for  the  conti- 
nual dread  of  the  wild  Arabs.  If  I 
were  to  relate  all  the  stories  that  I 
bave  heard  of   these    fellows,    I 


should  swell  my  narrative  to  a  large 
volume,  and  those  who  have  never 
had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  their 
tricks,  would  suppose  me  to  be  de- 
ceiving them  with  fictions  tales.  I 
.shall  therefore  cont^t  myself  with  . 
mentioning  only  two  or  three  of 
their  feats,  that  are  most  commonly 
practised.    Dujjng  the  night,  when 

'  from  the  fatigues  of  the  day  the 
greatest  part  of.  the  caravan  are 
asleep  upon  their  camels,  half  a 
dozen  of  wild  Arabs  will  .get  on 
each  side  of  a  beast  that  is  richly 
laden.  Jt  is  necessary  to  observe, 
tliat  in  loading  the  camels,,  all  the 
'merchandize  is  packed  on  one  side, 
and  the  provisions  for  the  journey 
on  the  other.  Whilst  some  of 
these  thieves  are  ripping  open  the 
bottom  of^tlie  jnerchandize  pack, 
and  taking  out  the  goods,  others 
support  the  opposite  side  with  the 
provisions,  to  prevent  its  slipping 
off,  and  wak!ng  the  rider,  who 
would  alarm  the  caravan }  but  the 
instant  they  have  taken  out  all  the 
goods, -they  run  off,  when  the  ca- 
mel, frightened  at  the  sudden  fall 
of  his  rider,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  loady  runs  about  in  a  rage,  pull- 
ing the  string  to  get  loose  from  his 
companions  J  and  frequently  in  the 
scuffle  the  poor  man  is  trodden  to 
death.*  The  swiftness  of  tliese 
Arabs  is  astonishing,  of  which  I 
shall  give  two  instances.  In  the 
plain  of  Arafet,  at  noon,  Hajee  Mo- 
hammed Cazviny  had  pulled  off  his 
clothes  to  bathe,  and*  whilst  he  was 
desiring  Aka  Aly  to  take  charge  of 
his  Kezlebash  girdle,  in  which  were 
300  gold  mohurs,  an  Arab  snatched 
it  out  of  his  hand,  and  although  the 
rogue  was  instantly  pursued  by 
horsemen,  he  made  his  escape. 
Another  day,  Mehdy  Beg  Shirazy,

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was  performing  his  ablations,  when 
an  Arab  came  behind  him,  and 
seizing  the  ewer,  ^w  away  with 
it  like  an  arrow. 

In  the  desert  of  Khyber,  Mir- 
za  Mohanmied  Yaconb  died  of 
a  consmnption  j  and  we  buried  him 
in  the  sand. 

From  Ala  we  proceeded,  as  men- 
tioned in  the  route,  till  we  reached 
Medina ;  where  we  paid  our  devo« 
tion  at  the  shrine  of  theholy  prophet, 
and  other  sacred  tombs  in  that 
neighbourhood.  When  we  had 
performed  all  the  usual  ceremonies 
at  Medina,  the  caravan  proceeded ; 
and  on  the  6th  <^  Zulhejeh  we 
arrived  at  Mecca. 

When  I  had  completed  my  pil* 
grimage,  I  visited  tlie  most  remark^ 
able  places  in  aikl  about  Mecca. 
At  present  the  pavement  round  the 
mosque,  as  well  as  the  pbce  where 
the  prophet  was  bom,  and  the 
Mejed  ul  Gin,  are  considerably  be- 
low the  level  of  the  city:  probably 
this  is  the  ortguiftl  level,  and  the  city 
may  have  been  raised  by  the  accu- 
mulation of  rubbish  from  delapi- 
dated  buildings:  I  have  made  this 
observation  in  several  other  places 
of  antiquity.  The  women  of  Mec- 
ca wear  green  apples  about  their 
necks,  and  think  them  very  orna^^' 
mental.  Masound,  the  present 
Shereef,  or  governor  of  Mecca,  is  a 
nan  highly  respected  and  beloved 
by  all  ranks  of  people^  and  the  pil- 
grims in  particular,  have  every  rea- 
SQO  to  be  satisfied  with  his  con^ct. 

The  Author  tmharks  on  hoard  a 
ship  at  Jeddeh,  hound  to  Hoogiy, 
in  Bengal, 

On  the  1  St  of  Rebby  ul  Awwe), 
•A.H.  1155,  (or  the  24th  of  April 
]  742,)  after  staying  three  months 
at  Mecca,  I  departedfrdm  that  place 
to  the  port  of  Jeddeh,  which  is  two 
daysjoonie|r.    At  a  shtirt  distance 


from  the  town  of  Jeddeh,  is  the 
place  where  Eve  b  said  to  be  inter* 
red.  The  crave,  which  resembles 
«  flower-bed,  measures  127  of  my 
paces.  On  the  middle  of  the  grave, 
a  small  dome  is  erected,  ard  the 
endtfare enclosed  with  wooden  pales. 
Itte  governor  of  Jeddehts  appointed 
by  the  emperor  of  Constantinople ; 
who  also  nommates  the  Shereef  of 
Mecca ;  but  he  is  always  a  descen- 
dant of  tile  ancient  ^ereefs,  whe 
have  been  for  the  most  part  of  the 
tribe  of  Beni  Hassan.  If  a  num 
quarrels  with  another,  and  calls  him 
a  bastard,  he  is  cited  before  the 
Shereef  and  punished;  because 
many  of  the*  principal  penous  of 
Mecca  are  bom  of  concubines. 
The  Europeans  have  a&ctoiy.at 
Jeddeh  5  but  the  Shereef  will  not 
permit  any  one  of  them  to  go  to 
Mecca.    ^ 

Af^er  remaining  a  month  tA  Jed^ 
deh,  I  embarked  on  board  a  ship 
commanded  by  an  European  cap- 
tain, that  was  bound  to  B^igal. 

We  slaid  fifbeen  days  at  theport 
of  Mokha,  to  take  in^  water  and 
provisions^  as  well  as'  to  traffic. 
Mokha  is  dependent  upon  Yemen, 
thd  Prince  of  which  territory  is  cal^ 
led  the  Imam  of  Yemen«  and  Sanaa 
is  his  capital.  The  people  of  Y&b 
men  are  chiefly  of  the  sect  of  Zyed, 
Here  are*the  tombs  of  Sheikh  Oi« 
man  Shadely,  and  Sheikh  Abul 
Hassan  Shadely.  The  author  of  the 
Nefehdtul  £7r5  asserts,  diat  all  tht 
wells  in  this  country  were  brackisii 
before  these  holy  men  were  inter* 
red  there;  since  when  the  water  it 
perfectly  sweet.  It  was  now  thtt 
month  c€  June,  when  grapes,  man* 
goes,  and  peaches,  are  common  m ' 
the  markets.  Some  of  the  houses 
are  three,  and  others  four  stories 
high ;  and  the  house  d(  the  gover- 
nor, whom  they  style 'Dowlah> 
consists  of  six  stories. 
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^  When  the  captain  bad- transacted 
his  business  at  Mokha^  we  embarked 
aod  set  sail ;  and  parsing  the  island 
of  Secotorab>  famous  for  its  aloes, 
c^ne  into  the  main  ocean.  It 
b  said  to  be  unfathomable,  and 
which  is  the  reason  that  no  fish  are 
tabe  founds  there.  After  twenty 
d^  sailing,  when  we  had  crossed 
the  ocean,  we  saw  a  snake,  at 
which  the  c^tain  and  his'  offices 
thanked  Grod,  it  being  a  sign  of  our* 
near  approach  to  land.  Three  days 
after  this  we  discovered,  on  our  left 
side,  Ceylon,  ^mons  for  cinnamon. 
This  is.  a  very  large  island,  and  its 
mountains  abound  with  springs  of 
fresh  water.  It  is  now  in  the  pos- 
sessioaof  the  Europeans.*  We  saw 
Ceylon  four  days,  and  on  the  fifth 
It  disappeared. 

Four  days  after  losing  sight  of 
Ceylon,  we  arrived  at  Pondidierry, 
a  French  settlement  on  the  coast, 
near  Arcot.  They  obtained  .the 
£mperor*8  permission  to  erect  a 
factory  and  warehouses,  merely  to 
cany  on  trade,  instead  of  which 
they  have  built  a  large  city  on  the 
8ea*shore.  We  remainedhere  twenty 
days  to  refresh  oar  crew  and  carry 
on  some  trade.  ,  We  then^t  sail 
forCheenaputten,  (or  Madras)  in  iu 
neighbourhood,  and  where  ships 
touch,  on  account  of  its  being  a 
very  flourishing  place.  Through 
the  negligence  of  the  officers  of 
the  ship,  and  the  night  being  dark, 
we  got  about  four  coss  beyond  it 
before  momingi  and  the  wind  prov- 
inff  unfavorable,  th^  ship  which  with 
altirwind  will  sail  4>ne  hundred 
and  Bhy  coss  in  twenty-four  hours, 
was  abcnreeight  days  in  gaining  the 
port,  which  we  had  missed  by  so 
inconsiderable  a  distance.  On  the 
ninth  day,  after  leaving  Pondicher- 
ry,  the  wind  coming  fitir,  we  arrived 
at  Madras  in  an  instant.  The  Eng- 
lish have  long  possessed  this  settle- 


ment  4H1  the  coast  of  Arcot.  Here  ' 
.they  live  entirely  after  their  own 
manners  and  cistomSk  The  wo* 
men  of  all  ranks  appear  in  public, 
and  go  about'wherever  they  please, 
the  same  as  the  men*  AHer  finish- 
ing our  business  at  Madras,  we 
weighed  anchor  and  set  sail  for 
Hooghly. 

God  having  hitherto  granted  us 
&ir  weather,  I  was  not  aware  ^f 
the  danger  of  a  sea  voyage.  ^  But 
when  we  approached  fialasore, 
whicli  is  at  all  times  considc^rid  as  a 
perilous  navigation,  we  had  such  a 
violent  storm,  that  it  allied  to  my 
remembrance  the  old  sayinjj,  "That 
no  wise  man  will  make  two  voyages 
to  sea  $  for  in  the  first  he  will  ex-  ' 
perience  sufficient  danger  to  deter 
him  from  exposing  himself  to  a^«e- 
cond  adventure.**  From  the  vio- 
lence of  the  storm,  the  waves  dash- 
ed against  the  ship  with  such  force, 
that  she  sprang  a -leak,  and  the  cap- 
tain and  his  officers  had  resolved  to 
abandon  their  property,  and  escape 
in  the  boat  at  nigbt,  without  in- 
fonning  the  crew  of  their  inten- 
tion. But  the  Almigh^,  for  the 
sake  of  the  few  righteous  pemtos 
who  were  on  board,  spared  the  lives, 
of  the  rest.  The  storm  ceased,  and 
the  wind  proved  favourable,  as  it  it 
promised  in  the  divine  book,  "  Af- 
ter difficulty  cooieth  ease:  and 
whosoever  placeth  his  confidence  . 
on  the  Lord,  he  will  deliver  him 
from  out  of  his  distress.** 

Afler  escaping  the  perils  above 
described,  we  arrived  at  a  channel, 
where,  if  the  ship's  course  mclmes 
too  much  to  the  left,  she  will  strike 
upon  a  hard  sand,  and  most  pro* 
bably  perish .  The  officers  ftre  par- 
ticularly careful  when  they  come  to 
this  part  of  the  river;  and  on  ac- 
count of  the  many  losses  that  have 
here  been  sustained  by  European 
and  native  merchants,  marks  ^re 
B  3  placed 
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placed  on  the  water,  to  direct  tlie 
vessel  what  cpurse  to  folio wr,  by 
poiniiiig  out  the  places  to  beavoiclpd : 
the  mark  h  a  woodeu  float, called 
buoy.resiomblingawiiievesspl.wlxich 
the  Europenns  call  a  pipe.  Upon  en- 
quiry, I  was  in/ormfia,  that  it  is 
^stened  by  a  rope  to^an  4tichor  sunk 
In  the  bottom  ot*  the  river,  and  the 
rope  being  covered  with  tar,  the 
game  pfepuratioii  that  is  spread  over 
the  bottoms  of  ships^  is  not  easily 
Ipj'ured  by  the  water.  From  Bala- 
wore  \p  Hooghly,  you  see  about 


twenty  of  these  floats.  Provi-* 
dentially  we  had,  now  a  fair  wiod| 
and  through  God's  mercy,  arrived 
safe  at  the  portdf  Hooghly,  in  Ben- 
gal.

In  the  5th  volume  of  the  Regis- 
ter, (Characters,  p.  63.)  will  be 
found,  a  summary  of  the  principal 
services  of  4his  Officer,  who  made 
so  conspicuous- a  figure  in  HindCls^ 
tan,  and  who  formed  that  army, 
which,  in  the  Mahratta  war  of  1 803, 
was  totally  defeated  and  destroyed 
by  the  British  "forces  under  Lord 
^  l^e.  That  summary  was  chiefly 
'Written  from  the  Editor's  own 
knowledge,"and  is  correct  as  far  as 
.it  goes.  But  he  considers  the  bior 
ffraphy  of  such  a  person,  sufficiently 
interesting  to  justify  his  insertion 
of  this  detailed  account,  with  which 
he  has  been  favoured  by  his  intel- 
ligent correspondent,  Mr.  Smith.

My  Dfear  Sir, 

General  Beunoit  De  Boigne  is 
certainly  ^  yery  singular  character. 
'He  was  by  birth  a  Savoyard,  of  pa- 
rents who  were  reputed  respectable 
and  poor.  His  $rst  career  was  in 
the  .service  of  his  prince  ;  fond  ipf 
npvelty^  and  animated  with  a  res- 


less  ambitioB^  he  changed  the  poor 
prospects  of  a  Sardinian  officer  for 
the  splendid  views  oflered  by 
France,  and  entered  into  her  Irish 
brigades  as  an  ensign  ;  this  was  ai; 
harbinger  of  Ms  8ut)sequent  con- 
duct J  the  humble  life,  and  the  ste- 
riieprospects  of  a  Sardinian  officer, 
were  ill  calddated  for  De  Boigne's 
inind»  which  was  ever  looking  for- 
ward. I  have  never  heard  what  in- 
duced him  quit  the  French  service; 
but  I  imaging  it  was  no  unworthy 
motive,  as  he  had  enemies  alert 
enough>  and  sufficiently  willing  to 
propagate  every  tale,  and  exagge- 
rate every  anecdote  Uhich  could 
militate  against  his  character  | 
could  he  have  been  censured, 
.man7  voices  would  have  vocifera- 
ted his  condenrtnation.  The  tiext 
ev*nt  in  his  diversified  life  ^  was, 
his  being  appointed  an  ensign 
in  the  Russian  army,  serving 
against  the  Turks.  In  an  action  on 
the  frontiers  of  Turkej^  a  small 
party  to  which,  lie  was  attached, 

waj| 
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WIS  cut  off  nearly  to  a  man,  and 
De  Boigne  was  taken  prisoner  5  he 
was  led  to  Constantinople^  and  sold 
as  a  slave  for  fifty  dollars!  At  the 
condusion  of  the  war,  he  was  re- 
deemed by  his  parents,  went  to 
Petersburgh,  and  had  the  honour 
to  be  inirodoced  to  the  Empress. 
Some  superstitious  retailers  of  anec' 
^otes  say,  that  her  "Majesty  tnen 
prophesied  hisr  future  rise^  by  tc- 
markipg,  that  he  was  born  to  be  a 
great  man  j  perhaps,  like  most  pro- 
phecies, it  was  pronpuntBed*afler  the 
event,  or  an  unpremeditated  obser- 
vation distorted  to  «uit  the  <rircum- 
stance.  At  Petersb«rgh,  he  was 
admitted  tp  the  acquaintance  of 
lord  Macartney,  the  then  English 

,  ;ambassador,  and  received  as  a  re^ 
ward  for  his  slavery,  th*  rank  of  a 
lieutenant.  From-Petersburgh  he 
was  detached  to  some  Russian  post 
near  the  Archipelago,  and  he  was 
so  fortunate  as  to  accompany^  lord 
Percy,  with  a  Russian  escort,  in  a 
tour  which  his  loniship  made 
through  the  Grecian  islands.  ThisT 
was  the  beginning  of  De  Boigne*s 
future  success,  and  led  to  those 
scenes  in  which  he  ha«  b^fen  50  con- 
spicuous and  so  brilliant  an  actor. 
De  Boigne  formed  no  idea  of  his 
intimacy^ with  his  lordship  adequate 
to  his  succf  ss  ;  he  passed  over  it  as 
a  trivially  fortunate  circumstance, 
and  lord  Percy,  in  giving  him  a  let- 

'  ter  of  recommedation  to  lord  Ma- 
icartney,  the  governor  of  M^riras, 
and  one  to  Mr.  Hastings,  of  Ben- 
gal, little  imagined  he  should  raise 
the  subaltern  who  conimanded  his 
guard,  to  the  subduer  of  kingdoms 
aqual  to  Britain!  It  is  probable 
from  the  circumstance  of  D^ 
Boigne's  procuring  Itjtters  of  re- 
commendation for  India,  that  he, 
even  at  this  early  period  of  his 
ambitious  career^  had  formed  the 
idcg  of  visiting  this  continent  of

•f  wealth  and  adventurous  specula-    ,  t 
tion  :  for  his  life  has  been  a  series    ^ 
of-arabitious  plant  5  his  mind  was    : 
ever  viewing  the  splendid  heights  of  * 
fortune,  and  every  step  he  ascended, 
operated  as  an   incentive  to  pro- 
ceed with  bold  per  severance.  Short- 
ly after  this  fortuitous  circumstance^    ' 
I  believe  be  went  once  more  to    ' 
Petersburgh,  and  proposed,  through 
the  Russian  minister,  to  theEmpres8> 
.the  execution  of  a  voyage  to  India,    - 
and  a  circuit    through    Cashmir, 
Tartary',  and  the   borders  of  the 
Caspian,    to  Russia.      Cathaiine, 
who  ever  relished  and  encouraged 
adventurous  travellers,  approved  of  ^ 
the  scbtftne,  and  De  Boigne  re*>    ' 
cetved  the  commission  of  a  captain 
previous  to  his  departure.     On  hig 
arrival  at  Madras,  in  1780,  he  en- 
listed in  the  Nawab  of  Arcot's  ser- 
vice, under  the  controul  and  coun- 
tenance of  the  Company,  as  an  en- 
sign.   This  is  a  part  of  his  conduct 
for  which.  I  can  assign  no  reason- 
able motive,  from  the  general  tenor 
of  his  life  and  his  plans,  except  as 
a  veil  to  conceal  his  future  schemes. 
However,  lie  soon  quitted  a  situa- 
tion a6  ill  adapted  to  hi^  rnind,  not, 
as  some  have  imagined,  by  the  de- 
ci^on  of  a  court-martial.     It  is  true 
that  a  court-martial  was  held  on     - 
him,  for  taking  some  improper  li- 
berties with  an  officers  wife  5  but    ^> 
he  was  honourably  acquitted :  Of    - 
thi^  I  have  been  assured  by  captain 
Harvey,  who  was  one  of  the  mem-     - 
bers  of  the  court.  De  Boigne  often     • 
said,  that  a  progressive  service  held 
out  no  enticing  praspect    to    his 
mind.     From  Madras  he  came  to 
Calcutta  in  1 782,  and  was  cordially 
received  by  Mr.  Hastings,  who  paid"^^ 
£very  attention  to  lord  Percy's  re- 
commendation.    De    Boigne    de- 
clared the  plan  of  his  intended  tour 
to  the  governor,  concealing,  the  per- 
sonage for  whom  it  was  nnder- 
B  4  .  ^  taken. 
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taken,  and  Mr.  Hastings  to  pro- 
mote his  viewsy  gave  hm  a  strong 
letter  to  tbe'nawab  of  Lucknow  and 
the  Resident.    De  Boigne,  on  his 
arrivaUt  Lucknow,  was  introduced 
to  the  Nawab,  and  received  akhe- 
lat  which  he  sold  for  4/KX>  ru- 
pees; also,  as  an  encouragement 
to  his  intended  travels,  a  bill  of  ex- 
chiu^e  on  Cashmir  for  GfiOO  ru- 
pees. With  this  inconsiderable  sum 
be  f)urchased  some  arms,  clothes, 
&c.  came  to    Agra,  and  entered 
into  the  rajah  of  Jeypoor*s  .service, 
oa  2,000  rupees  a   month.     In- 
telligence of  this  transaction  being 
sent  to  Calcutta,  De  Boigne  was 
ordered  down  by  Mr.  Hastings. 
Though'Jie  was  not  liable  to  the 
Governor*s  orders,and  consequently 
might  have  disobeyed  them,  yet  to 
ingratiate  himself  still  mor&  with 
Mr.  Hastings,    he  went  without 
hesitation  to  Calcutta,  exculpated 
hiipselfofsoroe  invidious  charges, 
and  was  once  more  permitted  to 
proceed  to  Lucknow.     Having  re- 
alised some  money,  his  ayarice  tri* 
uoQphed  over  his  ancibition,  and  he 
set  up  in  the  cloth  trade  at  that 
place,  and  was  very  successful.  He 
might  have  continued  the  pursuit  of 
commerce  ^ith  ease  and  prosperity, 
but  his  mind  then  formed  those  vast 
projects  which  were  afterwards  reali- 
sed^.  Hecarae  toAgraini;84,  and 
to  ev'mce  his  military  talents  to  the 
princes  of  India,  he  proposed  a  plan 
of   defence    to     the   unfortunate 
Raha  of  Ghode,    who   was  then 
closely  besieged  by  Madajee  Scin- 
deah  in  his  fort.  De  Boigne  ofiered 
to  the  Ranaa  proposition,  by  which 
he  could  extricate  himself  from  his 
difficulties  and  distress,  and  defeat 
the  hostile  operations  of  his  enemy ; 
that  if  the  liana  would  send  him  a 
sum  of  money,    he  would    raise 
1,000  men  at  Agra,   1,000  at  Jey- 
pore^  2,000  at  Delhi^  and  1,000 


near  Ghode;  and  that  these  troops, 
sbocddmeet,  with  all  iroaginiUe 
secresy  and  precaudoo,At  on  ap« 
painted  tinie  and  place,  co  the  bcMr*^ 
ders  of  the  Rana  s  territories,    at- 
tack Scindeah  in  the  rear,and  make 
a  diverskxi  to  enabk  the  fort  of 
Ghode  to  be  selieired.  Hiexiisii^ 
of  men  at  di^ient  i^aces^  obvi- 
ated many  chances  of  dtscoveiy, 
and  the  plan  would  probably  have 
been  auccesafiil,  had  not  the  cor- 
respondence between  the  Rasa  and 
De  Boigne    been  intevcepted  by 
Scindeah.  "What  DeBoi^  th^ 
considered  as    a  .  disappointment, 
turned  oBt  the  most  fortunate  cir- 
cumstance in  faia  plans  -,  for  Scin- 
deah formed  so  high  an  opinion  of 
his  miUtary  talents,  his  resolutkxv 
and  his  intrepidity  from  the  inter- 
cepted plan  to  succour  Ghode,  that 
he  consulted  Mr.   Anderson,  the 
English  Resident  at  his  Court,  to 
take  him  into  his  service.      De 
Boigne  had  good  reeommendations 
to  Mr.Anderson,  who  sent  for  hntf, 
introducedhim  to  Scindeah,and  pro- 
cured for  him  the  commaiid  of  two 
regular  battalions,  to  be  raised  by 
himself,  and  -disciplined  accorcfing 
to  Europeatf-  taetics.    Such  dre  the 
leading  circomstances  which  gave 
De  Boigne  a  foodng  in  the  JDoah- 
latta  dominions.    .  You  will  -per- 
ceive that  fortune  conspued,  with 
De  Boigne*8  talents  and  perseve- 
rance, to  open  to  his  view  the  mag- 
nificent scenes  in  whidi  be  was 
soon  to  be  a  conspicuous  and  im* 
portant  actor.    I  will  in  my  next 
pursue    the   narrative^    ainl  now

My  dear  Sir, 
I  have  already  conducted  gene- 
ral De  Boigne^from  Savoy  to  the 
Mahratta  £mpire,  dirough  an  ir- 
regular 
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r^ular  and  divemfied  patb>  with 
▼ariouftsocceis.  The  scene  is  now  to 
be  £xed,  and  only  variegated  with 
rapid  triumi^  in  the  fields  prospe* 
rity  in  ;he  cabinet,  and  the  perspec- 
tive adorned  with  aU  the  channs  of 
a  splendid  fortune.  To  trace  his 
progress  firom  the  command  of 
two  battalions  with  Appakundo 
Bao>  a  Mahratta  Chief  under 
Madajee  Scindeah>  to  the  General 
of  an  army  of  2O>000  men  would 
he  toadifiusivefor  my  limitted  plan. 
I  shall  just  notice  the  pnnciple 
battles  he  gained,  which  confirmed 
tb^contidence  and  good  intentions 
of  Scindeah,  and  cleared  th6  way  for 
the  ambitious  hopes  of  De  Boigne. 
After  long  and  attentive  experience, 
Scindeah  was  persuaded  that  by  re- 
gular troops  alone,  commanded  by 
Europeans,  he  could  vanquish  his 
enemies,  and  subdde  and  retain  the 
still  extensive  territories  of  the 
delapidated  empire  of  the  race  of 
'  Tirour.  He  had  seen  the  surprising 
eilbctsc^two  battalions,  led  by  a 
De  Boigne,  in  the  memorable  bat* 
tl^  of  L^llsort,  Chaksana,  and  Agra, 
from  1784  to  1789,  where  large 
antoies  fled  before  their  grape  and 
their  bayonet  j  and  Scindeah  easily 
adopted  the  proposal  to  augment 
them  to  eight  battalions,  and  &ento 
sixteen,*^  with  a  train  of  eighty 
pieces  of  cannon :  an  efficient 
force  adequate  to  the  conquest  of 
any  native  prince  in  India.  The 
territorial  avidity  of  Scindeah,  con- 
curring with  the  talents  and  success 
of  De  Boigne,  formed  the  army 
which  he  now  commands,  and 
which  is  the  largest  and  b^t-re-. 
gulated  in  the  European  mode  that 
has  ever,  under  the  orders  of  an 
Eastern  prmce,  traversed  the  plains 
of  Hindustan  3  and  Scindeah  was  not 


di^di^pointpd.  The  first  cooAdtt* 
able  service  in  which  it  was  em« 
ployed  ^as  important  to  him,  and 
glorious  to  De  Boigne  3  this  was 
the  &mous  battle  of  Mairta  in  1 790* 
De  Boigne  ha4  only  eight  battalions 
in  the  field,  consisting  of  760  men 
eadi,  and  he  was  opposed  by  a  mul- 
titude of  Rattores,  a  race  of  Raj- 
poots celebrated  for  their  savagv  bra- 
venr.  To  ascertain  their  numbers  is 
difficult  from  the  exaggeration  and 
uncertainty  of  oriental  intelligence; 
but  report  says,  forty  thousand. 
De  Boigne  gained  the  day,  after 
an  obstinate  struggle,  and  took  30 
pieces  of  cannon.  The  enemy  was 
commanded  by  various  chiefs,  who 
De  Boigne  by  his  deep  initiation 
in  eastern  distrust,  contrived  to 
disunite.  Shortly  after,  with  the 
same  force,  and  iif  the  same  year, 
he  combated  the  hitherto  success- 
ful arms  of  Ishmael  Beg  and 
50,000  mbn  at  Patun.  The  engage- 
ment continued  from  nine  in  die 
momingimtilnight)  andconsidering 
the  number  of  the  enemy,  and  the 
high  martial  reputation  of  their 
leader,  tliis  was  the  mast  obstinate 
and  ^orious  contest  in  which  vic- 
tory declared  for  De  Boigne.  His 
troops  committed  terrible  slaughti^r, 
and  took  seventy  pieces  of  cannon« 
In  1 792,  at  Lukhakee,  he  engaged 
th^  army  of  Tookoojee  Holkar, 
commanded  partly  by  Holkar  himr 
self,  and  partly  by  the  chevalier 
Dudrence  -,  in  this  battle  Tookoojee 
had  four  r^ular  battalions  com- 
manded by  the  chevalier,  and  a 
host  of  in^try  and  Mahratta 
horse.  His  lines  were  stormed  by 
three  battalions  of  De  Boigne  and 
500  Rohillasyand  <;arriedwith  little 
loss  :  Every  European  officer  in 
Dudrence's  detachment  was  killed 
>  '     or 


^  After  ScindeahV  death,  De  Boigne  incceated  them  to 'twenty  battalions,  their 
present  nnmb^;  each  battalion  is  composed  of  500  muskets,  and  200  gunnen  and 
pt^  with  five  pieces  of  cannon,  four  field  pieces,  and  one.howitxer. 
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or  wounded  and  he  narrowly  es- 
caped. *  Another  considerable  ac- 
tk»)was  fought  in  1 793,  at  Caaond> 
by  foar  battalions  of  De  Boigne 
wider  the  command  of  captain  now 
colonel  Perron^  against  Isbmari 
Beg.  Ishmail  had 25 ^000  men^  and 
thirty  pieces  of  cannon :  in  two 
hours  be  was  defeated,  lost  aill  his 
gam,  and  obliged  to  shelter  hjs  fti- 
gitive  troops  and  himself  in  the 
strong  fort  of  Canond ;  where  be 
was  shortly  after  besieged,  and 
compelled  to  surrender  himself  a 
prisoner  to  colonel  Perron.  He  now 
lies  in  confinement  in  the  fort  of 
Agra,  with  a  pension  of  6OO  rupees 
per  nK)nfh.  This  is  an  abridged 
narrative  of  DeBoigne*s  military  ca- 
reer, which  was  ever  marked  with 
success,  for  he  never  lost  a  battle.  * 
He  now  conmiands  an  army  of 
twelve  battalions  of  sepoys,  and 
seven  battalions  of  Najedjs,  of  70O 
men  each,  including  gunners  and 
staff;  4,000  sebundees,  and  1,200 
regular  cavalry,  and  a  large  train  of 
100  pieces  of  cannon,  &c,  &c. 
His  sepoys  are  armed,  accoutered 
and  disciplined  in  the  European 
manner,  and  commanded  by  Euro- 
pean officers.  The  Najeebs  are 
armed  with  matchlocks  with  bayo* 
nets,  commanded  mostly  by  Euro- 
peans, and  disciplined  nearly  the 
same  as  the  sepoys  ^  the  English 
words  of  command  being  given  to 
them  in  Persian,  They  have  ever 
distinguished  themselves  for  brave- 
ry and  enterprise.  His  seebundees 
are  armed  with  matchlocks,  and 
mostly  employed  for  the  collection . 
of  the  revenues  of  the  Jaiydad,-or 
country,  allotted  for  the  payment 


of  an  army.  Among  the  sec* 
bundees  are  1 ,000  Rohillas,  who 
are  notiess  famed  for  their  courage 
than  their  countrymen  on  the  plains 

,  of  Betorah  The  cavalry  are  ^  well 
mounted  j  70O  armed  with  match-  . 
locks  and  swords^  and  500  with 
carbines,  pistols  and  swords  if  they 
arfe  disciplined  to  perform  Euro- 
pean   evolutions.      De  Boigne  is 

'  formed  Hy  nature  to  guide  ahd  com- 
mand. His  school  acquiteraents  ^re 
not  much  above  mediocrity,  but  be 

*  is  a  tolerable  Latin  schoLir,  and  reads» 
writes,  and  speaks  French,  Italian, 
Persian,  Hindftstanee,  and  English, 
with  ease  and  fluency.  He  possesses 
some  knowledge  of  books',  and  is  an 
attentive  observer  of  the  manners 
and  dispostions  of  men.  He  is  veir 
a^ble  and  good  humouxed  in  ~hts 
general  manners,  resolute  oi  bis 
determinations,  and  firm  m  Ins 
measures  J  he  has  an  entire  com- 
mand over  his  passions.  To  the  po- 
litical subtlety  of  the  Itafian  school, 
he  has  added  consummate  know* 
ledge  of  Oriental  intrigue.  He  made 
his  approaches  to  power  io  dis- 
guise, and  only  shewed  himself 
when  too  strong  to  be  resisted.  On 
the  grand  stage  where  he  has  acted 
ebnliiantand  important  part,  for 
these  ten  years,  he  is  at  once  dread- 
ed dnd  idoHzed.  Latterly,  the  very 
name  of  De  Boigne  convened  noore 
terror  than  the  mun^er  of^  his  can* 
nons,  a  singular  instance  of  which  I 
will  relate.  Nujuf  koolee  Kkao, 
in  hts  last  moments,  advised  bis 
Begcun  to  resist,  in  the  fort  of  X^- 
nond,  the  efforts  of  his  enemies, 
who  would  assuredly  grasp,  on  his 
demise^  at  all  the  remnants  of  his 
patrimony. 


•  Tn  th«c  three  battles,  De  Boigne  had  large  bodies  of  MahratU  hone,  but  they 
yftreyyf  little  assistaoce,  and  only  served  Xo4ncrease  the  slaughter  of  the  routed  ene* 
my,  and  the  pilla^  of  their  camp.

De 
Boigne  will  be  long  regj-etted,  long 
recollected  in  India :  his  justice 
was  uncommon,  and  singularly  well- 
proportiorlfed  between' severity  aud 
mildness.  He  possessed  the 
art  of  gaining  the  confi- 
dence both  of  princes,  and  sub- 
jects. Active  and  persevering  to  , 
a  degree,  which  ean  ©nly  b^  con- 
ceive or  believed  by  those  who 
were  spectators  of  hi»  indefatigable 
labours,  from  the  time  he  raised 
^ifht  battalions,  until  his  departure 
Yrom  liis  station.    1  have  seen  him 

•  daily  and  mo«ithly,  rise  with  the 
sun  J  snnay  his  karkhana ;  vtew  his 
troops  3  enlist  recruits  j  direct  tlie 
movements  of  three  brigades  j  raise 
resource^i  and  encourak,e  manufac- 
tories for  their  arras,  amn^unition, 
;ind  store&5  harangue  in  hisdurbar^ 
give  audience  to  arabas'^adors  and 
vakeels^  admin isterjusticej  regulate 
the  civil  and  revenue  aii^irs  of  a 
jaiydad  of  thirty  Jncks  ;  listen  to  a 
multitude  of  letters  from  various 
parts,  bn  various  important  matters  j 
dictate  replies  j  carry  on  an  intricate 
system  ot  intrigue  indiftert^nt  courts  j 
superintend  a  private  trade  of  lacks) 
keep  his  accounts  ;  his  pul^lic  and 
private  coTrespoudence  y  and  direct 
and  move  forward  a  most  complex, 
political  machine.  AH  tiiis  he  did 
without  an  European  assistant,  for 

•  he  is  diffident  iu  placing  his  trust, 
^d  extremely  cautiims  in  bestow- 
ing his  confidence ;  and  he  used  to 
say,  that  any  ambitious  person, 
who  reposes  confidence  in  another, 
risks  the  destruction. of  his  views. 
Such  were  his  laborious  occupa- 
tions from  sun-rise  until  past  mid- 
night ;  and  this  was  not  tlie  avo- 
cation of  a  day,  bqf  the  unremitting 
/employment  of  ten  year^.  la  this 
nnceabing  toil  he.  sacrificed  one  of 
^  most  robust  poastimtions  whicfi 


ever  Ifature  formed.  He  1^  his 
station  with  accumulated  diseases, 
and  with  the  poor  comparative  re* 
compence  of  great  renown,  and  a 
splendid  fortune  of  400,0001.  ster-p 
ling.  In  his  person  he  is  above  six  feet 
high,  giant*boned^  large-limbed, 
strong-l'eatured,  aijd  piercing  eyes. 
De  Boigne  has  his  vices  and 
weaknesses.  He  is  avaricious  toade^ 
gree  that  often  renders  him  contempt 
tible;  exceedingly  lenaciousofpow-r 
er5  meanly  jealous  of  merit  in  those 
under  him;  and  unworthily  envious. 
He  rose  the  rising  power  of  Ma* 
dajee  Scindeali  to  a  heigiit,  which 
5cindeah  cogld  never  expect,  or  se- 
riously 4iope  for.  He  fixed  and  con-^ 
solidated  that  power,  and  established 
it  on  the  firm  basis  of  a  powerful, 
well-disciplined  and  well-paid  ar^ 
my.  He  was  religiously  faithful  to 
his  master,  aud  amidst  the  most 
enticing  ofiers  to  betray,  he  pre- 
served Lis  allegiance  unsullied.  And 
his  merit  ia  resisting  the  charms  of 
gold  was  thegrjatei,  as  avarice  was 
one  cf  his  strongest  passions.  From 
being  only  a  secondary  planet  ia 
the  Midiratta  system,  he  expanded 
;Srindeah  to  be  the  first  j  he  made 
him,  acquainted  whh  Furo}>ean 
tactics,  huropean  arms,  and  Ku-, 
ropeau  commanders:  he  niaai- 
fested  tlwir  utility,  and  he  deter- 
mined the  wavering  determination* 
ot  Scindeah.'  ^ladaj»*e  left,  and^. 
his  successor  Dowlut  }^,iiO  Scindeah 
possesses  the  largest  and  best-dis* 
ciplined  troops  that  ever  were  under 
the  obedienpe  of  aa  Eastern  Prince 
in  the  European  form.  Hemgynow 
defy ,  and  ha^  defied,  the  united  force 
of  the  Mabraita  empire.  Young 
Scindeahnow  has  six  brigades^  three 
of  genera  I  DeBoigne's,  one  of  ma-? 
jor  Hesfting  s,  one  pf  major  Filoze's, 
aud  one  of  Sombre\  besides  de« 
taohed  baltalions  under  single  com- 
mandeis.     The  whole  consists  of 

thirty 
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tbtrty  bsttaHom  of  sepoys,  and  ten 
bittalions  of  Najeebs,  of  70O  men 
each  ;  2,000  regular  caivalr^,  and  a 
grand  artilleiy  of  200  pieces  of 
cannon.  To  diis  regular  force  you 
may  add  100,000  Mahratta  horse 
»d  2,000  irregaUr  intetiy.  Tho* 
only  twenty  years  of  age,  and  8ur« 
iDunded  by  numbers  of  Mahratta 
duefii,  and  their  multitude  of  troops  -, 
abore  all,  though  attacked  by  all 
the  masked  batteries  of  Mahratta 
intrigue,  and  politick  finesse,  he  has 
dictated  laws  to  their  empire  in  the 
centie  of  their  capital:  he  has 
borwed  the  hoaiy  and  superlative 
cmming  head  of  Nana  Fumavese 
to  his  will,  and  appropriated  tohig 
use  a  part  of  hit  immense  riches. 
I^  has  oflen  been  a  subject  of  sur- 
prise to  nuuiy  how  De  Boigne  could 
80  long  and  so  invariably  aggrandise 
his  power,  whilst  many  adventurers 
in  the  same  line  have  repeatedly 
laikd.  Setting  his  talents,  hisperse- 
Tcrance,  and  his  poligr  aside,  there 
is  another  cause  whidi  is  not  Re- 
oerally  known  or  considered.  Other 
Europeans  who  have  attempted 
the  prcnect,  which  De  Boigne  rea- 
lised, railed  from  the  want  of  a  fixed 
dXkd  *  sufficient  fund  to  pay  their 
troops;  for  the  faith  or  assurance  of 
Oriental  Princes' are  mere  sounds. 
The  sddieiy  have  increased  in  ar- 
rears; desertion,  tumult,  treachery, 
and  revolt  ensued,  and  the  com- 
manders either  lost  their  lives,  or 
their  commands.  De  Boigne*s  pe- 
netrating genius  foresaw  and  ob- 
vt^ed  this  fatal  error.  On  the  first 
estabfishment  of  his  brigades,  he 
perraadedScindeah  to  consign  some 
certain  purgunnhas  for  their  pay- 
ment; this  wasdone;  a  Jaiydad,  pro- 
ducing twenty  lacK^  per  annum, 
was  granted  for  the  expense  of  his 


army,  which  still  continues  appto* 
priated  to  that  purpote;  and  as  long 
as  this  is  the  case,  this  army  wiU 
be  well  padd,  wdl  regulated,  pow- 
erfiil  and  victorious ;  pfuhi  i argent, 
point  de  Suisse  is  a  true  axiom  every 
where,  but  more  especially  in  In- 
iiia;  the  nurse  commands  the 
swoo^,  and  me  sword  generally  ^1- 
surcs  conquest.  This  jaiydad  has 
been  augmented,  by  the  good  ma- 
nagement of  De  Boigne,  to  thirty 
lacs  a  year,  and^is  in  as  li^  a  state 
of  cultivation  as  the  most  fertile 
parts  of  Benares;  and  the  lyots  are 
as  happy  as  sensual  beings  can  be 
abstracted  Gxxa  intellectual  beings. 
Fruges  'amsumere  naH;  It  may 
not  be  superfluous  to  mention  some 
humane  measures  udoj^ted  by  De . 
Boigne  in  his  army,  to  init^te 
the  horrors  of  war.  Every  c^Boer 
and  soldier  when  wounded,  ze- 
ceives  a  certain  present  in  propor- 
tion to  the  severity  of  his  wound^ 
from  fifteen  days,  to  three  or  four 
montbl  pay,  without  any  ttopp^re 
of  pay  durine  the  tin^  of  his  cuie; 
the  disabled  of  his  army  iiave  «• 
pension  for  life,  to  the  amount  of 
half  theirpav",  and  lands  beside; 
and  the  relations  of  the  killed 
get  their  property.  This  is  moie 
than  any  European  power  has  ever 
done  to  the  poor  natives,  except  the 
English  Company.  There  ifr  an- 
other singular  fact,  which  ought  to 
recommend  DeBo^rne  ta  the  es- 
teem of  the  British .  government 
When  he  first  enlimd  Into  Sdn- 
dea^  service,  one  of  the  prindpal 
articles  of  agreement  he  contraiked 
in  writing  was,  '^  Never  to  bear 
arms  against  the  English*** 
Adieu, 
your*8  v«y  sineerdy, 
Lewis  P.  Smmtb. 
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The  Character,  MannerSyOnd  Customs,  of  the  Persians,  By  Edwabd 
Scott  Waring,  Esq.  of  the  Bengal  Civil  Establishment,  who 
travelled  into  Persia,  1802.

The  peopleof  Shecraz  are  sup- 
posed to  be  the  most  accomplished 
of  the  Persians }  the  name  of  Shee- 
razee  stamps  some  degree  of  cre^ 
dlt  on  the  possessor,  whilst  that  of 
Isfuhanee,  is  expressive  of  deceit, 
cunning,  and  frauds  and  this  seems 
to  be  the  common  and  established 
opinion.  The  p^ple  of  Sheeraz 
appear  to  me,  mean  and  obsequl- 
CRis  to  their  superiors,  and  to -their 
equab,  where  they  have  a  prospect 
of  advantage ;  but  invariably  arro- 
gant and  brutal  in  their  behaviour 
towards  their  inferiors  j  always 
boasting  of  some  action  they  never 
performed,  and  delighted  with  flat- 
tery, though  they  are  aware  of  the 
imposition.  I  have  repeatedly  heard 
th^  compliment  a  person,  either 
in  bis  hearing,  or  in  the  presence 
of  someone  who  would  convey  the 
encomium  to  hb  ears;  and  the  in- 
stant that  he  has  departed,  their 
S raises  have  turned  into  abuse,  and 
ley  have,  with  malicious  pleasure, 
reprobated  the  character  they  had 
just  praised  with  such  fervent  adu- 
lation. Indeed,  so  loth  are  the, 
Persians  to  admire  any  thing  from 
which  tliey  can  derive  no  advantage, 
that  in  expressions  of  admiration^ 
they  usually  confine  themselves  to 
the  negative  strain    *'  budneest/' 


"  it  is  not  bad  j"  but  if  the  dbject- 
m  question  be  their  own,  no  words 
are  thought  too  extravagant  to  dd 
justice  to  its  excellencies. 

These  expressions  of  esteem  and 
compliment  are  conceived  in  the 
usual  style  of  Oriental  encomiums; 
for  instance,  ''your  presence  has 
made  all  Persia  a  garden :  Persia  is 
unworthy  of  vour  acceptance."  A$ 
an  instance  of  this,  I  recollect  the 
Sheikh,  at  Bushire>  remonstrating 
agaiist  the  rapacity  of  Chiragh  Ulee 
Ki«n,  the  governor  of  Sheeraz, 
when  he  was  informed  of  the  ar- 
rival of  his  principal  secretary.  He 
began,  by  enquiring  after  the  go- 
vernor's health,  and  when  he  was 
told  that  he  had  quitted  the  dty, 
he  readily  observed,  that  now  Shee* 
raz  was  worthless  fPooli  seeah  nu 
me  urxudj  that  it  had  lost  the  only 
ornament  it  possessed.  Many  more 
instances  might  be  given,  for  they 
are  perpetually  occurring,  but  one 
is  sufficient 

The  military  men  in  Persia  are  con- 
stantly  bio&sting  of  the  feats  of  their 
prowess,  although  it  is  probable 
ti^t  they  were  never  in  an  action 
i^  their  lives,  or  engaged  in  any 
dcpedition  of  the  least  d^er.  Th^ 
cannot  be  denied  however,  itle 
virtue  of  courage,  or  at  least  of 
impetoooi 
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impetuous  fury,  for  the  lower  order 
fftquentiy  engage  themselves  in 
quarrels,  which  are  often  attended 
"With  bloodshed^  and  which  they 
might  have  avoided  with  propriety. 

Th*  better  order  of  people  iu  Per* 
na,  are  divided  into  two  classes;  the 
military  and  officers  of  stat^,  ftnd 
the  merchants*  The  former  who 
lecehre  a  certain  annual  sum,  which 
they  are  accustomed  to  expend,  are 
excessively  liberal,  and  rarely  think 
e£  amassmg  any  wealth  for  their 
posterity.  The  merchants,  however, 
are  always  intent  upon  gain,  it  is 
the  only  subject  which  occupies* 
their  thoughts ;  and  such  is  the  as- 
cendancy their  penurious  habits 
bave  gained  over  them,  that  they 
cannot  forego  an  opportunity  of  the 
slightest  advatitage,  though  attended 
wl^th  disgrace  and  infamy.  .They 
bave  in  general  made  their  fortunes 
on  the  slightest  fouudatioUj  and  the 
consequence  is,  that  -their  penury 
bas  proportioned  itself  to  their  pros* 
perity.  The  military  men  ate  ra- 
pacious, and  will  be  guilty  of  ex- 
cessive meaness  in  their  pursuit 
after  money  j  but  whateter  mal- 
practices they  may  be  guilty  pf, 
and  I  believe  they  are  guHty  of 
many,  it  is  never  with  a  view  of 
retaining  their  acquisitions. 

It  must  be  confessed,  that  the 
Pei-sians  are  pleasing,  and  entertain- 
ing companions,  but  not  the  least 
reliance  is  to  be  placed  on  their 
words,  or  most  solemn  protesta- 
tions. You  should  always,  there- 
fore, be  on  your  guard  against  their 
insidious  oilers,  and  to  be  so,  it  is 
necessary  to  distrust  all  their  de- 
clarations. The  manners  of  the 
Persiians  are  formed,  in  a  great  de- 
gree, oti  the  principles  of  lordChes- 
Bertield :  they  conceive  it  their  duty 
to  please  -,  and  to  effect  this,  they 
forget  all  sentiments    of   honour 


and  good  faidi.  They  areexeet^ 
lent  companion  s>  but  detestable 
characters. 

The  Persians  have  but  a  faintoo^ 
tion  of  gratitude,  for  they  cannot  con* 
oeive  that  any  one  should  hegtdlty 
of  an  act  of  generoti  ty',  wit  hout  some 
sinister  motive.  I'hey  reason  upon 
their  own  feelings,  and  as  they  are 
Conscious  that  they  never  perform 
any  action  but  with  a  view  to  their 
own  imniediate  advantage,  they 
naturally  infer,  that  these  motived 
operate  with  similar  effect  upon 
every  other  individual.  Philoso- 
phers have  held  it  for  a  maxim,  that 
the  most'  ik>torious  liar  utters  a 
hundred  truths  for  every,  ^ehood. 
This  is  not  the  case  in  Persia ;  they 
are  unacquainted  \^th  the  beauty  9/ 
/ru/i^and,onl3^think'of  it  when  it 
is  likely  to  advance  tlieir  interests. 
They  iiwolve  Uiemselves  like  the 
spider^  in  a  net  of  the  flimsiest 
materials ;  but  which  neither  offers 
commencement  nor  end  to  the  eye 
of  investigation. 

The  generality  of  Persian?  are 
sunk  in  the  lowest  state  ofproflif 
gacy,  and -infamy,  and  they  seldom 
hesitate  alluding  to  crimes,  which 
are  abhorred  and  detested  m  every 
civilized  country  in  the  univene. 

lam  not  conscious  of  having 
given  an  unfaitliful  picture  of  tho 
character  of  the  Pei*sians  j  1  have 
forbom  to  illustrate  the  extent  of 
their  vices :  their  virme«  consist  in 
being  most  excellent  companions  ; 
and  in  saying  this,  we  Say  «very 
thing  which  can  be  adv  anoed  in 
their  favour.  Custom  has  doubtless 
made  many  of  their  vices  appear 
to  them  in  the  light  of  foibles,  but 
the  sanction  of  custom  ^\\\  not 
soften  the  dark  shades  of  the  Per- 
sian character.  *  The  saiifie  argu- 
ment cannot  be  ad^ranced  for  them, 
which  has  been  urged  in  favour  o^ 

the

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the  Greeks,  for.  they  have  laws 
whidif  stigmatize  the  crime*  they 
commit. 

The^  Persians  very  often  corn- 
lain  of  a  want  of  time,  but  which  I 
could  only  account  for,  by  applying 
the  common  remark,  that  the 
most  indolent  are  usually  the  for- 
wardest  to  repine  at  a  deliciency  of 
leisure.  A  man  of  rank  in  Persia 
generally  risen  before  the  sun;  he 
says  his  prayers,  and  then  enters 
his  Deewan-khanu ;  hisKuleean  is 
brought  him  j  perhaps  some  fruit ; 
and  here  it  is  that  he  dxpects  his 
visitors  and  dependanli^.  tie  is 
probably  engaged  with  them  till 
nine  o'clock  :  listening  to  the  re- 
ports of  the  morning,  settling  dis- 
putes, and  arranging  domestic  con- 
cerns. 

it  is  now  time  for  him  |p  visit 
the  prince  or  the  governor ;  and  if 
he  is  likely  to  be*  detained  there 
b^ond  n^id-day,  preparations  ore 
made  for  conveying  his  chast 
(dinner) .  Hepays  his  obeisance,  and 
*  takes  precaution  to  remain  suffici- 
ently long  ^ in  the  presence  of  the 
person  he  visits,  to  attract  his  ob- 
servation. His  Kuleean  always 
accompanies  him,  and  when  he' 
thinks  he  can  retire  mmoticed,  he 
regales  himself  with  smoking. 

At  noon  the  governor  probably 
retirejj,  which  is  a  sign^  foralltliose 
"Who -are  in  attend&ce  to  depart. 
When  he  returtishome,  the  chast  is 
brought,  and  eat  with  a  good  appe- 
tite; The  mid-day  prayers  are  to 
be  said,,  after  which  he  retires  to 
sleep  till  three  o'clock.  He  may 
again  have  to  attend  the  Dnri 
jthoona;  if  not,  he  pays  visits  5  or 
if  he  is  too  hi|;h  a  personage,  he 
remains  at  home  to  receive  them, 
lie  has  to  perform  the  Numazi 
usur,  or  afternoon  prayers.  1  he  bu- 
siness of  saying  prayers,  appears  to 
be  a  necessary  and  irksome  task  -, 


and  they  get  rid  of  it  with  the  ut- 
most expedition.  In  Persia,  it 
seems  to  be  an  established  custom 
for  every  person  to  perform  his  ^ve 
daily  prayers  f  this  is  an  observance 
which  is  but  little  attended  to  in 
India.  The  numox  is  a  ready  ex- 
cuse for  the  absence  or  idleness  ofa 
servant. 

When  it  becomes  dark,  the  caF* 
pets  are  spread  in  the  open  air; 
and  with  either  his  friends  or  de- 
pendants, he  prepares  to  pass  the  ,^ 
night.  The  Kuleean  supplier  the 
intervals  of  silence,  and  if  he  can 
afford  it,  a  set  of  Georgian  ^av^ps 
exert  themselves  for  his  amuse- 
ment. The  evening  prayer  is  now 
to  be  said ;  this  does  not  interna^ 
the  harmony  of  the  evening,  for  as 
one  performs  it,  another  gets  up  to 
supply  his  place.  About  ten"  tho 
shoom  (supper)  is  brpught,  and  the 
hour  of  eleven  usually  closes  the 
eventful  day. 

This  is,  as  far  as  I  am  able  to 
judge,  a  tme  description  of  the  way 
in  which  persons  of  rank  pass  their 
time.  About  five  or  six  Khans  aw ' 
not  under  the  necessity  of  visiting 
the  Duri  Khoonu ;  they  are  inde- 
pendent .of  the  goyemor,  and  there- 
fore only  pay  him  ceremonious 
visits.  But  the  remainder  pass  their 
days  nearly  as  I  have  represent- 
ed. The  Sheikh  of  Bushire,  and  the 
governors  of  districts,  or  their  re» 
presentatives,  afe  obliged  to  be  in 
coustant  attendance  at  the  Duii 
Khoonu,  and  must  have  enjoyed 
this  even  course  oi  life.  Aghsi 
xRuza,  with  whom  I  lived,  «i4 
who  was  Darhogha  of  the  Bazars^ 
constantly  attended  on  either  the 
prince  or  governor,  and  as  he  held 
his  appointment  from  the  King,  he 
had  1^  occasion  for  tlieir. favours;- 
than  the  governors  of  districts,  who 
are  their  inmiediate  dependents. 

The  raerdiants  instead  of  visitipg 
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the  governor^  visit  the  Caravansera> 
where  they  have  usually  shops. 
Herethev  expose  their  merchandize 
lor  sale>  form  thar  speculatiotis>  and 
trmsact  all  their  concerns.  By 
leutiog  a  room  at  a  Caravansera^ 
they  not  only  avoid  all  kind  of  in- 
terruptioQ  when  at  home^  but  are 
also  able  to  purchase  pxxls  to  large 
amounts,  by  walking  from  one 
merchant's  apartments  to  another. 
If  they  are  too  poor  to  sleep,  they 
remain  until  evening,  and  their  day 
b  always  closed  like  their  superiors, 
with  an  enormous  supper.  Ano- 
tber  prayer  remains  to  be  said 
Mhaoi  the  middle  of  the  night, 
which,  except  by  a  few,  is  I  believe 
mostly  forgotten. 

With  what  profound  contempt 
does  a  Mussulman  look  upon  th6 
qttalification  of  being  able  to  sing, 
play,  OT  dance.  He  gravely  twists  his 
besffd,  and  probably  ejaculates  a  pray- 
er of  thanks,  that  he  was  born  a 
gentleman.  This  accounts  for  the 
terious,  and  silent  character  of  a 
Mussulman.  Ignorance  frequently 
limits  his  ccmversation  within  nar- 
xow  bounds,  and  a  habit  of  silence, 
lenders  speaking  a  disagreeable  and 
irksome  task.  A  learned  Maho- 
medan  |;entleman  is  a  rare  character 
indeed.  Men  iji  rank  think  it  be- 
neath them  to  know  any  thing  but 
tiieir  own  consequence. 


This  is  not,  however,  mud»  the 
case  with  the  Persians,  who  are  ge- 
nerally affable  and  courteous  men, 
possessing  a  variety  of  anecdote,  aiyt 
considerable  information.  It  u 
the  custom  with  them  to  con- 
verse upon  literary  subjects,  and 
repeat  a  variety  of  verses  before 
supper,  which  enaUes  them  to  ac- 
quire a  stock  of  superfidal  know- 
ledge, with  little,  or  no  trouble. 
And  perhaps  it  may  be  thought 
that  their  evenings  are  spent  to 
more  advantage,  and  more  rationally 
than  if  they  Had  been  taken  up  by  a 
gameofC&rds,  which  interests  the 
passions,  wkhout  informing  the 
mind.  The  extent  of  their  me- 
mory is  really  astonishing,  they  will 
repeat  almost  any  ode  you  may  men- 
tion^and  yet  1  believe  they  readiest 
thaiflny  description  of  people. 

Many  of  the  great  people  keep 
sets  of  Georgian  boys,  who  are 
instructed  to  sing,  to  play  on 
various  instruments,  and  porfonn 
feats  of  activity.  *I^  Persian  soi^ 
are  very  sweet  and  pathetic  :  and 
the  music  which  accompanied  their 
voices,  I  thought  to  be  very  good. 
Their  songs  are  in  praise  of  wine 
and  beauty,  mixed  with  frequent 
complaints  of  the  cruelty  of  their 
mistresses. 

The  following  is  a  specimen  of 
their  songs, — 


Hasten  hither,  O  cup  bearer,  'ere  I  die; 

See  that  my  shroud  be  made  of  the  leafy  vine. 

Walsh  me  in  rosy  wine,  * 

And  scatter  my  ashes  at  the  door  of  the  tavern. . 

1  am  faithful,  I  am  still  constant; 

Tom  not  aw^y  from  me,  for  I  am  a,8uppliiant. 


The  Arabic  songs  are  sung  in  parts, 
and  much  quicker  than  the  Per- 
tkttt  tixne.    There  are  two  men  at 


Sheeraz,  who  are  considered  to  be 
very  superior  players  on  an  instra- 
mmt  like  a  violin.    I  heard  them, 

and 


*  It  it  the  custom  in  all  MoMohnan  countries  to  wash  the  body  before  it  is 
btoied. 
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and  admired  tGem  mucii^  but  could 
fonn  no  judgement  on  their  per- 
formance. These  men,  «and  the 
dancers,  drink  wine  in  enormous 
quantities,  and  that  too  publicly. 

Altnough  the  Persian  music  is  so 
greatly  superior  to  that  of  India, 
their  dances  are  as  much  inferior, 
being  nothing  more  than  an  ex- 
hibition of  the  most  indecent  and 
disgusting  movements  and  gestures. 
The  dances  in  India  are  admirablj 
calculated  to  set  off  an  elegant 
figure  to  the  highest  advantage  5  and, 
notwithstanding  the  warm  and  ani- 
mated descriptions  which  have  been 
given  of  the  indelicacy  and  volup- 
tuousness of  £astem  dances,  I 
must  confess  that  many  of  them^ 
appear  to  me  wholly  unobjection* 
able*  .      . 

The  most  beautifiil  womea  in 
Persia  are  devoted  to  the  profession 
of  dancing;  the  transparency  of 
their  shifl,  which  is  the  only  cover- 
ing they  use  to  conceal  their  per- 
sons; the  exquisite  symmetry  of 
their  forms,  their  apparent  agita- 
tion, and  the  licenciousness  of  their 
verses,  are  so  many  incentives  t^ 
a  passion,  which  requires  more 
phOosophy  than  the  Persians  pos- 
sess to  restrain. 

Afier  the  dancers,  come  another 
desaiption  of  people,  if  possible  of 
more  infamous  morals.  They  are 
called  Lootees,  a  kind  of  Buffoon ; 
and,  as  I  learnt,  have  free  access  to# 
the  Prince  and  Governor,  whom 
they  amuse  by  a  variety  of  indecent 
anecdotes  and  stories,  whith  they 
relate,  or  invent,  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Sbeeraz.  Both  the  Prince  and 
Governor  keep  a*  set  of  these 
wretches*,  who  are  allowed  to  take 
tlie  greatest  liberties,  with  the  most

respectable  characters,  who  are 
obliged,  in  their  own  defence,  to 
make  them  presents,  to  ensure  tlieir 
forbearance,  and  to  get  rid  of  their 
importunity.  They  perform  feats 
of  activity  and  slights  of  hand ;  but 
their  principal  means  of  sulisistence 
is  on  the  contributions  they  levy  oq 
strangers.  They  appear  to  be  pri- 
vileged people;  and  I  believe  the 
reason  why  they  are  so  oflen  enter-- 
tained  in  the  houses  of  the  great, 
arises  from  a  dread  lest  they  should 
exert  the  inflnence  they  are  sup- 
posed to  possess,  against .  them. 
Aga  Ruza  often  had  them ;  but  why 
I  could  never  discover. 

Another  amusement,  among 
those  who  can  afford  it,  is  listening 
to  a  Shah  Namn  Khoon,  a  person 
who  repeats  and  acts  various  pas- 
sages of  Ferdeufee's  Epic  Poemi 
called  tf)e  Shah  Namu.  This  is  an 
amusementof  a  very  superior  kind>. 
and  one  which  a  stranger  is  $ure  to 
delight  in.  They  act  the  different 
descriptions  of  the  Poet  with  great 
spirit,  particularly  the  account  of  ther . 
battle  between  Roostum,  the  Hero 
of  the  Poem,  and  Sohrab. 

Although  I  did  not  understand 
the  meaning  of  several  words,  I  was 
fully  able  to  comprehend  the  pur- 
port of  every  'vcrse,  and  as  they 
repeat  the  lines  in  an  artificial  voice^ 
you  are  able  to  follow  them  with 
ease. 

The  game  of  back  gammon  i^ 
common  amongst  the  Persians ;  they 
knowlittleofthe  game  of  chess.  The 
priest  hold  persons  who  play,  par- 
ticularly if  it  is  for  money,  in  little 
estimation,  and,  I  fancy,  most  con-» 
scientiously  believe  that  they  will 
suffer,  in  a  future  world,  for  these 
acts  of  impiety.    They  have  horse  ^

.•  PeopU  often  court,  beforethey  are  shocked  by  the  indecency  of  these  dancers.  I 
shall  perhaps  incur  the  reproach  of  singplarity  ;but  aO  the  movements  and  attitudes 
of  the  Indian  dancers,  strike  me  as  being  infinite^  WBiH.fyaceful,  and  f^  Uh  in« 
decent,  than  those  in  a  Germaft  walu. 
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sacet  at  Sh«enu,  b«t  I  >wttjaot 
there  at  tbe  proper  season.  Frcya 
4e$cri^ioD  I  karot  th^  tbe  horses 
9tttrt  «t  least  at  ih«  distaDce  of 
15  miles^  aud  pursue  41  direct  coone 
to  ikg>  post.  No  care  U  taken,  to 
level  tboground^  aod  as  it  very  oiXen 
happeos  that  more  than  twenty, 
horses  start  together,  there  are 
frd^uefit  accidents.  Purses  of  fold 
are  given  to  the  owners  of  the  rast^ 
secendy  and  third  horses.  They 
take  great  pains  in  training  their 
horaes,  which  they  do  for  a  much 
loumr  time  than  I  believe  is  prac* 
tkcd  in  Europe. 

The  military  men  are  constant^ 
play^  at  jureed-bazee,.  which  is 
throwiiqr  a  dart  three  cubits  kng^ 
ait  a  horseman,  i;^hen  th^  are  at 
toll  gallop.  The  person  at  whoiQ 
it  is  thrown,  either  catches  it  in  his 
hand,  or  throwinff  himself  under 
the  horses  belly,  al&ws  it  to%  over 
him.  This  they  perform  veiye3q)erV 
ly,  and  which  is  bj  no  means  easy, 
when  we  recollect  that,  the  horse  is 
^ing  nearly  at  his  speedt  The 
juxeed  annes  with  sufficient  force 
to  break  an  arm.  They  also  amuse 
themselves,  with  riding  full  speed, 
turning  round  on  their  saddles,  and 
firing  a  small  carbine  they  cany  5  or 
in  throwing  the  jurec^  on  the 
ground,  and  catching  it  as  it  re- 
bounds. The  Peraans  appear  very 
bad  horsemen  to  Europeans;  one 
thing  is  evident,  that  they  must  ruin 
a  horse's  month  in  thecomse  of  a 
month. 

^  The  dress  of  the  Persians  is  ad- 
.mirably  calculated  either  for  a 
.^old  or  hot  dimate.  llieir  limba 
are  under  no  restraint,  and  their 
cloaths  may  be  put  on  or  thrown  off 
in  £\e  minutes.  The  Persians  are 
generally   too  poor  to  be  fashion-

The  Persians  neither  xesembk 
those  of  old,  nor  their  nei^bom 
the  Indians,  in  eii^miinacy  of  dreas^ 
The  King,  I  believe,  is  the  only  par. 
son  in  the  empire  who  wears  any 
kind  of  je^cels ,  aud  he  only  does  ae 
on  state  occnsions.  They  greatly 
ridicule  the  fondness  the  Indians 
have  for  female  omameots;  and 
they  rekte  a  story  of  o«e,  who  watt 
-travelling  in  Persia^  ^^'hom  the  Rah- 
daas  took  for  a  wonwin,  and  wouU 
not  be  convinced  to  the  contrary,

Jf  the/  are  ad- 
vanciog  towards  you,  limy  may  be 
lieard  a  long  way  ofL    I  should 
Q^y    suppose    tiiat  tht-ir  saddle 
and   arms^^    would  weigh   about

tion to  the  horses  burthen.     Yet 
th^' consider  themselves  as  light 
amoed  troops,'  ridiculing  the  Tur- 
kisljica^hy,  wb«,  they  say,  can  take 
gare  of  little^  else  than   tlieir  big 
boots  and  cap.

It  Is  the  custom  for  the  militar}r 
men  to  pmss  their  caps  down  on 
one  side  i  the  Mirza  or  civil  offii^ers 
twist  a  sihawl  about  th«m,  and  the 
artifioerf,  tradesmeQ>  &c.  wear 
their  cap  upright. 

Shah  Ubas,  wl:^  wished  tpmajk^ 
the  merchants  very  frugal,  issued 
ao  ci:der  that  they  were  af ways  to 
itfiear  sb^\i4  turbos  and  mbes  of 
^mad  diot(i.  I^is^  he  thought 
wouU  be  thQ  cheapest  dresr  they 
could  wear,  as  Ae  shawl  wquld  last 
tiieir 'Uves^  and  ()e^^  to  their 
cbildifin,  and  the  cloths  would  last 
some  years.  Although  the  Persians 
bathe  sooften,(whicbisratheralui:ur 
tiousetijoyment^  tha^  an  act  of  clean* 
l^i^i^s)  tliy  a|ie  a  very  ditfy  p^ 
pip.  Tilieyv^  rarely  cbai^thear 
garment^f  and  seldom  biefore  iti$ 
dangerous  to  coove  nf^r  ,th|:m. 
T'he  Persiat^,  whp  apcompanied  me^ 
deptin  his  clothes  un^  we  reache4 
Qa^rpon,  although  It  was  the  hot- 
ti^t  season  of  tl^  year,  and  I  be^ 
Ueve  ibm  was  only  induct  to 
chanp  his  dress,  |it  my  lecono^ 
xnenwi^p.  f  It  is  thought  nothing 
in  Persia,  tp  wear  a  shut  a  months 
cor  fi  pajr  of  trow»yrs  half  a  year.

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often  akne  costing  .20  or  30 
guineas. 

The  dress  of  the  Persians  is  very 
expensive,  frequently  announting 
totJO  or  100  guineas  -,  but  which  of 
course  must  be  in  proportion  to 
their  capacity  to  bear  this  expense. 
The  poor  peopJe  wear  no  cap,  and 
very  little  clothes;  when  the  cold 
weather  comes"  on,  they  make 
dresses  out  ofsbeep  skins,  &:c. 

With  respect  to  the  dress  of  the 
women,  the  curiosity  of  the  females, 
who  lived  in  thb  adjoining  house  to 
mine,  afforded  me  frequent  oppor- 
tunities of  not  only  seeing  but  also 
of  conversing  with  them.  And 
what  may  appear  strange,  after  the 
accounts  we,  have  of  Eastern  jea« 
lousy,  this  was  usua^y  in  the  prs- 
senceof  their  husbands/ who  did 
not  evince  the  least  repugnance  to 
my  seeing  their  wives.  My  being 
an  European,  probably  entitled  me 
to  this  indulgence. 

The  women  of  Persia,  when  at 
home,  do  not  encumber  themselves 
with  many  clothes,  nor  are  thty  veiy 
attentive  to  the  whiteness  of  their 
garment  A  Peerahun  and  a  pair 
of  Zeer  Jamus  is  the  whole  of  their 
dress;  the  trowsers  are  made  of 
thick  velvet,  <md  their  ^hift,  either 
of  muslin,  8ilk>  or  gauze.  Their 
legs  appear  literally  to  be  tied  up 
in  two  sacks,  und  the  Peerahun  is 
but  concealment  visible  to  the  rest 
of  their  persons.  This  is  their 
Summer  apparel;  in  the  Winter 
tliey  wear  garments  made  of 
ahawls,  silks  stufled  with  cotton. 


ahd,  if  they  can  afford  it,  cloaks 
made  of  sable. 

The  Persian  women,  like  the 
Indian,  are  totally  devoid  of  deli- 
cacy. Their  language  is  often 
|ross  and  disgusting,  nor  do  they 
reel  less  hesitation  in  expressing 
themselves  before  men,  than  they 
would  before 'their  female  as3pci« 
ates.  Their  terms  of  abuse  or  re- 
proach are  indelicate  to  the  utmost 
degree.  I  will  not  disgust  the 
reader  by  noticing  any  of  tliem, 
but  I  mav  safely  aver,  that  it  is  not 
possible  for  language  to^express,  or 
the  imagination  to  conceive,  more 
indecent  or  ffrosser  images.  * 

When  they  leave  the  house, 
ihey  put  on  a  cloak  whidi  descends 
ft-om  the  head  to  their  feet,  and 
their  &cesare  concealed  with  orient 
tal  scrupuhsity.  The  veil  which 
they  wear,  is  sometimes  worked. 
hke  a  net,  or  dse  two  holes  are 
made  in  the  cloak  for  their  eyes« 
It  is  curious  to  see  a  number  of  tall 
and  elegant  formed  figures  walking 
in  the  streets,  and  presenting  no- 
thing to  your  view,  but  a  pair  of 
sparkling  black  eyes,  which  seem 
td  enjoy  the  curiosity  they  excite 
The  veil  appears  to  be  essential  to 
their  vhrtue,  for  as  long  as  they  can 
conceal  their  face,  they  care  not  how 
much  they  expose  die  rest  of  their 
person.  The,  women  in  Persia  are 
the  only  people  who  wear  jewels 
or  perfumes ;  and  this  is  a  privilege 
they  take  much  delight  in. 

The  Persians  differ  as  mdch  from 
us  in  their  notions  of  beauty,  as  they 

do 


•  The  same  may  heomerved  of  all  the  InhabitaDti  of  India,  nor  i?»ill  thfe  plea, 
that  the  false  delicacy  of  refinement,  which  disqualifies  us  from  judging  of  the  Ian-: 
^age  of  nature,  exempt  them  from  censure.  If  the  nakedness  of  a  prostitute  be 
more  disgusting  than  that  of  an  Indian,  it  must  be  allowed  that  their  language  is 
infinitely  chaster,  and  DK>re  refined.  These  are  certain  images  which  must  always 
create  disgust  and  ayierston ;  and  although  they  dre  familiar  in  the  East,  it  is  by  no 
means  evident  that  they  are  th««magesof  nature.  There  may  be  a  refinement  on 
grossness  of  vt<;e,  at  well  at  an  exoess  of  deUcacy,  and  it  does  not  follow  ihtl  the 
oaeis  natural^  and  tke^other  luuututalt 
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do  in  tliose  of  taste.  A  large^  soft> 
and  languishing  black  eye^  with 
them  constitutes  the  perfection  of 
beauty  J  and  which,  they  say >  difiiu- 
ses  an  ajnorpi^  softness  over  the 
whole  countenance,  infinitely-  su- 
perior to  the  piercing  and  ardent- 
glance,  oC  majestic  beauty.  It  is 
chiefly  on  this  account,  that  the 
women  use  the  powder  of  Anti- 
mony,  which,  although  it  adds  to 
the  vivacity  of  the  eye,  throws  a 
kind  of  voluptuous  languor  over  it, 
which  makes  it  appear  ( if  I  m^y 
use  the  expression  )  dissolving  in 
bliss.* 

Manv  of  the  women  of  Sheeraz 
are  as  fair  as  those  pf  £urope,  but 
confinement  robs  them  of  that  lo- 
vely bloom,  so  becoming  and  so 
essential  to  female  beauty.  The 
Persian  women  have  a  curious 
custom  of  making  their  eye  brows 
meet,  and  if  this  charm  be  denied 
them,  they  paint  the  foi^head  with 
a  kind  of  preparation  made  for  that 
purpose 


I .  need  hardly  mentipn  tliat^ 
agreeably  to  the  laws  of  the  Moot* 
ulmans,  a  man  may  have  four  wives, 
and  as  many  concubines  as  he  is 
able  to  maintain.  Many  descrip- 
tions have  already  been  given  of  the 
seraglios  of  the  east;  with  what 
correctness  I  zta  unable  to  deter- 
mine.f  I  can  pretend  to  no.  more 
information  oa  this  subject,  than 
that  it  is  customary,  when  a  man 
marries  a  woman,  whose  age  does 
not  admit  of  her  managing  his  do- 
mestic concerns,  for  him  to  place 
at  the  negd  of  his  family,  a  Kud 
Banco  (  a  Duenna  )  who  instructs 
his  wife  in  all  the  duties  itis  neces- 
sary for  her  to  acquire. 

It  is  not  an  observance,  in  Per- 
sia, as  ]Q  India,  not  to  marry  a 
widow^  X  After  a  certain  time  of 
nAnuming  a  woman  marries  again, 
and  Is  treated  by  her  husband  with 
the  same  distinction  as  is  shewn  to 
his  other  wives.

\  The  Moosuhnaus  of  India  have  adopted  a  variety  of  customt  frott  the  Hin- 
doos,  and  this  among  others.  It  is  usual  in  this -country  of  efienunacy' and  vice, 
for  a  man  to  marry  a  young  child  of  four  or  five  yetrt  of  age ;  he  rarely  considers 
that  by  the  period  she  can  be  his,  he  will  probably  need  the  assiduities  of  a  aorse, 
rather  thjinthe  qkresses  of  a  young  wife.  Thus  it  often  happens  that  youth  and 
beauty  become  the  victim  of  aee  and  impotence :  and,  stioiUd  the  husband 
fortunately  die,  the  woman  is  to  sigh  away  the  temainder  of  her  life,  because  she 
has  enjoyed  the  name  of  bebg  married.

The  teanners  of  the  K^gare  saXl 
to  be  very  dignified,  though  at  ^ 
same  time  very  afiable  and  pn^ 
possessm? ,  and  he  is  allowed  tb 
possess  aU  the  etterior  accc^:xp!ish- 
ilientsof  a  Persian.  In  mi  perstMi 
he  is  superior  to  most  men,  atid  flie 
immense  length  of  his'  beatd,'-  (jk 
gift  highly  valued  l)y  the  Persians) 
is  i  perpetual  theme  of  tSiscoolse 
and  admiration.  H^  liis  been  eta- 
gaged  in  no  military  enteiprise, 
andin  consequence  of  this  the  pub- 
lic opinion  deny  hthi  Ae  only  P#- 
sianvirtue-^^Kxmrage.t  Htsimmiil 
Expeditions  towards  KLhora^tan,  iSt 
made  with  the  view~  Of  engs^telff 
the  attention  of  his  subjetrts,  ana 
accustoming  his  troops  to  Ae'  fi- 
tigues  of  actual  service,  but  wiAodft 
the  smallest  design  of  ^teroptingdik' 
reduction  of  that  province.  Tfie 
greatest  blemish  in  his  chai'actf^l^ 
the  murder  of  Hajee  Ibrahim,  who 
regarded  him  as  a  son,  and  who 
had  evinced  for  him  the  afiectibnof 
a  father.  It  is  said  that  the  minis- 
ter, used  to  take  greater  liberties, 
than  the  extent  of  his  sendees  al- 
lowed :  but  I  know  of  no  excuse 
which  can  palliate  such  barbarous 
inhumanity.

The  King's  eldest  son  (Mihf 
Ulee  Khan)  U  an  enternri-iing 
young  man,  miich  esteemetl  by  Uia 
soldiers  and  military  ofiicers,  m\d 
as  his  illegitimacy  deprives  hini  of 
all  hopes  of  peaceably  succeeding 
his  father,  it  is  dirlicult  to  say  wliat 
the  inlrignes  of  diacontented  noble* 
men  might  not  excite  him  to  at- 
tempt. He  has  frequently  declared 
to  the  King,  his  father,  that  the 
sword  should  either  secure,  or  de- 
prive him  of  the  throne,  and  that 
it  was  his  determination  to'  over-' 
come  the  obstacles  uhich  wer^. 
placed  in  his  way.  J  Such  is  the 
situation  of  princes  in  a  despotism 
that  it  is  the  only  means  they  hav^ 
of  pre^rving  their  lives, — and,  iri 
the  event  of  the  King's  death, 
Persia  will  again  be  deluged  with 
blood  3  for  as  tlie  prinCes  are  tlie^ 
governors  of  various  districts  in  the 
empire,  they  have  each  the  means 
of  asserting  tlieir  claims  to  the 
tluone. 

The  King  of  Persia  has  revived 
a  taste  for  literature^  so  scandalously 
neglected  by  his  predecessors'. 
He  is  himself  a  man  of  consider- 
able taste  and  erudition,  and  is  also 
a  tolerable  poet.  As  it  is  an  un- 
usual circumstance  for  sovereigns  to 
be  poets,  I  venture  to  produce  ji 
specimen  of  his  compositions.

The  King  some- 
tii998  wears  bis  regalia>  and  by  al« 
lowing  the  rays  of  the  sun  to  fail 
xoj^Ti  hini/ 1  have  heard,  it  was  im- 
possible to  behoM  him  with  any 
i^Q^TQe  of  steadiness.  His  jewels 
are  svip(>osed  to  be  supenour  to  any 
Do.t;eqtate*s  in  the  world  \  indepc^  li 
would  be  surprismg  were  it  other- 
Vise,  as  he  has  possessed  himself  of 
a)l  t)ie  valuable  jewels  i^hiserapire. 
.  The  King  has  now  reigned  abg\'e 
seyen  years ;  and  were  it  posaibje.to 
form  an  opinion  of  the  duration  of 
a  despotic  governnaent,  he  has  every 
•pcp^pect  of  reigning  for  a  much 
longer  period.  His  brother,  Hoosun 
Cluao5peKhan,  who  twice  tlirew  off 
hi3  al^giante,  is  now  in  a  place  of 
sanctuary,  which,  I  believe,  the

pld  a^e,  and  still  you  maliciously 
fall  htm  faithless. 

Tbe  governor  of   Kash^n  was 


indebted  for  bis  appointment^  to  bit 
being  an  excellent  poet;  on  bis 
sending  tbe  King  a  presentof  one  of 
bis  compositions^  he  expressed 
greater  satisfaction  at  tbe  gift,  tbaa 
at  the  sumptuous  offering  of  Cbi- 
ragh  Ulee  Khan,  which  amounted 
to  some  thousand  pounds.  He 
would,  however,  be  sorry  to  have  dl 
his  goFemors  poets^  and  all  their 
presentations,  poems.  It  is  a 
great  thing,  for  hicti,  to  have  pa- 
tronized one  man  of  genius,  it 
is  sddom  they  are  so  well  re- 
warded. 

Tbe  sum  df  tbe  present  Kxiig*s 
reign,  may  be  given  in  a  few  wor^ 
If  he  has  not  achieved  any  of  the 
great  actions,  which  have  distio* 
guisbed  the  reign  of  his  oQore  illos*- 
triouspredecessorb,he  must,  atieast, 
be  allowed  the  n^ative  virtue  of 
bavmg  done  little  harm  j  a  virtue 
infinitely  ,superior  to  the  ferocious 
conquests  of  Tamerlane,  and  the 
victorious  massacres  of  the  inhu- 
man  Nadir  Shah.

^  I  have  formerly  taken  notice  of 
the  Wuhabee  Arabs,  and  I  shall 
now  give  as  correct  an  account  as 
I  am  able,  of  the  religion  and  hisr 
tory  of  this  people.  The  founder 
of  this  religion,  Ubdool  Wuhab, 
was  a  native  of  Ujunu,  a  town  in 
the  province  of  Ool  Urud  j  some 
have  been  of  (xiinion  that  Mool 
l^oohummud,  the  son  of  Ubdool 
Wi^b  was  the  first  person  who 


promulgated  doctrines  subversive 
of  the  Moosulraan  faith ;  however 
this  may  be,  it  is  certain  that  one 
or  other  of  these  persons  was  the 
founder  of  the  religion  of  the 
Wuhabees,  and  the  name  inclines 
me  to  believe  Ubdool  Wuhab.  f 

Both  these  persons  were  great 

travellers,-   thev  studied  unda- tbe 

principal  Moohummedan  Doctors 

^t   Bussoro,  and  ^at  Bagdad,  and 

'  afterwaidsj 


^  I  easnot  do  jtutlee  to  the  king's  quibbles  in  a  tralviIatiQ^. 
I  I  have  Hiebueralio  to  support  me. 
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afterwards  went  to  Damascusy 
where  Ubdool  Wuhab  first  begaa 
to  avow  his  religious  principles^ 
The  priests  were  alarmed  at  the . 
tendency  of  his  doctrines  j  he  was 
obliged  to  fly  from  this  city  5  and 
on  his  arrival  at  Mousul,  he  pub- 
licly supported  the  purity,  excel- 
lence^ and  orthodoxy  of  his  tenets. 
After  a  short  stay  at  Mousul,  he 
returned  to  his  own  country,  and 
had  soon  the  good  fortune  to  con- 
vert the  governor  of  his  native  town, 
and  many  of  the  principal  Sheikhs. 
It  is  alleged,  ^that  MooUa  Mob- 
hommud  received  the  sister  of  his 
protector  in  marriage,  and  that 
soon  after  he  had  the  ingratitude 
to  murder  his  benefactor,  a&rmmg, 
that  he  was  an  oppressor  and  a 
tyrant,  and  that  his  love  of  justice 
would  not  allow  him  to  overlook 
such  detestable  crimes, '  even  in  a 
belo^  relation.  This  story,  does 
not  appear  to  me  to  be  worthy  of 
credit i  I  notice  it,  as  I  have  made 
mention  of  Moolla  Moohumqaud, 
but  it  was  probably  the  invention 
of  'some  bigoted  and  rancarous 
Moosulman,  willing  to  describe  the 
character  of  this  religious  innovator 
.  in  the  blackest  colours. 

Ubdool  Wuhab  was  regarded^  by 
bis  new  proselytes,  in  the  light  of 
an  in4ejpendent  lawgiver,  and  he 
prudently  exerted  his  auUiority  to 
compose  the  differences  existing 
amongst  Jhis  converts,  and  by  this 
means  put  himself  at  the  head  of 
the  most  powerful  party  in  Nujd. 
His  religious  furor  induced  him 
not  only  to  propagate  his  opinions, 
by  argument  and  persuasion,  but 
also  with  all. that  intolerent  zeal, 
and  holy  cruelty  which  marked  the 
rise  and  progress  of  mahometanism. 
Ubdool  Wuhab  greatly  extended 
bis  conquests,  and  in  a  short  time 


gained    possession    of  nearly  the 
whole  of  Onl  Urud. 

On  his  death,  Ubdool  Uzeez  suc- 
ceeded him,  and  continued  to  fol- 
low the  same  measures  for  conci- 
liating the  Arab  Sheikhs,  as  had 
been  pursued  by  his  father.  *  This 
^new  religion,  which  had  sprung  up 
m  the  midst  of  Arabia,  excited  the 
attention,  and  roused  the  inSigua- 
tion  of,  the  -  Orthodox  Sheikhs, 
who  could  bear  the  notion  of  the 
Wuhabees  ridiculing  with  coa- 
tempt  the  legends  and  tale$  which 
they  so  conscientiously  believed.   • 

The  Wuhabee^  are  accused  of 
professing  the  following  belief; — 
"  That  there  is  one  just  and  wise 
God  -y  that  all  those  persons  called 
prophets,  are  only  to  be  considered 
as  ju^  and  virtdous  men,  and  th^t 
dierenever,existed  an  inspired  work, 
nor  .^n  inspired  writer.*'  Ub- 
dool Wuhab,  however,  thought 
it  necessary  to  impose  some  reli- 
gious observapces  on  his  follow- 
ers,, and  has  interdicted  the  use  of 
*robacco.  Opium,  and  Coffee;  in- 
deed I  l^ave  met  with  many  Moos- 
ulmans,  who  have  thoui;ht  it  con- 
trary to  their  religion  to  smoke,  f 
Amongst  a  number  of  the  civil 
ordinances  of  the  Wuliabees  are 
the  following  ;  "  Illegal  to  levy, 
duties  on  goods,  the  property  of  a 
Moosulman.  On  specie  the  Zukat 
or  two  and  a  half  per  cent.  Land 
watered  naturally  to  pay  ten  per 
cent,  artificially  Ave  per  cent.  Th© 
revenues  of  conquered  countries,  to 
belong  to  the  community.  The 
revenues  to  be  divided  iuto  five 
parts  J  one  to  be  gf^en  to  ibe  general 
Treasury,  the  rest  to  be  kept  where 
collected,  to  be  allotted  for  the 
good  of  the  community,  for  travel- 
lers, and  charitable  purposes.  A 
Moosulman  who  deviates  from  the 
precepts

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fmceptsofthe  Kortm,  to  be  treated 
m  an  Infidel.  The  destniction  of 
magmfioent  tombs,  a  necessary  act 
ofdevodon." 

The  extensive  depredations  of 
these  reforming  And)s,  at  length 
cgocited  the  resentmect  of  the  Pdsba 
ef  Bagdad,  who  sent  a  formidable 
force  ;|gainst  them,  under  the  com- 
BEmd  of  the  Sheikha  ofMoontufij, 
who  had  distingoished  himself, 
aaroeyears  before,  by  the  capture 
cfBussara.  This  force  penettated 
m  ht  m  Lahsar^  which  is  ut  no 
fgteat  distance  from  Duty  yu,  the 
capital  of  the  Wuhabees.  The 
fort  of  Lahsar  was  taken,  and  the 
Sheikh  of  Moontufij  was  rescued 
«D  destroying  the  capital  of  the 
Infideb.  Ubdool  Uzeez  saw  no  way 
«f  avertii^  the  impending  blow, 
but  by  en^bying  the  en&usiasm 
of  his  followers  agirinst  his  enen^. 
'Be  accordingly  Elected  a  favonte 
daye,  and  promised  him  eternal 
happiness,  if  he  succeeded  in 
d^&Dying  the  object  of  his  fears. 

The  tent  of  an  Arab  is  open  to 
to  every  one;  the  slave  who  was 
ivmed  aocordiog  to  tlie  custom  (rf* 
fm  country,  with  a  sword  and  a 
spear,  found  an  easy  entrance. 
He  immediately  asked  for  the 
Sheikh  of  Moontufij,  who  hap- 
pening to  be  present,  called  him 
towards  him^  The  slave  had 
ascertained  his  object,  and  be  in- 
stantly ran  the  Sheikh  through  the 
body  with  a  spear,  crying  out, 
**  that  the  Wuhabee  had  promised 
hrm  heaven.**  It  b  needless  to 
add>  that  he  f^  a  victim  to  his 
bigotry.  Bin  Saoud,  the  son  of 
Ubdool  Uzeez,  had  been  posted 
with  some  troops  near  the  enemy, 
and  on  perceiving  the  confusion 
which  prevailed  among  them,  on 
the  lo»s  of  their  chief,  attacked 
them,  and  made  an  indisaiminate 
havoc  amoogst  "them. 


Tbusended  the  ftst  expeditioo 
ifiainst  the  Wuhabee,  which  gave 
rise  to  another  infinttely  ouve  ca- 
lamitoqs  and  disgraceful  Id  the 
Torka. 

The  Pasha  6f  Bagdad  exerted  all 
his  meatts  to  wipe  off  hit  fonser 
dis^raee,  and  sent  down  to  Bussoca, 
an  army  of  about  twenty  thousand 
men,  well  supplied  with  every  pos- 
sible neeessary .  These  txoops,  like 
thefocmar,  penetrated  tolihsar, 
and  remamed  encao^ed  there  some 
months.  Abdool  Uzeex,  who  con- 
tinued at  Dury  yu^  bribed  two  of 
the  principal  <x>mmanders  to  with- 
draw with  their  troops.  The  next 
momii^,  BinSaoodattacked  the  m- 
mainii^  foire,  gained  an  easy  vic- 
tory over  them,  plundered  them  of 
then:  baggage,  and  took  a  number 
of  them  prisoners. 

Since  this^  I  believe,  ihcvlmr^ 
not  been  attacked  by  the  Tarks^ 
though  the  Persians  are  deteraauK 
ing  every  year  to  unite  themaetrea 
with  the  P»ha  of  Bagdad,  and  up- 
root this  dangerous  hereayl 

The  Shureef  of  Meccq,  dxml' 
nine  years  ago,  tthdertook  an  eqie- 
dition  against  Ubdool  Uzeez.  ani 
arrived  within  a  short  distance  of 
Dory  yu.  Ubdool  Uzeez  resort 
to  his  usual  measures  fordefeatn^ 
an  enemy.  He  sent  to  tbe  Shn- 
v^eef,  b^in^  to  know  his  wishes, 
and  expressmg  a  hope  that  he 
might  be  left  m  ^iet  possession 
of  his  capital.  A  present  for 
Pooli  Quwuh,  or  expenses  for  cq£> 
foe,  accompanied  this  message^  and 
he  likewise  declared  his  readiness 
to  send  out  his  son,  as  a  proof  of 
his  good  intentions.  This  was  ac- 
cordingly done,  and  a  commnxnca- 
tion  established  between  the  Shu* 
reeTs  camp  and  Dury  yu. 

As  soon  as  the  presets  of  Ab- 
dool Uzeez  were  rip^  for  execu- 
tion^ he  wrote  to  his  son  to  prepare 
nini$etf 
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himself  t!ie  next  dajr  for  attackmg 
the  ShnreeTs  camp.  Tbw  s6rvtei& 
was  to  be  p^ormed  ^  twelve 
o'clock,  a  time  of  the  dif,  when  all 
the  Arabs  are  asleep,  or  lying  down 
to  Test.  When  Ubdool  Uzeez  ap- 
inroacbed  with  bis  people,  the  Shtt- 
reef  would  not  credit  the  report, 
and  ordered  the  persons,  who 
brought  him  the  acobunts,  to  be 
beat  and  confined.  Bin^aondand 
his  attendants,  who  hdd  n^er  been 
disanned,  on  seeing  the  approach 
of  Abdool  Uzee2  instantly  attack- 
ed the  tmsuspicious  Arabs,  who 
were  immediately  routed,  and  put 
to  flight  The  Shureef  fled  on  the 
flrst  alarm,  and  effected  his  escape, 
w!th  great  difficulty,  leaving  hi* 
camp  and  baggage  a  prize  to  Ub- 
dool Ufeez. ' 

Ubdool  Uzeez  has  lately  gained 
over  the  tJtobbees  to  his  cause,  who 
aHe  the  most  powerful  of  the  Arab 
stat^  on  the  Arabian  coast,  and  has 
acquired,  in  consequence,  a  com- 
mand over  the  navigation  o{  4he 
gulph  of  Persia. 

'■'Tile  Utoobees,  were  lately  wag- 
ing^ vvarwMi  the  Persies,  and  the 
j^ople  of  Bussora  5  during  my  stay 
at  Bnshff e,  they  kept  that  place  in 
<k)titinu<d  alarm.  The  Imam  of 
Wuscaht,  iifho  had'^e  cetnmand  of 
thd  forces,  be^ed-the  Sheikh  in 
his  capital,'and  sS^ted  on  the  island 
<!>f  Bahrein.  But  in  the  end  the 
Utoobees  wefre  victorious,  aiKl  tlie 
Imam  obRged  tt)  conchide  a  peace. 
A  party  of  the*  Wiihabeei*  last  year, 
(ISQQ,)  attacked  Kurbulu,  celebra- 
ted among  the  Persians  sa  being  the 
burial  place  of  the  sons  of  Ali,  de- 
stroyed the  tombs,  and  plui^red 
the  toWn  and  pil^ims.  I  met  se- 
veral of  the  people  who  had  been 
there,  at  that  period,  and  they  all 
agreed  in  complaining  most  bitter- 
ly of  the  eruelty  of  the  reformers. 

It  must  be  repoHecied,  that  the 


destruction  of  ihe  boly  sepuldires» 
would'  alone  be  eonsideml  as  aa 
enormoua^  act  <of  Impiety  and  cnxn 
elty ;  I  am'led  to  think  this  tbemonr 
probable,  as  same  Armenians,  who 
had  fallen  in  with  a  party  of  Woluu 
beea,  gave  me  avery  ^vonrableac^ 
count  of  their  honesty  and  huma-^ 
nity.  The  wars,  howarer,  betweext 
the  Utoobeer  and  Fer^ans,  vrem 
barbarously  savage,  it  was  a  con- 
stant practice  of  both  parties,  t» 
murder  every  person  they  tookpr^ 
soner. 

The  force  of  the  Wuhabees  it 
very  considerable,  probably  eigh^ 
or  ninety  thousand;  and  as.  their 
expeditions  are  conducted  wit& 
great  cderity  and  secrecy,  they 
keep  all  the  neighbouring  countriei 
in  perpetual  apprehension.  When  I 
was  at  Bussora,  the  people  were  n 
expectation  of  being  attacked. 

The  infirmities  of  UbdooUzeeas^ 
whb  is  more  ^an  80  years  old, 
have  obliged  him  to  relinquish  thb 
oommand  of  his  armies  to  his  son; 
who  is  represented  to  be  a  bold  and 
enterprizing  young  man. 

"Whenever  ^  expedition  is  un- 
dertaken, the  chiefs  are  directed 
to  be  at  a  certain  place  by  such  a 
time,  and  it  is  so  contrived,  that  a 
large  body  shall  meet  at  a  partica^ 
lar  spot  without  knowing  the  de- 
signs of  their  leader,  lliis  force 
b  generally  mounted  on  cancels; 
and  their  arms  are  chiefly  a  sword 
and  a  spear.  They  have  few  guns, 
or  matchlocks;  those  which  they 
have  are  very  bad. 

Since  finishing  this,  intelKgenco 
has  been  received  of  their  bavins^ 
attacked  and  plundered  Tyce^ 
Mecca,  and  M^ina.  They  htire 
in  ctmsequence  violated  the  sacred 
law  which  forbid  armed  n^en  ap- 
proaching within  a  certain  distance 
of  the  Temple. 

They  have  thus    destroyed  the 
foundatioii 
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foundation  stone  of  MahometanisQi, 
aa4  this  mighty  fabric,  wbidi  at 
one  period  bad  dctiance  to  all 
^urope,  falls,  on  the  first  attack, 
at  the  feet  of  an  Arab  reformer. 
The  event  raay  make  a  great  change 
in  the  Mahometan  world,  for  it 
appears  to  me  almost  certain,  that 
the  pilgrimages  to  Mecca  .have  had 
nearly  as  great  an  effect,  in  suppor- 
ting this  religion,  as  the  £rst  vic- 
tories and  conquests  of.Muham- 
med. 

Our  speculations  on  the  probable 
effects  of  this  event,  xnig^t  be  ear- 
ned to  great  length  ;  I  shall  content 
myself  however,  by  observing  that 
the  temper  of  times  is  greatly  al- 
tered since  the  sera  of  Muhammed, 
and  th^t  however  much  Arabia  or 
Persia  may  be  convulsed  by  re- 
ligious wars,  it  is  almost  impossible 
f^-  the  cQntagi(Hi  to  extend  any* 
itirther  ^  numberless  are  the  super- 
ftiticfus  observances   which    nave 


been  grafbed  on  the  religion  of  Mo* 
bammed  in  India,  and  the  reliance 
which  the  Moosulmans  place  oa 
their  conforming  to  a  number  of 
Hindoo  customs,  totally  disqualify^ 
them  for  adopting  or  understanding 
a  reasonable  belief. 

At  my  l^st  visit  to  Bushire, 
(1$04)J  heard  the  intelligence  of 
Ubdool  Uzeez  having  been  assas- 
sinated, it  was  suppled,  by  an 
inhabitant  of  KurbuJa,  whose  fa- 
mily had\>een  murdered,  and  house 
desHroyed,  when  that  plape  was 
taken  by  the  Wuhabees.  The 
'  Wuhabees  are  now  a  considerable 
people,  sufficiently  powerful  to 
resist  the  divided  efibrts  of  the 
IXirks,  whose  power  in  Arabia 
mu^t  decrease  in  proporti6n  to  the 
aggrandizement  of  this  roving  race 
of  reformers.  Indeed  the  Turks 
have  already  foynd  it  expedient  to 
court,  and  even  purchase,  the 
friendship  of  their  Arab  subjects. 


An  Account  rf  the  origin,  of  the  Family   of  the  Nabob   f frilly 
-      Natudb)  of  OuDB« 


The  strict  alliance  M^bich  has  sub- 
sisted between  the  Nabobs  of  Oude, 
and  the  British  government  in  Ben- 
gal, since  the  year  176*5,  and  the 
political  importance  which  has  al- 
ways been  attached  to  that  alliance, 
render  an  account  of  the  origin  of 
the  family  of  Oude,  at  all  times,- an 
ob^ct  of  some  interest  to  the  pub- 
lic. But  this  interest  has  derived 
much  additional  force  iBrom  the 
circumstances  which  attended  the 
deposition  of  Vizir  Ally,  and  the 
elevation  of  the  present  Nabob 
S^adat  Ally,  under  \he  immediate 
(iirection  of  the  British  government; 


from  the  n^w  subsidiarjr  treaty, 
which  was  afterwards  concluded 
with  that  Nabob,  during  the  ad- 
ministration of  Marquis  Wellesley; 
and  above  all,  from  the  policy  of 
the  principle  of  that  treaty  having 
been  called  in  question  in  Parlia- 
ment, and  loosely  and  ignorandy 
discussed  in  some  of  the  most  po- 
pular public  prints.  This  depart- 
ment of  the  R<^iater  is  not  the 
place  for  entering  into  the  merits 
of  the  important  principle  on  which 
that  treaty,  as  well  as  every  other 
subsidiary  treaty  with  the  princes 
of  India  ha&been  formed.  In  the 
political 
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pdkkal  department  of  thi^  work, 
the  poli^*6f  that  principle  shall,  in 
due  tim^lie  fully  discussed.  In  the 
mean  while,  it  may  be  satisfactory 
to  many  of  the  readers  of  the  Re- 
gister, to  be  made  acquainted  with 
the  history  of  a  femily,  who,  from 
the  reasons  herestated^  have  lately 
engaged  so  much  of  the  public  at- 
/    tention. 

Sa^dut  Khan,  the  founder  of  this 
family,  known  in  history  by  the 
name  of  Meer  Mohammed  Ameen, 
was  bom  in  the  city  of  Nishapow, 
in  the  province  of  Khorasan.  He 
was  descended,  in  a  direct  line,  from 
the  Imaun  Moosa  Kasem,  of  the 
noble  family  of  Ali.  About  the 
end  of  the  reign  of  Bahaudar  Shah, 
the  son  and  successor  of  the  famous 
AuKingzebe,  many  Persian  femi- 
lies  of  distinction,  driven  firom  their 
native  country  by  the  civil  discord 
with  which  it  was  at  that  period  dis- 
tracted, fled  to  Hindustan,  where 
they  found  an  hospitable  asylum. 
Along  with  tliis  emigration  froni 
Persia,  Meer  Mohammed  Ameen, 
came  to  India.  Being  bred  to  arms, 
and  emulous  of  military  distinction, 
he  soon  made  himself  known,  was 
received  into  the  Imperial  fieiTice, 
and  adopted  the  name  of  Sa^dut 
Khqn.  Through  the  friendship 
which  he  formed  with  some  of  the 
principal  officers  about  court,  he  was 
introduced  to  the  personal  notice  of 
the  emperor,  and  stood  high  in  his 
favour,  during  the  remainder  of  that 
prince's  life.  On  the  accession  of 
Mahmud  Shah,  Saadut  Khan  was 
createii  an  omra,  or  noble  of  the 
empire,  and  appointed  to  the .  go- 
vernment of  Akbarabad.  He  was 
soon  afterwards  presented  witli  the- 
command  of  7000  horse,  and 
raised  to'  the  s^ibadary  or  viceroy- 
ihip  of  the  province  of  Oude. 


The  ii'j 


and  duties  of  this  of- 


fice have  been  already  des<?ribed  in 
the  3d  volume  of  the  Register  (see 
History  of  India,  chap.  iii.  p.  4,  5) 
According  to  tlie  Mogul  institu- 
tions, the  s^badar  was  the  inime- 
diate  representative  of  the  emperor, 
in  the  the  sObahs,  or  provinces,  and 
each  stihah  in  the  empire  was  go- 
verned by  fi  sdbadar.  The  Persic 
word  Ndwdb,  which  the  English 
have  corrupted  to  Nabob,  is,  gram- 
matically speaking,  the  plural  of 
Ndib,  which  signifies  a  deputy  or 
lieutenant-governor  i  an  officer  in 
rank  and  consequence  inferior  to  the 
subadar,  and  8ulx)rdinate  to  him. 
But  Nawdb,  or  Nabob,  the  plural 
of  this  term,  is  likewise  an  hereditary 
title  of  honour,  which  was  always 
conferred  on  the  s{ibadar8,  fre- 
quently on  the  n^ibs,  and  some- 
times on  the  emirs,  or  nobles  of  the 
empire,  as  the  reward  of  eminent 
public  service,  or  as  a  signal  mark 
of  royal  favour. 

During  the  reign  of  Mahmud 
Shah,  Saadut  Khan  held  these  high 
offices,  with  the  greatest  applause ; 
and  by  the  energy  of  his  military 
talents,  which  he  so  succes^nlly 
displayed  in  the  war  against  the 
Mahrattad,  he  upheld  the  falling 
fortunes  of  a  dissolute  and  feeble 
goveramenty  and  for  a  while  avert- 
ed its  impending  fate.  He  h  re- 
presented by  cotemporary  historians 
as  no  less  generous  than  brave  :  but 
his  conduct,  after  he  was  taken  pri- 
soner by  Nadir  Shah,  at  the  ir.e- 
morable  battle  of  Karnal,  shews 
that  when  his  envy  and  resentment 
was  rouzed,  he  was  capable  of  the 
basest  and  foulest  treachery.  After- 
having,  in  that  great  action,  exhi- 
bited all  that  skill  and  heroism  for 
which  he  w^s  so  deservedly  distin- 
guished, he  was  at  k^st  overpowered 
by  the  superi of  numbers  of  the  Per- 
sian troc^s,  and,  just  as  he  was  sur- 
rounded and  unable  to  make  fur- 
ther 
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Iheat  rofiutaifce^  fad  was  f«6ogni«cd 
b^a  jonng  JPersiaa  saldier,  wbo 
kad  been  fonxkiilj  kis  lowosmaa, 
ind  isrho^  calling  to  him  by  name^ 
con^ired  him  to  surrender  to  biin> 
0Ki  save  bts  life,  whilst,  at  the  same 
litne,  be  ran  up  to  bu  dephant,  and 
by  tbe  toiiei  oi  the  ladder/ got  upon 
tjbd  seat.  Sa^ut  Khan  readily 
J^ew  biniseif  oa  the  nieiry  of  his 
gdoenms  enemy,  who  carried  him 
to  Nadk»  by  whom  he  was  treated 
ifritb  the  most  marked  kindness  and 
dbtinction.  For  three  days  soc-t 
eee<fing  the  battle,  the  Indian  camp 
pesent^  a  scene  of  tbe  atmpst 
confiisionand  dismay  j  but  by  the 
amsummate  address  <^  Sa^ut 
iLhao,  Nadir  was  prevailed  on,  not 
Oily  to  abstain  from  any  furtho:  at- 
tack, but  to  o&r  peace,  and  to  i^ 
Ireatfrom  Hindillstan  on  the  p£^« 
.uentof  asumof  money  equal  to 
t3vo  millions  sterling,  Sa^ut 
KhanV  motive  in  employing  this 
address^  arose  entirely  £rom  views 
of  his  own  persdud  aggranj^za- 
ment,  which  he  knew  the  restore- 
ion  of  peace,  throogh  his  lixeans^ 
OEJuld  not  fail  to  realize*  Hie  death 
of  the  An}eer-al*-Omra  had  just 
Itappened  f  and  he  was  persuaded 
that  the  accomplishment  of  so  great 
a  service  to  the  state,  r  would  give 
him  the  stroc^est  tide  to  sucked 
to  that  high  office.  Hie  conditions 
of  peace  were  accordingly  commu«> 
aicated  to  the  emperor  and  Nizam*^ 
al-Moolk>  through  Sakiut  Khan^ 
«d  they  were  oveijoyed  at  a  pro- 
posal, which,  in  the  relative  circum-* 
stances  of  the  two  armies,  they 
justly  considered  so  formnate.  The 
Kizam-al-Moolk  was  immediately 
sent  from  the  emperor,  to  Nadir 
Shah,  who  received  him  with  great 
(distinction,  and  ratiBe^  the  treaty. 
But  the  joy  which  this  event  natu* 
rally  produced,  was  but  of  short 
duration.     Tlie  emperor  o£  Hin- 


d6stan*  in<bocbqllidoa.rfhit|ilw» 
sore^ or  the  imbecility  <)f-^.iia*: 
diBceming-mind^  saw  not^a^  Sa&d* 
ut  Khan»  to  whom  alooe'  he  wi& 
indsbtod  for  his  ooexpected  good 
fortune^  would  look  to  beiewaid- 
ed  with  the  elevation  to  the  high 
office  which  was  vacant,  and  that 
if  he  were  disappointed  in  that 
prospect,  he  might  feel  his  loos 
with  all  that  exasperated  resent- 
mept  which  is  natural  to  an  envioas 
and  ambitious  spirit.  Henoe,  at  tbe 
soiiciiation  of  Nizam-al-Moolk,  the 
digni^  of Ameer-al-Omra  was  con^ 
fened  oq  him.     SaMut  Kh^,  no 

.sooner  heard  of  this  drcomstanpe^. 
than  he  vowed  the  most  deeii  and 
immediate  revenge.  Acoordipg^y, 
he  intimated  to  Nadir^  that  the 
terms  which  had  been  grantjod 
were  too  liberal,  and  ought  to  he 
cancelled:  thattwocroreofrup^Q^ 
were  far  too  small  a  compo^tioo  i^ 
the  wealth  of  Hmdiistan  t  ihat  hot 
himself,  but  an  individual  ndbiCg. 
could  pay  that  sum  i  that  the  le*- 
moval  of  Nizam-al-MQQlk>  wh« 
alone  had  anv  abili^  to  lesist  bis 
advice,  would  make  him  masler  of 
the  empire  of  Hiodiistan  without 
striking  another  blow ;  and,  final- 

.  ly,  that  he  was  within  Mghty  miles 
of  Delhi,  and  could  in  two  daya  pos- 
sess himself  of  the  iffunense  trea- 
sures of  the  imperial  palace.  Thp 
avarice  of  Nadir,  awak^ied  by  this 
treacherous  suggestion^  determined 
him  to  break  the  treaty ;  and  this 
hedtd in  away  pecoUar  to  the  du- 
plicity of  Asiatic  policy.  He  iuvited 
the  Nizam-al-Moolk  |o  his  pre- 
sence, who,  confiding  in  the  nith 
of  the  treaty,  repaired  thither  wiih- 
out  suspicion.  On  his  entering  tbe 
camp,  ne  was  commanded  to  re- 
main in  it,  and  to  send  to  the  empe- 
ror, his  master,  to  persuade  him  to 
come  also  to  the  Persian  camp. 
The  nizam  represented  to  Nadir, 

that 
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his  pledged.^th ;  isut  ths  cooqaocNi 
or  ealf.itf^kdy  that  be^  did  not 
mean  to  ia^s  tfaeK^ai.pei«oiii  of 
Mahtunmud  Sbafa,  but  that  hs  mast 
have  another  interview  with  him«. 
The  NteamcomRniiikated  this  tohia 
master^  who,  witli  ahnostonparallel- 
ed  ioUy  andpusilanimity  conformed 
to  tlie  wishe»  of  his  txeacherqusco^*, 
queitir,  and  went  tohiscamp^atteDd*^ 
edonly  by  ^  lew  fiivoritedomestios, 
and  forbad  many  of  theonuas  to 
follow  bioij  wboVere  anxious  to 
guard  his  penon.  Upon  bis  f  nter«« 
iog  the  Persian  camp^  he  was^  or* 
d^ed  by  Nadir  to  remain  in  a  tent 
prepannlforbisTeceptioOyaqdlosend 
for  his  family,  his  equip^,.  and  the 
officers  of  huiaoushould.  With  this 
mandate  hecomplied.withouta  nmr* 
mur :  and  ordesis  were  at  the  same 
timasent  to  tbeMogulcamp  tobreak 
up,  and  the  soidiers  to  retire  wheve 
tbey  choose,  without  oiolestatioo* 
Sa^ut  Khan  was  tliea  <yspatcbed 
by  Nadir  to  Delhi,  to  receive  the 
keys  of  that<:apiu]»  and  the  con- 
queror^ wkhhiaroyal  captive,  follow- 
ed him  by  easy  mardies«  When 
they  approached  ^tiie  dty.  Nadir 
permitted  the  emperor  to  proceed 
to  his  palaoe>  with  his  &mily  and 
domestics;  and  the  succeeding  day 
be  made  a  triumphal  entry  into 
Dellii,  encamped  his  army  on  the 
banks  of  the  Jumna,  contigooas  to 
the  palace,  and  took  up  hki  resi- 
dence within  it.  Coins  were 
struck  at  the  royal  foint,  for  the  oc- 
casion, which  were  distributed  to 
the  people,  and  whidi  bore  the  fbl- 
lowing  inscription.; 

King  over  the  Kings  of  the  World 
It  Nadir,  King  of  Kiogs,  and  Maiter  of 
cKe  Times. 

But    the   triumph   of  Sa^ut 


EiHuf  #:  ti^eadiery  and  treaaoB  waa 
Id  Jun\  daort-lived.  The  shy  ator 
the  su^ngatton  of  Delhi,  he  died  c£ 
a  cancer,  in  bis  back,  wilb  which  bo 
had  been  long  afflicted.  The  sub* 
aeqisent  transactions  of  Nadir,  at 
Delhi,  and  the  dreadful  massacna: 
which  took  place  in  that  city,  it 
x^ere  foreign  to  the  purpose  of  this 
narrative  to  give  any  account  The 
priucipfd  facts  are  rdated  in  aoa 
historical  tract,*  remarkable  &ar 
its  accuracy,  and  exhibit  a  stxikii^ 
picture  pf  the  enormous  atrocitiei 
and  barbarities  attendant  on  east- 
ern conquests^ 

.  Saftdut  Khan  was  succeeded  in 
the  subadary  of  Oode,  and  in  all  lus 
titles,  by  his  nephew^  Sefdar  Jung. 
When  Sa^ut  Khan  quitted  Persia, 
he  led  behind  him  an  only  sister, 
married,  to  a  nobleman  named 
Ja^fer  fieg.  At  bis  departure  from 
bis  native  countiy,  he  promised, 
abottld  ^irtune  prove  favourable,  to 
send  for  his  sister  and  her  iamily  to 
HindCkstan,  where  they  should  par-* 
take  cf  ibe  honours  he  might  ob* 
tain.  Accordingly,  on  his  devatioa 
to  the  subadaiy  cJf  Ov  V*  h?  sent 
for  his  sister  and  her  two  sons,  her 
busband,  Ja^er  fi^  b^ng  then 
dead.  The  names  of  these  youths 
were  AbolMoosoorKJian,  and  Mli« 
za  Mobussan,  the  former  of  wfacm, 
afterwards  took  the  name  of  Seidar 
Jung.  Salkiut  Khan  received  his 
nephews  with  every  testimoay  of  al^ 
fection  and  kindness  j  and,  widi  a 
view  to  unite  and  perpetuate  tibe 
honour  of  the  family,  he  gave  to 
the  eldest^  his  only  daughter  in  qtar« 
tiage.  This  princess  died  only  a 
&w  years  ago^,  at  her  palace  in 
Oude,  at  the  advanced  age  of  nine* 
ty.  She  was  grandmotbsr  to  the 
late  Aso-ud-Dowlah,  and  makes  a 
conspicuous  figure  in  the  annals  ol '

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the  British  Indian  enFipire.  On  the 
death^cxf  hU  cncle;  the  voung  na* 
bob  was  confirmed  by  jme  kidg  id: 
tfie^bad^ry.bf  Onde;  and,  after 
the  depaiturc  of  Nadir  Shah,  be-- 
came  a  great  Irivourite  at  the  court  of 
Mohumniud  Shah.  Hegainedhigh 
rfepown,  rather  by  the  splendour  of 
hjs  treats,  than  by  the  importance 
or  brilliancy  .of  his  civil  and  milita- 
ry services  ',  and  the  distinguished 
honours  which  he  obtained,  were 
bestowed  by  a  weak  and  iindiscern- 
irig  prince.  He  was  appointed" 
meer-aiushee,  or  commander  of  the 
artillery  ;  the  government  of  Al- 
lahabad was  added  to  the  subadary 
of  Oudej  and  on  the  refusal  of  Ni- 
flBam-al-Mqolk  to  accept  of  the 
vizirut,  and  on  the  death  of  that 
distinguished  man,  which  happened 
•hortly  after,  he  w^s  made  vizir  of  - 
the  empire.  On  his  elevation  to 
this  high  office,  he  appears  to  have 
assumed  the  whole  administration 
of  the  empire  ;  for  his  master,  the 
young  emperor,  Ahmed  Shah,  to- 
tally abandoned  himself  to  sensual 
pleasures.  Sefdar  Jutig*s  first  mea- 
iiire  was  to  punish  the  Rohillas  for 
their  predatory  incursions  mto 
Oude,  and  to  expel  them  from  the 
Kutteer;  a  district  situated  on  the 
northern  frontier  of  Oude.  With 
the  usiial  crooked  policy  of  an  Asia- 
tic statesman,  he  adopted  a  mea- 
sure for  the  accomplishment  "of  his 
purpose,  which  involved  him  in 
many  difficulties,  •  and  frustrated 
those  very  views  which  it  was  de- 
signed to  promote.  He  instigated 
Kaium  Khan^  the  nabob  of  Ferok- 
habad  to  declare  war"  against  the  Bo- 
hiHas,  who  were  at  that  time  enga- 
ged in  civil  dissensions,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  death  of  tlieir  chief 
All  Mohummud<.  Kaium  complied 
with  the  wishes  of  the  vizir,  but 
was  defeated  by  the  warlike  Rohil- 
ksj^  and  slain  in  the  action.    Disap- 


pointed in  his  scheme,  Sefdar  Jung 
determined  to  turn  the^  cifcum- 
stance  of  Kaium  Khan's  death  to 
some  advantage.  He  persuaded  the 
emperor  to  confi^ate  the  whole  of 
Ferokhabad,  except  tlie  capital  and 
twelve  small  districts,  which  were 
reserved  for  the  support  of  the  ft- 
mily  of  the  unfortunate  and  dolu-" 
ded  Kaium  Khan.  But  in  m.tking 
a  resen-ation  of  these"  districts,  the 
vizir  evidently  acted  from  motives; 
of  a  selfish  policy,  not  on  any  prin-^ 
cipJe  of  justice  or  humanity  ;  for-; 
as  the  emperor  Ferokhsere,  the^ 
founder  of  the  city  of  Ferpkhabad, 
had  conferred  these  districts,  toge-' 
ther  with  the  city,  on  the  ancestor' 
of  Kaium  Khan,  in  altumgha,  ifhat- 
is,  in  perpetuity,  die  resumption  of 
s\ich  a  grant,  would  have  been  con- 
sidered throughout  Hindustan,  as  a 
violation  of  one  of  the  most  sacred 
of  the  Mogul  institutions,  whkh 
nothing  but  treason  could  justify, 
and  which  the  most  t}Tannical  mo- 
narch who  ever  ruled  the  empire 
never  ventured  to  commit.  The 
rest  of  the  province  of  Ferokhabad 
was  placed  under  the  government 
of  the  vizif  s  deputy,  the  rajaNowil 
Rao.  But  this  rajah  appears  either 
to  have  been  very  ill  qualified  for 
the  situation  in  which  he  %vas  pla- 
ced, or  very  ill  preparedito  delend 
it.  For  by  the  tiiiie;  th6  liljltflBiri 
reached  Delhi,  a  brother  i^fu^WPi 
cen^d  nabob*«  oollectddrttil^i 
of  Afghans,  and  wreBtedl 
wil  Rao,  after  a  feelitf  defbnob^c 
whole  of  the  territoriearo 
bad.  The  vizir,  on  reoeiv 
first  intelligence  efthisintoii  ^ 

hastened  back  to  the  relief  dif  Up^ 
deputy,  who,  on  hit  arrival^  i^l' 
found  had  fallen  in  the  action.  &tf^ 
ger  to  revenge  his  death,  he  pnsti^-* 
pitated^  an  actkm  -with  the  '  li*-*-\ 
surgents,  who  defeated  Iron  with'  -^ 
considerable  loss^  and  obliged  hha-' 
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io  ftfio  Ddbi>  Itmng  his  doEai- 
oioasinOude  oom^meity  exposed 
to  the  reieotineni  of  the  family 
whom  he  had  so  'deeply  injured, 
and  oa  whose  pride  and  fbellngs  he 
-  had  committed  such  gross  and  on- 
inerited  outrage.  The  vizir,  howr 
ever,  cdlected  an  army  of  Mahrat- 
^s,  with  whici),  in  two  months  af- 
ter his  loss,  he  recovered  his  domi- 
nion^>  and  compelled  Ahmed  Khan, 
the  young  nabob  of  Ferokhabad, 
with  bis  allies  the  Rohillas,  to  take 
refuge  in  the  mountains  of  R^ohil- 
cund.  .  But  on  his  submission,  he 
reinstated  him  in  the  possession  of 
the  city  of  Ferokhabad,  together 
with  9  country  producing  a  revenue 
of  sixteen  lac^  of  rupees :  the  rest 
of  the  territory  of  Ferokhabad,  was 
divided  between  the  vizir,  and  the 
Mahtatta  chie&  who  had  enabled 
him  to  regain  it.  The  Rohjl- 
'  las  purchased  their'  pardon  by  tlie 
'payment  of  a  large  contribution. 
Tlje  vizir,  after  this  success,  em- 
ployed himself  In  re-settling  tiie 
ibrnle  districts  of  Oude,  whicn  thi^ 
civil  war  had  laid  waste. 

In  the  folloving  year  (a.  b. 
1751)  Ahmed  Shah  Abdallee,  the 
ancestor  of  Zemd^n  Sliah,  made  an 
irruptloh  into  Lahore,  which  pro- 
vince he'cbidpletely  subdued,  after 
51  resistance  of  four  montlis,  by 
'  l^ecr  Muntioo,  the  imperial  gene- 
*ral.  Upon  the  conquest  of  Lahore 
;  Ahmed  Abdallee  sent  an  ambassa- 
dor to  Delhi,  to  demand  conces- 
lions  from  the  emperor,  who, 
~  alarmed  at'the  hai^hty  tone  with 
'livhich  it  was  made,  sent  for  .Sefdar 
Jung  to  court.  The '  vizir  obeyed 
die  summons^  and  immediately  re- 
paired to  Delhi,  with  his  own  army 
and  the  au&iliary  Mahrattas ;  but  ()e- 
^re  he  jeached  the  capital,  a  favor- 
ite eunuch  had  persuaded  the  em- 
peror to  purchase  peace  by  an  un- 
conditional   compliance   with  the

enemy's  detiumd.  Indigoant  at 
diis  dastardly  submission,  tne  vi« 
zir  declined  appeahng  at  c^iurtj 
and  having  .encamped  his  army  va 
the  neighbourhood  of  Delhi,  ^e 
gave  intimation  to  the  emperor, 
tliat  soriie  means  must  be  deviacd  of 
paymg  tie  Mahratta  ausiliarief 
who  he  hail  brought  in  aid,  of  liis 
cause,  on  the  promise  of  a  iaige 
sdm  of  money.  Formnately  for 
Ahmed  ^hah,  Ghazee-ud-Deen 
Khan  offered  to  pay  the  Mahrattas 
on  /die  promise  of  his  being  ap- 
pointed to  succeed  to  the  subadary 
of  ihe  Deccan  5  a  condiiioa  with 
which  the  emperor  readily  com- 
plied. After  the  departure  of  the 
Maliratras,  Sefdar  Jun^  went  to 
cou.t  and  attended  the  duties  of  his 
otiicej  but  he  could  not  conceal 
his  diigust  at  the  still  prevaLJag  ia- 
ttu^nco  of  the  favourite  eunuch, 
and  the  disgraceful  peace  which  / 
that  influence  had  avaik^d  to  pro- 
duce. This  eunuch  therefoie  he 
determined  to  remove:  and  ac- 
cordingly, he  invited  him  to  .an  en-. 
tertainme  It,  at  which  lie  made  uiie 
of  his  domestics  assassinate  him. 
Iphe  emperor,  eni^pged,  at  this  ac- 
tion, resolved  to  displace  the  vizu: 
from  the  vizirat  -,  but  such  was  tlie 
awe  in  which  he  stood  of  that  offi- 
cer, that  he  dared  not  avow  his  de- 
sign: .but  a  circumstance  soon  af-^ 
terwards  occurred,  which  at  once 
gave  hini  the  opportunity,  and  in- 
spired him  tvith  the  courage  to  ac- 
compli sli  it. 

On  the  death  of  Ghazee-ud- 
Deen  Khan,  who  has  been  ah'eadfy 
me  itioned,  his  son  Sha4b-ad-Deen, 
a  youth  of  uncommon  talents,  \v\is, 
by  tiie interest  of  the  vizir,  appvn^t- 
ed  to  succeed  his  father  in  Wk:  of- 
fice of  ameer-al-omra.  But  the 
first  use  which  he  made  of  liis 
power,  exhibits  a  strilcing  instance 
of  that  ingratitude  by  which  orien- 
D  ^  tai 
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tal  statesmen  are  characterized.  He  After  his  retutn  to  Oudk  he  ca^ 
adv-tsed  the  emperor  to  proceed  toex*  nued  peaceably  in  the  execdse  of' 
treniities  In  his  resentment  against  hisgovemment,  and  died  in  a. o.

Extract  of  a  letter  frwn  the  acting 
resident^  at  My  soar,  to  the  Seere^ 
tary  toffmemment  in  the  secret, 
foreign^  andpoHtical  department, 
transmitting  the  Report,  dated 
Mysoor,  sDi  December,  1804« 

To  N.  B.  Edmomstonb,  Esq. 
Segretary^to  Goyernmemt  &c. 
Sir, 

I  Had  the  honor  to  receive  yes- 
terday a  letter  from  the  diief 
secretary  to  the  govemcnent  of  Fort 
St.  George,  transmittiog  for  my 
guidance,  a  copy -of  the  dispatch* 
which  was  addressed  to  that  govern* 
ment*  by  his  excellency  tl^  most 
.noble  the  Governor -general  in

FlrsL  The  tranquillity  of  '  the 
country  has  never  experienced  the 
least  interruption,  since  the  first 
establishment  of  the  government  j 
and  although  this  result  may  be  iti 
part  attributed  to  the  maintenance 
of  a  fixed  military  establishment, 
for  general  purposes,  yet  this  cause 
Is  by  no  means  adequate  to  the 
effect  produced,  if  any  general 
discontent  had  prevailed  among  the 
peons.  In  fact,  there  is  every  rea- 
to  believe,  that  they  are  generally 
satisfied  with  their  present  condi- 
tion. 

Secondly,  During  the  latter  part 
of  the  government  of  Tippoo  sul- 
taun,  the  system  of  private  depre- 
dation had  been  so  effectually  orga- 
nized, tliat  a  portion  of  the  crop 
was  uniformly  paid  by  the  ryots  as 
the  price  of  exemption  from  plun- 
der. When  ihe  arrangements  of 
the  peons  had  been  sutfidently 
consolidated,  the  dewan  was  en- 
abled to  relieve  the  country  from 
this  source  of  oppression. 

Thirdly.  By  means  of  the  large 
establishment  of  peons,  a  police 
has  been  organized  throughout  the 
country,  not  yielding  in  vigour  and 
efficiency  to  any  that  I  have  had 
the  opportunity  of  observing  in

place:  and  'are  treated  t>y  Mm 
with  a  degree  of  deference  sAd  at- 
jtention,  which  appear  to  be  judici- 
\>us  and  acceptable. 

31.  The  corrupt  system  whkh 
has  already  been  described,  oppo- 
sed the  impediments  which  might 
have  been  expected  to  the  regular 
introduction  of  the  authority  of 
tlie  government,  into  the  remain* ' 
ing  parts  of  the  country. 

32.  The  expedient  of  assassinat- 
ing an  aumil  was  resorted  to  at  an 
early  period  j  but  the  poKce  had 
even  then  assumed  so  effideot  a 
form,  that  all  the  murderers  were 
traced  and  executed :  and  this 
sav^  experiment  has  not  been 
renewed. 

33.  The  revolutions  wbidi  had 
occurred  at  an  earlier  or  more 
recent  period,  in  every  district  oL. 
Mysoor,  do  not  seem  to  have  altered 
the  tenures  on  which  the  lands 
were  held  by  the  actual  cuM vatxws 
of  the  soil. 

34.  With  the  exception  rf  Bed- 
nore  and  Bullum,  hereafter  to  be 
noticed,  the  general  tenure  of  land 
does  not  difter  fr<Mn  that  which 
prevails  in  the  lower  Camadc. 

35.  It  is  describe."  ::.  '' -  tech- 
nical language  of  the  revenue  in 
the  lower  Carnatic  by  a  term  (ktee^ 
r<w*)*not  very  well  appropriatil  to

36.  In  the  provinces  of  Bednore 
and  BuUum,  the  property  of  the 
floij  is  vested  in  the  landholder ;  ^nd 
the  hereditary  right  of  succession 
to  that  property  is  held  in  as  great 
respect,  as  in  any  part  of  Europe. 
The  rents  being  paid  in  money, 
and  the  officers  of  the  government 
.  having  no  further  interrerence  with 

.  the  ryots,  than  to  receive  those 
rents,  the  tenure  of  land  in  those 
provinces  is  highly  respectable. 

37-  This  venerable  institution  of 
hereditary  property  and  fixed  rents 
is  attributed  to  Seapa  Naick,  a  ra- 
jah, who  governed  that  country  iff

.,    On  the  conquest  of  Bednore  by 
JByder  Alli,  ia  the  year  17()3,  he  at 
first  Attempted   to   conciliate    the

discovered  a  conspiracy  to  assassi- 
nate him,   supported  by  the  land- 

,  holders,  and  headed  by  tlie  chief 
officers  of  the  late  government, 
.^nd  some  of  his  own  contidential 
servants,  he  proceeded,  after  the 
^execution  of  not  less  than  three 
hundred  persons,  to  disarm  the 
,lahdliolders  y  and  to  commute  theiir 

.  ^jpilitar)'  service  for  a  money  pay- 


ment I  holding  the  country  in  sub- 
jection, by  means  of  an  establish- 
ment of  25,000  foreign  peons.  Jn 
tlui  long  period  which  has  since 
elapsed,  the  military  habits  of  the 
natives  have  been  in  some  degree 
exlinguislied.  and  the  dewan  hav- 
ing no  waste  lands  to  confer,  con- 
tinues to  employ  such  peons  as  are 
requisite  from  other  districts  on  a 
money  payment, 

38.  This  assessment  of  the  land«? 
continued  without  alteration  until 
the  peace  of  1792,  which  deprived 
Tippoo  Sultaun  of  one- half  of  his 
territories,  and  suggested  to  him 
the  singular  expedient  of  compen- 
sating that  loss,  by  a  proportional 
assessment  on  his  remaining  ppsses- 
sions.  This  measure  in  Bednore, 
as  well  as  elsewhere,  produced  an 
effect  exactly  the  converse  of  what 
^vas  intended  5  and,  added  to  other 
abundant  causes,  terminated  in 
the  absolute  ruin  of  his  finances. 

39.  On  the  establishment  of  the 
present  government  of  Mysoor, 
the  landholders  of  Bednore  at- 
tempted to  stipulate  for  the  resto- 
ration of  the  ancient  rates 'of  land- 
tax  of  Seapa  Nalck,  and  the  re- 
missibn  of  me  pecuniary  comfnifuta- 
tion  for  military  service  established 
by  Hyder  Alli.  It  was  ascertainef* 
in  Bednore,  and  I  believe  also  i 
Canara,  that  the  coomiutatio 
fixed  by  Hyder  is  fiiir  and  mode 
rate :  the  rates  of  1754  have  ac- 
cordingly been  adopted  a*  the  fixed 
land-tax,  apd  at  this  time  appea) 
to  give  satisfaction. 

40.  The  province  of  Bullumwa 
never  etfectiiall^  conqtlered,    unti  ' 
militar}'  roads  were  opened  tiirougl 
the  forest  towns  by  the  hoitourabk 
major  -  general  W^Uesley,  in  the 
year  1801-2. 

41 .  The  authority  of  Hyder 
Alli;  cm:  of  Tippoo  Sultaun.over 
this  province,   was  extreniely  prr -

landhoMert;    No  part  of  Mysoor 
has  been  more  tranqnil  than  Bul- 
lilm>  aince  the  period  that  the  ac- 
tual authority  of  the  goverrnn^it 
was  for  the  first  time  introduced 
into  that  province  in  1601-2. 
\42.  The  d^wan  appears  to  liave^ 
an  adequate  conception  of  the  ad- 
vantages both  to  the  r3rots,  aiKl  the 
government,  of  a  system  of  bere- 
oitiEny  landed  property,   and  fixed 
rents,    over,  the  more  precarious 
tenures  which  prevail  in  other  parts 
of  Mysoor* 

43.  The  inhabitants  t)f  the  dts^ 
trict  of  Tiyoor  had  rather  the .  tra^ 
dkion  than  the  exercise  of  roch 
rights,  which  has  been  restored  to 
tiiem  by  the  present  dewan ;  and: 
throughout  the  country,  he  hm 
genei^ly  confiniied  the  property

118.  The  first,  and  apparent^ 
the  most  grievous  case,  wul  exhibit 
the  general  character  of  these  com- 
plaints. 

119.  A  farmer,  of  the  exclusive 


priiiliiii  of  mX&iig  arrack,  Ibfmd 
near  the  elose  of  the  year,  tte  be 
hei  flaade  »  losii^  haigaia ;  and 
aolacited  ishe  attiil  to  esmnenRe  JiiiA 
60DE1  his  coBtnct,  loexaEmine  tha 
accounts  of  his  reodpts  and  das- 
bonementa,  and  allow  hhn  a  satoj 
for  his  labour. '  The  oomfrfaint  stated 
that  the  aomii  had  availed  himaslf 
of  this  pretext  to  devote  the  wh(^ 
piopeity  of  the  complainant  to 
memesa  plunder,  and  that  the 
dewaa  had  refined  to  afibvd  him. 
rednas.  The  result  of  a  most  mi- 
nute hivesdgatioQ  shewed,  that  hii 
goods  had  been  distrained,  ^er  a 
patwnt  hearing,  fin*  die  payment  of 
a  &ir  balances  that  he  had  impeded 
OB  the  aumil  with  false  accounts; 
and  that  a  further  sum  Wasstill  due, 
which  dieaumil  had  not  detected. 

12D.  Some  cases,  rather  of  er- 
ror than  of  hxdt,  were  rectified  as 
soon  as  dboovered :  they  seemed  to 
arise  from  personal  enmity  to  the 
aumils,  to  i?riiom  they  had  not  been 
represented  in  the  first  instance^ 
nor  referred  to  the  dewan.  In  other 
cases  the  aunills  required  and  re- 
ceived a  suitable  admonition. 

121.  Since  this  period,  persons 
finom  the  most  remote  parts  of  the 
country  have  come  to  represent 
grievances,  *  real  or  imaginary,  and 
every  such  complaint  has  been  in- 
vestigated. 

122.  Amonrthe  whole  (^  these, 
complaints,  I  have  found  but  one 
case  of  unqualified  oppression. 

123.  The  itistance  wiudistres- 
sing  from  the  olrcumstance^  that 
the  aumil  was  nearly  related  to  tlie 
dewan:  but  Reparation  was  imme- 
diately made ;  and  the  aumil  was 
dismissed  from  his  situation  with 
disgrace. 

124.  I  have  purposely  separated 
these  facts  fh>m  the  observations, 
which  I  now  proceed  to  submit  to 
your  lordship's  judgment. 

125. 
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1^.  The  exercise  of  power  by 
the  miive  officers  of  the  govern- 
ment,  doubtlessly  requires  the  most 
\cig\laat  control.  The  soubadars  of 
j^viuces,  though  men  of  respect- 
§|iility,.miiy  not  always  watcli  the 
civil  rights  of  the  people  with  suf- 
ficient jealousy,  I'he  ^lewan,  in 
common  with  the  offieen*  whom 
te  employs,  has  been  habituated  . 
from  his  3outh  to  a  difterentorder 
of  things  3  and  even  hjs  clear  and 
vigorous ,  understanding,  mny  not 
always  view  those  riglU^t  hi  a  man- 
ner that  shall  be  entirely  satL^fac- 
|c>ry  to  a  perso'q  who  has  beei}  chUi- 
^tedln  tlie  principles  of  the  iiii- 
fish  constitution. 

126.  Tlie  t/eaty  which  .esCa^ 
blislied  the  present  government  of 
Mysoor,.  confers  on  the  represeu- 
tative  of  tjie  British  govcrnnient 
tiie  right  of  interposiug  his  advice 
U]  alt  cases  wlulevcr  j  and  tlie  ^pi^ 
rit  of  the  alliance  seeuns  no.ieiis  to 
require,  a  discreet  forbearance  iu 
the  ordinary  xoutine  of  the  govern- 
meijt,  than  the  .fiiai  and  ciiica- 
ciotis  exercise  of  this  right  When 
the  occasion  siiall  demand  it, 

]  2/ .  The  knowledge  that  such  a 
power  exists,  and  tliat  it  will  be 
emproy^d  on  proper  occasions  ibr 
the  protection  of  tlic  [lepple,  is 
sufficient  of  itself  to  prevent  any 
fre(]uenf  or  urgent  necessity  for  its 
exer,c is.e  ;  and  whe re  the  pe rson al 
characters  of  the  dewan,  and  of 
the  British  resideiH  are  such  as  to 
enst^re  a  proper  degree  of  mutual 
confidence,  the  direct  authority  of 
the  former  will  not  be  inipairml  by 
the  seasonable  interjpositiou  of  adT 

12S,  jf,  therefore^  Uie  resident 
shall  employ  the  proper  precautions 
for  being  easily  accessible  without 
the  intervention  of  a  third  person  :, 
and  if  to  temper  and  probity,   he^

13Q.  Oa,thewlioleof  that  most 
interesting  branch:  of  my  report 
which  relates  to  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  people  of  Mysoor,  I 
have  tlie  saii-s faction  to  state  to 
your  lordship-  rny  iirni  belief,  that 
tlie  substantial  objects  of  die  admi- 
nistration of  justice,  and  the  pro- 
tection of  the  people,  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  their  most  important  rights, 
aie  attained  in  a  respectable  degree 
by  ilie  provisions  of  tlie  subsidiaty- 
treaty  j  aiui  that  so  long  as  the  con- 
atituted  authorities  shall  preserve 
t^ie  confidence  of  tliejr  superiors, 
tjbese  bless ii^s  are  not  liable  to 
material  interruption,  e;<cept  from 
the  depravity  or  supineness  of  both 
the  4©w^ao4  tto  British  Jreai- 

1 30.  The  causes  on  which  are 
theBu- 
roi^ean 
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jxfj^m.  character  in  India^  are  in 
some  respects  unfavorable  to  Che 
maintenaoce  of  subordinate  auth<>- 
rity,  when  exercised  by  a  native, 
in  those  cases  w^bich  may  relate 
iiicidentally  to  European  gentle- 
men, and  still  mofe  frequently  to 
servants  who  make  an  improper 
use  of  their  names.  It  would  be 
difficult  tb  ^bribe  the  cases,  al- 
though altogether  obvious  to  prac- 
tical observation,  in  whicli  the  au- 
thority of  the  native  officer,  and 
the  protection  of  the  people  com- 
mitted to  his  charge,  are  liable 
to  be  disturbed  from  diese  causes, 

131  The  cordial  and  efficient 
support,  aflbrded  by  the  honourable 
jnajor-general  Wellesley  to  the  go- 
Vemment  of  Mysoor,  on  all  occa- 
sion^, even  during  his  absence,  has 
not  only  prevented  inconvenience, 
but  has  perhaps  been  essential  to 
the  prosperity  of,  the  country.  I 
am  far  from  intending  an  unbe- 
coming compliment  to  that  officer, 
at  the  expense  of  ptbers,  in  stating ' 
a  doubt,  whether  the  same  extent 
of  support  may  be  ^ways  afforded 
,  by  his  successors;  because  tlie 
r  dcttial  duties  of  that  command  can 
never  be  made  tp  prescribe  the 
parental  description  of  care,  with 
which  the  honoui^ble  major-general 
Wellesley  has  guarded  the  autho- 
rity of  the  government  of  My- 
soor. 

132.  It  is  the  sole  object  of 
these  observations  to  submit,  that  in 
cases  where  limited  authority  is  not 
upheld  by  the  influence  of  opinion, 
it  requires  the  aid  of  powerful 
gpar^  to  prevent  its  falling  into 
^gradual disrepute  :  and  that  if  the 
supporTwhich  has  been  described 
should  ever  be  materially  dimi- 
nished, tlte  consequences  might  be 
found  to  derogate  from  the  actual 
comtbft  and  secur^y  of  llie  peo- 
ple.      ^  '. 


133.  The  administratioa^af  the 
revenue  in  Mysoor  is  committed 
lender  the  control  of  tbrpe  priocipal 
soubadars  to  aumils  presiding  over 
districts,  sufficiently  lunited  4o  ex- 
tent to  admit  a  diligent  personal 
inspection  of  the  whole  of  their 
charge  -,  the  number  of  the^  dis- 
tricts has  varied  as  convenience 
seemed  to  require,  from  lJ6tto 
1 20  3  and  these  variations  are  mark- 
ed in  the  annexed  accounts^  of 
the  gross  revenue  for  the  several 
years. 

134.  These  person^  when 
charged  with  oflfe&ces  comn^ltedin 
their  official  capacities,  are  subject 
to  a  distinct  rule  of  jqrisdictiqn. 

135.  Their  salaries  are  fixed  at 
a  rate  which  the  dewan  considers 
to  be  adequate,  and  it  is  augmented 
on  tried  good  conduct. 
136.  If  detected  in  fraud  or  pecula- 
tion against  the  govenunent,  theyare 
subject  to  the  single  punisbfu^fit  of 
being  declared  for  eve^  inc^pal^  of 
serving  it  again,  and  the  dbwan 
has  lately  adopted  the  fntoiition  of 
extending  this  rule  of  punishment 
to  cases  of  actual  <]|i|>resiion  in  4he 
exercise  of  power. 

137*  The  system  of  peculation 
had  struck  so  deep  a  root  under  the 
former  government,  that"  a  very 
large  proportion  of  the  first  set  of 
revenue  servants  wa?  eventoally 
dismissed;  of  the'  second  set,  a 
smaller  number  3  and  their  general  ^ 
conduct  did.  not  become  conicct, 
until  it  waa. ascertained  that  the 
dewan  was  inflexible  in  the  nilo  he 
had  established.         .  '' 

138.  The  main  abject  of  this  ex- 
clusive mode  of  ptinishmeot  ha$ 
beenwellattainedt;  bat  it  has  also 
been  followed  by  some  degree  of 
inconvenience.  It  has  dumeried 
over  the  country  a  mingber  of  aUe, 
unprincipled,  and  disa^ointed  men, 
who  work  in  the  spirit  of  iptrigtie, 
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•  wHIfcb  bddhgs  to  tMr  character 

-'  '  13^.  3^  establishment  of  infe- 
'i^lor  offieersi  and  persons  of  every 
tleacripdoii  emploj'ed  iii  the  adini-

;l4a  The  dewan  enters  in  a 
aeparate  account^  ancient  allot- 
ments of  land  to  the  local  ifistitu- 
tions  of  the  hamlets  and  villages, 
(involving  a  detail  of  41,739  ob- 
jects and  persons,  and  an  annual 
expense  of  89,489,414  ;)  and  ex- 
cludes the  amount  in  the  first  in- 
stafnce  from  th6  account  of  the 
gross  revenue,  because  it  can  never 
become  an  available  source^of  sup- 
ply      • 

14U  The  detail  of  this  expense 
for  the  first  year  h  exhibited  iu 
the  document  No.  1,  and  can 
only  be  increased  by  ao  augmen- 
tation in  the  number  of  peopled 
villages. 

142.  In  the  system  of  revenue 
administration  introduced  by  colo- 
nel Read,  this  hdad  I  believe  was 
incltidfcd  in  the  total  of  the  gross 

•  revenue  5   and  afterwards  charged 
In  the  expenses  of  management  j 

"^'bnt  I  thhik  it  was  In  contemplation 
to  raise  a  hew  head  in  the  accounts 

'  for  this  object  5  because  its  intro- 
dttction  into  the  account,  which 
ascertains  the  net  revenue,  gave 
an  erroneous  view,  both  of  the 
Available  gross  revenue,  and  of  the 
expense*  of  management. 

43.  The  accompanying  state- 
ments No.  2,  3,  4^  ^d  5,  give 
a  separate,  view  of  the  gross  revenue 


of  each  of  the  yeSh  1999-1805^1, 
1801-2,  and -1802-3,  dlMingtllsh- 
ingcach  district  in  Uie  oWer  of  the 
isciiedale  annexed  to  the  treaties  of 
1^99>'  »Dd  shewing  the  sepat^e 
amount  of  the  four  rff^inct  heads  '. 
of  land-tax,  sa^er,  toddy,  alid  ^pi- 
ritous  liquors,  and  tobacco. 

144.  I  have  iK)t  yet  pi'ocured  the 
detailed  accounts  df  the  gross  reye- 
ntie  of  each  separate  district  for 
1 803-4,  but  the  total  jummabnndy 
will  be  found  in  tlie  document 
No.  7,     ' 

145.  The  statennent  Na.6,  ex- 
hibits a  comparative  view  of  the 
gross  value  of  each  district  as  rated 
in  the  schedule,  and  the  aiscertalned 
gross  revenue  in  each  of  the  first ' 
four  years  of  the  present  adminis- 
tration.      *  ' 

146.  No  doubl  remains  in  my 
mind  that  the  accounts  furnished 
to  Lord  Cornwall  is,  (on  which 
were  founded  thesch^ules  of  1^2, 
and  subsequetitly  those  bf^  1799) 
were  actually  extracted  ftom  the 
records  of  the  revenoe,  and  exhi-" 
bited  the  most  coi^ct  account  that  * 
Tippoo  SuRaan  was  capable  of 
gtvrag  t^f  the  gross  reveyitie  of  bis 
country  at  the  former  period.  The 
increase  exhibited  in  No,6  beofAnes 
the  more  satisfactory  firom  co^pa- 
risopSvith  the  revenue  of  1791, 
when  it  had  not  much  declined 
from  its  highest  amount  under  the 
McAanomedan  *  government. 

147.  The  head  of  Jand-tax  com- 
pri2e5,  besides  the  objects  which 
it  describes,  the  house  tat  atid  the 
plough  tax,  being  an  impost  vary- 
ing in  different  districts,  according- 
to  ancient  practice,  of  about  the 
average  rate  of  one  Ca^terai 
fanam  annually  on  each  house  and 
plough.  ^ 

148.  The  province  of  Bednoor,. 
and  the  districts  of  Bdlldm  and 
Tayoor^  with  all  planlaUons  of 
B2  trees 
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trees  not  annual,  pay  a  fixed  money 
rent. 

149.^The  whole  of  the  dry 
ground  of  Mysoor  pays  also  a  fixed 
money  rent,  with  the  distinction 
however,  regarding  the  tenures  of 
the  lands,  which  has  been  noticed 
in  tlje  35th  and  36th  paragraphs  of 
this  report.  , 

150.  The  rent  to  be  paid  for 
dry  land  accordingly  does  not  de- 
pend on  the  quantity  cultivated, 
and  the  aurail  no  further  concerns 
himself  with  that  o1>ject,  than  to 
observe  whether  the  ryot  suffici- 
ently exerts  his  industry,  tp  be 
able  to  pay  the  rent.  All  aumils 
are  authorized  to  make  tuccavee 
advances  when  necessary. 

151.  The  cultivation  of  jAry 
grain  is  not  only  the  most  extensive, 
but  the  most  certain  crop  in  the 
dtmate  of  Mysoor.  It  is  sown 
according  to  the  different  kinds  of 
grain,  from  the  beginning  of  June, 
till  the  middle  of  November,  and 
the  successive  crops  are  all  got  in 
by  the  end  of  January.  From 
May  till  September  inclusive,  the 
soiith-west  monsoon,  and  the  thun- 
der storms  'which  precede  and  fol- 
low it,  furnish  a  .spontaneous  sup- 
ply of  water  for  the  crops ;  after 
a  short  inter\*al,  seldom  without 
occasional  showers,  the  north-east 
monsoon  contributes  its  influence 
until  December,  when  heavy  dews 
complete  the  growth  and  maturity 
of  the  remaining  crops. 

152.  Although  eight  months  of 
the  year  are  occupied  by  the  la- 
bours of  the  dry  crop,  it*  is  not 
necessary  "to  a  nioderate  degree  t)f 
success,  tliat  \he  weather  of  the 
whole  of  that  period  should  b6  en- 
tirely seasonable.  If  disappointed 
in  the  season  for  theearl^  grains, 
the  ryots  have  recourse  to  thosfe 
which  h  is  proper  to  sow  at"  a  later 
period^  and  6n  tho  whole  "the  suc- 


cess is  more  certain  Asai  in  those 
wet  lands  whiph  depend  on  artificial 
^reservoirs.  Gentle  and*  intennit- 
ting  rain  may  have  fiimished  soffi- 
cient  moisture  for  the  dry  crop; 
but  the  filling  of  the  reservoirs  re- 
quires a  heavy  and  continued  faH 
not  capable  of  being  absorbed 'by 
the  earth. 

153.  Twenty-five  difeieot  kinds 
of  plants,  furnishing  food  or  oil 
seeds,  or  the  materids  of  sacks  or 
gunnies,  are  enumerated  in  th% 
dry  cultivation,  but  the  principaT 
are  ragee,  which  is  the  standaid 
food  of  the  inhabitants,  jiiairee, 
bajera,  butter,  toor,  wheat,  cool- 
tie,  and  herberra  or  chenne. 

154.  The  great  wet  crc^  is  of 
rice, 

155.  The  superior  certainty  d 
a  drjr  compared  to  a  wet  crop,  is 
limitted  to  wet- ground  under  re- 
servoirs; and  the  uncertain^ 
of  the  quantity  of  water  wiiidi 
may  be  collected,  and  of  caorse  of 
the  extent  of  land  which  can  lap 
watered,  is  among  the  principal 
reasons  which  have  hitherto  pre-^ 
vented  the  adjostment  of  a  mon^ 
rent  for  such  lands ;  and  have  con- 
tinued the  ancient  practice  of  the 
warum,  or  the  payment  to  the, 
government  of  a  moiety  of  the 
actual  crop.  These  reservoirs  de- 
pending on  the  rains  of  both  moB- 
soons,  the  quantity  which  may  be 
so^vn  under  them,  with  a  safe  ex- 
pectation of  success,  can  seldom 
be  determined  before  November 
or  December,  when  the  grain  is 
sown,  or  transplanted,  and  ibc 
harvest  is  cut  in  May.  This  de- 
scription of  wet  ground  s^dom 
admits  of  two  crops  in  Mysoor, 

1 56.  The  wet  culdvatran  whith 
depends  oh  th^  einbankmeats  ni 
theCaveri,  -and  other  rivers  which 
have  their  source  in  the  ^i^ieni 
hWSSf,  h  of  a  di^reat  descri{Kion^ 

std 
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mid  is  usually  considered  the  most 
certain  of  all  the  crops  3  and  for 
such  lands  the  payment  of  a  money 
rant  has  been  introduced,  and  is 
gradually  gaining  ground.  In  some 
tew  cases  such  lands  are  held  under 
an  ancient  fixed  rent,  much  lower  - 
than  the  present  rates. 

157.  The  water  courses,  in  mag' 
nitode  rather  resembling  navigable 
canals,  which  issuing  from  these 
embankments,  are  conducted  with 
iidmirable  skiH  along  the  slope  of 
bills,  and  occasionally  across  ra- 
vines, with  a  fall  barely  sufficient 
for  the  flow  of  the  water  >  and  fer- 
tilize the  whole  of  the  intermediate 
space  between  their  course  and  the 
river. 

158.  These  works  are  of  great 
antiquity,  the  last  in  order  of  time, 
which  supplies  the  neighbourhood 
of  Seringapatam,  having  been  com- 
pleted about  the  year  1690,  by 
Shaikh  Deo  Raj  Woodiaverj  to 
whom  the  country  is  also  indebted 
for  some  of  its  most  us^l  civil  re-  ^ 
gulations. 

I5g,  These  works  had  been  much 
neglected  during  the  latter  years  of 
Tippoo  Sultaun*8  government ;  they 
have  been  restored  by  the  dewan  to 
the  greatest  extent,  tliat  the  popula- 
tion of  the  several  districts  at  present 
admits ;  and  will  doubtless  continue 
toattract  his  particular  regard,as  well 
fiom  their  actual*  utility,  as  from  the 
superstitious  opinions  which  attach 
to  their  history.  The  dreams  which 
revealed  to  ^voured  mortals  the 
plans  of  these  ingenious  works, 
have  each  an  appropriate  legend, 
which  is  related  with  reverence, 
and  received  with  implicit  belief; 
.  and  the  dewan,  although  divested 
of  many  of  the  prejudices  of  his 
sect,  continues  piously  to  ascribe  the 
Bource  of  these  ^ctensive.blessingB 
to  divine  inspiration. 

160.  The   rains  of  the  aouth- 

*  B 


west  monsoon  generally  fill  these 
rivers,  and  seldom  fail  to  swell 
them  sufficiently  for  all  the  pur- 
poses of  the  first  crop,  wliicb  is 
sown  in  June,  and  reaped  in  No- 
vember 'y  in  many  situations  there 
is  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  ^ 
second  crop ;  but  this  operation 
is  considered  bad  farming,  and  is 
seldom  practised,  except  in  highly 
favoured  s(>ots  and  the  richest  soil. 
The  farmers  of  Mysoor  guari  a- 
gainst  the  exhaustion  of  the  soil, 
preserve  and  manage  their  manure, 
and  conduct  most  of  the  operations 
of  husbandry,  in  a  better  manner 
than  I  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
observing  in  any  other  part' of  In- 
dia. ' 

]  61.  Besides  rice,  sugar  is  the 
only  crop  depending  on  artificial 
irrigation,  which  deserves  particu- 
lar notice;  althougli  an  exhausting, 
it  is  a  very  profitable  crop,  and  is 
cultivated  and  manufactured  in  My- 
soor of  a  good  quality,  and  to  an 
extent  exceeding  the  internal  con- 
sumption. Sugar-candy  has  lately- 
been  made  equal  to  that  which  is 
imported  for  common  use  from 
China,  and  this  manufacture  may 
be  enlarged  to  the  extent  of  sup- 
plying the  internal  consumption ; 
but  without  water  carriage  it  can- 
not meet  the  produce  oT  China  in 
other  markets. 

162.  A  due  consideration  of  tlia 
advantages  of  tliis  branch  of  agri- 
culture, as  well  as  tiie  culture  of 
areka,  pepper,  cardamums,  tobac- 
co, and  (among  otlier  surplus  pro- 
ducts) sandal-wood  (if  the  univer- 
sal opinion  in  Mysoor,  that  it  will 
not  thrive  in  artificial  plantations, 
shall  be  found  to  be  no  more  than 
a  prejudice)  is  more  mtimately  con« 
nect^  with  the  report  on  the  com- 
merce of  Mysoor,  for  which  I 
have  not  been  able  to  procure  any 
fatis&ctory  materials. 
3  1^3.- 
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163.  Itlsnot-sttfprising,  tBat  in 
a  cottatry  destitnte  ^  s6^'pOTt», 
canals,  and  n&fip\\Ae  rivers^  cotn- 
n^rce  should  have  little  attracted 
the  attention  of  its  rulera.

His  notions  of  commerce 
were  entitled  to  the  negative  praise 
of  not  bemg  aitogethw  so  barba- 
rous as  those  of  his  successor  j  and 
no  useful  enconragement  or  security 
appears  to  have  been  afforded  to 
jQommerce,  during  'the  remaining 
thirty-five  years  of  that  d3maBty : 
towards  its  close  every  respectable 
soiicar  and  merchant  was  plundered 
of  att  his  visible  property ,-and  the 
greater  number  were  absolutely 
ruined. 
"1^.  *nie|5racticalmeans^of  open- 
ing the  minds  of  men  to  the 
public  benefits  of  -Commerce,  arc 
certainly  not  numerous  nor  obvi- 
ous in  Mysoor.  The  dewan*«  con- 
ceptions on  this  subject  are  accord- 
ingly more  limited  than  on  any 
other  which  I  have  had  occasioirto 
discuss  with  him. 

1^5.  The  second  head  of  reve- 
nue, therefore,  namely  the  sayer, 
1^  not  been  arranged,  nor  tlie  ac- 
toonts  of  the  customs  kept  with 
any  view  to  the  distinctions  neces- 
sary ft)r  commercial-  information, 
and  the  operation  of  extracting  - 
from  them  any  thing  useiftil,  is  in- 
tricate and  perplexing  in  a  great 
degree.

170.  The  lamotmt  of  the  reve» 
nue  under  thishead^  2,57,439,  is 
in^rtant;  means  have  been  taken 
to  extract  and  arrange  the  ^kcaiied 
accounts  of  the  last  year  -,  but  Aom 
th&  causes  above  stated,  the  op&A* 
tion  will  be  extremely  tedicftis,  and 
the  result  may  nut  be  scrupulously 
correct.  But  until  this  statetnaM 
shall  be  completed,  it  wHl  not  b^ 
practicable  to  fbrai  any  probable 
estimate  of  the  efiact  of  a  geneial 
abolition  of  iat^riordttiies.

221.  Although*  all  conclasions 
with  regard  to  Sie  future  resoui^ces 
of  tbe  govermnent  must  be  of- 
fered with  the  degree  of  reserve 
which  belongs  to  ail  speculativo 
opinions  depending  on  future  con- 
tingencies, your  lordsthip  may  ex- 
pect that  I'  should  not  altc^ther 
omit  saci>  observations  as  have  oc« 
cin-i^d  to  me  on  that  important 
subject. 

222.  The  cultivation  of  -  the 
land  in  Mysoor  i«  at  present  ex- 
tended nearly  to  the  utrtiost  limits 
that  can  be  embraced  ^ by  its  actual 
population  ;  but  as  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  arable  VaiA  reiriaipir; 
uncuHivated,  ii  muHbe  Inff-r^ed  that 
under  a  conlimiance  of  ttie  ^;^me  ia^ 
vourablc  circofiistantts o(  iniern^ 
tranquillity  which  have  LitLcno  oc- 

^    curred. 
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aimed,  the  progt-ess  of  agricnlttire 
-Mi  6f  the  revenue  will  bear  a 
pmtty  exact  proportion  to  the  na- 
tttWkl  mtrease  of  the  population  of 
the  country  ;  it  may  accordingly  be 
as8umed>  diat  the  gradual  increafse 
.  of  the  revenue,  under  circum- 
stances equally  favourablcwith  those 
of  the  last  five  years,  will  bfe  suf- 
ficient to  meet  the  augmented  ex- 
penses of  the  rdjah*s  establish- 
ments. 

223.  If  therefore  I  have  not 
erred  in  the  observations  which ' 
-  have  been  submitted  to  your  lord- 
ship on  the  several  hcaos  of  fixed 
expenditure  ;  -and  if,  in  the  ordi- 
nary course  uf  human  affairs,  the 
average  amount,  during  the  last 
five  years  of  expenses  arising  from 
unforeseen  contingencies,  may  be 
taken,  opon  the  whole,  as  a  fair 
and  safe  criterion  for  estimating  the 
foture  5  then  the  average  annual 
surplus,  which  has  been  stated  in 
the  220th  paragraph,  may  be  as- 
sumed as  the  probable  future  Bur- 
pltis  J  subject,  however,  to  the  fol- 
lowing correction. 
"  4^.  I  have  stated  in  the  l^h 
paragraph  an  opinion,  grounded  on 
H  veiy  eatefiil  and  deliberate  inves- 
tigation of  the  subject,  that  tlie 
average  expenses  of  tanks  ought 
not  to  be  taken  at  less  than  125,000 
pagodas  :  tile  actual  average  of  five 
years  is  104,667  ^>  and  the  dif- 
ference (viz.  20.332  2)  ought  to 
be  deducted  from  the  surplus  stated 
in  the  2'lOth  paragrapli,  for  the 
pttrpose  of  shewing  th©^  probable 
^rplus  resources  of  Mysoor  :  that 
Buq>lus  must,  on  these  grounds  of 
computation,  accordingly  be  taken 
at  canterai  pagodas  1 4S,5g4  S  8j, 
or  star  pagodas  123,448  1   19. 

225.  At  the  request  of  th^- ho- 
nourable major-general  Wellesley, 
I  prepared  in  July  iast^  a  ataten^t 


of  die  extraordinary  expenses  m- 
cuiTied  by  the  government  of  My^ 
soor  m  consequence  of  -the  war. 
ThU<iocument  will  be  necessaiy 
for  the  purpose  of  explaining  the 
mode  in  which  the  accounts  of  ths 
fourth  and  fifth  years  are  stated  in 
No.  7  5  a  cfipy  of  No,  8  is  accord* 
ingly  annexed,  to  which  are  now 
added  the  corrections  since  made, 
on  an  adjustment  of  the  camp  ac- 
counts.- 

226.  Ilie  amount  of  this  dis- 
bursement is  pagodas  491,91 1  8, 
includmgone  lac  of  star  pagodas, 
estimated  to  be  the  expense  of  the 
gradual,  instead  of  the  abrupt  dis- 
charging of  the  Silledar  horse,  which 
although  not  actually  disbursed  in 
the  fifth  year,  is  nevertheless  an  c?x- 
pense  belonging  to  that  and  the 
preceding  year  of  the  war. 

227.  TbeextraoidiQary expenses 
incurred  by  the  government  of  My- 
soor for  the  service  <rf"  the  war, 
have  been  entirely  spontaneous ; 
the  dewan  was  agitated,  at  my  re- 
questing from  him  some  of  the 
nuUerials  necessary  for  preparii^ 
the  account  desired  by  the  honour- 
able major-general  Wellesley,  lest 
it  should  be  supposed  chat  he  was 
so  deficient  m  allegiance  and  seal 
for  the  common  cause,  as  to  re- 
quire repayment  5  he  was  however 
satisfied  on  berag  informed,  that 
these  data  might  be  necessaiy  for 
the  consid^ation  of  his  excellency 
die  most  noble  the  Governor-ge- 
neral, with  regatd  to  the  provisioi^ 
of  the  third  article  of  the  treaty. 

228.  In  reference  to  that  important 
object,  it  will  be  found,  that  the  go- 
vernment of  Mysoor  has  expended 
in  eighteen  months  for  the  genend 
service  o(  the  war,  the  average 
surplus  of  its  resources  of  upwaids 
of  thir^Qtne  months. 

229. 
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229.  i  am.  unwiUiiig  to  detaia 
your  lordsbip  from  coasidering 
this  result,  in  a  relation  infimtely 
more  important  than  its  arithmeti»- 
cal  amount^  by  stating  the  va- 
rious modes  of  computation  by 
"which  this  disbursement  may  be 
compared  with  the  actual  or  proba- 
ble resources  of  the  government.  In 
whatever  relation  to  its  resources 
your  lordsbip  may  be  4)leased  to 
view  the  spontaneous  expenditure

Trbrr  are  many  objects  of  de* 
tailed  inquiry,  which  are  interest- 
ing in  considering  the  resources 
of  a  country  5  and  particularly  use- 
ful inindia,  in  enabling  the  inqui- 
rer to  check  the  information  which 
b  offered  to  him,  by  computations  of 
which  the  informants  are  not  aware. 

I  b6ve  thought  it  most  conve- 
nient to  tlmjw  into  an  Appendix  the 
few  details  of  this  description  (not 
noticed  in  the  report)  which  I  liave 
been  able  to  collect  with  any  confi- 
dence in  their  accuracy. 

The  quantity  of  land  in  Mysopr 
is  not  estimated  by  measurement, 
but  is  universally  computed  accord- 
ing to  ihe  quantity  of  seed  of  grain 
required  to  sow  it.  A  candy,  which 
is  subdivided  into  twenty  coodoos, 
is  the  denomination  of  the  dry  mea- 
sure by  which  tlie  quantity  of  seed  is 
ascertained  j  but  this  candy  has  hi- 
therto varied  in  ♦he  ditierent  dis- 
tricts from  2000  to  35  pucca  seers, 
and  the  <3ifferent  descviptiojis  of 
candy  amounted  to  Cifiy  five. 

According  to  an  account  taken 
in  1801,  tl}e  candies  of  arable  laud 


in  MysQor  amounted  to  492,541, 
of  which  384,356  were  cultivated, 
and  106,185  were  uncultiv^ed. 
But  the  account  was  not  taken 
with  sufficient  attention  to  the  disr 
ti notions  of  wet  and  diy  land,  and 
of  tlie  descriptions  of  the  several 
candies,  to  become  the  basis  of  any 
calculation. 

I'he  increase  of  arable  laud  by 
subjugation  of  buHum,  and  the 
transfers  of  tlie  supplementary 
treaty,  was  54,43/  caries,  p^inci^ 
pally  of  large  measure. 

This  variable  meagre  in  tlie 
computation  of  land  has  been  foui^l 
extremely  troublespme,  and  an  uni^ 
form  candy  of  \60  seers  (which 
was  that  most  generally  in  use)  ba^ 
lately  been  established  over  every 
part  of  Mysoor.

The  atteDftioo  of  thf  dewan  to 
tli(M0Ol[ject9isuiioefltiiig;  and  the 
GOoipaniOQ  of  their  past  aqd  pre* 
sent  state,  maybe  described  in  a 
few  words. 

In  1799  ithey  had  universally 
fallen  Into  the  most  lamentable 
state  of  decay ;  and  tanks  which 
bad  been  broken  and  disused  fi-om 
two  to  two  hundred  years,  were 
Tiiible  in  every  part  of  the  coun* 
try,  and  very  many  were  over- 
groirn  with  jungle,  and  forgotten 
or  unknown. 

With  the  exception  of  the  rava- 
ges cotnmitted  by  the  8U>nns  of 
Octdber  last,  eveiy  embankment 
and  ntdlah  now  in  use,  are  in  per- 
fect repair}  many  hundreds  of 
each  of  the  iseveral  descriptions  of 
thc;^  works,  which  wece  us^ess  in 
1 799*  have  been  restored,  and  tanks 
fQi|jotten  for  two  hundred  years 
^  have  been  reclaimed  from  the 
depths  of  the  forest. 

The  relative  state  of  the  peopled 

vill^es  in  1799,  ^"^  ISO^,  above 

czhiDited,  wiU  ^ord  more  distinct 

.means  of  appreciating  the  extent 

of  these  exertions. 

It  will  be  observed  from  th& 
f^&'egomg  table,  that  the  number 
of  houses  exceeds  the  number  of 
families,  which  is  occasioned  by 
the  enumeration  of  houses,  inclu- 
ding not  only  places  of  dwelling, 
but  warehouses;  dookans  when 
4  distinct  from  the  dwelling,  anflti 
artificers*  shops. 

The  population  has  aocoidiiig^ 
been  estimated  not  by  the  number 
tut  houses,  but  by  £unilies.  From 
an  actual  enumeration  of  two  dis- 
tricts in  1801,  the  dewan  informs 
me,  that  the  average  of  one  district, 
induding  a  large  town,  was  five  to

afiuDily;  anirf  aaotbag  dittria|» 
induding  no  large  town,  rather 
exoeected  fbor.  In  towns,  ffie'Ct- 
pense  of  building  induces  a  greater 
number  of  the  nctembers  of  a  &- 
mily  to  live  in  one  dwelling  as  one 
family  -,  in  small  villages  and  their 
dependent  hamlets,  tlie  'convenl^ 
ence  of  attending  on  the  spot  fO 
the  business  of  the  &nn,  induces 
them  to  break  up  intq  as  romy  &9^ 
parate  families  as  possible. 

I  have  adopted  the  medlun)  of 
these  two  enumerations,  wbic^^I 
believe  to  be  a  very  nelur  approfdpb 
to  the  truth. 

The  increase  in  the  population 
of  Mysoor,  from  1801  to  1804, 
exclusively  of  Bullum,  and  the 
balance  of  interchanged  districts, 
amounts  to  44,947  families,  or 
2,02,261  persons.  A  considerable 
emigration  took  place  from  the  dis- 
tricts allotted  to  bis  highness  the 
nizam,  by  the  treaty  of  1799,  into 
Great  Balapoor,  and  the  neighbour- 
ing districts  of  Mysoor ;  but  nearly 
the  whole  of  tliese  persons  gradu- 
aXiy  returned  on  the  invitation  of 
major  Munro,  and  the  ready  assent 
of  the  government  of  Mysoor,  af- 
ter the  cession  of  those  provinces 
to  the  Company. 

Hie  pzincip^  ^urce  of  this  io* 
crease,  indepentknily  of  tlie  na-  ^ 
tural  progress  of  the  actual  popu- 
lation, arose  from  the  return  to 
Mysoor  of  families  which  had  emi- 
grated itito  the  Baramahal,  after  die 
oession  of  that  country  to  the  Com- 
paoy,  in  179'^  l  ^^d  from  some 
emigrations  on  the  south-ea.stern 
and  north-western  frontiers. 

In  tJiis  increase  is  not  included 

the  temixjrary  emigration  of  about 

200,000  persons  from  the  Mahratta 

■  districts,  who  kive  been  b^.\.-  *i  v^^ 

the  des^ctive  efiects  of  the  fa- 

.  mine  which    has    afiected    those 

countries,  by  the  care  of  the  go- 

C    '  vemment 
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vernment  of  Mysoofi  md  ^the  «d«, 
tnirable  conduct  <if  ihe  iiibabi«> 
tants. 

The  number  of  square  milei  in 
the  territories  ot'  the  rajah  of  My- 
soor  was  estimated  by  major  Mac* 
kenzei,  in  1782,  at  37,636,  which, 
estimating  the  jiumber  of  people  on 
the  principles  which  have  been  ex- 
plained^ at  2 1 ,71 ,754,  gives  a  po^- 
pulation  of  5Ji  to  each  square 
mile. 

1  belieyt  that  thi#  proportion  is 
very  much  inferior  to  th^it  which  is 
estimatsd  in  the  lower  Camatic, 
and  so  much  inferior  (if  I  recollect 
it  xigbt)  that  I  am  induced  to  sus- 
pect some  error  in  one  of  the  com- 
putations, notwithstanding  the  fre- 
quency in  Mysoor  of  that  most  fa- 
tol  source  of  depopulation,'tbe  pre- 
tence of  a  Mahratta  army. 

The  usurpation  of  Hyder  AJli 
naay  be  considered  as  complete  in 
the  year  176O ;  at  that  time  many 
of  tne  districts  of  Mysoor  were 
permanently  occupied  by  Mahratta 
troops,  and  Gopaul  Bap  Hvury, 
the  first  feudal  chief  of  Mirritch, 
invaded  Mysoor  in  the  same  year. 

It  was  again  invaded  by  Bunee 
Visagee  Pundit,  in  1761  j  by  Ma- 
dc*r  Rao,  in  1 765,  1 767,  and  1770^ 
by  Trirabuc  Rao,  in  1771 5  by  Ra- 
gonaut  Rao,  in  177+;  by  Hurry 
Punt  Purkia,  in  1776,  and  1 786. 

And  lastly,  I  have  investigated 
on  the  spot,  and  examined  the 
traces*  of  the  merciless  ravages 
committed  in  1791,  and  1792,  by 
Purs^^m  Bhow. 

Jn  consequence  of  these  indes* 
sant  calamities,  many  districts  for- 
merly well  peopled,  do  not  exhibit 
the  vestige  of  an  human  being  1  and 
Cliittledroog  in  particular,  may  be 
considered  as  deprived  of  the  great 
mass  of  its  inhabitants. 

These  causes  are  doubtlesi  pow- 
f^vfiii  in  »  degree,  which  it  is  hor- 


rible to  contemplate  I  but  i£Aja^*; 
ment  were  to  be  fonned  from  ge-^j 
neral  observation,  without  recoimc^ 
to  statistical  inquiryj  it  wooU' 
lead  to  a  susptcioa  that  no  ma*;

It  is 
oeep  and  rapid  in  s^neral,  and  con- 
siderably kuger  than  the  Teesta, 
near  Dinapor^,  in  Bengal     llie 
bed    of  this   river   is    extremely 
uneven,  being  every  ^where  inter- 
rupted with  fragments  of  rocks,  tUl. 
its  nearer  approach  to  the  great 
•tream.  Although ti)ed'u«ct distance 
does  not  exceed  twenty 'five  miles^ 
It  performs  a  winding  course  of 
one  hundred.     It  is  navigable  as 
hr  as  the  mountains,  by  smaller 
boats  during  the  whole  year.     Po- 
tiagown,     Auoeati-Gosaign-Khat^ 
where  the  Gosaigns  granaries  are 
situated.     Balikhutudi,    Daybay- 
rapar,  Naugoriagown^  Oraligown, 
are  the  principal  towns  on  its  banks. 
Daybayrapar,     and     Balikhuttreh, 
have  each  a  takoorbari,  or  temple^ 
belonging  to  the  Auneati-Gosaign. 
The  Dikrungh  is  famous  both  for 
the    quantity  and    quality  of  its 
gold,  which  is  of  a  much  higher 
colour  than  the    gold  of  the  Ber- 
hampooter  and  other  rivers.    The 
natives  have  a  report,  that  during 
its  mountainous  coa^,«e  it  is  joined 
by  a  stream  from  the  Himalava 
mountains^   as    they  suppose   tne 
gold  to  be  formed  from  the  snow 
of  those  mountains,  they  account 
for  the  pureness  of  the  gold  fron% 
the  communication.     Some  stran- 
gers had  once  abused  this  river  pro- 
bably on  account  of  its  rapidk^  axu^ 
rockiness,    the  river  resented  the 
aAmpt, '  and  rose  so  High  in  one 
night  as  to  sweep  inhabitants,  and 
villages  away.    Its  inundations  must 
be  frequent  and  rapid  5  for  the  na- 
tives firmly  believe  that  the  Bara- 
bainta,    or  former  princes  of  the 
country^  hpviog  buried  Uieir  wealth 
deep  in  the  earUi,  and  in  the  amne- 


rous  tanks  of  all  sizes,  iK^itcb  thty 
made  in  various  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, whenever  the  Diknmgh  le* 
ceives  intimation,  when  any  wealth 
of  the  kind  is  deposited  it  rises  im- 
mediately, rushes  over  its  banks, 
attacks  thehiffhi>anks  of  the  tanks, 
which  it  bre^  down  at  last,  and 
retiring,  drops  utensils  of  gold  and 
silver  on  the  grounds  it  has  over- 
flowed. With  respect  to  the  uten- 
sils of  the  precious  n^tals  foaoi 
after  the  waters  have  subsided,  the 
natives  are  quite  positive. 
g.  Pisola, 
This  river  ri^es  fi:ora  the  Paiida 
mountains,  flows  through  the  Burh- 
Gohaig^  prpvioce,  NasaQpoor,  and 
joins  the  Berhampooter,  at  N^ 
mookgown,  about  ten  noiks  to  the 
west  of  the  fonner.  This  river  is  about , 
the  breadth  of  the  Dhekow  ;  which 
they  all  resemble  in  their  windings. 
I  have  selected  the  Dhekow  wh^h 
intersects  Bungpoor-Gurgown,  the 
capital  of  Assam,  as  a  geoeral  stan* 
daid  of  comparison,  its  breadth  and 
depth  having  been  asoertained  bj 
tlie  surveys  of  Mr.  Wood.  The 
Pisola  perfonns  a  winding  course  of 
sixty  miles  from  the  foot  of  the 
mountains.  It  is  not  navigable  i^ 
the  dry  reason,  but  accessible  by 
boats  of  any  size  during  the  imm- 
datlons,  to  the  very  toot  of  the 
mountains.  Phoolbarri,  famous 
for  a  pucka  nM)te,  dedicated  te  Mai, 
(Camaka)  Devorigown,  inbabUe4 
chiefly  by  those  who  s^ttend  the 
temple,  and  Kosoowahgown,  aie 
^e  principal  towns  on  its  banks. 
,  li  we  may  credit  the  nativei^ 
^trai^era  generally  have  a  cold  the 
first  month,  by  drinking  jtbe.wi^i 
of  these  mountainoiis  rivers  \  ~\M 
the  water  is,  notwitfastayling,  e^ 
teemed  good,  and  hat  no  un|]il^' 
sant  effects  after  a  months  le^- 
dence.  *  \ 

10,  Byirifpgm, 
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10.  Snrropam. 

This  river  also  has  its  source  in 
the  Daffala  mountains^  and  flows 
into  the  Pisola-at  no  great  distance 
from  them.  There  is  more  gold  in 
th^  bed  of  this  river  than  in  many 
others  -,  but  the  colour  and  quality 
are  not  deemed  the  best. 

11.  Doorpangh, 

This  river  is  in  every  respect  si- 
milar to  the  former.  The  whole 
course  of  these  rivers  is  through 
wild  vegetation  of  all  kinds,  and 
forests  of  large  trees. 

12.  Dehiri. 

This  river  takes  a  longer  course 
and  fails  into  the  Disoola,  at  Ayta- 
barri.  Dehiri-Gown,  and  Narau- 
Ijooria-Gown,  with  other  towns, 
line  the  banks  of  the  Dehiri.  Tlie 
lliree  lost  rivers  are  about  tlie  size 
of  the  Bhonrullooa,  at  Goahawti, 
but  the  Doorpangh  is  very  rapid, 
and  interrupted  by  a  very  rocky 
bottom. 

1^.  Seinsa  Oujan,  (Upper  J 

From  the  Duffala  mountains,  it 
flows  through  Zeckaisook,  a  pro- 
vince belonging  to  the  Burh-Patrch- 
Gohaign.  Teintalia  is  on  its  banks, 
and  its  size,  is  thjs  same  as  the 
Pisola. 

14.  Karot, 

Is  received  from  the  Duffala 
mountains,  flows  through  2^kai- 
sook,  and  falls  into  the  Pisola 
near  the  junction  of  the  latter 
with  the  Berhampooter,  this;  river 
mi^t  have  been  noticed  with  pro- 
priety before  the  Seinsa.  Kolabarri , 
and  HiUeipuna,  with  many  other 
towns,  decorate  its  banks. 

15.  Seinginora,  / 

Comes  also  from  the  Dufiala 
mountains,  flows  through  Kolone* 
poor,  a  provbce  of  the  Burk- 
G6hai2n>  and  joins  tb^  Berham- 
pooter, near  Suttan,  more  than 
thirty  ra'des  below  the  aiouth  of 
the  Oikron^.     It  k  somewhat 


smaller  thaa  the  Dtkrufigh  ia 
breadth,  but  much  larger  1^  the 
others)  however  it  is  not  deep 
enough  in  the  dry  season  to  admit 
di  navigation,  ev^  by  small 
boats. 

15,  Madoori 
Enters  the  valley  from  the  Duf- 
fala movmtains,  flows  through  Ko- 
lonepoor,  and  joins  the  Berham- 
pooter above  Booreimook,  The 
towns  of  Dipora,  and  Colonepoor, 
are  on  its  banks,  it  is  much  the 
same  river  as  the  former. 

17.  Doobia,^ 

^rom  the  Duflala  mountains, 
flows  thibugh  the  same  district  as 
the  former,  and  fall9  into  the 
Berhanrtpooter  between  the  Dha- 
doorimook,  ^nd  Booriamook. ,  In. 
all  these  small  rivers  there  is  always 
a  stream  in  the  di  iest  seasons  never 
less  tlian  a  f(x>t,  or  a  foot  and  a 
half  deep ;  iish  is  caught  in  abun- 
dance in  the  driest  seasons, 

18.  Booroi. 

This  also  has  it  source  in  th^ 
Duffala  mountains,  runs  through 
Colonepoor,  and  joins  the  Berhani^  * 
pooter,  at  liangsaii-Gown.  Low«« 
potia-Gown,  andMuUoowal-Gown, 
ve  two  of  a  number  of  towns  oq 
its  b4qks.  It  is  as  broad  as  th« 
Dikrungh,  and  considerably  deeper. 
Boats  of  every  size,  if  not  verf 
much  laden,  may  navigate  this  rivet 
in  the  driest  season  as  £u:  as  the 
mountains.  Its  course,  however^ 
is  not  long,  possibly  not  more  thaa 
thirty  or  forty  miles,  for  the  part 
of  VJe  mountains,  whence  it  flows  \$ 
nearer  the  Berhampooter  in  tbii

19.  Bayhallh

Boolan,  at  the  Badwar,  flows 
thMO£^  thedistrict  of  Rogorribarri, 
leceinQg  se^ral  smaJl  tributary 
atreama,  and  £ills  into  the  Berham- 
pooter,  immediately' above  Jogf- 
gopa.  It  is  accessible  to  boats  of 
consideral^e  sice  m  the  dry  seawn. 
Jt  ibnns  the  western  boundaries  of 
Camroop,  as  well  as  of  Assam,  in 
Outrepar.  It  is  the  scene  of  many 
jippoAftaat  occnnences,  leconkd  in 
tlie  hiiUMies  of  Assam,  Bayhar,  and 
Jkneal.  Gold  is  also  fomd  heie, 
in  ^  ^easoA  of  the  ndns,  bf  its 
commonication  with  the  otinr 
rivers ;  boats  «an  proceed  from  Jo- 
Agopa/  through  Camroop,  into  the 
Jferltampoater,  at  Ha^oo,  avoiding 
the  rapidity  of  the  great  stream. 

Bcwdee  these,  there  are  severid 
OTulats,which  fall  into  the  Manaha, 
mod  the  other  rivers  of  C«nroop. 

Between  Suddia,  azid  Sorwpnxra 
river  there  are  many  fnmi  the  north* 
em  mountains,  of  which  I  have

In  the  description  of  the  southern 
rivers,  this  sketch  must  necessarily 
prove  very  defective,  as  I  had  not 
the  good  fortune  to  procure  any  in- 
forttiation  beyond  the  district  of 
Baigiimar.  Of  the  first  river,  to 
the  west  of  Baignmar,  I  was  not 
able  to  learn  the  name,  I  mutt 
therefore  begin  with  the

Has  its  source  in  tin;  N^  moon* 
lains,  flows  through  the  district  of 
Tokobarri,  arxi  talk  into  the  Jlfai* 
kow,  about  four  miles  %bove  the 
mouth  of  the  hitter.  It  is  naviga- 
tyle,  but  not  for  deqp-ladeii  b^ata,  in 
the  dry  season. 

The  channel  18  about  the  braadth 
anddqrthof  the  Bimolooa,  totluB 
more  water  in  the  diy  season  $  its 
banks  and  bed  are  of  redcfish  day : 
the  banks  and  b^  of  all  the  soudi- 
•em  riv«rs  are  43f  ciay,  with  a  small 
quartttty  of  coane  sand  at  the  voiy 
bottour,  whife  all  the  ncithem  riven 
have  theirs  of  a  fine  sand,  llie 
whole  of  northern  Asaam  has  this 
mixtoie  of  fine  sand  rm  the  icQ : 
«t  least  this  is  the  chairaoier  of  the 
upper  stratutn,  to  the  depdi  of 
some  inches,  while  southern  Assam 
k  almost  entirely  day,  of  various 
colours.  The  winding  coone  of 
this  river  k  of  great  length,  'irixmt 
-two  hundred  milea  throu^  ite 
valley,  westward.  It  b  nav^;iMe 
in  small  boats,  about  halfway  in  the 
dry  season.

2.  Dorika, 

From  the  Naga  mountains,  runs 
thrx>ugh  the  district  of  Gurgak^hur, 
and  ^s  into  the  Dilli,  about  ten 
miles  above  the  mouth  of  the  latter. 
Small  boats  can  navigate  it  even 
in  the  dry  season,  it  is  somewhat 
smaller  than  the  Dilli,  and  winds  in 
a  course  of  about  one  hundred  miles 
in  length.  The  waters  partake  of 
the  re5  colour  of  the,  clay,  through 
which  they  flow. 

3.  Dhekow 

Has  its  source  very  far  to  the  east- 
ward, in  the  Naga  mountains, 
throueh  which  it  takes  a  course  of 
considerable  length,  and  enters  As- 
sam, about  ten  miles  to  the  east  of 

.  the  source  of  the  Cilpawni,  or  the 
town  of  that  name,  and  falls  into 
the  Dehingh  at  Sitamalighur.  Jn 
its  course,  it  passes  through  the 
towns  of  Govindhurdeul,  near  the 
pQcha  temple  of  that  name,  Na- 

.  ziragown,  Gurgown,  the  capital  on 
the  eastern  bank  5  Popjahghur,  or 
puckj,  a  temple  dedicated  to  Mai,  the 
ancient  temple  of  the  royal  poojah, 
(devotion).  Khakbarri,  Npwkhally, 
a  royal  repository  of  boats.  Mac- 
taika,  near  the  fortress  of  Rungpoor, 
on  its  western  bank,  by  Motelmara, 
Burhgown,  and  Sitamalighur.  It 
is  reckoned  to  perform  a  winding 
course  of-two  hundi-ed  miles  fixmi 
its  entrance  into  the  valley,  to  its 
j unction  with  the  Dehingh.  In  the 
dry  season  it  is  only  navigable  by 
*gmall  boats,  to  a  little  distance  above 
iGurgowVL.  itis  reported  by  the  na- 
tive, that  Sook^hah,  conqueror  of 
A3safn»  ohfifle  his  residence  at  this 
■fcpot,  '^  ^eount  of  the  superiorihr 
of. the  ^tr^^erand  dayiit.is  CQnn- 


deotly  asserted,  that  he  ordered  both 
to  be  lyeighed,  and  found  the  for- 
mer lighter  tlian  the  water  of  other 
rivers,  while  the  latter  furnished  cu- 
linary utensils,  of  a  lighter,  yti 
better  and  more  durable  texture, 
for  cooking  die  victuals  of  his  peo- 
ple with  less  expenditure  of  wood. 

.  ^The  bed  has  some  coarse  saud  at 
tlie  bottom,  tliough  in  general  its 
banks  and  bed  are  of  a  dark -co- 
loured clay,  occasionally  reddislij 
for  the  soil  is  not  so  uniformly  r^ 
at  Rungpoor  as  towards  the  Dijli. 
The  souihem  rivers  are  never  rapid; 
the  inundatiuu  comniencing  trom 
the  northern  ri^^ers,  lills  both  ^e 
Berhampooter  and  these,  so  that,  the 
water  has  no  considerable  curreaiit 
till  the  month  of  May,  or  June, 
when  die  current  is  rather  stronger 
from  the  south  in  thes^son  of  the 
rains,  though  the  increase  is  not 
very  considerable,  as  the  lai|pTiver 
at  this  period  is  always  pretty  fu|l, 
and  checks  the  rapidity  of  ail  the 
southern  rivers.  Before  this  tiQ^e 
of  the  year,  however,  the  curr^t 
sometunes  increases,  when  Jbeayy 
showers  of  •  rain  have  fallen  in 
the  neighbourhood.  Thechahn^l, 
though  not  remarkably  l^oad,  .is 
very  deep,  yet  the  steep  banks  aflford 
no  protection  against  the  high^t 
inundations,  which  occasionfdly.i^y 
the    whole  yichrity  under  water. 

The  Dhikow  is  frequendy  m@i- 
tioned  in  the  histories  pf  Assafli,

theRahaChokey.  Before  it  enters 
Asasm,  proper  3  it  takes  its  course 
i»etween  the  countries  of  Jevointa, 
(tbe  gentia  of  the  maps,)  and  Co- 
^ri^  (the  Cachar  of  the  maps,) 
<4brming  at  an  earlier  period,  the 
^ouBdaries  between. t^ose  two  prin- 
cipalities. It  will  probably  be  re- 
ceived as  an  article  of  information, 
equally  nov'el  and  interesting,  that

To  facilitate  the  Speedy  fc^noa- 
tion  and  growth  of  the  Lushkuree 
corps,  it  would  be  highly  necessary, 
that  the  several  govemmenu  of 
India  should  give  it  all  the  counte- 
nance and  encouragement  in  tiieir 
power,  besides  holding  out  pibper 
rewards  iju  medals,  nr^oney,  or  lands 
fixMn  government,  as  they  now  do 
to  the  Sipahees,  to  those  men  worn 
out  or  wounded  in  the  service,  and 
to  the  relations  of  such  Loshkurees 
as  might  fall  in  battle,  &c.'&c.  &c. 

A .  few  able  European  offioeis 
should  be  attached  to  the  Lushkuree 
corps,  to  serve  as  such  at  head* 
quarters,  oroccasionally  in  ships  of 
war,  and  to  act  when  -requisite  as 
i^ents  or  recruiting  officers,  at  the 
various  ports  in  the  East  Indies. 

On  the  proper  selecrion  of  these 
gentlemen  for  local  knowledge, 
particularly  including  that  of  the 
languages,  general  address;  talents, 
suavity  of.  manners,  and  known 
probity,  the  success  el^pected  fixwa 
the  proposed  measure  must  entirely 
depend 
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Aepttid,  otherwise  it  mdy  become,  ^ 
In  corrupt  or  ignorant  hqtods,  ah  ex-  * 
pensive  job,  wholly  unproductive  of 
the  good    consequences    derivable  ' 
from  it,  under  experienced  and  up- 
right men. 

The  grand  object  of  the  agent's 
care  should  be  invariably  to  protect 
the  Lushkurees  from  thd  extortion 
of  native  crimps'  and  inferior  offi- 
cers, to  give  every  facility  to  thdr 
commodious  conveyance  fi:o|n  port  * 
to  port,  or  to  head-quarters  at  Pulo 
Peoang,  and  particularly  to  recom- 
mend to  the  several' governments  of  ^ 
Inc^a,  that  the  Lushkureoi'  remit- 
tances, bills, letters,  kc.  sliould  reach, 
their  relatives,  postage  free,  through 
all  parts  of  the  peninsula. 

Under  the  immediate  superinten- 
danceof  tlie  Pulo  Penang  govern- 
ment, many  improvements  in  this 
marine  department  would  be  pro- 
gressively developed,  so  as  to  rea- 
der the  Lushkuree  corps  a  most  pro- 
ductive nutsery  of  very  useful  Bn- 
rish  Indian  sailors,  whoj  with  pro^ 
per  discipline,  encouragement,  and 
care,  would^  in  the  space  of  a  few 
years,  become  as  subservient  to  the 
true  interests  of  the  mother  country 
by  sea,  as  many  thousands  of  th^ir 
military  countrymen  are  now  con-r 
fessedly  so  by  land,  without  the 
smallest  risk  or  inconvenience. to  the 
parent  state  j  aii  assertion  w^hich 
cannot  so  safely  be  hazarded  in 
.favour  of  our  native  military  esta- 
blishments on  the  Indian  contiaent. 

Uniform  good  usage  in  the  navy 
would  veiy  soon  reconcile  the 
Lushkurees  and  their  relatives  to 
that  service,  as  a  fixt  and  respec- 
table mode  of  jife  for  themselves 
and  ofl^pnng,  nor  would  the  Bri- 
tish sejlmen,  in  any  wdi -disci])! uicd 
ship,  be  very  apt  to  quarrel  witli  or 
abuse  their  black  shipmates  3  from 
Vhose  well-directed  exertions  in 
many  situations  of  exposujfe  to  a

dl^strOSptiVe'sun,  while  woodiflg  afid 
waterihg  their '  respective  vttsefe, 
tliey  might  reasonably  look  for  con- 
siderable relief. 

The  Lushkurees,  b^g^U  Mdo- 
sulmans,  would  eat  either  firesh  dr 
salt  beef,  jrrovided  the  cattle  3»^epe 
killed  and  cured  by  their  ofW©  peo- 
ple, which  could  alwajrs  be  eActpd 
\vith  very  little  tirOHble  or  ei^)e|ife, 
and  a  suftici^it  si^^y  of  tudx 
meat  can  at  aU  times  be  settt  lo 
every  ship  havii^  its  con^lertimt  of 
the  native  seamen  on  boiUxl.      .  * 

A  Britiah  ship  of  warwith  two 
thitds,  or  even  only  one  h^  Britifib 
sailors,  and  the  t^twdl-fiid,  pio- 
perlyr'disciplined  Lashkur9e8>  would 
.e  V  ei'  prove  much  more  than^  a  match 
for  a  French  veisel  of  equal  fbrcej 
because  in  a  climate  like  India,  £e^ 
sailors  of  that  nation  are  likd^  to 
continue,  for  m^  length  of  time^ 
superior  to  the  natives  m  thoii^ 
seas,  when  proportioned,  incor(^ 
rated,  and  traioed  up,  as  theptai 
supposes,'  with  English  sailora,  to 
aomapb  their  eSarta  against  a  com- 
naoi  fee,  and  to  overawe  tliem  from 
every  hostile  attempt  ag^hiost  the 
officers  or  crews  of  their  tespecti^ 
ships. 

On  all  the  com^ny*9  veisels  1rvn» 
thirds  of  good  Lushkurees  wo^ 
be  required  to  navigate  or  dofenA 
them  every  where,  especially  if-  an 
adequate  surplus  number  of  Lush* 
kurees  b€^.  allowed  to  act  in  tvdr 
timeas  wtarfntfi'j  against  MrhoseweU- 
directed  musquetry,  properly  statl- 
oncdin  the  tops  and  other  parts  of  the 
ship,  noFtenct  prif  ateer,  and  few 
of  thdr  firigates  even,  would  at- 
tempt to  board  a  regular  Indiaman, 
uaanned  with  one-third  Europeans, 
and  tlie  rest  able-bodied  Lushkurees, 
raised,  disciplined,  and  treated  ia 
the  manner  alrea^  wcplained.

power  on  the  Indian  peninsula, 
from  tlieir  deep-rooted  aversion  to 
the  christian  name  j  whereas,  on 
board  of  our  ships,  from  their  total 
ignorance  of  navigation,  all  idea  of 
sedition  and  resistance  would  be 
fruitless  in  the  extreme.  That  the 
Malays  have  frequently  succeeded, 
by  rising  on  their  captain  and  two 
or  three  officers,  must  be  granted  j 
but  the  lushkurees  in  general  are 
a  very  different  people,  who  have 
not,  I  believe,  aftbrded  one  solitary 
instance  of  such  an  attempt,  since 
they  were  first  embarked  in  this 
service  j  besides  it  k  well  knowTi, 
tliat  neither  the  Malays,  nor  any 
other  Indian  seamen,  would  find  it 
their  interest  to  make  so  despe- 
rate an  effort  during  their  passage 
fi-om,  or  to  India,  while  one  fourth. 
even  of  the  crew  were  European 
sailors  in  our  employment^  and  any 
thing  like  vigilance  or  discipline 
existed  among  tliem.  Should  this 
imperfect  sketch  produce  some  con* 
sideration  and  improvement  of  the 
subject,  by  abler  men,  I  shall  have 
done  my  duty  in  laying  it  thus  be- 
fore the  public,  from  whose  final

of  which  the  following  extract 
from  the  report  of  tlie  committee 
of  cdrresj>ondence  to  tiie  East  India 
directors  will  tl'.row  considerable 
light,  and  admlraliW  pare  the  way 
for  the  sub:>cquoni  ob.=»ervations  and. 
proposiiions  more  inftmedialely  in, 
iavdur  of  eastern  langitages. 

*'  It  is  it  sort  of  reproach  to  the 
the  countiy,  that,  notwithstanding 
our  t^ast  connection  with  the  easti 
no  pains  have  been  taken  to  mi^fyc 
any  provision  at-home  for  this  kind 
of  Jearuing.  There  are  not  waat-^ 
ing  gentlemen  capable  of  comma- 
niCiiting  it;  bvit,  ha\in2  passc^ 
tbi*oiigh  the  Compiiny^s  service, 
they  will  not  place  themselves  on 
the  footing  of  private  teachers  of 
Lingiiages.  The  conse^jnence  is, 
that  in  course  of  time  their  know- 
Jedge  dies  witH  them  |  and  not- 
withstanding the  return  of  many 
odfentai  scholars  to  their  native' 
&5il,  no  store  is  formed  at  home  of 
iJAnjing  properly  oriental :  the  com- 
munications made  through  the  me-^ 
dium  of  English  translatir>rs  adding 
little  to  the  knowledge  of  the  ori- 
ental tongues. 

"  Political  reasons  might  be  as-

miaaries  at  home  for  promoting  the

Th«  greatest  number,  and  the 
^ost  important  of  Dr.  Gilcbrist^s 
works,  io  thb  brarfch  of  oriental 
knowledge^  were  publiihed  before  .

ter :  but  as  his  ]atx)iirs  derive  their 
interest  and  value,  much  more  from 
the  general  result  of  the  whole  to- 
gether, than  from  the  peculiar 
tfierit  of  any  particular  perform- 
•nce,  it  will  be  most  advatitageous 
to  review  them  coWectivelyj  and 
to  consider  how  far  this  indefa- 
tigable scholar  ha*^  a^complisbed  his 
proposed  end,  of  supplying  English- 
men with  the  best  and  easiest  means

1st. — At  the  time  of  the  subjuga- 
tion of  the  northern  provinces  of 
Hindustan,  by  the  Mahomrae-* 
dan  conquerors,  the  Hindvif  or 
Hinduee,  was  the  orily  language  in 
use  amongst  the  natives  of  diese 
provinces,  either  in  common  con- 
versation, in  the  written  details  of 
private  business,  or  in  the  affaira, 
and  transactions  of  state.  The  5a/2- 
scrU  language  \V2&  re\'erenced  as  it 
is  now,  without  being  understood 
by  the  people;  and  was  knowir^ 
only  to  th6  ieam^,  who  employe^ 
it  iu  their  religious,  scientific,. find 
literary  compositions,  but  who  sel- 
dom made  it  the  medium  of  their 
familiar  intercourse;  either  in  con- 
vereailon,  or  in  cpistolair  corres* 
pondence.  Hence  the  Hindvi  was 
cultivated  by  poets  and  fabulists, 
whose  purpose  being  to  please  thr 
passions  and  preju^ces  of  their 
countrymen,  addressed  them  ia' 
their  own  coUoquinl  dialect,  an4 
thei^by  improved  an4  enriched  if.

giiage  became  koown  to  tbe-nadvet 
oi  Upper  Hindustan  >  whiisl,  at  th^ 
same  time,  the  principles  ;ind  le- 
nois  ol  the  K.orau«  wi^  preached 
to  tht  ni  in  pure  Arabic^  by  the 
iSf.fliommcdan  priests'}  whose  wild 
taiK.iiciiiQi  struck. the.  iraaglnatioa 
ot  ti.e  loi^er  classes,  and,  though  it 
succeeded  not  in  making  many  coa- 
veiis,  even  amongst  them,  yet  rear 
diiy  impressed  on  the  recoUeciioii 
Cvf  a  dU}jerstitiouK  people,  something 
ol  ii:e  language  in  which  it  wasdWr 
played.  Hence,  the  aative  inha- 
bitants in  their  ounveraattcns  with 
each  other,  a&  well  as  in  their  com- 
munications with  the  Mussulmangj^ 
acquired  a  habit  of  u^ng,  not  onljt 
woids,  coamion  both  to  Per^teand 
Am*  Jc,  but  alstt  some  ot  the  pecur< 
liar  phrases  of  each  language ^  and 
n:any  of  these  words  and  phfasei 
became  thereby  gradually  iocoit 
poratcd  ^lith  ilieit  vernacular  dia* 
icct.  On  the  other  hand,  the  po- 
licy of  the  Mussulman  govemineni^ 
and  the  iiature  of  its  iustitiuibDfi,^ 
both  civiiand  militar)',  occ9&iune4 
a  constaxit  and  intimate  Intercoms^ 
beiweeii  the  numerous  officers  of 
the  slate  and  their  followers,  and 
its  native  subjects;  and,  iu  ordeac 
to  iacilitate  tliat  intercourse,  Uies« 
othiers  paid  attention  to  the 'acqui- 
sition ut  tlie  Hindvi  dialect;  but 
the  ki.owiedge  which  they  acquired 
of  it  was  so  inaperfect,  that  the/ 
could  not  express  nhe'u  thoughts^ 
wiihout  having  recourse  to  ibc, 
idiorixaiic  phra.ses  of  the  Persic  lan- 
guage ;  :u:d  this  iiiixed  speech  was 
Rr.deic'd  intelligible  to  the  natives, 
fnuu  the  slight  knowledge  of  that 
language  which  they  bad  jHtained.^ 
Thiw,  by  the  combined  openf> 
tion  of  the   clrcunistanc^  wixirfj 

liav« 
see  the  Asiatic  IUgi^)Bflr«iVOl  9d,  Hkiotf 
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^ave  bce^^.Statc^,  aadby  the  reci- 
procal use  which  was  made  of  their 
res [>ec live  laiiguiagcs,  by  the  con- 
«uierors  and  the  conquered,  a  mixed 
'dialect  gradually  sprang  up,  which, 
in  the  course  of  a  few  generations, 
became  a  distinct  language,  com- 
pounded of  the  native  Hindvi,  Per- 
sic, and  Arabic  3  of  which  the 
Ptrbs  were  ^hie^y  taken  from  the 
jlrst'  of  ^hese  tongues,  with  their 
Anginal  inflexions  ;  and  the  nouns, 
principally  from  the  two  latter. — 
This  language,  from  the  nature  of 
its  formation,  wat  called  rekhtu,  or 
mixed.  It  was  used  as  the  coinmon 
jcedium  of  colloquial  intercourse,, 
not  merely  between"  the  govern- 
ment and  its  Hindu  subjects,  but 
between  them  and  all  Mussulmans 
fhroughoul  Ae  provinces  of  Delhi, 
Agra,  thePob-ab,  Alahabad,  Oude, 
^nd  Rbhilcund;  which  form  what 
lias  here  been  called  northern,  or 
Upper  Hindustan.  As  the  Mussul- 
mans extended  d>eir  conquest^,  and 
established  their  dominion,  over 
the  other  provinces  of  Hindustan 
proper,*  and  of  the  Deccan,  they 
c?arried  diis  language  along  with 
them  ;  and,  in  process  of  time,  all 
(he  most  intelligent  Hindu  inhabi- 
tants of  these  provinces,'  acquired 
a  sufficient  knowledge  of  it,  to 
speak  it  with  t6lerable  fluency  5 
mixing  it  however  with  many  of 
the  ^erbs,  ^nd  some  of'the  appro- 
priate phrases,  and  pronouncing  it 
according  to  the  peculiar  accentua- 
tion of  tlieir  own  vernacular  idioms. 


In  the  reign  of  Aurnngzebc,  undor 
whom  the  MogVil  empire  aitaincd 
its  greatest  extent  and  power,  thp 
Rekhtu,  or  as  it  may  from  this  pe- 
riod be  called,  tfie  HindustanL^e, 
became  ike  language  of  convejTca- 
tion,  not  only  am^^iigst  gil  clas-,c* 
of  ?vliissalmans,in  ttieir  laiiiiiiar  in- 
tercourse, hut  likewise  at  the  court 
of  the  Lmperor,  and  at  the  subor- 
dinate courts  ot  the  Subahdar*,  and 
Nuwabs:  and  throughout  ail  tlii 
provinces  of  that  vast  empire,  itbi> 
came  understood,  and  was  spoken, 
by  some  amongst  the  Hindu  inha- 
bitants in  almost  every  village,—^ 
though  from  them  its  phrasqoiogy 
and  pronounciation  received  a  pal- 
■tial  assimilation  to  the  nativedialecli 
of  each  respective  province.  But 
this  universality  of  the  Hnidustantj^ 
is  prctiy  nearly  conrined  to  oral  dis^ 
course.  As  a  written  language,  k 
never  has  been  used,  even  in  north-  - 
ern  Hindustan,  except  iu  ihe  com- 
position of  poetical  elfusions,  con- 
ai.sting  of  popular  ballads  and  sough ; 
and  in  the  epistolury  correspiMi- 
denceof  Mussulmans,  the  bulk  (/ 
whom,  in  tiiat  part  ot"  the  cbuntn't 
know  no  other  diiilect.  In  the 
'other  provinces  of  India,  that  were 
subject  to  the  Mogul  sway,  the 
vernacular  idioms  of  each  ha\e 
been  preserved,  as  the  written  me- 
dium of  all  private  affairs  and  mer- 
cantile transactions.  Of  the  HxiSr 
sulman  courts  and  government, 
the  Persic  was  always  the  \vTitten 
language  ^  and  heuce  it  came  to

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be  univiPTsally  ailbpted  in  aU  polf- 
tical  Uiscossions  and  negotiatioin 
anpongst^tho  states  of  India. 

Thu->  the  Hindustanee  language 
^2is  been  traced  from  its  origin  in 
the  ejily  ages  of  tbe  MtissaJnian 
establishment,  to  the  state  at  which 
ft  had  arrived,  about  tbe  close 
of  the  reign  of  Auningzebe,  when 
d  knowledge  of  it,  in  various  de- 
grees, was  extended  nearly  over 
all  those  provinces  of  the  Indian 
Continent,  wherein  it  is  at  present 
ffpoken.  The  usurpation  and  con- 
csUests  of  Hydcr  Ally,  introduced 
ibis  dialect  into  Mysore,  and  ren- 
dered it  ftmiliar,  in  the  ititeriorof 
the  southern  part  of  the  Peninsula. 
So  that,  about  that  period  a(  time, 
when  a  great  part  of  Hindustan 
proper  became  subject  to  England, 
the  Hindustanee  was,  as  it  still  i^, 
more  or  less  known,  in  almostev'ery 
province  of  India. 

2d. — Amongst  the  English,  and 
all  other  Europeans,  then  resident 
in-India,  the  acquisition  of  this  cur*- 
reiU  language  was  very  little,  if  at 
all,  attended  to,  though  so  obvi- 
ously usefiil  in  their  transactions 
*  Avitli  the  natives.  Some  Portuguese 
pribsts  had  successflilly  cultivated 
the  vernacular  dialects  of  those  pro- 
vinces on  Uie  western  coast  ol  the 
Decern,  in  which  their  chief  estab- 
lishments were  siiaated;  but  it 
seems  to  have  been  the  ix)licy  of  ;he 
governtnent  ot  Goa,  to  "disseminate 
rhe  Portuguese  language,  along  with 
the  Romi>h  faith,  amongst  the  na^ 
tires';  both  by  makitjg  it  the  sdIc 
medium  of  all  intercourse  with 
them,  and  by  inslructing  ihc  priests 
to  tea  :h  it  to  tlieir  proseiyfes. — 
Hence  it  became  t!^  current  lan- 
guage amongst  all  tiioae  who  were 
converletl  to  the  eaiholic  religion  ; 
but  S9  they  spoke  it  according  to 
their  native  idlems  and  accenmn- 
tion,  it  was  tVansmitted  in  a  wjy 


corrupted  form,  to  tfaeh:  niHtieroat 
desceiKlahts.  In  this  form,  it  m 
universally  spoken,  4^  aU  the  nai- 
tive  Portuguese  throughout  India  j 
most  of  whom,  however,  also 
speak  the  Hindustanee,  as  well  af 
the  vernacular  dialects  of  the  parti- 
cular  provinces  ra  which  they  reside. 
Arul,  as  some  of  that  class  of  peo- 
ple have,  for  these  hundred  and  fifty 
years,  been  establislied,  not  only  in 
the  principal  sea-ports,  but  In  txuuiy 
of  the  commercial  town»,  in  the  in- 
terior of  the  Indian  Continent,  this 
corrupt  dialect  of  tlie  Portugoesa 
language  was  acquired  and  spoken 
by  all  Europeans  who  resorted  to 
tiiose  marts  ^  and  these  Eoropean 
traders  transacted  their  business 
with  the  Mussulman  and  Hindu 
merchants,  through  the  agency  of 
the  native  Portuguese,  whom  tliey 
employed  as  their  interpretSeia; 
clerks^  and  menial  ser\'ants. 
'  By  this  means,  tbe  advantage 
arising  Irom  the  acquisition  of  the 
Hindustanee  language,  were  over- 
looked by  the  English  previouj*  to 
tlie  conquest  Of  Bengal  j  and  the 
Dutch  and  French  appear,  frtmi  the 
same  cause,  to  have  equally  neg- 
lected it.  Nor  have  we  any  ev^ 
dtnice,  tha>  even  the  Missionaries 
n.ade  any  great  proficiency  in  the 
native  dialects  of  India,  though  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  thera^  was 
so  essential  to  their  purpose.  '  The 
dissertation  of  Millius,  on  the  Hin- 
dustanee language,  publi^ed  at 
Ley  den  in  1743,  is  k  veryWpe*'- 
ficial  and  inaccurate  performaticeJ  j 
and  the  Graiumaiira  Hmd&stauica, 
of  Schitlz-iirt,  pvibrisbcd  at  Hal,  in 
Sax-ony,  t\io  years  a|*ierwards, 
tlKHigh  it  exhibits  aii  un^uc8tio*j- 
able  pioof  oftlie  author  « knowledge 
of  the  gt*ntml  structure  of  the  ian- 
guage,  is  nevertlieless  extreniely 
deficient,  and  very  inadequate  to 
'  tlic  liberal  purpose  for  w'hidi  it*  was 
designed. 
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derignedy  of  ftimishing  all  £urope*. 
aoi  who  might  go  to  India,  with 
the  means  of  acquirh^  the  Hindu»- 
tanee  dialect. 

After  the  English  were  fully  es- 
tablished in  tl>e  sovereignty  of  Ben- 
gal, the  great  Inconvenience  arising 
from  their  igQtflince  both  of  the 
Hindustanee  and  the  Persic  began 
to  be  sensibly  felt }  and;  accordit^ly,- 
sonie  intelligent  men,  in  the  com- 
pany's service,  turned  ^heir  atten- 
tion to  the  study  of  these  languages. 
Under  the  govemm^t  of  Mr.  Van- 
aittart,  a  Mr.  Gulston,  a  young 
fpan  of  promising  parts,  whom  he 
Appointed  his  Persian  interpreter 
and  translator,  wrote  an  essay  on 
Hindustanee  grammar,  which  he 
did  not  live  to  publish,  but  which 
'afterwards,  fell  into  the  hands  of 
Dr.  Gilchrist,,  who  speaks  of  it 
with  high  commendation.  The 
premature  death  of  Mr.  Gulston, 
and  the  consequent  lo^s  to  the  public 
of  his  valuable  work,  were  circum- 
stances in  their  eft^ects  extremely 
detrimental  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
genu'me  Hindustanee,  amongst  the 
company's  servants  in  Bengal.  A 
few  men  of  parts,  who  had  em- 
j>loyed  intelligent  MoomhaSy  or  na- 
tive teachers,  to  mittruct  tliem  in 
tlie  Persic,  also  acquired  from  these 
^Iooniihces,  acompeient  knuwle4ge 
of  the  best  dialect  of  tjje  Hindus- 
tanee. But  thd  Knglisli  in  general, 
l>eiug  without  any  gramn>ar  (ir  vo- 
cabulary to  guide  and  instruct  them 
in  the  acquisition  of  the  Hindus- 
tanee, were  content  to  learn  it  from 
their  servants,  some  of  whom  were  * 
native  Portuguese,*  some  Bengal 
Mussulmans,  and  son^  Hindus  of 
the  menial  cast.  These  three  classes 
of  servaiiis  all  sp{>ke  tl;e  most  vul- 
gar and  worst  dialect  of  this  lan- 
.  guage,  but  each  of'  them  spoke  it 
diiierentlyi  so  tiiat  their  masters 
habitually  acquired  from  them   a 


jaiigon,  vhich  they  found  to  be  at* 
terly  unintelligible,  not  only  to  ths 
higher  ranks  amongst  the  natives^ 
but  to  the  peasantry  in  Bengal,  and 
in  the  upper  provinces.  Ibis  jar- 
gon too,  was  unfortunately  rendered 
still  more  prevalent  amongst  th« 
Company's  servants,  by  the  publi- 
cations of  Mr.  Hadley  and  of  Mr. 
Fergusson ;  because  in  these  ouoka 
it  is  registered  in  vocabularies,  and 
attempted  to  be  taught  according  to 
grammatical  rules. 

At  last,  three  gentleman  in  thd 
Company's  ser\ice,  eminentlj(  ver» 
sed  in  the  genuine  Hindustanee  lan- 
guage, were  induced,  nearly  about 
the  same  pei'iod  of  time,  to  under- 
take to  present  their  couiitrymeii 
with  sure  guides  to  the  acquisition  of 
it.  Dr.  Harris,  of  Madras,  compiled 
and  published  an  English  and  Hin* 
diutanee  dictionary,  m  wlijch,  says. 
Dr.  Gilchrist,  "  he  eidiibits  Un- 
questionable proofs  of  his  great  pro* 
liciency  in  the,  Hindustanee,  with 
considerable  judgment,  accuteness, 
and  industry,  in  its  plan,  arrange- 
ment,, and  execution.  I  confess, 
with  due  acknowledgment,  iliat  I 
selected  Irom  this  .work,  soin« 
very  uiflul  vocables,  for  ray  Ap- 
pendix, and  that  its  authority  like- 
wise confirmed  me  in  the  previous 
adoption  of  many  more,  which,  nn 
the  course  of  twelve  years,  1  Iwd 
added  to  my  own  stock."  He  adds 
a  circumstance  which  .shews,  that 
there  is  no  njaterial  difierence  be- 
tween the  dialect  of  the  I  i  industane« 
prevalent  ui  the  Carnaiic,  and  that 
which  is  spoken  in  its  native  coiiii- 
try  of  up|xfr  Hindustan.  He  tl^und 
in  Dr.  Harris's  work,  a  vast  num- 
ber ot  words,  said  to  be  current  on 
the  coast  of  Coromandcl,  wJjk^i 
were  familiarly  known  to  his 
Moonshecj  who  was  a  native  of 
Sirhind,  though  ihey  liad  beconie 
obsolete  in  the  inierxnedlate  pro- 
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vinces  of  the  Peninsula.  Dr.  ^ar- 
ris's publication,  however,  is  es- 
sentially deleetive,  from  the  want 
6f  a  grkmraar ;  which,  thougfi  he 
had  undertaken  to  supply,  and  had 
nearly  completed,  he  appears  to 
have  abandoned,  in  despdir  of  that 
patronage  he  was  so  well  i^htitlejl 
to  expect. 

Tlie  next  penon  who  undertook 
fhe  repulNive  labour  of  writing  a 
grammar  and  dictionary  of  the 
Hindustanee,  was  Captain'  (now 
Colonel)  William  Kirkpatrick^  a 
geutlenian  en^inently  distinguished 
for  his  attainments  in  Asiatic  lite- 
jrature  and  geography,  as  well  as 
for  his  penect  acquaintance  with 
^e  history,  character,  and  politics 
pf  Indian  States,  and  peculiarly 
Well  qualified  for  tlie  task  he  had 
undertaken,  by  his  knowledge  o( 
the  ancient  Hiiidyi,  by  his  critical 
skilJ  in  the  Persic,  a^id  by  the  clear, 
sound,  anddi  criminaiing  judgment 
with  which  he  is  endowed.  In 
1785,  he  published  the  plan  of  a 
most  comprc  icnsiiC  work,  which 
he  proposed  (.0  diWde  into  eight 
parti.  The  1st  part  was  to  treat  of 
the  characters  and  syrab-)ls  used 
in  the  Hindvi,  and  of  their  various 
powers  :  The  2 J  to  consist  of  the 
gramraatiial  divisinis  of  tlie  lan- 
gii:i^e,  or  the  parts  of  speech :  The 
3d  'Was  to  treat  of  the  etymology  of 
Hindustanee  words :  The  4th  X)f 
its  syntax  and  idiom  :  The  5th  tio 
contain  a  copious  collection  of  Hin- 
dustanee verbs,  both  primitive  and 
derivative  :  The  6tli  to  consist  of 
a  vrcabulary  of  pure  Hindvi :  The 
Jih  to  coasist  of  a  vocabulary  of 
moh  Persic  and  Arabic  words,  as 
M'cre  incorporated  with  the  Hindvi : 
And  the  $t!h  part  to  contain  various 
f  xetcisesj  or  phrases^  for  the  iUu^ 


tration  of  the  rules  given  in  tht 
grammar.  The  pure  Hindvi  words 
to  be  printed  both  in  the  Nagari 
and  Roman  characters ;  and  thr 
Persic  and  Arabic  words,  in  the 
Persian  and  Boman  characters.--* 
This  plan  was  patronized  and  sub- 
scribed to  by  tliQ^ndia  Company; 
and  the  author  proceeded  bo  fin'  in 
the  execution  of  it,  as  to  publi.sh  a  * 
few  of  its  parts  separately  ;  but  hav- 
ing been  withdrawn  from  his  la- 
bours, by  more  important  avoca- 
tions, connected  with  the  public 
situation  which  he  then  held,*  and 
litidihg  that  Dr.  Gilchrist  was  de^ 
voting  his  whole  time  to  a  work  00 
the  same  subject,  he  was  induced 
to  relinquish  his  undertaking,  and 
to  pay  over  to  him  the  amount  of 
the  subscription,  which  he  had  re* 
ceived  from  the  Company. 

Dr.  Gilchrist  had,  for  some  yeafs 
befi)re,  been  occupied  in  the  study 
of  Hindustanee  philology,  and  in 
preparing  m.i;^.  ;».s  xqt  a  gramouf 
and  dictionar)'  of  tliat  language.  Ifn 
this  pursuit,  he  was  assisted  by  se- 
verid  learned  natives  of  northern 
Hindustan,  both  Hindus  and  Mus- 
sulmans, ^whom,  for  this  purpose, 
he  retained  at  his  own  expcnse.-r- 
According  to  a  plan  which  he  form- 
ed for  collecting  words,  he  made 
these  assistants  furnish  him  with  eve- 
ry sound  and  word  with  their  signi- 
fications, which  begin  with  4he  let-- 

ters  ^^^^car,  or  Ukor^  and  ^^  / 

Mlf]  and  so  on  progressively  with 
every  other  letter  in  the  Nagaret 
and  Persic  alphabet.  In  this  man- 
ner be  ma?1e  a  copious  collection  of 
genuine  Hindustanee  words,  whicli 
he  aftei-wards  enlaiged  with  addi- 
tional words  smd  phrases,  selects 
from  the  cornpaiiitioiis  of  Soudd^ 
WuU  and  Meer-DiirdyiAiQ  ijQost 
estMiniMi

3d.^— Having  thus  registered  the 
^ords  of  the  Hindustaiiee,  and  an- 
dexedto  each  its  signihcatiou  in 
English^  he  proceeded  to  form  a 
tfvstem  for  reducing  tlie  language  to 
med  grammatical  principles.     On 
the  structure  of  this  language^  none 
of  the  numerous  native  gran-ma- 
fiani  had  ever  uxitten }  though  for 
tbt  study  of  grammar,  they  have 
Id  general  the  strongest  predilec- 
tion.    Dr.  Gilchrist,  tlierefore,  in 
this  difficult  and  important  part  of 
his  undertakings,    was  obliged   to 
rely  on  the  same  guides  wno  had 
assisted  li'rm  in  the  compilation   of 
bis  vc^bulary,  and  in^  great  mea- 
nire,  indeed,  on  his  own  skill  and 
judgment  in  the  language ;  for  he 
had  not  at  tliat  pei  iod  seen  any  of 
those  parts  of  CoAonel  Kirkpatrick's 
work,  which  have  been   given  to 
the  public.      He,  however,  coni- 
poi#d  an  elaborate  and  peiijicuous 
gramniar  j  of  which  wc  shuJl  now 
proceed  to  give  such  an  anal)  his  as 
will  enable  ihe  reader  to  ibrni   a 
competent  notion  of  the  nniuie  aiid 
construction  of  this  C(;pious  and  ex- 
pressive language. 

The  first  elements  of  speech  are 
orthoepy,  or  thi^jusi  protioumiation 
of  ii-iyrds'y  and  orthograpii),  or  the 
jnanner  of  exprtssijig  sounds  and 
wtrrds  ly  wriittu  diaractcrs,  Vv'ere , 
it  jxjssible  lo  tioe  a  language  from 
allanomalies,  and  to  t*»Ltb]ibh  fixed 
fules  for  rediiciiig  I.  to'  btlentific 
con-iiUncy  and  jc:gularity,  tiiese 
4flniKUis  \\ould  coriesp-v)nd  wiih 
each  other  i  the  ortho^iapliy  would 
be  keuied  on  peniKJiient  principles 
of  grammatical  analogy,  and  the 
sounds  which  that  ortliography  con- 
vey'.'d«  would  h<i  tlie  standards  gf 


pronounciailon.      Ihe  manner  m 
^hich  tlie  Greek  and  Latin  Jangua*. 
ges  are  taught   in  the   schooL*  of 
modern  Italy,  affords  a  pretty  ac- 
curate exeuipHficauon  of  this  idea. 
Of  a  perfect  orthogiapliy  and  pro- 
liounciation;  and   the  Italian  i^elf 
shews,  liow  near  even  a  living  lan- 
guage may  be  brought  to  approacl^ 
it.     But,  in  all  other  tongues,  bofk 
of  Eiirope  and  Asm,  with  which  wo 
are  acquainted,  a  wide  dif^lrei^ce, 
and  sometimes  even  a  total  dissimi- 
larity'exists*  between  what  is  (jj- 
leemed  the  must  accurate  pronoun- 
ciatiun,    and   those  soui.ds  which 
are  actually  expressed  liy  the  uorila 
as   tluiy  are  written.      In  the  po^  . 
lished  languages  of  Asia,  the  Ara^ 
bic,  Peri,ic,  and  Sanscrit,  this  dif- 
feience  i.s  not  in  reality   nearly  t^p 
great  as  it  is  in  the  French  aiui  Eng- 
lish, tliough  to  Enrope.iis    it   a^ 
pears,  at  hrst,  to  be  fully  as  mudi 
so  5  because  I  hey   are  aeciisttmied 
to  a  nmch  less   perfect  alphabet, 
than  either  the  Aiabian  or  iheCer 
vaijftgaree,  in  which  tho^elangusgef 
are  written.     But  il)f  ^indiTstaitte^ 
being  chiefly  comp.i.ntied  of  twa. 
idioms  genehcally  dilieient,  beinj 
soiiieiiirjes  wiiiten  in   the  AialMc, 
ai^d  sometimes  in  tht  C(.mmon  V-i^ 
giuee  aiph.ibet,  and  being  so  far  a 
language  nicrely  oral,  as   to   take 
its  siaiiviaid  of  pure  and   elegant 
phraseology,    entirely    from     the  . 
conver»aiion  of  the  higl)€r  ranks  of 
thepeuple,  which  isnuturailymuti-  ' 
ble  aiid  capricious,   without    any 
refeience  Jo  the  writings  of  those 
wlio  have  ch(/sen  it  as  the  nrK?diuni  . 
of  theirstnlimenis,— it  follows,  not 
only  that  there  is  a  great  variation 
in  the  style  of  writing  and  of  speak- 
ing it,  but  that  little  analogy  exi  ts. 
between     its    prouuncimion     and  ' 
orthograph}-. 
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orthogniphjr.     A  regiilir  system  of 

Ibre^  which,  lo  dtt  grammar  of 
e^ery  language,  ought  to  form  the 
primary  part,  ^'as  jn  that  of  the 
Hindu&tanee  pecuiiarlv  necessary. 
Accordingly,  Dr.  Gilchrist  com- 
tneoces  his  grammar  with  a  system 
of  cjci^n't^^v^  ^^^  ^^  proDouuc- 
fpg,  and  writing  the  language  with 
iiciiUyand  correctness. 

Of  the  Hindustanee  there  are 
Aree  dwitinct  dialects  j  namejy,^r5/ 
4hut  which  contains  th'e  greatest 
•number  of  ancient  Hindri  words, 
«nd  the  smallest  admixture  of  Persic 
And  Arabic  -,  second,  that  in  which 
the  number  of  Persic  and  Ara|5ic 
words,  bears  about  lui  equal  pro- 
portion to  the  Hindvi ;  and  third, 
that  ill  which  the  Arabic  and  Persic 
words  are  by  far  rhe  m^wt  numer- 
ous. Tlie  tirst  of  these  dialects  i» 
spoken  by  the  Hindus  of  nonhern 
'  India  J  the  jpe/:o;«/ is  called  the  mid- 
dle dialect,  and  is  the  most  imiver- 
inl  J  and  the  ikird  is  the  language 
of  conversation  in  all  the  Mussul- 
man courts.  Now  the  middle  dia- 
lect b^g  that  which  is  the  most 
^nerally  known,  and  Which,  with

Following  up  his  pbn  of  tbci- 
litating,as  much  as  possible,  a, quick

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ther  than  analogy,  but  he,  has, 
.  ur  m^i:^  parts  of  bi$  dictionary, 
endeavpuTdd  to  ad^  it  to  the  spel- 
ling of  Uic  native  writers.  And  as^ 
it  is  the  purpose  oif  those  for  whom 
he  wrote  to  learn  to  spc^k  rather 
than  to  write  theHindustanee,  this 
priilciple  of  orthography  is  perhaps 
the  best  that  could  be  chosen,  not- 
withstanding^ ther  numerous  diffi- 
.<ailUes  which  'necessarily  attend 
^  its  applieati<Mi,  The  chi^  of  these 
difHculdes  b  the  expressing  the 
Hindustanee  words,  in  Roman 
characters.  The  oriental  scholar 
already  knows,  that  this  had  been 
previ6usly  done  by  .Colonel  Kirk- 
pdtritk  in  his  vocabulary ;  and  that 
Sir  William  Jones  formed  a  general 
analogical  system  for  expressing  all 
Asiatic  words  *m  Roman  letters.* 
Mr.Wilkens,  inhis  valuable  publi- 
cations, has  adopted  a  plan  of  or- 


thography, ksswientifictHah  Sir 
WiUiam  JonesV,  but  more  conform* 
ble,  we  apprehend,  ^othe  true 
a<mnd  of  the  Asiatic  characters  and 
words.  We  hav^,  ourselves,  writ- 
ten Asiatic  words,  in  a  manner 
which  hdds  a  middle  course  be- 
tween Sir  William  Joies  and  Mr. 
Wilkens.  Of  these  different  modeft 
of  expressing  Asiatic  woricb,  in 
Roman  characters,  we  shall,  at  the 
end  of  this  article,  give  a  conlpara- 
tive  view,  and  endeavour  to  point 
out,  to  the  satis&ction  of  thepublic> 
that  which  appears  to  us  tb  t)e  the 
best ;  conceiving  it  to  be  a  matter 
of  some  importance.  But  this  com- 
parative view,  together  with  the 
remainder  of  the  article,  we  are 
under  the  necessity  pf  postponing 
until  the  next  volume.
